From the iufl: and fe- 
rious confideration whereof, there fpringeth in minds not brutiih, a 
thankfull correfpondenceofafle&ion anddutyjdill prefling to exprefle 
themfelues in endeauours of feruice. Which alfo hath caufed mee(moft 
noble Prince)not furnilhed of better meanes, to offer in humble zeale 
to your Princely view thefe my doubled trauells 5 once with fomc toyle 
and danger performed,and now recorded with fincerity and diligence. 
The parts l fpeak of arc the moftienowned countries and kingdomes: 
once the feates of mod glorious and triumphant Empires; the theaters 
of valour and heroicall a&ions; the foiles enriched with all earthly fe¬ 
licities j theplaces where Naturehath produced her wonderfull works; 
■where Arts and Sciences haue beene inuented,and perfitedjwhete wife- 
dome, vertue, policie, and ciuility haue beene planted, haue flouriflied: 
and laflly,where God himfelfe did place his own Common-wealth,gaue 
la wes and oracles, infpired his Prophets, lent Angels to conuerfewith 
men j aboue all,where the Sonne of God defeended to become man ; 
where he honoured the earth with his beautifull deps,wrought the work 
ofourRedemption, triumphed ouer death, and afeended intoglorie. 
Which countries once foglorieus, and famous for their happy eflate, 
are now through vice and ingratitude, become the moft deplored 1 
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fpe&acles of extreme miferie: the Wild beafts of mankind hailing bro¬ 
ken in vponthem 5 and rooted out all ciuilitie, and the pride of a Seme 
and barbarous Tyrant poftefling the thrones of ancient and iuft domini¬ 
on. Who aiming onelyatthe height ofgreatnefTe and fenfuality, hath 
in tract of time reduced fo great and goodly a part of the world, to that 
lamentable diftreffe and feruitude,vnder which (to theaftonifhmentof 
the vnderftanding beholders) it now faints and groneth. Thoferich 
lands at this prefent remaine wafte and ouetgrowne wi th bulhes,recep¬ 
tacles of wild beads,of theeues and murderers j large territories dilpeot 
pledjor thinly inhabited* goodly Cities made defolatejfumptuous buil¬ 
dings become ruines 5 glorious Temples either fubuerted,or proftitutedi 
to impietyjtrue Religion difcoUntenanccdand opprefled, all Nobility 
extinguilhedjno light of learning permitted,norvertuecheriflied: vio¬ 
lence and rapine infulting ouer all,and leauing no fecurity faue to a n ab* 
ie&mind,andvnlooktonpouerty. Which calamities of theirs fo great 
and deferued,are to the reft ofth e world as threatning inftruCtions. For 
afiiftance wherein,! haue not onely related wKat I fawof their prelent 
conditionjbut fo farre as conUenientie mightpermit, prefented a briefc 
view of their former eftates, attdfirft antiquities of thofe peoples and 
countries. thence to draw a right image of the frailrie of man, the mu¬ 
tability of wiutfocucr is worldly; andaffurancethatas there is nothing 
vnchangeable fauing God, fo nothing ftable but by his grace and prote¬ 
ction. Accept,great Prince, thefe weake endeauours of a ftrong defires 
which ihall be alwayes denoted to doe your Highnefle all acceptable 
s fcruice> and euer reioycein your prolpcritie and happinefle;

THE FIRST BOOKE.

Began my Iourney through France, hard vpon the time 
when that execrable murther was committed vpon the per- 
fonof Henry the fourth, by anobfcure varlet .• euen in the 
ftreetesofhisprincipallCity,by day, and then when roy¬ 
ally attended; to ftiew that there is none fo contemptible, 
that contemnethhis owne life, but is the matter of another 
mans. Triumphs were interrupted by funerals.* and mens 
mindsdid jabour with fearefullcxpe&ations. The Princes 
of the Bloiid difcontented, the NoblelTe fadious: thofeofthe Religion 
daily threatned, and nightly fearing a raaflacre. Meane whilea number of foul- 
diers are drawne by fmall numbers into the City to confront allout-rages. 

V France I forbeare to fpeakeof, and thcleffe remote parts of Italy : daily fur- 
Waide and exactly related. hzVenicel will begin my Iournall. From whencewe 
departed on the 20 .of Auguft,i6io. in the Little Defence of London. Twodayes 
afterwe touched at Rouigno a towne [Of Ifiria , and.vnder the Venetians: high 
mounted onahillnotvnfruitfullin Oliues: the hauenconuenient, and guarded 
with a Cattle. Here thofe that are bound for Venice,do take a Py lot for their fe- 
curer entrance at the barres of Malamoceo.T he towne is poore(as are the reft ther- 
about) by rcafonofthe neighbourhood of Venice , fometwenty leagues diftant; 
which doth draw vnto it the generall commerccithey prohibiting all trafficked 
Where throughout the whole GulphtThc countrey adioyning mountainous and 
wide; yet celebrated for quarries of excellent marble,which do fo adorne the Ve- 
w//4»palac£S: onemountainefurmounting the reft called Monte mason, firft 
difeoueredby the Sailer, abounding with rare, andfar-foughtphyficall fimples. 
The iftriant are faid todefeend of the fokbians : of thofe that were fent by Oeta 
in purfuite of the Argonauts. Their chiefc City is called Cap d'ljtria : heretofore 
iaftinoplis of Iftfiman thebuildcr. ■* 

This fea(riow the Gulph of Venice was formerly named Hadmticum, o iHa. 
dria'z famous City built by the Tbufcanszt the mouth of Bridanus.

Of this the thereborne Emperour Adrian receiued his name. The Gulph deui- 
deth/m/yfrom Illyria , ioyning Eaftward with the tjMediterraneum , about the 
Cape of Otranto: being feuen hancfred miles in length,and feuenfeore in latitude. 
It affordeth few harbors vnto Italy ^ (Ancona, Brundufum ^nd Otranto, the prin¬ 
cipal!,and almoft onely)but many to the oppoficefhore, with multitudes of I- 
lands. A fea tempeftuous and vnfaithfulhat an inftant incenfed with fudden guftsj 
but chiefly with the Southerne winds.

But more dreadful! are the Northerne,beating vpon the harbourlefle fliore. The 
Venetians are Lords ofchisSea:butnot without contention withthe Papacy. On, 
Afeenfion day the Duke,accopanied with theClarifsimoes of that Signiory, is ro¬ 
wed thitherinthe Bueentoro-p. triumphal galley,richly, and exquifitely guilded: a- 
bouethere is a roome (beneath which they-row) comprehending the whole 
length,andbreadth of the galleymear thepoupa throne; thereft accommodated 
with featesrwhere he folemnly efpoufeth the Sea-, confirmed by a ring throwne 
therein :the nuptiall pledge,and fymbolof fubieftion. This ceremony receiueda 
beginning from that fea-battel fought and w T onne by the Venetians ,vndenhe con¬ 
duit ofSebaBiam Z4K/,againft the forces of Frederick Barbarojfa^ in the quarrell 
of Pope Alexander the third: who flying the Emperoursfurie, in the habite of a 
cooke,repaired to Venice^ and there long liued difguifed in the Monafterie of 
Charity. Zani returning intriumph with the Emperors fon,was met by the Pope, 
and faluted in this manner:Here take oh Zmi this ring of gold, and by giuing it to 
the fea, (oblige it vnto thee. A ceremony that fhall on this day be yearely obfer- 
ued,both by thee and thy fucccflbrs: that pofteritiemay know howyou haue 
purchaft the dominion thereof by your valours,and made it lubied vnto you, as 
a wifeto her husband. ButthePirats hereabout doe now morethen fharc with 
them in that Soueraignty: who gather fuch courage from the timoroufnefTe of 
diuers, that a littleErigot will often not feare to venter on an Argofiemay fame 
ofthem will not abidethe incounter^but runne afhore before the purfuer: (as if a 
Whale fliouldflie from a DoIphin)gladthat withwrackeoffliip, and lofle of 
goods they may prolong a defpHed life,or retaine vndeferued liberty. 

Wefailed all along in the fight of Dalmatia , which lyeth between c Ijiria^ 
and Epirus : called anciently Illyria , of Illyrius the fonne of Cadmus j after¬ 
wards Dalmatia , of the City Dalminium ; and at this day Sclauoma , of the 
Sc lain a people of Sarmatia : who leauing their owne homes in the raigne of ha- 
Biman , were planted by him in T bracked afterward in the dayes of Mauritius 
and Phocas became poflefTors of this countrey. Patient they arc of labour, and 

able 
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able of body. The meaner fort will tug luftily at one oare; and are by their foue- 
faignes of Venicedhch as remaine vnder that ftate)imployed to that purpofc.The 
women marry not till the age of24, northc men vntill 30: perhaps ihecaufc of 
their ft rength.and fo big proportions: or for that bred in a mountanous country, 
who are generally obferued to ouerfize thofe thatdwel on low leuels. Three 
thoufand horfe-men of this country, and the Hands hereabout are inrolled in the 
Venetian MilitialXhcy dift'ent not fro the Greek Church in their religion. Through 
out the North part of the world their language is vnderftood and fpoken: euen 
from thence almoft to the confines of Tartaria, The menweare halfe-fleeued 
gownes of violet cloth, with bonnets of the fame. They nourifh onely a lock of 
haire on the crowne of their heads: the reft all (hauen. The women weare theirs 


not long; and die them blacke for the moft part. Their chiefeCity is Ragufa, 
(heretofore Epidaurus ) a common.wealth of itfelfeifamous for merchandize,and' 
plenty offhipping. Many fmall Hands belong thereunto; but little of the Conti¬ 
nent. They pay tribute to the Turk, i4ooo.Zecchins yeerely,and fpendas much 
morevpon them in gifts and entertainment: fending the Grand Signior outcry * 
yeare afliip loden with pitch for the vfe of his gallies. Whereby they purchale 
their peace; and a difcharge of duties throughout the Ottoman Empire. 

C or fa-> the firft Hand of note that we paft by, lyeth in the Ionian fea; ftretching 
E&ft and Weft in forme of a bow: 54 miles long, 24 broad; and diftant about 12 
from the maine of Ephirus . Called formerly Corcyra , of Corcyra the daughter of 
Mfepusthere buried;butmoreanciently Phaacia. Celebrated by Homer for the 
fhipwracke of ylyjfes 3 zn& orchards of Alcinous.

The South part thereof is mountainous, and defe&iue in waters: where they 
fow little corn, in that fubiedfto be blafted by the Southerne winds, at fuch times 
asitflowreth:theNorthpartleuelI;thewholeadorned with grouesof Oranges, 

Lemonds,Pomegranates,Fig-treeSjOliues and the like - enriched with excellent 
wines and abundance of hony. Vponthe Northfide ftandsa City thattakes the 
name of the Ilandswith a Caftle ftrongly feated on a high rock,which ioy neth by 
an Ifthmos to the land,and impcegnably fortified. The Turkcs haueteftified as 
much in their many repulfes. Itis thechaireofan Archbifhopunhabited for the 
moft by Grecians, as is the whole Iland 3 and fubiect to the Venetians. 


S. Maura lyeth next vnto this,once adioyning to the Continent; and feparated 
by thelabor of the inhabitants:yct no further remoued then by a bridg to be paft 
into. Called it was formerly Leucadia, of a white rocke which lieth before it, to¬ 
wards Cepbalonia^ on which flood the temple of Apollo : from whence by leaping 
into the fea,it is faid^hat fuch as vnforcunately loued,were cured of that furie.To 
this the poctreffe Sappho was thus aduifed :

Others more curious in the fearch of Antiquities, doe attribute the firft doing 
thereof vnto Cephalus for the loue of Ptereloa. It is laid that Artemifia after the 
death o f Maufoltts , contemned by Dardanus a youth of Abydos , in rcuenge thereof 
pulled forth his eyes : notwithftandingftill defperately louing, repaired to this 
rocke for a remedywho periflied in the fall,and had here her fepulture. It was a 
cuftome amongft the Leucadiam in their ycarely folcmnities, as a propitiatory fa- 
crifice to Apollopco throw fome one from the top, condemned before for his of¬ 
fences,ftuck with all forts of feathers,& birds tied about him,that his fall by their 
flutterings might become the leffe violent.-receiued below by anumber in boats, 
and fo thruft out of their confines. In this Hand they haue a City inhabited for 
themoftpartby Iewes: rcceiued by Basa\et the fecond, at fuchtime as they 
were expulfed Spaine by king Ferdinand. 

Valde Compare, a little beyond prefenteth her rockiemountaines, containing 
in circuiteabout fifty milestnow inhabited by Exiles, and Pirats. Once called /- 
thacafo celebrated for the birth of Plyjfesiwtio was not onely Lord of that bar¬ 
ren Hand,

Betweene this and the mouth ofthe gulph of Lepanto (once named the gulph of 
Corinth) lie certaine little Hands,or rather great rocks,now called C«rz.o/4n,here¬ 
tofore Ethinades'. made famous by that memorable Sea-battel there obtained a- 
gainfttheTurkeby DonlohnofCduftriafla theyeare 1571, and fungby acrow- 
nedMufe. 

We failed clofe by Cephalenia , retaining that ancient name of Cephalus the Ion 
of Detoneus - who, banifhed Athens for the vnfortunateflaughtcrof Proeris j re¬ 
paired to Thebtspmd. accompanying Amphitrio in his warres, made his abode in 
this Iiand;which was called formerly Teleboas^Sc Melena.lt is triangular in forme, 
and 160 miles in circumference : the mountaines intermixed with profitable 
vallies, and the woods with champion, Vnwatered with riuers, andpoore in 

foun-

Turkics, excellent oyle, incomparable (though not long lading) Mulcadines, 
and powder for the dying of Scarlet. T his gr o wes like a blifter o n the leafe of the 
holy Oke a little ihrub, yet producing acornes. Being gathered they rub out of it 
a certaine redduft,that conuerteth after awhile into wormesjwhichthey kil with 
wine when they begin to quicken. Amongft her many harbors, xArgofioliis the 
principally capacious enough for a nauie. The inhabitants ofthis Hand are Greci¬ 
ans Venetians their foueraignes. Hauing paft through the Streights that di- 
uide this Hand from the next, (vulgarly called Canale del Zant ) on the fecond of 
September we entred the hauen of Zacyntktts , andfaluted the Caftle with our 
ordnance. 

This Hand ( 900 miles diftant from Venice ) fo called of Zacynthus thefonneof 
Dardanns, and at this day zant-, containeth in circuit not part 60 miles. On the 
South andSouth-eaftfides rockieand mountanous, butplaine in the mtdft, and 
vnfpeakeable fruitfull,producing the beft oyle of the world, and excellent ftrong 
wines,both white and red, which they call Ribolla. But the chiefe riches thereof 
confifteth incur rans, which drawSth hither much trafficked fpecially from Eng- 
Und and Holland , for here they know not what to do with them:) infomuchtlut 
whereas before they were fcarcefolcto free themfelues from importunate fa¬ 
mine, they now (befides their pritfate gettings, amounting to 150000 Zecchins) 
do yearelypay vnro S. Markers 000 Dollars forcuftomes and other duties. Itis 
impofliblethatfo little a portion of earth, fo employed, (hould be morebenefi- 
ciall: the mountanous part being barren: and the reft comprized within two or 
three not very ample vallies, but thofe all ouerhusbanded like an entire garden. 
They fow littlccorne,as employing their grounds to better aduantage for which 
they fometimes fuffer, being ready to ftarue, when the weather continueth for 
anyfeafon tempeftuous and that they cannot fetch their prouifion, which they 
haueas well offlefh as of corne,from Mores, being ten leagues diftant. They haue 
falt-pits of their owne,and ftore of frefli water, but littleor no wood, though ce- 
lebratedfor the abundance thereof, by Homer and Virgil. Of which, his ^neos-, 
together with the Hands before mentioned:

And curfl the foile that direVlyjfes bred. 

Anon theclowd-topt Lucata appeard:

About the Hand there are many roads,but one only harbor(ifI may fo name ir, 
being vndefended fro the North-eaft & North-weft winds)lying on the North- 
eaft fide thereof, and opening towards CM ore a: fafe, and of a conuenient receit 
for fhips 9 refpe<ft we either the number or burthen; and much frequented from 
allparts; whdhere commonly touch in their going forth, and in their returnes. 
So that you fhall not long ftay for a paflage, be you either bound for Vwicc,Con¬ 
stantinople, Tripoly, Alexandria, the Hands of the Mid-land fea, or diuers places 
of the Ocean. It is here a cuftome ft ridtly obferued(as alfo elfewhere within the 
Streights belonging to the Chrift,ians)not to fuffer any to traffick or comeafhore

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before they haue a Pfattick from the Signiorsof Healthtwhieh will notbe gran¬ 
ted vntill forty dayes after their arriuall, efpeeially if the (hip come from 7 urkie, 
and bring not a certificate, that the place from whence they came is free from the 
ifife&ion :iffo, perchance their reftraint may be (hortened: during which time 
they haue a guardian fet ouer them. They will not fuller a letter to be deliucred, 
if (ealed withthred* before it be opened and ayred. If fuch as come to fpeake 
with them dobut touch one of the (hip, or fometimes but a rope, they flialbe for¬ 
ced to afeend, and remaine there for the time limited 5 it being death to him that 
fiiall come a(hore without licence.Notwithftanding.they vpon requeft wil carry 
you to the Lazaretto (whichis in the nature ofa Peft-houfe )thereto abide vntill 
the date be expired. But if any fall ficke'amongft them in the meanefeafon, their 
Pratticke is accordingly prolonged. A great inconuenience to the Merchants,but 
at Venice intolerable: where when they haue Pratticke, they are inforced to vn- 
ladeat the Lazaretto. So vnder pretence ofayring, their goods are opened * their 
quantitie, quality and condition knowne - 3 redounding much to their detriments. 
But for that we came from Venice, we were freed from this mifehiefe, andpre- 
fently fuffered to land. 

The Towne takingor giuing a name to the Hand, ftretcheth along betweenc 
the weft fide of the hauen and the foote of the Mountaine; perhaps a mile in 
length, in breadth but narrow. The ftreets vnpaued, the building low, by reafon 
of the often earthquakes whereunto this Band is miferably fubic&.

Two happened during my (hort abode there, though of finall importance. Al¬ 
though the feate of the Towne be exeefliue hot, yet it is happily qualified by a 
North-eaft gale that bloweth fro fea moft conftantly about the midft of the day. 
E)iuers of their houfesare (hadowed with vines that bearea certaine great grape, 
which in regard oftheir (hape were called BumaBos by the Grecians, the clufters 
being of a maruellous greatnefle. High aboue the Towne, on the top ofa fteepe 
round mountaine (lands theCaftle, which ouerlooketh the fea, and comman¬ 
ded! the harbour: a little Citieofit felfe, afeendedvnto by a difficult paflitgey 
ftrong,and well ftored with munition. Hereagarrifon is kept; fupplyedby the 
townef-menvponeach fodaine fummons. Vpon the wall a watchman ftandeth 
continually, to difeouer the fliipping that approcheth: who hangs outastilany 
flags as hedefer-ibeth vdfelsjfquareif (liips,ifgallies pendants.Here the Gouemor 
of the Iland hath his refidence, whom they call the Prouidore , with two config- 
l/erif allgentlemen of Venice (the confentof two preuailin^ againft the third) to¬ 
gether with the Chancellor, ) who are euery third yeare remoued) with other 

inferiourofficers,whereailcaufesareadiudged;bothcriminallandiudiciali,Ouef 

the Cowk ofluftice there is written this diftichon:

The 
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The Great Turk hath ycarely a prefent of Falcons froth the Gouernour (accom- 
panied,asfome fay, with iaoo Zecchms) which he calleth a tribute: it being in 
his power to diftreffc them at his pleafure, by reftraining the reliefe of vi&uals 
which they haue from More a , and his adioyning dominions. Whileft we were 
here,the Captainc Bajfa pafl by with 60 gallics; who yearely about this time fai- 
leth in circuite,to rcceiuc tribute ,fuppreffe pirates, and to do fome exploit vpon 
the Mdtefes, Spaniards , an d Florentines , witfiwhofn they are onely in hoftilitie. 
Tinersoi their gallies putting into the hauen werecurtcoufly cntertainqd.-forthe 
Venetians endeuor,as much as in them lies, to keep good quarters with the Turkey 
not onely for the reafon aforefaidjCwhich perhaps might extend as farre as their 
City: their teritories though large and fruitfulltoo narrow to fuftainefo popu¬ 
lous a State, ifvnrelieucd from Turkic , and thattheir paffage into the Midland- 
fca were interrupted) nor for the Ioffe they fhould fuilaine by the ceflation of 
f rafficke with the Mahometans: but knowing him by dearc experiencetoo power- 
full an aduerfary for them by land, and though they are perhaps ftrong enough 
by fea,yet,fhould they lofe a nauie, their Ioffe werevnrecouerable, whereas the 
Turkt within the fpace ofayeareisable to fet forth another. 

The inhabitants of this land are irt gencrall Grecians (of whom wc will fpeake 
no more then concer nes the particular cuftomes of the place, referring the reft 
to our relation ofthat people: > in Inabite t ? qpy imitate the Italians ,but tranfeend 
them in their reucnges,and infinitely leffe ciuill. They will threaten to kill a mer¬ 
chant that will not buy their commodities: and make more confcienceto breake 
a Faft,thento commita murther.One ofthem at our being here,purfueda poore 
failer(an Englifhman) for offring but to carfy a little bag of Currans aboord vn- 
cuhomed, and killed him running vp a paire of ftaireS for fuccour. Hciswearie 
ofhis life that hath a difference with any of them,and will vvalke abroad after day¬ 
light. Butcowardize is ioyned with theircrueltie, who tfare doe nothing but fo- 
dainly, vpon aduantages; andareeuer priuately armed. Encouraged to villanies 
by the remifneffe of their lawes: for none will lay hands vpon an offender, vntill 
fourtcene dayes after that he be called to the Scale, (an eminent place where one 
doth hand and publikely cite the offender:)who in the meane time hathleifure to' 
make his ownepeace,or elfe to abftnt himfelfe. Ifth'en heappeare not, they ba- 
niflihimjand propound a reward according to the greatnefle of the offence, to 
himthatfliallcitherkillortakehim aliue: andif it be done byoriethatis bani- 
fhedjhis owne banifbment(the leaft rcward)is releafed.The labourers dogo into 
the fields with fwords and partizans, as if in an enemies countrey 5 bringing home 
rheir wines and oylesin bogs-skins,the infides turned outward. It isacuftomea- 
mongft them to inuite certaine men vnto their marriages,whbm they call Com- 
pccres. Euery one of theft do beftow a ring, which the Prieft doth purvpon the 
Bride and Bridegroomes fingers, interchangeably fhiftingthem j and fo hedotb. 
thegarlands on their heads. Of thefe they are neuer iealous (an abufe inthat kind 
reputed as d etc ft able a c rime,as if committed b^ a naturall brother;) fo that thejf 
lightly chufe thofe for their compeeres that haue bene formerly fufpe&fcd too fa¬ 
miliar. The Bridegroome entring theGhurch, ftickes his dagger in thedoore; 
held auailable againft inchantments. For here it is a common pradfife to bewitch 
them : made thereby impotent with their wiues, vntill the charme be burnt, or 
other wife confumeddnfomuch that oftentimes (as they fay) the mothers ofthe’ 
betrothed, by way of preuention doe bewitch them themlelues, and againe vn-

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loofethem as fooneasthe marriage is confummated. A pra&ife whereof former 
times hauebene guiltie-.fome manner perhaps deliuerecfby Virgil in thefe verfes!

The nuptiall flieetes C as in fomecafes commanded by the Moyfaicalllaw) are 
publikely Ihewne: and preferuedby their parents as a teflimony of their vneor- 
rupted virginities. 

There be here two Bifhops: one of the Greeks , and another ofthe Latins. The 
Greeks haue diuers Churches, the principall that of S. Nicholas (which giueth to 
the hauen a namc,and not far remoued) with a Monaftery of Caloieros ; for fo are 
their Monks called. On the other fide of t he harbor, vpon the top of the Promon¬ 
tory ,they haue another far lefle 5 with a Chappell dedicated to the Virgin Marie , 
called Madonna del Scopo: reputedan effe&refle of miracles, and much inuocated 
by fea-faring men. As the Duke of Venice doth marry the Sea-fo y earely doth this 
Bifhop vpon theTwelfedaybaptifeitialthough with lefle flate, yetwith no lefle 
ceremony. The Venetians here (as in candy ) do ioyntly celebrate the Grecian 
fefliualls: either to gratifie, or elfe to auoid occafions of tumult. As for the Ro. 
mane Catholike Bifhop, he hath his Cathedrall Church and refidence within 
the Caftlejwhere thereis a Conuentof Francifcans. A mile and halfe off, in fight 
of the towne, on the fide of a mountains, they haue another Mona Aerie, called 
the Annuntiata 3 vfhetc the Latins haue their burialsibuilt in the yeare 1650. when 
vnderthe ground therewere found twovrnesjone full of allies, and theother of 
water, in an ancient Sepulcher. Vpon a fquare ftone that couered the tombe, was 
ingrauenM. Tvl. Cicero'Lave Er Tv Ieptia Antonia, and vnder 
the vrne which containeth the aflies, Ave Mar. Tvl. It being fuppofed that 
Cicero was there buried: peremptorily affirmed by atraueller then prefent: repor¬ 
ting withall that he favv this Epitaph: 

OfOrators the Prince , ofjpeeeh the pride , 

Tttdie 3 with his wife in this vrne abide : 

TuUit 3 that of himfelfe thus writ-, 0 Rome 
Bleli, in that I thy Conful am become. 

The lewes haue here a Synagogue, (of whom there are not many ) one hauing 
married an Englijh woman,and conuerted her to his religion. They weare a blue 
riband about their hats for a diftin&ion.The forraine merchants here refident are 
for the mo A part Englifli, who by their frequent deaths do difprouetheaireto be 
fo falubrious as is reported: who haue their purchafed interments in gardens: nei¬ 
ther fuflered by Greeks nor Latins to be burled in Churches. Ifafiranger here 
take a fraught of a Venetian , and a Venetian fhip be in Port, the Mafler thereof,

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vpon a protection, will enforce the ftranger to vnlode, and ferue his own turne 
therewith,if it be for his benefit. In this Hand there arc forty villages. 

On the 14 of September Iimbarked in another Englifh mip, called the Great 
Exchangejfir ft bound for ffhios, and then for 7 >//>o//r.Withaprolperouswind we 
compaffed a part of Mores-, more famous by the name of Peloponnefus: lhaped like 
a plaintaine leafe,& imbraced almoft by the Corinthian and Saronian armes of the 
1Mediterranean!. On the Northit adioyneth to the reft of Greece by a narrow 
Ifthmos: where ftood that renowned City of Corinth, in hearing of both Seas, & 
hauing a port vnto either. Diuers great Princes, (as Demetrius, Iulius Ce/ar, Cali¬ 
gula, and Nero,) with fuccefleffe labour , haue attempted to make that rockie 
ftreighta nauigable paffage:bothto ftrengthen thefame, and that the voyage into 
the JEgean Sea might thereby become more fhort,and left'e perillons. In luccee* 
ding time,a diuifion was made by a ftrong wall •, throwne downe by the Turkilli 
Amurath^ repaired intheyeerei453 by theFe»m4»/,infifteenedayes fpace, by 
the hands of thirty thoulandpioners .-and againe fubuerted by the Mahometans. 
This fruitful country was diuided into eight P rouinccs,Corin th/a ,Argia, Laconia , 
Meffenia,Elis, Achats, Sicyoniafla. d Arcadia : glorious throughout the world, for 
the common wealths of the Mycenians,Argiues, Lacedemonians, Stcionians , Etians , 
Arcadians , Pyltans, and Mefenians watered by the noble riuers o fA/opus, Penetu , 
^Alphetts, (which receiucth tribute of at) hundred and forty fprings) Panifm,Euro- 
tiu,znd Inacusfo highly celebrated by the ancient Poets. But now,prefenting no¬ 
thing but ruines,in a great part dcfolate,it groneth vnder theTurkilhthraldome, 
being gouerned by a San^acke, who is vnder the "Btgkrbeg of Greets ; & is to ferue 
him with athoufand horfe whenfoeuer he is called vpon.The inhabitants are for 
the moil part Grecians.

This P hiatus was King of Arcadia, who bereft his fonnes of their eyes by the in- 
ftigation of their ftep-mother: for which offence the offended gods (as the ftorie 
goes)depriuedhimofhis,andfenttheferauenous Harpycs to afflift him. But the 
Argonauts, being by him curteouily entertained, fent Zethus and Calais , the win¬ 
ged ifliic of Boreas and Orithia,to chafe them away. Who purfuingthem to thefe 
Ilands,were commanded by Iris, to defift from doing further violence to the dogs 
of lupiter-p[ whole returne the Ilands werefo named. And what werethefe Har~ 
pyes, but flatterers,delators,and the inexpleably couetous 1 who abufe, deuoure, 
and pollute the fame of miferable Princes, blinden in their vnderftanding. Zetes 
and Calais , arefaid to haue wings by fome in regard of the faihion of their gar¬ 
ments-by others,fof their long and beautifull haire. But I rather thinke for their 

whojfomc 
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wholfome aduice, and expedite execution in freeing the ftatc of nhofe monfters: 
called the dogs of Iupiter-jhzt is,infernal furies,and minifters of his vengeance.< 4 /- 
phonfus king of jV^cr was vvgnt to fay merrily, that the Barpyes had left the Stro- 
phades , to inhabit Romed ntimating therby the auarice of the Clergy. 1 hefe rocks 
are at this day called the S trimly .where onely line a few Greeks Colot er os y that re- 
ceiuetheirfuftenanceofalmes from the neighbouring Hands. There is in one a 
fpring of frefli water, fuppofed to haue his original! in Peloponnefus , & fo to palfe 
vnder the Sea:in regard of a certaine tree ouer-fhadowing a little lake .* the leaues 
thereof (or like vntothofe) being often found in this fountaine .• there growing' 
none ofthat kind in the Hand* 

We thruft between Cape Malio and about fiuemiles diflant.-once called 

Porphyris of his excellent Porphyry but better knowne by the name of Cythera. An 
Hand confecrated vnto Venus. In the town,riling two furlongs vp vnto the hauen, 
flood her celebrated temple (them oft ancient that the Grecians had ofthat god- 
defle,) and therein her flatue in compleatearmour.Outofthisit is faid that Paris 
made a rape of Helena ,or rather here firftenioyed her in his returne from Sparta. 
The ruines are now to be feenejtogether with that of Vranias. The Hand is fixtie 
miles in compaflc.- i t hath diners harborsjbut thofe fmall and vnfafe. A delight- 
full foile,inhabited by Grecians,and fubieft to the Venetians. 

This is the firft of the ALgean Sea .• the largeft arme of the Mediterraneans , ex¬ 
tending to the Hellefbont^nd diuiding Greece from the leffer Afia. So called of M- 
geus,thc father of Thefeusiwho going to combat the Minotaure, was charged to 
turne the blacke failes of his fliip into white, if he returned with viflory. Which 
forgetting to do $JEgeus thinking him flaine,leapt into the fea, 1 from a promonto- 
rie where he expected his arriuall.But faith,that it tooke that name of an In¬ 
land or rather a rocke,which lies betweene Chios and Tenedos;ca.l\ed Mx , in that 
formed like a goate,now about to skip into the furges: Strabo, of Jbgis a Citie of 
Euboa,ot ofMgaz promontory ofSoefwmow vulgarly called th z Arches. A fea 
dangerous,and troublefome to fade through,in regard of the multitude of rocks 
& Hands,eitery wheredifperfed.Infomuch.thata manisproucrbially faid to faile 
in the Mgean fea, that is incombred with difficulties* The Hands of this fea were 
anciently deuided into the Sporades 3 and Cyclades. The Sporades are thofe that lie 
fcattered before Creete y md along the coaft of ^AJia: the fyclades ,fo called, in that 
they lie in a circle. 

Amongft the reft of the laft named we failed by Delos, (now Diles)he md with 
ffiarpe rocks.euen from the rtigne of Saturne ofefpeciall veneration. Onceafio-

But the truth is, it was faid to be vnftable, in that miferably (halcen with earth¬ 
quakes , vntili freed thereof by a petition made to Apollowyho enioyning certaine 
facrifices,commanded,thatthenceforrh they fhould neither bury theirdead there 
norfutferadogto enter the Iland: (fo that the Delians had their interments in 
Rhena, a little defart Iland foure furlongs diftant) and called Detos,fox that where 
in other places his Oracles were obfeure and ambiguousjthey here were manifeft 
and certaine. On a plaine within the enuironing rocks,flood the City ,fo honou¬ 
red for the T emples of Apollo and Latona,\ nder the mountaine Cynthus .-of which 
^Apollo was called Cymhius, and Diana Cynthia-as Delius , and Delia of the Iland. 

Made more famous by the neighbouring Cyclades, that like a ring did enuiron it: 
and yearly fent multitudes of men,and troups of virgins,to celebrate his folemni- 
ties with heards offacrifices. Asthus in reputation, foincreaftin wealth through 
thefubuerflonofC<»7»/&by the Romans. The merchants remouing hither: inui- 
tedby the immunities of the Temple, and conueniencie of the place, it lying in 
the palfage betweene Greece and Afia, and frequented by fo great a conco^rfe of 
people. Vpon the reedifying of Corinth, it was held by the Athenians , and flouri¬ 
shed bothin her rites and trafficke, vntili laid wafte by Mithridates. From that 
time continuing poore:&when Oracles ceafled,vtterly forfaken. Which doubt- 
lefle was vpon the paflion of our Sauiour. For Plutarke reports from the mouth 
of one EpithcrfesyXyho had been his fchoole-matter, that he imbarking for Italy, 
and one euening becalmed before the Paxe (two little Hands that lie betweene 
Corcyra and Leucadia)thQy fodainly heard a voice from thelhore(moft of the paf- 
fengers being yet awake)calling to one Thamus aVilot , by birth an ^Egyptian, 
who till the third call would not anfwer. Then (quoth the voyce) when thou art 
come to the PAlodes(Ptoclaimeitaloud,that the great Pan is dead. All in the {hip that 
heard this,wereamazed. When drawing neare tothe aforefaid place, Thamus 
Handing on the poupe of the lhip, didvrter what formerly commanded; forth¬ 
with there was heard a great lamentation, accompanied with grones and spee¬ 
ches. This.commingtothc knowledge of Tiberius Cafar , hee fent for Thamus, 
who auouchedthc truth thereof. Which declared the death of Chrifl (thegreat 
Shepheard,) andfubie&ion ofSatan, who now had no longer power to abufe 
the illuminated world with his impoftures.The ruinesof ApoUos temple are here 
yet to be feene,afFoording faire pillars of marble to fuch as will fetch them, and 
other ftones of price, both in their nature and for their workmanfhipjthe whole 
Iland being now vninhabited. o . 

Th ree dayes after our imbar£emcnt(as quicke a paflage as euer was heard of) 
wearriued atS/>,afainous Iland formerly called Chios, which fignificth white,of 
Cbyone a Nymph,

and therefore fo named. Others fay of the fnow, that fometimes couers thofe 
mountaines. Sixe fcoreand fiuemiies iccontaineth in circuite, extending from 
South vnto North: the North and Weft quarters extraordinaric hilly.* In the 
middeft of the Iland is the mountaine At vis (now Amifia ) producing the beft 
Greeke wines,fo praifed by the ancient:

But the Lentiske tree,which is wel-nighonely proper to5/o,doth giue it the grea-* 
reft renowne and endowment. Thefe grow at the South end of the Iland, and on 
theleifurely afeending hils that neighbour the fhore. In height not much excee¬ 
ding a man,leaued like a Seruice.and bearing a red berry, but changing into black 
as it ripeneth. Of this tree,thus writeth an old Poet:

And that with no leflfe diligence then vines- otherwife they will afford but a little 
of equaU value Mafticke: which yearely y eelds to the inhabitants eightecne thoufand Sultanies. 
"" in the beginning of Auguft lanch they the rine/rom whencethe Mafticke diftil- 
leth vntill the end of September,at which time they gather it. None fuffered to 
come amongft them during the interim , it being death to haue but a pound of 
new Maffick found in thcirhoufes.The wood therof is excellent for tooth-picks, 
fo commended of old:

By reafon of thefe trees they haue the befthony of the world, which interming¬ 
led with water,is not much inferiour inrellifh to th? coftly Shurbets of Constan¬ 
tinople : The Hand produceth come and oyle in indifferent plenty. Some filk they 
make,and fome cottons here grow, butfhort in worth vnto thofe of Smyrna. It 
hathalfo quarries of excellent marble: anda certainegreene earth, likethe ruft of 
braffe,which the Turks call Terra Chia : but not that fo reputed of by the ancient 
Phyficions.The coaft„efpecially towards the South,is fet with fmall watch-tow¬ 
ers, which with fmoke by day, and fire by night,do giue knowledge vnto one a. 
nother(and fo to the vpland)offufpedted enemies. The enuironing feabeing free 
from concealed rocks,and confequently from perill. 

On the Eaft fide of the Iland, foure leagues diftant from themaineof Afia, 
fromthat part which was formerly called Ionia , ftands the City of Sio : hauing a 
fecure hauen (though daily decaying) yet with fomething a dangerous entrance* 
ftreightned on the North fide by the fea-ruined wall of the Mole, incroching 
nearer the Diamond,which ftands on the other fide of the mouth (fo cal’d of the 
fhape,rifingoutofthefea,andfupportinga Lanterne, ere&ed by the Genetfes,) 
infomuch thatfhips of the greateftfizedo anchor in thechannellbut oursthruft 
in, when going afhore I was friendly entertained of the Englifh Confull. The 
towne ftretcheth along the bottome of the hauen: backi on the Weft with a roc- 
kie mountaine: the building mcane*the ftreets no larger thenallies.Vpon the Ca- 
ftle hill there is a Bannia, which little declines from the ftate of a Tesbple ■, paued 
withfjkerabiespf marble, and fupported withcoluranes, containingfeuerall 
roomes, one hotter then anothcr,with conduits ofhot water, and nacurallfoun- 

taines.

tames. On the North fide of the City ftands the Caftle, ample, double walled, 
and enuironed with a deepe ditch: manned and inhabited by Turks, and well fto- 
red with munition. This not many yeares fince was fodainly lcaledinanight by 
the Florentines: who choaking the artillery, anddriuing the Turks into a corner, 
were now almoft matters thereof: when a violent ftorme of wind, or rather of 
feare, enforced their companions to Sea, and them to a compofition ; wh ich was, 
to depart with enfignes displayed.But the Gouernor hauing gotten them into his 
power,caufed their heads to be ftruck off; and tobe piled in morteronthe Caftle 
walljwhere as yet they remaine:but not vnreuenged. For the Captaine Baffa vpon 
his commingjftrangled the perfidious Gouernor:either for dilhonouring the Turk 
in his breach of promife:or for his negligence in being fo furprifed.Since when,a 
watch-word euery minute of the night goeth about the wals,to teftifie their vi- 
gilancy.Their orchards are here enriched with excellent fruits: amongft the reft, 
with Oranges,Lemons,Citrions, Pomegranates, and Figs, fo much efteemed by 
the Romanes for their tartneffe:

Vpon thefe fig-trees they hang a kind ofvnfauourie fig: out of whofe corruption 
certain fmall wormes are ingendred, which by biting the other (as they fay) pro¬ 
cure them to ripen. Partridges here are an ordinary food, whereof they haue an 
incredible number, greater then ours 5 and differing in hiew; hebeake and feete 
red,the plume afh-colour. Many of them are kept tame: thefe feeding abroad all 
day, at night vpon acall returne vnto their feuerall owners. 

Th echiots werefirfta free people, being a Commonwealth of themfelues, 
and maintaining a nauie of fourefcore fhips,(not deftitute of diuerfitie of har¬ 
bors) whereby they became the Lords of thefe Seas. Their City is one of thofe 
that contended for the birth of Homer ({lamping his figure in their coine) al¬ 
though not mentioned in thatDiftichon:

Rhodes.Colophon, Salamis,Athens, and^Argos. Smyrna, Rhodos,coi op hon,

They alfo boaft of his Sepulcher about the fhanun promontory,not farre from 
whence, in a groue of Palmes Rood the temple of Apollo. They at this day {hew a 
place not pafta quarter of a mile from the town,not far from the Sea,now by the 
Handers called Ertthreafl know not vpon what groud) where they fay that Sibyl 
prophefied.Therocke there rifeth aloft,afeended by flayers on the Weft fide-cut 
plaine on the top, and hollowed with benches about, like the feates ofa theater. 

In the midfta ruined chaire,fupported with defaced Lyons,allof the fame ftone, 
which yet declares the skill of the workman .Here they fay {he fate,and gaue ora¬ 
cles, Butthcrelickein my conceit doth difproue the report. For there are the 
ihapeof legs annexed to thechaire:the remaines offome Image, perhaps created 
in her honor, though I neuer read of a chian Sibyl, nor of an Brithrea in this I- 
Iand- yet flood there atownefo named on the oppofitefhore: why rather not 
fome Idol of the Pagans < In times paft they were for the moft part ferued by 
flaues: Infomuch that when Philip the fonne of Demetrius befieged the City, he 

(7 proclai- 
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proclaimed freedometo fuch as would rebel^and their miftrettesto wiues 5 for re¬ 
ward of their treafons. Which contrarily fo prouoked their loyall furie,and the 
womens indignations,that they iointly endeauoured with hands and encourage¬ 
ments,in fuch fort as repulfed the befiegers. At length they became fubied: to the 
Romanes,and then to the Greeke Emperour ; Andronictu Paleologus bellowing, or 
rather felling the fame to the luSiimans, a family of Genoa. After it grew tributary 
tothe Turkey y et was it gouerned and polletted by the Genoefe : who paid for their 
immunities- theannuall fumme of fourreene thoufandduckets. But Solyman the 
Magnificent,pickingaquarrell with the Gouernour , for a fufpeded correfpon- 
dencie with the great Matter of Malta, during thofe warres,and difeouerie of his 
defignes:hauing befides negleded accuftomed prefents with the payment oftwo 
y cares tribute,lent Pial the Captains Bajfa tofeize on the Iland^ who on Eaftcr day 
in the yeare 15 <5d:prefenting himfelfe before Sie with fourefcore gallies,fo terri. 
fied the inhabitants, that before they were fummoned, they quietly furrendred 
both it and themfelues to his difpofure. The Goucrnour,together with the prin- 
cipall families, intending to depart for Italy , he fent vnto Confiantinoplei and /utte¬ 
red the common people to flay or remoue at their liking. So that the whole Hand 
is now gouerned by Turkes, and defiled with their fuperftitions r yet haue the 
Chriftians their Churches, and vnreproued exercife of religion. Befides impo- 
»o .offers a- fitionsvpon theland, and vponcommoditiesarifing fromthence, the Great Turk 
7 anis t .“ >aSul ' ^cceiues yearely for euery Chriftian aboue the age offixteene, two hundred Af- 
persjbutthe husbandmen are exempted vntillmariage. The inhabitants for the 
moft part are Tnrkes and Grecian? • thofe liuing in command, andloofely: theo. 
ther husbanding the earth,and exceeding them infinitely in number. They are in 
a maner releaft of their thraldome,in that vnfenfible of it: well meriting the name 
of Merry Greeks,when their leifure will tolerate.Neuer Sunday or holiday pafles 
without fome publike meeting or other: where intermixed with women, they 
dance out the day, and with fullcrowndcups enlengthen their iollitie: norfeH 
dome patting into , and the adioyning Handsvnto fuch aflemblies. The 

ttreets do almoft al the night long partake of their muficke. And whereas thofe of 
Zant do go armed into the field to bring home their vintage ,• thefc bring home 
theirs with fongs andreioycings,Moft differ but little from the Genoefe in habite, 
of whom there are many : and though they haue corrupted one anothers lan. 
guage,yet retaine they their religion diftin&ly.The women celebrated of old for 
their beauties, yet carrie that fame: I will not fay vndeferuedly, They haue their 
heads trickt with taflelsand flowers. The bodies of their gowns exceed not their 
arme-pits:from whence theskirts flow loofely, fringed belowj the vpper (hotter 
then the neather- of damasks or ftuffes leflecoftly, according to their condition. 
The merchants pay here for cuftome but threein the hundred j and in their re- 
turne but one and a halfe, if they haue paid cuftome at Constantinople. 

L Smyrna is not farre diftant from Chios : but by reafon of the doubling of a cer- 
raine Cape which ftretchethtothe North, requiring two contrary winds, it is by 
feaa longer and more troublefome iourney. The Bay doth take the name of the 
Citiej at the end whereofit is feated. Ouerthrowne by the Lidiani, reedified by 
t Mntigonns, and after by Lyftmachus. The moft beautifuull part thereof poflefled 
the hihbut the greater, the piaine adiacent to the fea. Amongft other goodly tem¬ 
ples,they had one cofecratedto Homer 3 (for the Smyrnians will haue him a citizen 
of theirs) containing his honoured iraage.For lelfe beholding was httopythago- 
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rat, who reports that he faw him hanging in hell, for fo fabling of the Gods. A 
Citie not fo reputable for her fchooles of learning and admirable Library, as in 
the title of one of the primatiue Churches of But now violated by the 

Mahometans bcautie is turned to defonmtic, her knowledge into barbarifme, 
her religion into impietic.Frequented notwifhftanding it is by forren Merchants; 

Natolta aifoording great (lore of Chamolets and Grogerams j made about 
gra, and a part brought hither,before fuch time as the goats( whole haire they pul, 
white, long, and foft) were deftroyed by the late Rebelsjconfifting for the moft 
part of the expulfcd inhabitants of burned townes $ who hauing loft all that they 
had,knew not better how to recouer'their lofles,thanby preying vponothers:& 
fo ioyned with their vndoers. Led by Calender Ogly and Zid Arahtaad growne 
to fo fearefull a head,thatthe Great Turke(fome fay )had once a thought to haue 
forfaken the Imperial! Citiesthey being fiftie thoufand,but deftitute ofartilleriq. 

After Foylcd by Morn Buffo, the great ViTyr : who for that feruice (but chiefly for 
theouerthrow of iambaUat the Baffin of Aleppo, and natural Lord of the rich valley 
of Achillis)vtas called by him hisf ather and Deliuerer.They befieged this City* 
and were by certaine Englifh fhips that lay in the roade,vnfriendly faluted. In the 
end they burnt a part thereof, and tookca ranfome for fparing the reft. But the 
principal! commoditic ofSmyrnais Cottenwooll, which theregroweth in great 
quantity .With the feeds therof they dofow their field as we ours with corn.The 
ftalke no bigger than that ofwheate,but rough as the beanes: the head round and 
bearded, infizeand fhape of a Medler:hard as a ftone ; which ripening breaks, and 
is deliuered of a white foft Bombaft intermixed with feeds, which they feparate 
with an inftrument. You would thinkeit ftrange, that fo fmall a fhell fhould con- 
raine fuch a quantitietbut admire, if you faw them ftiue it in their fhips,enforcing 
afacke as big as a wool-packe into a roome at the firft too narrow for your arme, 
when extended by their inftruments: fo that oft they make the very decks to 
ftretch therewith. 

Our fhip(ere to depart from Tripolis)\\t ing bound for this place,where her bu- 
finefle would detaine her for fome fifteen daiessmy defire laid hold oftheinterim 
(informed that although I came fliort of this paffage, I fliould light vponanother 
notlongafter ) to fee the City of Constantinople. Taking with me a Greekt that 
could fpeakea little broken tnglifii,for my Interpreter, on the twentieth of No. 
uember I did put my felfe into a barke Arm ado of Simo , a little Hand hard by the 
2 ?^0</<r.r(the Patron a Greeke, as the reft)being laden with fponges. That night wee 
came to an anchor, vnder the South-weft fide oft fflitylen. 

This Hand,not part feuen miles diftant from the Continent of Phrygia, contai¬ 
ned eight fcore and eight miles in circuite. The South and Weft parts mountai¬ 
nous and barren, the reft leuelland fruitfull, producing excellent corne,

A venue fained to haue bin giuen it by Bacchus. The Iewes haue teught them how 
to helpe the colour (of it felfe but pallid) with berries of Ebulum. Sheepeand 
cattel are here bred and fuftained in great plenty: horfes,although lowofftature* 
yetftrongandcouragious. This countrey was firft inhabited by the Pelafgians 
vnder the condud of Zamhus the fonne ofT riopus^ after that by tJMacarius : who 
followed by certaine Unions , and people of fundry nations,here planted himfeifr. 
Through the bountie of the foile he acquired much richesiand by his iuftice and 
humanitie, the empery of the neighbouring Hands. Then Lesbm the fon of Lapi- 
thus , (fo aduifed by an oracle) failing hither with his family, efpoufed Methimna 
the daughter of Macarius.Ofthefe the Hand was called Telafgia, CMarcaria , and 
Lesbos. As Methimna hada City which retained her name j fo had her lifter Mtty- 
len : which gaue, and doth at this day giue a name to the Hand. Seared on a penin- 
fula which regardeth the maine land; ftrong by nature,and fortified by Art:ador- 
ned heretofore with magnificent buildings $ and numbred amongft the paradifes. 
of the earth, for temperate aire,and delightfull fituation.

It is find alfo that the Nightingales of this countreyfing more Tweedy thenelfe- 
where. On their coine they damped the figure of Sappho. Nor Idle honored they 
lew. a bitter inueigher againftthe rage oftyrats that thenoppreffed this coun¬ 
trey. 
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trey. Amongft whom theforenamed Pittacus might feemeone- but his purpofe 
was contrary:who vfurped the foueraigntie of ail, that by fupprdling the inferior 
tyrants,he might reftore the people to their liberty.For whence came alfo Arion , 
Theophraftm ,and others. This Hand was giuen by Calo Iohames the Greek Empe- 
rour,togetherwith his fitter,vnto Francifcus Catalufius a Genoefe ,intheyearc *355 
inrecompenceof his valour and feruice done him intheTurkiih wars. Inwhofe 
pofteritie it longcontinued, they gouerning the fame with great iufticedinkt in a- 
liancewith the Emperors of Trafezond ,and other Grecian Princes. But when the 
Turk had poifeft himfelfe of all the confining nations, they became his tributaries; 
paying for the fame the annuallfumme of foure thoufand Duckets. Dominic m 
Catalufim , hauing furprifed his elder brother, and deliuered him to Baptifia a Ge- 
mefe , partaker of the confpiracie, and after hauing murthcred him inuefted him- 
felfinthe foueraignitie. The laft & wickedeft Prince of that family.For Mahomet 
the Great,in theyeare 1462. incenfedagainft him, as well for harbouring the Pi- 
rats of /t4fyandty<!M«!,who foldto him their flaues, and gaue him part of their 
booty,as for the execrable murther of his brother- paffing into ^A(ja with not a- 
boue two thoufand lanizaries (but followed by an hudred faileof fiiips & gallies) 
came by land to Pdpdium , oner againft Lesbos : whither tranfported, he ouer-ran 
the whole Hand ; and befieged' the Prince in the Citie of Mitylen 5 who after fe- 
uenand twenty dayes fiege furrendred the fame,together with all the ftrong forts 
of the Ilandj vpon condition that he ihould giue him fome other countrey equall 
vntoitinvalue: whereunto by folemne oath he obliged himfelfe. Butthefaith- 
leil bTurk poifeft of his prey,commanded the Prince to remoue to conjlantinople • 
puts a ftrong gar rifon into thecityi and diftinguiihed the inhabitants according to 
their degrees, the better fort he leadeth away with him, giueth away thofe of the 
middle condition, (afterward fold as they do {heepe in markets,) and leaueth be¬ 
hind the dregs of the people to their own arbitrament, as dangerleffe,and vnpro- 
fitable.referningto himfelf eight hundred boyes & virgins,excelling the reft both 
in birth & beauty.Butdeferued vengeance would notfo relinquish the fratricide^ 
caft not long after into prifon,vpon this occafion. A youth that had efcaped out 
of the great T#nb Serraglio, was by him entertained at CMitylen^ whom he had 
conuerted to the Chriftian religion, and after notwithftanding moft wickedly 
contaminated. Vnmindfull of him in this tempeftof calamities, he had left him 
behind him:when after, being prefented to the Emperor for his admirable beau¬ 
ty,he was knowne,and the Prince clapt vp as his inueiglcr. Now euery day expe¬ 
lling the executioner, for hisfafety he abiured his Sauiour: whereupon circum- 
cifed,and veiled by the Great Turke, he was fet at liberty. Tco deare a purchafe 
for fo ihort a breath; imprifon.cd againe foone after, and finally ftranglcd.This I- 
land in fuch fort fubie&ed to the Turkiih obedience, at this day fo continuethfin- 
habitedforthemoftpart by Grecians. All that is left of the City of OMitylcn y 
which deferuethobferuation,is the Caftle, exceeding ftrong, and manned by an 
ablegarrifon,and the Arfenall for gallies; whereof diuers are here kept continu¬ 
ally to fcowre thefe feas, infefted greatly by Pirats. 

Ontheone and twentieth ofSeptember the winds grew contrary: and the feas 
(though not rough)too rough to be brooked by fo fmail a veiTellj no bigger, and 
like in proportion to a Grauef-end tilt.boate, Yet rowing vnder the ihelrer of the 
land,weentrcdthegulphof calonus: they hoping to haue found fome purchafe 
about a fhipcaft there away but a little before, diuers of them leapt into the lea,

and diuing vnto the bottome,flayed there fo long as if it had bene their habitable 
dement. And without queftion they exceed all others in that facultie; trained 
thereunto from their childhood: ana he the excellenteft amongft them that can 
beft performe inlnfomuch, that although worth nothing, he fliall be proffered in 
manage the beft endowed,& moft beautiful virgin of their Hand. For they gene¬ 
rally get their liuing by thefe fponges, gathered from the fidcs ofrocks about the 
bottome of the Streightsjfometimesfifteene fathom vnder water. A happy peo¬ 
ple, that liuc according to nature ; and want not much, in that they.couet but lit- 
tle.Their apparel no other then iinnen breechesjouer that a fmocke clofe girt vn* 
to them with a towel 5 putting onfometimes when they go afhore,long fleeueleffe 
coates of home-fpun cotten, Yet their backs need not enuie their bellies: Bifcot, 
Oliues, Garlicke, and Onions being their principall fuftenance. Sometimes for 
change they will icale the rocks for Sampier, and fearchthe bottome of the leflc 
deepefcas fora certainelittlefifh(ifI may focallit)fhapedlikeaburre,and named 
by the italians 3 Riceio.7heiv ordinary drinke being watenyet once a day they will 
war me their blouds with a draught of wine s contented as well with this, as thofe 
that with the rarities of the earth do pamper their voracities.

So chearefull inpouertie, 
that they will dance whileft their legs will beare them, and fing till they grow 
hoarfe: fecured from the cares and feares that accompany riches.

Vpon the two and twentieth of September, the winds continuing Contrary, wee 
but a little fhortened our iourney. Defcryinga fmall fade that made towards vs, 
and thinking them to bepirats, wee rowed backe by the Chore with all poflible 
fpeed. In the euening we returned to the place that we fledfrom. When going 
afhore,one attired likea woman, lay grouelling on the fand, whilft the reft skipc 
about him in a ring, mutteringeertaine words, which they would make me be* 
leeue were preualent charmes to alter the weather to their purpofe. Onthe three 
and twentieth we continued weather-bound, remouing after it grow darke vnto 
another anchorage* a cuftomethey held, left obferued by day from fea or flioare, 
they might by night be furprifed.We lay in a little Bay, and vnder acliffe* where 
not one of vs but had his fleepe interrupted by fcarefulldreams,hc that watched 
affirming that he had feene the diuel :fo that in a great difmay we put from fhore 
about mid*night. But whether it proceeded from the nature of the vaporous 
place,or that infefted by fome fpirit,I leaue to decide.lt is reported of alittle roc- 
kie Hand hard by, named formerly v£x, and facred vnto Neptune (whereof wc‘s 

haue 
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hauefpoken fomething already X that none could fleepe vpon it for being diflur- 
bed with apparitions. 

Onthefoure and twentieth the fea grew calme, and we proceeded on our voy¬ 
age. Towards euening we went a/hore on the firjneof i^Afia for fre/h water, 
and came that night vnto Tenedos :

And fo it is at this day: to which adioyneth the rowne fo named, with a Caftlc of 
no great importance. This Hand containeth in circuite not aboue ten miles, re- 
moued but Hue from the Sigeani hore 5 rifing into around mountaine towards 
the North- the reftlcuell, and producing exceeding ftrong wines, which de¬ 
clare the inhabitants to be Grecians. Firft it was called Lucophryn, then Tenedos, 
of Tenes the fonne of Cycnus,who reigned in Colonel City of Troas. It is faid, that 
accufed by his ftep.mother (in reuengc of her repulfes) for proffering that which 
lhe inceftuoufly fought, his father put him into a eheft, & threw him into the fea.* 
being borne by a tempeft vnto this Hand,and fo admirably deliuered ; where from 
that time forward he reigned. Andbecaufe aMufician was of the confpiracie 
with his mother, he made a law, that no Mufician Ihould enter the temple which 
he had built, and confederated to Apollo S mint hi us the protestor of this Hand, as 
appeareth by the inuocation oichryps :

Bufcerfaineitis, that Tents came hither, and peopled it, beingdcfolate before. 
In the wars of Trey he was flaineby Achilles. And for that he wasa iuft Prince, 
full of worth and magnanimitie, they honoured him after his death with facrifices 
andaTemple: wherein it was not lawfullfo much as to mention Achilles. 

With the morning they renewed their labour, rowing along the chalky Ihore 
cfthelefler Pkrygia.Now againft Cape lanizari (ddirousto fee thofe celebrated 
fields where once flood Ilium the glory of Afia , that hath afforded to rareft wits 
fo plentifullan argument) with much importunity and piomile of reward (it be¬ 
ing a matter of danger) I gotthem to fet me a Ihore. When accompanied with 
twoorthreeofthem,weafcended the not high Promontory, leuell aboue, and 
crownd with a ruinous City ,whofe imperfect wals do /hew to the fea their anti- 
quitie. Within are many fpacious vaults and.ample.cifternes for the receit of wa- 
ter.Thefoundation hereof fliould feem to haue bin laid by conjlantine the Great: 
who intending to remoue the fear of his Empire, began here to build j which vp¬ 
on a new refolutionhe ere&ed at Byzantium. This is that famous Promontory of 
Sigeum, honored with the fepulcher of Jehilles:v/hkh Alexander (vifiting it in his 
Afian expedition)coucred with flowers, and ranne naked about it, as then the cu- 
ftome was in funerals: facrificing to the ghoft of his kinfman, whom lie reputed 
moft happy,that had fuch a trumpet as Homer, to refoundhis vertues. 

The firft that signed inthiscoutrey was Tf»Wjbegot(as they fainc)by the Ri-

uer Scamander on the Nimph Idea. Him fuccceded Dardantts the fonne of Iupiter 
and Eleclra,the daughter of Atlas , and wife to Contnt King of Hetruria-, who fly¬ 
ing Italy for the death ofhis brother lajius, fir ft planted in Samethrtcia, and after¬ 
ward remouing hither, efpoufed Batea the daughter of T eucer , and in her right 
poffeffed this kingdome. Whofe of-fpring is thus related by Aineas:

Who built Dardania: facred Ilium yet

llus was the firftthat after the floud aduentured to inhabit the plaincs.For before 
men dwelt on the tops of mountaincs: and by little and little descended as their 
terrors forfooke them, changing their conditions with the places: and by how 
much neerer the fea,by fo much the more ciuill. In the plaine beyond vs (for we 
durft not ftragglc farther from the fhore) we beheld where once flood Ilium by 
him founded:called Troy promifeuoufly of Tros. Afterward fained to haue beene 
walled about by Neptune and Phcebus in the dayes of Laomedon. Who hath not 
heard of this glorious Citie,the former taking, thetenyeares war, and latter fi. 
npn it na ll fubuerfion ? which befell according to Eufebius, in the yeare of the world 
thlmrilZ6 f. 2 1 ^4-and fecond of Abdom gouernement of Ifrael.

But thofe not at this day more then conie&urally extant* They that fauout not 
theinuentionsof^i^//, report thatsEneas remoued not from hence 5 butfuccee- 
ded in this kingdome:which for alongtimeafter remained in his posterity .-high¬ 
ly honored by the Grecians themfelues for his wifedome, vaiour and pietie, (hee 
not cofenting to the Rape of Helena ) who forbare to damnifie both his perfoa 
and fortunes. Whereupon fufpeded it was, that he betrayed the City. But the 
prophefie that Homer makes of him in the perfon of Neptune , thenreadieto be 
donetodeath by Achilles , in my opinion is a teftimoniefor Virgil:

lenftby Auguftus. Pauftnias reports from the mouthes of the Molians , who re- 

S led reedified Ilium ; how that the armor of Achilles (the caufe of his mad- 
^ndfelfe-daughter) was,after the fhip,wrackeof ^/j/j^r,thrownevpby the 
fea vponthe bafis ot his monument.

Twixt thefetwo Capes there lyeth a fpacious vaJJy. Neerer Sigeum wasthe ftati. 
on for the Grecian nauic: but neerer Rxteumtbc riuer Simois (now called Smores) 
difehargeth it felfe into the Hellespont .This draweth his birth from the top of 7^ 
the higheft mountaine of Phrygia: lying Eaftward from hence-and refembled,for 
that it hath many feet, vnto a certaine rough worme,which is called Scolopendra; 
approchingthe fea not farre fliort oft Mtylen, and ftretching Northward to the 
lefter Myfta. Famous fortheiudgementof Paris , and pregnancy in fountainesj 
from whence defeend foure riuers of principal! repute, Mfopus and Graniens 
(made memorable by Alexanders^ ifftory,) thefe turne their ftreamestothe 
North: Simois and Scamander that regard the Mgeum. Two not farre difioy ning 
vallies there are that ft retch to each ocher,and ioynein an ample plaine(the thea¬ 
ter of thofe fo renowned bickerments) where.ftood thatancient //*#*», if not for. 
tunate, not inglorious, nor vnreuenged.

Through thefe fore-named vallies glide Simois find diuihe Scamander : fo named, 
faith Horner^ by men; but Zantkus by celeftials. Zantkius , in that the flieepe thac 
drunke thereof had theif fleeces conuertedinto yellow, according toArifiotle: 
Scamander of Scamander y who therein drowned himfelfe. Of this riuer they made 
a Deitie, and honoured it with facrifices. It was an ancient cuftome amongft the 
Troian virgins,forfuch as were forthwith to bee married, tobathc themfelucs 
therein, and with thefe words to inuocatc the Riuer: 


Come 6 Scamander ^plttcke my Virgincflown 


Sumc, o Scamander, tirrimtwer 
mcam.

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So that on a time one C'mon an Athenian (for tie Athenian! were nixed with the 
Troians) being inloue with Callirrhoe a Lady of principall parentage, now betro¬ 
thed to another,crowned his head with reeds, and hid hirafelfc in the fedges ad- 
ioyning when vpon her finging of that vfcd verfe, he leapt out of the couei r,and 
replying mod willingly, by conftraincdefloured herwpon which occalion.thac 
folemnitie was abrogated. Necrf r the fea it ioyneth with Stmts: there it fhould 
leeme where Achilles was fo ingaged by the waters.

and proceeding, doe makecertainelakes and mariflies.Thefe riuers, though now 
poore in ftrcarnes,are not yet fo contemptible,as made by Bellon'm : who perhaps 
miftaketh others for them, (there being fundry riuolets that defeend from the 
mountaines) as by all likelihood hehath done the lire oftheancient Tiroy. For the 
ruines that arenowfoperfpicuous, and by him related, doe ftand foure miles 
South-weft from the forefaid place, defcribedbythePoets, and determined of 
by Geographers: feated on a hanging hill, andtooneerethenauall ftationtoaf- 
foord a field for fuch difperfed encounters, fuch longpurfuites, interception of 
fcouts,(then when the Troians had pitched nearer the nauie) and executed ftrata- 
gems,as is declared tohaue hapned between the Sea and the City .Thefe reh'ques 
do fufficiently declare the greatnes of the latter, and not a little the excellencie. 
The walls(as Bellon'm, but more largely deferibeth it )confifting ofgreatfquare 
ftone, hard, blacke, and fpongie, in diuers places yet (landing, fupported on the 
infide with pillars about two yards diftant one from another, and garnifhed once 
with many now ruined turrets: containing a confufion of thrownedownebuil- 
dings,with ample cifternes for the receitof raine 5 it being feated onafandiefoile, 
and altogether deftitute of fountaines. Foundations here are of a Chriftiantem- 
ple^and two towers of marble,that haue better refilled the furieoftime - the one 
on the top of a hill, and the other neerer the fea in the valley .From the wall of the 
Citie another extendeth (fupported withbuttreffes, partly ftanding,and partly 
throwne downe)well nigh vnto idatmd then turning,is faid to reach to the gulph 
of. Satelia, about twentie miles diftant. Halfe amile off,and weft of thefe ruines 
oppofirig Tenedss , are t he hot water baths,heretofore adorned, and neighboured 
with magnificent building: the way thither inclofedasit were with fepulchers of 
marble,many ofthe like being about the Citie, both of Greeks and Latins, as ap¬ 
peared by the feuerall characters. Two baths there be; the one choked with rub- 
bidge,the other yet in vfe, though vnder a Ample couerture. But now the ruines 
beare not altogether that forme leffened daily by the Xw/b-j,whocarried thepil. 
lars and ftones vnto Constantinople to adorne the buildings of the great Bajfas ; as 
they novv do from Cyztcus. This notable remainder of fo noble a City was once 
a fmall village of the ilians .For the Titans , after the deft ruction of that famous /- 
Hum, often fluffing the feate of the new,here fixt it at laft, as is faid-, by the aduice 
of an Oracle; containing one onely contemptible Temple dedicated to Minerua 
at fuch time as Alexander came thither.- who then offered vp his fhieid, and tooke 

downe 
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downe another (that which hee vfed inhiS fightes) enriching the temple with 
gifts, and honouring the townc with his name: exempting it from tribute,andde- 
termining vponhisreturneto ere&initafumptuoustemple, to inftitute facred 
games,and to make it a great Citie. But Alexander dying, Lyflmachm tooke vpon 
him that care :who immured it with a wall containing fortie furlongs incircuite; 
yet fuffered it to retaine the name of Alexandria. After it became a Colony, and 
an Vniuerfitieofthe of no meane reputation. Fimbria theQueftor ha- 

uing in a fedition flaine the Conful Valerius Flaccus in Bitbynta , and making him- 
felf Captain ofthe Romatte armie, the citizens refuting to receiue him, as a robber 
and a Rebell, befieged this Citie, and in eleuendayes tooke it, who boafted that 
he in eleuen dayes had done that, which Agamemnon with fiue hundred faile of 
fhips and the whole Greeke nation, could hardly accomplifti in ten yeares. To 
whom an Ilian anfwered, That they wanted an Hector to defend them. Pieces of 
ruines throughout thefe plaineslie euery where fcattered. 

Returning againe to our barke, hard by on the left hand left we Imbrius , now 
called Lembro , once facred to Mercur) : and not farre beyond Lemnos j famous for 
the fi’bulous fall of Vulcan.

that fie brake his thigh with a fall from a horfe on the fide of a hill, which atthis 
day beareth his name. The earth in that place thereupon receiuing thofe excel¬ 
lent ycrtues ofcuring of wounds, flopping of fluxes,expulfing poyfons,&c. now 
called Terra SigiUita , in that fealed: and there onely gathered. In regard of the 
quality of this earth which is hot,the Hand was conlecrated to Vulcan,who figni- 
ficthfire. For the Ancient exprelfed vnder thefe fables, as well the nature of 
things,as manners ofperfons.Andnow,fo heretofore in the digging thereofthey 
vfed lundry ccremoniesiceremony whichgiueth repute vnto things in themfclues 
but triuiall.lt was wont to be gathered by the Priefts ofVenus:who amogft other' 
rites, did mingle the earth with the bloud of a Goate (printing the little pellets 
whereinto diuided,with hisforme)which wasfacrificed vnto her.Thenegleft of 
this her honour by the women of the Hand, was the caufe, as they fable, of their 
goate-likerfauour; fothat loathed by their husbands (who fhortly after making 
wars vpon the Thracians y hzd efpoufed their captiues)and burning with a woman¬ 
ly fpleen, in one night they mauacred them altogether with their concubinesjaf- 
ter murdering their owne children, left they in time to come fhould reuenge the 
bloudoftheirfathers: and fo extinguifhed thewholegenerauon. |fhis hill lyeth 
South of the ruines of that ancient Hepbafia which gaueaname vnto Vulcan , and 
about three flight-fhots remoued. Betweene which ftandethSott^alittle Chap¬ 
pell frequented by the GreekeColoierosw^onthcCmoi Auguft: where they begin 

their 
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their orifons, and from thence alcend the mountaine to open theveine from 
whence they produce it,which they do with great preparations & folemnitres ac¬ 
companied with the principall Tarkes of the Hand. That which couerech it,bemg 
remoued by the labour of wel-nigh fifty pioners 5 the Priefts take out as much as < 
the Cadee doth think for that y eare fufficienr,(left the price fliould abate by realon 
of the abundance) to whom they deliuer it:and then clofe it vp in fuchfort,as-the 
place where they dig'd,isnot to be difcerned.The veine difcouered,this precious 
earth,as they fay, doth flrife like the calling vp of wormes; and that only during a 
partofthat day: fo that it is to be fuppofedrather,thatthey gatheras much as the 
fame will affoord them. Certaine bags thereof are fent to the great Turke-.the reft ' 
they felKofwhichlhaue feenmany cups at Conftminople: ) but that which is fold 
to the Merchants,is made into little pellets, and fealed with the Tar kip chara&er. 
The ceremonies in the gathering hereof, were firft induced by the Venetians.

fo called of Helle the daughter of Atbamas King oiThebes , and filler of Phry*us : 
who,flying the llratagems of their Hep-mother 1no , was drowned therein.Boun- 
ded on the left hand with theThracian Cberfonefusivulgarly call’d S.Georges zr me) 
apeninfttla pointed to the Southwell: whereon Hood the Sepulcher of Hecuba, 
called Cynojfema , which fignifietha Dog: fainedto hauebin metamorphofed into 
one, in regard of her impatiency. She in thediuifionofthe Troian captiues, con¬ 
temned,derided,and auoided of all, fell to the hated lhare of v'lyffeswvhen to free 
herfelfefromlhameandcaptiuitie, Iheleapt into the Hellepont. But Cre¬ 
te# fts faith, that diftradled with her miferics,and execrating the enemy, Ihe was 

llaine 
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flaine by them, and buried in the aforefaid promontory. On the right hand, the 
Hellejfont is confined with the leffcr Phrygia. Itdiuideth Europe from A fa : in fun- 
d ry places not aboue a mile broad, in length about fortie, (now called the chan- 
nell ofconsiantinople^nd hauinga current that fetteth into JEgeum: a trade-wind 
blowing either vp or downe, which when contrary to the ftreame, doth excee¬ 
dingly incenfe it, themountaines on eachfides are clothed with Pines, from 
whence much pitch is extracted. 

Three leagues aboue the entrance,and at the narrowed of this Straight, ftand 
Self os and Abydos ■ oppofiteto each other: formerly famous for the vnfortunats 
loues of Hero and Leander , drowned in the vncompalfionate furges, and fungby 
Mufeus. Here Xerxes, whofe populous army drunke riuers dry, and made moun- 
tainescircumnauigable, is faidto haue paftouerinto Greece v pon a bridge of 
boates. Whereof Lucan. 1

t_Abydos ftands in i^Ajia, which the Mile funs fir ft founded by the permiffion of 
Gyges King oiLydia,\nto whom all the country was fubied:. Takehby the Turke 
in the reigne of Orcanes, fuccelfor vnto ottaman , though the treafon of the Go¬ 
vernors daughter;who likeanother Scyda, bewitched with the perfo of Abdurach- 
»w#,and his valour, often feene from the towers ofthe'Caftle, as heapproched 
ncerethewall, threw downe a letter tied vnto a ftone, wherein ihee manifefted 
herafFedion;and promifedthedeliuery of the Caftle, if he would perfwade the 
Generali to remoue his fiege, and returne himfelfe in the dead of the night, and 
follow her dire&ions.The defendants ouer-ioyed at the enemies departure,drink 
freely,and fleep foundly • when Abdurackman comming witha feleded crue, was 
let in by his attending Louer, who conduced him to the gates, where he fiuethe 
drowfie guard, and fet them open to his followers, furprifing the Captaine in his 
bed, whom hecarried away prifoncr, and fortified the place with lMahometans. 

StHos ftands in though neuer great,yet ftrongly built,andt>nce the princi- 

pall city of the Cherfonefus : afterward defaced, a Caftle was built intheromc 

D thereof. 
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thereof. Abydos Is feated vpon a low leuell •, and Scslos on the fide of a mountain?, 
yet defending to the fea; both bordering thefamewith their Caftles; whereof 
the former is foure fquare,the other triangularfTerriblc towards the fca,in regard 
of the number and huge proportion of the Ordnance planted leuell with the wa¬ 
ter. Moreouerkeptby ftrong garrifons :yet nothing leftetheninuincibie,by rea- 
fon ofthe other-peering motintaines that backe the one, and flender fortification 
of the other to land-ward. Thefe at this day arc vulgarly called the Caftles. All 
{hips are fufFered tocnter,that by their multitude and appointment do threaten 
noinuafion; but not to returne without fearch and permiffion •. of which we {kill 
ipeakein theprocefieof our tournail. A little beyond we paftby the ruines of a 
Caftle, which the Turkifli Carmafals and gallies ftill failing by, lalute with their 
Ordnance,it being the firft fort by them taken in Europe, whocall it Zembenic.Su r, 
prifed by Solyman, the cldeft fonnc ofthe forefaid Orchanes : who pafling the Hel¬ 
lespont by night,conduced by a Greeke, whom he had taken before, by means ofa 
dung-hill which furmounted the wall, with facilitie entred it; the inhabitants not 
dreaming that they could haue paft into Europe, (who had made vpon the fodaine 
certaine little boates for that purpofe, yet more generally faid to betranfported 
by the Genoefes for aducketa head)beingdifperfed in their vineyards,and treading 
their corne,whichthey accuftome to doby night in thefe coiyitries.Thebefotted 
Grecians (a pt efage of their approaching mine) being fofar'from endeauouring a 
recouery, that they iefted at the lolfe, and faid that they had but taken a hogs-ftie- 
alluding to the name, called Coiridocajlron. That night we came to C*Mpoly fame. 
twenty miles diftant: andthruft into a little hauenNorth ofthe towne, but onely 
capable of fmall veffels. 

Callipoly is a Citie ofthe Cberfoneftis , feated at the bottom ofa Bay ■ fo /hallow,' 
that (hips do there vfually anchor,as throughout the whole Hellespont. Some con. 
uerting Cinto G,do coiedture that it was called Gallipoly oft he' Gaules that ouer-ra 
thofe countries, vnder the conduct of Brennus, a Brittain (if our Chronicles erre 
not) and brother to Be/lims.But inthflta Greeke furnan 1 e,it leemeth todeniethe 
receitthereol from zfondmet.Paufanm makes mentionofone Callipolisfaeyon.- 
ger fonne of Calcothous, who had lent Ecbopolis his elder brother to affift Meleager 
in chafe ofthe Bore of Caledon. Ecbopolis there flaine, and the nevves thereoffirft 
comming to callipolis 5 in a rage he ran into thetemple, and threw the wood from 
the alrar,his father then facrificing to Apollot who thinking that it had bene in con¬ 
tempt of his facrifice, ftruckeouthisbraines with a fire-brand j and fo depriued 
himfelfe of pofterity. Callipolis maketh a faire {hew a farre off ; but entred, is no¬ 
thing Ieffe then it promifed: a part thereof poffeffing the fhore, and the reft the 
rifing ofthe mountaine: vnwallcd^nd without cither citadell or fortrcffc. Along 
the {hore,there are diuers dry ftations for gallies.On the South fide ofthe City in 
a litle plainc,are fundry round hils-the fepulchers,as they fay,of cenaineTbracian 
kings:for fuch was the ancient cuftome of buriall. The countrey aboue, is cham¬ 
pion and not barren^butrarely inhabited. The infinite number ofTurkifhgraues 
by the high-way fides &adioyning fiils, do fiiew it to haue bene plentifully inha¬ 
bited by them, and of a long continuance- it being the firft Citie that they tooke 
in Europe^ nder the leading ofthe aforefitid Solyman , in the yeare 1358. Here is a 
Terry for tranfportatio into Afta. Greeks and lenses, together with the Turks, do in¬ 
habit the towne, and are admitted their Churches and Synagogues. Here alfo 
is a Monaftery of Romilh Friers,of tjie order of S.^Jugufiine : one ofthem being 
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at this time (but not dwelling in the Couent) the FrankeConfuIjwhofe office is 
to dilpatch,and difchargcthe dues ofal Chriftians fhips, not fubie&to the Grand 
Siguier , and admitted free trading, below at the Caftles. To his houfe I repaired, 
with hope of fome refreshment after my wearifome voyage: but he then from 
home, I was forced to returne to my water-bed j there being no Innes for enter¬ 
tainment throughout inhofpitallTVtfT/*?: yet is this towne well furniflicd withal! 
forts of prouifion. What is here fold by the Greeks , you may agree for on a prife* 
but the Turkes will receiueyour money ,andgiue you aquantitie for it, according 
to their ownearbitrementjbut truly enough, and rather exceeding, then fliort of 
your expe&ation.For two or three Afpers( whereof twenty are neere vpon a fliil- 
ling) a butcher will cut off as much mutton(forthcy deuideitnotintoioynts) as 
will well fatisfie three though hungry: which they carrie to the cooks,who make 
no more ado, but dicing it into little gobbets, prick it on a prog of iron,arid hang 
it ilia fornace. D'-rided, and flurted at by diuers of the bafer people, at night we 
returned to our Bark. And departing the next morning, were forthwith met with 
acoturary wind, which droue vs tothefhelter ofaRock not far from thetowne: 
where we abode all that day, and the night enfuing: they opening and wadring 
part of their fponges: which layd on thediore,by the bulke you would haue 
thought to haue bin a fraught for a pinnace; which ftiuedintofacks, whc/i wet, 
were bellowed vnder the fide benches and erode bankes of their little vedell. 

On the feuenand twentieth of September,before day we left the Ihore,and af¬ 
ter awhile entred the Proponticke fea: confined with Thrace on the one fide, and 
with Bithynia on the other : ioyning to the Euxine fea by the Streights of ’Boftbo- 
rut$& it doth to the JEgean by the Hellejpont. Itisa i oo.& 50. furlongs in length, 
and almod of like latitude j fothatthole which faile in themidded, maydifery 
from all partsthe enuironing land; called now Marde Mar more by 1 the Italians : 
of: Marmora, a little, but high Hand, which dandeth againd themouthofthe Hel- 
lefpont,znd in fight of Calltpcly: at whofc South fide that night wearriued. 

This Hand waS anciently called Procenefus, the countrey of o 4 >/j?w,a famous 
Poet, that flourilhed in the dayes of croefrn, and a notable iuggler s who dying (or 
fo feeming to do) his body could be no wherefound by his friends that were a C- 
ferribled to bury him. It had two Cities of that name, the Old and the New: the 
former built by the builders of Ahydos.Cdsbtzx.cd for excellent quarries of white 
marble- and therefore now called Marmora: where a number of poore Chridian 
ilaUes do hew dories daily for that magnificent Mufque which is now a building at 
Confiantinopleby this Sultan.lt hath a fmall village towards the North, with a ha- 
uen,peopled by Greeks. Thefoileapt for vines, and not deditute of cornej affoor- 
ding alfo padotage for goats, whereof they haue plenty. Incredible numbers of 
partridges,like to thofe of Sio, here runontherockes, and fliechiding about the 
vineyards. Hauing climbed the mountaines,deepe towards the fea, we got to the 
towne,and bought vs fome victuals. At night we returned to our boate which lay 
in an obfeure Bay, where they fpent the next day in wafliing the refidue of their 
fponges: whiled I and my Interpreter fpent our time on the top of the mountain 
in the vineyards- not well pleafed with this their delay, now more aifeding their 
eafethen when without the Hellefpont : being rid of that feare (for no Pirat dare 
venterto come within the Cadies) which had quickned their expedition. In the 
euening we defeended: where we found the Patronc lying on his backe vpon a 
rocke,al dropping wetifpeechleffe,and druggling with death to our feeming. The 
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Creeks together by the eares, euery one with his fellow: fome in the boate, and 
fome vponthe fhoare. Amongft the reft there was a blind man, who had married 
a yong wife that would not let him lie with her j and thereupon had vndertaken 
thisiourney to complaine vnto the Patriarch. He hearing his brother cry out at 
the receipt of a blow; guided to the place by the noife, and thinking with his 
ftaffe to haue ftrucketheftriker; laid icon withfucha force, that meeting with 
nothing but aire, and not able to recouer himfclfe, hee fell into the fea : and 
with much difficultie was preferued from drowning. The clamor increafed with 
their contentions: and anon the Patrone ftarting vp, as if of a fudden reftored to 
life; like a mad man skips into the boate,and drawing a Turkifh Cy miter, begin- 
neth to lay about him (thinking that his veflell hadbin furprifed by Pirats,) when 
they alMeapt into thefeajanddiuing vnder water like fo many Dine, dappers, af- 
cended without the reach of his fury. Leaping a Ihore ,he purfues my Greek,whom 
feare had made too nimble for him; mounting afteepe cliftc, which at another 
time he could haue hardly afeended. Then turning vpon me ondy armed with 
ftones,as God would haue it, he ftumblcd by the way; and there lay likea ftone 
for two houres together: that which had made them fo quarrelfome being no w 
the peace-maker;hauing caft the fetters of fleepe vpon their diftemperatures. For 
it being proclaimed death to bring wine vnto Confiantimple ^ and they loth to 
powre fuch good liquor into the fea, had made their bellies the ouerebarged veft 
fels. When thePatron awaked,and was informed by my Greek how he had vfed 
me,and withall of my refolution (which was rather to retire vnto the towne,and 
there expedt a paffage, than to commit my fafety vnto fuch people) he came vnto 
, mc,andkifledme,as did the reft of his companions, (ateftiraony amongft them 
of good will and fidelitie) and fo inforced me aboord. The windes the next day 
blew frefh and fauorable. That night we came to anchor a little below the feuen 
Towers:and betimes inthemorning arriuedatthecuftome-houfe.Thencrofling 
the hauen, I landed at Galata^ and fo afeended the vines of Pera: where by Sit; 
Thomas Glouer , Lord Embaffador for the King, I was freely entertained: abiding 
in his houfe almoft for the fpace of fourc moneths. Of whom without ingratitude 
and detraction I cannot but make an honorable mention. 

-• Paufanias King of Sparta , that is faid to haue built, did but rc-edifie this Citie: 
then called Byzantium of Byza the founder,and taken by.aftault but a little before 
' from the Perjians. A while after he fendeth for Cleonice the daughter ofan hono¬ 
rable Byzantine, with purpofe to haue abufed her: who vainely wafting tearesand 
intreaties, defires that for modefties fake, the lights might beextinguifhed. The 
time delayed by her lingring addrelfe,he fallcth afleeprand fuddenly awaked with 
her ominous {tumbling, then comming vnto him, ftarts vp, misdoubting fome 
treafon, and ftrikes her to the heart with a dagger. Haunted by her ghoft, or tho- 
row the terrors of his guilt fo perfwaded,euer founding in his eares this faying; 

tU man« ! £ * Bo * ^ eaefi S e attends on thee and others: 

he was forced to repaire vnto tieraclea ; where the fpirits of thedeceafled, by cef- 
taine fpels & infernall facrifices wereaccuftomedto beraifed.Which performed 
the ghoft of cleonice appeared, and told him that foone after his arriuall at Sparta 
his trouble Ihould end. Which did with his life; mewed vp by the Ephori in the 
Temple of (where he had taken fandluary:)condemned by them for the 
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intended betraying of his countrey vnro Xerxes. Byzantium from that time for¬ 
ward grew famous, and held anequall reputeamongft the principall Cities: three 
yearcs befiegcd ere taken by the Emperor Scuerus: andatlaftmade Soueraigne 
of the reft by the Emperor Conftantine. Who detefting the afeent of the Capicoll, 
the Senate, and the people-amplified the fame, called it Conftantinople , and made rbeTuxkfcaa 
it the feateofhisEmpire:enduing it with the priuiledgesofi^wq the Citizens of'' m 
one being free ofthe other, and capable of the dignities of either. But the chiefe ™fJre% **' 
caufe ofhisxcmoue was, that by being neere, and drawing into thofeparts his targe titu. 
principal forces, the Empire towards theEaft might be the better defended,then 
greatly annoyed by the Perfixns. Thediuine determination hauingfo appointed 
or permitted,that way may be giuen to the fpirituall vfurper: and to reftore to 
the Wefterne world their temporall freedome, by withdrawing of the legions, 
in the abfence ofthe Emperors$by the fucceeding diuifion, & confequent fubuer- 
fion o/ that Empire. He intended firft to haue built at chalcedon , on the other fide 
of the Thracian Bojjtborus’, in view of this, and a little below it: whereof the Mega- 
nans were the builders. Called blind by the oracle, for that, firft arriuing at that 
place, they made choifeof the worfe, and lelfe profitable fite: the fifh (efpecial- 
ly the T ttnnk bred in the lake of M&otis , which exceedingly enriched the Byzan¬ 
tines) that came'out of the Buxine fea, being driuen to the contrary ihcre by the 
ftreame, and frighted by the whitenes ofthe cliffes from the other. Andeuen at 
this day fifh offudry kinds,at fundry times,in incredible multitudes are forced by 
the aforefaid current into the hauen: when many entring far in, and meeting with 
thcfrefii, as if inebriated, turne vp their bellies,and are taken. It is reported, that 
when the workmen began to lay the platfor me atCbalcedon,how certaine Eagles 
conueyed their lines to the other fide ofthe Streight, and let them fall right ouer 
Byzantium: whereupon the Emperor altered his determination, and built his Ci- 
tie where as now it ftandeth,as ifappointed to dofoby the Deity.Finijfhed itwas 
onthe eleuenrh of May, in theyeare 331. andconfecratedto the bleifed Virgin. 

Borne he bereft of her ornaments, to adorne it : fetching from thence in one y eare 
more antiquities, then twentie Emperors had brought thither before in an hun- 
dred.Amongft the reft,that huge Obelisk of Theban marble,called Placatonby tfie 
< 7 /edbj(formerly brought out of i/Bgypt ) and eredlcd it in the Forum , with a bra¬ 
zen ftatue of antique and Dedalian workmanftiip,fet vpon the top of a Columne,- 
and called by his name, (but fuppofed to be the counterfeit of Apollo Mandated fro 
//tt«»)throwne downe by a violent windc in the raigne of Alexis. This place was 
alfo beautified with the Troian Talladium-^ an image of Pallas three cubits high : in 
the right hand holding a fpeare,in the left a fpindle, and appearing as if it walked: Ledoukm Tim 
which fhegaue,as they fain, vnto Vardan win dowry with her daughter Chryfas. m cm. 

By iltss remoued vnto Ilium, it was told them by an Oracle,that as long as it inclu- w&jmh. 
ded the fame,the Citiefhouldremaine inexpugnable. Whereupon it was placed ?««/*«« 
in the moft fecret part of the Temple, and another made like it, exhibited to the " ^f" re {L 
view : ftolne after from thence by Flyffes and Diomed. But the true one ( together dUgburof^, 
with the Troian Penates) was deliuered by Sycas to ALneas , who carried it with him b J y ,E f“>t»piin i 
into Italy : remoued from Alba longa to Rome , and placed in the temple of Testa. ‘ 

Which fet accidentally on fire, Lucius Metellus being then High-prieft,did refeue 
with the Ioffe of his eyes. 

This Citicby deftinie appointed, and by nafure feated for Soueraigntie, was 
firft thefeateof the Romane Emperors, then of the Greeke , as now it is of the 
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Turkijh : built by Con famine the Ton of Helena , and loft by Confamine the fonne 
ofanother[Hf/^»4(a G^gewthenBilhop, whofe fir ft Bifliop was a Cregoric ) to 
m^ 07 »mhefecond,in theyeare 1453. with the {laughter of her people; and de¬ 
finition of her magnificent ftrutures.The like may beobferuedof the Romane 
Emperors; whofe firft was Anguflus , and whofe laft was Jngufulus. So haue they 
a prophefie that Mahomet fhall lofe it.

adioyning on the Weft to the Continent. Walled with brickc and ftone, inter¬ 
mixed orderly: hauing foure and twentie gates and pofternsjwhercof fiue do re¬ 
gard 
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gard the land, and nineteene the water; being about thirteene miles in circumfe¬ 
rence. Than diis there is hardly in nature a more delicate obiedl, if beheld from 
the fea oradioyning mountains: the lofcie and beautifull Cyprefle trees fo enter- 
mixed with thebuildings,thatitfeemethto prefenta City in a wood to the plea- 
fed beholders.Whofe feuen afpiring heads(for on fo many hifc and no more,they 
fay it is feated)are moil of them crowned with magnificent Mofques,alI ofwhite 
marble, round in forme, and coupled aboue; being finiihed on the top with gil¬ 
ded fpircs,that reflect the beames^they receiue with amaruellous fplendorifomc 
hauing two, fome foure, fomc fixe adioyning turrets,exceeding high, and excee¬ 
ding (lender: tarraft aloft on the out-fide like themainetop of afhipand that in 
feuerall places equally diftant. From whence the Talifmanm with elated voyces 
(for they vfe no bels ) do congregate the people, pronouncing the Arabike fen- 
t&ncc\LA lllah lllell* Muhemet re(ill AUahwi\. T here is but one God , and Mahomet his 
Prophet. Mo Mofquecanhaue no more then one of thefe turrets,if not built by an 
Emperor. But that of Sanfla Sophia , once a Chriftian Temple, (twife burnt, and 
happily, in that fo fumptuoufly reedified by the Emperour Iufiinian ) exceedeth 
not onely the reft, by whofepatterne they were framed, but all other fabrickes 
whatfoeuer throughoutthe whole vniuerfe. Along labour it weretodeferibe it 
exa&ly: and hauing done, my eyes thathaue fecne it, would but condemne my 
defedhue relation. The principall partthereof rifeth in an ouall; fur rounded with 
pillars,admirable for their proportion, matter and workcmanfhip. Ouer thofe o- 
thers, thorow which ample galleries, curioufly paued, and arched aboue, haue 
their profpedl into the Temple: dignified with the prefence of Chriftian Empe¬ 
rors at the time of diuine Scruice ; afeended by them on horfebackc. The roofe 
compadt,and adorned with Mofaike painting. An antique kind ofworke, compo- 
fed oflittlc fquare pieces of marble 5 gilded and coloured according to the place 
that they are to afliime in the figure or ground: which fet together,as if imboffed, 
prefent an vnexpreftable ftatelinefle, and are of a marticllous durance: numbred 
by Pancirollut amongfl: things that are loft: but diuers in Italy at this day excell in 
that kind: yet make the particles of clay, gilt,and coloured before they benriled 
by the fire. The reft of the Church; .though of another proportion, doth ioyne 
tothiswithacertaine harmonie. Thefidesandflooreall flagged with excellent 
marble:vaulted vnderneath,and containing large cifterncs,replenifhed with wa¬ 
ter from an Aquxduft. Before the entrance, there is a goodly Portico^ where the 
Cbriftians that vifite it vpon curiofitie, as well as the Turks^d o leaue their ftiooes 
beforethey do enter. Within on the left hand, there is a pillar couered with cop¬ 
per, euerfweating, I know not why, vnlefle in being pad thorow by fome con¬ 
duit) which the Turks wipcoff with their handkerchersjthrough avainefuperfti- 
tion perfwaded,thatitis of facred and foucraigne vertue.Thedores are curioufly 
cut through, and plated: the wood of one of them fained to bee of the Arke of 
JVor, and therefore left bare in fome places tobekilfedby the deuouter people. 
£»d£ri»5thatliuedathou&ndyearesfince, affirmeth this Temple to haue bene 
fromEaft vnto Weft, two hundred arid threefcore feetelong, and in height 
one hundred andfourefcore : and Antonius cMenauinm^ that in the dayes of Ba- Sm . 
iacet it contained at once fixe and thirtie thoufand Turkes. Perhaps the an- umpd{p\utt 
'cient fabricke then Handing entire^ whereofthis now remaining, was little more dietr 0 M ? ttm 
then the Chancell. Better to be beieeued then Bellonim a moderne eye-witnelfe, 
who reports that (he doores therof are in number equal to the dayes ofthe yeare.- ’ 
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whereas if ithath fiue, it hath more by one, then by me was difcerned. Mahomet 
the Great, vpon the taking of the City, threw downe the altars, defaced the ima¬ 
ges, (of admirable workemanfliip, and infinite in number) conuerting it into a 
Mofque. To euery one of thefe principall Mofques belong publicke Bagnios , Hol- 

pitals,with lodgings for S4»/w«,andEcclefiafticallperfons: being endowed with 

competent reuenues. The inferior Mofques are built for the moft partfquare: ma¬ 
ny pent-houfd with open galleries, whcrethey accuftome to pray at times extra¬ 
ordinary :there being in all (comprehending Pera y Scutari , ana the buildings that 
border the Bofphorus ) about the number of eight thoufand. 

ButthisofS0/>/>/4,isalmoft euery other Friday frequented by th e Sultan: being 
neerevnto the fore-front of his Serraglio^ which poflefleth the extremeft point 
oftheNorth-eaft angle, where formerly flood the ancient : deuided 

from the reft of the City by a loftie wall, containing three miles in circuite 5 and 
comprehending goodly groues of Cyprdfes entermixedwithplaines, delicate 
gardens,artificiallfountaines,all variety of fruite-trees,and whatnot rarec’Luxu- 
ry being the.fteward, andthetreafurevnexhauftablc. The proud Palace of the 
Tyrant doth open to the South: hauinga lofty gatc-houfe without lights on the 
out-fide,and ingrauen with Arabicke characters,fet forth with gold and azure,ail 
ofwhite marble. This leadeth into afpacious court three hundred yards long, 
andabouehalfeaswide. On the left fide whereof ftands the round of an ancient 
Chappell,containing the Armes that were taken from the Grecians in the fubuer- 
lion of this City j and at the far end of this court a fecond gate, hung with ihields 
and Cymiters 3 doth leade into another full of tall Cypres trees,lelfe large, yet not 
by much then the former. TheCloyftersaboutit,leaded aboue,and paued with 
ftone,the roofe fupported with columncs of marble,hauing copper chapters,and 
bafes. Onthelefthand the Diuarn is kept- where the Bajfa of the Port do admi- 
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nifter iuftice; on that fide confined with humble buildings. Beyond which court 
on the right hand there is a ftreet of kitchens: and on the left is the liable,large e- 
nough for joo.horfejwherethereis now to be feene a Mule fo admirably ftreakt, 
and dappled with white and blacke,and in fuch due proportion^ if a Painter had 
done it,not to imitate nature,but to pleafe the eye,and expreife hiscuriofitie.Out 
of this fecond courtthere is apaffage into a third,not by Chriftians ordinarily to 
be entredifurrouded with the royal buildings, which though perhaps they come 
fhort of the Italian , for contriuement, and fineneffe of workmanfhip 5 yet not in 
coftly curioufncfle,matter,and amplitude.Betweene the Eaft wall( which alfo fer- 
ueth for a wall to the Citie) & thewater, a fort of terrible Ordnance are planted, 
which threat deftru&ion to fuch as by fea fhall attempt a violententi ie or prohi¬ 
bited paflage. And without on the North fide ftands the Sultans Cabinct,in forme 
ofafumptuous Summer-houfe ; hauinga priuate paflage made for the time ofwa- 
xedlinnen,fromhisSrrr^/w:whereheoftenfolaceth himfelfe, with the various 
obie&s of the hauen .• and from thence takes barge to paffe vnto the delightful! 
places of the adioy ning Afia. This Palace howfoeuer enlarged by the 0 tinman;, 
was fir ft eredted by Iuflinus :

and named it Sophta or the Emprelie. 

Now nextto thefeth e Ottoman Maufoleasdo require their regard; built allof 
white marble,round in forme, coupled on the top; and hauing ftately porches. 

Within each is the tombe of a feuerall Sultan, with the tombes of his children,that, 
either haue died before him,or haue after bene ft tangled by their tyrannicall bre¬ 
thren,according to the Turhifl) pietie-.The Tombes arenotlonger,nor larger then 
fitting the included bodies, each of one ftonc, higher atthe head then feete, and 
compaft aboue : without other ornament then couers of greene, and Tur- 
bants laid vpon the vpper ends. At the foure corners of thofe of the Sultans , there 
ftand foure tapers of waxc as big as a thiglij but not lighted. The floores of the 
monuments are fpred with carpets; and fomethereaie that do continually liue 
therein; performing Fuch duties of prayers and lamentations, as agreethto their 
cuftomesratcertainetimesbefprinkled with the teares of their off.fpring. 

The South-eaft angle of this Citie is taken vp by the feuen T owers, called an¬ 
ciently lanicula : employed, as the Tower of London, for a ftore-houfe ofthe Sul¬ 
tans treafure and munition.being alfo a prifon for capitall offenders. We omit to 
fpeake of the great mens Serraglios-, that of the women belonging to the dcceaffed 
Emperors;and that ofthe Virgins: the Alberges of [attizarics- the feuerall Semi¬ 
naries of Spachies and Giamcglans : the Bcfefians (where finer forts of commodities 
are fold)hofpitals;tnarkets of men and women,&c.fince hereafter weare to treat 
ofmoft of their Orders;the buildings thefelues not meriting a particular deferip- 
tiomcouerting our difeourfe to thofe few remainders of many Antiquities,wher- 
of the Aquadufl made by the Emperour palentinian, and retaining his name, doth 
principally challenge remembrance.This hath his heads nereto theblack fea,not 
far from a village called Domuz-derC) ofthe abundance ofwilde hogs thereabout, 

the 
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the place being wooddy & mountainous:where many fprings are gathered toge¬ 
ther, and at fundry places do iointly fall into great round ciftemes, from thence 
conueyed to conioyne with others (amongft which,as fuppofed,is the brook Cy- 
dariut) led fometimcs vnder the earth,now along the leuell,then vpon mightiear¬ 
ches ouer profound vallies,from hil to hil/or the fpace wel-nigh of thirtie miles, 
vntill arriuing at the Citie,and furmounting the lame,it falleth at length as from a 
headlong catarad,into an ample ciftern,fupported with neere two hundred pillars 
of marblejand is from thence by conduits conduced vnto their publike vies. This 
was repair’d by Solyma the Great,great grandfather of this now reigning Achmetx 
whofe wilhes and indeuors are faid to haue aimed at three thingsiwhich werejthe 
reedifyitigof Pome Piccolo , and Pome Grande (whichcroffe two armes of the lea) 
and the reftoring of this AquaduB • thefe heaccomplilhed: but the third, which 
was the expugnation of Vienna-) he could neuer accomplilh. Not far from the 
Temple of Sanfia Sophia, there is a fpacious place furrounded with buildings, like 
to that of Smithfield; and anciently called the Hippodront, for that there they ex¬ 
hibited their horfe-races ;

as now Atmidan by th&Turks, a word of likefignification: where the Spachies of 
the Court play euery Friday at Ciocho di Canni ; which is no other then Prifon bafe 
vpon horfebacke,hitting one another with darts,as the other do with their hands ; 
which they neuer throw counter, but at thebacke of the flyer. Nor is it theleaft 
contentment to the Chriftian, to behold the terrible falls that they often get(not 
rarely coiling them their liues) whilft by the wreathing of their bodies,or a too 
haftie turne,they feeke to auoyde the purfuer ; and fometimes the darts not light- 
ting in icfl on their naked necks, and reuerfed faces. In this place there ftandeth a 
ftately HierogliphicallObeliske of Theban marble. On the one fide of the Pede. 
ftall,this Epigram is ingrauen 5 which for that imperfe<ft(as the reft)and of no im¬ 
port, I will forbeare to interprete:

A little remooued there ftandeth a Colurane of wreathed brafte, with three in¬ 
folded ferpents at the top,extended in a triangle,looking leuerall wayes.And be¬ 
yond both thefe,another high Obeliske, termed by fome a Colojfus built of fua- 
dry ftones,now greatly ruinated,couered heretofore with plates of gilded brafte: 
whofe bafis do yet retaine this infeription,

And right againft the manfionof the German Emperours EmbafTadour (who 
onely is fuffered to lodge within the Citie) (lands the columne of Constantine : a- 
boutthetopwhereofyou may readethis didichon.

Thefe arealltheremaines that are left (or all that are by the Chriftians to bee 
feene,be(ides the relikes of the Palace oiConftantine^ now made a (table for wilde 
beads) of fo many goodly buildings, and from all parts congeded antiquities, 
wherewith this foueraign Citie was in times pad fo adorned. And with them are 
their memories peri(hed,For not a Greeke can fatisfie the Inquirer in the hidorie 
of their own calamities.Sofupine negligent arethey,or perhaps fo wife,as ofpaf- 
fedeuils to endeauouraforgetfulnede. But to fay fomethingof Cenftantimple in 
generall: I thinke there is not in the world an obie&that promifeth fo much a far 
off to the beholders, and entred fo deceiueth the expectation: the bed of their 
priuate buildings, inferior to the'more contemptible fort of ours.For the Turkes 
are nothing curious of their houfes: not onely for that their poffeifions are not 
hereditariejbutedceming it an egregious folly to ere# fuch fumptuous habitati- 
ons,as if here to Hue for euer ; forgetfull of their graues, and humane viciffitude. 
Reproued likewife by the Poet,

None being aboue two dories high, fome of rough done, fome of timber, fome 
of Sunne-dried brick: their roofes but riling a little, couered with fuch tiles as are 
laid on the ridges of ours,one contrary to another; Y et fome part of fome of them 
flat (thofebelonging to men of principall degree) planted with flowers and trees 
of the rared colours,and produ&ions.Many vacant places there are in the Citie: 
and many rowes of buildings, confiding of (hops onely, all belonging to the 
Grand Signior: who lets them out vnto trades-men; into which their wiues come 
not: women being prohibited by Mahomet to buy or fell (though now notfel- 
dome they do)or (hewthemfelues publikely.Theflreetsfor the mod part are ex¬ 
ceeding narrow;fome railed on the fides for more cleanlineflqmany hauing deep 
afcents;in many places bounded with long dead walls, belonging to great mens 
Serraglios. So negligent are they of exterior garnifhings. All the fuburbs that this 
Citie hath, lie without the gate of Adrinople ; adioyningto theNorth-wed angle 
thereof, and flretchingalongthe vppermod of the hauen.Where within a dately 
monument,, there ftandeth atombeof principall repute in the Mahometan deuo- 
tion: the fepulcher of Jape Sultan a Sant on of theirs, called vulgarly and ridicu- 
loufly, the fepulcher of lob. T o which the Captain Bajfa doth repaire before he fees 
forth, andathisreturne; there performing appointed oraifonsand ceremonies; 
and vpon a vi&orie obtained, is obliged to vifit the fame eucry morning and eue- 
ning for the fpace of three wcekes. Before this in a Cypres groue, there ftandeth 
a fcaffold, where the new Snltam are girt with a fword,by the han^s of the Mufti 

their 
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their principall Prelate, with diuers folemnities. 

N ovv fpeakc we of the Hauemrather deuouring then increafcd by a little riuer^ 
called formerly Barhyfes-, now by the Greeks , Cbartaricon , and ebay by the Turkes: 
much frequeced by fowlc, and rigoroully preferued for the GrandSigniers plea- 
furejwho ordinarily hawks thereon: infomuch that a feruant ofmy Lord Embaf- 
ladors was fo beaten for prefuming to Ihoote there, that Ihortly after he died (as 
it is thought) oftheblowes. Thisfalleth into the Weft extent of the hauen: 
throughout the world the faireft,the fafeft,the moft profitable. So conueniently 
profound, thatthegreateft Ihips may lay their fides to the fides thereof, for the 
more eafie receit, or difeharge of their burthen. The mouth ofit is land-Iockt by 
the oppofite Afta-, opening Eaftward into the Thracian Bofphorus, which by a long 
narrow channell ftretching North and South, ioynes the Blacke and white feas; 
fo call they the feas North and South of the Bojphcrta. So that no wind bloweth, 
which brings not in fome Ihipping or other to the furniihing ofthis CitieiHauing 
(as it hath bin laid before) on the left hand the Euxitie fea,with the lake o i'Meetis, 
inhabited about by multitudes of nations, and entred into by many nauigable ri- 
uers j whereby whatfoeuer growcth,or is nourilhed in thofe farre diftant coun¬ 
tries, is eafily tranfported vnto it : onthe right han d Propontis and the Mid-land 
fea, (bordered with Natalia,Syria , JEgyft, ^Africa , Spaine, France } italy, Greece, 
and Dalmatia, with their fruitfull Uands)and without, the great Ocean. Infomuch 
as it feemeth by the opportunitie of nauigation to participate with their fcuerall 
commodities,daily brought hither by forreiners j leated ofit felfe in acountrey, 
though not altogether barren, yet not fufficient to fuftaine the inhabitants. Mol- 
dauia and Valachia do feme them with beeues and muttons: and as for fifii, the 
adioyning feas yeeld ftorc and variety-as the concaues of the rocksdo fair, white, 
pure,and folid,-made onely by the labour of the furges. Butnotwithftandingall 
this. 

What place fo wretched fee we y fo retired, 

Worfe then the fearefullhla^e of houfesfiered 

There daily fats-, with thoujandmifehiefes mere , 

Of that dire Citie ? 

For I know not by what fate or misfortune, fubiedt it hath binto fundry horrible 
combuftions.Vnto that which befell in the day es of Leo y and not long after in the 
reigne of Bafilicus , (when amongft other infinite Ioffes that famous Library peri- 
ihed, containing an hundred and twentiethoufand volumes; where,in the inward 
skin of a dragon the Odyffcs and Iliades of Homer were written;) and to diuers 
others-this laft,though lefle, may be addedjwhich happened on the fourteenth of 
October in the yeare 1607. in which three thouland houfes were burnt to their 
foundations. Nor is it to be mar uelled at: the citizens themfelucs not daring to 
quench the fire that burneth their owne houfesjor by pulling fome down,topre- 
ferue the remainder. An office that belongeth to the Agamd his lanizaries : who 
nothing quicke in their affiftance, do often for Ipite or pillage beatc downe fuch 
building as are farther remoued from danger. So that the mifehiefe is not onely 
wiihedfor the booty, but prolonged. Arid notfcldome they themlelucs let the 
levees houfes on fi re:who made warieby the example,are now furnilhcd of arched 
vaults for the fafegard of their goods, which are not to be violated by the dame. 
The fali of houfes heretofore by terrible and long-lafting earth-quakesj npw by

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negligence in repairing, tempefts, and the matter thatthey confift of, is here alfo 
moft frequent^ many (ashathbenefaid) being built of Sun-dried bricke. And 
although it enioyes a delicate airc,and ferene skies, cuen during the winter, when 
the Eaft,the Weil,or South wind bloweth :yettheboyfterous Tramontana , that 
from theblacke Sea doth fweepe his blacke fubftance, here moft violently rages: 
bringing often with it fuchltormes of fnow, that in September Ihauefeene the 
then flourifhing trees fo ouercharged therewith^hat their branches haue broken: 
accompanied with bitter froftsj which dilfoluing, refolue therewith the vnfirme 
matter that fuftaines them. Laftly the plague (either hapning through the vice of 
the Clime, or of thofe mif-beleeuers,or hither brought by the many frequenting 
Nations)for the moft partmilerably infefteth this City: increafe.d by thefuper- 
ftitionofthc Mahometans : for whom it may bethatfomeone amongft vsderi- 
ued that damnable doctrine ; which coftfo manyliues in the time of our great 
infedlion.To thefe addethe feepter ofa Tyrant,with the infolencie of Slaues.*and 
then 6 New Rome^how are thy thus balanced profound delights to be valued. 1 

On the other fide of the hauen ( continuall crofted by multitudes of little 
boats called Permagtes, and rowedfor the moft part by Mg)ftians)fk ands the city 
of G a lata : fo called as fome write of the Gaules^ouce the mafters thereof; or as o- 
thers will haue it, of Galac, which fignifiethmilke, for that there the Greeks kept 
their cattell * as Per a ( another name thereof, ) which fignifieth beyond, in that 
on the other fide of the hauen; but more anciently Corm Byzantium. Infirme- 
ly walled ; yet great, if you comprehend the fuburbs therewith, extending 
from along the fhoreto the vpper tops of the mountaines; furpafling Conjlantm. 
fie in her loftie buildings.Built by the Gcnoefcwho bought it of the Greeke Empe* 
rors,(in their declining eftate pofleft of little morethenthe regall City, and titlej 
forthe moft part fuftainedby forreine contributions:) & was by them furrendred 
vnto Mahomet the Great,the day after the facking of conftantimfle. At thc'Weft 
end thereof the Grand Sigmon Gallics haue adry ftatiomand at the Eaft end,right 
againft the point of his serraglio , called T of ham mdFundacle^ lies a number of 
great Ordnance vnplanted; moft ofthem thefpoileof Chriftian Cities and for- 
treftcs,as may appeareby their infcriptions,and Impreflessand many of them of 
an incredible greatnefte. 

Now right againft the mouth of the hauen on the other fide of the Befphorut 
ftands Scutari , a towne oiBytkwiafo namedofthe Garrifon there kept: and for¬ 
merly called Ghryfopolts , for that there the Perftans receiued their tribute from 
other Cities of Afia> An ampletowne,inuironed with goodly Orchards, and ho¬ 
noured with the neighbourhood ofa roy all Serraglio. Before it on a little rocke a 
good way offfrotn the fhore a T ower is ere&ed called the Maiden Tower, wher- 
of a fable they tel not worth the relatingmow feruing as welfor a fort,as a watch- 
tower,hauing in it twentie pecees of Ordnance. And although the Seabc fo deep 
betweene it and the fhore, that a fhip may faile through, yet is it ferued with frefh 
water,fome fay,brought thither by art,I rather think from a natural fountain.Sf«. 
tari fometimes belonged to chalcedon^oace a free City,and feated a little below it: 
focalled of abrook,now without a name,that runs into Pr«/wJtM;calledalfo, The 
Citie ofthe Blind, becaufe of the foolifh Megarunst\\ax.bm\t It. Famous forthe 
fourthgenerall Cquncelthere holdenand now only fhewing a part of her ruines. 

The Blacke feais diftantfomefifteenc miles from Conjlantinoplc : fo named of 
his black effects,orfor the thicke mijjs that vfually hang ouer itjor as fome fay ,of 
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a princely Bride-groome and Bride that therein perifhed. Firft called ^dxenus, 
which fignifieth vnhofpitall: by reafonofthecoldneftc thereof, and inhumanity 
of the bordering Nations; who acuftomcd to facrifice their guefts, to eate their 
flefli, and of their fculsto make drinking-bolies. But after th eldntans and Greeks 
had planted certaine Colonies thereabout, and difplanted the barbarous, it was 
called Euxinus, which hath a contrary fignification.Of this the exiled Ouid:

OMore fitly tearmed xenus of old. 

The Forme thereof is compared to a Scythian bow when extended. Onthe South 
fide from the 'Bofphorus it is bordered with Pontus , Bythinia,8c Cappadocia, (wher- 
in the imperiall Citie of T rapezond.) Colchis it hath on the Eaft : on the North be- 
t weene it and Caucafus lies a part of Sarmatia Afiatica. Then the fennes of M&otisx

and therefore callcdTemerinda : fed by the mightie riuer of Tanais , which diui- 
deth Jfia from Europe. The reft of the North fide is bounded by the European 
Sarmatia. O n the W eft it is confined by a part of Dacia , and the hither CMcefia, fe- 
paratedby Danmtbius , and the remainder with Thracia . The Sea is lefle fait then 
others,and much annoyed with Ice in the winter:

beene alwaies, butforccd by the violence of ftreames that fell into the ouer-char- 
ged Ettxinc . Where itruflierh into the 2 lofphortts, there are two rocks,that former¬ 
ly bare the names of Cyanea, and Sympligades : which for that fo neere, as many 
times appearing but as one,they were fained by the Poets vn(lable,and at (undry 
times to iuftle each other. Here, vpon the top of arockenuironedwiththe fea, 
fuppofed by fome to be one of thefe, if nottoo farremoued from a fellow to be 
fo,(lands a pillcr af white marble,called vulgarly, Thepiilcr of Pempey.

One of thole two rorementioned (freights lies before Constantinople: the other 
fiue miles aboueanda halfe, where on Europe fide there ftandeth a Caftle called 
formerly Damalis^nd now the blac ke Tower, ftrongly fortified^and commanding 
that entrie 5 with the helpe of the other on the oppofite fhore;) enuironed with a 
wall two and twentie foote broad, and containing three great Towers- their 
wall exceeding tenne yards in thicknelfe.This is alfo a prifon for captiues of prin¬ 
cipal quality. At fuchtime as.the deferuedly beloued Mailer Barton lay here Em. 
baffador for our Nation, there was a ceitaine Hollander ,called Hadrian Cant 3 who

being taking by aRenegado 3 then Captaineoftwo gallies,was by the Grand Sign¬ 
ers commandement fhut vp in this place:they ex pe&ing great matter for his ran- 
l’ome. Where after he had remained three yeares $ arifing one morning before 
day,and finding thedoores open,he defeended without the ptiuitie of his keepers 
into thecourt of the Caftle. When aduifing with himfelfe of his e(cape,& calling 
his eyes about him, he found a rope that was tied to a tree, not far from the wall, 
which heafeending, by the benefit therof without danger defeededon the other 
fide; and from thence conueyed himfelfe into the houfe of our Ernbaflador 5 then 
(as now ) a San&uary for efcaped captiues: where for three dayesthey hid him 
vnder a woodftack,and not long after ihipt him for Holland. In the morning the 
Captaine of the Caftle hauing vaincly fought forhisprifoner; fild forthwith a 
coffin with clay, and caufed it to 6e throwne into the Bofphorus 5 giuing it out that 
hee was dead: affrighted with the punilhmentof his predecelfor $ being ganched 

E 3 for 
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fortheefcape of certaine Noble-men of Germany committed to his cuftody.Fiue 
milesabouethis, the Bofihom f was pafledouer abridge of boates by Darius the 
father of Xerxes. The European fide is bordered almoft with continued buildings, 
the other with fruitful! hils>and orchards,not yeelding(I fuppofe) in delights to 
that celebrated Thejfalian Tempe , when kept by the more curious Chriftians and 
adorned with their now proftrated palaces. 

Of Nous Roma (a name of Constantinople ) theadioyning countrey is at thisday 
called Romania : formerly Thracia, of Thrax the fonne of Mars , or of Thracia an 
enchantreffe, or rather ofthe fierce and fauage difpofition of the people ( for fa 
thenameimporteth ) \vho facrificed mento (JHarS and Bellona , when about to 
ioyne batteil. Ofthefe thus sidonius in his panegy rickc to Antemius*

This countrie is confined on thpNorth with mount Hxmus, called catena iMttndl 
by the Italians-pn theEaft it hath the Ponticke, and Proponticke teas • onthe South 
the ALgean , ioyningontheWeft to Macedonia and the vper tJMaeJia. Her more 
famous mountaines are, theaforefaid Ham us, Rhodope fi\W topt with fnow,and ce¬ 
lebrated for the fongs of Orpheus • Pangeas rich in fil uer, and Maffapus for his high 
fteepe piked roc ks to be wondred at.The chiefe riuers arc flow //^r«j,faIubrious 
Tranus, and troubled Nejfus. The chiefCities next vnto this 0 7ikofolis,Philippiyct 
boaftingof her amphitheater, Philippopolis,Hadriampolis, Traianopelis, Selymbria, 
Perinthus, Phdnopolis, and Apollonia. In length in containeth twentie day es iourney, 
in latitude feuen.Towardsthe fea it is indifferent fruitfull 5 producingcorne,&not 
contemptible wines:but the farther remoued ,the lefle profitable^ ing in a vvilde 
champion,made barren by thebitter cold of the climate. Itis vnder the gouern- 
ment of the Beglerbeg of Greciay who is alfo calledthe Beglerbeg of Romania. 

The Turks, now Lords of this Imperiall Citie, (together with thegoodlieft 
portion ofthe earth)arriued at this height of dominion from fo obfeure an origi¬ 
nals the fame is rather conie&ured at,then pofitiuely deliuered by any. But cer- 
taine itis, they were a people of Seythiay who forfaking their owne homes, in the 
yeare 844 compelled by famine, or expelled by their neighbours,entred through 
theftreights of theCajpian mountaines,and by ftronghandpoffeft themfelucsof 
Armenia the greater-called thereupon Turcomania, as it is at this day: multiplying 
by the daily acceflion of their countrimenjbeing in religion Pagans, and liuing in 
wandring troupes according to the Scythian Nomades. Now the Saracen Empire 
drawing nigh a period by the diuifion of the Mahometan Princes, CWahomet Sul.

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tan of Terjia,too weake forthe califh of &*£y<w,intreated aide of the Turkey who 
fcnt him three thoufand fouldiers, vnder the leading of Tangrolipix , the chiefe of 
the Seltyccian family, by whofe affiftance he ouerthrew the Caliph. Yet'would he 
compell the Turke to do him further feruice: whereupon a quarrell, and cpnfe- 
quently a battell was commenced betweene them. In which, Mahomet mifearry- 
ing, Tangroliptx by copfent of both armies was elected Sultan. To Perfia he ad- 
ioy ned the temporall lurifdi&ion of Babylon, hauing fubdued the Caliph : but con¬ 
tinued the fpirituali to his fucceffor, as fuccefl'ors vnto their falfe prophet: the 
Turks hauing then embraced the Mahometan fuperftition • which was two hun¬ 
dred and fourteeneyeares after their eruption out of Scythia. Jxanfucceeded his 
father Tangrolipix : who vpon agreement with Cutlu-OWufes and his kinfinan (of 
kinnelikewife vnto him) theninarmes, alfigned vnto them the abfolute foue- 
raignty of whatfocucr they could purchafe with their fwords from the Grecian 
Emperourrwhoby him aided, fubdued tJHedia, much of Armenia, Cappadocia, 
Pontus,Bythinia,znd mod of theleflfer Afta. On the other fide, the Sultans, aueto 
Ducat and Melech, twoother of his kinfmen, the Cities of Damafcus and Aleppo, 
with their territories, to hold of him in chiefe, withwhatfocucr they could win 
from the Saracens : who fhortly became mafters of the greater part of Syria. 
Butfoone after beaten outofit (as forthe moft part out of the lelfe) by God. 

freyoiBullen , and his Chriftian forces, they were forced to retire intothe more 
Eafterly parts of their dominions:fo that now their declining glories did feemeto 
imitate,or rather exceed their fvvift afeenfion vnto Empire. But they fhortly after 
recouered their lofies in the lefler <^Afia. For the warlike Solyman (thefonneof 
Cutlu-Mufes ) that fo withftood the Wefterne Chriftians, being now dead, Maho¬ 
met fucceeded him. Betweene whom, and Mafut thenSultan of Iconium, there 
befell a war,andforthwithan agreement. But Mafut in fine poffeft of the whole 
Tnrkifl) kingdome in that part of Afia, dying did diuide it amongft his three Tons. 
To calizafthlan he gaue the regall City of iconium, with the.vnder-Prouinces: to 
Iagupafan,AmaJla and Ancyra, with part of Cappadocia , and the territories adiacent: 
but toDadune hegaue the ample Cities of Cafaria and .Sabaftia , and all thefpaci- 
ous countries adioyning: the whole being lately a parcell of the declining Greece 
Empire. But thefe ambitious brethren, like the fonnes of the Earth, drew their 
fwords on each other. The eldeft difpoifdfing Dadune of his patrimony; and tur¬ 
ning his forces vpon lagupafan , (who died in the preparation of that war) feized 
alfo vpon his. Then inuading the adioyning parts of the Empire,in a mortall bat¬ 
tel he ouerthrew Emanuel Comnneua the valiant,but vnfortunate Emperorjfubdu- 
ing after his death the country of Phrygia,w\th diuers frontier Cities and Caftles. 
This aged Sultan dying, left behind him fourc fonnes, Mafut, Coppatine, Reucra- 
tine & Caichofroes. To Mafut he bequeathed Amafta, Ancyra , Doryleum, with fun- 
dry other Cities of Pontt*s .- to Coppatine, Melytene,Cafarea,Taxara : to Reucratine, 
Amin fit, Docta,with the fea bordering Cities:but to Caichofroesihefides the regall 
feate of Iconium) Lycaenia,Pamphilia, and the bordering countries asfarre as Co- 
tyanium, with the title of Sultan. But thefe fell alfo at difcord.For Coppatine dying 
foone after, Reucratine and Mafut contended in armes forhispoflemons. Reucra - 
//wpreuailing, inuadeth the Sultan, takes from him Iconium, expels him out of 
his dominions, and remaineth foie Soueraigne. As thefe thus here preuailed, fo 
the race of Ducat and Melech before fpoken of, recouered all Syria from the con¬ 
tentious Chriftians, conduced by the glorious Saladincfmxing alfo ioyned 
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gypt to that empire. Who left nine fonnes behind ,• all murthcred but one* by Sa- 
phradine their vnklejand he efcaping by the means of his fathers fauorites, called 
alfo Saphradbe^nd Sultan of Aleppo. Of that treacherous Saphradbe 3 Meledtn Sul- 
tan of A^gyptdd'cended-.and Cor adin Saltan of Damafius and Ierufalem, Themigh- 
ty Empire ot'Sala dine againe rent in pieces, yet was ftill polfdled in parts by the 
Selzuccian family ivntilldriuen out of Syria by the Tartars 3 anddifpoffeft of^E- 
gypt by the Mamalucks. But the Turkijh Empire that was planted in Perfta by Ttn- 
grolipix find in thofe Eafterne countries,after it had continued an hundred, three¬ 
score and ten yeares,wasvtterly fubuertedby the T4rf4rj.Afierceand barbarous 
J>eoplc,dwelling on the North of the mountain eCaucafus : whoopprelfed by fa¬ 
mine, at the perfwafionof one Zingis, a Prophet of theirs, their leader, and ho¬ 
nored by them with the ftile of Great Chant , like a violent inundation brake ouer 
thofe mountaines that had for many ages confined them, and ouer*fpred all the 
Eaft of o-f/w, euen as farre as the great Ocean. Beccata his fonnebuilt Jguinfay 
in china , and Cambdu in Cathai , making the leaft named, the feate of his Empire; 
Diuiding his populous army, fome he fent into the South j fome into the North, 
fome into the Weft; who fubdued the AracoJians 3 Margtam 3 Meades 3 Perfian$jPdr- 
thians 3 i^AfJyrian$ 3 Mefipotamtans, ^Armenians, Colchians and Iberians : with whom 
the Turkes not able to encounter, quitted thole countries 5 and led by Aladine one 
of the Setyccian family, ioyned the mfelues with their countrimen in the Idler A-. 
fta. Who tooke Cilicia from the Grcekesywixh the places adioy ning, then in warres 
with the Latins: firft planting the feat oftheir new kingdome in Sebatfia, and after 
at Iconium. Aladine left behind him two fbns 3 Azadin and lathatine : they falling 
out for thefoueraignty,theyonger was driuenby the elder into exile. But A^adi* 
dying, lathatine returneth,and is receiued for Sultin. After llainein fingle combat 
by Theodor m Lafcaris the Emperour, another of that name fucceed him* 

who ouerthrowneby the vi&orious Tartari, and forced out of /conbm 3 the Turks 
were at length conftrainedto pay them tribute, and to become their liege-mem 
lathatine dying in ekile, the Great Cham diuideth his kingdome betweene Ulfafut 
and Cei-cubadcs (defeended both of the Selzuccian family) as to his tributary vaf- 
fals.Thus this late mighty Empire, extinguiiht in JEgypt by the Mamalucks , in the 
greater Afia by Tartars 3 as alfo in the ldfe; was for a time depriued of all principa- 
litie.For not long continued they vnder thegouernment of the aforefaid Princes^ 
euery one feizing on a part,according to the portion of his power; and of the ru- 
ines of a monarchy, ereded an anarchy. Thebafer fort poftefting themfelues of 
the ftreights of the mountaines, by their many incurfions annoying the Chrifti- 
ans;and hauinggiuenthe Emperours Lieutenant abloudy ouerthrow in Paphla - 
gonia 3 ouer-ran all the countrey vntotheriuer Sangarius ; fubduing Pentm and 
Galatia ; and Southward vnto the Lieian and Carian feas, and to the riuer Eurimi - 
don ; which they diuidedintofeuerallTroparchies. Now of thofe tWo forena- 
med Princes, Mafut died ifluelefle,but Aladin fucceeded his father; Cci-cubades, ti.. 
tular Lord of the who!e,but tributary to the Tartar , the laft of the Seibert** fa¬ 
mily. He dying. Sahib the head Vefir vfurped the foueraignty; yet held it not 
long. The Great ones (haring amongft them (as they had done’the reft) the re¬ 
mainder of that difmembred kingdome. "" 

Ottoman amongft thefe pofTcffed Siguta , a little Lordfhip in Bythinia. Not fei- 
zed on by force, but giuen by Aladin the firft, vnto his father Ertogrielxhe fonne 
of Solyman, one of iheOguzian family, and once Sultan of Macban : who forfaking 
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his kingdomc for feare of theT dftars, long led a wandring life with vnce’rtain for¬ 
tunes.But Ertogriel turning intothe leffer Ajia, requeued of Aladinthat he would 
alot fome corner of his folargea kingdonie,for him,his diftreifed countrim-an^nd 
his family to reft in. Who mindfull of what himfclfe had fuffered(hauing bdides 
in a battell alcnoft loft againft the Tartar , by his vnc£pe<fted fupply of foure hun¬ 
dred horfe, recouercd the victory) afligned him this village to winter in,and the 
mountaines adioyning for the hammering of hi's cattell,with fomecommand vp- 
on the frontiers. Where he long liued a quiet life, bclouedboth of Turkes and 
Chriftians confining, for his peaceable nature and good offices done them. Dy¬ 
ing in the fourefcore and thirteenth yeare of his age, andin the yeare of our Lord 
12 8p,he left three fonnes behind him, lundus,Sarugatin, and this Ottoman, whom 
the Oguziam elected for their gouernour. Now the Chriftians hauing done fome 
outrages to his people^e thereupon furprized diuers of their Caftles, ouerthre w 
the Creeks in fundry conflicts,took from them the Citie of Mice-, for which he had 
many honours proffered by the latter Aladiti, which whikft he liued he forbore 
to accept: but dead,tookc vpon him the title of Sultan-, making Neapotis his regall 
feate, in the yeare 1300. to which is to be referred the beginning ofthe Ottoman 
gouerntnent.Who in thofe feauen and twenty yearesthat he reigned,annexed By- 
thinia , Cappadocia, and mod of thofe ftrong holds that border on the Euxinefea, 
to his kingdome.Him his forine Orchanes fucceeded, whotooke rhegreat City of 
Prufa, and honored it with his refidence. Hauing much enlarged his dominions, 
he died ift the twoand thirtieth yeare of his reignerrefigning his State to Amurdth 
his fonne.He, vpon the diffendon of the Greeks , firft paffed ouer the ftreights in¬ 
to Europe • tooke <^Abydos and Callipolts with the whole Cherfonejus. Then entring 
further into ThracidSeTsdned Philippolis and Adrianople ; and proceeding, conque¬ 
red Strut a with Bulgaria j paffeth into the vpper Myfia : and ftabbed by a common 
fouldier in the oneand thirtieth yeare of his reigne, was fucceeded by his fonne 
Baiazet. He poffeft of the greateft part of Thrace , fubdued a large part of Greece, 
with the countrey of Phocis-, twice but vainely, befieging Constantinople. Taken at 
length by Tamberlaine , and carried about in an iron cage, hee defperately brained 
himfclfe in the yeare 13pp. his fonne Calapine{f6me fay)fucceeded him, attribu¬ 
ting vnto him fix yeares ofgouernntlent:eftCemed by others but a fable-, who giue 
the fuccdfion to his yonger fonne Mahomet : thecaufe of this diuerfity of opi¬ 
nion proceeding from the Turkifti kingdome thus againe fupprdfed by the Tar¬ 
tars.The. many lbnnesof Baiazet,and other Mahometan Princes,poffeft offeuerall 
Prouirices,and ftriuing with one another for vndeuided Soueraigntie; by Maho¬ 
met at length was obtained* who vnited again that difmembred Empireienlarging 
the fame with the acedfion of Dacia,Walachia, the greater part ofSltuonia and 
Macedonia^ uen vnto the Ionian fea. Who tranflated the feate ofhis Empire from 
Prufa vnto Adrianople , where he died, hauing feigned feuenteene yeares • if the 
fame be accounted from the death ofhis father. His fonne by the name of Amu- 
rath the fecond, ruled in his ftead: who conquered Epirus, JEtolid, Attica, Toe tit, 
Achaia and Thejfaloma. He left his ftate to Mahomet the fecond (after he had reig¬ 
ned eightand twentie yeares) whofeconquefts deleruedly gaue him the addition 
ofGreat; hauing vtterly ruinated the Greeke Empire, taken from them Conslan- 
tinople the Imperiall Citie, (the Emperour Confiantine being trod to death by the 
preafle of people in Adrianople gate) and thereby gained the title ofEmperonr. 
He fubdued alia the Empire of Trapezond, erected there by Alexius Cmnenus, at 
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fuch time as the Greeks did lofe their European Empire to the Latins. Moreouer, 
Athens,Corinth, all Tdopomefas , Bofna 3 Lemnos,Euboa 3 Mitylen 3 &c. and died, not 
without fufpition of poifon, in the one and thirtieth yeare of his Empire. Battiget 
the fecond,his fonne,hauing ended his warres with his brother,conquered all Ci¬ 
licia , a part of t^Armenia 3 with the reft of Cappadocia , which before belonged to 
theCarmanian kingdome. Heinuaded Syria , but with worfefiicceffe; and then 
conuerting his forces againft the Venetians. tookc from them Naupaclm^'JMethona 3 
Dyfrachium , and almoft depopulated Dalmatia. But in the fix and thirtieth yeare 
of his reigne, he was poifoned by a leva , at the procurement o tSelimw his fonne 
and fucceflor: who (befidesthe ciuill warres with his fathejr and brethren) con¬ 
quered all Syria and Aigypt from the ruined Mamalucks , and brought \_Arabi* 
vnder his fubiettion. After, intending toinuade the Chriftians, he died of a moll 
lothfomedifeafe, when he had reigned eight yearcs. Hisfon^/ymwtakeththe 
/i/Wfj,atfeticrallumes ouer-runneth Hungary : poftefling himfelfe of Buda 3 Stri- 
gonium , AlbxregalU: difpoflefleth the Per [tans of Tauris., and ioyneth Babylon , with 
the countries of Media, Mefopotamia , and Jjfyria, to his Empire. rabia is not 
free from his coquefts^northe Portugals in India enough remoued from the reach 
ofhisambition.Hedied inthefixand fortieth yeaireofhis reigne. Selymm thefe- 
cond fucceededjtheonely fonnethat hehadleft vnmurdered: who wonneby his 
Lieutenants Cyprus from the Venetians. They aifo enlarged his bounds with Ha- 
lachia 3 Moldauia 3 znd the kingdome of Tunis. He reigned eight yeares.Him mu- 
rath thethird fucceeded : who warrednot inperfon ; nor atchieuedmuchby his 
deputiesj yet reigned he nineteene yeares.Neither was Mahomet thethird his fon 
a fouldier,being but once in the field,and thence terribly affrightediNor enlarged 
he his dominions by the valor of othersjhis forces being chiefly employed in fup- 
preflingof inteftine rebellions. He reigned eight yeares inglorioufly, and left the 
now reigning Acbmetto fucceed him: the fourteenth Sultan , and eighth Emperor 
of the ottoman family 5 who yet hath added nothing to his fo vaft an Empire- the 
greateft that is,or perhaps that euer was from thebeginning. For firft, the Euro¬ 
pean part thereof extendeth Weft wards vnto the Archdukes of ^AuHria's do- 
minions,.ftretchingtothe^r/<*/Mfeaby the confines of Ragufa } bounded on 
the South with the Mediterraneans , on the Eaft with Mgeum , Propontis and Pon- 
tus euen to Theodefia a City of the Scythian Cher fine [us-, and on the North almoft 
to Rujlia and Polonia: containing Romania , "Bulgaria , Seruia. Rafcia , the tributarie 
principalities of Valachia and Moldauia^ the greater part of Hungary , Bofna <^dlba- 
nia 3 Macedon 3 Eptrus 3 all Grecia and Peloponne[ttS’ 3 all the fruitfull Hands of the ALgcatt 
fca. Raguj'a payes for her liberty: nor is Candie 3 Zant or Cephalania held without 
prefents.But what is this,compared to her ^/^territories? within which,all Na. 
tolia is com prized; on the three ages embraced with the ALgean 3 Euxine 3 Sc dlician 
feas: containing the Prouinces of Pontus 3 Galatia, Bythinia, Phrygia , Lycia 3 Pam- 
philia, Cilicia 3 Cappadocia 3 md the leffer Armenia:beyond which alfo Colchis thence 
ftretching North-ward to cataie 3 and bounded on the Eaft with the countrey of 
the Georgians , wherof the Turks poflefle not a little. A great part it alfo containeth 
of the greater Armenia : all Syria (in which Ccelofyria 3 Pbcenicia 3 znd Pale (line ; Baby¬ 
lonia and Mefopotamia. Arabia felix which ftretcheth our into the South fea, inter- 
pofingthe Perfianand Arabian Gulphs, do bow to that Soueraigtltie: fodo the 
inhabitants of Petrea and Deferta - fuch I meane as haue knowne habitations; 
In Africa it extendeth all along the coafts of the OHediterraneum^ euen 
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from the RedSca,toL<dffti/&, aCitieof ^Mauritania (except fome few places 
pofieftby the Spaniard) wherein is the countrey of the Troglodites , themiracu- 
loufly fertile kingdome of Mgypt, Tripoly in Barbary , the kingdomc of Tunis, and 
Citic of Argers with her territories, with the tributary kingdomes of Fejfe and 
Morocco. T o thisadde Cyprus, Rhodes and all the fertile Ilands of the midland Sea, 
that lie Eaft of candy .Thus great at this day is the Ottoman Empirc:buttoo great 
for it are their alfumed titles :as, God on earth; (hadow of God; foie Monarch 
of the world, King of kings, Commander ofall that can be commanded, Soue- 
raigne of the moft noble families of Perjia , and Armenia,Poffeffot of the holy Ci¬ 
ties of Meckaand Icrufalcm,Lord of the blacke and white Seas, Sultan of Babylon , 
and fo proceeding with a repetition of their feueral kingdomes. Like fwelling at¬ 
tributes gaue this now reigning Sultan to our Soueraigne, in a letter writ lately, 
which I will infert for the ftrangenefTe: Vnto the moB glorious and mold might it 
King lames , one of the Great Lords of the creation ofIejus, and moft laudable amongft 
all the Princes of the Nations of Ulieftia, a Judge of all debates and differences of the 
people of Na^arets, Poffejfer of great maieftie, riches and glory, a Judge of the moft 
great Kings of England , &c. farcing his letter with like fuftian, calling his owne 
Court,0#r moft happy andjhining Pert , a port of refuge for the world: and fubfcrl- 
bing. From our imperiallrefidence of Constantinople, moB ftrongly and mightily guar¬ 
ded. Yet in his owne ftile more modeft, containing no more then Sultan Achmet 
Cham fonne to tfflahomet chanmoB inuincible. 

But the barbarous policy whereby this tyranny is fuftained,doth differ from all 
other: guided by the heads, and ftrengthened by the hands of his flaues, who 
rhinkc it as great an honor to be fo^as they do with vs that ferue in the Courts of 
Princes.-the naturall Turke (to be fo called a reproach) being rarely employed in 
command or feruice. Among thefe flaues there is no nobility of bloud,no known 
parentage, kinred, nor hereditary pofleffions*. but are as it were of the Sultans 
creation,depending vpon him oncly for their fuftenance and preferments. Who 
difpofeth, as well of their liues as their fortunes,by no other rule thenthat ofhis 
will; although fometimes for forme he vfeth the aflent of the neuer gain-faying 
Mufti. Thefe are thefonnes of Chriftians (andthofe the moft comepleatly furni- 
flied by nature ) taken in their childhood from their miferable parents,by a leauy 
madeeuery fine yeares(or oftncr,or feldomer,as occafion requireth)throughout 
the whole Empire,(excepting certaine priuiledged places, amongft which are Sio 
and Conftantinople ) who are bellowed in fcuerall Seminaries, inftru&ed in the 
Mahometan Religion (changing their names vpon their circumcifion) taught the 
vfe of their fcuerall weapons,and made patient of hunger and labour,with inured 
abftinence,and continuall exercife. Thefe they call firft lemoglans^who haue their 
faces fhauen(thetokenofferuitude,) wearing long coates andcopped caps, not 
vnlike to our idiots. The ehoifeft of them for fpirit and feature, arc after a while 
receiued into the GradSigntors Serragiid : diftinguifhed by chambers like to thofe 
in Hofpitals,according to their Jeniorities: where all are brought vp in the difei- 
pline of war, & not a few, acquainted with the fecrets of Staterfuch as by the ex¬ 
cellency of their gifts do affine the expe&atio of a future eminency. Thofe ofthe 
firft chamber, are the firft preferred: yet not in order,but according to the worth 
of the place, & worthines of the perfon. Of thefe come the Begltrbegs , (the name 
fignifying a Lord of Lords) of whom there be onely two: the one of Greece, and 
the other Qf Jdaiolia : who command all the horfemen in thofe countries vnder 
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the GcncraII:)the great 3 ,^, (wherof fome are Generals of armies, fome Vizers 
of the Port, the reft Vice-royes of prouincesi) the Sanziaks gouernors of Cities, 
fot fo the name fignifieth, with their teritories & forces, and other officers both 
of warre and peace, with thofe of the Court* of principal! place and attendance. 
Of the other Iemeglaxs fome come to the Chaufes-who go on Embaffies,execute 
Commandements*and are as Purfiuants,& vnder-Sheritfs,attending the imploy. 
ment of the Emperour* (who mounted on horfe-backe carrie Dabuzes,a weapon 
likcamace,beforehim)andonthccourtsof Iufticc: foliciting alio thecaulesof 
their clients. But the Spachies and Janizaries which are moft made of thefe lemo- 
gUnsi the principallcaufeoftheirinftitution)are the nerues and fupporters of the 
Turkifh Monarchy .The Spachies are hor fem e, weaponed for the moft part at once 
with bow, mace, lance,harquebu(h, and cy miter: whereof they haue the feuerall 
vfesj agreeing with their fights, their flights,or purfuements. For defence fome 
weare bucklers,& fhirts of male.The skirts oftheir coats,when they ride, arega- 
thered within longftammell brogsthat reach to their ancles* and there do ioyne 
to their buskins, fhodwith iron* and fupply the want of fpurres, with their large 
and lharpeftirrops. Their faddles are plated behind and before, the featedeepc 
and hard: and for caparifon they vfe for the moft part the skins of Leopards, Li¬ 
ons,Tigers,Panthers, and the like.In Cities when on foot,they weare gownes of 
ftammell with long hanging fleeucs:and are diftinguifhed from others by the fol¬ 
ding vp oftheir fhaffies.Of thefetherebe 2. forts: the Vltffigi) which is to fay, fti- 
pedary,who are almoft altogether made of thefe lemoglans'jk the Timariots , who 
confift ofall forts of people. The firft as yet vnpreferred,vnder thecomand of fe- 
uerall Captaines, do attend vpon the immediate imploy ment of the Emperour; 
who alloweth vnto each the daily penfion of ten Afpers, payd them euery quar¬ 
ter. Of thefe there be two and thirty thoufand. The one halfeof them are called 
Spaheioglans, who weare red pfcndats on their fpeares,& when in the fie!d,march 
on the right hand the Sultan: as the other on the left,who are called Sili/jtarJ]>dbeu> 
bearingyellow and white pendants. The other dif^erfed throughout the whole 
Empire, do liue vpon their particular tenements forterme of life affigned them* 
and thereupon fo called.lt being the policy of this State to ere<ft in the conquered 
countries a number of Timariots , anfwerable to the greatnefle thereof: whereby 
the principallpart ofthefouldicry is prouidedfor,andthe Empire ftrengthened, 
Smm/4 thM k ot h againft forreine inuafions and reuolts of the fubdued. Of:hefe,as they fay, 
mttJmrnln! there are vpward of feuen hundred thoufand: euery one being to finde as many 
horfe as his farme doth double the yeerely value of fixtie Sultanies : ready to be 
c6manded by their feuerall Sanzdacks-, as they by their ‘Bajjas: thefe beare on their 
lances white and red pendants. But the Janizaries (a name that fignifieth new 
fouldiery ) are thofe that beare fuch great fway in Constantinople 1 , infomuch 
that the Sultans themfelues haue beene fometimes fubieft to their infolencies. 
They are deuidedinto feuerall companies vnder feuerall Captainesffiut all com¬ 
manded by their Ksiga : aplace of high truft, and the third in repute through the 
Empire thowbeit, their too much loue is to him an allured deftru&ion. Thefe 
are the flower of the Turkijh infantery, by whom fuch wonderfull victories haue 
bene atchieued.They call the Emperour father (for none other is there for them 
todepend on) to whofe valour and faith in the time of warre hecommitteth his 
perfon:they hauing their ftations about the royal pauillion.They ferue with har- 
quebulhes,armed befides with cymiters & hatchets. They weare on their heads 
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a bonnet of white felt,with a flap hanging downe behind to theirlhoulders; ador¬ 
ned about the browes with a wreathe of metal,guilt,& fet with ftones of finall va- 
lucjhauing a kind ol Iheathe or focket ofthe fame erc&ed before,wherein fuch are 
i'uftcred to fticke plumes of feathers as haue behaued themfelues extraordinarie 
brauely. They tucke vp the skirts of their coates when they fight, or march: and 
carry ccrtaine dayes prouifion of victuals about with them. Nor is it a cumbenic 
being no more then a finall portion of rice,and a little fugar and hony. When the 
Emperor isnot in thofield, the moft of them refide with him in the Citie: euer ac 
hand vponany occafion tofecurehisperfon,andareas werethe Pretorian cohorts 
withtbe Romanes. They are in number about fortiethoufandrwhereofthegreater 
part (I meane of thofc that attend on the Court) haue their being in three large 
Serraglios-j where the iuniors do reuerencc their feniors,and all obey their feuerall 
commanders (as they their Aga ) with much filcnceand humility. Manyofthetn 
that are married (abreach of their firft inftitution) haue their priuatedwellings! 
and thofe that are bufied in forreine imployments, are for the moft part placed in 
fuchgarrifontownes as do greatly concernethe fafetie ofthe Empire. Some are 
appointed toattend on Embafladors-.othersto guard fuch particular Chriftiansas 
will be at the charge, both about the City, and in their trauels, from inciuilities 
and violences, to whom they are inthemfielues moft faithfull: wary and cruell,in 
preuenting and reuenging their dangers and iniuries; and fo patient in bearing a- 
bufes,that one of them of late being ftruckenby an Englifhman( whofe humorous 
fwaggering would permit him neuer to reuiew his countrey ) as they trauelied a- 
long through Morea^ did notonely notreuengeit, nor abandon him to the pil¬ 
lage and outrages ofothers,info vnknowncand fauage a countrey • but conduced 
him vnto 2<j»rirvfafety, faying, God forbid that y villany ofanother fliould make 
him betray the charge that was committed to his truft.They are al of one trade or 
other. The pay that they hauefrom the Grand Sigmor'is but flue Afpersaday:yec 
their elder fons as foone as borne areinrolled, and receiued into penfion j but his 
bounty extendeth no further vnto his progeny,(the reft reputed as natural Turks:) 
noris a lam^ary capableof other preferments then the command of ten,of twen¬ 
ty ,or of an hundred.T hey haue yeerly giuen them two gownes apiece,the one of 
violet cloth,and the other offtammcllj which they weare in the City: carrying 
in their hands a great tough reede,fomefeuen foote Iong,& tipped with filu r-the 
weight whereof is not feldomefeltby fuch as difpleafe them. Who are indeed fo 
awefull,that Iuftice dare not proceed publikely againft them,(they being only to 
be iudged by their Aga:)b\it being priuately attached,are as priuately throwne in¬ 
to the fea in the nighttime. But then are they moft tumultuous(whereto they do 
giue the name of affe <ftion)vpon the dangerous ficknelfes of their Empcrours:and 
vpon their deaths commit many out*rages. Which is the caufe that the great Buf¬ 
fos as well as they can, do conceale it from them, vntill all things beprouided for 
the preientment ofthe next for them to falute. Whereupon (befidesthe prefent 
larges) they haue an Afper a day increafeof penfion :fo that the longer they liue, 
and the more Empcrours they out-liue, the greater is their allowance. 

Butit is to be confidered, that all thefe beforenamed,arc not onely ofthat tri- 
buteof children. For not a few of them are captiues taken in their child-hoodj 
with diuers Renegados,that haue moft wickedly quitted their religion and coun¬ 
trey, to fight againft both: who are to the Chriftians the moft terrible aduerfe- 
ries. And withall they haue of late infringed their ancient cuftomes,by the admit- 
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ting of*thole into thefe orders,that are neither the fons nor grand-Tons of Chrifti- 
ans : a natural! T urke borne in Conjlantinople , before neuer knowne, being now a 
Baffa of the Port. 

Ouerandabouethefe,andbefides the auxiliary Tartan ^ whereof there are 
lightly threefcorethoufand (who liue on ipoile, and ferue without pay) that are 
euer afliftant • the GrandStgnior hath other forces whom they call Achingi * who 
haue nothing but whatthey can getby forraging, being hindes ofthe countrcy s 
and tiedto ferue on horfc-backe for certainepriuiledges that they hold,in number 
about thirty or forty thoufand,but fmall in valuers are the ^zapi^vho ferue on 
foote (yet properly belonging to the Gallies) better acquainted with the fpade 
then fword ; thru ft forward with purpofe ratheir to wearie, then to vanquilh the 
enemy; whofedead bodies do ferue the Janizaries to fill vp ditches, and to 
mount the walls of aflaulted fortreffes: befidcs many voluntaries , who follow 
the army in hope to fucceede the flaine Sptheis and Janizaries : now nothing 
curiousatfuchatimeto receiue thofe that be not the fonnesof Chriftians in¬ 
to the O rder. Such are the Turkijh forces, both in qualitie and proportion i and 
he that fhall fee three hundred thoufand of thefe in an army (as he might haue 
done this Lift Summer in Bithynia) fo difciplined 3 fo appointed,and fo daringly te- 
folute; whofe onely repute confifts in their valours; and whofe defeats are puni_- 
flied in their Commanders as offences: furnifhed with fueh abundance of great 
Ordnance (much whereof they caft according to their occafions, carrying, with 
them the metall vponthe backes of Camels) will not onely not wonder at their 
vi&ories, but rather how the reft oftheyet vnuanquifhed world hath withftood 
them. I haue heard a Prince (and he of no fmall experience) impute the fundry 
ouerthrowes giuen them by a fmall number of Chriftians,to the paucity of Com¬ 
manders , and their want of experience,fome one San&ack hauing vnder his con- 
dud flue thoufand Timariots ; and he perhaps but newly crept out of the Sultani 
Serraglio 3 exercifed onely in fpcculatiue conflicts. So that their numbers prooue 
often but cumbers; and the aduantage Ioffe; encountred by the many expert dp 
redors of few; who are alfo far better defenfiuely armed. But he that hath boun¬ 
ded the fea, hath alfo limited their furies. And furely it is to be hoped; that their 
greatneffe is not onely at the height, but neerean extreme precipitation; the 
body being growentoomonftrous for the head; the sWfcwvnwarlike, and nc- 
uer accompanying their armes in perfon- The Souldier corrupted with eafeand 
libertie ; drowned in prohibited wine, enfeebled with thecontinuall conuerfe of 
woraen;and generally lapfed from their former aufterity of life, and fimplicity of 
manners.Their valors now meeting on all fides withoppofitionjhauing of late gi¬ 
uen no increafe to their dominions:& Empire fo got, when it ceaffeth to increafe, 
doth begin to diminifh, Laftly, in that it hath exceeded the obferued period of* 
a Tyranny,for fuchis their Empire.Now whethey march,the Tartars dofeowre 
the country tw o day es iourny before: then follow the Achingi $ after them the Ti- 
mariots-next thofe few Jemoglans that be*next them the Iani^aries :the Chaufes fol¬ 
low on horfebaeke,(who carry bowes and arrowes betides their maces and cimi- 
ters;)then comes th t Sultan with the officers of his Court,' & archers ofhis guard 
who are footemen;the ftipendary Spaheis marching on either fide of him. An hun¬ 
dred coaches couered with red,with foure horfes apiece,are drawneafter,which 
carry the Uichoglam (his Pages) and Eunuchs: about thefe the IemgUns called 
Baltagies arepUced, Thccarriages ofthearmy enfue; follqwedby voluntaries/ 

who

who go in hope (asbeforefaid)to be entertained in the roomes ofthe flainejwith 
the feruants ofthe Spabeis in the Court, and certain Janizaries , Att-oglans L epzlers 
and Deuegilers. The Janizaries haue boots,fwords of wood and the like borne be¬ 
fore them for their enfignestand the royall Standard is no other then a horferaile 
tied to the end of a ftaffe:which though feeming rude,andanfwerable to their ori- 
ginall,doth retaine, perhaps fomething of Antiquity. For Homer fticketh the like 
in the creft of the gallantly-armed (though notfofpirited) Parts.

As for their forces at fea, they arc but fmall in comparifon of what they haue 
beene; and compared to thofe of particular Chriftian Princes, but contemptible. 

Approued by the Florentine , who with fixe fhips onely hath kept the bottome of 
the Streights for thefethree yeares paft in difpiteof thcmiinfomuch as they haue 
not dared to hazard the reuenew of&gypt by fea, but haue fent it ouer land with 
a guard of fouldiers, to their no fmall trouble and expences: the whole Armado 
comming often in view,yet not fo hardy as to aduenturethc onfet.The Admirall 
hauing thought it a fafer courfe to employ the Pirats of Tunis and Algers in that 
leruice, who haue many tall fiiips (the fpoile of Chriftian Merchants) and war- 
likely appointed; now growne expert in nauigation, and all kind of Sea-fights, 
by the wicked inftru&ion of our fugitiue Pirats, and other Rcnegados. But thofe 
Pirats haue no heart tofuch an enterprize, where y victory would proue fo blou. 
die,and the booty fo worthleffe. The nauy that is yearely fet forth in the begin¬ 
ning of May,to annoy the enemy, fupprefle Pirats, collet tribute,and reforme 
diforders in the maritime townes that belong to the Admiralty; confifts of not a- 
boue threefcoregallies: which are all that can be fpared from their other places 
ofimployment. And that there be no more is faid to proceed from the.want of 
captiueSjby reafon of their generall peace with the Chriftians .■ forfuch,andfuch 
as are condemned for offences,are onely chained to the Oare,except the neceffity 
be vrgent. As for matter to build with,they want none:no more do they workme; 
many excellent in that Art,and thofe Chriftians,being mticed from all parts with 
liberall penfions to worke in their Arfenals.The Captaine Bafa (tor fo is the Ad- 
mirall called)when not in f©ruice,hath his refidcnce in Conjiantinople and Gallipole. 

A man in regard of his place, of principallrepute:and commanding thecomman- 
ders o£GaUipole,GaUta,Lcmnos :) Nicomedia t l,esbos,ch'm,Tlitxus i Euboea J Rhodes , Ca¬ 
ttails, Nauplia 3 Lepanto, , Cyprus , and Alexandria. In ofiobtr he returneth from his an-* 
nuall circuited he did now during our abode in the Citie,andentred the hauen in 
triumph.Thegallies deuided into fundry fquadrons.and tricked all in theirgallan- 
try ; rowing at their fternes three or foure litle veflels no bigger then filher-boats. 

A ridiculous glory,& a prize to be afliamed of.But it was thought that the Grand 
Signtor would hauegiuen him but a bad welcome, that durft not aduenture with 
jfcich ods of number on the becalmed Florentines. During the winter the Armado 
is difperfed,and the gallics are drawne into their dry ftations. In which time the 
Pirots,both Chriftians and Mahometan,do rob on the Mgean and Mediterranean 
vncontrolled,butby thedefenfiueftrength ofthe aflailed. 

Thus is the Great Turke ferued by thofe whom he may aduance without enuy, 
and deftroy without danger. The beft of them liuing a wandring and vnhappy 
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Then puts he on a helme well wrought 
Plum dwith horjehaires that horribly 
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life,remoued from one command to another * and to parts fo farre diftant, that 
often more time is fpent in their iourney then in their abode. The greateft Com¬ 
mander, and in the ftrengthof his Command fubmittinghisnecke vnto the exe¬ 
cutioners bow-firing,when fent by the Tyrant with the fatall boxe that includeth 
thecommiflion. Norbooteth it to refift in hope of partakers, when one mans 
. preferment is built on the dcfiredouerthrow of another .• being alfo,as is faid be¬ 
fore without kindred or alliancejfo that rebellions do but rarely happen. And al- 
thoughthefe great flaues attain to great riches,yet are they (as it were)but the col¬ 
lectors thcreoffor his treafury: whither at their deaths it returned),all, faue what 
it pleaff th him to befto w on their pofteritie: who neuer are aduanced to eminent 
place; it being a caufe of the greater negleCt to haue had excellent parents s as to 
them of ruine to be beloued in their gouernments. Nay fo much the continuance 
ofhonours in familiesareauoyded,thatwhenaB4j^4is giuen (for fo I may terme 
it) to the fitter or daughter oiaSultan for an husband, thechildren begotten on 
them do moft rarely rifeaboue thedegree of apriuate Captaine. But more feuere 
are thefe Tyrants to their owne, who lop all the branches from the bole ; the vn. 
naturallbrotherfblemnizing his fathers funerals with the daughter of hisbro- 
thers.So fearefull are they ofriualitie,and fo damnably politikejmaking allthings 
lawfullthat qaay fecurethe perpetuitie of their Empire.Notnow tofeeke in thofe 
precepts of Phtinus:

Yet they mou rnefor thofe being dead, whom they murdered: honouring them 
■with all dues of buriall, and cuftomarie lamentations. Now if the Ottoman line 
fhould fade, the Crim Ttrtar is to fucceed (both being of one family,and of one 
reiigion:)as the Turke the Tartar ; who hath at this day the election of the Tarta¬ 
rian Emperoursj but with this limitation, that he is to be of one of the fonnesof 
the deceafed. 

Their morall and Ecclefiafticall Iawes,the Turks do recciue from Mahomet the 
Saracen law-giuer: a man of obfeure parentage, borne in Itrarip a village of Arabia , 
in the yeare 551 .His father was a Pagan,his mother a lew bo th by birth and reli¬ 
gion. At the firft he exercifed merchandize3 hauing by the mariage of his miftris 
<not effected,as was thought,without witch-craft)attainedto much richcsrwher- 
upon he became a Captaine of certain voluntary Arabians that followed theEm- 
perour Heraclius in his Perfian warres. Who falling into a mutinie, for that they 
were denied the military garment; and incenfing the reft of their nation with the 
reprochfull anfwer giuenthem by theTreafurer; which was, Thatthat ought not 
to be giuen to dogs,which was ordained for the Romane fouldier 3 a part of them 
chofe Mahomet for their ring-leader, who had aggrauated their difcontents, and 
confirmed them in their rebellion. But being difdained by the better fort for the 
feafeneffe of his birth ; to auoide enfuing contempt, he gaue it out, thaj hee attai¬ 
ned 


Scepters do lofe their fway t when Kings grow tuft : 
Reft ells ofhoneftie , towers tmbein duft. 
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ned nor to that honour by military fauour, but by diuineappointment. That he 
wasfent by Godtogiuea newlawvnto mankind;and by ft irceofarmesto reduce 
the world vnto his obedience. That he was the laft of theProphetS;beinggreater 
then Chrift, as Chrift was greater then CMofes. T wo y earcs together he liued in 
a cauc,not farre diftant from Mecha $ where he compiled his damnable doctrine, 
by thehelpeofoneSfrgw aNeftorianMonke, and Abdalla a lew: (containing a 
hodgepodge offundry religions;) whichhefirft communicated to his wife, per- 
fwading her that it was deliuered him by the Angel Gabriel,who had cut open his 
heart,and taken from thence the little blaclce core (which the Turks do affirmeto 
be in the heart of euery man) vvhereinthe diucll doth plant his temptations: and 
ihewed him wkhallthe ioycsandmyfteries ofParadife.His new religion by little 
and little he diuulged in ^^countenanced by the powerfullalliance which lie 
had by his fundry wiues ; and followed by many of the vulgar,allured with the Ii- 
bertie thereof, and delighted with the noueltie. But the Nobles of Mechagoing 
about to apprehend him , he fled to Medina, not two day es iourney diftant; whi¬ 
ther followed by a number,wicked of life, and defperate of fortunes, he waged a 
fucceflefull warreagainft the Syrians ; planted his religionamongft the vanqui- 
Ihed: and after making himfelfe Lord of Mecha , made that the place of his rdi- 
dence. Where he died in the great Cliraadtericall yeareofhisage; hauing made 
them beleeue,that the third day after he would afeend into heauen: whereupon 
he was keptlbouc ground, vntill the ayre was infected with his fauour,and then 
buried at Medina. Another promife he made concerning his returne,which fliould 
haue bin a thoufand yfeares after:which the Mahometans excufe,as mifundefftood, 
by reafon of his feeble voice,euen then a dying ; and that he did fay two thoufand; 
to which time they haue proroged their expectations. Meane of ftature he was, 
and euill proportionedihauing euer afeald head, which (asfome fay) made him 
wearea white flialhcontinually;now worne by hisfedtaries. Being much fubiedt 
tothe falling lickneflc, he made them beleeue that it wasaprophericalltrancej 
and that then he conuerfed with the hngzWGabrtel. Hauing alfo taught a Pigeon 
to feed at his eare,he affirmed itto be the holy Ghoft,which informed him in di¬ 
uine precepts. Not vnliketo iVww/f fained familiarity with ALgeria^and Pythago¬ 
ras his Eagle: vvhofe policie perhaps he imitatediwhercby as they the Romanes and 
Crotenians- y fo drew he the groffte Arabians to a fuperftitious obedience. For he had 
afubtill wit, though vicioufly employed; being naturally inclined to all villanies, 
Amongft the reft ,fo infatiably letcherous,that he countenanced his incontinent 
cie with a law: wherein he declared it, notonely to be no crime to couple with 
whottffoeuer he liked, but an adt ofhigh honour to the partie,and infuling fandii- 
tie. Thus planted he his irreligious religion, being much alfifted by the iniquities 
ofthofetimes: the Chriftianeftate then miferablydiuided by multitudes of he. 
refies.So that the difunitie of the profeifors made many tofufpedt the profdfion, 
and to embrace a dodirinefo indulgent to their afftedhons. Which enlarging, as 
the Saracens and Turkes enlarged their Empires, doth at this day wel-nigh ouer- 
run three parts of the earth; of that I meane that hathciuill inhabitants. Yet are 
the Mahometans divided into threefcore and twelue fedts, fprungfrom the two 
fountaines. Of that named imanna , the Per(tans are dr unke* of the other, called 
Lejhare , the Syria»s,Arabians,Turkei , and Africans. 

The Alcoran,which containeththe fumme oftheir religion, is written in Ara- 
bteke rhime, without due proportion of numbersiand muft neither be written nor 
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read by them in any other language.Befides the pofitiuedo&rine,(to it felfe con- 
tradi< 5 tory )ic is farced with fables,vifions,Legends,and relations. Nor is it at this 
day the fame that was writte by Mahomet^ (although fo credited to be by the vul¬ 
gar:) many things being fecretly put in, and thruft outjand fom co ft he repugnan¬ 
cies reconciled by thcfucceeding Caliphs. CM abomet the fecohdis faid to haueaL 
tertd it much, and added much to it. This booke is held by them in no lefle Vene- 
ration,then the old Teftamentby thelewes,&the New by the Ghriftians.They 
iieuer touch it with vnwafbt hands : and a capitall crime it is, in the reading there¬ 
of to miftake a letter, ordifplace the accent. They kifle it, embrace it,and fweare 
by it.-calling it The booke of glory,and Director vnto Paradife.To fpeake a little 
of much* they teach that God is onely to be wor (hipped, onely one^and the Cre¬ 
ator of all: righteous, pitifull- in wifdottic and powerfullincornprehenfible.How 
God made man of all forts andcolours of earth s and being formed, for thoufand 
of yeares layde him a baking in the Sun, vntill he was pleafed to breathe life into 
him. Then commanded he all his Angells to reuerence him: which thediuell at 
that time an Angellof light, rcfufedtodojexpoftulating why he fhould fo honor 
that creature whom he knew would become fo polluted with all maner of(by him 
particularized)vices.That God therefore condemned the diuell to helljwho euer 
fince hath continued an enemy to man.idolatry they holdtobethemollaccurfed 
ofcrimes,and therfore they interdid al images and counterfets whatfoeuer^repu- 
tingthe Chriftians idolaters, for that they haue them in their Churches and hou- 
fes.-imagining alfo that we wor fhip three Gods, as not apprehending the my fiery 
of the Trinitie. They deny the diuinitie of Chrift, yet confefle him to be the fon 
of a virgin: Marie concerning by the fmcllofa role which was prefented her by 
the Angell Gabriel j and that (lie bare him at her breads. They hold him to be a 
greater Prophetthen Mv/es^ and the Gofpellbetter then the Law: infomuch as no 
Jew can tur ne Turkey ntill he fir ft tUrne Chriftian, they forcing him to eate hogs* 
flefh,and calling him Abdulayvhich fignifieth the fonne of a Chriftian: who after 
two onhree dayes,abiuring Chrift, is made a Mahometan. They fay,that the blef- 
fed Virgin was free from originall finneand the temptations of thediuell. Chrift 
is called in the Alcoran, The breath and Word of God- faid to know the fee rets of 
hearts, to raife the dead to life,cure difeafcs,reftore fight to the blind, and fpeecft 
to the dumbe:and that his difciples wrought miracles by his vertue. Yet vifit they 
not his fepulcher in rheir pilgrimages (not thinking him to haue dyed )as generally 
bruted. For being, as they lay, led towards the place of execution, God not per- 4 
mitting fo bafe a people to put to death fo holy a Prophet (for they confefle that 
he neuer finned,) did affiime him into heauen: when mill, and fought by the foul- 
diers in the throng,they Iayd hold of oneofthe Iudges that had condemned him, 
who refembledhimmuchiiifauour arid proportion, telling him thathelhould 
not efcape from them againe • and fo not beleeuing what foeuer he faid, did exe¬ 
cute him in his roome. They lharpely punilh all fuch as blafpheme him • and fay 
that he fliall returne to iudgement about fortie yeares before the Worldsending. 
The holy Ghoft they acknowlcdge 5 yetnot to be diftimft inperfon,but onely as a 
power and operatiue vertue in the Godhead, which infpireth good motions into 
the heart, the producer of good anions. They are commanded feuen times a day 
to refcrt vnto publike pray ers: the firft aflembling is called Tmgil-namas, which 
is two houres before day: thefecond Sabah-namas , at day breafee: the third Fyle- 
namasyx noone: the fourth Kpdt-mmas , at three of the clocke: the fill Akjham - 
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vamose after Sun-fet:the fixth Ghogic-namas , two houres within night : and the fe- 
uenth Ginma-mmas^sx. ten oftheclocke in the morning: the Iaftalfo onFridayes 
obferued by all, on other dayes but by the more religious.Congregated they are 
(as aforefaid)by the chanting ofthePriefts fro the tops offteeplesiatwhichtimes 
lightly though they be in the fields, they will fpread their vpper garments on the 
earth,and fall to their deuotions.Morecuer I haue feene them coniointly pray in 
the corners of the ftreets,before the opening of their (hops in the morning.Friday 
is their Sabbath-and yet they fpend but a part thereof in deuotion, and the reft in 
recreationsibut for that time they obleruc it fo rigoroufly, that a Ttirke here late¬ 
ly had his eares nailed to his fhop-boordfor opening it too timely. Before they 
pray, they walh all the organs of their fenfesj their legs to their knees^ and their 
armes to their ejbowes: their priuities after the purging of nature; and fometimes 
all ouer from top to roe:for which there are houfes of office with conduits belon¬ 
ging to euery principall Mofque. Where water is wanting,they do it with duft.At 
the dooreofthe Mofquethey put off their fhooes j and entring, fit crofle-legged 
vpon rovves of mats,one behind another, thepooreand the rich promifcuoufly. 
The Prieft in a pulpit before them, not otherwife diftinguifhedin habite, but by 
the folding vp of their Turbant. When they pray they turne their faces towards 
Mtcha : firft ftanding vpright, without any motions of their bodies , holding the 
palmes of their hands vpwardj fometimes they flop their eyes and eares, andofc 
pull the haire on the fides of their faces: then thrife they bow, as in their falutati- 
ons- and as often proftrating themfelucs on the earth, do kifte it.Doing this fun- 
dry times,they will looke backe vpon no occafion,vntill they come vnto the falu- 
tation of Mahomet: at which time they reuerfetheir faces,firft ouer theright fhoul- 
der, and then ouer the lefr,beleeuing that his eomming will be behind them when 
they arcat their deuotions.The Prieft doth fometimes reade vnto them fome part 
of the Alcoran(holding it, in reucrence to the booke, ashigh as his chin,) fome¬ 
times fome of their fabulous Legends,intermixing expofitions,and inftru&ions: 
which they hearken vnto with heedy attention, andfuch fteddy pofitures of bo¬ 
dy as if they were intranced. Their Seruice is mixed with fongs and refponfes: 
and when all is done,they ftroke downe their faces and beards with lookes ofde- 
uoutgrauity. Ifthey find a paper in the ftreetes, they will thruft it in fome cre- 
uiceof theadioyning wall, imagining that the name of God may be contained 
therein,and then prophane to be trod vnder foot,or otherwife defiled.They num¬ 
ber their often repetition of the names of God and hisattributes(with other fliort 
emulations ofprayer or praife)vponbeades:fome{haking their heads inceflant- 
ly, vntill they turne giddy: perhaps in imitation ofthe fnppofed trances (but na¬ 
turally infir mitie) of their Prophet. And they hauean order of Monkes, who are 
called Dervifes, whom I haue often feene to dance in their Mofques on Tucfdaies 
and Fridayes,many together ,to the found of barbarous muficke-dances thatcon- 
fift of continuall turnings, vntill at a certaine ftroke they fall vpon the earth 5 and 
lying along like beafts, arc thought to be rapt in fpirit vnto celeftiall conuerfati- 
ons.Now the women are notpermitted to come intotheir temples(yet haue they 
fecret places to lookeinthorow grates) partly fortroubling their deuotions, but 
dpecially for that they are not excifed, as are the women of Terfia and Mtbio- 
fia. Nor circumcife they the males vntill they be able to anfwer the Prieft, and 
promife for themfelues: which is for the moft part at the age of eight. They are 
cireumeifed in the houfes of their parents, at a fcftiuall meeting,and in the midft 
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of the affembly,the child holding vp his fore-finger,in token that he is a Mahome¬ 
tan . As fooneascut, the Prieft walheth the wound in water and fait, and bindeth 
itinlinnen. Whochangethnot his name, but is from thenceforth calleda Muffd- 
man : which is a truebeleeuer. This done,he is carried vnto the Bannia, where his 
haire (before that time worne at full length) is fliauen, and fo kept eucr after: all 
fauingalocke on the top of hiserowne,by which they drcame that they fliallbe 
affumed by UW^owfintoParadile: then put they on him a white Turbant; and 
fo returning with drums and hoboys, is with great folemnity conducted to the 
Molque, and prefented with gifts according to his quality. 

The Turkes do faft one monethinthe yeare, which they call Ramadan; which 
changeth yearely, (fo that in thirty yeares they faft one) wherein, they fay, that 
the Alcoran was deliuered vnto Mahomet by the Angell. Obferued by all but the 
infirme and trauellers: who are to faft for as long a time,when fo they recouer,or 
come to the end of their iourney. But they faft but during (he day: in the night 
they feaftj and then all their fteeplesftucke round withlampes, which burnetii! 
the morningtaffordingan obicdt ofgreat folemnity.Such as in ftead ofabftaining 
from meates, doabftaine at that time from their Mofques, they carry about in 
fcorne,and feuerely chaftife:but fuch as then drinke wine,they punilh with death. 
Vpon the difcouery ofthe new Moon(which they fuperftitioufly gratulate,eftee- 
ming him happy that difcouereth it firft,and by the courfe thereof do reckon their 
yeare-(falling out this yeare on thefcuenth ot December, the feaft ofthe Great By¬ 
ram did beginjwhich doth continue for three daies together;obferued by the m as 
Eafter is with vs. On the firft day the Grant Stgnior rode to Sand a Sophia in all 
the pompe and glory of Empire :of which weihall fpcake hereafter. Vpon his re- 
turne we faw a fort of Chriftians,fome of them halfe earth already,crooked with 
age^nd trembling with palfiesjwho by the throwing away of their bonnets & lif¬ 
ting vp of their forefingers,did proffer themfelues to become Mahometans. A fight 
full of horror & trouble, to fee thofe defperate wretches that had profeffed Chrift ' 
all their life,and had fuffred,no doubt,for his fake much contumely & oppreflion, 
now almoft dying to forfaketheir Redeemer,euen then whe they were to receiue 
the reward of their patience. To thefe the Tyrant a little retired his body: who be¬ 
fore not fo much as caft his eieafide,but fate like the adored ftatue of an Idoll.For 
they hold it a great grace,and an a Ct of Angular pietie, to draw many to their Re¬ 
ligion; prefenting them with money,change of ray men ts 5 and freeingthem from 
all tribute and taxes. Infomuch that if a Chriftian haue deferued death by their 
law,if he will conucrt,they will many times remit his punifhment.But they com- 
pell no man.During this feftiuall they exercife themfelaes with various pafitimes: 
but none more in vfe, and more barbarous, then the fwinging vpand downe, as 
boyes do inbell-ropesjfor which there begallowfes (for they beare that forme) 
of an exceeding height,ere<fted in fundry places of the City:vvhen by two ioining 
ropes that are faftned aboue, they will fwing themfelues as high as the tranfome. 
Perhaps affedted in that it ftupifies the fenfes for a feafon: the caufe that opium is 
fo much in requeft, and of their forefaid lhaking of their heads, and continued 
turnings. In regard whereof, they haue fuch as haue loft their wits, and naturali 
idiots,in high venerationjas men rauifhed in fpirit,and taken from themfelues,as it 
were,to the fellowlhip of Angels. Thefethey honour with the titleof Saints, and 
lodge them in their Templesffome of them going almoft ftarke nakedjothers clo¬ 
thed in flireds of feuerall coloursjwhofe needfities are fupplied by the peoples de- 
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uotionstvvho kifle their garments as they paflethorowtheftreets, and bow to 
their benedi&ions. Yea many by counterfeiting the idiot, haue auoided punifh- 
ment for offences which they haue vawittingly fallen into. Whilft the Byram la. 
fteth,yoa cannot ftirre abroad but you (hail be prcfented by the Deruifes and la- 
nizaries, with tulips and trifles,befprinkling you with fweete water 5 nor ceafe fo 
to do, till they haue drawne rewards from you. 

Th cTurkes areincouragcd to alraes by their Alcoran,as acceptable to God,and 
meritorious in it lelfej if giuen without vaine-glorie 3 and of goods well-gotten: ai- 
iedging it to be a temptation of the diuels to abftainc from alines for feare of im- 
pouerifliment.Thcir more publike almes confift in facrifices(if not fo wrongfully 
tearmcd)vpontheir feftiuals,or performance of vovves: when flieep and oxen are 
flain by the prieft,and deuided amongft the poorc^the owners not fo much as re¬ 
taining apart thereof. They fay, they giuc much in priuate: and in truth, I haue 
feene but few beggersamongft them.Yct fometimes fhallyou meet in theftreets 
with couples chained together by the necketwho beg to fatisfie their creditors in 
parr, and are at the yeares end releafcdof their bonds ; prouided thatthey make 
fatisfadlion if they proue afterward able. Attheir deaths they vfually giuc legacies 
fortherelcafe of prifonersyhe freeing ofbodflaues, repairing of bridges, building 
of Canes for the reliefe of paflengers: and the great men,to the erecting of Mof- 
ques and Hofpitalsj which they build not feldome in their life time.Buc Mahomet 
the Great, and Solyman the Magnificent, haue in that kindeexceeded allorhers: 
whofe ftately and fumptnous ftruiftures dogiuea principal ornament to the City* 
where the ficke and impotent are prouided for,andtheftrangerentertainedj(for 
here be no Innes:)the reuenueof that of Mahomets amounting toan hundred and 
fifty thoufand Sultames. To thefe there belong Phy ficions,Chyrurgions, Apothe. 
carics.The charge thereof is committed vnto their Priefts:who bring vp a certain 
n fiber of youths inthe Mahometan law ; & frequently pray for the departed foules 
of the Fouders in the Chappels of their Sepulchers. They extend their charity to 
Chriftians and Iewes, as well as to them of their own religiomnay birds & beafts 
haue atafte thereof.For many onely to let them loofe will buy birds in cages-and 
bread to giue vnto dogs. Thefe haue in this City no particular owners; being re¬ 
puted an vneleane creature, and therefore not fuffered to come into their houfes: 
thinking it neuerchelefle a deede of pietie, to feede, and prouide them kennels to 
litter in, moftof them repairing to the fca fide nightly, where they kcepefuch a 
howling, that ifthe windfit South-ward, they may be eafily heardto thevpper 
fide of the CitieofiVr*. 

With the Stoieks they attribute all accidents to deftinie, andeonftellations at 
birth, and fay with the Tragedian , 

Fates guide vs: vnto Fates yeeld we , 

Care cannot alter their decree* 

For what we fuffer, what we doe , 

Caleltiallorbs , proceeds from you. 
t^illgo in a prefixed way: 

Thefirfiprefiribeth the lafi day. 

affirming that their ends were written intheir fore-heads:

fince it can be neither haft ened nor auoyded:being withal perfwaded,tb.atthey die 
brauely that die fighting j and that they ihall be rewarded with Paradife, that do 
fpend their bloud vpon the enemies of their Religion* whom they call Shahidesy 
which is martyrs .For although they repute murder to be an execrable crime, that 
cries to heauen for vengeance, and is neuer forgiuemyet are they commanded by 
their law to extend their profeflion by violence,& without compailion to flaugh- 
ter their oppofers. But they liue withthemfelues infuch exemplary concord,that 
during the time that I remained amongft them (it being aboue three quarters of 
a yeare) I neuer faw Mahometan offer violence to a Mahometan^ nor breake into ill 
laguage:but if fo they chance to do,a third will reproue him, with Fic Muffel-men. ; 
fall out?and all is appeafed, he that giues a blow, hath many galhes made in his 
,fle{h,and is led about, for a terrortbut the man-flayer is deliuered to the kindred 
or friends of the flaine, to be by them put to death with all exquifite torture. 

Now their opinion of the end of the world, of Paradife, and of hell, exceeds 
the vanity of dreames,and all old wiues fables. They fay, that at the winding ofa 
horne,not onlyalfldh flialdie,but the Angels themfeluesrand that the earth with 
earthquakes Ihall be kneaded tbgetber like alumpe of dough, for fortie dayes fo 
continuing. Then Ihall another blaft reftore beauty to the world, and life vnto all 
that euerliued. The good {hall haue fhining and glorified faces ■ but the bad, the 
countenance of dogs and fwine, dnd fuch like vncleanc creatures. CMofes , CbriB, 
and A/4^wfir,{hall bring their feuerall followers to iudgement, and intercede for 
them. Cain that did the firft murder, {hall be the ringleader of the damned • who 
are to paffe ouer thebridge of Iuftice,laden with their finnes in fatchelsjwhen the 
greater finners fiial fall on the one fide into hell ; where they Ihall confume in fire, 
and be renewed to new torments .Yet God will haue pity vpon the in the end,and 
receiuethem vnto mercy: and the diuell fhallceafeto be, fince his malice is fuch 
as he cannot be faued. I was told by a Sicilian Renegado,an Eunuch,andone great, 
ly deuoted to their fuperftition,that the burning globe of the Sunne(for fuch was 
his Philofophy)was the continent of the datnned.Thofe that tumble from the o- 
ther fide of the bridge,are laden with leffe finnes: and do but fall into Purgatory: 
from whence they {hall Ihortly be releafed,and receiued into Paradife.Butas for 
the women,poore foules! be they neuer fo good, they haue the gates Ihut againft 
them: yet are configned to a manfion without, where they {hall liue happily - 3 as 
another repleate with all mifery for the other. It is to be more then conie&ured, 
that Mahomet grounded his deuiled Paradife, vpon the Poets inuention of Ely ft- 
um. For thus Tibullus deferibeth the one:

Vnder whole fragant fliades they fhall fperid the courfe of their happy time with 
amorous virgins, who fhall alone regard their particular louers-notfuch as hauc 
lined in this world,but created ofpurpofe-with great blackeeyes,and beautiful as 
the Hyacinth. They daily fhall haue their loft virginities reftored: euery young, 
(conrinuingthere,ashereatfifteene, andthemenas atthirtie)andcuer freefrotn 
naturall pollutions. Boyes of diuine feature fhall minifter vntothem, and fet be¬ 
fore them al variety of delicate viands. But Auicen that greatPhilofopher&Phy- 
fician, who flourifhed about foure hundred and fifty yearesfince, when Mahome- 
t/fme had not yet vtterly extinguifhed all good literature, who was by linagean 
Arabian ofaroyall houfc, in religion a Mahometan , but by countrey and habita¬ 
tion a Spaniard, and Prinee(as fome write) o {'Corduba , teacheth a far re different 
dodhine. for although as a Mahometan , in his books De Anhna and DeAlmahady 
addrdfed particularly to a Mahometan Prince, he extolleth Mahomet highly, as 
being the feale ofdiuinelawcs, and the l aft ofthe prophets , excufing his fenfuall 
felicities in the life to come, as meerely allegoricall, and necelfarily fitted to rude 
and vulgar capacities; (for faith he, if the points of religion were taught irt their 
true forme to the ignorant dull Iewct , or to the wilde Arabians employed altoge¬ 
ther about their Camels,they would vtterly fall offfromall beliefein Gad:)yet 
befides that this excufe is fo fauourable & large,that it may extend as Wei vntoair 
Idolaters, and in briefe to the iuftifying of the abfurdeft err ours, it is in a point of 
dodfrine focontfary to his ovvn opinion,as nothing can be more.For Auicen him- 
felfe in the aforefaid bookes,doth efteeme fo vilely of thebody,that hepronou'n- 
ceth bodily pieafures to be falfe and bafej and that the foules being in the body 
is contrary to true beatitude: whereupon he denieth alfo the refurrediionof the 
fle/h. Yet in fauour, as hath beene laid, of cMahomtt^ (who by fenfuall doctrine 
foughttohauctherudeworldto follow him, hee not onely by his allegoricall 
conltruCtionapproucth thedodfrine ofthe rcfurredlion ofthe body,wherein thd 
lewes and t Mahometans confent with the Chriftians, but withallthe trartfmigra- 
tion offoules from one body into another,(by which meanes UMahomti deuiled 
hovvaCamellmightpaffethroughtheeyeofaneedlejthefoule ofa finner for 
purgation entring firft intothebody ofa Camell,then ofalefferbeaft,and finally 
ofa little worme which fhould creepe thorow the eye of a needle,and fo become 
perfedft)and laftly,not once feproueththat impious faying of Mahometfcm. Gocf 
himfelfeatthe Refurrediion fhould alfo haue a body, no doubt, to enioy thole 
fweete fenfuall felicities,though all fuch opinions are declaimed by himibut con¬ 
tra riwife reproueth thedodirine of the Chriftians touching fpirituall happineffe, 
and that faying of our Sauiour, that,- the Saints in the world to come fhall be as 
Angels (yet profeffeth the fame to be true) as being weake and ill fitted to vulgar 
vnderftanding.So ftrangely may wife men be befotted with fadlion,toexcufe and 
commend the teaching of abfurd errours euen by themfelues condemned,and to 
lay an afperfion vpon the purity of diuine dodtrine ,in that vnfit to be fo commu¬ 
nicated 
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nicatcdto the ignorant:as if Truth were to maske her felfeto pleafe beftiall Igno¬ 
rance,and Ignorance not rather to be enlightned by degrees,and drawne vp to be¬ 
hold the Truth.But now this Amen , laying down for awhile his outward perfo 
cap. 7. of a Mahometan, and putting onthe habite ofa Philofopher • in his Meraphy ficks 
'**' feemethto make a flat oppofition betweene the truth of their faith receiucd from 
their Prophet, and the truth of vnderftanding by demoftratiue argument; And 
faith,in effect,that this law & prophefie deliuered by Mahomet, which taught that 
God himfelfeat the refurreCtion fliould hauea body, placeth the happines of the 
life to come in bodily delights. But wife Theologians, faith he,haue with greater 
defire purfued fpirituall pleafures proper to the foule:& for this corporall felicity, 
although it fliould be bellowed vpo them,would not efteeme it in comparifon of 
the other,wherby the mindiscoioyned tothe firft truth,which is God. And here 
he neuer mentioneth that ftrained excufe of an allegory jbut with iuft indignation 
and fomc acerbitieoffpeech, detefteth thatgrofie opinionbroched in their law, 
which placeth the predominace of euerlafting felicity in the bafencs of fenfuality, 
& in that low voluptuoufnes: and faith that a prudent & vnderftanding man, may 
not think that all delight is like the delight ofan AlFejand that the A ngels who are 
next to the Lordofthe mr Ids,faould liue depriued of all pleafureand ioy,and that 
hewhoisthehigheftinbeautie andvertue, fliould confift inthelaftandloweft 
degree of fuauity. And therforcconcludeth,that neither in excellency,norin per¬ 
fection, noryet in multitude, no nor in any thing praife worthy or robedefired 
in pleafure, there is any comparifon betweene thofe felicities: and though bafe 
fouls be addicted to that bafe felicity,yet the worthy defircs of holy minds are far 
remoued from that difpofitionjand contrary wife being ioyned to their pcrfeCtio 
(which is God)are filled with all true and happy delightsrand if that the contrary 
perfwafion or affection fliould be remaining in them, it would hurt and withhold 
them from attaining vnto that height of happines. This being his better aduifed & 
more fincere difcourfe.it vtterly excludes his former excufe ofan allegoryrwhofe 
right vfe being,by plaine and fenfibleallufionsto draw vp t he vnderftanding to an 
apprehenfion ofdiuine things, reprefeted in thofe fimilitudesuhccourfe held by 
Mahomet worketh a cleane contrary effed-and drowneth theirvnderftanding pare 
and affeCtion in the hope and loue of thefe corporall pleafures. Whereby it is true, 
that he greatly enlarged his own earthly dominio: but by this iudgeraent euen of 
Auicen withheld his followers fro the true felicity. And it is worthy obferuation 
that in the iudgmet of Auicen, one thing is true in their faith ,& the cot rary in pure 
&demonftratiuereafon.Wheras(to the honor of Chriftian Religiobe it fpoken) 
it isconfefled by all,& enaCted by a Councel,thatit is an error to fay,one thine* is 
true in Theology ,& in Philofophy thecotrary.For the truths of religion are ma¬ 
ny times aboue rcafon,but neuer againft it.So that wemay now coclude,that the 
Mahometan religion, being deriued fro a perfo in life fo wicked,fo worldly in his 
proie&Sjin his profecutions of them fo difloy all,trecherous,& crueljbeing grou¬ 
ped vpon fables and falie reuelations,repugnant to found reafon, & that wifdom 
whienthe Diuine hand hath imprinted in his workesj alluring men with thofe in- 
chantments of fit fhly pleafures,permitted in this life,and promifed for the life en- 
fuingjbeingalfo fupported with tyranny and the fword (for it is deathto fpeake 
there againft it, )and laftly, where it is planted rooting out al vertue,all wifedome 
and fcience,and in fumme al liberty and ciuility,and laying the earthfowafte,dif- 
peopled & vninhabitcdjthat neither it came from God Cfaue as a fcourge by per. 

miflionji 
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million) neither can bring them to God that follow it. 

Ebbubecher , Omar, Ozman, and Haly, followed oMahomet in the gouernmenr* 
the great enlargers of their religion and dominions: but- Haly was perfecuted, 
and (laine in the end by the other , for afltiming the right offucceflion, in that he 
had married the daughter of their Prophet. Prom him the Perfians do challenge 
prioritie of gouernment in matters of religion, themainecaufeofthe hatred be- 
tvveene them and the Turkes) alleadging moreouer, that the former three,to con- 
firme their authorities,did falfly adde to the Alcoran,& put outwhatthey lifted; 
and in fuch fort falfified; left it to their followers. Then lucceeded the Caliphs of 
Babylon^ who bore both the fpirituall and temporall iurifdiftion. After the AEgyp¬ 
tians fet vp a Caliph of their owne.But in proceffe of timethey were both furpref- 
fedjtheone (as hath been faid before) by the Tartars , and the other by the Sul¬ 
tans. The dignity amongftthe Turks, with much abatement,doth nowremainein 
theMufties (which name doth fignifie an oracle, or arifvverer of doubts) as fuc- 
ceflors to Ebbubecber,Omar andflzw/itfithe Caliphs hauing bene both High-priefts 
and Princes-thefe being Patriarks, as it were,and Soueraignes of their Religion. 
Throughout the whole Turkijh territories there is but one; who euerrelideth in 
the royall City,or followes the perfon of the Emperor.He is equallto the ancient 
Popes;or rather greater both in repute and authority. The Grand Signior doth rife 
at his approch to falute him,and fets him by him, and giues him much reuercnce. 
His life is onely free from thefword,and his fortunes mod rarely fubiedl to fub- 
uerfion.The Emperor vndertaketh no high defigne without his approuement.He 
hath power to reuerfe both hisfentence,and thefentence ofthe Diuan , if they be 
notadiudged by him conformable to the Alcoran; but hisownc is irreuocable. 
In matters of difficult ie they repaireto him; and his expofition ftandeth for a law. 
T o conclude, he is the fupreme Iudge,and re&ifier of all actions, as well ciuill as 
Ecclefiafticall;andanapprouer of theluftice of the military. The place is giuen 
by the Grand Signior s to men profoundly learned in their law,and of known inte- 
griry. He feldome ftirres abroad, and neuer admits ofimpertinenteonuerfation. 
Graue is his looke,graue is hisbehauiour. 


Highly affecting filence, andmfiJfiare 
Of fteech. 

For when any come to him for iudgemeut, they dcliuer him in writingthe Rate 
or the queftion; who in writing briefly returnes his oraculous anfwer. He com¬ 
monly wearetha veft ofgreene,and thegreateft Turbantin the Empire: I Ihould 
not fpeake much out of compall'e, Ihould I fay aslarge in compafle as a bulhell. I 
oft haue beene in this mans Serraglto , which is neither great in receit nor beautic; 
yetanfwerableto his fmall depcndaneie,andinfrequencie offuters.He keepethin 
his houfea Seminary of boyes, who are inftru&ed in the myftcries oftheir Law. 
He is not reftrained,nor reftrainethhimlelf from the pluralitie of women.His in. 
comes are great, his d is boilings little,and confequenrly his wealth infinite:yet he 
is a bad pay-mafter of his debts, though they be but trifles. He much delighteth 
in clocks and watches: whereof as fome lay ,hehath not fo few asa thoufand. 

Next in place to the Muftic , are the Cadilefchiers,thnt areludges ofthe Armies 
(but not to meddle with the lani zaries) s.nd accompany the Beglerbegs when they 
go into the field.Ofthefethere are only two:one ofthe European part of the Em¬ 
pire,and another ofthe Aftan* Thefe are alfo elc&ed by the Grand.Signior^s the 
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lacendi Juu.Sat i. 
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Cadies by them(yet to be allowed by the Grand Signiors , and talcifTehis veft: )(/ 
whom there is one ineuery town,who befides their fpiriruall fun<2ions,doadmi- 
nifter iufticebetweene party and party,and punifh offenders. Of inferior Priefts, 
there befome particularly appointed to fing at the tops of their fteeples, and to 
congregate the people; fome to looke to the Ceremonies,and fomc to readc and 
interprete the Alcoran. There arealfo other religious Orders, which I omit to 
fpeakeof;beingoftheirowne taking vp; neither commanded nor commended; 
and rather to be efteemed vagabonds then religious perfons, confider we either 


their life or their habits. 

Amongftthe7#r/h/j commandements,one is that,drawne originally from our 
Sauiours,T^0« fhalt not do what thou wouldest not haue done to thee : whereupon for 
the molt part their ciuil iufliceis grounded;not difagreeing greatly from thelawes 
of ^/^.Alleuiiitions there,as elfewhere,depend vpon witneffes: yet will not the 
oath of a Chriftian or a lewbt receiued againft aT<wdr,as will a T #nbagainft them, 
and theirs one againft another. But the kindred of Mahomet haue their Angle tefti- 
monies in equall value with the teftimonie of two others. Notwithftanding,the 
oath ofa Mahometan will not be taken,ifimpeached for a drinker of wine,or eater 
of fwines flefh.Euery Baffa keeps a Diuan(fo they call the Court of Iuftice)within 
his Prouinceibutthe higheft of all,& to which they may appeale from all others 
that which is kept 4 daies of the weeke in the Grand Sigmon Serraglto fr6 whence 
noappealeis admitted but to theperfonof the Mttftie. Here the Filter Bajfts of 
t the Port,who are nine in number(or asmany as then are not otherwife employed 
do fit in iuftice:wherealfo they confult of matters of State, and that publikely,not 
excepting againft EmbaffadorsDrogermen, lightly alwayes prefent, fo prefume 
they of ftrong hand: affifted by the a Admiral!, b Chancellor (the'Treafurer 
in the fame roome keeping his Court) where all caufes wbatfocuer that are heard, 
within the fpace of three dayes are determined; the Great Vizier Baffa being Pre- 
fidentofthereft. But Bribery,notknownevntill lately atnongft them , hath fo 
corrupted their integritie, that thofe caufes (if they beare but a colour of right) 
do feldome mifearry where gifts are the Aduocates: yet this is thebeft of the 
worft.that they quickly know their fucceffes.But many times when the oppreffed 
fubiedis can haue no iuftice, they will in troupes attend thecomming forth of the 
Emperour, by burning ftraw on their heads, or holding vp torches, prouoke 
his regard:who brought vnto him by his Mutes,doth receiue their petition^ hich 
oftentimes turncs to the ruine of fome of thofe great Ones. For ad'urances of pur- 
chafes,they haue no Indentures, no fines and recoueries.The omittingof a word 
cannot fruftratc their eftates; nor quirks of law preuaile againft eonfcience. All 
that they haue to fhe w,is a little Scedule,called a Hodget or St gif only manifefting 
thepofleffion of the feller,as hisof whom he bought it,or from whom it defeen- 
ded vnto him;which vnder-writtenby the Cadie of the place,doth fruftratc all af- 
ter-claimes whatfoeuer.Now thepunifhmentsfor offenders, be either pecuniary 
or corporafl. Toimpofe the former, they will forrf all tire flandersthat they can, 
toeatc vpon the kffecircumfped Chriftians: butthe other arc feldome vmuftly 
lnflidfed.Their formes of putting to death(befides fuehas are common elswhere) 
are impaling vpon flakes, ganching (which is to be let fall from on high vpon 
hookes,and thereto hang vnt ill they dyeby theanguifh oftheir wounds,or more 
miferable famine,) and another inuented (but now not here vfed) to theterror of 
mankindjby fome diuelifh Pert Urn , who defer ued to haue firft tafted of his owne 
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inuention: viz. they twitch the offender about the wafte with a to well, inforcing 
him to draw vp his breath by often pricking him in the body, vntillthey haue 
drawne him within the compalfe of a fpan; then tying it hard, they cut him offin 
the middle,and fetting the body on a hot plate of copper,whichfeareththe veines, 
they fo vp prop him during their cruell pleafure:who not only retaineth his fenfe, 
but the faculties ofdifcourfe,vntill he be taken downjandthen departeth in an in- 
ftant.But litle faults are chaftifed by blowes receiued on the foies of the feet with 
abaftinado,by hundreds at atime,according to the quality ofthemifdemeanour. 
A terrible paine that extendeth to all the parts of the body :yet haue I feene them 
taken for money. The maftetalfo in this fort doth correct his flaue: but parents 
their children with {tripes on the belly. The Shuba{i>ie is as the Conftable of a Ci¬ 
ty both to fearch out and punilh offences. 

It remaineth now that we fpeake of the perfons of the 7 mhs ) their difpofit ions, 
manners and fafhions. They be generally well complexioned, ofgood ftatures, 
and full bodies, proportionably compacted. They nourifh no haireabout them, 
but a locke on the crowne, and on their faces onely; efteeraing it more cleanly, 
and to be the better prepared for their fuperftitious wafhings. But their beards 
they wcare at full length* the marke of their affected grauitie, and token offree- 
dome,(for flaues haue theirs fhauen) infomuch that they will fcoffe at fuch Chri- 
ftians as cut,or naturally want them,as if fuffering them felues to be abufed againft 
nature. All of them weare on their heads white Shaflhesand T urbants, the badge 
oftheir religion: as is the folding of the one,and fize ofthe other, of their vocati¬ 
ons and qualkic. Shafhes are long towels ofCallico wound about their heads: 
T urbants are made like great globes of callico too & thwarted with roules of the 
fame-hauinglittle copped caps, on the top, ofgrecneof red veluet, being onely 
worne by perfons of ranke-and he the greateft that weareth the greateft, the Muf- 
ties exccpted,which ouerfizeth the Emperors. And though many Orders haue 
particular ornaments appointed for their heads, yet wearethey thefe promifcu- 
oufly. It is anefpeciallfauour in the T»r£e,tofuffer the Chriftian tributary Prin¬ 
ces and their chiefeft Nobles to weare white heads in the City:but in them,what 
better then an Apoftaticallinfinuation? But to begin from theskin: thenextthat 
they weare isafmocke of Callico, with ample fleeues much longer then their 
armesivnder this a paire of calfounds of the fame,which reach to their ancles,the 
reft nakedjand going in yellow or red flip-fhooes, picked at the toe, and plated on 
the foie: ouer all they weare an halfe-fteeued coat girt vnto them with a towel!: 
their neeke all bare: and this within doorcs is their fummer accoutrement. Ouer 
all when they go abroad they weare gownes, fome with wide halfe fleeues, 
(whichmore particularly belong to the Crecuns^') others with long hanging 
fleeues, buttoned before:and a third fort worne by the meaner fort,reachingbut 
a little below the knee, with hanging fleeues not much longer then the arme,. 
and open before; butallof themvngatheredinthe fhoulders. In the winter they 
addeto the former, calfuncs of cloth,which about the fmall of their leg are fe wed 
to fhort 1 mooth buskins of leather without foies, fit for the foote, as a gloue for 
the hand: lining their gownes with furre, as they do their coates- hauing then the 
fleeues (orquilted waftecoates vnder them) reaehingdofetotheir wrifts. They 
were no gloues. At their girdles they weare long handkerchers,fome of them ad- 
mirall for value and workmanlhip. They neuer alter their fafhions: not greatly 
difjering in the great and vulgar more then in the richnefle. Cloth oftifiue, of 
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goldand fiber, veluet, fcarlet, fatin,damaske, chamolets, lined with fables, and 
other coftly furres,and with martins,fquerrils,foxes and cony skins ; are worne ac¬ 
cording to their feueral qualities.But the common weare is violet cloth.They re- 
tainethe old worlds cuftomeingiuing change ofgarmentsrwhich they may aptly 
do,whenoneveftfittethalimen,andisofeuery mans falhion.The Clergie go 
much in greene, it being M&homtts colour; and his kinfmen in green fliafhes, who 
are called Enters ,which is Lords: the women alfo weare fomething ofgrcene on 
their heads, to be knowne. Their hues not a raceof ili-fauoureder people; bran¬ 
ded perhaps by God for the finne of their feducing anceftor,and their owne wic¬ 
ked affuming of hereditary holinefte. But ifaChriftian out of ignorance weare 
greene,he lhall hauehis clothes torne off from his backe,and perhaps be weJ.1 bea. 
ten. They carry no weapons about them in the City; onely they thruft vnder 
their girdles great crooked kniues of a dagger-like fize, in fheathes of metall; the 
hafts and fheathes of many being fet with ftones, and fome of them worth fiue 
hundred Sultanies. They beare their bodies vpright, of a ftately gate, and elated 
countenance. In their familiar falutations they lay their hands on their bofomes, 
and a little decline their bodies:but when they falutea perfon of great ranke,they 
bow almoftto the ground, and kiflethc hemme of his garment. The ornaments 
oftheir heads they neuer put off vpon any occafion. Some of them perfume their 
beards with amber, and the infid es of their Turbants: and all of them affe&clean- 
linefleforeligioufly, that befides their cuftomary lotions, and daily frequenting 
of the Barmins j they neuer fo much as make water, but they wafh both ther hands 
and priuities:at which bufineffe they fequeftcr themfelues,and couch to tfieearth; 
reuilingthe Chriftian whom they fee piffing againfta wall,and fometimes ftriking 
him.This they do,topreuent that any part of either excrement fhould touch their 
garments, efteemingit a pollution, and hindring the acceptation of prayer, who 
thenaretobemoftpure both in heart and habite. So flothfull they be,that they 
neuer walkevpand down for recrcation 3 nor vfe any other excrcife but {hooting: 
wherein they take as little paines as may be, fitting on carpets in the Ihadow, and 
fending their flaues for their arrowes.They alfo fhoote againft earthen wals,euer 
kept moift in fhops and priuatc houfes for that pUrpofe, ftanding not aboue fixe 
pacesfrom the marke, andthat withfuch violence,thatthearrow paft'es not fel- 
dome thorow: nay I hauefeene their arrowes fhot by our Embaffadour thorow 
targets of ftcele, pieces ofbraffetwoinchesthicke; and thorow wood, with an 
arrow headed with wood,ofeight inches.Their bovves are for form & length,not 
vnlike the lath of a large croflebow, made of the homes of Buffoloes,intermixcd 
withfinewes, ofadmirableworkmanfhip,andfomeof them exquifitely gilded. 
Although there be wraftlers amongft them,yct they be fuch as do it to delight the 


tifull to the eye, and well ridden for feruice;but quickly iaded, if held to a good 

round trot(for amble they do not) in an indifferent iourney. But the Turkesdoc 

not lightly ride fo faft as to put them vnto cither.Jheir faddles be hard and deep 
though not great,plated behind and before; and fome of them with filuer, as are 

their 


pcupiCjauu uu uiaice it tneir proremon; as do tnoie that walke vpon ropes, vvher- 
in the Turkes are moft expert; going about when they haue done, to euery parti* 
cular fpe&ator for his voluntary bcneuolence.Of cards and dice they are happily 
ignorant; but at chefle they will play all the day long; a fport that agrectlnvell 
with their fedentary vacancie; whereinnotwithftanding they auoid the difhoneft 
hazard ofmony.Thebetter fort take great delight in their horfes.which arp hpan. 
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their maflie ftirrops,and the rcines of their bridles, futed vntotheir coftly capari- 
fons.Whenthey ftand in the ftablethey feede them for the moftpart,if not alto¬ 
gether, with barleyjbeing here of fmall value,and onely feruing for that purpofe. 
They litter them in their owne. dung, firft dried in the Sunne and pulueratedj 
which keepes their skins cleane,fmooth, and Aiming. 

The Tarkcs do greatly reucrence their parents, (fo commanded to do by their 
law)as the Inferior his Superior, and the y ong the aged, readily giuing the prio¬ 
rity to whom it belongcth, the left hand as they go in the ftreets preferd before 
the right, in that made matters thereby ofthe fword of the othcr,andthechiefeft 
placethefartheft from the wall: who liue together as if all of a brotherhood. Yet 
giue they no entertainment vnto oneanothcr,nor come there any into their hou- 
les but vpon fpecial occafion,and thofe but into the publike parts therotttheir wo¬ 
men being neuer feene but by the Nurfes and Eunuchs which attend on them. Yea 
fo iealous they are,that their fons when they come to growth are feparated from 
them. As their houfes are meane, fo are their furnitures: hauing nothing on the 
' infidebut bare white wallswnlefleit be feme fpeciall roome, in the houfe of fome 
of high quality. Buttheroofesofmany of them are curioutty feeled with in¬ 
laid wood, adorned with gold and azure of an excefliuc coftlineffe^ the greater 
part ofthe floore, and that a little aduanced, being couered with Turkic carpets, 
whereon when they tread they do put offtheir Aip-ftiooes. Many of their roomes 
haue great out-windowes,where they fit oncufiiions in the heat ofthe day. They 
lye vpon mattrefles,lome of filk,fome of ftainedlinnen,withbolfters ofthe fame, 
and quilts that are futable, but much in their clothes, theeaufe perhaps that they 
are fo loufie. N'or fliame they thereat: many (hall you fee fit publikely a loufing 
themfelues in the Sunne: and thofe no meaneperfons. They haue neither tables 
nor ftooles in their houfes, but fitcrofiegdonthe floore at their vi&uals, all in a 
ring.In ftead ofacloth,they haue a skin fpread before them-but the better fore fit 
about a round boor d, (landing on a foote not paft halfe a foote highland brimd 
likeacharger.TheirdiAieshauefeete like (landing holies,and arefo fet one vpon 
another,thatyoumay e 5 te of each without remouing of any. Their mod ordi¬ 
nary food is pillaw,that is, rice which hath benefod with the fat of mutton.Pot- 
tage they vfe of fundry kinds, egges fryed in hony, tanfies, (or fomething like 
them) patties offundry ingredients:the little fleflr which they eatc is cut into gob¬ 
bets,andeithcr fod,or rotted in a fornace.But I think there is more mLondonfyent 
in oneday then is in this City in twenty. Fiflh they haue inindifferent quantitic. 
But the commons do commonly feede on herbes, fruits,rootes,onions,garlicke 
a beattly kind ofvnprefled cheefe that lyeth in a lumpejhodgpodges made of flo- 
wcr,milke,andhony,&c.fothatthey liue for little , or nothing, confidering their 
fare,and the plenty ofall things.They are waited vpon by their flaues,giuen them, 
or purchafed with their fwords,or money: ofthefe to haue many it is accounted 
for great riches. When one hath fed fufficiently he rifeth,and another taketh his 
roome,arid fo continue to do vntil allbe fatisfied.They eatethree times a day.but 
when they fcaftthey fit all the day long,vnlefle they rife to exonerate nature, and 
forthwith return again.They abftaine from hogs-flefli/rom bloud, & from what 
hath dyed ofitfelf,vnlefle in cafes of neceflity .Their vfuall drink is pure water,yet 
haue they fundry Sherbcts,(fo callthey the confe&ions which they infufe into it) 
fome made of fugar and lemons,fome of violets, and the like, (whereof fome are 
mixed with amber)which the richer fort dilfolue therinto.The hony ofS/>is ex- 
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c ellent for that purpofe:and they make another of theiuice of Raifons, offittle 
coft,and moft vfually drunke of. Wine is prohibited them by their Alcoran: they 
plant none,they buy none:but now to that liberty they aregrowne (the natural! 
Turke excepted) that they will quaffe freely when they come to the houfe of a 
Chriftianunfomuchas I haue feenebut few go away vnled from the Embalfadors 
table. Yet the feared diforders that might enfue thereof, haue bene an occafion 
that diuers times all the wine in the City hath bin ftaued (except in Embalfadors 
houfes,)and death hath bin made the penalty vntofucb as prefuiped to bring any 
in. They preferreour beere aboueall other drinks. And confidering that wine is 
forbidden,that water is with the rawed (cfpecially in this Clirae)the dearenes of 
Sherbets,and plenty ofBarley (being here fold not for aboue nine pence a buflieJ) 
no doubt but it would proue infinitly profitableto fuch as fliould bring in the vfe 
thereof amongftthem. Although they bedeftituteofTauerns,yet hauethey their 
Coffa-houfes, which fomething referable them. There fitthey chatting moft of 
the day; and fippeofadrinke called Coffa(of the berry that it is made of)in little 
. China diflies,as hot as they can fuffer it: blacke as foote, and tailing not m uch vn- 
like it(why not that blacke broth which was in vfe amongft the Lacedemonians ?) 
which helpefh as they fay, digeftion, and procured alacrity: many of the Coffa- 
men keeping beautiful boy es,who ferue as ft ales to procure them cuftomers.The 
Turkes are alfo incredible takers of Opium, whereof the lefler A(ia affordeth them 
plenty: carrying it about them both in peace and warre; which they fay expel- 
leth all feare,and makes themcouragious: but I rather thinkegiddy-headed, and 
turbulent dreamersjby them,as fliould feemeby what hath bene laid, religioufly 
affeded. And perhaps for the feifefamecaufe they alfo delight in Tobacco: which 
they takethorow reedes that haue ioyned vnto them great heads of wood to con- 
taine it. I doubt not but lately taught them, asbrought them by the Englifli • and 
were it notfometimeslookt into (for Mont Bajfa not long ftnee commanded a 
pipe to be thruft thorow the nofe of a Turke, and fo to be led in derifion thoro w 
the City,)no queftionbutit would proue a principal! commodity .Neuerthelefle 
they will take it in cornersjand are fo ignorant therein,that that which in England 
is not faleable, dothpafle hereamongft them for moft excellent. 

They are by their lawingenerall exhorted to marry, forthepropagation of 
their Religion: and he ill reputed of thatforbeareth fo to do vntill theage of flue 
and twenty .Euery man is allowed fourewiues,who are to be of his own religion; 
and as many concubine flaues as he is able to keepe of what religion foeuer. For 
God (faith the Alcoran) that is good and gracious, exa&eth not of vs what is 
harfli & burdenfomcjbut permits vs the nightly company of womemwell know¬ 
ing that abftinency in that kind is both grieuous , and impoffible. Yet are they to 
meddle with none but their owne peculiars: the offending women they drowne, 
and the man they ganfh.They buy their wiues of their parents,& record the con- 
tradi before the Cadi-, which they after folemnize in this manner. Many women 
areinuited by the mother of the Bride to accompany her the night before the 
manage day;whereof they fpend a great part in feafting: then leade they her in- 
toabath , where they anoint and bathe her. So breaking company, they depart 
vnto their feuerall refts, and inthe morning returne to her chamber: wherethev 
trick her in her richeft ornaments,ty ing on her filkenbuskins with knots noteafily 
vnknir.Thebridegroome hauing feafted a number in like manner, in the morning 
they alfo repaire to his houfe, in their beft apparell,and gallantly mounted, from 
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whence they fet forward by two and by two, to fetch home the Bride, accompa¬ 
nied with mufickc, and conducted by the Sagdich , who is the neereft of his kind- 
red.Vnto whom the Bride isdeliuered with her faceclofc coueredavho fet aftride 
on horfebacke.hath a Canopy caricd ouer her; in fuch fort as no part of her is to 
be difeerned. So the troup returning inorder as they came:aftcr them are carried 
in Scrpets(a kind of baskets) their prefents, and apparelhthen followech fliej and 
laftly her flaues, if any haue beene giuen her. The Bridegroomeftandeth at his 
doore to receiue her,who is honoured by his guefts(yet go they not in) with fun. 
dry prefents before their departure. If die be of quality, flic is led to the Bride- 
chamber by an Eunuch, where women ftand prepared to vndreffeher. But the 
Bridcgroomchimfelfe muft vnty her buskins(as among the Romms .they did their 
girdles) to which he is faine to apply his teeth. Now he is to entertaine his wines 
withanequallrefped: alike is their diet, alike is their apparell, alike his beneuo- 
lence (for fuch fvveet ftuffe is contained in the precepts of their Doctors) vnleffe 
they confentto giucorchangeturnesjorelfethey may complainetothec^,and 
procure a diuorcement. But the husband may put away his wife at his pleafure*. 
who may marry ynto another within foure months after, prouided Hie proue not 
with child ,and then not vntill fo long after her deliuery.But if he will haue her a- 
gaine,he muft buy her:and if after the third diuorce,another is firftro lie with her, 
as a punifhment inflicted for his leuity. They giue him the reuerence of a mafter- 
they are at no time to deny him their embracements,whom hetouchcth notagain 
vntill they haue bene at the Bjimias. They receiue chaftifement from him 5 and 
that they hold to be an argument of his affection. They feed apart,and entermed- 
dle not with houfhold affaires. All that is required at their hands, is to content 
their husbands,to nurfe their owne children,and to liue peaceably together.-which 
they do (and which isftrange) with no great iealoufic, or enuy. No male accom¬ 
panies them abouetweluey cares old,exceptthcy beEunuchestand fo ftridlyare 
they guarded,as feldome feene to looke out at their doores. They be women of 
elegant beauties,for the moft part ruddy,cleare, and fmooth, asthepolifliediuo- 
ry-being neuer rufled by the weather,and daily frequenting the B/wniasibut with- 
allby the felfefamemeanesthcy fuddenly wither.Great eyes they haueinprinci- 
pall repute: affected both by the Turkes and the Grecians' , as it lhould feeme from 
the beginning.For Mahomet doth promife women with fuch, (nay as big as egges) 
in his imaginary Paradife;which timer attributes,as an efpeciall excellency,vnta 
Itmoi

And of thofe the blacker they be, the’more amiable: infomuch that thry put be- 
tweene the eye-lids and the eye a certaine blacke powder with a fine Jong penfil, 
madeofa minerall brought from the kingdome of Fez, and called AUohole^ which 
by the notailgracefullftaining of the lids, doth better fet forththe whitenefle of 
the eyesand though it trouble for a time, yet it comforteth the fighr,and repelletli 
ill humor s .Into the fame hue (but likely they naturally are fo)do they dy their eie-

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breis,andeyed>rowes;(thelatterby artmadehigh, halfe circular, and to meete,lf 
naturally they do not) fo do they the haire of their heads :

as afoylethat maketh the white feeme whiter, and morebecomming their other 
perfedions. They part it before in the midft, and plate it behind, yet fometime^ 
wearing it dilheueled. They paint their nailes with a yellowifli red.. They weare 
on the top of their heads a cap not vnlike the top of a fugar loafe, yet alitcle flatjof 
paift-boord, andcouered with cloth of filuer or tiflue. Their vnder-garments 
(which within doores are their vppermoft) doe little differ from thofethatbe 
worne by the men,which we will prefentto the eye to auoide repetition. 



1 hebetter fovtaboutthe vpper part of their armes,and fmals of their legs weare 
bracelets,&areclfewhere adorned with iewels. Whe they go abroad they weare 
ouer all long gownes of violet cloth»or fcarlet, tied clofe before,the large fleeues 

hanging 
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hanging ouef tlicir hands; hauing buskins on their legs, and their heades and fa¬ 
ces lo mabled in fine linnen, that no more is to be feene of them then their eyes; 
nor that offomc,who looke as through the fight of a Beuer. For they are forbid¬ 
den by the Alcoran to difdofe their beauties vntoany,but vnto their fathers and 
husbands. They neuer ftirre forth, but $ and thenal way es in troupes) to pray at 
the graues ,and to the publike Barwias; which for excellency of buildings are next 
to their Mofques.But hauing in pa real ready deferibed fome of their formes, I wif 
a little^trcate of their vfe: which haue bene in times paft,and are at this prefent, in 
fuch requoffwith thefe nations(as once with the Romanes > as may appeare by their 
t cgardable ruines) that few but frequent them twife in the week; as well for their 
health, as for delight and cleanlinelfe. Fortheftomackscruditie, proceeding 
from their vfuall eating of fruits, anddrinking of water, is thereby concodted:

Themcntakcthemvpinthe morning, and in the afte’rnoone the women. But 
both amongft the fovwdtfw did ordinarily frequent them together: acuftome,as 
they fay, continued inSwitferland at this day, and that among the raoft model!:. 

The men arc attended vpon by men,and the women by women.In the outertnoft 
roome they put off their clothes; then hauing aporns of ftained linnen tied about 
their waifts, they enter the bathes to what degree of heate that they pleafe: for 
fcuerallroomes, and feuerall parts of theniareoffeucralltemperatures, as is the 
water let in by cocks to wafh the fweate and filth of the body. The feruitors walh 
them, rub them ,ftretch out their ioynts, and cleanfe their skins With a piece of 
rough grogeram: which done, they {haue the heads and bodies of men, or take 
away the haire with a compofition of Rufina (a minerallofCypraj) and vnfleakt 
lime:who returning to the place where they left their cloths, are dried with frefii 
linnen;* and for all this they pay not aboue three or foure Afpers: fo little, in that 
endued with reuenues by their Founders. But the women doth annoint their 
bodies with an ointment made of the earth of Chios ; which maketh the skin 
fofr,white,and finning,extending that on the face, and freeing it from wrinkles. 

Much vnnaturall and filthy luft is faid to Recommitted daily in theremoteclofets 
of t;hefe darkfome Bannias: yea women with women;athing vncrcdible,ifformer 
times had not giuen thereunto both detection,and punifliment. They haue gene¬ 
rally the fweeteft children that; euer I faw;-partiy proceeding from their frequent 
bathings, and affected cleanlinefTe," As we beare ours, in our armcs,fo they doe 
theirs ajtridfe on their Ihoulders. 

Nbw next to their wiues we may fpeake of their fiaues: for little difference is 
there made betweene them: who are Chriftians taken in thcwarres,or purchafed 
with their moqey.Ofthefe there are weekly markets in the Citie,where they are 
to be fold as horfes in Faires: the men being rated according to the faculties, or 
perfonallabilities; as the women for their youths and beauties; who are fet out in 
Dcftbeconi ming attires;and with their afpeits of pitty and affedtion .endeauour to 
allure the Chrifttsms to buy them, as expecting from them a more eafie feruitude 

and. 
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and continuance of religion: when being thrall to the Turke , they are often infor- 
cedto renounce it for their better entertainment. Of them there be many of ex¬ 
cellent outwrad perfection: and when the buyer hath agreed of the price(but yet 
conditionally) they are carried afide into a roome. And as thofc.

euen to thefearchof her mouth, and affurance (if fo flie be faid to be) of her vir- 
ginitie. Their matters may lie withthem,chaftife them, exchange, and fell them 
at their pfeafure.But a Chriftian will not lightly fell her whom he hath lyen with, 
but giue her her liberty. If any of their flaues will become Mahometans, they are 
difeharged of their bondage, but if a flaue be a Turke , he onely is the better in- 
treated. The Turkes do vfe their bond-women with little leffe refpe<5i then their 
wiuesj and make no difference betweene the children begotten of the one or the 
other: wholiue together without iealoufie, it being allowed by their irriligious 
religion. Notwithftanding their wiues do ondy receiue, as proper vnto them, 
their Sabbaths beneuolence. The old and the moft deformed are- put to mofi 
drudgery. The men-flaucs may compell their makers before the Cadie, to li¬ 
mit the time of their bondage, or fet a price of their redemption, or elfe to fell 
them vnto another:but whether ofthe two,they lightly refer re to the flaues ele¬ 
ction. Ifthey be onely fit for labour, they will accept of the time-but if skilfull in 
any craft,of the priceiwhich exptred^or paied, they may returnc into their coun¬ 
tries. Butgally-flaues arc feldomereleafed, in regard oftheir fmall number, and 
much employment which they haue for them: nor thofe that are flaues vnto 
great ones; to whom the Cadies authorise extends not. Many of thechildren that 
the Turke* do buy (for their markets doaffoord of all ages) they caftrate, making 
all fmooth as the backe of the hand, (whereof diuers doe die in the cutting) who 
fupply the vfes of nature with a filuer quil,which they weare in their Turbants.In 
times paftjthey did but onely geld them: but being admitted to the free conuerfe 
oftheir women, it was obferued by fomc ,thatthey more thenbefittingly deligb* 
tedin their focietiesjFor according totheSaty re, ” ^

But others fay, that Stlymm the fccond,hauing feeae a gelding couer a mare* 
brought in among them that inhumane cuftome. The firft that euer made Eu¬ 
nuch,was SemyramtS'They are here in great repute with their matters trufted with 

th«ii? 
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their ftates, the gouernment of their women and houfes in their abfence■ hailing 
for the mod part bene approued faithfulfiwife, and couragious ; infomuch as not 
afew of them haue come to fit at the ftef n of State, (the fecond Vizcr of the Pore 
being now an Eunuch;) and others to the gouernmentof armies, 
r But now fpeakc we oftheir funerals. After their death, the men by the men,and 
the women by the women are laid out in the midft of the roome. Whendiuers 
of their Priefts do afiemble, and hailing performed cerfaine idle ceremonies, (as 
in wrapping their beades about it, and in the often turning it, inuokingGod 
to haue mercy on the departed) they wafhit, lhaueit,andlhrowditin linnen, 
which they haue vntyed both atheadandfeete. Then lay they the corfe on a 
beare, placing a Turbattt at the vpperend, and carry it to the graue, with the 
head forward: fome of the Derutfes going before with tapers, thePrieft fing- 
ing after, and laftly his friends and acquaintance. But perfons of principall qua. 
luiehaue their horfes led before them, with enfignes trailed on thcCarth, ando- 
ther rites of that nature, diuers of theSantons going before, naming of God, and 
fhaking of their heads, and turning about vntillfhey fall downegiddie. The fides 
and bot tome of the graue are boorded , and a boord laid ouer the corfe to keepc 
theearthfrom it, leauing a fufficient compafTc to kneele in. For they are of opi¬ 
nion, that two terrible Angels called Mongir and Gtiauesfuir , do prefently repaire 
vnto the graue,and put the fouleagaine into the body, as if (faith the Alcoran) a 
roan fhould put-on a lhirr,and raifing him on his knees, with his head uncotiered, 

(the winding fheet being left vnknit for that purpofe)demand of him in particular 
how he hath behaued himfelfe in this life: which if not well, the one (hikes him 
on the head with a hammer nine fathoms into the earth, the other tearing hitri 
with an iron hooke-andfocontinue to torment himvntill the day of Iudgement. 

A Purgatory fo feared, thatin their Mattinsthey petition Godtodeliuerthem 
from the examinations ofthe blacke Angels,the tortures of the graue,and their e- 
uilliourney. But ifhe haue fatisfied them in his reply, they vaniih away , and two 
white Angels come in their places, the one laying his arme vndcr his head, the 
other fitting at his feet, and fo protect him vntill Doomes day. The Emperors, 
and fome of the great Baffas (whereof we haue fpoken fufficiently before) haue 
their particular Maufoleums. Thofeof a fecond condition are buried in their gar¬ 
dens, in fepulchcrs withot couers, filled within abouc the couer with earth, and 
let with varieties of flowers; accordingto the cuftomeof the Pythagoreans , and 
1 vniuerfall willies of the Bthnicks ;

they being (as they thought) fenfible of burthens, and delighted with lauours,or 
with the honour therein done them. But thecommon fort are buried by the high 
way fides,and fields of moft frequencie,adioyningto the City, hauinga done of 
white marble more then a foot broad and foure feet high, ingrauen with Turkilh 
eharadters, erected at the head,and another at the feet, the graue betweene lying 
low like a trough. To thefe the women flock euery Thurfday in multitudes,wee¬ 
ping ouer their children, husbands, kinsfolks,and dead progenitors; often ki fling 
the ftones,and praying for their deliuery from theaforefaid blacke torruresima- 
ny times leauing bread and meate on their graues( a cuftomealfo ofthe Pagans) 

for 
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for dogs and birds do deuoure,as wellas to rclieuethepooresbeing held an auail- 
ablcalmes for the deceafted.The better fort do mourne in white (as for blacke, I 
neuer faw it worne by a Turks ) and but for a little feafon.And the women are not 
to marry by their law,vntill foure monethsand tendayes after the deaths of their 
husbands. 

T o fpeake a word or two o f their fciences and trades:fome of them haue fome 
little knowledge in Philofophie.Neceflitie hath taught them P hy ficke^rather had 
from experience then the grounds of Art.In Aftronomie they haue fome infight: 
& many there are that vndertake to tel fortunes.Thefe frequently fit in the ftreets 
of the City, reforted vnto by fuch as are to take a iourny,or go about any bufines 
of importance.They haue a good gift in Poetry, wherein they chant their amours 
in the Per fan tongue to vile muficke 5 yet are they forbidden fo to doe their law: 
Gitternes, Harpes and Recorders being their principall inftruments. But their 
lowd inftruments do rather affright then delight the hearing. On a time the Grand 
Signior was perfwadedto hcare fomechoife Italian muficke; but the foolifh Mu- 
ficians (whofe wit lay onely in the ends of their fingers) fpent fo much rime 
in vnfeafonable tuning, that he commanded them to auoid, belike efteeming 
the reft to be anfwerable.They ftudy not Rhetorick,as fufficiently therein inftru- 
ded by nature; nor Logick, fince it ferues as well to delude as informe; and that 
wifedome( according to the opinion of the Epicures) maybe comprehended in 
plaine and direct expreffions. Some there be araongft them that write hiftories, 
but few reade them; thinking that none can write of times part truely, fince none 
dare write the truth of theprefent.Printing they reied; perhaps for feare left the 
vniuerfalitie of learning fhould fubuert their falfe grounded religion and policy;, 
which is better preferued by an ignorant obedience: moreouer a number that 
liueby writing, would be vndone, who are, for the moft part, of the Priefthood. 
The Turkijb tongue is loftie in found, but poore of it felfe in fubftancc: for bein°- 
originally the Tartarian who were needy ignorant paft or s/hey wcreconftrained 
to borrow their termes of State and office from the Perjians , (vpon whofe ruines 
they ere&ed their greatnefte,)of Religion (being formerly Pagans ) from the of. 
rabians-, as they did of maritim names (together with their skill) from the Greekes 
and Italians. In 1Vatolia it is moft generally fpoken. They vfc as the Per {tans) the 
Arabtcke character. In writing they leaue out the vowels,vnleffe it be in the end of 
a word;fothat much is cotriued in a little roome.They curioufty fleeke their pa¬ 
per, which isthicke;tnuch of it being coloured & dappled like ehamolets 5 done by ' 
atricketheybaue in dipping it in the water. They haue Painters amongft them, 
exquifite in their kind,for they are not to draw by their law, nor to haue the fi¬ 
gure of any thing liuing)yet now many priuatly begin to infringe that precepr-and 
the Grand Signior himfelfe hath a fan, whereon the battels of Hungary arc painted. 
Colours allb they haue, not lefle faire then durable. Euery one hath fome trade 
or othermot fo much as the Grand Signior excepted. Their trades are lighty fuch 
as ferue for their owne vfes 5 neither muchfupplying forreine Marts,nor frequen¬ 
ting them. A lazie people that worke but by fits- and more efteeme of their eafe 
then their profit:yet are they excefiiuecouetous. And although they haue not the 
wit to deceiue(for they be groiTe-headed)yet haue they the wil;breaking al corn- 
pads with the Chriftians that they find dif<*)mmodious:fo that they feldome will 
deale withthem.But with one another they buy and fellonely for ready money- 
wherein the moft of their fubftance confifteth :thc occafion that few fuites do 

happen 
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happen among!* them, lhaue fpoken fiiificiently,atleaftwhat I can,of this Na¬ 
tion in generall: now conuert weto thePerfon and Court of this Sulun. 

He»,inthis yecrc 1610,about the age of three and tvVenty,ftfCmgly Iimdjftnd of 
a, iuftiftaturc,yet' greatly inclined to be fat: infomuch as fometimes he is ready to 
choke as he feed, 8 t feme do purpofely attend to free him from that danger. His 
face is full and duly proportioned. only his eyes a re ext taordinary great,by them 
eftcemed(as is !aid before>an excellent in beauty .Fleame hath the predofhinan- 
ciein his coplexion.Hchath a littlehaireonhis vpper Up,but leffeon his chin,of 
a darkfora color.His afped is as hauty ashis Empire is large. He begktneth alrea¬ 
dy to abftaine from excrcifc.-yctare there pillars with infcriptions inhiS^rnw% 
between which he threw a-gredt iron mace,that tfieniorize both his flrength^tnd 
acuity . Being mi a time rebuked by his father Mtbomtt, that he ftegle&ed fo 
much hjscxercifes and ftudies, he made this reply: that, Now he was too oldto 


begin to lcarnejintimating thereby,that his life was to determine With his fathers: 
whereat the SWftwwept bitterly.For he then had twodder brothers,of who the 
cldeft was ftrangied in the prefence of his father vpon a falfe fufpition of aeafon. 
andthcotherbv anaturalldeathdid openhis Way to theBtaplce. Perhapsthe 
confideration thereof hath made him keepe his yofiger brother aliue, contrary 
to their cruel! cuftome: but ftrongly guarded, ana kept within his Serrtglii. For 
be is of nobloudy difpofition,nor other-wife notorioufty vicioR 5 ,confidcriog the 
aufterityof that gouernment, and immunities of their Religion.' Yet he is an vn- 
relenting punifher of offences, euenihhis owne houfhold/haoingeaufed eight 
of his Pages, atmy being there, to be throwne into the Sea for Sodomy (an 
ordinary crime, if efteemed acrirne, in that nationyin the nighttime jbe^ng let to 
knowJby the report of a Cannon, thathts will was fulfilled. Amongft whom, it 
was giuen out, that the Vice-roys naturall fonne of Sicilit wasone (a youth lately- 
taken prifoner, and presented vnto himwet but fo fold; to be^o dishearten fuch as 
fhoulapradiife hisefcape. His valour re Its yet vntried,hauing made no warrebue 
by difputationmor is it thought that he -greatly affe&s itxlefpairing of long life inr 
regard of his corpulencie. Whereupon he is no^ building a magnificent Mofque, 
for the health or his foule, all of white marble} at the Eafi end,and South fide of 
the Hippodromjwhere he firft broke the earth,and wrought three houres in per- 
fon. The like did the TJaJfar. bringing with them prefents ofmony,and flaues to 
further the building. His occupation(for they are all tied to haue one)is the ma¬ 
king of iuory rings,which theywcarc on their thumbs when they lhoote,where- 
upohe works daily .His Turbant is like in fhape to a pompion,but thrice as great. 
His vnder and vpper garments are lightly of white fattin, or qjoth offiluer tiflued 
withan eye of greene, & wrought in great branches. He hath not fo few as foure 
thoufand perfons that feed andfiue within his SerraglieJodUdes whom

Fifty Mutesht hath borne dcafeand dumbe, whereof 
fon^e few be his daily companions*the reft arehis Pages.lt is a wonderfulhhiiig 
to lee how readily they can apprehend,and relate byfignes,eucU matters ofgreafc 
difficultie, Not tofpeake of the multitude of Eunuches,the fodtm.en ofhisguwjdj 
cookcs,fherbewUen,(who up»kc the forefaid beurage) gardeners } &hprsk*«pcMe 
we now will treat of his womens wherein we will wdEwitiibut

Ahd firft begifi we with his Virgins, of whom there are fcido'mefo few as hue 
hundredjkept in a Serraglioby themfelues, and attended on onely by Womcn*ahd 
Eurinches.Thcyall of them are his flauesjeither taken in the warres,or ffdnithcir 
Chriftian parents: and are indeed the choifeft beauties of the Empire. Thcyare 
not to be prefented to the Etnperour, vntill ccrtaine'moneths be expired after 
their entrance* in which time they are purged and dieted, accprdingtothe cu- 
ifcome ofthe undent Perjians. When it is his pleafurc tohaue ope, they Hand 
rancktina. gallery & Ihe prepareth for his bed, to who he giuethhis hadkerefeer- 
twhais deliuered to the afarefaid Aga of the women (a Negro EufiUchjanii con¬ 
duced by him into the Sultans Serraglm* She that bear ethhimthe firft Ion,is ho¬ 
noured with thetitle o t'Sultam. But far all his multitude of women,he hath yet 
begotten but twofonhes and three daughters, though he be that way vnlatiably

enable performance. He cannot make a free w omah his concubine.-nor haue to 
do with her who he hath freed,vnldfehedo, marry her .This was well known to 
the wickedly witty Roxolanax who pretending. deuotio,&defirous for the health, 
forfooth, of her foule to eredt a Temple* with an hofpitall-imparting her mindto 
the Mufti, was told by him that it would not be acceptable to God, if built by a 
bondwoman.Whereupon Ihe put on a habite of acounterfeit forrow- which poll 
feft the doting Selyman with fuchacompaffion, that he forthwith gaue her her 
freedofne thatfhee might purfueher intetion.But hauing after a while fern for her 
by an Eunuch* Ihe cunningly excufed her not comming,as touched in conference 
withthe vnlawfulneflc of the fad* now being free,and therefore not to confent 
vntohis pleafure.Sohe,whofe foule didabidein her,and not able to line without 
her, wasconftrained to marry her.The only marke that Ihe aimed ar,and where¬ 
on flie grounded herfucceeding tragedies.This al,fo hath married hisconcubine 
the mother of his yonger fonne,(lhe being dead by whom hehadthceldeft)who 
with all the pra<2iees of a politicke ftepdame,endcuours to fettle thefucceflionon 
her owne: adding as it is thought,the power of witch-craft to that of her beamir 
fhe being palfionately beloued of the Sultan *Yet is file called Cajek Cadoun • which 
iSjtheLaay withouthaire:by Nature her felfe, both graced,and foamed.Now 
when the S*fowdieth, all his women are carried into another Serraglie-, where 
thofe remainethat were his predeccfIors,bcing there both ftri&ly lookt vnto and 
liberally proilided for.The Grand Signior notfeldome beftowing fomeof thlfas 



aupts, they haue the Baffas giuen them for their husbands,the ^#//4» fay ing thus, 
mrc0cr t Jgmthee this man Utbyjlaue, together with this dagger , that if hee 

flea ft 
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flesfe thee hot thou rmifi kill him. Their husbands come not vnto them vntill they 
be called: if but for fpeech onely, their fliooes which they put offat thedoorc, 
are there fuffered to remaine:but if to lie with them,they are laid ouer the bed by" 
an Eunuch:a figne for them to approch- \Vho creep in vnto them at the beds feet. 
Muflapha and Hadir , two of the Vizers of the Port) haue married this Sultans 
filler, and neecej and Mahorhet Buffo, of Cairo, his daughter :a child of fixe yeares 
old,and he about fifty,'hailing had prefents fent him according to the Ttirkijh fo- 
lemnities-who giuethtwo’hundred thonfandSultaniei in dowry. Not much in 
habit do the women of the Serroglio differ from other,' but that the Fauorite 
weares the ornament of her head more high,and of a particular falhion, of beaten 
gold, and inchafed with gems; from the top whereof therehangethaveile that 
reacheth to hCr ancles: the reft haue their bonnets more deprefled,yet rich, with 
their haire diflieueled. 

When the Sultan entertaineth Embafladours, hefitteth in aroomeofwhite 
marble,gliftring with’ gold and {tones,vpon a low throne„fpred with curious car» 
pets, and accOmihodated with cufbions of admirable Workmanfliip; the Baffasoi 
the bench b’eingby , who ftand like fo many ftatues without fpeech or motion. 
Itisnowacuftomethat nonedo come into his prefence without prefents : firft 
faftned vpon his Baffas, as they fay, by a Perfian ErabafTadourjwho thereupon fent 
word to the Sophy his mafter,that he had conquered T urkic. The ftranger thatap- 
procheth him is led betweentvtforacuftom obferued euer fincethe firft Amuroth 
was flaine by the Seruian Cohelitz: aCOmmon fouldier, who in the ouerthrow of 
Coffouajifing from amongft the dead bodies,- and feeling with his wounds, made 
towards the Sultan then taking' a view of the flaine, as if he had fomething to fay- 
by whom admitted to fpeech, he forth with ftabdhim witha dagger hid tfnder his 
Calfock for that purpofe.Th'ey go backward frOm him, &neuer put Off their hats: 
the {hewing of the head being held by the turk to be an' Opprobrious indecency. 
Now when he goeth abroad,w/hich is lightly euefy Other* Friday (befides at other 
times vpon other occafions) vnto the Mofque: and when in ftate • there is not in 
the world to be feerfe a greater fpedtacle of humhne glory ,and if(fo I may fpeake) 
Offublirtiated manhood/ For although^'hath bene faid) the Temple of Sdnfto 
Sophia , which he moft vfually freqbenteth, is notaboue a ftones caft from the 
out-moft gate of the Serroglio , yet hath he not fo fewasathoufand horfe (be- 
fidcs the archers of his guard and other footmen) in that lhort proceflion.* the 
way on each fide inclofed as well within aS without, with Capagies and lanizariei , 
in their fcarlet go\vnes,and particular head ornaments. The Chdufes ride fortnoft 
with their gilded macesjthen the Captains of the Ieni^ories with 1 their Ago-, next 
the Chiefetairiesofthe Spachies• after them the Sanztoks : thofe ofthefouldierie 
wearing in thb fronts of their bonnets the feathef s of the birds of ParadiFe, brought 
out of<_Arahid,xhd by fome cfteem'ed the Phoenix.' Then follow the* taffos and 
Beglerbegsi afterthem the Pretorianfootmen,called the whereof there be 

in number three hundred.Thefe are attired incalfouns and fmocks of calico,wea¬ 
ring no more oiier them then halfe-flceutd coatesof cririifondamask, the skirts 
tuckt vnder their girdlesihauing plumes bf feathers in the top of thtir copped bon- 
hets-bearing quiuers at their backs'with bowes ready bent itftheir left hands,and 
arrowes in their rigbt:gliding alone with a maruellouscelerity. Afterthem feuen 
br nine goodly horfes are led, hauing caparifons and trappings of ineftimable 
Value;* followed by the idolized Sultan gallantly mounted. About whom there

runne fortie Pw^/jCfo called, in that they are naturally Perjiatts)in high-crowned 
brimlelfe caps of beaten gold, with coates of cloth, of gold girt to them with a 
girdlecalled chtxhiack the Pages following in the reare,and other officers of the 
houlbold.But what moft deferneth admiration amongft fo great a concourfe of 
people,is their generallfilence: infomuch as had you butonely eares,you might 
fuppofeCexcept when they falute him with a fhort & foft murmur)that men were 
then folded in fleepe,andthe world inmidnightiHe that brings him good newes 
(as vhto others of inferior conditio )receiueth his reward, which they call Mujlo- 
W<?.Butthis Sultan, to auoid abufes in that kind, doth forthwith committheni 
to prifoiijVntill their reports be found true or falfe ; and then rewards or punilbeth 
accordingly! Although he fpendsmoftofhis timewith his women,yetlbmtimes 
he recreates himfclfin hauking: who for that purpofehathd dare not name) how 
many thoufand Faulkners in penfion,difper(ed thoroughout his dominions .-and 
many of them euer attendant* Their long-winged haukes they whiftle not off as 
*we do:but putting abridle about their necks, they make them couch to their lifts 
and fo galloping to thebrooke, fling them offat the fowle,being reared fuddenly 
bythenoyfeofa drum that hangs at their pummels, by vfernadecuiming in that 
kind of preying. They carry the on the right hand. A hardy hauke is highly eftee. 
medjand they haue a kind of them called Shahans, much lefle then a Falcon: yet 
fo ftragely couragious,that nothing flieth in the aire that they will not bind with. 
They alfo hauke at the field,for I haue feene them carry fpaniels with them: yet 
thofe in beauty not like vnto ours,but of a baftard generation. They feed their 
haukes with hard egges when fleffi is wanting, and feidome befto w of them the 
muing. The old world, as is thought, was ignorant of thisfport:being rarely,if 
mentioned, by any ancient Author;fo that faid by fome to haue bene firftinuen- 
ted by Fredencke Barbaroffa, during the time that he beleagred Rome with his ar¬ 
my.But this diftich of Martial doth confute that opinion:

Although he affeds not hunting,yet he entertaines a number o fhuntffneh. Their 
dogs they let go out of flips in purfuite of the W olfe, the Stag,the Bore,the Leo- 
pard,&c.Thofethat ferue for that purpofe, are ftickle haired, and'not vnlikethe 
Irilh gray hounds. 

Now the yearly reuenew which he hath to defray his exceffiue disburfmenrs ’ 
fuch a world of people depending vpon him, amounts not to aboue fifteen mil¬ 
lions of Suit awes, (befidesthe entertaincment for his Timamts ) which is no great 
rhatter,confidering the amplitude of his dominios,being pofleft oftwo Empires 
aboue twenty kingdomes.befide diuerfe rich and populous Cities; together with 
the Red ,moft of the Mid-land, the Mgean,Euxine^ and Profonticke leas. But it 
maybeimputedto the barbarouswafts of the T urkifh coquefts: who depopulate 
whole countries,& neuer reedifie what they ruine. So thata great part of his Em¬ 
pire is but thinly inhabited, (I except the Cities) and that for the moft part bv 
Chriftians.-whofe pouerty is their onely fafety and protedrefle. But his cafuall 
incomes do giuc a maine acceffion to histreafury: as taxes, cuftotnes, fpoiles and 
extortions.For as in the fea the greater fifties do feed on the lelfe, fo do the Grea- 
ones here on their inferiours a andhe on them all: being,asafbfeYaid, the Com¬ 
mander 
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tnander of their liues,and gcnerall heirc of their fubftances. He hath diners mines 
of gold and filuer withinhis dominiomthat of Siderocapfa in Macedon hailing been 
as beneficial! vnto him as the largcft City of his Empire, cajled anciently chry- 
fttes :and not vnknowne to Philip the rather of Alexander-^ who had the gold from 
thence wherewith heccoyned his Philips , as alfo from thofe of Cranther , from 
whence he ycerly extracted a thoufand talents.He hath onely two forts of coine: 
the Sultanie and Afper.The Sultanie is equal! in value to the Venice Zccceene , and 
fixfcore Afpers amount to a called rather Afpro, of the whitenefte there¬ 

of, in that confiftiog of filuer. 

Conjlmtneple is laid to containe feuen hundred thoufand perfons: halfe of 
them Turkes, and the other halfe Iems and Chriftians, and thofe for the generall 
Grecians. But Pera hath three Chriftians for one Mahometan: for no lew d wells in 
•Pent, though they haue their {hops there. We omit to fpeake of the I cvees,vntdl we 
come into Iewry • and now will bend our difeourfeto the Grecians .- a Nation no 
leffe Mattered thenthey, but infinitely more populous. For not onely three parts 
of the inhabitance of all Greece and Romania are Grecians , but almoft all that dwell 
in the Hands of the Mid-land Sea, Propontis and JEgeum. Infinite numbers there 
are of them both in the Leffe,and the Greater Afia 3 Scin Africa nor a few. For(be- 
fidesdiuers Colonieshy them formerly plantedjwhen Antipater 3 Perdiccas^Seleucm, 
Lyfwachus } \~Antigoms 3 Ptolomj, and the reft of the fucceflours of Alexander had 
fhared his Empire among them,they endenoured as much as they could to plant 
their new-got kingdomes with their country memwhofe poftefitie in part remai- 
neth to this day, (though vaftaled to the often changes of forreine Gouernours:; 
fuppliedby the excention of the latter Greeks Empire 5 who yet retaine wherefoe- 
uer they liue,their Name s their Religion,and particular language. A Nation once 
fo excellent, that their precepts and examples do ftill remaine as approoued Ca¬ 
nons to dired the mind that endeuoureth vertue. Admirable in arts,and glorious 
in armes; famous for gouernment, affedtors of freedome, euery way noble.- and 
to whom the reft of the world were reputed Barbarians. Butnow their knowledge 
is conuerted, as I may fay, into affeded ignorance, (forthey haue no fchooles of 
learningamongft them) their liberty into contented flauery, hauing loft their 
minds with their Enipire.For fo bafe they are,as thought it is that they had rather 
remaine as they be,then endure atemporary trouble by preuailing fuccours, and 
would with the lfraelites repine attheir deliuerers. Long after the Ioffe of their o- 
ther vertues they retained their induftry:

noted.

been faid,the owners of that City .Many ofthemexercife merchandizeinveflels 
called Carmafalsjand haue oflate gotten the vfe of the Compafle, yet dare they 
hot aduenture into the Ocean.They are of diuers trades in Cities, & in the coun¬ 
try do till the earth (for the BurofeanTurks do little meddle with husbandry) and 
drefte their vines,by them onely planted. They haue a ceremony of baptizing 
of their wines-which isthe realon that the Urns willnotdrinke therofjpcrfortned 
inthememory,andonthatday wherein Chrift conuerted water into wine: the 
Prieft in the midft of his oraifons powring thereinto a fmall quantity of water. 
Their ancient habits may be concciued by that defeription o( Homer,

JBut now both in cut & attire they do in moft things agree with the people whom 
they Hue vnder,like Venetians in the Venetian territories,and like Turkes in Turkie : 
as alfo in their manners. The halfe-fleeued gowne of violet cloth, with bonnets of 
the fame,or diuers coloured fhafhes,is here moft appropriate vnto them: butthe 
Greeke Gemcfes'm Vera weare their go wnes black, & of richer ftufFes ; with veluec 
caps,not vnlikevntothofethatwereinfalhion amongft vs. Theantique< 7 ray' 4 *// 
vledto lye along at their meales, from whom the Romanes receiued that cuftome- 
as they from the effeminate ^4»r,vpon beds that circled three parts of the table* 
which was round and low, (the waters ftanding in the vacant part, and behind 
them)Ieaning on their elbowes raifed with pillowes, in their feaftings crowned 
with chaplets of flowers,and garlands ofLawrell: but the women did fit when 
admitted, which was rarely, amongft them * for them to lie along, efteemedroo 
p rouokingly laftiuious. The number oftheconuiuals are priuate entertainments 
exceeded nor nine, nor were vnder three-proportionating themfelues vnto the 
Graces and tJHufes . And as it fliould feeme,they drunke in that manner

Of their firftcups they fhed a little on the table, as an offering to fome of the 
Gods, whom they defired to be propitious, as they did of the reft in the honour 
of their friends particular named: drinking fmall draughts at the beginning,vntil 
they arriued at the height of intemperancy 5 and fometimesas many together, as 
there were letters contained in the names of their miftrefles:

andthegrauedifeourfedof Philofophie; but of fuchas waspleafant as well as 
profitable,& delightfull vnto the hearers: as may appeare by Plato's conuiuium, 8c 
Plutark's Sympofacks: the firft named, dying at fuch a banquet, in the fourefcore 
and one yecr e of his age,& orithe feuetith of Nouember, which was alfo his birth 
day. And although the Greekes do now for the moft part imitate the Turkes (I 
meane here in Turkic) in fitting at their meate, yet retaine they (till that vice of 
immoderate drinking. They pledge oneanother in ordcr-& hethat cals for wine 
out of his turne, is reputed vnciuill. Their glafifes are little, but at euery draught 
emptyed j and whenthey haue oncedrunke hard, they obferue no rule, butpro- 
uoke one another to excefle. Neuer filent-andeuer and anon killing thofe that fit 
next them on thecheeke and forehead: andfo likewife they doe in their faluta- 
tions after a long abfence,and to thofe to whom they would giue an aflurance of 1 
their good will. V(ed of long, as appeareth by the Scriptures, am’ongfi thefeEa- 
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fterne nations. But to kiffe their wom^n is an vnfufferable wrong; vnlefle it be be- 
tweencrfie R,efurre<ftionand Afcenfion;vfing alfo this greeting,that, OurSauiour 
ifrjfin. The women for the moft part are brown of complexion, but exceeding¬ 
ly wel-fauoured,and excefliuely amorous.Their garments differ little from theirs 
amongft whopi they liue ; y et haue they in Peru this particular fafhion, 


They cotter not their facesfthe virgins excepted)vnleffe it be with painting vfing 
all the fiipphment of a fophtfttcate beauty .And not without caule.Tor whernhev 
growold they gspwmoftcomemptible ; being put ,odo the drudgerieofthe 
houfe and many times to watte on their childten. They arecoftiy in their attire 
and will compiaine to the Patriarch, iftheir husbands maintaine themnotaccot

But now the Grecians thcmfelues,fexcept fame few)are ignoraht therein-it being 
called the LatineGreekc, and is a language peculiar to the learned. Yet the vulgar 
Greek doth not differ fo farre from the fame, as the Italian from the Latmconwp. 
ted not fo much by the mixture of ofb^ tongues, as through a fupine retchlef- 
neffe.In fome places they fpeake it more purely than in others. For the boyes of 
Peru will laugh, when they heare the more barbarous dialed of other maritim 
Grecians. And there be yet of the Laconians that fpeake fo good Gree£(though not 
grammatically) that they vnderftand the learned and Vnderftand nbt the vulgar; 
Their Liturgy is read inthe ancient Greek :, with not much more perfect perhaps to 
the rude people* then the £4?/»Seruice of the Romifh Church to the illiterate 
Papifts. - .. 

They haue foure Patriarches.• One of Constantinople, another of Alexandria \ 
the third of lerufalem , and the fourth of Antioch. He of Conftantinople hath vnder 
his iurifdidion all Peloponnefus,Grecia, Thr acta, Dacia, Mafia, Macedonia , Epirus, 
Albania,Dalmatia-, Illyria , a great part of Polonia,Rufsia,t he Ilands of the Adrtatick 
Sea, and of the Archipelagus, vslthCandy, Rhodes , Coos, almoft all the Idler Afia, 
Colchis, not a few that inhabite about the Fennes of Mceotis,w\d Northerne fhore 
of Euxmusx as Sicilia and Calabria were,vntill they turned vnto the Seeof Rome. 
Vnder the Patriarch of Alexandria, are thofe of Mgypt arid \Mrabia . The Greekes 
of PaleBtne,an& of the countries thereabout, do obey the Patriarch of lerufalem. 
And he of Antioch , who hath his feat in Damafcus,{i or Amiochta is now defolate) 
hathfubied vnto him the Grecians of the leffer Armenia, Cilicsa,Beritusj Tripoly, 
Aleppo,Sc other placesofthe greater Afia. In ailthefe parts they haue the free ex- 
ercife of their Religion: with publike Temples, and numbers of ftrong Monafte- 
ries.IfaPatriarch dye,another is eleded by a Synod of Bilhops.But the Patriarch 
of Conftantinople hath the fupremacy of the reft affigned him 9 y the Councell of 
Chalcedon, as Metropolitan ofthc Itnpcriall Citie.- whofe Diocefle exceedeth the 
other fo much,in that mod of thofe Northern Nations were won to Ghriftianity 
by the induftry of his predeceffors, and reduced to their gouernment.Soif we do 
confidcr it,the Grecian Religion both in extent & number exceedeth the Roman. 
And as the Papifts attribute an extraordinary holines to Rome, fo doe the Greekes 
vnto Athos, amountaine of Macedonia-, fo named of i^Athon the fonne of Neptune, 
dekt with ftill-ftourifhing trees.and abounding with fountaines.- called alfo The 
HolyMountaineby the Chriftians.Aplacefrom the beginning dedicated to Re¬ 
ligiondying diredly Weft from Lemnos 5 andfo high,thatthough it be feuen hun¬ 
dred furlongs diftant,yet it is faid a little before the fetting of the Suntocaft a 
lhadow onthatiland. Whereupon the prouerbe.*

Thisftretcheth out into the Sea, and.ioynes vnto the Continent by znifthmsa. 
boutamileandhalfe broad:which was cut thorow by Xerxesias hath beene in¬ 
timated beforejandmade circumnauigable.But time hath left now no impreflions 

of 
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bfhis barbarous labour.lt is well nigh three dayes iourncy inlength,confidering 
the difficulty of the way- and halfe a dayes ouer. The top thereof refembleth the 
forme of a nun, ftretched on his backe from Weft vnto Eaft - and formed (ac¬ 
cording to Strabo) to the firiiilitude of Alexander. This motmtaine is onely inha- 
bitedby 6ra:/4#Monkes,whom they call Coloieros^ nintermixed with the Laitie: 
of whom there are there residing riOt fo few as fixe thoufand jthaf Hue in Monafte^ 
ries ftrongly thunitedagainft the incurfions of robbers and Pirats. Of thefe there 
be in number twenty foure. The Co loieros weare gownes of blacke, of a homely 
ftuffe,with hoods of the fame-and the haire at full length. They neuer marry,ab-" 
ftain from fleffi,artd often(efpecially during their Lents)from fifli that hath bloud 
in it. They liue hardly,feeding on Bifcot,Onions, 01 iues,Herbes,and fuch fiih as 
they take in the adioyning feas.For they all ofthem labor for their fuftenance.-lea. 
uing their MonafterieS betimes in the morning • and imploying the day, forae in 
tillage, fome in the vineyafds,fonie in making of boates,fome in fifhingjothersat 
home fpin,weaue,fo w,and do all the offices that belong vnto womenifo that none 
. but are buned about one thing or another, to the behoofe of their particular Co- 
fients. And then they be that are onely meet for fuch d rudgeries .For amongft fo 
tnan y ,not paft three Or foure can write or reade,throughout a whole Moffafterie: 
infomuch that at their Liturgies, that is read to therli fir ft,' which they are to ling 
after.In thefe MonafterieS many excellent manu-feripts hauebene pieferued.-but 
thofethatnow are,be only ofDiuinity;all other learning(asamongft the Turks)az 
this day detefted by the Religious.The Coloieros of this place hauea repute aboue 
alothersiand for their ftriOtnes of life,and obferuancy of ceremonies,are in their 
feueral MonafterieS relieued from feueral Nations.The.Patriarch of ewftantinc* 
fie is faid to pay yearely tO the GrandSignior^ for the Priefts and Coloieros that are 
vnder his iurifdi&ion within the Turfeijh dominions,twelue thoufand Sultanies. 

ThePatriarchesof Confiantinople were heretofore men Of fingufargrauity and 
learning* but now nothing leffe.-rather chofert for temporall rcfpcdts, then cither 
for their knowledge or deuotiomadmitted no’t ferdome to the place at the age of 
forty,though ptofilbifed,if vnder threefcore,by an'aricicnt Canon. Although cle, 
died by their owne Biffiops,yetare they oftenappointed,andeuefto be allowed 
by the Grand Sigmohfiecftiemly difplanted s & banifhedVnto the Rhodes by the bri¬ 
bery of their fucceflors.Some few of their Priefts are learned. Forthem itis'law- 
i fullto marry: but bigamy is forbiddetyhem, and trigamy detefted in the Laitie. 
There are no other Orders amongft them befides the forefaid Ctitoieros) and Certen 
Nunnes, whom they calf ('bloieros. Yetofthe laft but afew,whoarefor the moft 
part poore old vviddowes,that exercife thefelueS in fweeping of the Churches,at¬ 
tending on the ficke,and a<ftionSof like natufeiTheir Churches are many of them 
well fet forthand painted with the represents of Saints: but they haue nocarued 
nor imbolfed images.Lampes they Iiauccontinually burning. Their ordinary Li¬ 
turgy is Saint Chryfeslomes-Jzm on feftiuall dayes they do reade Saint Bafils , and 
thenare attired in their pontificals. Their bthauiour therein’expr'effeth , to my 
Vnderftanding;no great either decency ordeuotiom- They adffiinifter the Eucha- 
rift in both kindsjif the bread be not leauened ,they thinke it not auaileable j and 
they drinkeofthecup very liberally. One article they hold againft the Catholikc 
Greed -which is, that the Holy Ghoft proceeded onely from the Father. FoUre 
Lents they haue in the yeare, and then a damnable finne it is to eate flefii, orfifir 
that hath bloud in it)except in the Lent before Eafter, when all’forts'of fiffi mfly- 
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be eaten by the Laittc:)but fhel-fifli they eate»aadtfae cuttlcwhofe bloud jif I may. 
fo termcitjislilpc hike** delicate food,andifiga&t:reqyeft, They fafton Wed- 
ftefdayes, Friday es,and on holy eues.- but on Saturday es they feaft,in regard dial 
it was the old Sabbath.They compute theycere as we do.

Being dead,they wafhed their bodi€S^thi^ e ^3(y l^^C0.Wppd them withgar- 
lands of flowers,and clothed them fast hey nowdo)in their richeft apparell. for 
fqare,faith thefcoffer Lucian, thatthey fbould take cold by the way, or befcene 
naked by cerberus-decking their houfes with branches of cyprdTe: a treeddffkia- 
jtodto thedeadjin that once being cuytncuer reflourilheth.So laying them vpon 
their hackslan beds, they conueyed them vnto thefunerall pile fas now vnto the 
graue) onbeares.But their lamentations are the fame that they were,and beyond 
all ciuility. The women betimes in the morning doe mecte at, appoinfied.flakes, 
and then cry out raainely ^beating of their brefts, tearing thcii;haire, t-bekfaces 
and garments. And thatthe clamor may be the greater, they, hke certaine Iervi'jh 
Women:

The manner of their iatpentings of.^klmpy appeare by 
this ironical! perfonatirig of a father following the exequies of bis fonne, intro¬ 
duced by LuciamO my faeete finite! thou art lofa thou an dead;dead before thy 
day , and had Leftme behinde t of men the motl^mijerable. Not experienced in the 
plea fares of d wife, the comfort of children^ warfarc^husbandry- not, attained to main - 
ritie* Henceforth, Omy finne , thou Jbalt mt eate , nor lout\ norbedrurikt amongft 
thy equals, held although thefe Ethnicke lamentations reproued in the Scrip¬ 
ture, were prohibited by the Athenian Lawgiucf,tbe ciuill law, and laftly by the 
Venetians within their Qreeke iurifdidjon ; yet ftillthe Grecians dovfe them.Nor. 
want they ftore of fpe&ators: partly drawne hither to delight theft*eyes, and 
partly by iealoufic.For then the choice, and prime women of the Citie(i*f thede- 
ceafed were of note)do arnli their oblequiesjwith bofoms difpdaid,and their haire 
dilheue led:glad that they haufcthfc occafion to mahifeft their bcawties, which at

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other times is fecluded from admirers.Thp anciet Gretkii vwm to cut their locks, 
and couerthe corfe therewith before they committed it to the fire; as in the fu-

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The reafoft wny the Grecians did burne their dead, was, becaufe that part which 
was diuine in them, fhould as it were in a fiery chariot again re-afeendto.thecele- 
ftiall habitations jas vnto earth the earthly rcturoed.They vfed to quench the fire 
with red wine, and gathering the bones together to include them invrnes,asthe 
vrnes in fcpulchers ,Cwhich had no title;vnleffe they were flain in fighting for their 
countrey) exhibiting games,and prizes forthevidtorsin honour of the deceafed. 
Notwithftandifig all were notburnt,but fome buried in their apparell,as now be¬ 
ing Chriftians they are: who vfe extreme vntftion, as induced by Saint lames $ 
yet not onely deny the Romane opinion of Purgatory* butfurthermore many a- 
mongft them erronioufly maintaine, that neither thefoules of the bleffed nor 
damned do fuffer either ioy or torment, or fhall till the generall Iudgement. But 
enough of the Grecians. 

The German Emperour, the Kings of England and of Francehauehete their 
Ledger EmbafTadours ;as the Venetians their Baly, and diuers tributary Princes 
their Agents. Some meerely employed about State affaires;ot hers together there¬ 
with, about the trafficke of their nations. But the Englijh onely negotiates for the 
Merchants; hauingtwo in the hundred vpon euery fhip, befsdes alarge penfion: 
with the name of a great proportion of prouifion fro the Grand Signior. The Eng- 
lip Confulfhip of C/h'wisinhisdifpofing, and accountable to him ; and out of 
that of Alexandria he hath no fra all fhare, though ferued by a French man. There 
hath bio fome contention bet weene him and the French , about the protection of 
the Dutch Merchants:but now they do deuidethe profits. The Enghp Confull of 
Aleppo is abfolute ofhirafelfe-.yct hath from hence his redrelfes of iniuries: whofe 
chiefe era ploy mentis to protect the perfonsand goods of our Nation, to labour 
a reuenge of wrongs,& a reftitution of Ioffes. And togiue*This no more then his 
due,for this place no man can be more fufficient:expert in their language,and by a 
long experience in their natures and praCticcs:being moreouer of fitch a fpirit, as 
not to be danted. And furely his ehiefeft fault hath bin his misfortune; in thetoo 
violent, chargeable,and fucceffeleffe folliciting ofthe reftitution ofthe Prince of 
Moldauia^ (whom aduerfity hath rather made crafty then honeft:) whofe boafe 
doth harbour both him and his dependents: being open alfotoallofour Nation. 
A fan&uary for poore Chriftian flaues that fecretly fly hither; whom he caufeth 
to bcconueved into their countries:andredeemeth not a few with his mony. The 
Wefterne Chriftians are called Franks , that are admitted to trade here: either of 
the name which fignifieth free, orfor thatthe French men were the firft that had 
amity and traffiek with the Infidels.They liue freely,and plentifully;and many of 
them wil not lye alone where women arc fo eafily come by .For befides the aforc- 
faid markets,it is a vfe,not prohibited but onely by our religion, to purchafe for 
their concubins the beautifull daughters of the Grecians^ wherewith the adioy- 
ning Hands are plentifully ftoredtfold by their parentsata rate;wherof they haue 
halfe in hand,and the reft when they put them away: recording the contract in the 
Cadies booke. Thefeareto theirlouers exceeding obfequious; well knowing that 
dtthefecond hand they Hull be prized but as a worne garment. But death it is for 
a Chriftian to meddle with a Mahometan woman. And many times the trecherous 
Juries will pra&ifc to bring them into fufpitio,that they may with their purfes re- 
deemethe calumny. Pradtiledoflate between the Subajjee of Galata an Italian 
Frier;whom the Lord Embaflador had receiued into his houfe vpon the Confuls 
©fc^/wcoramcndation > whereIbefovehadfeenhim,Aman ignorant in learning,. 

I yet 
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yet learned in the art of villany and diflimuiation.Expulfed as they fay,at Confianr 
tinople from amongft their fraternity, comrning downe into Chios , hee had infi- 
nuatcd himfelfe into the knowledge of the Confull: profeffing how God in his 
mercy had opened his eyes, to behold the vanity and deceit of their Religionjand 
that now he would endeuour both with tongue and pen,as much as in him lay,to 
reduce the feduced from their errors. Who eafily perfwaded to beleeue (a fault 
incident to the beft natures)fent him vp vnto Constantinople vnto the Embafladorsj 
by whom(cafting off the weeds of his Order )he was clothed anew,fet at his table, 
and fupphed with mony by a general contributionjwhere he preached euery Sun. 
day ,at the leaft wittily: And fo contefted with the Francifcant that came to recon¬ 
cile him,that the Embaffadour much contented therewith/ent intelligence of the 
lame into England 5 with purpofe to haue fent him hither fhortly after. But hee 
whofe onely religion (as himfelfe after confefled) was eating,drinking and who¬ 
ring; who thought he had exchanged for thegreater liberty,finding the contrary, 
and that he was to go into a countrey where his impoftury would not only be dif- 
couered,but feuerely chaftifed, caft about for himfelfe, and confpired with the 
SubaJJee, to bring certain gentlemen that lay in the Embaffadour s houfe into a gar¬ 
den, where diuers women fhould haue bin placed of purpofe ■ and fo to haue bin 
taken amongft them. But failing in that proieft, he failed not in another. For in 
the houfe there was a Spaniard^ of whom he informed the Subajfee that hee was 3 
Spy, and fecretly pradifed the efcape of t he Vice-roys naturall fon of Sicilia: agree¬ 
ing for a ccrtaine reward to betray him. Sohauing enticed him to walke amongft 
the Graues;vpon a fignegiuen, the Turks ruiht in,and apprehended him,clogging 
him withchaines, andintendingto torture out of him a confdfion. Whereofthe 
Embaffadour hearing,and expoftulating the matter; the Subaffee told him that hee 
was a Spie: and difcouered the Intelligencerrwherein being fkisfied,and perhaps 
notvnbribed, he granted his releafe.But a heauy reckoning befell the Fryer,that 
Tufpe&ed no fuch matter; being thro wne into prifon, and after brought to a pub. 
like hearing before our whole natiomwhofhewed how much a man could fay for 
himfelfe in fo bada caufe.In theendhe wasfent vnto the Venetian Bailies,and that 
in thenighc (leaft he fhould haue cried out that hee would haue turned Muffel. 
man, and haue bin taken from them ) who made fute to haue him, and fent him 
<as they fay) to row in the gallies at Candie. The principallcommodities that our 
Merchants fetch from hence,are Turkic carpets, chamolets, and grogerams.They 
lake in here af'o fome quantity of raw filke, and carpets of Perfia, brought ouer- 
land from thence by the Armenian Merchants.But the Sultanies, and efpecially the 
Royals ofeight,wherewith this City is well ftored,and which in no place lofe of 
their value, is that they moft feekefor by the fale of the ware they bring hither. 
For although they lofe by their broad clothes and kerfies,y et amends is made by 
the plentifullreturnes of the filksthat are fent from ^Aleppo to Trypoly , and other 
commodities of the Leuant purchafed with that money. The maine of our com- 
moditiesbroughthitherjisclothand kerfies,buttinne is the moft profitable:here 
exceedingly vfed,and exceedingly wafted; for they tinne the infides of their vef- 
fels,and monthly renew it.The Mofles tceth,all kind offurres,and wrought iron, 
doe here fell to much profit,with other wares which I forbeare to mention,fince 
it is no part of my skill or profeffion.

By the way we made fome flay before Ca/lipoly , fending a* 
fhore for the Conful:(anold Frier,and a boone companion) 
who lick of his laft nights fiirfets,fent his Drogerman with a 
Iattizary along with vs,to clear our (hip below atthe Caftles. 
For thefe two Forts command this paflage of the Helleftm : 
permitting no Chriftians {hips to pafle out, vntill thereihey 
haueremainedforthreedayes, (whereasthe Turkijh fhipsare difchargedinOne) 
that if fo be any thing hath been done aboue vniuftifiable,intelligence may be gi- 
uen s and are there alio fearched for concealed Slaues, and goods contrabanded 5 
which found,import no lefle than loflc both of ihip and liberty.

Like thefe are thofe on the Streights of Bofpbortufcy which th tTurke , as it were, 
chaineth vp the Prspomiek Seatfothat none pafle in or out,without his allowance. 
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and difcharge of duties. A little fhort of thefe we came to an anchor 

Right againft where we lay,and on Pttropes fide,(lands Mayto> called formerly 
Macidos^ndMaditos : a large to wnc,almoft altogether inhabited by Grecians. On 
the top of a roud hil there are the remaines of an edifice, whofc ruine would per- 
fwadethatitflouriftiedintheoldworldschildhood. The inhabitants call it the 
Virgin Tower: and that is all they can fay thereof. A wedding here inthefore- 
noonc,entertained our time in the after-noon. They dance in rings about the mu- 
fician ; amanandchenawoman, taking hands acrolfe, and vfing variety of not 
vncomely a<ftion: thecountrey wenches cloathed in damaske and fattin, their 
haireand bofoms fet forth with pearle and ftones.'ricb,ifnot counterfeit.Ofthefe 
rheday following we met with diuers carrying pitchers on their heads, and ftuck 
with rags below thecondition ofpouerty.Thc mariage day they cofume in dan¬ 
cing, and the night infeafting :the Bride notbreaking company vntilithe breake 
of day: and (as they fay) notknowneby her husband vntill the third night fob 
lowing.The night outwatched made vs make a night of the morning,vntil rovvzd 
from our ground-beds by the report of the Cannon. When from the fhorebe- 
tweene the Cattles you m ight behold a galley - paffing,and that fo Ieafurely, as if 
empty, and purpofely fufFcred to driue with the current, rather to exerciferhear- 
tille£y,then manned by men endeuoring fafety,and fo befet with deft ruction. At 
length the Sea entred at her many breaches; and by little and little deuoured the 
fpc&acle. The men fome flainc,fomc drowned, others by boates from each fide 
cruelly faued; out-liued to enuy their dead companions. Thefe were Chriftian 
flaues that hewed ftones in the quarries at Marmora: who to compalfe their liber- 
tie,had flaine their guardians,and ftolneaway with the galley. Hither they came 
too late; nor durfl: they linger vnto the euening ; to proceed or returnc was now 
growne equally dcfperate.Approching neere, a warning piece was giuen them to 
come to an anchor, When they ,leauing their oares lay downe, all fauing he that 
fleered; and committed themfclues to the wind that then blew freih and fauoura. 
bly: but like an hollow friend,(hrunke from their fades in their greateft necelfity. 
More happy fucceffe not long before had a galley, forthemoft part manned by 
Englilh; who paffed by, and that by day in defpite of them. Cheaper wines thca 
here are hardly elfewhere to be had,or ingreater plentyjinfomuch as moft Chri- 
flian fhips returning from Cortftantinoplejd o at this place take in their prouifion. 

Difpatchedatlength,not without fome gifts and much fufferance, wehoyfed i 
fayles ; and the night enfuing weretoflTed to andfro,on the Weft of <jJ%/«,.The 
next day we laboured to get inbetweene Chios and the Continent, but failed : 
When failing on the other fide of the Hand, the wind came about. whereof we 
tooke the benefit for Alexandria. 

Hard by ,and on the left hand,left we Samosjiovj samo ,in which it was faid that 
Un ° waS b , orne >yndcr a white willow,clofe by the riuer Imhrafws : & for that (he 
* was there brought vp whileft yet a Virgin, it was called Parthenia. Allegorically 

(he is taken for theelementoftheaire: &fainedfor that caufe to haue bene borne 
in Samos^ for that theatre is here fo pure, and fo excellent. Samos doth alfochal- 
Ienge one of the Sibyls^ whole name was Pytho^ and Heriphile; and flourifiied in the 
dayes of NumaPompilm y oi Chrift thus prophecying:

The firftthat brought Philofophy ino Greece, and from thence into Italy. This 
Hand is not aboue a quarter ofa mile diftant from the Continent of y/jfo.FruitfulI 
in all things but vines:which is the rather to be noted,in that the countries round 
about produce fuch ftore,and fo excellent. At the Southend flood theCitieof 
Sarnia, with a goodly harbour adioyning:now(as the reft)by reafon ofthe Pirats 
that infeft their Seas,almoft altogether defolate.Of the earth thereof were thofe 
veflels made of fuch greatefteemjfoucraigne alfo for diuers vfes both in phyficke, 
and furgery.The North-weft of the lie is high Iand,environed with vnacccflable 
cliffesjfull of tall wood within,and moft commodious for building of fhips. 

On the right hand,and neere, lyeth N/cm'd,heretofore/aw, taking that name, 
as doth the adiacent Sea,as the Poets faine, from the fall of /cam:

called Pergamurn before.Who were faid to flie in regard of their fails, by Dadalus 
then firft inuented, to out-ftrip the purfupjpof Minos-, when Icarus in another vcf- 
fell, by bearingtoo greata faile,fuffered fjiip-wracke hereabout.lt is now rarely 
inhabited, yet abounding with good paftorage: corne it alfo produceth plentiful, 
ly. It hath no hauen,but diuers roades,fufficiently commodious. Betwecne thefe 
two Hands lie thofe fharpe rocks,in times paft called MeUnthii , and now the For- 
7 ioli : well knowne,and in thenight much feared by marriners. 

South of thefe we failed by Palmofa, formerly Patmos. A little Hand confifting 
onely ofthree or foure rockie mountaines.On one of them ftands a towne ; and on 
the very top thereof a Monaftery of Greek Coloieros , hauing large exhibitions from 
fundry places of Chriftedome.Men ignorant in letters, ftudious for their bellies, 
and ignominioufly laziervnleffe fome few that giue themfelues to nauigation,and 
become indifferent good Pilots. Aboutthis He there are variety of excellent har¬ 
bours .-and not fo few as fortie faile of fhips belonging to the towne, by the tra¬ 
ding whereof they bring in that fuftenance which the foile affordeth not-being 
fo barren that nothing er owes, as Ihaue heard, efpecially neere vnto the 
towne, except on fuch earth, as is brought thither from other places. And there- 
foreinfli&ed as a punifliment vnto Saint lohn , hither banifhed by the Emperour 
Traian, or, as fome write,by Domitianfiov fothe Romanes accuftomed to confine 
offenders;.

134. i sfaid to haue entred italiue in the prefence ofdiuersjtowhofe feeming dead, 
they couered him with earth.- which, if we may beleeue,Saint Angujlme^bub- 
lethlike water,to teftifie his breathing-,and that he is not dead,but fieepethfjn that 
Monaftery is referued a dead mans hand,which they affirme to be his: and that 
the nailes thereof being cut.do growagaine. 

Amongft diuers others Hands we patted by Cm, now called Longo: a delicate 
countrey to behold,lying for the molt partIeudl,onely towards the Eaftnot vn- 
profirably mountainous* from wheflce fall many fprings,which water the plaines 
below, and make them extraordinarily fruitfulh where grow thofe wines fo cele¬ 
brated: Cyprdfe trees and Turpentine, with diuers others, as well delightfullas 
profitable. In this Was Hippocrates borne,who reuiued Phyficke then almoft loft 
and the ancient practice of Mfiulapias: vnto whom this Iland was confecrated.In 
the fuburbs he had his Temple, famous,& rich with offerings.Thofe that had.bin 
ficky,vpon recouery there regiftred their cures,and the experiments wherby they 
were etfeded; of thefe Hippocrates made an abridgment,and committed them to 
pofterity.In this Temple flood that rare pidiure of Venus^ nakedas if newly rifing 
from the fea ; made by Apelles , who was alfo this countryman:after remoued vnto 
Rome by oBauius Cafar, and dedicated vnto Julias-, flie being reputed the mother 
oftheirfamily.lt is faid,thatathis drawing thereof, he aflcmbled together the 
mod beautifull women in the Hand, comprehending in that his one worke their 
deuided pcrfe&ions.For this picture the cooans had a hundred talents remitted o i 
their tribute. The towne and citadellare now onely inhabited byT»r^,the villa¬ 
ges by Graw/wjwhereof in all arc but two. 

Next vnto this Hands Rhodes, of aHJfbe reft the moft famous and beautifull.- 
once couercd with the fea, or at leaft aft vnhabitable marifh-as they faine,belo- 
ued of the Sunne, & eredled aboue the waues by his powerful! influence.For no 
day pafleth wherein the Sunne here fhinesnot cleardy: perhaps theoccafion Of 
that fable,

For Rhodes in the Greek tongue fignifieth arofe-andby likelihood fo called of the 

abundance 
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abundance of rofc.s which this foylc'produceth.This Hand therefore was to the 
Sunne held facrcd, to who they ere< 5 ied that huge coloffus of braffc,worthily re¬ 
puted amongft the worlds feuen wondets. ; made by cbAretes of z/>i«/,theferuant 
otLyfippM-^vA whereof,as feme affirme,they were called* Ctlofsiam. In height zms. r . 
it was t hreefcore and ten cubits-euery finger as great as an ordinary ftatuc,and the ' /lmaU 
thumbe too great to bee fathomed, Twelue yeeres it was a making; and about 
'threefcoreandfixyeeres after thrownedowneby an earth-quake,which terri¬ 
bly ftiooke the whole Uand,*prophefied of by Sibyl. The pieces thereof made P:v ; " 
wonderfull ruptures in theearth:and another wonder it wasto fee the maffe of 
flones contained therein,whereby the workman had confirmed it againft the vio¬ 
lence of weathef. With the brafle thereof nine hundred Camels were laden. No 
place in times paid was held fuperiour vnto this for conueniency of harbour,mag¬ 
nificent buildings, and other excellencies. Famous it was for government; and 
menfo expert in nauigation,that they became Lords, and for many yeeres held 
the fouefaignty of thefe ieas.The aire is here moft temperate,producingjfuites a- 
bundatly :rich paftures fprinkled with flowers,and trees ftill flourifliing .The fcli- 
citieof the place affording an argument to that fable of the golden fhowres that 
fell thereon. Their wines thus Virgil celebrateth:

The Rbodia , nor thy long-big grapes,go by. 

Where alfo ids faid that the vine was fir A found out and planted. After that the 
Knights of Saint lehn de Acre had loft the City of Acre y the laft that they held in 
the Holy land • they had this place configned them by Emanuel the Greek Empe- 
rour in the yeere 13 08 . which they tooke from the Turke y and maintained to his 
terror. Hauingthen one City onelyfbut that wellfortifiedj feated towards the 
morning Sunne,on the afcendnghjll,apart on the leuell Ihore,embracing,as it 
were,a moftfafe and admirable hauen-.treble walled, adorned with towers, and 
fortified with fine ftrong fortreflcsl Often inuaded,and to little purpofe^t length 
it was taken by Solyman the magnificent ( Villerius being the Great Mailer) with 
fix moncthsficge,a world of people,and the Ioffe ofmoft ofthem,inthe yeere 
15 22. after it had been by them defended againft the Infidels two hundred and 
fourteeene y eeres;and then honorably furrendred,although to the generall diflio- 
nour ofthe Chriftian Princes in their tardy fuetjours.

'" Such as would,according to compofitionwere luffred£odepart:who from hence 
remoued vnto Malta . So that now it is inhabited by Turks and Jewes: thofe Chri- 
ftiasthat be, being Greekes,imd notfuffered after Sun-fetto abide in the Cityithe 
fuburbes whereof are vtterly razed. I haue heard that all the monuments,ftatues, 
and inferiptions bcloging to the Knights of the Order 3 are by the Turkes prefer- 
tied entire, excepting fuchasthe warres had demolilhed. Here the GrandSignior 
maintained! flue gallics: about this Iland we expected to haue met with pirats, 
but were happily deceiued. 

Now hauing loft the light of^i£r 3 wefaw no land vntill the third day after: 
intheeuening doubtfully difcoueringthecoaft of Mgjpt. Fearing the lee fhore, 
all night webore out to fea; the lightning miniftring vncomfortable light, in¬ 
termixed with thunder and tempeft.The next day we entredthe hauen of Alex¬ 
andria, newly defamed with a number of wracks ; which fcattered here and there, 
did miferably teftifie the vnfafe protection of that harbor.For not paft two nights 
befo re, the Northerne winds beating full vpon the mouth of the hauen, with vio¬ 
lent feas droue the foremoft (hips from their ankers,who fallingf oule on the reft, 
funk allfor company, euen two and twenty in number.- amongft the reft, that 
great and warlike ftiip called the Red Lyon, taken but the yeere before from the 
Knights of Malta* 

Jb ut before we proceed any further in particulars,meet it is tftatfomething bee 
raid ot JEgypt ingenera.il. Mgjptw the fonne oi'Beluifiot his greater glory fb na- 
med this *kingdome: called Mifraim by tbtHebrews, oitJMifraim the fonne of 
Chus, Mefre by the Arabians, and Chibitb by the inhabitants, of Chibith the firfl’ 
Lord of this Land,andwho firft began to bufld houfes. On theEaft it is confined 
with the ArabianDekvts: thofe of Bara,Lybiapmd Ttijimidia lying 1 on the Weftrop 
the South deuided from Mthiopia by the great Catara&j and bounded North- 
w ard by the JEgjptian fea, being a part of the Mediterraneans. Acoaft dangerous 
and vnhpfpitable,full of flats, ahd hauing no'hauen faue that of Alexandria, whkl| 
is by a Defart deuided from the reft of the habitable countrey :fo that it is neither 
by fea nor land to be inuaded but with much difficultie. It is faid to extend from 
North to South fiue hundred and threefcore miles, for a long tra<ft contracted 
between barren mountaincs,in many places fcarcefoure,in few aboue eight miles 
broadjvntill not farre aboue Cairo itbeginneth by degrees to enlarge,and fo con¬ 
tinue! h to do, euen to the fea.-being btt'xtzntRgfettazndT>amiata,vjhicb ftand 
vpon the Weftand Eaft confines of that which is ouerflowed by the naturall 
courfe oft he Riuer an hundred and forty miles-and from Rofetta to Alexandria" 
thirtie.-ali low ground,and lying in a champion leuell. *

By meanes whereof,faith Iterates, they baue both drought and moifturein their 
own difpofition,which is elfe where bellowed by Jupiter. The wonderfuil fertility 
ofthe foileis rather to be admired then expreffed: in times paft reputed the gra- 
■ nary of the world, infomuch as it was not thought poflible for the Roman Empire 

to 
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to fubfift,if not a (lifted by the affluence o fJ&gypt. The occafion of that faying of 
Stlimm when he had conquered the country, that, Now he had taken a farm that 
would feed his lemoglans. Amongft other commodities, which this earth doth 
yeeid,and are fetcht from hence,by forreiners. Sugar, Flaxe, Rice, allmanner of 
graine,linnen cloth,hides, Salt,Butargo,and Caflla,bcing now the principal!* *sefoHrU,cav,by

Yet Ntro with his beftfucceffefcnt two Centurions: who affiftedbythekingof 
JEthiopia,and by him commended to the neighbouring Princes, after along and 
troublefome iourney ,came at length vnto certaine great marifhes; of whole ex¬ 
tents the inhabitants themfelues were ignorant, nor pofiibleto be difeouered by 
them; fo were the weeds infolded with the water,not to be waded, nor by boate 
to be paft thorow. There faw they two rocks, from whence a current guftit with 
cxceffiue violence. But whether this was the fountaine, or onely an augmentati- 
omwhether then beginning,or before receiued into the earth, and there re-afeen- 
ding,was vncertaine.But our more prefuming Geographers,do raife his concea¬ 
led head from the lake of Zemhredn. which they fay are Syrens & T ritons)eleuen 
degrees beyond the yfflquaror, feated amongft high and vnaccclfible mountains ; 
and fo great,as deferuing rather the title of a Sea. From whence it paffeth, wan¬ 
dring thorow fpacious defarts,and multitudes of kingdoms jhot feldome feeming 
toaftedhis forfakenfountainesmow difperfed intoamplelakes,andagainrecol- 
leding his extrauagant waters, whichofcen deuideto make fortunateTlands,(a- 
mongft which Mcroes the faireft and moft famous) appearing euer more great 
then violent. 

But when rough crags,and head-long catar&Bs 
Receiuehisfalls: mad that each roc he distracts* 

His former vnimpeachedfeurfefie lanes 
Theftars with fpums^all tremble with his wanes,

Tor vnlike himfelfe,Iike a rauitig torrent,ftrtiggling amongft the broken rocks,& 
lefle free paftages,at length he fpouts down fro a wonderfuil height intothe val¬ 
ley below: Sc that withfuch a roaring of waters, that a Colony there planted by 
the Perfians, madealmoft deaf with the noife, were glad to abandon their habita- 
tions:otherwifefor all vies oflife fufficiently commpdious.Amongftthe reft,the 
incredible boldncfle of thefe people was not the leaft to be wondred at,daring to^*“* l, W‘ 
commit themfelues in little boates,but capable of two only (the one fleering,and

the other rotvitlg) vntothe raging current, and impetuous eddies; pafling the 
Streights of the rocks by little channels,and at length rufli down with theftreatn 
to theamazement of the beholders: who giuing them loft, behold them after a 
while, as if {hot out of an engine, farre from the place of their fall, and rowing 
fafely in the aflwaged waters. Not farre below, and a little abouc where once 
flood the City Elepba»tis,Scropbi,ati& Mophi two piked rocks lift vp their eminent 
heads, which do make the lefter Cataract, and are called The veines of Nilus: 
where, as Herodotus reports from an Mgyptian Prieft, arefotintaines of an vn- 
fearchableprofundityjinto which,rich gifts were thrownein their annual! folem- 
nities. Inereafed,as fuppofed,by this acceflion* in deeper ft ream es, and ftri&er 
limits,kept in on both fldes with not far diftant mountainsjafter a long procefflon:

Foure miles below Cairo, it deuideth into two maineand nauigable branches .-that 
next the Eaft running into the Mid-land Sea by Damiata(hcvei;ofore,Peleufium :) 
the other inclining vnto the Weft, and formerly called Canopus, falleth into the 
felfcTamefea a little below Rofetta: making ofthericheft portion ofthelanda 
triangular Ilandjnaraed Delta,m that it beareth the forme of that letter: the frcfh 
water keeping together, and changing the colour of the fair, far further into the 
Sea, then the fhore from thence can bedifcerned. Two other branches there be 
that runne betwecnc thcfe, but poore in waters; befides diners channels cut by the 
labour of man,for conueyances in the time of the inundation: which alfo are no 
fmall ftrengthening to the countrey. Of thofe feuen mentioned by Herodotus, and 
thofenine by Ftolomy, thefe are all thatl either faw orcouldheareof. Nor is it a 
thing extraordinary for riuers to lofe their channels, either choaked by them- 
felues,or by the aduerfe Teas,with beds of flfnd,& turned vp graudlreft fting their 
paflages. But amongft the hidden myftejies of Nature, there is none more won- 
derfull,then is the ouerflowing of this riuer,making of ameere defart (for fuchis 
Algypt vnwatered by Nilas) the moft fruitfull part of the habitable world 5 little, 
when others are great,and in their decreafe,increafing.

The earth then burnt with the violent feriiour, neuer refreftted with raine, (which 
here fals rarely,and then onely in the winter) hath helpe from Nilus, moftcon- 
ftantly obferuing his accuftomed fcafons,beginning to arife with the rifino.Sunne 
on the feuenteenth of lane : fwelling by degrees,vntill it mount fometimes foure 
and twenty cubits,but that the vttermoft. Heretofore fixteene was the moft that 
it attained to ;prefented by that Image of Nilus , hauing fixteene children play- 
tag about it 5 brought from thence, and dedicated by Vefpafian in his Temple of 
Peace: now in this-forme to be feene in Rome in the Vatican,

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This yeare at Cairo it rofe three and twenty. About two miles aboue the Citie, at 
They tutita- the end of old Cairo 3 in the beginning of Auguft they cut the banks ; then when 
batfimybt' a ^ ccnc kd vnco his principall height-.before keptin,left that the too timely deluge 
tweene Cairo Ihould deftroy the fruits of the earth ere fit to be reaped.

pauillions pitched by the fhore, with barbarous folemnities, and generall reioy- 
cings.Oftheir night-triumphs this following pi&ure reprefenteththe forme:

Anfwerable to theincreafe of the Riuer,isthe plenty or fcarcity of 
the yeerefucceedingjbringing with it both earth and water into a Tandy & thir- 
fty loile, of it felfe vnprofitable: fo that it as well manures as moyKlens with the 
fat and pregnant flime which it Ieaueth behind it.Vnto which they owenot their 
riches onely,butthemfelues.For the plague which here oft miferably ragetb,vp- 
on the firft of the fl ood doth inftantly ceafe: info much as when fine hundred dye 
at Cairo the day bcfore,which is nothing rare,(for the found keep company with 
the licke,holdingdeath fatall,and toauoid themjirreligion)not one doth dye the Ter H sml > ir 
day following.Whcreforenomaruell though ignorant andfuper ftitious antiqui- “umtnJnngin* 
ty,vnder the name ofofyris adored this Riuer,which afforded them fo many be - t0 Le0aM itdatb 
nefits,and liich as not apprehended,were’thought fupernaturall.

About the m id- 
deft of September it ceafeth to augment: and retiring a moneth after within his 
proper bounds,giucth way vnto husbandry, (the earthen tilled, by.throwing.the 
graine on the mud,and rice into the water,affording herftrftincreafe (vntill M4y 
dccreafing,and then in a maruellous penury of water.Of the eaUfe ofthis inunda- 
tion,diuers haueconic&ured diuerlly. ’The 'Mgyptians by three pitchers deciphe¬ 
red the fame in their Hierogliphicks, proceeding (as they thought) from a three¬ 
fold caufe. Firft,from the earth,by natureapt to breed ojfitfelfe, and bring forth 
water abundantly. Next,from’theSouth.Ocean, from whence they imagined 
that it had his originalljandlaftly,from theraine which feljjn the vpper MthiopU 
aboutthetime oftheouerflow.Themoft ancientbpinionnps, that it proceeded 
from the fnow dilfoluing in thofe mountains: of which Arfuxazoras and AL fcolus; 
thus alfo exprdfed by Euripides :

T hales attributes it 
vnto the Northern winds, which then blowing vp the Riuer, refift the current, & 
force the reuerberated ftreames to retiredo that not increafed, but prohibited, at 
length it defeendeth with fuch a multitude of waters. Which opinion is rather 
alledgedthen confirmed by Lucretius :

Catarafts. Herodotus in diflike ofthefepreferreth hisown. How that the Sun per¬ 
forming his courfe in the winter Tropick,and exhaling much raoifturefrom 2 (J- 
lus jdiminilheth him contrary to his nature; when againe inclining to the North, 
the Riuer recouers hisgreatnesdeeming in thefummer to increafe, when itfobue 
feetnes to do by hisdecreafing in the winter.But this isalfo reprou’dby Viodortu 
Siculus 3 viho imputes the caufe thereof vnto abundance of raine falling on the JE- 
thiopian mountaines for forty dayes together, at fuch time as the Sun approcheth 
to the figne of Cacer.which by the inhabitats is likewife affirmed to be true; as be¬ 
ing receiued from ftrangers frequenting Cairo from fundry parts of JEthiofia and 
Libya, who comedown with the floud,and bring with them flaues,monkies, par¬ 
rots,^ fuch like commodities. And not vnlikely ;thofc mountains being of an vn. 
credible height,where the aire remoued fo farre from the reflecting heat,muft be 
much more coole,the Sun then being in the contrary Tropick. Moreouer, fome 
moneth before,for diuers dayes you fhall here fee the troubled aire full of blacke 
and ponderous clouds.and hearea continuall rumbling,threatning,asit were, to 
drown the wholecoutrey;yet feldom fo much as dropping,but arecarried South¬ 
ward by the Northerne winds which conftantly blow atthat feafon. Some haue 
writte,that by certain kings inhabiting aboue, the Nilus fhould there be flopped j 
& at a time prefixt,let loofe vpon a certaine tribute payd them by the Egyptians. 
The error Ipringing perhaps fro a truth(as al wandring reports for the mod part 
doe )' in that the Sultan doth pay a certaine annuallfutnmetothc AbifsinEmye- 
rour for not diuerting the courfe of the Riu^r, which(they fay )he may,or impo- 
uerifh it at the leaft. Other wife what Damme can contain fuch a effluence of wa¬ 
ters?

From this riuer,thereafeend no vapors, the humor being ratified byfo long a 
progreffejfo that although exhaled.it affumethno vifiblebody,but vndiftinguifh- 
ably mixed with the purer aire.agreeing with the fame in tenuity. Than the wa¬ 
ters whereof there is none more fweet: being not vnpleafantly cold, and ofall o- 
thers the mod wholfome.Confirmed by that anfwcr of Pefcentius TUger vnto his 
murmuring fouldiersj tphxt?cram you wine, and haue Nilus todrinkeof? Such is it 
in beingfoconco&edby the Sun,at all times in fomepartdire&lyoueritjand by 
length ofcourfejrunning from South to North (befides in ambages) aboue one 
and forty degrees. So much it nourifheth, as that the inhabitants thinke that it 
forthwith conuerteth into bloud:retaining that property euer fince thereinto mc- 
tamorphofed by Mofes.Vot which caufe the Priefts oilfis would not permit their 
sifts to drinke of the fame: becaufe they would neither haue him nor thcmfelues 
too fat,and corpulent,thatthe foule might the better exercife her faculties, being Aipftmsde 
clothed in a light,and delicate body.Befides,it procureth liberal vrine,cureth the 
dolourofthcreines, and is moftfoueraigneagainft that windy melancholy ari- 
fing from the fhorter ribs, which fo faddeththe mind of the difeafed. Outof the 
Riuer they put the water into large iarres offtone, ftirring it about with a few 
ftampt almonds,w herewith alfo they befmeare the mouth of the vefleU,audfor 
three or foure houres do fuffer it to clarifie. 


It alfo producethabundance of fifh, in fhapeand quality much differing from 
ours:but by reafon ofthe muddy chanell,not altogether fauoury nor wholfome. 
MorcoUtrdiucrs ftrangeand monflrous creatures:as Buis of the Riuer, (fo they 
write) not much vnliketo thofe of theland,but no bigger then a calfeofhalfe a 
ycare old,& which will liue for along time out of the water. Riuer-horfes,called 
Hippopotami, hauing great heads, wide iawes, being armed with tusks as whiteas 
the iuoryjof body as big as a cow,& proportion’d like a fwine,of a brownifhbay 
fmooth skinned } and fo hard,as hardly to be pierft by a weaponry ct otherwife,& 
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contrary to each other,defcribed by Herodotus, Viodom, and Pliny: though the 
firfthadfeene of them here, and thelaft at in a triumph:) luftfull they be, 

rauinous & reuengefull.lt is reported in the Spanilh Nauigations, how that two 
of them being found alhoreby a few Portugal 3 and hauing gotten from them in¬ 
to the water, a (Tailed the boate with great fury into which they faw them afeend, 
vndaunted with their (hot,bitingthe fides of the veflell, and departing rather out 
ofdefpaire ofhurtingthen othtrwife terrified. In another voyage, others ende- 
uoured to ouerturne a boate,that they might haue deuouredthe men that were in 
her. 

Butthefe(ifofthefetherebenowany) are rare to the Crocodile, in (hape 
not vniike a Lizard,and fome of them of an vncredible greatnelfe. So great from 
fo (mail a beginning is more then wondcrfull, fome of them being aboue thirty 
footlong; hatched ofeggesno bigger thenthofe that are laid by aTurkie. His 
taileisequall to his body in length, wherewith he infoldeth his prey, and 
drawes it into the riuer. His feete arc armed with clawes,and his backe and (ides 
with feales fcarce penetrable; his belly tender,fofc,and is eafily pierced: his teeth 
- indented within oneanother: hauing no tongue, and mooning of his vpperiaw 
onely 5 his mouth fo wide when extended, as fome of them are able to fwallow 
an entire heiffer. Fouremonethsoftheyeareheeateth nothing, and thofe bee 
during the winter: on the land thicke-fightcd jnot fo in the water, to whom both 
elementsare equally vfefull.The female laies an hundred egs$as many dayes they 
are in hatching 5 and as many yeares they liucthatdo liue the longeft,continually 
growing. Where lhelayeth, there is(as they write) the vttermoft limit of the 
fucceeding ouer-flow: Nature hauing endued them with that wonderfull prefei- 
ence.to auoide the inconueniences, and yet to enioy the benefit of the riuer. By 
the figure therefore of a Crocodile, Prouidcnce was by the Egyptians hierogly. 
hln ^phically cxprelfed.Between the Dolphins &thefe there is a deadly antipathy. Ba- 
wplrpulsiZe,bilhu ^a man highly commended by Seneca , obtaining the gouernment of Aigypt, 
called sus marl reported that he faw at the mouth of Nilue, then called Heraclioticum ,a fcole of 
mtntfsmu. dolphins rufhingvp the riuer,and encoutred by a fort of Crocodiles,fighting as 
’ it were for foueraigntyjvanquilhed at length by thofe milde and harmlefte crea¬ 
tures,who fwimming vnder did cut their bellies with their fpiny finsiand deftroy- 
ing many,made the reft to flie,as ouerthrowne in battell. A creature fearefull of 
the bold,and bold vpon the fearfull. Neither did the Tententes mafterthem in 
regard of their bloud,or fauour, (as fome haue coniedured) but by being fierce 
and couragious. A people dwelling farre aboue, inan Ilandenuironed by Niks ; 
onely hardy againft thole, and the onely men that durft alfailethem before: out 
ofan innate hatred greedily purfuing the encounter. But now few keepe fo low 
as Cairo by three dayes iourny .They will deuoure whom they catch in the riuer: 
ivhich makes the countrey people to fence in thofe places where they fetch their 
water.-By day for the moft part he lieth on the land; when between deeping and 
waking they write that a little bird called' Tree ulus , doth feed her felf by the pic¬ 
king of his teeth,wherwith delighted, and gaping wider, the Icmtmon his tnortall 
enemy fpying his aduantage,whips into his mouth,and gliding down his throate 
like an arrow,gnaweth a way thorow his belly,and deftroyes him. This though 
now little fpoken of, in times paft was deliuered for a truth, euen by the JE- 
£}'/>*M»nhemfelues: who gaue diuine honour vnto the lenumon for the bene¬ 
fit he did them in the deftroying of that ferpent. And true perhaps it is,though 
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notobferued by the barbarous.The bird is at this day knowne:defcribed to be a- 
boutthebignelfeofaThru{h,ofcolourwhite,the points ofhis feathers fhaipq, 
which he lets vp on end like briftles when helifts, and fopricketh the mouth of 
the Crocodile if he but offer to clofe it. As for the icnimon^ he hath butonely 
chagcd his name^now called the Rat of Nilus. A beaft particular to Mgypt, about 
the bigneffe of a Cat, and ascleanly: fnowted like a Ferret, but that blacke and 
without long haire 5 fharpe toothr,round eard,fhortlegd,long taild (beirig thicke 
where it ioynes tothebody,and fpinieatthe cnd)his haire fharpe,hard and bran¬ 
ded j briftlingit vp when angry, and then will flye vpona naaftiffe. They are 
thought)for they hauean appearance of both)to beof both genders.Their young 
ones are brought to tnarketsby the country people, and greedily bought by the 
townef-men forthedeftroying of mice and rats,which they will notably hunt af¬ 
ter, ftrongly nimble,and fubtill withall.Thcy will reft themfelues vpon their hin¬ 
der feetc,and rifing from the earth,iumpc vpon their prey with a violent celerity. 
They prey alfo vpon Frogs,Lizards,Camelions,& all forts of lefler fcrpents:be- 
ingadeadly'enemy to the Afpe, and do deftroy theegs of the Crocodile wherc- 
focuer they can find them.They will ftrangleall the cats they meet with:for their 
mouthes arefo little.thatthey can bite nothing that is thicke. They loue nothing 
better then poultry,and hate nothing more then the wind. But to returne to the 
Crocodiles,the countrey people do often take them in pitfals, & grappling their 
chaps together with an iron, bring them aliuevntoCcfiv. They take them alfo 
with hookes,baited with fheep or goates,and tyed with a rope to the truncke of a 
tree. The flefli of them they eate,all fauing the head and taile, and fell their skins 
vnto Merchants,who conuey them into Chriftendome for the rarity. Itis writ¬ 
ten in the Arabian records, how Humeth AbenThaulon (being gouernourof M- 
gypt for Cifar Matanicbi Caliph of Babylon) in the 2 70 yeare oftheir Hegir , caufed 
the leaden image of a Crocodile,found amongft the ruines of an ancient Temple, 
to be molten 5 fincewhen the inhabitants haue complained that thofe ferpents 
haue been more noyfome vnto them then before; affirming that it was made,and 
there buried by the ancient Magicians to reftraine their indamagings. 

Throughout this countrey there are no wines: yet want they none, in that 
they defire them not.Neither are here any trees to fpeakeof,but fuch as are plan¬ 
ted,and thofe in orchards onely: excepting Palmes, which delight in defarts: 
& being naturally theirs,do grow without limits. Ofthefe they haue plenty.-plea- 
fing the eye with their goodly formes, and with diuerfitie of benefits enriching 
their owners. Of body ftraight,high,round,and {lender,‘(yet vnfitfor buildings) 
creftcdabout,and by meanes thereofwith facilitieafcended. Thebranches like 
fedgesjflitonthe neather fide,andcuergreene; growing onely on the vppermoft 
height,refemble fairc plumes of feathers which they yearly prune, by lopping off 
the loweft,& at the top of all by baring a little of the bole. Ofthefe there be male 
and female:boththruft forth cods( which are full of feeds like knotted firings ) at 
the^roote oitheir branches, but the femaleis onely fruitfull: andnotfo,vnlefle 
growing by the male, (towards whofevpright growth {he inclines hercrowne) 
and haue ofhis feeds commixed with hers 5 which in the beginning of March 
they no more faileto do,thentofowtheearthataccuftomedfeafos. Their Dates 
do grow like fingers,and are thereof named:not ripe vntillthe fine of December* 
whichbcgin tocod aboutthe beginning of February .They open the tops of fuch 
as are fruitlefle,or other wife perilhtjand take from thence the white pith, ofold 
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called thebraine, which they fell vp and downe: an excellent fallad,not much vn- 
like in tafte,but far better then an Artichoke. Of the branches they make bed- 
fteeds,lattices,&c.of the web of the leaues, baskets, mats* fans,&c.ofthe outward 
huske of the cod,good cordagejofthe inward,brufhes, &c. fuchand fuch like a£ 
foordthey yeercly without empaire to themfeiues.This tree they held to be the 
perfed image of a man-and by the famereprefented him. Fir ft ,f or that itdoth not 
fru£tifie,but by coiture:next,as hauing a braine, as it were in the vppermoft part; 
which once corrupted,as mari,euen fo it perifheth: and laftly, in regard that on 
the top thereof grow certaine firings which rcfemble the hairc ; the great end of 
the branches appearing like hands ftretchforth:,andthe Dates as fingers. And be- 
caufe the Palme is neuer to be fupprefTed, but fhooteth vp againft all oppofitioti, 
the boughs thereof haue been propofed as rewards for fuch as were either victo¬ 
rious in armes or exercifes.

which they bare in their hands at their return from vi&ory. Acuftomefnftinfti- 
tuted by The few in the Hand of Delos. Wood then is here butfcarcein regard of 
the quantity; and yet enough,if their vfes forthefamebe confidered. For they 
eare but little flefh, (frefh cheefc,fpwre milke made folid,roots.fruits,and herbes, 
efpecially Colocafia , anciently called the ALgyptian Beane, though bearing no 
beane, but like the leafe of a Colewort,bcing*heir principall fuflenance, baking 
their bread incakes ontheharth, and mingling therewith the feeds of Corian¬ 
der.) As for cold they know it not,hauing futficient of the refufe of Palmes,fugar 
canes,and the likc,to furnifli them with fuell anfwerable to their neceffities. But 
forreiners that feed as in colder countries,do buy their wood by weight,which is 
brought inhither by (hipping. The Gallionsalfo of Constantinople , alwayesgoe 
into the Blackefea for timber, before they take their voyage for Cairo. Omit I 
muft notthefedgie reeds which grow in the mariflies of Mgypt, called formerly 
i Papyri,of which they made paper; and whereof ours made of rags, affumeth that 
name. They diuided it into thin flakes,whereinto it naturally parterh: then lay ing 
them on a tabic, and moiftning them with the glutinous water of thcRiuer, they 
preftthemtogether,andfo dried them in the Sun. By thismeanes Philadelphia 
erected his Library .But Eumenes King of Pergamus ftriuingto exceed him in that 
kind, Philadelphia commanded that no paper fhould be tranfported out of his 
kingdome .• whereupon Eumenes inuented the making and writing Vpon parch¬ 
ment, fo called of Pergamust 

The Egyptians were Laid to haue efteemed themfelues the prime nation of the- 
world, in regard of their vnknownebeginning,the nature of the foile, and excel¬ 
lent faculties attained vnto through a long continuance.But certain it is, that moll 
of,or al JEgypt was a fea when other parts of the world were inhabitedimade ma- 
nifeft by the fhels and bones offi flies found in the intralls of the earth, and wells 
which yeeld but fait and bitter waters: amongft fo many,one oneIy(and that re¬ 
ported to haue fprung by am iracIe)to be dr unke of. Sothatbythe operation of 
the Riuer,this country hath his being(properly called The gift ofNilus) bringing 
downe earth with his deluges,and extruding the fea by little andlittle.Infomuch 
as the He of Pharos thusdeferibed by Homer,

He poflefied 
them firftwiththeadorationofche Gods, emboldening and awing their minds 
with a being after death, happy or vnhappy,according to the good or bad com¬ 
mitted in the prefeni: andinftitutcd the honouring of contemptible things; or for 
fome benefit they did, or to appeafe them for fuch hurt as they had the power to 
inflict. Ofthefethus luuenal, who then liued amongft them .•

Tor the Tent erites bearing an inueteratc hatred to the Combos their neighbours, 
foradoring the Crocodile whichthey hated,fell vpon them vnawares intheirci- 
uill ianglings at the celebration of their feftiuall;and putting them to flight,cut the 
hindermoft in pieces: whom reeking hote, with heart yet panting, they greedily 
deuoured;thePoethimfelfeaneye-witnelfeofthe fad. Suchiarres proceeded! 
from their fertility of Gods,differing ineachfeueraliurifdidion.-andinftitutedby 
their politike crafty Kings, that bufied with particular malice, they fhould not 
concurre in agenerall infurredion.Aboueall they honoured/#*and ofiris 3 which 
fable(too tedious for our profefled breuity)cotained fundry allegories. Amongft 
others,by Ofiris they prefigured Nilus, by ifts the Earth made pregnant by the ri- 
uer;andby T^&wathe Sea. They faid, that Typhon was vanquifhed by ofiris , in 
that the Riuer had fo repulfedthe Sea; and by Typhon afterward murdered, be. 
caufe at 15 gth the fea doth as it weredeuoureit.Their priefts were next in dignity 
to the King; and of his Councell in all bufineffes of importance. From amongft 
them he was chofemor if of the fouldiery,he forthwith was inueftedin the High* 
priefthood, & inftruded by them in the my fteries of their Philofophy ; deliuered 
vnderfables,and .enigmaticall expreflions. They dranke nowine,vntillthetime 
of/ > /iwe//c«*thelaftofthcP/i4m*;efteemingitto haue fprung from the blood 
ofthe Giants jinthatitprouokedthe mind to luft, impatiencie, crueltie, and all

the difordered affe&ions that thofe contemners of the gods were endued with. 
Ofallthe Heathen, they were the firft that taught the immortalitie of the foule, 
&thetranfmigration thereof into another body, either of man or beaft,clean or 
vncleane,as it had behaued it felfe in the former* From whom Pythagoras receiued 
that opinion, and diuulged it to the Grecians,who^the better to perfwadc,affirmed 
him felfe to haue bene once ALthalides the fonncof Mercuric: and commanded 
by his father to aske what he would,immortality excepted; did defire after death 
to know what had pafled in his life, and to haue his memory entirely preferued i 
which by not drinking of Lethe befell him accordingly. Afterthedcathof JE tha* 
lides 3 ht became Euphorbus:

and then Hemotymus, then Delius, then Pyrrhus a filherman; and laft of all Pythago- 
rad.Bytneanes whereof he withdrew the Grecians from luxury, and pofleft their 
minds with the terror of ill-doing. 

The ^Egyptians firft inuented Arithmeticke, Muficke, and Geometry ■ and by 
reafonoftheperpctuallferenitieofthe aire, found out the courfe of theSunne 
andtheftarres, their conftellations, rifings, afpe&s, and influences; diuiding by 
the fame the yeere into moneths,and grounding their diuinations vpon their hid¬ 
den properties. Moreouerfrora the JEgyptians 3 0rpheus 3 Mu feus, and Homer, haue 
fetcht their hymnes and fables of the Gods '.Pythagoras, Eudoxus , and Democritus , 
their Philofophie:Z.^»^»j,S^»,and Plato fht forme of their gouernments: by 
which they all in their feuerall kinds haue eternized their memories.Their letters 
were inuented by CMercury,vtho writ from the right hand to the left;as do all the 
Africans. But in holy things efpecially they exprefled their conceits by Hierogly. 
phicksjwhich confift of fignificant figuresswher eof thereyet are many to be feen 
though hardly to be interpreted. One I will produce for example,faid to be pour- 
tray ed within the porch of tMineruas Temple in the City oiSat t

The Infant figflifieth thofe that enter into the vvorld-andtheold manthofethatgo 
out of it: the Falcon, God; the fifli, hatred; becaufe they hated fifh that bred in 
the Sea,which fy mbolized Typhom and by the Riuer-horfe,murder, impudence, 
violence,and iniuftice; for they fay that he killethhis Sire,and rauifheth his owne 
dam: which puttogether importeth • 0 you that enter the world , andgoe out of it ; 

C od hateth iniujlice. 

At the fir ft they were gouerned by Pharoes of their owne ; of whom Sefoflris 
was the moft famous, and puiffant, who entred the red Sea in gallies, which he * * 
flrftinuented: fubdued Arabia, and the greater part of Ethiopia and Libya. Ela¬ 
ted with thefe beginnings,he affe&ed the Empire of the world:ouer-running not 
onely thofe countries of the greater Afla, long after ouercome by ^/tlexanderbm. 
to the vttermoft confines of the South and Eaft Continent, extending his con- 
quefts. Then inclining Weftward, hevanquifhed the Scythians,and thofe nations 
that border on the Buxine Sea.-paffing ouer into Europe , hefubdued the Thracians. 
When oppreffed by famine, by reafon of thofe more barren countries, and the 
multitude of his people,he wasconftrainedtogiue ouer his enterprize 5 and retur¬ 
ning by the riuer Phafis, ouercametheGfter: where he left his moft tired foul- 
diers,and fupplied his army with the people of thatcountrey. Whereof Flaccus , 
defcribing the dooresofthe Temple of Colchis^ figured with the originall of the 
Colchiam.

Thofchc tranfports to T hebes^andfamed Nile , 
Theft plants in fields ofP hafts y anddothfile 
It Colchos: they led to Arfinoes towers , 

Pharus delight s y andearth rich withoutflmvers. 
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In the vanquilhcd countries he ere&ed pillars, whereon were ingrauen (befidcs 
the afts thathehaddone)the figures of men,and on diuers, thepriuitiesof a wo¬ 
man ; to teftifiethe valour or cowardize of the conquered. -At hisreturne into 
ALgypt on folemnedayes, he was drawne by tributary kings vnto the temples of 
his gods, which he hadadorned with their fpoiles. Hecauled many trenches to 
be cut thorow the land,and fome of them nauigable. Whereby vnprofitable ma- 
riflies were drained,the countrcy ftrengthned,trafficke made eafie • andfuch pla¬ 
ces relieued as laboured with the penury of waters. He attempted to haue made 
a nauigable chanell betweene the Red Sea, andthe Riuerj afterward feconded by 
Darius: but both defifted vpon the like fufpitions. For that Sea was found to lie 
higher then ALgypt: which madet hem mifdoubt,that it would either drownethe 
countrey, or elfe by mixing with the Nilus y diffeafon his waters. Themarksof 
their proud erideuours are at this day extant: neuertheleflfe,in fome fort long after 
effected by Philadelpbut. Cambyfes was the firft that made themftoope to a for- 
reine yoke, who ouerthre w their temples,and maflacred their Priefts, after that 
with his owne hands he had wounded their t yipis: deriding their fubuerted and 
bleeding gods • of them, and ofthemfelucs fuch infirme protedors. For which 
they reported that he became from thenceforth mad, and had fuchillfucceflein 
his fuccecding expedition.

In the time of 2 Wwthat was called Nothmfhty expulfed the Perfans^nd again 
were gouernedby kings of their own.But Ochus reduced them vnto their former 
obedience: continuing fo, vntill Alexander the Great with the reft of the world 
fubduedthatcountrey. After whole death,in the diuifionofhis Empire, ALgypt 
fel to Ptolomeus the fon of Lagtts, and continued in his family for the fpace of two 
hundred and foureyeares: ten kings, andallofthatfurnamc,fucceeding each o- 
ther. Philadelphus being the fecond in defeent, but firft in glory; then Euergetes , 
philopater , Epipbanes , Philometer , Phjfcon y (fo called for his deformitie) Lathures 
and Auletes: who left his fon nzpionyfius y together with Cleopatra, the coheires of 
his feepter. But her,her brother banifhed.

Her tragedy a&ed j Oclau'tus Cefar reduced Mg’)ft into the Forme of a PrOuince; 
Vnder the bondage they receiued the Chriftian libertie,by the miniftery 
of Saint Marke the Euangelift.In the diuifion of that Empire they became fubied 
to the ConBantinopolitan Emperours. But the Mgyptians foone weary of their op- 
preffions, (not long after the impofturie of Mahomet) as fome fay,called in the Sa¬ 
racens to affift them in the expullion of the Greeks. But howfoeuer,they wereex- 
puifed by JJamro Generali to Omar thefccond Mahometan high Prieft,inthe yeere 
61%. Who onely impofing a tribute,afforded vnto all theliberty of Religion. So 
Mgypt became fubied vnto the caliphs of Babylo,vnv\ they fet vp a caliph oftheir 
owne: yet reputed for fchifmaticall. Three hundred and two y ceres the JEgyptian 
Caliphs continued: vntillthe time of Almericut the fixt king of lerufalem. By him 
inuaded,the Caliph intreated aide ofthc Sultan of Syriamho ftm-himSaracco^ that 
rcpellcdthe Chriftians,and by murdering the affifted,vfurped his foueraignty .To 
him fucceeded Saladine the vtter fubuerter ofthe Holy.land. Who dying forbad 
all funerallpompe,faue onely a fhirt to be carried about on the point ©fa fpcare, 
with this proclamation: 

Great saladint the conquer our ofthe Eafa 
Of all the fate and glory hepo/seft , 

(Ofraile and tranfitory good!) no more 
Hath borne away , but thatpoore jhirt he wore » 

Seuenty and fixe yeeres that kingdome continued with the TbrJh,vntill the reign 
of Meleefala\ who often foyled by the Chriftians,hauing loft moft of his men, & 
diftruftingthe Mgyptians, bought a multitude of CircafsianfLmts (a people bor¬ 
dering on the £*wwSea,herctoforecalIed(?e#M) of the Tartars which then had 
oucr-runne that Nation, Thefe he armedjand by their valour not onely freed his 
countrey,but gaue the French men a fearcfull ouerthrow • taking king Lewis pri- 
foner hard by Damiata. But thefe flaues a while after murdered Melecfala , and ele¬ 
cted a Sultan of their own, tyrannizing ouer thenaturall inhabitants, & ftillmain- 
taining their power, by the y eerely purchafe of fircaffian children, brought vnto 
Alexandria by Rouersand Merchants. Thefe they inftnufted in the Mahometan 
law,and exercife of armesjthe fonne not fucceeding the father,neither in Empire 
nor military profefTiomno nor fo much as inthe name of a Matnaluck. Dreadfull 
in power,and abounding in riches,for two hundred & feuenty yeresthey vpheld

O uerth.ro vvnc at length by Selymm the firft T#tT/j$Emperour s 
and after fundry doubtfiill&mortall conflicts vtterly extinguiflied-together with 
their hues, they loft their dominion to theconqnerour. In whole pofterity itre- 
maineth at this day .-and is now gouerned by a Bafifa who hath his refidence in Cai¬ 
ro, andcommandeth as anabfolute Soueraigne. Vnder whom arefixteene San^i. 
acks,dc an hundred thoufand Spacheis. The reuenues of this little country amo.un-: 
^w^^fl^tingt 0 three'millions of * Sharifes. The great Turke hauingone(viz.foure hun- 
Suiianie'the * dred thoufand disburfedyeerely in fugar and rice-, andfentto Conftantinople-, fhe 
Ttmtef Cairo refidue lent ouerland with a guard of fix hundred fouldiers for tear of the Eloren- 
tfcoyxcdicfbn- ttMei ) another million is fpcnt in payes,and in i Jetting forth the caruan vnto Mechav 
ur value,in that the third hath the Bafifaior the fupportanceof his owne eftate, and entertainment 
fwoTt^ bj dependents.But this is little in regard of that which was raifed thcrof in the 

1 ajfal m reine of Auletes, who receiued feuen millions and a halfe of C rovvns,tnuch more 

fuppbfed tohaueyeeldedto the more prouiaent Romanes. 

The now being, and called Mahometyis^mm wellftricken in yeeres, of 
a fowreandinfiexible nature. At his firft entrance he cut off the heads of foure 
thoufand Spacheis, that had borne themfelues tooinfolently,and committed ma¬ 
ny outrages andextortions.He fentthe great men that bore ouermuch fway,vfito 
Confianttnople-, thofe that refufed to go,hecaufed to be ft rang led; vfing the aide of 
the Arabians (who iuftly hated the other) in all his executions. If a robbery bee 
committed,and the theeues efcape,fuch as are appointed to guard thofe quarters, 
do fuffer in their fteadjinfomuch as often they attach poore innocents,when they 
cannot apprehend the guilty, to deliuer themfelues from punilhment.They bore 
holes thorow the conderanedsarmes,ftrecht wide on ftauesj in which are can- 
dles ftucke, that burnedowne into the flelh; and are led in that manner thorow 
the City vnto the place of execution. Others are ftript of their skins, yet liue in 
horrible tormentTo long as the executioners fteele offends not the nauell. Drun- 
kcnnelfe is punilhed with death jandalldiforders fo feuerely lookt into, that I 
thinke in no other place you lhall fee fo few among fuch a multitude of people. 
The malice his rigour procured, had caufed himfelfe to confine himfelfe to the 
CaftleforatweluemonethbeforeourcoramingtoCa/rabuthisgouernment isfo 
well approued by the Grand Signior, that to do him the more honour, he hath gi- 
uen him bis daughter in marriage,a child of foure yeeres old, which hath been lo- 
lemnized with allpoffibleceremonies.One thing mortis in him praife-worthy; 
that he will hardly fuffer a Chriftian toturne Mahometan , either out of the diflike 
of his owne religion, or knowing well that they do it onely for commodity and 
preferment. 

IS now deuided into three Prouinces: that which lies South of Cairo, is 
called Sahid: that betweene CW™, Rofetta , and Alexandria ; Errifia : and that be- 
tvveene C airo, Damiata and Tenefe, Marmma. Sahtd cxceedeth the reft in line, all 
forts of pulfes,poultry audcattell; Errifia in fruites, and rice: and Maremma in 
cottens^ and fugar. The inhabitants of Errifiamd Manmma are more ciuiil then 
thofe of Sahtd, as more conuerfing with forreiners; Sahidbtm^ only refortcd vn¬ 
to by a few Ethiopians, The Phams and ancient Egyptian Nobility did refidc in 
Sahid, the Ptolomies in Errifia ; the Romanes and Greekes along the fea*coafts. But 
thcMahometansmidethc midftof the land the feate of their Empire, both the 
better to keepe the whole in fubiedion, and for feare ofthe Chriftians inuading 
the maritim places. The Egyptians ofthe middletimes, were a people degenera¬ 
ting 
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ting from the worth of their anceftors;prone to innouations, deuoted to luxury, 
cowardly cruelly naturally addicted to fcoffe and to cauil],detracting from what- 
focuer wasgratious and eminent.Thofe that now inhabite the countrey,arefpr 
themoftpart Moores . Turks there are many 4 and/*w, which refide onely in Ci- 
tiesj (lore of Arabians, and not a few Negroes. OfChrifti^ns the natiue Coptics 
are the moft in number: l'ome Greeks there be,and a few Armenians , 

The Egyptian cJ^&mCdefcended of the Arabians t and vnderftanding each o- 
ther) are men of a meane ftature, tawny of complexion,and fpare of bodyjfhrill- 
tongued, and nimble-footedj naturally induftrious, affeding more their profit 
then their calc,yet know they howto Hue ofa little, as in nothing riotous.Rather 
crafty are they then wife; more obferuant then faithfull: and by much more de- 
uout then the T urkes in the Mahometan religion. In learning they are vtterly igno¬ 
rant. Amongft them none are noble: few admitted to the fouldiery,(nor fuffered 
intownesto vveare weapons )not any to Magiftracy.In Citiesthe beft of them ex- 
ereife merchandize;rich by meanes of their trafficke with the Indians-, yet that de¬ 
cayed finceour Eaft-Indian voyages:in fo much, as Spices broughtout ofthe Le- 
mm heretofore,are now with profitbroughtthither.by our Merchants.Inhabite 
they differ little from the T urkes, excepting fome ofthe younger forr,who weare 
fidecoytesof linncn(the ancient habite ofthat countrey)girc to their wafts,and 
towels throwne about their necks of the famc.fDiuers ofthe Negroes weare veils 
like furplices.)The poorer people weare long garmets of baire,ftreakt blackeand 
white s in the winter,fide coates of cottcn.Thebeggersby finging,both get rcliefe, 
and comfort their pouertysplaying withall vpon drums which are fafhioned like 
fiues. A number here be afBi&ed with fore eyes,either by the refle&ing heat,thc 
fait duft of the foyle,or exedfiue veneryjfor the pocks is vncredibly frequent a- 
mongft them. The women when out of their houfes,are wrapt from the crowne 
ofthe head to the foot in ample robes of linnen,fpreading their armes vnderneath 
to appeare more corpulent. For they thinke it a fpeciallexcellency to be far 5 and 
moft of them are fo:foin frequenting the Bannias forcertaine dayestogether* 
wherein they vfe fuch diet & friCtions,as daily vfe confirmeth for effeduall.They 
couer their faces withblack cypres befpotted with red.Their vndergarmentsare 
oflighter fluffes the the Turkijh,bm not differing infafliion.The better fort weare 
hoopes ofgold & fiiuerabour their armes,& aboue their ancles: others ofcopper, 
with pieces of coine halfe couering their forheads-and plates hung about their 
necks,&c. Both men and women do brand their armes for the louc ofeach other. 
Diuers ofthe women haue I feene with their chinncs diftained into knots and 
flowers of blue,made by pricking of the skin with needles,& rubbing it ouer with 
inke & the iuyceof an herb, which will neuer weare outagaine.They haue quick 
and cafie labour, bearing heretofore often two,and fometimes three at aburthen: 
thofealfo borne in the eight moneth liuingj rarely, if elfewnere heard of.In the 
adioyningddartsof Saint Macario, a plant there is,low,leaueleffe, browneofeo- 
lour, branched likecorall,and dozed at the top: this in the time ofthe labour of 
women,they fetin water in lome corner ofthe room, which ftrangely difplayeth: 
orocuring(as they generally coniedure)eafie deliueries.The country people dde 
follow husbandry .They are not long in drdfingthemfelues,being onely wrapt in 
a ruflet mantlcmor haue the women any better couerturc;hiding their faces with 
beaftly clouts.bauing holes fortheir eyesj which little is too much to fee, and ab- 
ftaine from lothing.Ouer their fhafhes the men weare rouds of ftiffened ruflet:to

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defend their braines from the piercing feruor. A people breaths not morefauagc 
and naftiejcrufted with dirt, and {linking of fmoke,by reafionofthe * fuel!, and 
their houfes which haue no chimnies. Some of them dwell vnder beggerly tents, 
and thofe efteemed of the old inhabitants. 

Butthe Copies are the true Egyptians, retaining the name of Captus that anci¬ 
ent Citie and territory ,a little below,and onthatfide the Riuer where once flood 
Tartar,againft thellad ohheTenterites. The name fignifieth Priuationj fo called 
for that there Ifs cut oftalock of herhaire,and put on funerall garments for the 
death of ofiris. Others will haue them fo called in regard of their circumcifion. 
Thefe, as I faid,are Ghriftians notwithftanding they are circumcifed: whereof 
they now begin to be afliamed-faying, that in the countrey they are thereunto 
compelled by the Moores,8c in Cities where fecurefrom violence,they vfeit not: 
howbeit,doing it rather,in that an ancient cuftome oftheir nation(mentioned by 
Herodotus) then out of religion. They were infedfed with that herefie of one na¬ 
ture in Chrift,long before Iacobas( ofwhom now nkrned, and of whom we /hall 
fpeake hereafter) diuulgedit in Syria. At this daye they profefle him to be perfed 
God and perfect man ; yetdare not diftinguilh his natures, forfeare ofdiuiding 
his perfon.They baptize not their childre vntill forty daies old.On Saturday pre- 
fently after midnight they repaire to their Churches,where they remain well-nigh 
vntill Sunday atnoonc ; during which time they neither fit nor knecle,butfupport 
themfelues vpon crutches, ThePrieft is veiled and vefted in linnen,hauing two or 
three boyes apparelled alike,& fequeftred fro the reft of the people, toaflxft him* 
forthey conferre infer iour Orders vponchildren ..They fingouer tnoft part of the 
Pfalmes ofDauidu euery meeting, with diuers parcels ofthe old and new Tefta- 
mentS; the latter as' writtenby Ntcomedes: fomein the Ctpticke language, vnder-> 
flood but by few,moftinthe Morefco. Often both Prieft and people conioyne 
infauage noifes, to our iudgments not articulate. ThePrieft not feldome eleua- 
teth a red cloth( vnder whichlfuppofeisthe Sacrament) which they adminifter 
in both kinds, and giue it to infants prefently after Baptifme. In their Churches 
they haue the pidure of our Sauiour,andthe bleffed Virgin, but not ouer their 
altars-nor for any thing I could perceiue,do they reucrencethem. Inccrtaine 
chefts they preferuethe bones and alhes of fuch as haue turned Mahometans t and 
afterwards recanted,for which they haue fuffered Martyrdome.At their entrance 
they kiffe their hands and lay them vpon one anpther; the women in gratedgal- 
leries feparated from the men. Extreme vndion, prayer for the dead and purga- 
rory,they admit not of.The Roman Church they hold for heretical,and refed all 
generall Councels, after that of Ephefus. Yet a multitude oflate haue been drawn 
toreceiue thePopifli religion(efpecially in Cairo) by the induftry of Friers- ha¬ 
iling had the Roman Liturgy fentthem from together with the Bible in the- 
Arabiike language. Of Alexandria hath the Patriarke his name* but his aboadeis 
in Cairo. Six day es iourney abouc Cairo v p the Riuer,they haue a great City cal¬ 
led Saiett, where Chrift & his mother,was faid to haue made their abode vntil the 
death of Herod* nto which,growing old & fickly.they repaire, as defirous to-dya 
there: where there is a goodly Church,though fomething ruinous s buiItby Hello* 
the mother of Conflantine, & confecratcd to the bldfedVh'gin.They neuer eat in 
the day time during the Lent,but on Saturdays and Sundaies.They weare round 
caps,towels about their necks,and gownes with wide fleeues,of cloth,and ftuffcs 
lefle ponderous. Thefeliue in more fubietfionthen the Moores,by reafon oftheir 

religion- 
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rcligiomand payayeerely certaine fumme for their heads to the Bajft. Ignorant 
they are in the excellencies Of their anceftors,but retaining their vices. Some of 
them profeflc fotrie knowledge in Magick: being but higglers,compared with the 
former, by whom fuch miracles were effected:

ney. On the left hand of this flood that part of the Citie which wasnamed of A 
iexander^ being as it were a Citie of it felfe,whole beauty did herein differ: for 
looke how far re thofe columnes directly exteded in the formerjfo did they here 
but obliquely placed. So that the fighc difperfedthorow multitudes of waies & 
rauiflied with the magnificency thereof, could hardly be fatisfied. A wonderful! 
adorning thereuto were the Fannes,&regall palaces poffeffing wcl-nigh a fourth 
part of the Citie- for euery oncdidftriuetoadde fome ornament as well to the 
houfes oftheir Kings,as tothe Temples of their Gods: which flood On the Eaft 
fide of the Crtie ; adioyning, and participating one with another. Amoneft the 
which was that famous Mufeum fouded by Philadelphus,8i endowed with ample 
rcuenues:planted with fuch as were eminient in libcrall fcences,drawne thither bv 
rewards, and eherifticd with fauours. He caufed the Philofophy of the Mentions 
(before alonepecuiiar to the Pricfts)to be diuulged in Greeke for the benefit of 
Students. He procured feuenty of the principal! learned amongft the /etbes to“ 

** * tranflate 
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tranfiate the Bible, called at this day the Septuagint: And ereded that renowned 
Library furnifhed with feuen hundred thouiand volumes,burnt long after by miL 
hap:at that- time when c*far was driuen into a narrow exigent by the vnlookt for 
alfault of Achillas. Renued,and augmented by the Romane Emperors,it flouri* 
died vntill the Mahometans fubdued Mgypt,and fubuerted all excellencies with 
their barbarifme. Within a Scrraglio called Somia, belonging to the Palaces, the 
Ptolemies had their fepultures, together with Alexander the great,

For Ptolomy the fonne of Lagustook? his corps from Perdiccas: who bringingic 
from Babylon, and making for Mgypt 6 with intention to haue feized on that,King- 
dome,vpon his approch wasgladto betake himfelfe into a defart Iland,wherehe 
fell( thruft thorow with iauelins)by the hands of his fouldiersnvho brought the 
body vnto Alexandria , and buried it in the place aforefaid; then inclofed in a Se¬ 
pulcher of gold. But Cybiofaftes the cfpoufing the eldcft daughter of Ante- 

tes, and in her right policft of the Kingdom,(fhe being elected Queene)difpoyIed 
the body of that precious couerturc: when forthwith ftrangled by Cleopatra , he 
liued notto enioy the fruites of his couetoufnelle. After that it was coucred with 
glafle,andfo remained vntill thetimeof the Saracens. There isyet here to be 
feene a litle Chappell; within, a tombe, much honoured and vifited by the 
^Mahometans , where they beftow their almcs;fuppofing his body to lie in that 
place.-Himfelfe reputed a great Propher,they being Co informed by their Alcoran, 
tdi Againft the City Hands the lie of Pham, which was ioy ned to the Continent 

M*Jab. ei by a bridge(that alfo ferued to fupport an Aquadu<ft)thorow which boats pafied 

from one hauen into another, both made by the benefit of the Hand. Inapro- 
je nhchiasPrtm m o tor y thereof on a rocke enuironed by the fea,Philadelphiiscaufed a tower to be 
m “ m rm " built of a vvonderfull height; afeended by degrees,and hauing many Lanterns at 
the top, wherein lights burned nightly for a direction to fuch as failed by fea.For 
the coaftsvpon both fidcs being rockie, low, and harbourlefTe,could not other- 
wife be approached without eminent danger. Yet diuers times the multitude of 
lights appearing a farre off as one,and miftaken for a ftarre,procured contrary ef¬ 
fects to the promifed fafety. This had the repute of the worlds feuenth wonder, 
named after the name of the Iland.At this day agenerali name for fuch as ferue to 
that purpofe. Soflratus of Gnydos , the ambitious architect, engraued thereupon 
this infcriptio:S osturn of Gnydos the sqnnb ofDexi- 
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o f Sa i t e r s; which he coucred with plaifter, inferibing the fame with the 
name, and title of the Kingsjhatthat foone wafting, his owne written in mar¬ 
ble might be celebrated to eternitie.This promontory ftretchingneercvnto that 
■iMohUt Tm). oppofed Continent,doth make a narrow entrance into a dangerous hauen 

called the Port of the Towenbefore,and within there being many rocks/ome 
coucred,and otherseminent,which continually trouble the rcpulfed waters.That 
on the other fide,called the chained- vp Port,more fecure then c6uenient,is now 
onely referued for the Turkijh gallies. 

On the South-fide of the Citie,and not farre remoued, is the lake tMaraotis 
mm in time paft rcfembbnga Sea both in greameffe and profunditic. Made by the la¬ 

bour 
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bour of man, as coniedtures by the two Pyramides in the middle:being 

as far vnder the water asaboue: thataboue furmounting it fifty paces.On each 
there flood a Coloflus of ftone,adding as much more to the height of the viflble 
building.Thefewere the fepulchers of King Maris aridhis wife, whoisfaidro 
haue digged thatlake,which naturally produces no water; hauing adry &fandie 
bottome,but replenifhed yeerelybythe inundations of Nilus, let in by fundry 
chanels, at whole mouthes were fioud-gates, to moderate theexcefleof ebbs & 
ouer-flovves: increafing for fixe moneths together, and for as long diminifhnw. 
A worke of cxccfliue charge, and incredible performance.To this not much infe¬ 
rior adioyneth the Labyrinthjin the middeftwherof were thirty feuen Palaces 
belonging to the thirty feuen iurifdidionsof ^E^/>t,(wherof ten were in Thebais\ 
ten in Delta, and fcuenteenein the middle Region)\ nto which reforted thefeuerall 
Prefidents to celebrate the feftitlals of their gods(who had therin their particular 
Temples; moreouer fifteene Chappels,containing in each a f Nemifis)tmd alfo to 
aduile of matters of importance concerning the generall wel-fare. Thepaflages 
thereunto were thorow caues of a maruellous lengthjfull of winding paths as dark 
as hell,& roomes within one another;hauing many doores,toconfound the me¬ 
mory,and diftradtthe intention;leading into inexplicable errour: now mounting 
aloft,and againe re-defcending, not fcldome turning about walls infolded within 
oneanother in the forme ofintricate mazes, not poflibleto thred, or euer to get 
out without a condu&or. The building more vnder the earth then aboue, bein<* 
all of maflie ftone,& laid with that art,that neither cement nor wood was implod¬ 
ed thorowout the vniuerfall fabricke.The end at length attained to, a paire of 
ftaircs of ninety fteps condudcd into a ftately Portico fupported with pillars of 
Theban ft. onetthe entrance into a fpacious hall(a place for their generall conuen- 
tions)allofpoli(hed marble,adorned with the ftatuesofgods andmen-witbo- 
rhersof monftrous refemblances. The chambers werefo difpofed,that vpon 
their opening, the doores did giue reports no leffe terrible then thunder. The firft 
entrance was of wbite marble,within thorowout adorned with marble columns 
and diuerntie of figures. By this defiguredthey the perplexed life ofman,corn- 
bred and entangled with manifold mifchiefes,onefuccceding another: thorow 
which impoflible to pafle without thecondud ofwi^ome, and exercife of vn- 
fainting fortitude. Bedalus was faid to haue imitated this in that which he built in 
Crete: yet expreifing hereof fcarce the hundreth part. Whofo mounted the top 
fhould fee as it were a large plaine of ftone: and withallthofe feuen and thirty Pa¬ 
laces, enuironed with folid pillars, and walls confifting of ftone of a mighty pro¬ 
portion. At the end of this Labyrinth there flood a fquare Pyramis of a maruel¬ 
lous breadth, and anfwerable altitude: the fepulcherofKing IJmandesjftm built 
it. About this lake grew excellent wines,and long lafting.

This lake afforded another hauen vnto the City, then that of the Sea mote pro- 
fitable by reafon of the commodities oiIndia, the Arabian Gtilph.and vp.Ld 
parts of JEgypt, .brought downe by theconneniency ofthat paflage by channels 
now vtteriy mined. And the fameby a nartowcut was ioyned vnto another lake 
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farleffe,and nccrer the fearwhich at this day too plentifully fumiflieth all Turkj 
with falt-peter.Between the lefle Lake & the City,there paflcth an artificial! cha- 
nell, which ferueth them with water )for they haue no wels^in the time ofthe de- 
lug©.- conueyed by conduits into ample cefterncs( now moft of them fenny for 
wantofvfe.-an occafion of much ficknes in the fummer)& fo prelerued vntill the 
fucceeding ouer-flow. For Alexandria was all built vpon vaults,fupported with 
carued pillars one aboue another,and lined withftone* infomuch as no final! pro¬ 
portion thereof lay concealed in earth,confider we either the coaft or quantities 
Such was this Queene of Cities and Metropolis ofexf/webut

who now hath nothing left her but mines, and thofe ill witnefles of her perilhed 
beauties: declaring rather, thattownes as well as men, haue their ages and defti- 
nies. Onely thofe walls remaine which were founded(asfomefay)by Ptolmie, 
one within another, imbattled,and garnifhed with threefcore & eight turrets^ ra¬ 
ther ftately then ftrong,if compared with the moderne. Yetthefc,by the former 
defcriptionSj and mines without, appeare to haue immured but a part of the Ci¬ 
ties After that deftroyed by the Saracens j it lay for a long time wafttvntill a Ma¬ 
hometan Prieftj pronouncing^ he faid,outof Mahomets prophefies)indulgcn- 
ces to fuchas ftiould re-edihe,inhabit,or contribute money thereunto withincer- 
taine dayes,did in a fiiort feafon re-people it* But a later deftru&ion it receiued 
by the Cypriote, French, and Venetians, about the time that Low* the fourth was 
enlarged by theS«/M#,who furprifedtheCitywithamaruelous flaughter. But 
hearing of the approach of the Sultan, (who hadraifeda great army for their re- 
liefejdefpairing to maintaine it,they fet it on fire,and departed.The Sultan repay¬ 
ring the walls as well as he could,bui!t this Caftle that now ftands on the Pharus, 
for the defence ofthe hauen$ and brought ittothatftate wherein itremaineth. 
Sundry mountainesare raifed ofthe ruines,by Chriftiansnot to be mounted jleaft 
they fliould take too exaft a furuey of the City:in which are often found(dfpeci- 
ally after a fliower) rich 0pnes,and medals engrauen with the figures of their 
gods, and men, with fuch perfection of art,as thefe now cut,fceme lame to thofe, 
and vnliuely counterfcits.Onthetop of one ofthem ftands a watch* tower, where 
continuall fentinell is kept,to giue notice of approching failes. Of Antiquities 
there are few remainders:onely an Hieroglyphicall Obelisk of Theban marble,as 
hard wellnigh as Porphyr,but ofa deeper red,8c fpeckled aiike,called Pharos Net- 
<//*, Handing where once flood the palace of Alexander: and another lying by, 
and like ir,halfe buried inrubbidge. Without the walls ontheSouth-weft fide 
of the City, on a little hill ftands a Columne ofthe fame, all of ftone: eigh¬ 
ty fix Palmes high,and thirty fix in compafle,the Palme confiding of nineinches 
and a quarter, according to the meafure of Genoa , as meafured for Zigal Baffa by a 
Genoe/e: fet vpon a fquare cube (and which is to be wondred at)not halfe fo large 
as the foot of the Pillar.-called by the Arabians, Hemadejlaeor, which is, the Co¬ 
lumne ofthe«^r4&4».r.They tella fable, how that one ofthe Ptolomies erected 
thefatne in thefurtheft extent ofthehauen,to defend the City from Nauallin- 
curfions, hauing placed amagieall giafte of fteele on the top ; of verrue (if vneo - 
ueredjto fet on fire fuch fbips as fail’d by.Butfubuerted by enemies,the giafte loft 

that 
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that power,who in this place re-ere&ed the CoIumne.Bur by the Wcftern Chri- 
ftians it is called The pillar of Pompey: and is faid to haue Sin reared by Cafar as a 
memorial of his tomptyan victory. The Patriarke a?Alexandria hath here a houfe 
adtoy nmg to a Church; which ftands (as they fay )in the place where Saint Marke 
was buricd,theirfirft Bifhop and Marty r:who in thedayes of troidn, haled with a 
iopetyed about his necke,vntothe place called Angeles ; was there burned for the 
teftimony of Chrift; by the idolatrous Pagans. Afterward his bones were remo- 
ued to Venice by the Venetian;, he being the Saint,and Patron of that Citie.There 
hex this day two Parriarks, one of the Greekes- another of the Circumcifed.the 
vniuerfall Patriarke ofthe € of ties and Abifsines. The name of the Greeke Patriarke 
now being,is Cyril-a man of approued vertue and learning, a friend to the refor- 
^ e %* ori > an d oppofing the contrary: laying thatthe differences betwene es 
and the Greeks^ be but fhelsjbut that thofe arc kernels betwene them and the o- 
ther. Of him fomething morelhallbefpoken hereafter. The buildings now be- 
ing, arc meaneandfew, erected on the ruines ofthe former: that part that lyeth 
along the ftiore inhabited onely,the reft defolatc: the walls almoft quadrangular- 
oneach fide a gate ; one opening towards Nilus, another regards Mariotis, the 
third the defart of 'Barcha, & the fourth the hauen. Inhabited by Moores , Turkes 
Jems, Cofties, and Grecians, more in regard of merchandize, (for Alexandria is a 
free port, both for friend and encmie)thcn for the conueniency ofthe place: lea; 
ted in a defart, where they haue neither tillagenor pafturagc,except what borders 
onthe lake^that little,& vnhusbaded-.yet kept they good ftore of goats,:hat haue 
eares hanging downe to the ground,which feedamongft theruines.On the Iledf 
PAarus,now a part ofthe continent,there ftands a Caftle,defcendingthe entrance 
ofthe hauen;which hath no water but what is brought vpon Camels from the cc- 
fternes ofthe Citie:this,at our comming in,as is the vfe,vve faluted with our ord¬ 
nance. As many of vs as came alhore, were brought to the Cuftome-houfe to 
haue our felues and our valeifas learched: where ten in the hundred is to bee paid 
rorwhatloeuerwc haue,and that in kind,onely money payes but one and a halfe- 
whereofthey takean exaft account,that thereby they may aime at the value of 
returned commodities;then paying cleuen in the hundred more,euen fdrfuch 
goodsas are in property vnaltered. At fo high arate isthis frectratficke purchafed- 
the Mahometan here paying as much as the Chriftian. The Cuftomes are farmed , 

by the Jems, paying for the fame vnto the Baft twenty thoufand*Madeins a day 
thirty of them amounting* to a Royaii of eight. We lodged in the houfe of the ^" f * ^ 
French Conlul, vnto whofe protectional ftrangers comic themfelues.The Cane 
loekt vp by the Turks at noones and it nights,for fearethat the Frankes Ihould fuf.

riffeapeice, for our camels a whole one. At the gate they tooke a Madein a head 
for our felues and our alfes,fo indifferently do they prize vs: through which wee 
could not paffe Without* Tefcaria from the Codec, the principal!Officer ofthis 
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Onthefccond ofFebruary inthe afternoone wc vndertookeouriourny.’paf- 
fing thorow a defart producing here and there a few vnhusbanded Palmes,Ca- 
pers and a weed called Kali by the Arabs. This they vfe for fuell, and then col¬ 
led theaihes,which chrulht together like a ftone,they fell in great quantitie to the 
Venetians: who equally mixing the fame with the ftones that are brought them 
from Patiiaby the riuer ofT icinum, make thereof their chryftalline glalfes.On the 
left hand we left diners ruinous buildings,once faid to haue bin theroyall manfio 
of Cleopatra. Beyond which ftands Meharis■ once alittle,but ancient <pirie 5 now 
onely lhewing her foundations: where grow many Palmes which fuftaine the 
wretched people that liue thereabout in beggerly cottages. Thereon arockea 
tower affoordeth light by night to the failer, the place being full of danger. Anon 
we pa{fed by a guard of fouldiers, there placed for the fecuringof thatpafiage } 
pay ing aMadienforeueryhead. Seuen or eight miles bey ond,we ferried ouer a 
creeke of the Sea. On the other fide ftands a handfome Cane,not long fince built 
by aCMoore ofC/woforthe reliefeof trauellers; containing a quadrangle within, 
& arched vnderneath.Vnder one of thefe arches we repofedjthe ftones our beds, 
our fardels thebolfters.In fuch like places they vnload their mcrchandize,refreih. 
ing themfelucs and their camelswith prouifion brought with them,fecured from 
theeues and violence.Giuing atrifle for oyle,about midnight we departedthauing 
here met with good ftore of company; fuch as were allowed trauellingwith 
their matches light, and prepared to receiueall onfets.The Moores to keepethem* 
felues awake, would tell one tale an hundred time? ouer. By the way againe wee 
fhould hauc paid Caphar , but the benefit ofthe night excufed vs.Trauelling alon<* 
thefea fhore, & at length a little inclining on the right hand.before day weentred 
Rofetta: repairing to a Cane belonging to the Franks . Our beft entertainment an 
vnder-roome,muftie,withoutlight,andthe vnwholfome floore to lie vpon. 

This Citie ftands vpon the principall branch ofthe Nile, (called heretofore Ca^ 
nopus,) which about fome three miles beneath difehargeth it felfc into the fea.Ha- 
uinghere (as at Damiata)his entrance croffed withabarre offand, changing ac¬ 
cording to the changes of the windes,and beating of the furges ; infomuch that the 
Ierbiesthat paire ouer,are made without keeks, hauing flat and round bettomes: 
a pilot of thetowne there founding all the day long, by whofe directions they 
enter, and that fo clofe vnto him,that one leaps out of that boate into the other 
to receiue pilotage, and returneth fwimming. The Ierbies that can paffe ouer 
this barre, may,if well directed, proceed vnto Cairo. Rofetta(calkd Rafid by the 
JEgyptians)$ahz\)S deriued of Res, which fignifieth Rice, and fo named forthe 
abundance that it vttereth; (they here {healing monerhly three hundred quar- 
ters)was built by the flaue ofan Mgjpttan Caliph. The houfes areallof bricke' 
not old, y etfeeming ancient:flat-rooft,as generally all be in thefe hoter countries* 
(for the Moores vfe much to lie on the tops of their houfes)ietting ouer aloft like 
the poopes of fhips,to ftiadow the ftreets that are but narrow,Trom the Suns refle- 
dions.Not finall,yet offmall defence;beingdeftitute ofwalles,and other fortifi¬ 
cations. I thinkeno place vnderheauen is better furniftied withgraine fle/h fi(h 
fugar,fruites,roots,&c.Raw hides are here a principall commoditie from hence 
tranfported into Italy. 

In this place,or notmuch below it,flood that ittfamous Citie of canopus-.fo cal¬ 
led of Canobus Menelaus his pilot, there buried by his mafter,who on thefe coafts 
hadfuffered fliipwracke. For of all the Princes of Greece that furuiued the Troian 


warres, 
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war res, not one blit mifcarried.-cither by incenfed Seas, or domeflicall treafons. 
Astheyfaine, through the rage o'tsJMinerua their late protedrefle, for the rape 
oi'Caffandra committed in her Temple } and angry Gods, the bootleffe fauourers 
of fubuerted///'««?.

and htle,& then in many places fo fhallow, that oft we had much ado to ff ee our 

felues from the flats that had ingagedvs:the water being euer rhicke asiflatelw 
mmbled-and paffing along with a mute and vnfpeedy current. Ten miles aboue 
is that eut ofehe rarer which runnesto Alexandria. By the way we often 
bought as m uch fifh for fix pence, as would hauc fatisfied twenty, o/e^ch fide 


of 
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of the Riuer ftand many townes, but of no great eftceme,for the tiioft part op¬ 
posite: but partely of bricke, and partly of mudj many of the poorer houfes ap¬ 
pearing like Bee-hiues:featcd on little hilles throwne. v-p by the labour of man,to 
preferue them and their cattclinthe time of the ouerflow. Ypontbe banks all 
along are infinite numbers ofdeepe and fpacious vaults, into which they doe let 
the riuer-drawing vp the water into higher eefterns,with wheeiesfet round with 
pitchers, and turned about by BuffohesJ?. rom whence it runs along little trenches 
made vpon the ridges of bankes, androisconueyed into their feuefall grounds, 
the countrey lying all inaleuell. Thcwindes blew feldome fauorableiinfomueh 
as the poore Mores y for moft part ofthe way,were enforced to hale vprhe boar*, 
often wading aboue their middles to deliuer it fro the fh'allowes. Ateuery enfor¬ 
cing ofthemfeluesfas in all their labours) crying Blough: perfwaded that God is 
neere them when they name him,thediuel far off, and all impediments leflencd. 
Of thefe it is ftrange to fee fuch a number of broken perfons; fo being by reafoa 
of their ftrong labour and weake foode.The pleafant walkes which we had on the 
Shore, made our lingring palfage leffe tedious* The fruitful! foile polfelfing vs 
with wonder<& early maturity of things,therethenas forwardas with vs in Iune 5 
who beginto reap in theendingofMarch. The fugar canes ferued our hands for 
ftaues,and fealted our taftes with their liquor.By the way we met with troups of 
liorfemen: appointed to dearethofepaflagesfrom theeues, whereof there are 
many, who alio rob by water in little frigots. Which made our carefull lanizary 
(for fo are moft in their vndertaken chargcs)aflifted by two o thereto whome we 
gaue their paflage, who otherwife would haue taken it)nightly to keep watch by 
turnes.'difcharging their harquebufesin the euening, and hanging out kindled 
matches, to terrifie the theeues, and teftifie their vigilancy. Fiue dayes now al. 
moft fpent finccwefirft imbarked,an houre before Sunne-fet we failed by the 
Southern angle of Delta: where the riuer diuideth into another branchmot much, 
inferior vnto this,the Eaft bounds of that IIand(which whether of i^ifta or Afri- 
o* is yet to be decided)entring thefea(as hath binfaid before^bdow Damiata. 
Proceeding vp the Riuer, about twilight we arriued at Bolac, the port towne to 
Cairo, and not two miles diftant:where cuery Frankeat his landingistQ pays 
dollar. Leauing our carriages intheboate, within night we hired fix Afles, with 
their driuers for the value of fix pence, to condud vs vnto Cairo*, where by 
an Englilh Merchant wee were kindly entertained, who fed and houfed vs 

gratis. 

Hucba Hibnu Igaflfb the Arabianjauidhttg a part of Africa? and making himfelfe 
Lord of the fame, built a City in the defarts,as fearing the trechery of the Afri¬ 
cans y fome hundred & twenty miles from the ruinesof Cartbage-wbkh he called 
Cairo: the name fignifiethin the ^rabicke tongue, a place ofconuention.-or ra¬ 
ther,E/ Cbabira ? whkh fignifieth a compeller. From that time the Arabiansbe- 
gan to mixe with the Moores, from whence this affinity in their fpeech doth pro¬ 
ceed- yet accuftomed they in their fongs to mention their genealogies, and to 
ioyne with their owne names the name of their Nation. This kingdome for cer- 
taine yeeres continued in his family,and grew fo great in the dayes of Elcan C/t. 
UphfNho entred on that principality & Prieft-hood m the yeer of our Lorded,, 
that he fent out Gthor , by birth a Dalmatian (whome of a ftaue he had made ofhis 
Councell) with a mighty army-who fubdued all Itymidia and Barbary: and jn 
afecond expedition conquercdboth MgyptixidSyria. But miftrufting the forces 

of 
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o tEluir Caliph o/f Bdykn^to whom the Vice-Caliph of Mgypt was fled) he built 
for a refuge this great,and then ftrong Citie,which he named Elchairo in memo- 
riall of the other. Scaliger the elder writes,that Gebor built it to fortifie himfelfe a- 
gainft his mafter, hauing rebelled: but Leo the African , that he fent for the Caliph 
into Barbary , and inuefted him in his conquefts. This Citie is fcatedonthe Eaft 
fide of the Riuer, at thefoote oftheRockie mountaine Uucc&t: winding there¬ 
with,and reprefenting the form of a crefcentrftretching South and North with 
the adioyning fuburbs,fiue Italian miles* inbreadth fcarceone and a haife where 
it is atthebroadeft. The walls (if it be walled) rather feeme to belong vntopri- 
uate houfes then otherwile: yet is the City of a maruellous ftrength: as appeared 
by that three dayes battell carried thorowit by Selymtts^zad mayntained by a 
poore remainder of the Mamaluckes. For the ftreets are narrow, and the houfes 
high-built,all of ftone wel-nigh to the top; at the end almoft of each a gate^which 
fluit(as nightly they are) make euery ftrect as defenfiue as a Caftle. The houfes 
more beautifull without,then commodious within:being ill contriued with com- 
betfomc paffages. Yet are the roofes high pitcht:and the vppermoft lightly open 
in the middeft to let in the comfortable aireiflat,and plaiftredaboue-the walls fur¬ 
mounting their roofes,commonly of Angle brickes,(as arc many of the walls of 
the vppermoft ftories)which ruined on the top,tofuch as ftand aloft afford a con- 
fufed fpe<ftacle:6emay be compared to a groue offiourifhingtreesthat haue only 
feereand perifhed crownes. Their locks & keyes be ofwoodjeuen vntodoores 
that are plated with iron. But the priuat buildings are not worth the mentioning, 
if compared to the publike: of which the Mofques exceedein magnificency; 
the ftonesofmany beingcurioufly earn’d without,fupported with pillars of mar¬ 
ble, adorned with what Art can deuife,&their Religion tolerate. Yet differ they j 
in forme from thofe of Conftantinoplc ■ fome being fquare with open roofes in the 
middle of a huge proportion, thecouered circle tarraft abouc.* others ftretching 
out in length; and many fitted vnto the place where they ftand. One built(and 
that the greateft)by Gehcr called Gemith Hajhare: he being named Hajhare by 
the Caliph , which fignifieth Noble. Of thefe in this Citie there is reported to be 
fuch a numbey,as paffes beliefc,fo that I lift not name it. Adioyning vnto them 
arelodgings for&iwnwj(which are fooles, and mad men) of whom we haue fpo- 1 
ken already. When one of them die,they cary his body about in proceffion with 
great reioy^ings: whofe foule they fuppofc to be rapt into Paradife. Here be alfo 
diuersgoodly Hofpitals,both for building, reuenue,and attendance: amongft 
which that built by Pijlor the firft SultH of f Ctoamalucksjs moil remarkable; en¬ 
dowed by him with the ycercly rettenew of two hundred thoufand Sharifies, Next 
to thefe in beauty are the great mens Serragliosiby which if a Chriftian ride they 
willpullhim from his affe(for they prohibite vs horfes,as not worthy to beftride 
them)with indignation and contumely. The ftreets are vnpaued, and exceeding 
dirty after afhowrc;(for here itraineth fometimes in the winter, contrary to 
thereceiued opinion, and then mod fubiedtto plagues)ouer which many beames 
arc laid athwart on the tops of houfes, and coueredwich mats to fhelter them 
from the Sunne. The like couerture there is betweenctwo high Mofques in the 
prindpall ftreeteofthe Citie: vnder which when the Baffa paffeth,or others of 
quality,they fhootvparrowcs,which ftick abouein abundance. Theoccafionof 
thatctiftome Iknow not. During our abode in the Citie fell out the feaftoftheir 
little By ram, when in their priuate houfes they daughter a number of flieepe; 

which 
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which cut in gobbets, they diflribute vnto their fiauesand to the poorer fort of 
people,befmearing the doores with their bloudrperhaps in imitation of thePafie- 
ouer. The 2\$e(a mile diftant)inthe tircijeofthe inundation, by fundry chanels 
flowes into the City. When thefe chatfelsgrow empty,or the water corrupted, 
they haue it brought then* thenceforth from the Riuer by Camels. For although 
they haue many wels, yet is the water bad ,& good for no other vfe then to coolc 
the fireetes orto cleanfe their houfes. In the heart of the towne Hands a fpatious 
Caine, which they callthe Befiflan- } in which(asinthofe at Conftantinople)zrc fold 
all kind of wares of the finer fomlclling old things by the call of Wbogiues merer 
imitating therein the Venetians, or imitated by them. Three principal 1 gates there 
be to thisCitie: Beb.?S(anfree,ox the Gate of Vi&ory, opening towardsthe red fea- 
Beb.Zueila leading to Nilus and the old towne(betweenc thefe thechiefe Hreet of 
the City doth extend, )%CBebelFutuli, or the Portof Triumph,on the North of 
the Citie and Opening to the Lake called Esbiky. Three fides thereof arcinclofed 
with goodly buildings, hauing galleries of pleafure which iettyouer, fuftained 
vponpillars.Onthe other fide(nowa heapeofruines) Hood theflately palace of 
Duittbie , wife to the Sultan Caitbeus.in which were dores and iaumes of luoryj 
the walles and pauementscheckredwith difcoloured marble.-Columnes ofPor- 
phyr,Alablafier,and Serpentineahe feelings flourilfied with gold and azure,and 
inlaid with Indian Ebony,a wood affirmed to be onely proper to that countrey.

a tree,which being cut downejalmoft equals a Hone in hardneffe. In a word,the 
magnificecy was fuchas could be deuifed or effe&ed by a womas curiofity ,& the 
purfe of a Monark.Leuelled with thegroundby Selymus t the Hones &ornaments 
thereof were conueyed vnto Conflantinople. The Lake both fquare & large,is but 
onely a lake when the riuer oucr-flowethj being ioyned thereunto by a channel!,* 
where the AfwraCrowed vp & downe in barges, (haded with damaskes, & ftuffes 
of /W/4)accuftome to folacetfiemfclues inthe euening. The water fallen,yetthe 
place rather changeth then lofeth his delightfulnclfe: affoording the profit of flue 
haruefls in a yeere,together with the pleafure-frequented muchinthecoole of 
the day. I cannot forget the iniury receiued in this place,and withalltheiufiice. 
Abufed by a beggerly Moorei for fuch onely wilj who then but feemed to^egin 
his knauery,we were glad to fly vnto another for fuccour,feeming a man ofgopd 
fort- and by killing of his garment, infinuated into his fauourj who rebuked him 
for the wrong he did vs. When eroding vs againe,ere we had gon far, he vfed vs 

far 
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far worfe then before. We offered to returne to the other,which he fearing,inter- 
pofed.-doing vs much villany,to the merriment of the beholders; efteeming of 
Chriftians as of dogs and Infidels. At length we got by, and againe complained. 
He in a maruellous rage made his flaues to purfue him;who caught him,ftript him, 
and beat him with rods.all along the leuell-calling vs to be lookers on.-and focon- 
ueyed him to the place of corredion ; whereby alllikelyhoodhehad an hundred 
blowes on thefeete to feafon his paftimes.Beyond this are a number of toggling 
houfes extending well-nigh to Belac> which is the key vnto Cairo : a large tovvne, 
and ftretchingalongft theRiuer;in fafhion of building, infome part not much 
inferiour to the other. Within and without the Citie are a number of delicate or¬ 
chards,watered as they doe their fields,in which grow variety of excellent fruites; 
as orenges, lemons, Pomegranats, apples ofParadife, Sicamor figs, and others, 
(whole barks they bore ful of holes,the trees being as great as the greateft Oakes, 
the fruite not growing arhongft the leaues,but out of the bole & branches)Dates, 
Almonds,Calfiafiftula,(leaued like analh, the fruite hanging downe likefaufa- 
ges)Locuft; flat, and the forme of a Cycle) Galls growing vpon Tamarix, Ap¬ 
ples no bigger the berries, plantains, that haue a broad flaggy leafe growing in 
clufters,& lhapenlike cucumers,y rindlike a pefcod, folid within, without ftones 
or kernels, to the taft exceeding delicious/'-Ms the Mahometans fay wasthefor- 
bidden fruite;which being eaten by our firft parents,and their nakednefle difeoue- 
red vnto them ,they made them aporns of the leaues thereof)and many more,not 
knowne by name, nor feene by mee elfewhere.-fome bearing fruit all the yeere, 
and almoft all of them their leaues.To thefe adde thofe whole fields of Palmes; 
(and yet no preiudice to the vnder-growingcorne;of all others mod delightful!* 
In the aforefaid orchards thereare great numbers of Cacnelions;yet noteafily 
found,in that neere to ^-colour of that whereon they fit. A creature about the big- 
nes of an ordinary Lizard.His head vnproportionabfy big,his eyes great and mo¬ 
iling,without the writhing of his neck w« h is inflexible.-his back crooked,his skin 
fpotted with little tumours,Ieffe eminent as neerer the belly .his‘taile flender and 
long: on each foot he hath fiue fingers,3.on the outfide,& 2 .on theinfide:flow of 
pace,but fwiftly extending his toug,of a maruelous length for the proportio of his 
body,wherewith he pr’eyes vpo flies, f top thereof being hallowed by Nature for 
that purpofe.So that deceiued they be who think that they eate nothing,but onely 
liue vpo airejthough furely aire is their principall fuftenance.For thole that haue 
kept them for a whole yeere together,could neuer perceiue that they fed vpo any 
thingelfe-.& might obferuetheirbelliestofwel,after they had drawn in the aire,& 
clofed their iawes;w ch they expanfeagainft the rays of the Sun. Green they be of 
colour,& of a dusky yellowibrighter & whiter towards the belly.yet fpotted with 
blue,white,& red.They changenot into al colors,as reportedilaid vpon green,the 
green predominatesjvpo yellow the yellow:but laid vpon blue, or red,or white 
thegreeneretainethhis hue notwithftading;onely the other fpotsreceiue a more 
orient luftredaid vpo black,they looke black,yet not without a mixture ofgreen 
Allofthem in al places are not coloured alike.They arefaidtobearcadeadly ha¬ 
tred to the lerpentiinfotnuch as when they efpie them basking in the Sun,or in the 
fhade, they wil climbe to the ouer.hanging branches, and let downe from their 
mouthes a thred,Gke to that of a fpirifters, hauing at the end a little roud drop vv tS 
Ihineth like quickfilucr,that falling on their heads'dothdeftroy them:and what is 
more to be admired,if the boughs hang not fo ouer/hat the thred may perpendi¬ 
cularly- defeed, with their former feet they wil fo direct it, that it flial fai directly. 

M “ -• Aloft, 
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Alofr,andneere the top ofthe mountaine,againft the South end of the Citie, 
hands the Caftle(once the ftately manfion of the Mamaluck Sultans, & deftroyed 
by Selymm)a{cmdtd vntoby one way onely,and thathewne outof the rocfee 
which rifingleifurely with cafie fteeps, and fpacious diftances,(thoughofa great 
height)may be on horsback without difficulty mounted. From the top,-the Citie 
by reafon ofthePalmes difperfed thorowout,appeareth raoft beautiful-the whole 
country below lying open to the view.The Gaftlefo great, that it feemeth a Citic 
ofitfelfejimmured with high wals,diuided into partitions,and entred by dores of 
iron-wherein are many fpatious courts, in times paft the places ofexercife. The 
ancient buildings all ruinated, do onelyfhew that they haue bin fumptuous-there 
being many pillars of folid marble yet handing,and of fohuge a proportion,tha£ 
how they came thither is not leaft to be wondredat. Here hath the Bajja his reft, 
dence, wherein the Dittan is kept on Sundaies,Mundaies,and Tuefdaiessthe Chau, 
fes as aduocates preferring the 1 'uites of their clients.Forty ianizanes he hath of his 
guard attired like thofe at Confiantimple: the reft imployed about the Countrey, 
for the moft part are not the fonnesof Chriftians ; yet faithfull vnto fuch as are 
vnder their charges^whom ftioitld they betray,they not onely lofe their lines,but 
alfo the pay which is due to their pofteritie.Suchis this Citie,thefaireft in Turkie,< 
yet differing from what it was, as from a body being yong and heakhfulI,doth the 
fame grownc old and wafted with dil'eafes. 

Hither thefacredthirft ofgaine, andfeareof pouertyjallureth theaduenturous 
merchant from far reraoued nations:by reafon ofthe trade with India,* and neigh¬ 
bourhood of the Red fea; being from hence not paft two daies iourneyffo called 
of Erytkra an ALgypuanlirng, which fignifieth Red in that laguage.Yet little is the 
TW'eaduantaged thereby: flothfull,of a groffe conceit to deuife new waies vnto 
profit ;and vnexpert in nauigationj which to an induftriotisand knowing people 
would affoord an vnfpeakcable benefit. Neuertheleflcthey haue herea hauen cal¬ 
led Sues, heretofore ^/?w«,flourifhing and abounding with merchandize in the 
time ofthe Ptelomres. Built by philadelphus, and fb named in honour of his fifter s 
a Lady of furpaffing bcautie, giuen in marriage to Lyfimachus King of Macedon. 
The fea there being, at a low water, ho broader then a riuerrandeuery where dan¬ 
gerous to faile thorovv,by reafon of the multitude of fhelues and vndifcouerable 
rockes.Speakingofthis fea,I cannot but remember the wonderfull proiedt of cko. 
fatra, who flying from the battell of ASlium, and gathering together all her por¬ 
table riches, attempted to haue hoift her flapping out of the Mid-land fea,and to 
haue hailed them into this; withpurpofe to haue planted in another countrey,re- 
moued far from the danger and bondage threatned by that war:butthecomming 
of Anthony altred her purpofe.Nowitis a place offmall commerce,andinhabited 
by a few,in regard ofthe fcarcity of all manner ofprouifion,& penury of waters, 
Yetistherea ftation for gallies,being in number about flue and twenty .Thefe are 
brought from Confiantimple vnto Cairo-, and taken in pieces,are carried vnto S ties 
vpon Camels,and there put together.But the main of commodities which come 
to Cairo, are brought ouer-iand by Caruan from Mtcha-, as precious ft ones, fpices 
ftuffes of India, Indico, gums, amber, all forts of perfumes, &c. But the Enphfh 
hauefo ill vtterance fortheir warm clothes in thefe hote countries, that I beleeue 
they will rather fuffer their fhips to rot in the Riuer, then continue that trade any 
longer. *■ 

Now Cairo this great Citie is inhabited by t MooresfiTurkes, Negroes Jems > Cop- 

ties, 
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ties , Gr^£i?.f,and Armenian* who are here the pooreft, andeuery where the ho- 
nefteftjlabouring painefully, andliuing foberly. Thofe that are notfubieft to the 
Turke , if taken in warres,are freed from bondage:who are,liue freely,and pay no 
tribute of childrcnas do other Chriftians. This priuiledgeenioy they, for that a £W& 

certaine Armenian foretold of the greatneffe and glory of Mahomet. They once 
were vnderthe Patriarke of cansiantimple: but about the herefie of Eutyches they 
fell from his gouernment,and communion with the Grecians, whom theydetcft 
aboueall other: re-baptizing fuch as conuert to their feift.They beleeue that there 
is but one nature in Chrift, not by a commixion of the diuine with the humane, 
as Eutyches taught,but by a coniun£tion: euen as the foule is ioyned to the body. 

They deny thereall prefence inthcSacrament.&adminifter it as the Copties doe: 
with whom they agree alfo, concerning Purgatory ,& not praying for the dead: 
as with the Greekes , that the holy Ghoft proceedcth onely from the Father, and 
that the dead neither do,nor fhallfeele ioy, ortorment vntilltheday of £)oome. 

Their Patriark hath his being at Tyberis in Per fir. in which country they liue weal¬ 
thily,and in good eftimation. There are three hundred Bifhops oft hat Nation. 

ThePriefts marry not twice;eat fleflibutfiae timesayeerejand then,Ieft the 
people fhould thinkeitafintoeate in regard of their abftinence. They erre that 
write, that the people abftaine from all meats prohibited by the Mofaicall law-for 
hogs flelhthey eate where they can without offence to the t Mahometans. They 
obierue the Lent moft ftri<ftly: yet eat flefh vpon Fridayes betweene Batter and 
Whitfontide.As for Images they adore them not. Here they haue their affemblies 
inobfcure chambers. Comming in( which was on a Sunday in theafcernoone) 
we found one fitting in the midft of the Congregation jin habit notdiffering from 
the reft, reading on a Bible in the Caldean toung. Anon the Biftiop entredina 
hood and veft of blacke, with a ftaffe in his hand; to which they attributed much 
holines.Firft he prayed,and then fung certaine Pfalmes, affiftcd by two or three- 
after all fung ioyntly, at interims praying to themfeluesjrefetnbling the Turkes in 
the pofiture of their bodies and often probations: the Bifhop excepted- who 
ere&inghis hands, ftood all the while with his face to the altar. TheSer uice en¬ 
ded,one after another do kiffe hishand,and beftow their almes,he laying the o- 
ther on their heads, and bleffing them. Laftly, he prcfcribeth fucceeding fafts and 
feftiuals. Where is to be noted,that they faft vpon the day of the Natiuhy of our 
Sauiour. 

Here alfo is a monaftery of Greek Coloiem, belonging vntothe capitall Mona- 
fiery of Saint Katherine of Mount Swa,£xom Cairo fome eight daies iourny ouer 
the defarts. She isfaid to bethc daughter of King Colt a, a King of Cyprus: whoin 
the time of Maxemius conucrted many vnto Chrift. Tortured on a wheele,and 
finally beheaded at Alexandria (where two goodly pillars of Theban maVble 
(though halfe fwallowed with ruines) rcferue the memory of the place,)(he was 
conueyed(as theyaffirme)by an Angell,and buried in this mountaine. It hath 
3. tops of a maruellous height: that on the Weftfide, of old called Mount Horcb t 
wire re God appeared to UMofes in a bufh-fruitfull in paftorage,far lower, and flia- 
dowedwhentheSunarifethbythe midlemoft: which is that whereon Godgauc 
the Law vnto Mefes. The monaftery ftandsatthefootofthemountaine,refem- 
bling a CaftlCjVvith an iron doore; wherein they Ihew the tomb of the Saint much 
vifitcd by pilgrims, from whence the top by fourteene thoufand ftepsofftone 
is afcended, w here ftands a ruined Chappell. A plentifull fpring defcendech from 
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thence, & watering the valley below,is againe drunke vpby the thirfty fand.This 
ftrongMonaftery is to entertaine all Pilgrims,(for there is no other place ofenter- 
taineraent) hauing an annuall reuenue offixty thoufand dollars from Chriftian 
Princes.Of which foundation fixe and twenty other depend, difperfed thorow 
diuers countrics.Thcy giue alfo daily almesto the Arabs „ to be the better fecured 
from outrage. Yet will they not fuffer them to enter,but let it do wne from the bat¬ 
tlements. Their orchardaboundeth with excellent fruits.-amongH which are Ap¬ 
ples, rare inthefe countries,transferred from Damafco. They are neither fubied to 
Pope nor Patriark; but haue a Superintendent of their own, at thisprefent in Cai¬ 
ro. Thefehercmadevsa collation, where I could not but obfeme their gulling in 
of wine withadeerefelicitiejwhereof they haue their prouifionfrom Candy. 

Foure feds of Mahometans there were in the time of LA Africa#™ in this City: 
fprungin times paft from foure feuerall interpreters of the Alcoran-, who wilinot 
eafily relinquilh their opinions. Yet do they not traduce one another, although 
they repute each other for hereticall. That called chenefia is the principally whole 
prieftsdo feede on horfe-flefli.Such horfesas are vnfit for feruice,their caters do 
buy,and fat for their palats.Each fedary is punifhed for tranfgrelfions again!! the 
rules of their Religion by the Iudgeof that Order. 

During our aboade here, a Caraan went forth with much foIemnity,to raeete 
and relieuc the Great Caruan in their returne from CMecha-, which confilleth of 
- many thoufands of.Pilgrims that trauell yeerely thither in deuotion and former- 
ehandizejeuery onewith hisbanrol in his hand:and their Camels gallantly trickc 
(the Alcoran carried vpon one,in a precious cafe couer’d ouer with needle-work, 
and laid on a rich pillow,enuiron’d with a number of theirchanting Priefts)guar- 
ded by diuers companies of fouldiers, and certaine field pieces. Forcie eafie 
dayes iourney it is diftant from hence: diuided by a wildernelfe of fand,that liettt 
in drifts, anddangerouflymoueth with the wind:thorow which they are guided 
in many places by flarres,aslhipsintheOcean.Now within three dayes iourney 
they afcendamountaine(the fame they fay, where Abraham would haue lacri- 
ficed lfaac.)¥Lete facrifice they a number of lheepe:& (tripping themfelues,wrapt 
onely in a mantle without knot or hem, proceed vnto Mecha. Where is a little 
ChappellCwithin a goodly Mofque)about eight yards.fquare: the caufe of this 
deuotion,(towards which, when they pray,whercfoeuer they be,they doeturne 
their faces)built,as theyaffirmejby Abrahax within, it is hung withcrimfonfatin, 
and veiled about wi&ha richer ftutfefent thither yeerely by the Emperor,(as to 

* AGmimt, that of Medina Telnahy ,) prouided at Cairo-thc* Enter of Mecha hauing the old for

But a fightit is no lefle ftrange then ridiculous,to behold the honour they do vnto 
the Camell at his returne vnto Cot)JlantiMp[e i tha.t lupported their Alcoran,^ ac 
Cairo in fome fort to that that carried the veftures) crowding about him as led 
thorow the llreets: fome pulling off his haires, and preferring them as relickes; 
fome killing,others with his fweatebefmearing their eyes,and faces: and cutting 
him at length into little gobbets,giue thereof to eate vnto their friends and famili- 
ars.Many of the Pilgrimes by poaring on hot bricks,doe voluntarily perilh their 
fights:as defiring to fee nothing prophanc, after fofacred a fpediacle. Heethat at 
his recurnegiueth ouer the world,and himfelfetocontemplation,isefteemed as a

prung Msfj.’chaines about their forelcgs,as they haue bin times there. In that City oi Mecha

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fomc fay their falfc prophet was borne: but eronioufly. Seated if is in a pleafant 
foile,butenuironcdwith defarts and hilsjhauing no water but what proceedeth 
from one fpring,which they fay was Ihewed by.an Angel vnto Hagan and almoft 
miraculous it is that ir lliould fuffice fuch a multitude of people and cattle. A place 
of principal traffick.-not onely by the'meancs of the Indian Caruans 3 whkh thither 
yeerely repaire with their commodities: but oftheeountrey adioyning, whofe 
precious productions haue inftiled it happy*

The Chriftiandyeth thatapprocheththis place within fine miles compafle. After 
fourcteene dayes they returne vnto the aforefaid mountaine.-apartofthem par¬ 
ting from the reft going out of the way to Medina Telnabi y which is by interpre¬ 
tation, The City of the Prophet: famous forconcourfe of people: though in a 
barren countrey; fcarce two daies iourney from Mecha. Where in a little Chap¬ 
pell lightned with three thoufand lampes that there burne perpetually, lie Maho- 
met 3 0mer t and Balynw Ample tombesofthe ancient fafhion, cut out like lozen¬ 
ges. That of CWahomet(not hanging in the ayre as reported)is couered with 
greene hauing on the fide a* Carbuncle as big as an egge, which yeeldsamar-* 
ucllous luftre. Thefe meete againe with the reft of the Caruan at the place ap- 
pointed. 

But to digreffe no further.Than Cairo no city can be more populous,nor bet¬ 
ter ferued withal forts of prouifion. Here hatch they egges by artificial! heatein 
infinite numbers; the manner as feene thus briefly. In a narrow entry on each 
fide flood two rowes of ouens,one ouer another. On the floores of the lower they 
lay the offals of flaxe ; ouer thofe mats, and vpon them their egges, at leaft fixe 
thoufand in an ouen.The floores ofthe vpper ouens wereasroofestothevnder: 
grated ouer like kilnes,only hauing tunnels in the middle, with couers vnto them. 
Thefe gratings are couered with mats,on them three inches thickelieththedrie 
and puluerated dung of Camels,Buffoloes,&c. At the higher and farther fides of 
thofe vpper ouens are trenches of lomejahandfull deepe,& two handfuls broad. ' 
In thefe they burne of the forefaid dung,which giueth a fmothering heat without 
vifible fire. Vnder the mouths ofthe vpper ouens arc conueyancesTor fmoke; 
hauing round roeffes, and vents atthe top to fhutand to open. Thus Ire the egges 
in the lower ouens for the fpace of eight dayes: turned daily ,& carefully lookt to 
lhattheheat be but moderate. Thepcull they the badfrom thegood,by that 
time diftinguifliable(holding them betweene alampe and the eye) which are 
two parts of the three for the moft part. Two dayes after they put out the fire, 8 c 
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conuey by the paffage in the midle, the one half into the vpper ouens: then {hut¬ 
ting all clofe,they let them alone for ten daies longer-,at which time they become 
difclofedinan inftant. This they pra&ife from the beginning of Ianuary vntiil 
the midft of!une,the cgs beingthen raoft fit for that purpofe-, neither are they (as 
reported) preiudiced by thunder: yetthefe declare that imitated Nature will ne- 
uer be equalledjallofthem being fome part defeCtiue or monftrous. 

Moft of the inhabitants of Cairo confift of merchants and artificers; yet the 
merchants frequent no forrein marts. All of a trade keepe their {hops in one place, 
which they fhut about the houre of fiue,and folace themfelues for the reft ofthe 
day, cookes excepted, who keepe theirs open till late in the euening. For few but 
fuch as haue great families dreue meate in their houfes, which the men doe buy 
ready drcft,the women too fine-fingred to meddle with houfwifry, who ride at 
broad vpon pleafure on eafie-going Affes, and tie their husbands to thebeneuo- 
lence that is duejwhich if neglected, they will complaine to the magiftratc, and 
procure a diuorcement.Many practitioners here are in Phy fick,inuited thereunto 
by the {lore of fimples brought hither, and here growingjan art wherein the 
gyptians haue excelled from the beginning.

A kind ofRueis here,much m requeft, where with they perfume themfelues in'fhe 
mornings* notonely asa preferuatiueagainft / infection,but efteeming itpreua- 
lentagainft hurtfull fpirits*. Sothe Barbarians of oldaccuftomed to doe with the 
roots of wild Galingal.There are in this City,and hauebeene of long, a fort of 
people that do get their liuings by {hewing ©f feates with birds and beafts,excee¬ 
ding therein all fuch as haue bin famous amongft vs:I haue heard a Rauen fpeake 
fo perfeCtly,as hath amazed me. They vfe both their throats and tongus in vtte- 
ring of founds, which other birds do noe.and therefore more fit for that purpofe; 
Scaligtr the father, reports of one that was kept in a monaftcry hard by him* 
which when hungry would call vpon Conrade the cook,fo plainly, as often mif- 
taken fora man. Ihauefeenethem make both dogs andgoates to fettheir foure 
feet on a little turned pillar of wood about a foot high,and no broader at the end 
then the palme of a hand: diming from one to two,fet on the top of one another- 
and fo to the third and fourth* and there turne about as often as their matters 
would bid them. They carry alfodancing Camelsabout,taught when young by 
fettingthem on a hot harth,and playing all the while on an inftrument: the poore 
beaft through the extremity of heatc lifting vp his feet one after anothcr.This 
practice thjy for certain moneths together: fo that at length whenfoeuer he hea- 
reth the fidflc,he will fall a dancing. Affes they will teach to doc fuch tricks as if 
poffeffed with reafon.-to whom Banks his horfe would haue prouedbuta Zam 
The time of our departure proroged, we rode to Metarea^ 5 .miles North-eaft 
of the City .By the way we faw fand caft vpo the earth,to moderate the fertility 
Here they fay, that our Sauiour,& the bkffed Virgin, with /^^epofedthem* 

felues 
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fclues as they fled from the fury of Herod: when opprefted with thirft,a foil ntaine 
forthwith bur ft forth at their feet to refrefh them.Wefaw a Wei inuiron’d with 3 SaUfticustoM 
poore mud wall,y water drawnevp by *Bujfolos into a little cefterne-from vvhece 6 (t tZ%TX 
^tranintoalauerof marble within a fmallchappell, bythe Moores (in contempt 
of Chriftians)fpitefully defiled. In the wall there isalittle concaue lined with noon* vntiU J 
fweet wood(dimini(hed by affe&ors of relicks) and fmoked with incenlc:in the 
foie, a ftorieofPorphyr,whereon(they fay)fhe did fet our Sauiour. Offo many 
thoufand wels(a thing moft miraculous)this onely affordeth guftable waters:& &>/»• 
thatfo exeellentjthat the^j/arefufeth the Riuertodrinke thereof and drinkes 
of no other: and when they ceaflefor any time to exhauft it, it fendeth forth of it 
felfe fo pleptifull a ftreame,as able to turne an ouer-fall mill. Palling thorow the 
Chappell,it watereth a pleafant orchard^in a corner whereof there ftandeth at>o- 
uergrowne fig-tree which openedfas they report)to receiueour Sauiour and his 
mother,th e hardly elcaping the purfuersjdozing againe till the purfute was paft- 
then againe, diuiding,as now itremaineth. A large hole there is thorow one of 
the fidcs of the leaning bulke:this(they fay )no baftardcan thred^but fliatl flick faft 
by the middle. The tree is all to be-hackt for the wood thereof,reputed offoue- 
raignevertue.Butlabufemy time, and prouoke my Reader.In an inclofuread- 
ioyning,they ihewcd vs a plat of Balmejthe whole remainder of that ftore which 
tfeis orchard produced: deftroyed by the Turkes, or enuy of the lews, as by the 
cither reported: being tranfported out of Ittry, in thedayes of Herod the Great, by 
the commandement of Antoni us^t the fuite o£Cleopatra: but others fay,bfbu<dic 
hither out ofo^r^wFr/ix, at the coft of a Saracen Sultan. * * 

A day or twoafter,we crofted the Niltts.Thvee milesbeyond on the left hand 
left we the place, where upon Good-friday thearmes&legsof a number of men 
fippeere ftretched forth ofthc earth, to the aftoniihment of the multitude. This I 
haueheard confirmed by Chriftians Mahometans, and/rtm,as feene, vpon their 
feuerall faiths. An impofture perhaps contriued by water-men, who fetching 
them from the Mummes i (whereof there are an vnconfunjeable number)and kee¬ 
ping the myfterie in their families, do ftickethc ouernight inthefandiobtainin^ 
thereby the yeerely ferrying oner of many thoufads ofpaftengers.Three or foure 
miles further,on the right hand, and in fight, athwart the plaine,there extendetha 
caufley fupported with arches, fiue furlongs long, ten paces high, and fiuein 
breadth,offmooth and figured ftone: built by the builder of the Py ramides fora 
paflage ouer the foft & vnfupporting earth with weighty carriages.Now hauing 
ridden ouer a goodly plaine, fome twelue miles ouer(in that place the whole 
breadth of JEgypt)\vc came to the foot of the Libyan Defarts. 

Full Weft of the Citie, clofe vpon thofe defarts,aloft on a rocky leuell adioy- 
Aingtothe valley, ftand thofe three Pyramides(the barbarous monuments of 
prodigality and vaine-glory )fo vniuerfally celebrated.The name is deriued from 
« flame of fire, in regard of their fhape.-broad below, and fharpeaboue,like a 
pointed Diamond. By fuch the ancient did exprefle the originall ofthings, and 
thatformlefle forme-taking fubftance.Fo^ a Pyramis beginning at a point,& 
the principal! height by little and little dilateth into 41 parts.- fo Nature procee¬ 
ding from one vndeuideable fountainefeuen God the foueraigne Eflencc;rc- 
cciuethdiuerfitieofformesjeffufedinto feuerallkindsand multitudes of figures: 
vniting all in the fupreme head,from whence al excellencies iftue.The labours of 
the /cwci 3 as themfelues report,& is alleaged by lofephus 3 vtctc employed in thefe- 
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which deferueth little better credit( for what they built was of brick) then that 
abfurd opinion of Tfazian^enus-, who out of the confonancy of the names, affir- 
lneth,that they were built by /ofepb for granaries, againftthefcuenyeeres of fa. 
mine:when as one was thrice feuen yeeres,fauing one,in crewing. But by the tefti- 
raonie of all that haue writ, amongft whom Lucan.

When high Pyramides do grace 
The Ghojti of Ptolemies lewd race\ 


and by what fhallbefaid hereafter, moft manifeft it is,that thefe,as the reft, were 
the regall fepulchers of theJEgjptians.The greateft of the three,and chiefe of the 
worlds feuen wonders, being fquare at the bottome, is fuppofed to take vp eight 
acres of ground. Euery fquare being 300. Angle paces in length, the fquare at 
the top,confiding of three ftones onely,yet large enough for threefc ore to ftantj 
vpon.-afeended by two hundred fifty flue fteps,each ftepaboue three feet high, 
ofa breadth proportionable. No ftone fo little throughout the whole,as to bee 
drawneby out carriages; yet were thefe hewne out oft he Troian mountaines,fia| 
off in Arabia-^ fo called of the captiuc Troians^ brought by Menelam into Ai/yptp 
and there afterward planted. A won<Hr how conueyed hither :howfo mounted 4 
greater. Twenty yeers it was in building; by three hundred threefcore and fix$j 
thoufand men continually wrought vpon: who onely in radifhes, garlicke,and o- 
nions,arefaid to haue confumed one thoufand and eight hundred talents. By 
thefeand the like inuentions exhaufted they their treafure, & itnployed the pea. 
pie; for feare leaft fuch infinite wealth fhould corrupt their fucceffors,and dangc- 
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rous idlenefle beget in the Subiett a defire of innouation.Befides, they confide- 
ring the frailty of man,that in an inftantjbudSjbloweSjand withereth^did endeauor 
by fuchfumptuousaud magnificent ft ru<ftures,in fpite of death togiuevntotheir 
fames eternitie. Butvaincly: 

Notfumptudus Pyramis to skies vp-reard. 

Nor Elean louts proud Faine, which heauen compeerd 3 
Nor the rich fortune of Maufoleus tombe , 

Are priuiledgdfrom deaths extremejl dome. 

Or fire , or fiormes , their glories do abate , 

Or they ^age-fhaken fall with their ownewaight. 

Yet this hath bene too great a morfell for time to deuoure* hauing ftood,as may 
be probably conic<ftured,aboutthree thoufand and two hundred yeeres: and now 
rather old then ruinous. 1 yet the North fideismoft \vorne,bjri&{bn ofthe humi¬ 
dity of the Northern wind,which here is y moy fteft.The top atlength we afcen- y 
ded with many paules and much difficulty-from whence with delighted eyes we 
beheld that foueraigne of ftreames,and mod excellentofcountries.Southward & 
neere-handth zMummes: a far off diuers huge Py ram ides-each of which, were this 
away,mightfupply the repute ofa woder.During a great part ofthe day it cafteth 
no fhadow on thecarth,but is at once illuminated on all fides f Defcending againe, 
on the Eaft fide, below, from each corner equally diftant, weapproched the en¬ 
trance, feeming heretofore to haue bin dozed vp,or fo intended,both by the place 
it felfe,as appearethby the following picture,and conueyances within. Into this 
our latii^aries difeharged their harquebufes^eft fome fliotud haue skulkt within to 
haue done vs a mifehieftand guarded the mouth whilft weentred,forfeareof the 
wild K^drabs .To take the better footing,we put off our fhooes,and mod of our ap. 
parell: foretold ofthe heat within, not inferiout toaStoue. Ourguide(a tMoore) 
went foremoft:euery one of vs with our lights in our hands. A mod dreadfull paf- 
fage, and no lefte cumberfome; not aboue a yard in breadth, and foure feet in 
height: each ftone containing that meafure.Sothatalwaiesftooping,andfome- 
times creeping, by reafon ofthe rubbidge, we defeendedf not by ftaires,butas 
downc the fteep of a hill) a hundred feet:where the place for a little circuite enlar¬ 
ged; & the fearful defeent continued, which they lay noneeuer durft attempt any 
farther. Saue that a Bafla of Cairo, curious to fearch into the fecrets thereof,caufed 
diuers condemned perfons to vndertakethe performance well ftored with lights 
and other prouifion.- & that fome ofthemafeendedagaine well-nigh thirty miles 
otfin the Defarts. A fable deuiled only to beget wonder.But others haue written^ 
that atthc bottome there is a fpacious pit, eighty and fix cubits deepe,filled at the 
ouerflowby concealed conduits .-in the midft a little Hand, and onthat a tombe 
containing the body of Cheops, a King o£ JEgypt^and the builder of this Pyramis.- 
which with the truth hatha greater affinity. For fince I haue bene told by one out 
of his owne expcrience,that in the vttermoft depth there is a large fquare place 
(though without water) into which he was led by another entric opening to the 
South, knowncbutvnto few (that now open, being fhut by fome order )&entred 
at this place where we feared to defeed. A turning on the right hand lcadeth into a 
little room: which by reafon ofthe noifome fauour,& vneafiepaffage werefufed 
tk> eflter.Gkmbcringouer the mouth ofthe aforefaid dungeo weafcendedasvpo

This entry was of ah exceeding height, yet no broader from fide to fide 
then a man may fathome-benched on each fide,and dozed aboue with admirable 
architecture: the marble fo great,and focunningly ioyned,as ithadbin hewnc 
thorowthe liuing rockc. At the topweentred into a goodly chamber twentie 
foote wide, and forty in lengthithe rooffe of a maruelious height- andthe ftones 
te*? eight floores it,eight rooffes it, eight fogge the ends, and fixtecne 
the ndesjall of well wrought Theban marble. Atwhart the roome sit the vpper end’ 
there ftandethatombe-vncouered, empty,and all of one ftone- breft high fe 
Jjen feet irilength,not foure in breadth, and founding like a bell.In this (no do’ubn 
lay the body of the builder. They ereding fuch coltly monu.nents,not onely out 
ofa vaine oftcntattons but being of opinion, that after the dilToktion of thedlefh 1

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the bow of an arch,the way no larger then the former, about an hundred & twen¬ 
ty feet. Here we palled thorow a. long entry which led diredly forward:fo low, 
that ittooke eucn from vs that vneafie benefit of {looping. Which brought vs in¬ 
to a little roome with a c 5 pad rooffe,more long then broad, ofpolilhed marble- 
whole grauelike fmell,halfe full of rubbidge,forced our quicke returne. dialing 
alfojouer this entrance,we afeended as before ? about an hundred aad twenty feet

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the foule fliould futuiuc; and when thirty fix thoufand yceres were eJtpired 3 a- 
gainebe ioy nd vnto the felfe-fame body,reftorcd vnto his former condition .-ga¬ 
thered in their conceipts from x^ftronomicalldemonftrations.Againftoneendof 
the tombe, &dofe to the wall,there openech a pit vvitha longand narrow mouth, 
which Leadeth into an vnderchamber.Inthefwalsoneachfideofthevpper room 
there are two holes,one oppofitc to another; their ends not dcfcernable, nor big 
enough to be crept into: iootie within-, and made,asthey fay, by aflame of fire 
which darted thorow it.This is all that this huge mafle corftainrth within his' 
darkfomentrailes-.all, lead to be difeouer ed. Herodotus reports that King Cheops 
becamefo pooreby the building thereof,that hcwascompelledtoprdftitutehis 
daughter-charging her to take whatfoeuer (he could get: who afffedting her par¬ 
ticular glory ,of her fcucrallcuftofners demanded feuerall ftones, withwhich fire 
erected the fecond Pyramid far lefle theuthe former, fmooth without, and not to 
be entred. The third whicbftandeth on the higher ground,is very fmall if com¬ 
pared with the other, yet faith both Herodotus and Strabo, greater in beauty, and 
of no lefle cofl jbeing all built of touch-ftone-difficuk to be wrought,and brought 
from the fartheft Ain&^/4»mountaines.Butfurely not fo ; yet intended they to 
hauecouercd it with T hebxn marble; whereof a great quantity lyethby it. Made 
it was by Mycerlmh the fon otcheops: fome fay,by a Curtizan Of Naucreti spalled 
Doricx by Sappho the Poetrcfle.and beloued of her brother caraxus $ who fraught 
with wines, oft fayled hither from Lesbos. Others name Rhodope another of that 
trade-atthe fir ft fellow flaue with JEfope the writer of fables: who obtaining her 
liberty dwelt in this City, where rich infome fort were reputed noble.But that 
flie fliould get by whoring fuch a mafle of treafure, is vncredible.Some tell a fto- 
ry, how that one day waffling herfelfe, an Eagle fnatcht away her fhooe,and bea¬ 
ring it to Memphis^ let it fall from on high into the lap of the King. Who aftoni-. 
filed with the accident,and admiring the forme, forthwith made a iearch for the 
owner thorowout all his kingdome.Found in Naucretis 3 and brought vnto him,he- 
made her his Queene: & after her .death inclofed her in this monument. Sheliued 
in the dayes of Amxfis. 

^Notfar off from thefe the QoloJJ'us cloth Hand, vnto the mouth confifting of 
the nat urall rock,as if for fuch a purp.ofe aduanccd by Natureyhe reft of huge flat 
ftones faid thereon,wrought all together into the forme of an Ethiopian woman;- 
and adored heretoforeby the countrey people asarurallDeity.Vnder this, they 
fay,lieth buried the body of Amafis. Of fliape leffe monftrous then is Times re¬ 
port, who affirmed: the head to be an hundred & two feet in compafle,when the 
whole is but fixty feet high. The face is fomethingdifflguredby time, or indig¬ 
nation of the Moores images. The aforefaid Author (together witfl o- 

thersjdocall it' a Sphinx. The vpper part of a Sphinx re.fembled a maide, and the 
lower a Lion- whereby the Egyptians defiguredthe increafe of the Riuer,(and 
confequently of their riches) then rifing when the Sunne is in Leo and Virgo. This 
but from the fhouldcrs vpward furmounteth the ground,though Pliny giue it a 
belly: which I know not how to recociie vnto the truth, vnlefte the fund do couer 
thd remainder. By a Sphinx the Egyptians In their hierogly phicks prefeted an har- 
lotdiauing an amiable,and alluring face, but withall the tyranny, and rapacitie 
dfaLionjexercifed ouerthe poore heart-broken, & voluntarily perifliing Louer. 
Theimages of thefe they alfo erected before the entrances of their T eples-decla- 
ringthat fccrcisofphilofophy, andfacred myfteries, fliould be folded in enig. 

matical! 
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tnaticali expreffios,feparated from the vnder (landing of the prophane multitude. 

Fiue miles South-eaft ofthefe, and two Weft ofthe Riiier* towards which in- 
clineth this brow ofthe Mountain, ftood the regall City of Memphisfhe ftrength 
and glory of old Egypt: built by Ogdoo, and called Memphis, by the name of his 
daughter; cotnpreffed (as they faigne) by igilus in the likenefle of a Bull.In this 
wasthetemple of t_^/w(which is the fame with ofir is) as Ofiris with Ntlus,Bac- 
chus , Apollo,&. For vnder feuerall names and figures they exprefled the diners' 
operations of one Deitie, according to that ofthe Poet;

Yet fom few fmprdli- 
onsarelefc, anddiuersthrowne downe, ftatues of monftrous refemblances.- a 
fcarccfufficientteftiiriony to fhew vnto the curious feeker 3 that there it had been.

This hath made fomeerroniouflyaffirine oldMemphisto haue bin the fame with 
new Cairo; new in refpedt of the other, But thofe that hau.e both feeneand writ of 
the former,report it to haue ftood three Schoenes aboue the South angle of Del - 
w,(each Schcene containing fiue miles at theleaft,and fometimes feuen and a 
half differing according to their feuerall cuftomes) which South angle is diftant 
but barely foure miles from Cairo. Befidesthefe Pyramides appertaining vnto 
Memphis, as recorded by Martial,

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are affirmed to haue flood fiue miles North-weft of that City, {landing dire&Iy 
Weft, and full twelue from Cairo. But the moft Pregnant proofe hereof are the 
Mummes^i lying in a place where many generations haue had their fepultures) 
not far aboue Memphis^ neerethebrow of the Libyandeb art, & ftreightning ofthe 
mountains,from Cairo well-nigh twentie miles. Nor likely it is that they would 
fo far carry their dead, hatting as conuenient a place adioyning to the Citie. 

Thefe we had purpofcd to haue feene- but the chargeable guai d,and feare of 
the Arabs there then folemnizing their feftiuall, being befides to haue lay nc out 
all night, made vs content our felues with what we hadheardj hauing before 
feene diuers ofthe embalmed bodies, tnd fome broken vp to be bought for dol¬ 
lars apiece atthe City.Inthat place arefome indifferent great, and a number of 
little Pyramides, with totfibs offeuerall fafhionsimany ruinated, as many viola¬ 
ted by the demand K^irabiam^ who make a profit ofthe dead, and infringe the 
priuiledge of Sepulchers. There were the graues of the ancient JEgyptiansfcom. 
the frft inhabiting ofthatcountrcyj coueting to be there interred, as the place 
fuppofed to contain the body of o/ir«.Vnder euery one,or wherefoeuer lie ftones 
not naturallto the place, by remouing the fame,defcents are defcouered like the 
narrow mouths of wells, (hauing holes in each fide ofthe walls to defcend by,yet 
fo troublefome,that many refufeto go down,that come thither of purpofe)fome 
wel nigh-ten fathomes dcepe leading into long vaults (belonging as fhould feeme, 
to particular families) hewne out ofthe rock, with pillars ofthe fame.Betweene 
euery archthecorfes lie ranckt one by another, fhroudedin anumber offolds of 
linnen,fwathled withbands ofthe fameithcbrefts ofdiuers being ftained with Hi- 
eroglyphicallchara&crs.Withintheir bellies are painted papers, and their Gods 
inclofed in little models of ftone or mettall.-fome of the fhape of men,in coate-ar- 
mours,with y heads of fheepe,hawkes, dogs,&c. others of cats, beetles, monkiesj 
and fuchlike.Of thefe I brought away diuers withme,fuch infimilitude.

Thelinnen pulled ofiRin colour,& like irt fubftance to the inward filme between 
thebarkeand the bole; long dried and brittle )the body appearcth folid, vneor- 
rupt,and perfect in all his demenfions-.whereof the mufculous parts are browne of 
colour, fome blacke, hard as ftone-pitch; and haue in phyficke an operation not 
vnlike,though more foueraigne.In the preparing of thele,to keepethem from pu- 
, trifaCtion, they drew out the brains at the noftrils with an inftrument ofiron, re- 
pleniffiing the fame with preferuatiuefpices. Then cutting vpthe belly with an M- 
, ihiopian ftone, and extracting the bowels, they cleanfed the infide with wine: and 
fluffing the fame with acompofition of Calfia, Mirrh and other odours, dozed 
it againe. The like the poorer fort of people effected with Bitumen (as the infide 
of their skuls and bellies yet teftifie )fetcht from the lake of Afphalitts in Jury. So 
didthey with the itiycc of Cedars-which by the extreme bitternes,& ficcatiue fa¬ 
culty ,not only forthwith fubduedthe caufe of interior corruption, but hath to 
this day (a continuance of aboue three thoufand yceres)preferuedthem vneorrup^ 
ted.Such is the differing nature of thattree, procuring life as it were to the dead,& 
death to the liuing.Thisdone they wrapt the body with linnen in multitudes 
offolds, befraeared with gumme,in maner offeare-cloth. Their ceremonies 
(which were many) performed, they laid the corps in a boate^o be wafted ouer 
■ Acherufia, a lake on the South of the Citie,by one only whom they called chx- 
rom whichgaueto Orpheus the. inuention of his infernall ferri-man:an ill-fauourcd 
llouenly fellow, as mould feemeby Virgth

About this lake flood the ffiady Temple of Hecate, with the Ports of Cocytus and 
obltmon , feperated by barres of braffe .• the originall of like fables. When landed 
on the other fide, the body wasbrought before eertainc Iudgesjto whom ifeon- 
tjinced of an euil life, they depriued it of buriall^ifotherwife,they fuffered it to be 
interred as aforefaid. So fiimptuous were they inthefehoufes of death,fo carefull 
to preferue their carkaffes, foidomuchas the finite, knowing it felfeby diuine in- 
fiinct immortal!, 3 oth defire that the body( her beloucd companion )might enioy 
( as far forth as may be )y like felicity.- giuing, by ereding fuch loftie Py ramidcs 
and thofe dues of funerall, ail poffible eternity. Neither was the Ioffe of thisfcffe 
feared, the the obtaining coueted: infomueh that the Kings of Mgypt accuftomed 
to awe their fubieCts( to them a mod powerful! curb,and a ftrong prouokement) 
by threading to depriue them of fepulture. The terrourof this made Bettor

Returning by the way that wc came, and hauing repaft the Nilm^ we inclined 
On the right hand to fee the ruines of the old City adioy ning tothe South of Cai- 
ro i called formerly Baby Ion certaine Babylonians there fuffered to inhabit by the 
ancient /Egyptian Kings, who built a Caftle in the felfe-fame place where that 
nowftandeth,defcribed before: which was long after the garifontowne of one 
ofthe three Legions, fet to defend this countrey in the time of the Romanes. It 
anciently gaue the name of £4^/00 vnto this City belowj now called Mifrulhe- 
tich by the Arabians*, faid to haue b'eene built by Omar the fucceffor vnto Maho- 
wsitfjbut furely rather re-edified by him then founded-hauing had in it fuch ftore 
of Chriftiati Churches as is certified by their ruines.We paft by a mighty Cefterne 
dozed within a Tower,& (lading vpon an inlet of y Riuer.built,as theyherefay, 
at the charge ofthe /omtoappeafethe anger of the King, ihcenfed by them a- 
gainft the innocent Chriftiansjwhoby the remouingof a mountain(the taske im- 
pofed vpon their faith Jconuerted him vnto their religion,& his difpleafure vpon 
their accufers/This ferueth the Caftle with waterjrunning along anaquadud: born 
vpon 300. Arches. The ruines ofthe City aregrcatjfo were the buildings: 
amongft which,, many of ChriftianMonafteriesand Temples^one latelyC the lafl: 
that flood )throwne dowfie by this Bajfaf as they fay )for that it hindred his pro- 
Iped; if fo, he furely would not haue giueri teaue vnto the Patriarch to rebuild it; 
for which he was fpitefully fpokeft of by the Moores ^ asa fufpeded fauourer ofthe 
Chriftian Religion;who fubuerted forthwith whathe had begun. Whereupon 
the worthy GeriS made a voyage vnto Constantinople, to procure the Grand Sig- 
niors Comandetfient for the fupport of his purpofe.-when by the Greeks there, not 
altogether with his will, hewaschofen their Patriarch; but within a fhort (pace 
difplanted( as the manner is)by the bribery of another, he returned vnto Cairo. 
Befidesherc isa little Chappell dedicated to our Lady.-vnderneath it a Gror; in 
which it is faidthat (hehid her felfe when purfued by Herod.Much frequented it is 
by the Chriftians: as is the tomb of Nafjfa( here being)by the Mahometans.She 
leauing cufa a City of Arabia the Happy, here feated her felfe.- and for that (lie 
was ofthe bloud of their Prophet, and of life vnreproueable, after her death they 
canonized her fora Saintj and built ouer her body a fumptuous fepulcher.- vnto 
which all ftrangers repaired, honouring it with their deuotions, and inriching it 
With their gifts; amounting to an hundred thoufand Sharijfs one yeere with ano¬ 
ther; diftributed amongft thepoorekindred of Ma homeland amongft the Priefts 
that had the charge ofthe fepulchetjwho by ditiulging forged miracles, increafed 
the number of her Votaries., But Selymus fubduing /Egypt fac tomb was defaced, 

& ranfacktby his Ianizaries ; who befidesthe ornaments of gold and filuer, tooke 
from thence in Shariffs about fiuc Millions. But the Chriftians fay that this 2V<*- 
fjfa wasan vnfatiable harlot;, who out of colour( and that for Mahomets fake Jto

The few inhabitants that here be, are Greeks and Armenians. Here we fa w cerraine 
great Serraglios^ exceeding high, andproptvp by butt re lies. Thefethey call the 
Granaries of Iofeph: wherein he horded cornein theyeeresofplentyagainftthe 
fucceedipg famine. In all there befeuen, three Handing, and imployed to the 
felfefame vfe: the other ruined. From thence vp the Riuer for twenty miles 
fpace there is nothing but mines. Thus with the day v$e ended our progrefte. 

Vpon the fourth of March we departed from Cairo in the habite of Pilgrims- 
foure of vs Englilh, conforted with three Italians: of whom one was a Prieft, and 
anothera Phyfition. For our felues we hired three Camels with their keepers; 
two to carry vs,and the third for our prouifion.The price we lhall know at Gaza, 
vpon thedeuiding of the great Caruan^ anfwerable to the fuceelfe ofthe iourney. 
We alfo hired a Coptie for halfe a dollar a day^to be our interpreter ,and to attend 
on vs. Ourprouifionforfo long a voyage wee bore along with vs, w^.Biskor, 
Rice, Railins,Figs,Dates,AlmondSj01iues,Oyle, Sherbets,&c. buying pewter, 
brafle and fuch like implements * as if to fet vp houfe.keeping. Ourwater weear- 
ried in goate skins. We rid in ftiallow cradles (which we bought alfo) two on a 
Camel: harboured aboue, and couered with linnen; to vs exceeding vneafie; 
notfotothepeopleofthefe countries,who fit crofte-legd with a natural! facility. 
That night we pitched by //4»£M,fome fourteene miles from the City. In the 
eueningcame the Captaine: a Turke^ well mounted, and attended on. Here we 
Rayed the next day following, for the gathering together ofthe c^mwjpaying 
foure Madeins a Camell vnto them of the village. Thefe( as thofe elfe where) do 
nightly guard vs, making good whatfoeuer is ftollen.Euer and anon one crying 
Wajhedyisznfwcted Eloughhy another(ioyntly fignifyingoneonely God:)which 
palling aboutthe Caruan, doth allure them thatallis in lafety.Amongft vs were 
diuers lemjh women; in the extremity of their age vndertaking fo wearifomea 
iourney, onely tody at lerufalem: bearing along with them the bones of their pa¬ 
rents,husbands,children, and kinsfolkej as they doe from all other parts where 
they can conueniently. The merchants brought with them many Negroes-^not 
the worft of their merchandizes.Thefe they buy oftheirparecs,fome thirty daies 
iourney aboue,&onthe Weft fide ofthe Riuer. As the wealth of others confifts- 
■ in multitudes of cattelijfo theirs in the multitude of their children; whom they 
part from with as little palfionjneuer after to be feene or heardof; regarding more 
the price then the coditionof their flauery.Thefe aredefeended of chuspit fonne 
of cur Cedcham- as are all of that complexion. Notfobyreafonof theirfeede 
nor heat of the climate: the one confuted by t^Ariptle,the other by experience: 
in that countries as hot produce ofa different colour,and colder by thirty degrees 
baue done ofthe fame-(for Alexander in his expedition into the Eaftencountred 
black men: and fuch was Mention: the fonne ofth eMorning:

lo fained to be in that he reigned in the Eaft ; who came to the warres o£Troy from 
SwyftaCitieof Perp:{ Nor ofthe foile,asfomc haue fuppofed* for neitherhaply 
will other races in that foile proue blacke,nor that race in other foiles grow to bet¬ 
ter complexion; but rather from the curfe of Noe vpo acham in the pofterity of 

Chusi 
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chut:\s ho inhabited a part of Mefipatama , watered dy Gihon a riuer of Paradife, 
and one of the branches of£«^ran?r.Driuenfrom thence,they planted them- 
felucs in Ethiopia, thereupon called alfo Chus. Perhaps the occafion of that error 
in the Tranflations of Genefs-, which interpret chus for Ethiopia, and G short for 
diftant aboue a thouland miles from Eden. A circuite without queftion too 
fpatious for a Garden. 

About ten oftheclockeinthe night the diflodged.and at feuen the next 
morning pitched at BilbcJh, which is in the land of Gejhen. Paying two madeins 
fora Camell, at midnight we departed from thence. Our Companions had their 
cradles ftruckdownthrough the negligeceof the Camellers: which accident caft 
vs behind -the Caruan. In dangerto haue been furprifed by the Pefants, we were 
by a Spahie that followed deliuered from that mifehiefe. About nine in the fore- 
noone we pitched by Catara: where we payed foure madeins for a Camell.Here¬ 
about, butneerer the Title, there is a cettaine tree called Alchan, by the t^drabs: 
the leaues thereof being dried and reduced into powder, do die reddilhyel¬ 
low. Thereis yeerely fpent of this thorow the Turkilh Empire, to the value 
of fourefcore thoufand Sultanies. The women with it doe die their haire and 
nai!es:fomeof them their hands and feet; and not a few, the moll of their bodies, 
tempered onely with gumme,and laid on in the Bannia , that it may penetrate the 
deeper. The Chriftians of Bofna, Valachia, and Rufsia, doevfeitas well as the Ma¬ 
hometans .Txcqs alfo here be that do bring forth cottens. The next morning be¬ 
fore day we remooued, and came by nine of the clocke to Salhia- 3 where we ouer- 
tooke the ref: of the Caruan : all Chriftians of thole countries riding vpon Mules, 
and Afles. They had procured leauc to fet forward a day before; defirous to ar- 
riue by Palme-Sunday at lernfalem ; (this caruan flaying ten dayes longer then ac- 
cuftomedjbecaufeofccrtaineprincipall Merchants)but they durft not by them- 
felues venture ouer the maine Defarts . which all this while wehad trented along, 
and now were to palfe thorow. 

A litle beneath is the lake Sir bonis, called by the old JEgyptias The place of Ty¬ 
phous expiration, now Bay rerut, diuiding Mg)pt from Syria. A place to fuchas 
knew it not,in thofe times full of vnlufpedfed danger.Then two hundred furlongs 
longjbeing but narrow,and bordred on each fide with hils of land, which borne 
into the water by the windesfothicknedthefame,asnot by the eye to bediftin- 
guilhed from a part of the Continent: by means whereof whole armies haue bin 
deuour’d.Forthefandsneere-handfeemingfirme,a good wayentred Hid farther 
off, and left no way of returning,but with a Iingring cruelty {wallowed the inga- 
ged.-whereuponit was called Barathrum. Now but a little lake and waxing lefle 
daily:the paflage long fince choaked vp which it had into the Sea. Clofe to this 
ftandeth themountaine Cafsius (no other then a huge moleoffand)famousfor ■ 
the Temple ofluptter, and fepulcher of Pompey-, there obfeurely buried by the pi¬ 
ety ofapriuatefouldier.-vpo whom heismadeby Lucan to beftow this Epitaph.-

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Adrian. North hereof lies Idumea, betwcene Arabia, and the 'midland fea, exten¬ 
ding to ludea: called Edem in the Scriptures, of Efau^ a name which was giuen 
him in regard of his colour,which fignifieth Red in the Hebrew. Afterward cal¬ 
led Idumea ohhe idumeans: a people of Arabia the Happy-, who in a mutiny quit¬ 
ting their country,did plant themfelues here; incorporating with the Hebrews (of 
whom originally defcended)and obferuing their ceremonies,

as heretofore with Ealfamum,& indifferent fruitfulltowards the fea.Difficult to 
befubdued,by reafonof the bordering defarts and penury of waters: yethaue 
they many wels,but hid,and onelyknownc to the inhabitants: who arenowfub- 
xe<5t to the Turks-, and differ in life and cuftomes not much from the Arabians . 

The Subafjee of Salhia inuited himfelfe to our tent- who feeding onfuchproui- 
fionaswehad, would in conclufion haue fed vpon vsjhad notour commander 
mentCwhich ftood vs in foure Sbariffes ) from the Bajja of Cairo, and the fauour 
of the Captain by means ofour Phyficio, proteded vs-otherwife, right or wrong 
had bin but a filly plea to barbarous couetoufnes armed with power. We feuen 
wereallthe Franks that were in the copanyjwe heard how he had ferued others 
and reioyced not a little in being thus fortified againft him.The whole Caruan 
being now affembled, confifts of a thoufand horfes,muIes,and affes; and of flue 
hundred Camels. Thefe are the fhips of Arabia-,xhtit feas are the delarts. A crea¬ 
ture created forburthen.Six hundred weight is his ordinary load; yet will he car¬ 
ry a tho'ufan'd. When in lading or vnlading,he lies on his belly 5 & will rife(as it is 
laid) when lade proportionably to his ftrength, nor fuffer more tobe laid on him. 
Toure daies together he will well trauell without water jfor a necelfity fourteene: 
in his oftenbelchings thralling vp a bladder, wherewith he moiftnethhis mouth 
& throat. When they traucl^hey cram them with barly dough. They are,as fom 
fay,the only that ingender backward.Their pace is flow,& intolerable hard- be¬ 
ing withal! vnfure offoot,where neuer fo little flippery or vneucn. They are not 
made to amend their paces when weary, with blowes-but areencouraged by 
fongs and the going before of their keepers. A beaft gentle and tradable, but in 
thetimeof hisvenery:thcn,as ifremembringhis former hard vfage, he will bite 
his keeper,throw him downeand kick himfforty dayes continuing in that fury, & 
then returning to his former meekeneffe. About their rreckcs they hang certaine 
charmes included in leather,and writ by their Ueruifes-^o defendthemfrotnmif- 
chances,and the poifon of ill eyes. Here we paid fiue Madeitrs for a Camell. 

Hauing with two dayes reft refrefhed them,now to begin the worft of their 
iorney,onthe tenth of March we cntred the maine defarts: a part of Arabia Pe. 
trea- 3 fo called of petra the principall City, now Rathalalah. On the North and 
Weft it borders on Syria and Mgypt-, Southward on Arabia Felix and the Red 
ieaj and on the Haft it hath *^Arabia the defart. A barren and defolate country bea 
ring neither graffe nor trees,faue only hereand there a few Palmes which wil not 
forfakc thofe forfakenplaces.Thatlittle thatgrowes on the earth,is wild hyfope 
whereupon they do pafture their Camera creaturecotent with litt!e:whofc milk 
and flefh is their principal! fuftenance. They haue no water that is fweet-all being; 
a meere wildernefte of fandrthe windes hauing raifed high mountaines,which lye 
mdrifts,aceording to the quarters from whencethey blow. About midnight(the 

fouldi- 
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fouldiers being in the head of the Caruan) thefe Arabs aflailed our rere. The cla¬ 
mour was great; and the paflengcrs, together with their leaders, fled from their 
camels. land my companion imagining thenoifeto be onely an encouragement 
vnto one another,were left alone ; yet preferued from violence.They carried away 
with them diuers mules and afles laden with drugs,and abandoned by their ovv- 
nersjnot daring to flay too long, nor cumber themfelues with too much luggage 
forfeareof the fouldiers. Thele aredcfcended of ifmael^calkd alfo Saracens of 
Sara , which fignifieth a Defart, and/akenjo inhabit. And not onely of the place 
but of the manner of their Hues: for Sarack imports as much as a theefe: as now* 
being giuen from the beginning vnto theft and rapine.They dwell in tents, which 
they remoue like walking Cities;foroportunity of prey,and benefit of pafturage. 
They acknowledge no foueraigne: not worth the conquering,nor can they bee 
conquered: retiring to places impalfable for armies,by reafon of the rolling fands 
and penury of all things. A nation from the beginning vnmixed with others.-boa- 
fting oftheir nobilitie, and at this day hating all mechanicall fcicnces. They hang 
about the skirts of the habitable countries;and hauing robbed,retire with a mar- 
uellous celerity. Thofethat arenotdeteded perfons, frequent the neighbouring 
villages for prouifion, & trafficke without moleftation: they not daring to intreat 
them euilly. They are of meane flatuses, raw-bone,tawny, hauing feminine voi¬ 
ces: of a fwift and noifleflfe pace^behind you, ere aware of them. Their religion is 
Mahometanifme; gloryingin that the Impoftor was their countriman- their 
language extending as far as that religio extendeth.They ride on fwift horiesfnot • 
miftfhapen,though leane)and patient of labour.They feed them twice.ad.ty with 
y milke of Camds ; nor are they efteemedof,ifnot offuffieientfpeedto ouercake 
anOftridge. Ofthofe thereareftoreinthe defarts.They keep in flocks, and ofc 
affright the ftranger paffenger with their fearfull flireeches, appearing a far offlike 
a troup of horfemcn.Their bodies aretoo heauy to be fupported with their wings- 
which vfeleffe for flight,do ferue them onely to runney morefpeedily. They are 
thefimpleftoffowles,and fymbolsof folly.What they find they fwallow,thou°h 
withour delight,cuen ftones and iron. Whenthey haue laid their eggs, not lefle 
great then the bullet of a Culuerin (whereof there are great numbers to beefold 
in Cairo)t hey leaue thousand vnmindfull whereifiton thofe they next meete with. 
The Arabs catch the young ones, running apace as foone as difclofed- and when 
fatted,doeeate them: fodothey fomepartofthe old,andfel their skins with the 
feathers vpon them.They ride alfo on Dromedarics^like in fliape, but lefle then 
a Camell, ofaium ping gate, and incredible fpeed.They will carry a man (yet vn- 
fitfor burthen)an hundred miles a day ; liuing without water,and with little food 
fatisfied. If one of thefe Arabians vndertake your condu<51, he will performed: 
faithfully: neither will any of the Nation moleft you. They will lead you byvn. 
knowne neerer wayes^and farther in foure dayes, then you can trauell by Caruan 
in fourteen.Their weapons are bowes,darts,flings,and long iauelins, headed like 
parrifans. As the Tnrks fit crofle-legged,fo do they on their heels:differing little 
in habit from the rufticke Mgyptians. 

About breake of day we pitched by two wels of brakifh water,called The wels 
of Duedar. Hither followed the Subajjee of Salhiajnith the lewes which we left 
behind .-who wouldnottrauel the day before, in that it wastheir Sabbath.Their 
fuperftition hadputthemto much trouble and charges.-as of lateat Tunis it did to 
fomepaine. For a fort of thebeing to embarke for Salonicafhc wind coming faire 
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on the Sunday,and thereafter then hoifing failes^Ioth to infringe their law,and 
as loth to lofe the benefit of that paffage* to coozen their confidences,they hired 
certaine Janizaries toforcethemaboord-whotooke their money 7 and madeaieft 
ofbeating them in earneft. At three of the clocke we departed from thence ; and 
an houre before midnight pitched by the Caftleof Catie, about which there is 
nothing vegetiue,but a few folitary Palmes.The water here is bad, infomuch that 
that which the Captaine drinks, is brought from Tim,* fea-bordring towne,and 
twelue miles diftant.Threefcorefouldiers lie here in garrifon. We paid a piece of 
gold for euery camell, and halfe a dollar apiece for horfes, mules and aftcs,to the 
Captaine,bcfidesfiue MadeinsaCamellto the Arabs. It feemeth ftrangetomee, 
how thefe Merchants can get by their wares fo far fetcht,and traueliing thorow 
fucha number of expences. The thirteenth fpentin paying of Caphar ,on thefour- 
teenth of March by free of the clocke we departed,and refted about noone by the 
Weis of Slaues. Hither followed theGouernourof Catie , accompanied with 
twentiehorfe-and pitched his tent befide vs. Thereafon why he came with fo 
flight a condmft,thorow a paflagefo dangerous,(for there,notlong before,a car. 
nan of three hudred camels had bin born away by the Arabs)w2& tor that he was 
in fee with the chief ofthem: who vponthe payment of a certaine taxe, fecured 
both goods and paflengers. Of thefe there were diuers in the company. Before 
midnight we diflodged; and by fix the next morning we pitched by another well 
ofbrakilh water,cailed The well of the mother of Ajfan. In the afternoon we de¬ 
parted. As we went, one would haue thought thefeato haue bin hard by, and to 
haue remoued vpon his approches,by reafon ofthe gliftring Nitre. And no doubt 
but much of thefe defarts haue in times paft bin feaj manifefted by the faltnefte of 
the foile,& fhels that lie on the fand in infinite numbers.The next morning by fiue 
of the clocke we came to t^friffap fmall Caftle,enuironed with a few houfes .• the 
garrifon confiding of a hundred fouIdiers.This place is fomething better then de- 
fart-two miles remoiied from y Sea, & bleft with good water.Here we paid two 
Madeinsfora Camell, and halfe as much for our affes^two ofthem for the moft 
part rated vnto one of the other.On the feuenteenth of March we diftodged be¬ 
times in the morning, refting about noone by the wells of Feare^t he earth here 
looking green, yet wafte,and vnhusbanded.In theeuening we departed. Hauing 
pafled in the night by the Caftle Hanioms i by breake of day they followed vs to 
gather their Cafhar$>zm% three Madeins vpop euery camell.The countrey from 
that place pleafant,& indifferent fruitfull.By feuen of the clocke we pitched clofc 
vnder the Citie of Gaza.

0 W are we in the Holy Land; confined on the NorfH 
with the mountains of Libanus , and a part of Phwmcia: on 
the Eaft it hath Ccelofyria,<k Arabia Petrea:on the South the 
lame together with Idumea, the Weft is bounded,a part 
with phtenic'ta , & the reft with the Mid-land Sea. Diftant 
from the line one and thirty degrees ^extending vnto thir¬ 
ty three,& fomething vpward.So that in length from Dan 
(thefame with Ctfarca Phtlipi)vmo BerfhebdinowGtbelin) 
it containeth not more then 140 .mile$:where broadeffnot fifeie. A land that (low- 


edwithmilke&hony:in themidftas it were of the habitable world, & vndera 
temperate clime: adorned with beautifull moutaines,& luxurious valliesjthe 
rockes producing excellent waters;& no part empty ofdelightorprofit.Hauingat 
Once fuftained of her owne thirteene hundred choufand fighting men,(what then 
in all,proportioned with'thefe )& that with abundance.Deuided it was into three 
legions; /Ww, which lyeth to the South, Samaria in the midft; an dGalile exten¬ 
ding vnto Libanus : of which the Vpper,and the Nether. Watered by many fpringS 
and torrents, but not many riuers: Iordan the prince of the reftjfeeming to arife 
from lor , and Dan tWo not farre diftant fountaines. But he fetcheth his birth 
from Phiala, around deepe well an hundred and twenty furlongs offjand paffin® 
vnder the earth,afeendethat the places aforefaid running from North to South> 
not nauigably deepe, not aboue eight fathoms broad, nor(except by accident) 
heady: fhadowed on both fides with poplars, alders, taraarix, and reedes offundry 
kindcs. Of fomc the Arabians make darts and iauelins.of others arrowes of'prin* 
cipall efteeme;others they fele<ft to write with:trrore vfedthen quils by the people 
of thefe countries. Palling along it maketh two lakes:the one in the Vpper Gaiile ' 
named Samachonitisi now Houle,) in the fummer for y moft part dry, ouerprovvne 
With fhrubs and reeds, Which afford a fhelter for Bores,& Leopards: the other in 
the Inferior,called the fca of Gaiile,the lake of Gene£aHth,andofTyberias,t.a)dng 
that name from a Citieio called, built there by Herod, in honour otTyberim Ce- 
far. In length an hundred furlongs, and fortiein breadth;the water exceeding 
fweet, and better to drinke ofthanthatoffhe Riuer:abounding with fundry forts 
offifhjVrito itpeculiar. Thefoyl’c about it of fo admirable a nature, thatfruites 
which are onely proper to cold, to hot,and to temperate countries, thereioyntly 
rhriuewith alike felicity: the plainesabout are now well-nigh ouergrowne with 
bullies and vnhusbanded. Running a great way farther, with many windings, as 
it were to delay his ill deftinie; gliding thorovv the plaines of lerico notfar below 
where thatCitie flood, it is at length deuoured by that curfed lake Aftbalites: fo 
named ofthe 'Biuwe which it vomiteth.Called alfo The Dead fea,perhapsin that 
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itnourifliechnoliuingcreature-orforhis heauy waters, hardly to be moused by 
the windes. So extreme fait,that whatfoeueris throwne thereinto,not eafily firt- 
hirh.Vefpatian fora triallcaufed diuers to becaft in,bound hand andfoote, who 
flotcdasiffupported by fome fpirit. They fay that birds flying ouerfallinas 
ifinchanted. Nor vnlikely, fince other lakes, as that of Atternus , haue cffe&ed 
the like:

The whole countriehaiid 
from hencetheir prouifionof fait. Seuenty miles it is inlength, and fixteene ouerj 
hauing no egreffe vnleffe vnder the earth: nor yet increafing with the acceffe of 
the Riuer,and thole multitudes of torrents.Once a fruitfull valley, compared for 
delight vnto Paradife; and called Pentapolisj of her flue Cities: deftroyed with fire 
from heauen, and conuerted then into this filthy lake, and barren defolation that 
enuirons it. A fearefull monument of diuine vengeance. Iofephm (and hee that 
countriman) reports,that aboutitare fruits, and flowers,moft deledable to the 
eyej which touched,fall into afhes. An hiftorian perhaps not allwayes to be cre¬ 
dited. Yet not farre off there growes a fruit like a greene Walnut, This I haue' 
feenej which they fay neuer ripeneth. At the foot of the bordering moun- 
taines, there are certaine black {tones which burne like coales (whereofthe Pil- 
grimes make fires )yet diminifh not therewith: but onely become lighter, and 
whiter. Beyond Iordan are the warme baths of CalUrrhoe^which difeharge them™ 
felues into this lake: exceeding foueraigne for fundry difeafes. 

This famous countrey, the ftage of wonders,

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City Ierufizlem.Y'Xo Rchoboam ten tribes reuolted, whochofc the fugitiue Jerobo¬ 
am for their King: his fucccflors ftiled Kings of Jfrael-, the feateof that kingdome 
Samaria. Two hundred fifty and nine yeers that kingdom had endured- when in 
the^.yecreofthereigncof Bojhca they were led into Captiuity by the king of 
Atfyriatmd planted as fome fay beyond the Cafpian mountaines;from whence they 
neucr returned* The Adrians pofteft oftheir land,were from thenceforth called 
Samaritans: who deuoured by Lyons for facrificing to the gods of their country, 
reuoked certaine of the Jfraelitijb Priefts,to inftruft them in their law & religion; 
but no otherwife obferued, thenaslcauingit free to worfhip what God each man 
beft liked. To Iuda onely continued Beniamin^ with the beftofthe Lemtes.Oftop- 
pr«ftedby Tyrants,as oft wonderfully deliuered-at length in the reigneof Zedc- 
chianhey were carried captiueby Nebitchadnefer into Baby ion. Fifty nine yeeres ow[h - fsmp 
after fet at liberty by Cyrm, with gifts & immunities they returned vndcr thee 6-fTrmmctiea t* 
dud of Zerubabet. After this they were called Ierves of Jnda the Patriarke,andthe^°P jo.urmy 
country Jury. From which time vntillthe Maccabees^ a trad ofthree hundred fixtie * 5 D . amel 5l 
and 4 * yeeres, they were gouerned by an AriBocratie.-t ired with many calamities, H£ 
and fubied to the infolencies of'ouer-powerfull neighbors.Of whom ntischus 
' Epipkanes, who alTided by the fadious, maflacred the people, not fparing thecon- 
fpirators: interdiding, & by torture enforcing whatfoeuer by their law they were 
comandcd or prohibited. The Samaritans wouldbeno more of kin to the fewest 
but profefTed thefelues to bedefeended ofth eSidonians, & rededicare their Tem- 
pie( before dedicated to God) on mount Garanin, vnto Jupiter. Tooppofe this 
reitipeft vp flood Mathias a Prieft of the raceof Afmones , with his fiue fonnes; all 
men of incomparable valor.Of whom Judas Maccabeus did (’ifnot reflore) vphold 
their State from a farther declination, ludas (lain, Iohn fuccecdcd him: lonathan y 
John^Sc 5 /«Bc», 7 ^dt/ 74 »,thelallofthebrethren, (for Eleazer was (lain before by 
the fall of an Elephant which he flue,fuppofingittohauebornthe peffonof An- 
tiochus:) all dying nobly in their countries defence-a glorious and to be emulated 
deftiny. After Simon y Bircanus his fonne obtained the Priefthood, together vvith 
the principality. A man more fortunate then the reft: who not onely defended his 
owne,but made many profperous inuafions. Arifiobulus his fonne tranflated the 
principality into a kingdome: the firft that wore acrovvne* in worth degenerating; 
ftnined with the bloud of his mother and brother. His brother Alexander reigned 
inhisftcede;not inferiour in cruelty,euer in warres either forreine or ciuilb.ac- 
quainted with variable fortunes. He left his kingdom to Alexandra his wife 3 for 
reftraint of his cruelty well beloued of the people.By him (he had two fonnes fftr- 
eanus, and Arijlobu/iuxonkning vpon the eldeft the Prieft-hood and kingdome. 

Out of her ouer-much zeale milled by the Harifies, the offended incenfe Arifto - 
bulus( a man of an afpiringfpirit^and vicioufty daring) who vpon the ficknefle 
and death of his mother afte&eth the kingdome. Bircanus refig nes: Antipater the 
Idttmean procurcth him to prouoke his resignation: who after many bickcrings,is 
at length reftored by Pompey-, who conquereth Judea, and leadeth Arifiobulus to 
Rome, with his children: Scaur us here gouerning for the Romanes. Alexander, his 
eldeft fonne, getteth loofe: purfueth Bircanus ; is fupprefled by the Gabinius , who 
uxcecdedScaurus in the gouernmentoftyr/^andreftores Bircanus to the Prieft- 
hood, alters the gouernment, deuides Judea into fiue Prouinces, and commits 
them to fcuetajl governors. Arifiobulus efcapeth from £«»*e,attempteth the king- 
dome: is ouerthrowne, taken,and fentbackeagaine. Crajjus fucceedes Gabinius: 

him 
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him CajJiusMftobulus fet free by C'afar, and furnilhed with an army, is poyfoned 
by Pampas fauoritesdiis fonne Alexander beheaded before by sc'tpio at Antioch. 
Antipater hr his manifold deferts is by Cafar madegouernor oiludea: and the 
Prieft-hoodfor his fake confirmed to Hircanut ; who vnfit for rule, enioying one- 
ly the title of a King, is directed by the other. Antipater foone after poy!oncd( a 
man of high valour, and wifedom )leaueth foure fonnes behind him: Pbafeelus, 
Herod> Iofeph, and Pbaroras. Herod by his victories becommeth famous: who with 
hisbrother Phafeolus, are madeTetrarchs by Anthony. Amigonus thefecondfonne 
to AriJlobulus-,raitex\\ new tumults, aflifted by the Parthians : by whom Hire anus 
and Phafeolus contrary to promife, are treacheroufly furprifed, and deliueredto 
KAntigonui') who making tiircanm , by biting off his cares ,vncapablc of the Prieft- 
hood,a(fumethvnto himfelfethefoueraignty.fl'w^indiftrelfe repairethto Rome, 
is aided, and created King of ludea by Augufttts and Anthony. The warres after ma¬ 
ny conflicts do end with the death of c^»ft£tf#«*:thelaftofthe race of the c Mac¬ 
cabees, who held that gouernment an hundred thirty and one yeer cs,Herod reigned 
thirty foure yeeres-aman full of admirable vertues, and execrable vices-his ads 
had deferuedly giuen him the addition of Great: fortunate abroad, vnfortunate 
inhisfamilie 5 hauing put three of his fonnes to death, and the wife that he lo- 
ued; his life tragicall,his death defperate. Hiscrowne he bequeathed to Arche- 
laus, his fonne by Malthace the Samaritan. But expulfed by the lewes for his cruel¬ 
ty,the matter wasdebated before Auguflus- } who gaue him halfe of the kingdoms 
with thetitleof an Etknarch. The other halfe deuided into two Tetrarchies, were 
bellowed on two of his brethren^ Philips to whome Agrippa fucceeded,the fonne 
of ^ArifiobulusfiS. ain by his father Herod, with the title of a King,giuen him by Clatt- 
dius foifar)and ^Antipas, called alfo Herod. Archelaus banilhed foone after for his 
cruelty,did die in exile, his Ethnarchy reduced intoa Romane Prouince, and the 
goue-rnement thereof commited vnto Pontius Pilate by ‘Tiberius Cafar: vnder 
whom the Sonne of God did die for the offences of man: foretold by heathen 
Oracles.

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Petronius fucceeded Pilate-Felix, Petronius .-then Fellus,Minus, and Florus.Flo- 
rus his cruelty and bad gouernment prouoked the lewes to rebellion But theca- 
lam kies of that warre inflicted by Callus , Fefpafian, and Titus, exceed both ex¬ 
ample, and defeription. Hisbloudbeonvszx\& ours: a wilh then granted, was now

efrc&ed wich all fulnefleofterrour. Iudea depriacd of her fertility,together with 
her Cities and people,is gouerned by Lucius Rajfus: who by He/pafans appoint¬ 
ment made fale of the land; and on euery head impolcd an annuall tribute. So 
continued it vntill the reigne of Adrian-.whzn the laves impatient,that forreiners 
fhould polfefTe their countrey, raifed anew commotion: to whom thedifperfed 
reforted from all parts; Barcockxbt he ring-leader,their counterfeit Mefsias.A nd 
bccaufe his name doth fignifiethe Sonne ofa ftarre: he applied vnto himfelfc that 
prophefie: Out of Jacob Jhsll a ftarre arife- } But when flaineand dilcoucred for ant 
Impoftor,they called him Ben-cozban 3 which is,foil of lyin "Julius Seuerus , Lieu¬ 
tenant vnto Adrian, (notwithftanding many of their defperate attempts) razed 
fir tie oftheir flrong holds,nine hundred eighty flue townes,and flue ofthem hue 
hundred, and fourefcorethoufand. Infomuch that the countrey lay vvaft,and the 
ruined Cities became an habitation for foxes and Leopards.The captiues by the 
Emperors commandemcnt,wcretranfported into Spaine:and from thenceagaine 
exiled in the yeerc 15 00 by Ferdinand and Emanuel. Jury now without Iewes 3 im- 
braced the Chriftian religion in the dayes of conjlantine-.w hofe mother Helena is 
faid to hauc built therein no ldfe then two hundred Temples and Monafteries,in 
places made famous by the miracles of Chrifb or fuch as were the knowne habi¬ 
tations of his difciples.The next change befell in the reigne of Phocasx when Cof-> 
roe the Per(1 vs ouerran all Palefiine- } infltding vnheard of tortures on the patienc 
Chr iftuns.Nofooner freed of chat yokc,but made to fuftain a greater by the ex¬ 
ecrable Saracens,va&zt the conduct of Omarf iiccelfor V'c\io°Mahomet' 3 w\\o were ' 
longafccrcxpulfed by the Turkes,Kh<zn. newly planted in Perfiaby Tangrolopix, 
WnentheChriftiansofthc Weft, for therecouery of the Holy Land (fo by 
theminftiled) let forth an army of three hundred thoufan <\ } Godfrey of Bulkin the 
Generali; who made thereof anabfoluteconqueft.-and was eledledKingof/*- 
r«jS/m.Lefirethenayeeregaue a period to his reigne. Him his brother Baldwin 
fuccceded:thcn Baldwin thefecond his kinfman.-him, Fulke his fonne in law. Fulke 
Iefttwofonnes behind him-.Baldrvin the third.and Almericus y who fucceededhis 
brother: him, his fonne Baldwin the fourth. Then Baldwin the fifth, his lifters 
fonne: a child by his mother poifoned within feuen monethsof his coronation; 
out of her cruel ambition to gaine vnto her felf the foueraignty, by conferring the 
fame vpon her husband (?«j; the ninth and laft Kingof/era/i/c/w.Their trouble- 
fom reignes,high valours,thealternate changesoffoiles aud vi<ftories(their foes 
auhand,thcirfuccoursafarreof)andfinally their final! ouerthrow procured by 
home-b red treafon,require a peculiar Hiftoric.In the 8 p-'.yeere of that kingdome, 
and during the reigne of £?®y,the Chriftians were vtterly difpofteft of by 
Saladine the Egyptian Sultan. A countrey it feemeth anathemated, for the deatli 
ofChrift,and daughter of fo many Saints as maybe conceiuedbyviewofthe 
place it fclfe;and ill fucceffe of the Chriftian armies-.which in attempting to reco- 
uer it,haue endured there fo often fuch fatal! ouerthrowes:or clfe, in reputing it a: 
meritorious warre,they haue prouoked the diuinevengeance.Theaiery title our 
Richard the firft did purchafe of Guy-, with the reall, and flourifhing kingdomc of 
Cyprus .-which now is affumed by the kings of Spaine 3 with as little profit,and the 
like ambition. But the poffeflton remained with the Mgyptians-.v ntill Selymus y by 
extingu idling of the Mamaluckes y did ioynethe fame to the Ottoman Empire. So 
remaineth it at this day;and now is gouerned by fcuerall Sanziacks 3 being vnder 
the Baff'aotDamafcc. O Ic 
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It is for the moft part now inhabited by UPfvms } and Arabians: thofe poffeffing 
the vallies,and thefe the mountaines.r#rto there be few.-butmany Greeks, with 
other Chriftians,of all fedis and nationsjluch as impute to the place an adherent 
holineffe.Here be alio fome lews, yet inherit they no part of the land,but in their 
owne country do liue as aliens. A people fcattered throughout the whole world, 
and hatedby thofe amongft whom they liue-yet fuffred, as a neceftary mifehiefe: 
fubie&toall wrongs and contumelies, which they fupport with aninuincibie 
patience. Many of them haue Ifeene abufed, fome of them beaten: yet neuer 
law I lew with an angry countenance. They canfubied themfeluesvnto times, 
and to whatfoeuer may aduance their profit.In gencrall they are worldly wife,& 
thriue wherefoeuerthey fet footing .The T^jTeimployes them in receipt ofeu- 
ftomes, which they by their policies haue'mhanced; and in buying and felling 
with the Chriftianibeinghimfelfeinthatkippda fooleand eafilycoozencd.They 
are men of indifferent ftatures,andthebeft complexions.Thefe as wellinChrl- 
ftendome, as in 7 urky^zie the remaines onely of the T ribes of luda and Beniamin , 
with fome Leuitcs which returned from Babylon with Zerubbabd. Some fay that 
the other ten are vtterly loft: but they themfelues, that they are in India , a migh¬ 
ty Nation incompaffcd with riuers of ftonejwhich onelyccafetorunneon their 
Sabbath,when prohibited to trauell. Fro whence they expedt their Melbas.-who 
with fire andfword fhallfubdue the world,& reftoretheir temporall kingdom 
and therefore whatfoeuer bcfals them,they record it in their Annals. Amongft 
them there arethreeffeds. One onely allow of the bookes of Mofes. Thefe be Sa¬ 
maritan leaves^ not leaves by defeent as before faid)thatdwell in Damafco: who 
yeerely repaircto Sybemi now Neapolis )and theredo at thisday worlhip a Calf, 
as I was informed by a Merchant dwelling in that country. Another allow of all 
the bookes of the old Teftamenu The third fort mingle the fame with traditions, 
and fantafticall fables deuifedby their Rabbins^ andinferted into their Talmud< 
Throughout xhzTurks dominions they are allowed their Synagoguesrfo are thev 
atft?j»eand elfevvhcre in Italy, whofc receipt they iuftifieasarecainedteftimony 
ofthe verity of Scriptures-, and as being a mfeanes of their more fpcedy conuerfi- 
ons: whereras the offence that they reeeiue from images,and the Ioffe ofgoods vp- 
on their conuerfions,oppugne all perfwafions whatfoeuer.TheirSynagogues(for 
as many asl haue feene)are neither faire without,nor adorned within ; morethen 
with a curtaine atthevpperend,andcertainelampes( fo far as I could perceiue) 
notlighcnedbydaydight.In themidft (lands a(caffold,like thofebelongingto 
Qaerifters,in fome of our Cathedrall Churches: where he (lands that D reades 
their law & fings their Liturgy .-an office not belonging vnto any in particularjbut 
vnto him (fohebefree from deformities )that(hall at that time purchafc it with 
moft mony; which redounds to their publike treafury. They read in fauage 
tones; and fing in tunes that haue no affinity with muficke:ioyning voyces atthe 
feuerall dozes.But their fantafticall geftures exceed all barbarifmc- continually 
weauing with their bodies, and often iumping vp-right (as is the manner indan- 
ces)by themefteemedan a&ion of Zeale,and figure of Ipirituall eleuation. They 
pray (ilently with ridiculous and continuall noddingsof their heads, not to bee 
fceneand not laught at.During the time of Seruice their heads are veiled inlinnen 
fringed with knots, in number anfvverable to the number of their lawes; which 
they carry about with them in procetfion. & rather boaft of then obferue.They 
h^ueit (luck in the iambs of their door es,& coucred with glaffe.-wmen by their 

Gacams, 
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Cacams, and figned with the names of God; which they kifle next their hearts in *f$** 

their goings forth,and in their returnes. They may not print it,but it is to be writ- Uw ' 
ten on parchment,prepared of purpofe( the ink of a prefcribed compofition)not 
with a quill, but a cane.They dogreatreucrence to all the names of God,but e- 
fpecially to lehouah-, in fomuch that they neuer vfeit in their fpcech. And whereas 
they handle with great refpedt y other bookes ofthe old Teftament, thebooke 
of Hesier{ that part that is canonicall,forthe other they allow not of) writ in a 
long fcrole,they let fall on the groundas they read ir s becaufe the name of God 
is not once mentioned therein; which they attribute to the wifedom ofthe wri¬ 
ter, inthatitmightbeperufed bythe Heathen. Their other bookes arein the Spa. 
niji) tongue & Hebrew character hey confeffe our Sauiour to haue bin the moft 
learned of their nation,and haue.phis table difperfed amongft them, concerning 
him; How that yet a boy, attending vpon a great Cacam at rnch a time as the hea- 
uens accuftomed to open, and whatfoeuer he prayed for was granted; the Cacam 
opprefled with fleepe, charged the boy when the time was come, to awaken him# 

But he prouoked with a franticke defire of peculiar glory, (fuch is their diuelilh 
inuention )made for himfelfe this ambitious requeft; that like a God he might be 
adored amongft men. Which the Cacam ouer-hearing, added thereunto (fince 
what was craued could not be reuoked)thatit might not be till after his death. 
Whereupon he liued contemptibly; butdead,was,is,and {hall be honoured vnto 
all pofterity.They fay withalfthathcgot into the Sanctum fanftorum; and taking 
from thence the powerfull names of God,did few them in his thigh. Byvertue 
whereof he went inuifible,rid on the Sun-beames,raifed the dead to life, and effe¬ 
cted like wonders. That being often amongft them,they could neuer lay hands on 
him;vntill he voluntarily tendered himfelfe to their furie:not willing to defer his 
future glory any longer.That being dead,they buried him priuately in adung-hi], 
leaft his body fhould haue bin found and worlhiped by his followers:when a wo-, 
ma of great nobility, feduced by his doCtrine, fo preuailed with the i?mi»gouer* 
nor, that hethreatnedto put them forthwith to the fword,vnleflc they produ¬ 
ced the body. Which they diggingvp, found vneorrupted, and retaining that 
fclfe.fameamiable fauour which he had when he liued; onely thehairewas falne 
from hiscrownc;imitated asthey fay,by the Romijh Fryers.Such, and more hor¬ 
rible blafphemies inuent they; which I feare to vtter.But they begenerally no to. 
rious liars. Although they agree with the Turke incircumcifion,deteftationofI- 
mages,.abftinency from fwincs-fldh,and diuers other ceremonies.- neuertheleffe 
the Turkcs willnotluffera/cwtoturne Mahometan, vnleffe he firft: turneakindof 
Chriftian.As in religion they differ from others, fo dothey inhabite,in Chriften- . 
dome enforcedly,here in Turkie voluntarily.'Their vnder-garments differing little 
from the Turkes in faihon, are of purple cloth; ouer that they weare gownes of 
the fame colour, with large wide fleeues,and clalped beneath the chin, without 
bandior collar on their heads high brim-leffecaps of purple, which they moueat 
no time in their falntations. They {haue their heads all ouer; not in imitation of 
the Turked t being their aheient falhion,before y other were a Nation, as appea¬ 
red! by chertllusi together with their language & bonnets then vfed Relating of 
the fundry people which followed Xerxes in his Grecian expedition.

Their familiar fpeech is Spanilh: yet few of them are ignorant in the Hebrew , Tur. 
kifk, Morefc.0) vulgar Greeks, and Italian languages.Their only ftudiesare Diuinitie 
and Phyfick:their occupations brocage and vfury- yettake they no intereft of one 
another, nor lend but vpon pawnesjwhich once forfeited,are vnredeemable. The 
poorer fort haue beene noted for fortune-teller, and by that deceit to haue pur- 
chafed their fuftenance.

They marry their daughters at the age of twelue: notaffe&ingthe finglelife,as 
repugnant to focietie,andthelaw of creation. The SabbathC their deuotions en¬ 
ded )they chiefly imploy in nuptiall beneuolencies: as an ad of charity, befitting 
■well the fandity of that day .Although no City is without them thoroughoutthe 
Grand Signers dominios ; yet liue they with the greateft liberty in Salonica^vfhich 
is almoft altogether inhabited by them. Euery male aboue a certaine age, doth 
pay for his head anannuall tribute. Although they be gouerned by the Turkijh 
Iuftice jneuerthelefle if a Iewdeferue to die by their law, they will either priuatly 
make him a way, or falfly accufe him of acrime that is anfwerable to the fad in 
qualitie,and deferuinglike puniihment.lt is no ill turne for the Franks that they 
will notfeede at their tables. For they eate no flefh,but of their owne killing-in re¬ 
gard of the intrails, which being diflocaredor corrupted,is an abomination vnto 
them. Whcnfo it fals out,though exceeding good( for they kill of the beft )they 
willfellitfor a trifle. And as for their wines, being for themoft part planted and 
gathered by Greciam,they dare notdrinke of them for feare they be baptized:a 
ceremony whereof we haue fpoke already.They fit at their meat as the Turkes do. 
They bury in the fields by themfelues,hauingonely aftonefet vprightonthe-ir 
grauesiwhich once a yeere they frequent, burning of incenfe, and tearing of their 
garments, for certaine day es they faft and mourne for the dead, yeaeuen for fuch 
as haue beene executed for offences. As did the whole Nationat our being atCen- 
ftantinople^ for two of good account that were impaled vpon ftakesj being taken 
with a Turkifl) woman, and that on their Sabbath. It was credibly reported,that 
a Iewy not long before,did poy fon his fonne, whom he knew to be vnreftrainably 
lafciuious,to preuent the ignominie of a publike punilhmenr,or Ioffe by a charge¬ 
able redemption.Theflefliconfumed, they dig vp the bones ofthofethat are of 
their families jwhereof whole bark-fulls not feldome do arriue at Ioppa, to be con- 
ueyed,and againe interredat lerufalem: jmagining that it doth adde delight vnto 
the foules that did owe them,&that they Ihalihaue a quicker drfpatchinthe ge- 
nerall Iudgement. Tofpeakea word or two of their women.-The elder raabble 
their headsin linnen,withy knots hanging downc behind.Others do wearehigh 
caps of plate; whereoffomel haue feene of beaten goId.They weare long quilted 
waftcoates, with breeches vnderneath; in winter of cloth, in fummer of linnen 
andouer all when they ftirre abroad, loofe gownes of purple flowing from the 
fhoulders.They are generally fet, and rank of the fauours which attend vpon flut- 
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ti(h corpulency. For the moft part they arcgoggle-eyd. They neitherlhun con- 
uerfarion,nor are too watchfully guarded by their husbands. They are good 
work-women,and can & will do any thing for profit, that is to be done by the art 
of a woman, and which futes with the fafhion ofthefe countries. Vpon iniuries re- 
ceiued,or viole nee done to any of their Nation, they will cry out mainly at their 
windowes, beating their cheeks, and tearing of their garments. Of late they haue 
bene bleft with another Hejler, who by her fauour with the Sultan, preuented their 
intended maflacre,& turned his fury vpon their accufers.They arefo well skilled 
in lamentations,that the Greeks do hire them to cry at their funerals^

But now returne we vnto Ga\a, one of the fiue Citties, and that the principal! 
that belonged to the Paleflines, (called Philifims mthe Scriptures) a warlike and 
powerfull people,of whom afterward f whole Land of Promife tookethe name 
oiPaleftine.Ga\a or Aza, fignifieth ftrong. In the Perfan language a treafurie: fo 
laid to be called by Cambyfes, who inuading Mgypt fent thither the riches purcha- 
fed in that warre.Itwas called Confiantiaby the EmpetomConftantine,Gaza again 
by lulian h znd now Gazra. Firft famous for thea&sof Samfon, who liuedabout 
thetimeofthe Troian warres.- (an age that produced Wo,rthies)whofe force 
and fortunes,are faid to hauegiuento the Poets their inuentions of Hercules , who 
liued not long before him. And afterward famous for the two wounds there recei- 
ued by Alexander the Great: then counted the Principall Cittie of Syria.lt Hands 
Vpon a hill,enuiiohed with vallies-andthofe againe well-nigh inclozed with hils* 
moft of them planted with all forts of delicate fruites. The building meane, both 
forformeand matter; The beft but low, of rough ftone ; arched within, and flat 
on the top including a quadrangle: the walles furmounting their roofes,wrought 
thorowWith potlheards to catch and ftrikedowne therefrelhing winds-hauing 
fpowts of the lame, in colour, fhape and fite,refembling great Ordinance. Others 
arecouered with mats and hurdlesjfomebuiltofmudiamongft all,notanycomely 
or conuen/enr. Yet are there fome relicks left-and fome impreffions that teftifie a 
better condition. For diuers fimplc roofes are fupported with goodly pillars of 
Parian marble: Come plaine,fome curioufly earned. A number broken in pieces do 
ferue forthrefbolds, iambs of doores,andfides of windowes almoft vnto euery 
beggerly cottage. On the North-eaft corner,andfummite of the hill,are the mines 
of huge arches funke low in the Earth,and other foundations of a (lately building. 
From whence thelaft Sanziackc onueyed marble pillars of an incredible bignefte ; 
enforced to faw them afunder ere they couldbe remoued: which he employed in 
adorning accrtaineMofque below in the Valley. The /avr do fable this place to 
haue bin the theater of Sam fin, pulled downe on the head of the Philifttms.Perhaps 
fome palace there built by Ptolemy, or Pompey, who reedified the City; or Chriftia 
Templeercdled by confantineyor elCe that Caftle founded by 'Baldwin thethird, 
in the yeere 1148. The Caftle now being, not worthy that name,is of no impor¬ 
tance: wherein lyeththe Sanziack (by fdme termed a Ba(fa) a fickly yong man,and 
of no experience; who gouernes his Prouinceby the aduiceofa Moore. His terri¬ 
tories begin at Arijfa.On theweft fide of the Cittie, out of fight, and yet within 
hearing, is the feajfeuen furlongs off: where they haue a decayed and vnfafe porr, 
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of fmall auaile at thisday to the inhabitants.In the vally on the Eaft fide of the Ci- 
tie,are many fttaggling buildings.Beyond which there is a hill more eminent then 
the reft, on the North fide of the way that leadethto Babylon ^aid to be that (& no 
queftion the fame deferibed in Scriptures) to which Samfon 'carried the gates of 
the Cine: vpon whole top there ftandeth a Mofque,enuiro’ned with the graues & 
fepulchers of Mahometans. In the plaine betweenethat and the towne,there ftand 
two high pillars of marble, their tops muchworne by the weather: the caule of 
their creating vnknowne-butof great antiquitie. South ofthis, and by the way of 
&gypt, there is a mighty cefterne, filled onely by the fall of raine,and defeended 
into by large ftaires of ftone; where they walh their clothes and water their cat- 
tcli. 

The fame day that we came,we left the Caruan,and lodged in the Girtie, vnder 
anarchinalittlecourt,together with our aftes.lThe doore exceeding low, as are 
all that belong vnto Chriftians,to withftandthe fudden entrance of the infolent 
Turkes. For they here doliue in a fubie&ionto bepittiedjnot fo much as daring to 
liaue handfome houfes,or to employ their grounds to the moftbenefite.So dange. 
rous it is to be efteemed wealthy. During our abode here, there came a Captaine 
with two hundred Spaheis, fent by Moral Baffat'o raife thirtie thoufand dollars of 
thepooreand few inhabitants ofthis Cittie.The Grecians haue certain fmall vine¬ 
yards.but that they haue wine, they dare not be acknowne; which they fecretly 
preflfe in their houfes. They bury their corrie vnder ground-and keepe what they 
areto fpend,in long velfels of clay jin that it is fubie&to beeaten with wormes(as 
throughout Mgypt) and will not laft ifnotfo preferuediln theprincipallpartof 
the City they haue an ancient Church, frequeted alfo by the copties. The Greekifh 
wome(a thing elfe-where vnfeene) here coucr their faces,dying their hands black; 
and are appareled like the Moores o£ Cairo. Euery Saturday in this Church-yard 
vpon the graues of the dead, they keep a miferable howling,crying of cuftome, 
without teares or forow. The Sitbaflh would haue extorted from vs well-nigh as 
much money as we were mafters of: which we had hardly auoyded, had not the 
{kkcSanziackf in that admitiiftred vnto by our Phyficion)quittedvsofall pay^ 
ments. Sothattherc is notrauellingthis way for a Fr*/j/hr,without fpeciallfauoun. 

Thruft out of our lodging (as we were about to leaueit )by the vnciuill Spahets, 
who feized on diuers ofour neceflaries.on the nineteenth of March we returned 
to the Caruan.We payed halfe a dollar a piece to the place for our Camels: and 
for their hire from Cairofot thofe of burthen fix Sultanies/or fuch as carried paf- 
fengers, eight. Wegaue them two Sultaniesjtnorc apiece to proceed vnto lerufa- 
lem. Here the Caruan diuided .-not a fmall part thereof taking the way that leadeth 
Vnto Baby louche next day we alio diflodged: leauing the levees behind vs, who 
werethere to celebrate their feftiuall. The Captaine of the Caruan departed the 
night before*, taking his way through the mountainous country by Hebron: out of 
his deuotion to vifit the graues of the Patriarks-aplaceofhigh efteeme atriongfi: 
them, and much frequented in their Pilgrimages.The ancient Citie( the feate of 
Dauiel before he tooke Sion from the lebujites) is vtterly ruinated.Hard by there is 
a little village,feated in the field ofMecbpeUh, where ftandeth a goodly Temple, 
cre&ed ouer the caue of their buriall,by Helena the mother of Confiantine^ corn 
uerted now into a Mofque.We part this day through the moft pregnantand plea- 
fant valley that euer eye beheld. On the right hand a ridge of high mountaines 
(whereon ftands on the left hand the Mediterranean fea 5 bordered with 
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continued hils,befet with variety of fruites:as they are for the moftpartof this 
dayesiourney.Thechampionbetweene about twenty miles ouer;fuIl of flowrie 
hills afcendingleafurely,and not much furmounting their rancker vallies: with 
groues of oliues,and other fruites difperfedly adorned.Yetis this wealthy bottom 
(as are all the reft) for the moft part vninhabited,butonelyfora fewfmafl. and 
contemptible villages, poflefled by barbarous Moores-, who till no more then 
will ferue to feed them: the grafle waft-high, vnmoued,vneaten, and vfeiefly wi¬ 
thering. Perhaps fo defolate, in that infefted by the often rccourfe of armies, or 
mafterfull Spaheis: who before they go into the ficldC which is feldome vntilithe 
latter end of harueft, leaft they Ihouldftarue themfelues bydeftroying of the 
corne)are billettedinthefe rich paftures for the benefit of their horfes, lying in 
tents befides them: committing many outrages on the adioyning townes and di- 
ftrelfed paflengers. 

T en miles from Gaza , and necre vnto the Sea,ftands Afcalon, now a place of no 
note.- more then that the Turke doth keepe there a garifon. Venerable heretofore 
amongft thofe heathenfor the Templeof Dagon, and birth of Scmtramis , begot¬ 
ten of their goddefle Derceta. Who inflamed with f loue of a certaine youth that 
facri Seed vnto her; and hauing by him a daughter; alhamed of her incontinency, 
did put him away, expofed the child to the Defarts, and confounded with for- 
row, threw her felfe into a lake replenished with fifli adioyning to the City and is 
fained to haue been conuerted into oneofthem.

Whereupon the Syrians abftainedfrom thefifh thereof,as reputed deities. This 
Derceta is hid to be that Dagon the Idollofthe Afcalonites (but with what con- 
gruitie I know not )mentioned in the Scripture, which fignifieth the fifli of for- 
row: who had her Temple clofe by that lake, with hef image in the figure ofa 
fiftgall excepting the face,which refembled awoman.But the infant nouriflied by 
doues, which brought her milkefrom the pailes of the paftors, after becamethe 
wife of Ninas,and Queen of Jj^ri^whereupon flie was called Semiramis: which 
fignifieth a doue in the Syrian tongue. Now when (he could no longer detain the 
Empire from her forine.not enduring to furuiue her glory, Ihevanifht out of fight: 
and was faid by them to haue bin tranflated to the Gods,according to thcanfwere 
ofthe Oracle. Others faine with like trutHthat (he was turned into adouc;

med by the prophefie of Ieremiah, who fortelling of the deuaftation of Judea, ad- 
uifeththemto flie from the fwordof the doue. Tenne miles North of Afcalon a. 
long the fliore ftands Azetus: and eight miles beyond that Acharon, now places of 
no reckoning. 

About two of the clocke we pitched by cane Sedoe-a ruinous thing,hard by a 
final! village, and not a quarter of a mile from the Sea; the Caruan lying in deepe 
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paftures without controlementof the Villagers.The next day wee departed two 
houres before Sun-rife: defcending into an ample valley.and from that into ano¬ 
ther^ hailing diners orchards towards the Sea/The countrey fuchCbut that with¬ 
out trees) as we part thorow beforemo part fo barren, but would proue mod 
profitable, if planted with vines, and fruites*made more then probable by thofe 
that grow about G^.Palfing thorow a fpacious field of Oliues, about noone 
we pitched ona little hill,lying Eaft,and within a furlong of Rama: called Ramula 
by the Moores, which fignifieth fandy. It is feated inaplaine, onaKttle rifing of 
the earth, ftretching North and South* built of free-done, thedlreets narrow* 
the houfes contemptible. Yet are there many goodly ruines, which teftifie farre 
better building: efpecially thofe of the Chriftian Churches.Here is a Monaftery 
muchofit (landing, founded by Philip the good Duke of "Burgundies in that place 
where fomtimes flood the houfe of 2^/^<?w«nbuilt for the reliefe and fafetyof 
Pilgrims in their paffage to Ierufalem. And although quitted by the Friers, yet at 
this day itferuethto that purpofe: called Sion.boufe , and belonging to the mona¬ 
ftery of Mount Sion. 

Thoughout of my way,itwillnotbefar from the purpofe,to fay fomethingof 
Joppa-, which is ahauen,and wasa town, ten miles Weft of this place-and faidto 
liaue been before the gencrall Deluge. Others write that it was built by Iaphet.lt 
flood ypon,and vnder a hill.-from whence as Strabo reports (but impolfible to be 
true) Jerusalem might bedifcerned.Hauinganillhauen, defended from the South 
and Weft, with eminent rocks^but open to the fury of the North: which driuing 
the wauesagainft the ragged cliffes, do makethem more turbulent, and the place 
lefle fafe then the open Sea incenfed with tempefts. Here reigned Cepheus (who 
repaired the fame, and called it Joppa) the fonne of Phoenix, and father of Androme- 
Aa. Who is famed to haue been chained vnto a rock heard by ,for the pride of het 
mother Cafsiope, there to bedeuoured by the monfter.

This is faid to haue hapned (though intermixed with fixion) abont the time thae 

the 
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the Iudges began to gouernin ifrael. The inhabitants many yeeres after religi- 
oufly preferuedfundry old altars, infcribed with the titles of Cepheus and his bro¬ 
ther fhineus. Ouid makes Ethiopia the fcene of tins ftory. but is contradicted by 
S.lerome- backt with the credits of Pliny ^and Mela Marcus Scaurus in his JEdil- 
flbip, brought from hence, and produced the bones ofthis monfter,being by for* 
tie foote longer then the ribs bf an Elephanr, and the backc bone halfea foot thic¬ 
ker. This Citie wasdeftroyed by cefiius: and againe( becomming a receptacle for 
Pirats)by Vefpafian: who here builta Caftle to prohibit the like out rages. It was 
called the port of !ury: theonely one that it had. Then more conuenient then 
now.much ofitchoked with fand ; and much ofitworne with the continuallaf- 
fault of the waters. Of the Citie there is no part Handing more then two little 
Towers.- wherein arecertaine harquebufes acrock ofthe fafe-guardofthe har¬ 
bour. Vnder the cliff, and opening to the hauen, are certain fpacious caues hewrre 
into therocketfomevfed for ware-houfes, and others for Ihelter.The merchan¬ 
dizes here imbarqued for Chriftendome areonely cottens: gathered by certaine 
Frencbmenwho reiide at Rama inthe houfeof$w#.The wefterne Pilgrims do for 
themoft partarriueat this place, and are from hence condu&ed to lerufalem by 
jit talad. Greeke of Rama^md Drugaman to the Pater-guardian: paying feuen Sul- 
tanies apiece for his mules, his labour and difchargcof Capbar. The like rate he 
hath for bringing them back againe: a great expence to poore Pilgrims for f? 
fmallaiourney ; which muftbepaid although they accept notofhis condud.Yec 
by this meancsthey do palfe fecurely: he being in fee with the Arabiansthat pof- 
feflethe mountaines. 

Now the Caruan did againe diuide: the Moores keeping on the way thatlea- 
deth to T>amafcus. Here we fhould hauepayd two dollcrs apiece for our heads 
toaSheck ofthe Arabs: butthe San^tack of Gaza had fent vnto him that it fhould socallthtj their 
beremitted.He came vntoourtent, andgreedily fed onfuch viands as we had fee leadm f" lhe 
before him. A manoftall ftature,clothed ina Gambalockeoffcarlet,buttoned vn- ^indefridki 
derthe chin with aboifcofgold. He hath not the patience to exped a prefent,but gow?e. * 2 

demanded one.We gaue him a piece offugar, and apaire of fhooes which he 
earneftly enquired for,andcheerefully accepted. On the two and twentieth of 
March with the riling Sunne we departed from Gaza. A fmall remainder of that 
great Caruan 5 the Noftraines( fo name they the Chriftians of the Eaft) that ride 
vpon Mules & Alfesbeing gone before: amongft whome were two Armenian B’i- 
fliops who footed it moll of the way-but when (alighting themfelues) they were 
mounted byfome of their Natio.Beforewe had gone far we wereftaydby the A. 
™6r,vntillthey had ukenCapharof the reft .The Subajjee of Rama belies had two 
Medines vpon euery Camell. The day thus wafted did make vs mifdoubt that we 
fhould not get that night vnto lerufalem^but the milling of our way (for the A- ' 
tabs had left vs contrary to their cuftome)turned our feare to defpaire. Some fixe 
miles beyond Rama the hils grew bigger and bigger,mixed with fruitfull vallies. 

About two miles farther we afeended the higher mountaines-paying by the way 
two Medines a head; but at feuerall places. A paflage exceeding difficult; 
ftreightned with wood,& as it were paued with broken rockes:which by reafoti 
ofthe rainethen falling, became no lefte dangerous to our Camels. At length 
we came to a fmal vil lage where we firft difeouer’d our erring.Some coufelled to 
ftay, others to proceed;both dangerous alike:the way vnknowne, vnfafe,the in¬ 
habitants thceues, as are all die Arabians. Whilft we thus debated,the night ftole 
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vpon vs andberefc vs of the election. Themuch raine enforced vs to flie for Jfliel- 
ter vnto a ruinous chappell, where diftruft fet the watch, which we carefully kept 
till the morning. Betimes weforfooke the village,defending the way we hadaf* 
cended,guided by the chiefe of the towne,who for a fumme of mony had vnder- 
taken our conduft to the top of the mountaincs: hauing hired affes for our more 
expedition. Yet others crofting vs as we returned along the vally 5 with fhewes of 
violence,would haue extorted more money .Our paffagefor fiue houres together 
lay through a narrow ftr eight of the mountainesjmuch of our way no other then 
fuchasfeemedto haue benewornc by the winters torrcnt.We paft by a ruinous 
fort,feated neerea fountaine; fufficient, when it flood, to haue made good that 
pafj&ge. In the way we fprang a number of Partridges; others on each fide run¬ 
ning on the rocks, like in colour to thofe of Chios. Afcending by little and little, 
at length we attained tothe top; which ouertoptand furueyedall themountaines 
that we had left behind vs. From hence to lerufalem the way is indifferent euen. 
On each fide are round hils,with ruines on their tops-,& valiesfuchas are figured 
In the moft beautifull iand-fkips. The foile, though ftony, not altogether barren, 
producing both corne and oliues about inhabited places. Approchingthe North 
gate of the City,called in times paft,The gate of Ephraim ,& now of Damafcus-,vic 
onely ofall the reft were not permitted to enter. Whencompaffing the wall vnto 
that of the Weft, commanded by the Caftle,we were met by two Franciscan Fri¬ 
ers: who faluted and conuey ed vs to their Couent. 

Although diuers both vpon inquifition and view,haue with much labour re¬ 
lated the fite and ftate of this Citie, with the places adioy ning 5 (though not to my 
knowledge in our language )infomuch as I may feeme vnto fome, but to write 
what hath bin writen already.yet notwithftanding, as well to continue the courfe 
of this difeourfe, as to deliuer the Reader from many erring reports of the too 
credulous deuote,and too too vain-gloriousthe one

This Citie, once facred and glorious,elected by God for his fcate, and feated 
in the midft of Nations; like a Diadem crowning the head of the mountaincs- the 
theater of my fteriesand miracles-was founded by Melchifedech{ whoisfaidtobe 
He rei* i follow Stwthefonne of Noe, and that notvnprobably)aboutthe yeereofthe world 202 3. 
he computation and called S alem (bythe Gentiles, Solymafis they write, ofthe mountaines adioy 
L1"”" nin §> butrather the nwumaines of the C itie)which fignifiethPeace.-who reigned 
bit argument, here fifty yeeres. After poffeffed bythe lehufttes, by themit was named Jehus- 
who held it wholly or in part eight hundred andfoure and twenty yeeres-when 
Sion the fortftill remaining in their hands, being afTaulted by Dauid-, they pla¬ 
ced the blind, the lame, and other waies impotent, vpon the walls, in contempt of 
his power, as fufficient to repulfe fuch an enemie. But in fine he tooke Mount s*?* 
by force, expulfed the lehufttes-, reedified & adorned it and the Citie with goodly 
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buildingsiand remouingfrom Hebron, made ic the feate of his kingdome. From 
thenceforth it was called iertifalem, which is to fay, Tebtifalent^conuertingb into r 
for thebetter harmony.His tonne Salomonund thefucceeding Kings of W* much 
enlargedy Citie,then containing in circuite about fifty furlongsdortified it with 
ltronger walls & deeper trenches,hewne out of theliuing rockejand added there¬ 
unto an abfolutc perfection by the ftfu&ure of that magnificent Temple, their 
fumptuous Palaces,and other ftately edifices.In this excellencie it continued for 
foure hundred threefcore and feuenteene yeeres.When deftroyed by Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar, for threefcore and ten yeeres it lay Waft vntill the leaves returning from 
thatcaptiuity, began to reedifie the fame- which yet was vnimmuredfor ?.(core 
and three yeeres after-land then effected by N eh mi as in the fpaceof two and fifty 
daies.lt contained at that time in circuitethree andthirty furlongs:and was after 
enlarged vnto 3.fcore. Adorned by the MacchabeesfautefyechWy by the many & 
admirable, buildings ereCted by Herod, it Teemed not much to decline from her 
former bcautie and amplitude. This rebuilt Cine flourilhed for the fpace of Hue- 
hundred threefcore and two yecres^and then was deftroyed by the wrath of 
Cod, and fury of Titus: wherein eleuen hundred thoufand by famine,peftilence 
theenimiesfvvord, andciuill butcheries, moft defperatlyperiflied. Onely three 
towers, Hippie tint) Pbafealumznd eMariamnt{. built by Herod, and adioynin® to his 
Palace )he left vnrazed, exceeding the reft in greatnefle and beauty-,and a part of 
the wall which enthroned the Weft of the Citie: both to be a defence to the Ro -\ 
wanes, and to declarevnto pofteritythe ftrengthofthe place, and valour of the 
vanquifhers.Butthreefcoreand fiueyeeres after, JElius e^drianus infliCHngon the 
rebelling leaves a wonderfullflaughter,fubuertedthofe remainders,and fprinklcd 
fait vpon the foundation. Where not long after he built a new Cicic; but lefle in 
circuite* taking in mount Caluary,und apart of mount aihon, with the valley be- 
tweene 5 which lay on the Weft fide, and were excluded in the former Citie- fet- 
tingouer the gate that openeth towards Bethelem, the pourtraitureof a Swine: 
prohibiting th cleaves for eucr to enter,or fo m uch as to look vpon it from any more 
eminent mountaine:and after his ovvne name named it JElia Capitolia. But not 
long after inhabitedby Chriftia«s,and dignified with a I 3 atriarchall Sea,it recoue- 
red the ancient name of leriiftlem : and remained for flue hundred yeeres in the 
p oft eft; on ofthe Chriftiansbut not without fundric perfecurions.Then taken by 
the Saracens in the yeere ofour Lord < 5 ? 6 .wonne by Godfrey 'Bullenin theyeere 
*099. and taken by Saladinc in 1187. it was finally conquered by Selymus in the 
yeere 1517. and is now called Cuds of the ^Mahometans, which fignifieth Holy.So 
that from the firft foundation tothis prefenti 61 1.three thouland Hue hundred & 
fix and fortieyeeres are expired. 

This Citie is feated on a rockie mountaifiereuery way to be afcended(except 
a little on the North,)with fteepc defcents,and deepe vallies naturally fortified: 
for the moft part enuironed with other not far remoued mountaines, as if placed 
inthe midft ofan Amphitheater 4 For on the Eaft is mount O/iuet, Cepe rated from' 
the Citie by the valley of lehofaphati which alfo cireleth a part oYthe North) on 
the South the mountain of o/mr,interpofed with the vallueof Gebinn on :%nd on 
the Weft it was formerly fenced with the valley of Gihon, andmountaineadioy. 
ning. Tofpeakefomething thereof as it fiouriflied inthedayes ofourSauiour.it 
was diuided then into foure parts,feperated by feuerali walls,ftretching Eaft and 
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Weft 3 asiffo many feuerall Cities.That next the South ouerlooking the reft,and 
including mount Saw,was then called Thevpper Citie ; but before,The Citie of 
Dauid.lnthe midft whereof he ere&ed a ftrong and magnificent Caftle* thefeate 
of the fucceeding Kings. In the Weft corner and vpon the wall ftood his Tower, 
of which we ftiall fpeake hereafter, as of his Sepulcher, the Ccenaculum, the houfc 
of Annas, and that ofCaiaphas.Hcrc King Herod built a fumptuous Palace, cor. 
taining two houfes in one, which he named by the names ofCafar and Agrippa: 
adorned with marble, and fliining with gold.-incoft and ftacefuperiourtothe 
Temple. The wallesof this part of the Citie broken downe byAntsocbus were 
ftrongly repaired by the Macchabes-, which adioyning euery way with the down¬ 
fall of the rocke, did make it impregnable. But Sion razed in that generall fubuer- 
fion,is now for the moft part left out of the Citie. From the vpper Citie they de¬ 
scended into the nether,ouer a deepe trench, which was called Tpromt, and plen¬ 
tifully inhabited; now fild with rubbidge, and hardly diftinguifh able.This parr, 
asfome deliuer, was named the daughter ofS ton-, in greatnefte by far exceeding 
the mount. On the Eaft fide of thisS/tw,'vpon mount t Moria ftood that glorious 
Temple of Salomon: and betweneit and the mount Sion, his throne, his palace 
(which by a high bridge had a paflfage into the Temple, )the Palace of the Queen, 
andthehoufe ofthe Groue of nowall without the wallesof the Citie. 

Weft of the T emple,and on a high rock,the palace of the Maccbabees was feated, 
which furuayed the whole Citie; after reedified, and dwelt in by King Agrippa. 1 ' 
neere vrito which ftood the Theater builtby King Herod, adorned with exquifite 
pictures; exprefling the conquefts,trophies,and triumph of Augufttts. Againft the 
South corner oftheTempleftoodtheHippodrom,madealfo by tfm^wherinhe 
inftituteddiuersexercifes,offiue yeerescontinuance,in honour ofthe Emperour. 
And when he grew old,& \mrecouerably fick,kno wing how acceptable his death 
would be to the lews, he caufcd the chiefe of them to beaflembled together, & ro 
be there ihut vp;that his death accopained with their fiaughter 3 might at that time 
In defpite of their hatred, procure a generall lamentation. Within theWeft wall 
ofthe Citie,and neere it,was mount t_/frr4,fteepe and rockie ; where once ftood a 
Cittadell creifted by Anticchus,and razed by Simony ho abated theextraordinary 
height thereof,that it might not furmount the Temple.-whereon Helena Queenc 
ofthe ^Adiabettesia Nation beyond Euphrates)b uilt her Pallace;whoconuerting 
fromPaganifmeto Iudaifme,forfook her country,and dwelt in lerufalem. After¬ 
ward embracing the Chriftian lleligion,{hemuch relieued thediftrefled Chrifti- 
ans in that famin prophefied of by Agabusi which happened in the reigne of Clau¬ 
dius o/b-)with the corne fhe bought, andcaufed to be brought out of Mgypt. 
Without the Citie fhe had her fepulcher,not far from the gate oiEpbraimyadov* 
nedwith three Pyramides, and vndemolifhed in the daies oiEufebius.Ottthc 
Northfide of^raftood Herods Amphitheater,fpacious enough to contain four- 
fcorethoufand people,imitating inthe fliews thereexhibited,the barbarous cru¬ 
elty ofthe &>W4m,Neerevnto the North wal ofthisfecond part,ftood the com¬ 
mon Hall,and courts of Iuftice.And adioyning well-nigh to the North fideofthe 
Temple,vpon a fteep rocke fiftie cubits high,ftood the tower of Baris, belonging 
to the Priefts ofthe race of Afmones. But Herod obtaining the kirigdome s and con- 
fideringhow conuenientaplaceitvvas tocommandthe Citie; built thereon a 
ftately ftrong Caftle,hauing ateuery corner a tower,two of them being fifty cu¬ 
bits 
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bits in height,and the other rwo,tbreefcorc and ten* which, to infinuate with An¬ 
tonias , he called Antonia. In this the Romans did keepe a garrifon,fufpicioufly 
ouer-eying the Templejleaft the Iewes being animated with the ftrength thereof, 
fliould attempt fomc feared innouationjvnto which it was ioyned by a bridge of 
maruellous height,which paffedouer the artificial! vally of Cedron.Onthe North 
fide of Antonia, a gallery croifedthe ftreete(whercofwe fhallfpeake hereafter) 
vnto the palace ohhe Romane Prefident.Now for the third City,which was but 
narrow j and whofe length did equall the breadth of the other; the Weft end 
thereof as the circuit then ran, was wholy poifefled by the royal manfion of King 
Herod * confining on the three walls; for coft excelfiue, and for ftrength impreg¬ 
nable* containing groucs, gardens, fifh-ponds, and other places of delight, and 
for exercifc. On the South-eaft corner of the wall ftood Mariamnes Tower,fifty 
cubits high, befides the naturall height of the place,of excellent workemanfiiip* 
built in the memory, and retaining the name of his too well louedwife by him 
rafhly murdred. OntheSouth-weft corner ftood that of Phafeoius-, threcfcore 
and ten cubits high*, called after the name of his brother, (who dafhtout his own 
brainesjbeing contrary to the law ofNations,furprized,andimprifonedby the 
Parthians) exceeding ftrong, and in forme refembling the Tower of Harm. And 
in the North wall on a lofty hil ftood the Tower Hippie, eighty foure cubits high: 
foure lquare,and bauing two fpircs at the topjin memoriall of the Hippie this two 
friends,and both of them flaineinhis warrs.Inthis third City were the houfes 
of many of the Prophets:and that of Mary the mother of Iohn CMarkeftequen- 
ted by the Priraitiue Chriftians: The fourth part of lerufalem lay North of this, 
and wascalled the New City; once but a fuburbe to the other,and inhabited by 
the bafer tradefmen. The out wall of which was re-edified by King Agrippa,zn& 
made of a wonderfull ftrength,(the whole City onelyon that fide aifaliable)in 
height twenty-fiue cubits,and fortified with ninety Towers,two hundred cubits 
diftantfrom each other. Thefoile where theNevv City ftood, and a part of the 
next, is no w left out of the walls of Ierufalenti 

Thus little of much haue I fpoken, and yet by thefe few imperfect lineaments, 
the perfection thereof may beinfome fort conieCtured. More will be faid when 
we fpeake of the Moderne exactly reprefented in the following figure.* with the 
fiteof the remarkeable placesjwhereof mention is made in theprocefleof our 
Iournall.

We entred as aefore-faid at the Weft gate called the gate of Ioppa. On the right 
hand and adioyningtO the wall,there ftandeth a fmall ill-fortified Caftle ; yet the 
onely fort that bclongerh tothe Citie ; weakely guarded,and not ouer-well ftored 
with munkion.-built by the Pi fans at fuch time as the Chriftias inhabited this Ci¬ 
ty. Turning on the left hand, and afeendingapartof Mount Gihon^ we came to 
theMonafteryofthe Francifcans(vto\n being in number betweene thirty and for- 
ty)who in the yeere 15 6i,thruft out of that which they had on Mount ha<J 
this place afiigned them. But of the founders name I am ignorant: nor is he 
much wronged by beingforgotten,fince fo meane a building can giuc no fame to 
ti)e builder*

The Pater-guardian with due complement entertained vs.- a reuerend old man 
ofa voluble tongue,and winning behauiour. His name Gaudentius: his Nation/- 
w/^.Euety third yeere they are remoued;and afucceflor ele&ed by the Pope, 
from whom they haue a part of their exhibition: the reft from the Spaniard, and 
Florentine. Nor is it a little that they get by the refort of the Pilgrims of Chrifte- 
dome.For all that come muftrepaire to their Couentjotherwile they flial be ac¬ 
cused for fpies, and fuffer much trouble.-the Romane Catholicks rewarding them 
out ofdcuotion, and the reft out of courtefie: which if (hort of their expectations 
they will repine at as lofers. We foure for eight dayfcs entertainemefir,bellowed 
little lelfe amongft them then an hundred dollarsjand yet they told vs that we had 
hardly payed for what we had eaten. A coftly rate for a monafticall diet.But the 
Turke is much more fierce vpon them .-awaiting all aduantages thatmaygiuea 
colour to extortion. A little before our comtning,a being denied by a Fryer 

of fome trifle that he requefted; gauc hitnfelfe fuch a blow vpon the nofe,that the 
blood gulhed forth-and prefentiy exclaiming as if beaten by the other,complai- 
ned to the San^iacke: for which Amnia they werecompelled to part with eight 
hundred dollars. Brought much behind-hand, as they alledge, with fuch lolles, 
they vfe oft to rehearfe them as motiues vnto charity. 

The Couent hath alfo another income by the Knights of the Sepulcher; who 
pay thirtie Sultainet apiece to the Pater-guardian : who by the vertue of his Pa¬ 
tent dothgiue them that dignity. The Kings of France were foueraignes of that 
Order: by whome it was inftiruted, in the yeere 1099; who granted them diuers 
immunities. They bare flue crolfes gules,in forme of that which is at this day cal- 
led The lerufalem croflqreprefenting thereby the 5 .wounds that violated the bo¬ 
dy of our Sauiour.None were to be admitted,if of a defam’d life,or not of the Ca- 
tnolickc religion. They are to be Gentlemen of blood rand fufficient meanes 
to maintainea port agreeable to that Calling,without the exercife of mechanicall 
fciences. But now they will except againft nonethat bring monyinfomuch that 
at our being there they admitted ofa Romane, by trade ah Apothecary, late dwel¬ 
ling in Aleppo. They take theSkramentto heareeucry daye a Maffe,ifthey may 
conueniently .-If warrs be commenced againft theInfidels,to ferue here in perfon: 
or to fend other in their (leads no leffe feruiceable; To oppugne the perfecutors of 
the Church; to (hunne vniuft warrs, diflioneft gaine, and priuate duels. laftly, 
to be reconcilers of de(fentions,to aduance the common good, to defend the wi¬ 
dow and orphane, to refrainefromfwearing, periury, blafphcmy,rapine,vfury, 
facriledge,murder, and drunkenneffe: to auoidfufpe&ed places,the company of 
infamous perfons; toliue chaftly,irrcprouably,and in word and deed to (hew 
themfelues worthy of fuch a dignity .This oath take, the Pater-guardian laieth his 
hand Vpon his head, as he knecleth before the entrance of the Tombe: bidding 
him to be loyall,valiant,vcrtuous,andan vnidaunted Souldicr of Chrift and that 
holy Sepulcher, Then giues he him the fplirs,which he puts on his heeles; and 
after that a fword(the(ame,as they fay,which was Godfreys of Bullein)& bidshim 
vfe it in defence ofthe Church,& himlelfe -,and totheconfufion of.Infideis:(hea> 
thing it againe, he girts himfelfc therewith .Who then arifing, andforth-with 
kneeling clofetothe fepulcher, enclining his head vponthefame;he is created 
byreceiuing three ftroakes on the (houlder,andby faying thrice, lordainethee 4 
Knight ofthe holy Sepulcher, of our Lord Ieftts Christ,in the name of the Father, the 
Son and the holy Ghojl.Then kiffeshe him, & puts abouthis neck a chaine of gold.

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whereat hangeth a Ierufalem Croffe.- who arifing, kifles the Sepulcher,and refto- 
ring theaforefasid ornaments, departeth. 

From the top of this Monaflery.furuey you may the mofi: part of this Gity; 
whereof much lies waftjtheold buildings (except fome few) all ruined, the new 
contemptible. None exceed two ftories:the vnder no better then vaultsjthevp. 
per arched aboue, and Handing vpon arches: being well confirmed againft fire,as 
hauing throughout no combuftible matter: the roofes flat, and coueredwith 
plaiftcr.In'nabited it is by Chriftians outoftheir deiiotion-and by Turkes for the 
benefit receiuedby Chnftians: otherwife perhaps it would be generally abando¬ 
ned. 

After a little refrefhment, the fame day we came (which was vpon Maundie 
Thurfday) we went into the Temple of the Sepulcher; euery onecarrying with 
him his pillow and carpet. The way from the Monaftery continues in a long de- 
fcent,(theEaftfideof Gibon) and then a little afeendeth to mount Caluary Mount 
Caluary a rocky hill, neither high nor ample, was once a place ofpublike execu¬ 
tion: then without, but now wel-nigh within the hart of the Citie: whereupon 
the Emperour Adrian txtdtcd aFanevnto Venus. But the vertuous Helena {of 
whom our country may iuftly glory) ouerthrew that receptacle of Paganifme 
andbuiltinthe roomethereof this magnificent Temple; which not onely poffef. 
feth the Mount, but the garden below, together with a part ofthe valley of Car- 
caffes (fo called, in that they threw thereinto the bodies ofthe executed) which 
lay betweene mount Caluary and the wall of the old City .The Frontifpice op* 
pofing the South, ofanexcellentftrufturej 
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marble, oucr which a tranfomeingrauen with hiftoricalffigures; the walls and ar¬ 
ches crcfted &garnifhedwithfloritry. On the left hand there ftandeth a Tower, 
now fomething ruined (once as fomefay, afteeple,and depriued by Saladine of 
bels, vnfufferabie to the Mahometans :)on the right hand by certaine fteps a little 
Chappell is afeended; coupled aboue, andfuftained at the corners with pillars of 
marble. Below thorow a wall which bounds the Eaft fide ofthe court, a paire of 
ffaircsdo mount tothe top ofthe rock (yet no rockeuident:) where isa little 
chappell built (as they fay )m the place where Abraham would haue facrificed lfa- 
*c j ofmuch deuotion, and kept by thePrieft ofthe . Thisioynethto the 
top ofthe Temple,leuel,and(if I forget hot)flooredwirh plaifter„Qut ofthe Tem¬ 
ple there arife two ample coupulos.- thait next the Eaft (couering. the Eaft end and 
lies ofthe channell) tobcafcendedby fteps on the out fide .the other: ouer the 
Church of the Sepulcher, being open ip the middle. O who can without forow, 
without indignatio, behold the enimies of Chrift to be y Lords of his Sepulcher! 
who at feftiuall times fit mounted ynder a Canopie,to gather money of fuch as do 
enter:the profits arifing thereof,being farmed at the yeerely rentof eight thoufad 
Sultanies.Each Frak payes i fourteene(except he fee of tome religious Order,who 
then of what fe<ft foeuer,is;fexempted from payemets)wherein is included the im¬ 
port due at the gate ofthe Gitie: but the Chriftians thatbefubied to the T urke, do 
pay but a trifle in refped thereof. At other times the doore is fealed with the feale 
ofthe Sanziack^nd n<* opened without his diredon.- whereat there hangs feuen 
cords, which by the bels that they ring, giue notice to the feuen feuerall feds of 
Chtjftians(who Iiue within thg .Temple continually; of fuchas would fpeakc with 
thohj which they doe tKprow’a little wicket and thereat receiue the prouifion 
that is brought, them. Now to thake the foundation euen in a place fo vneuen, 
much ofthe rock hath bin fiewhe away,and parts too low,fupplyed with mdghtie 
arches.To that thofe natural! formes are vtterly deformed,which would haue bet¬ 
ter fatisfied the beholder-and too much regard hath made them lelfe rcgardible.

After wehaddifpofed ofour luggage in part; of the North-gallery belonging to 
the Latins, the ConfefTor offered to fhew vs the holy and obferuable places of the 
Temple.-which we gladly accepted ofj he demanding firft ifdeuorion orcuriofi. 
ty had pofleft us with that defire. So that for omitting Pater twjlers, and Aue Ma- 
wj, we loft manyyeeres indulgences, which eucry place doth plentifully afford 
tofuch as aflfett them: and contented our felues with an hiftoricall relation. 
Which Iwillnot declare in order asfhewn, but take them as they lie from the 
firftentrance ofthe Temple. Rightagainft thedoore,inthemidftofthe South 
lie, and leuell with the pauement,there lyeth a white marble in forme of a graues- 
ftone enuironed with a raile of brafTe about afoote high:theplace(asthey fay) 
where lofeph of Arimathia , and 2 sficodemus, anoynted the body of our Sauiour 
with fweet oyntments. This they, kifle,and kneeletoj rubbing thereupon their 
crucifixes, beades, and hand-kerchers: yea whole webs of linnen; which they 
carry into farre countries, and preferuethe fame for their flirouding fheets.Ouer 
this there hang feuen Lamps, which burne continually. Againft theEaft end of 
theftone there is a little Chappell. Neerethe entrance on the right hand ftands 
the Sepulcher of Godfrey otBullein: with a Latine Epitaph ,thus Englifhed: 


Here lyeth the renownedGodfrey ofBullein , who wonneall this Land y^uo^i^l^VaamteS**

The firft and fecond Kings of lerufalem. The farre end of this Chappell, called 
the Chappell of Saint/^»(and of the Anoynting,by reafon ofthe ftone which it 
neighboureth)is confined with the foote of caluary, whereon the left fide ofthe 
Altar there is a cleft in the rocke: in which,they fay,that the head of Adam was 
found; as they willhaue it, there buriedj(others fay in Hebron that his bones might 
befprinkled with the reall blood of our Sauiour: which he knew fhould be fhed 
in that place by a propheticall fore-knowledge. Ouer this are the Chappels of 
mount Calvary,

afcended on the North fide thereof by twenty ftepsj the higheft hewn out of the 
rock, asis a part of the paffage^obfcure, and extraordinary narrow. Thefloore 
ofthefirft Chappell, is checked withdiucrs coloured marbles^ not to be trod 
vpon by feet that are fhod. At the Eaft end vnder a larg arched concaue of the 
wall, is the place whereon ouf'Sauiour did fuffer^which may affuredly bethought 
the fame; and if one place be more holy then another, reputed in the world the 
moft venerable. He is void offence that fees,beleeues, and is not then confoun¬ 
ded with his pafiions.The rock there rifeth halfe a yard higher then the pauement, 
leuell abode, in forme of an altar, ten foot long, and fix foot broad; flagged with 
white marblejasisthe arch & wall that adioyneth.Inthe midfl isthe place where, 
in the Croffe did ftanddined withfiluer, gilt, and imboffed. This they creepe to, 
proftrate themfeluesthereon,kiffe, falute* and fuch asvfethcm,fandl:ifie therein 
theirbeads,& crucifixes.On either fide there ftandeth a croffe: that on the right 
fidein the place where the good theefe was crucifiejd;and that on the left, where 
the bad; deuided from Chrift by the rentofthe rocke (a figure ofhisfpirituall 
feparation) whichcloue afunder inrhehoure ofhis paflion.Theinfides doetefti- 
fie, that Art had tjo hand therein: each fide to other being anfwerably rugged,and 
there were vnacceflible to the workeman.That before fpoken of,in the Chappell 
below is a part of this, which reacheth(as they fay) to the center. This place be¬ 
longed to the Georgians: whofe Priefts are poore, and accept of almes. No other 
nation fay Maffcon that altar: ouer whichthere hang forty fixe Lampes, which 
burnecontiually-Onthefelfe fame floore,of the felfe-fameforme is that other 

Chappell belonging to the Latina, deuided onely by a curtaine,and entred 

thorow

thorow the former. In the midft of the pauementisa fquare,inchaccd with ftones 
of different colours, where Chrift, as they fay, was nailed vpon theCroffe. This 
place is too holy to betrodvpo.They wearcthe hard ftones with their foft knees, 
and heate them with their feruent kifles: proftrating themfelues, and tumbling vp 
and downc with fuch an ouer-a&iue zeal, thatafaire Greeke virgin, ere aware, 
one morning flicwed more then intended:whom the Frier that helpt the Prieft to 
lay Maffe fo tookeatthe bound,thatit ecchoedagaine,and difturbed the mourne- 
full facrificc with arairthfull clamor;the poore maid departing with great indig¬ 
nation. Oner the altar which is finely fet fo rth,three & thirty Lampes are maintai- 
ncd.Thefetwo Chappels looking into the temple, areallthat poffefterhe fummic 
of the rocke:exceptingthat of the Immolation of Jfnak 3 without, and fjpoken of 
beforehand where they keepethe Altar of Mclcbifedech. Oppofte to thedooxe 
of the Temple adioyning to the fide ofthe chancel are certain marble Sepulchers 
without titles or Epitaphs. Some twenty paces diredly Weft from mount Calua- 
ry,and on that fide that adioyneth to the TOwer,a round white marble,leucll with 
thepauement,retaineth the memorie(as they fay )of that place, where the biefled 
Virgin flood, and theDifciple whome Chrift loued; when from the Croffe he 
commended each to other: ouer which there burneth a Lampe. A little on the 
right hand ofthis,and towards the Weft,youpaffebetweenecertaine pillars tnto 
that part of the Church which is called the Temple of the Refurre&ion, and of 
the holy Sepulcher. A ftately round. 



cloiftredbelov, and about; fupported with great fquare pillars, flagged hereto¬ 
fore with white marble: but now in many places depriued thereof by the fttcriJ 
legious Infidels. Much ofthe neather Cloifteris deuided intofundry Chappels 
belonging vntofeuerallnatios & feds, where they exercifethe rites of their feue-

rail religions. The firft on the left hand to the t^ibiffens, the next to the Jacobites, 
thethird to the Coptics ( clofeto which,on the leftfide ofanother, there is a caue 
hewne out of the rock, with a narrow entrance,the Sepulcher of lofepboi Arrima - 
the*,) the fourth to the Georgians, and the fife to the Marcnites. The Chappell of 
the Armenians poflefteth a great part of the gallery aboue 5 and the reft lying to¬ 
wards the North, belongeth to the Latins, though not imployedto religious v- 
fes.Now between the top of the vpper gallery,and extreme of the vpright wall,in 
feuerall concaues,are the pictures of diuers of the Saints in Mofaique worke,full- 
faced,& vnheightned with ihadovves according to the Grecian painting; but much 
‘ defaced by malice,Or continuance. In the midft on the South fide is the Emperor 
C(W/?*»/i»«,oppofite to his mothers,the memorable FoundrefTe. This Round is 
couered with a Cupolo fuftained with rafters of Cedar each of one piece, being 
open in the midft like the Pantheon at Rome, whereat it receiueth the light that it 
hath, and that as much as fufficcth. Iuft in the midft, and in view ofhcauen,ftands 
the glorified Sepulcher,a hundred and eight feet diftant from mount Calueryfhe 
naturall rock furmounting the folc of the Temple,abated by art, and hewne into 
the forme of a Chappell,

more long then broad,and ending in afemicirclc; all flagged ouer with white 
marble.The hinder part being fomething more eminent then the otAer,is enuiro. 
ned with ten fmall pillarsadioyning to the wall,and fuftaining the cornifh.On the 
top( which is flat)andin the midft thereof,a little cupolo couered vith lead is era¬ 
sed vpon fix double, but fmall Corinthian columnes of polilhcdPorphyre.The 
other part being lower then this by the height of the corniib; fmwth aboue, and 
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not fo garnifhcd on the fides(feruingas a lobby or portico to the former)is en- 
tred at the Eaft end; (hauing before thedoorea longpauement,ere<ftedfome- 
thingabouetheflooreofthe Church included betweene two white marble wals 
not paft two foot high)and confi fling of the felfe-fame rocke,doth containe there¬ 
in a concaue about three yards fquare, the roofe hewne compaffe-all flagged tho- 
rowoutwith white marble.Inthemidftofthe floorethereisaftoneaboutafoot 
high and a foot and a halfe fquare; whereon,they fay, that the Angel fate, who 
told the two CMaries that our Sauiourwas rifen. But Saint Mathew faith,he fate 
vpon the great ftone which he had rol’d from the mouth of the Sepulcher 5 which, 
asitisfaidjtheEmprefle caufed tobeconueyed to the Church of Saint Sauiour, 
{landing where once flood the palace of Caiphas. Out of this a paffage thorow the 
midfl of the rocke,exceeding not three feet in height, and two in breadth, hauing 
a doore of gray ftone with hinges of the fame, vndcuided from the naturall, affor- 
deth away to creepe thorow intoafecond concaue,about eight foote fquare,and 
as much in height,with acompaft roofofthefolid rocke,but lined from the moft 
part with white marble. Onthe North fide there is aTombeofthe fame which 
poffcffeth onehalfeofthe roome-a yard inheight,andmadein the forme ofanaf* 
tar; infomuchas not aboue three can abide there at once-the place no larger then 
affoordetha liberty for kneeling.lt is faid, that long after the Refurre&ion, the 
Tombe remained in that forme therein itwas when our Sauiour lay there-.when 
at length by reafon of the deuouter Pilgrims, who continually bore away little 
pieces thereof: relicks whereuntothey attributedmiiraculous effects )it wasinclo- 
fed within a gate of iron .But a fecond inconueniency which proceedeth from the 
tapers,haire, and other offerings throwne in by Votaries, which defiled the mo¬ 
nument, procured the pious Helena to inclofe the fame within this marble altar, 
which now belongethto the Latins’ whereon they onely fay Mafie, yet free for 
other Chriftians to cxercife their priuate deuotions; being well fet forth, and ha¬ 
uing on the far fide an antique and excellent picture demonftrating the Refurre- 
dlion. Ouer it perpetually burnetha number of lamps,which haue fullied the roof 
like theinflde ofachimney,andyeeldsvnto the roomean immoderate feruour. 
Thoufands of Chriftians perforate their vowes,and offer their teares yercly, 
with all the expreffions of forrow, humility,affe<ftion,and penitence.lt is a frozen 
zealethat will no.t be warmed with the fight thereof. And O that I could retaine 
theeffedls that it wrought,with an vnfainting perfeuerance! who then did dilate 
* this hymne to my Redeemer:

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Without, and to the Weft end of this Chappell, anothervery fmalloneadioy- 
neth,vfed in common by the JEgyptians and Ethiopians .Now ont he left hand as 
you pafle vnto the chappel of the Apparation,there are'two roud ftones of white 
marble in the floore: that next the Sepulcher couering the place where our Saui- 
our, and the other where Mary Magdalen ftood(as they fay) when he appeared 
vnto her. Onthe Northfidejand withoutthe limitsoftheTempIe, ftands the 
Chappell ofthc Apparation: fo called (as they fay) for that Chrift in that place 
did Ihcw himfelfe to his forowfull mother, and comforted her,pierced with an- 
guiftt for his cruell death,and ignominious fufferings.This belongethto the La- 
tines, which ferueth them alfo for a Vefteryjfrom whece they proceed vnto their 
pompous Proceffions.Onthe Eaftfide there ftand three altars . that in the midft 
in aclofetby it felfe, dedicated to God, and our Lady. Thaton the right handis 
calledthealtar ofthe holy Cro(fe,whereofa great part was therecas they fay)rc- 
ferued.But when Sultan Solyntan imprifoned the Friers of mount S«w,(whom he 
kept in durance for the fpaceoffoure yeeres)the Armenias ftoleit from thence, 
arid carried it to Sehaflta their principal! Citie.That on the left hand in the corner, 
and neere vnto the entrance; is called the Altar of the Scourging; behind which 
there is a piece of a pillar, ofthat(as they fay )whereunto our Sauiour was bound 
when they fcourged him.This flood on mount Sion, and there fupported the Por¬ 
tico to a Church inthe daies of Saint lerom^ when broke by the Saracensjhc pie¬ 
ces were recolle(fted,and this part here placed by the Chriftias.Thc reft was di- 
ftributed by Paul the fourth,vnto the Empcrour Ferdinand, Philip King of Sfaint, 
& the Signory oi Venice jn honor whereofthey celebrate the fixt of April.lt is (as 
I remember )a bout 3.foot high, of a dusky black-veind marble, fpotted here and 
there with red. which they affirmeto be the marks of his bloud wherewith it was 
befprinkled.Beforeitthere is agrateofiron,infomuch as notto betoucht but by 
the mediation ofa fticke prepared for the purpofe-,being buttoned at the end with 
leather,in maner of a foile,by which they conuey their kiffes,and bleflfe their lips 
with the touch of that which hath touched the relick.Thorow the aforefaid Ve- 
ftery, a paffageleades into certainc roomes, heretoforea partofthe Colledge of 
theKnight-Templcrs:an Order erected by the Princes of Franee(of whom the 
chiefe were Hugo de Paganis y m&. GaufredusaSanCfo Audamaro) about theyeerc 
of our Lord 1 up.in the dayesof Baldwin the fecond, whoaffigried them this 
placeadioyningto the Temple,and whereupon they were called Templers.Itis 
faid, that they receiued their inftitutions from Saint Bernard y together with their 
white- habite:and after that, the red Croflefrom E ugenius the third pope of that 
name: the onealymbol of Innocency,the other ofnot to berefufedMartyredom- 
and ofthe bloud which they were profufely to fled in defence of this coutry.At 
lirft they grew glorious in armes ; the rich in reuenues:which corrupted their ver- 
tues,and betrayed them to the moftdetefted kinds of licentioufnefle: infomuch 
as by a generall Councell held in Vienna in the yeere 1312. the Order was extin- 
guiiht,and their lands for the raoft part conferred vponthe'Knight-hofpitallers 
of Szintlohns oflerufalem, of whom we fhalllpeake when we comevnto Malta. 
The Temples in London belonged vnto them . where in the Church(built round 
in imitation of this) diuers oftheir ftatues arcto be feene,and the pofiture vfed in 
their burials.Here the Francifcans entertained vs during our aboad in the Tem¬ 
ple. Returning againethorow the Chappel ofthe Apparation,a little onthe left 
hand there is a conpaue in th$ wall,no bigger then to cotaine two perfons befides 
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the Altar* which is called the Chappell ofthe Angels.-belongingalfofo the La- 
tines, but lent by them to the defpiled TZetforians during the celebration ofEafter. 
Winding with the wall along theout*ward North-alley ofthe Chancel^atthe 
farre end thereof there is a Grothewneoutof the rocke, where they fay, that the 
Jerrmmprifoncd our Sauiour,during the time thatthey whereaprouiding things 
neceffary for his crucifying.Thisis kept by the Georgians-, without other orna¬ 
ment then an vngarnifhed Altar: ouer which hangeth one onely lampe, which 
rendreth a dimme light to the prifon.Vntreading a good part of the fore, laid al¬ 
ley, weentred the Ile( there but diftinguifhedby pillars) which borders on the 
North ofthe Chancclh and turning on the left hand, where it beginnes to com- 
paffe with the Eaft end thereof, we pafledby a Chappell containing an Altar,but 
of no regard: wherin they fay,the Title was prefer ued, which was. hung ouer the 
head of our Sauiour-.no w fhowne at Rome in the Church of the holy Croffe of ie- 
rufalem. Next to this in the famewall,and midft ofthe femicircle, there is ano¬ 
ther,the place where they fay,the fouldiers did caft lots for his garmets ,-ofwhich 
the Armenians haue the cuftody. A little bey od you are to defeend a paire of large 
ftaires of thirtie fteps,part of the paflage hewne out of the rocke of caluary, which 
leadeth into a Lobbythe roof fupported with foure maffie pillars of white mar¬ 
ble, which euer moift throughthedanknefleof theplace(being vnder ground) 
andfometimesdropping,arefaidto weepeforthe forowfull paffion and death of 
Chrift. At the farre end, containing more then half ofthe roome,is the Chap, 
pelljof Saint Helena: hauing two great Altars created by Chriftian Princes in her 
honour. On the South fide there is a fcate of ftone, ouerlooking a paire of 
flaires which defeend into the place of the inuention ofthe Croffe.- where they 
fay, that flie fate whilft the fouldiers remoued the rubbidge that had couercd it; 
Thcfe ftaires (eleuen in number) condud into an obfeure vault, a part of the 
valley of Carcaffes.Thcre threw they our Sauiours crofle,and coucredit with the 
filth ofthe City:when after three hundred yecres,the Empreffe Helena trauelling 
vnto lernfalem in the extremity of her age, to behold thofe places which Chrift 
had fan&ified with his corporall prefence,threatned torture and death to certaine 
of the principall Urns, if they would not reueale where their Anceftors had hid 
it. At laft forfooth they wrefted the truth from an old Iw, one Iudas, firft a 1- 
moft famifhed: who brought them to this place. Where after hee had petitioned 
heauenfor the difcoueriejthe earth trembled,and breathedfrom her cranies aro- 
maticke odors.By which miracle confirmed,theEmperor caufed the rubbidge to 
be remoued,wherethey found three croffes,and hard by,thefuperfcription. But 
when notable to diftinguifh the right from the other,they fay that Macarius, then 
Bifhop of terufalem , repairing together with the Empreffe vnto the houfe of a 
Noble woman of this City,vncurably difeafed, did with the touch ofthe true 
Croffe reftore her to health. At fight whereof the jew became a Chriftian,and 
was called thereupon Jguiriacus. Being after Bifhop o£lerufaletn,in the reigneof 
Julian the Apoftata,he was crowned with martyrdome. At which time it was de^ 
creed,that no malefactor fhould thenceforth fuffer on the Croffej and that the 
third of May fhould be for cucr celebrated in memoriall ofthatinuention.Inthis 
vault are two Altars: theone where the Croffe of Chrift was found,andthe other 
where the other. Afcending againeby theaforefaid ftaire into the Temple-on 
the left hand betweenethe entrance, and mount Caluary, there is a little roome 
which is called the Chappell of the Derifion. Where vnder the Altar Is referued 

ft, a 
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a part (as they fay) of that pillar to which Chrift was bound, when Pilots feruants 
cro wned him with thornes,being clothed in an old purple robe,and placed a reed 
in his hand,infteadofa fcepter,crying, Haile } Kingofthe lews', with other oppro¬ 
brious taunts, and reuilings.This is kept by the Abtjjens. Now nothing remameth 
to fpeakeof butthe Quira, not differing from thole in our Cathedrall Churches. 
The Weft endopeneth vponthe Sepulcher.- the Eaft ending in a femicircle,toge¬ 
ther withthe lies,is couered with a high cupoloion each fide ftand oppofite doors 
which open into the North and South alleyes ; all ioyntly called the Templeof 
Golgotha. A partition at the vpper end excludeth the halfe round(behind which is 
their high Altar) whiehrifeth in the manner ofalofcieScreene,all richly guilded 
(asmoif of thefides of the Chancell) and adorned with the pictures of the Saints 
in antique habits: flat and full-faced, accordingto the manner of the Grecians y to 
whom this place is affigned. Towards the Weft end from each fide equally diftant 
there is a little pit in the pauement,which they fay )is the Nauell of the world,and 
endeauour to confirmed with that faying of the Scripture, <W wrought his Valua¬ 
tion in the mid ft ofthe earth which they fillwith holy water. The vniuerfaU fa- 
brick, maintained by the Greeke Emperours duringtheir foueraigntie,and then by 
the Chriftian Kings of lerufalem, hath fince beene repaired in the feuerall parts by 
their particular owners. The whole offoftrongaconftitution,as rather decayed 
in beauty then fubftance. 

Hauing vifited thefe places (which beftow their leuerall indulgences, and are 
honoured with paricular orifons)after Eucn-lbng 3 and Proceffidn, the Pater-guar¬ 
dian putting off hispontifieall habit, and clothed in alongyeftofiinnengirtclofe 
vntohim,nrft warned the leete of his fellow Friers^and then of the Pilgrims: 


being Good Friday, amongft other folemnities,they carried the Image of Chrift 
on a ftieete,fupported by the foure corners,in proceffion,with banners of the Paf- 
fiomfirft to theplace where he was imprifoned,then in order to the other 3 per¬ 
forming at each their appointed deuotions. Laying it where they fay he was fixed 
on the Caofle, the Frier-Preacher madeouer it a Ihort and paffionate oration.- 
who a<Sed his part fo well,that he begot teares in others with his own^andraught 
them how to be forowful. At length they brought it to the place where,they fay, 
he was imbalm’d: where the Pater.guardian anoynted the Image with fwcet oiles, 
and ftrevveditwitharomaticke powders, and from thence conueycdittothc Se¬ 
pulcher. At night the lights putout, and company remoued, they whipped them- 
leluesin their Chappell of mount Caluary. On Saturday their other folemnities 
performed, they carryed thecroffe it procelfion, with the banners ofthe burial], 
to theaforefaid Chappell: creeping to it, kilfing,and lying grouelingouerit. On 
Eafter day they faid folemne Seruice before the doore of the Sepulcher. The 
whole Chappell couered on the out-fide with cloth of tiffueithe gifc(as appeareth 
by the armes imbroydered thereonJof the Florentine.In this they fhewed the vari¬ 
ety of their Wardrobe: & concluded with a triumphant procelfion, bearing aDOut 
thebannersof the Refur region. Thofe ceremonies thatarenot locall,I willingly 
omit. At noone wedepartedto the Monaftery .-hauing laine onthehard ftones for 
three nights together, and fared as hardly. 

The other Chriftians(excepting fuch as inhabite within,ofeachfort afew,and 
th 0 fe ofthe Clergy )entred not vntill Goodfriday:being Grefians^ Armemans]cou- 
ties, JbiJjfinsJacobiM) GeorgianSyMaromtes^nd Neftortans, O f the Grecians , Cities, 
•' and 
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and Armenians no more fliall befaidffince we hauefpokenof them already )then 
concernes the celebration of thisFeftiuali. 

The AbiJJens or Ethiopians be defcended of the curfedgeneration of chue.But 
their Emperors do dcriue themfelues from SolonAm , of one begotten by him on 
the Queenc of Saba: in regard whereof they haue euer fauored that nation. They 
reeeiued the do&rine of Chrift from the Eunuch inftru<fted by Philip: which in the 
yeereofour Lord 470, did generally propagate thorowout all Mtbtopia y vnder 
thereigne of Abraham and c Asba^ two brethren: who thereupon were ftiled the 
Propagators and defenders of the Chriftian religion. Abraham out liuing his 
brother,(and after his own death canonized by their Clergy) to auoid diifention 
in his pofterity, (fo aduifed,asthey fay,by avifion)was he that firft confined the 
Royall progenie within high and vnafcendable mountainesthauing onely one en¬ 
trance,and'that injprcgnably fortified. A cuflome obferued at this day: wherein 
they enioy whatfoeuer is fit for delight,or Princely education.Out ofthefe,ifthe 
Emperour dye fon-lefle,a fucceffor is chofen: offucha Ipirit as their prefent af¬ 
faires do require. There haue they the goodlieft Library ofthe world: where ma¬ 
ny bookes that are loft with vs,or but meerly mentioned, are kept entire . as hath 
bin lately reported by a Spanijh Frier that hath feen them^if we may beleeue him: 
amongft which,they fay,are the oracles of Enoch (with other myfteries rha* el'ca- 
ped the Flood,ingrauen by him vpon pillars)& written in their vulgar language. 
The Priefts do marry but once, they labour for their liuings,and haueth.i’- pre- 
fermentsgiuen them by the King. They fhaue their heads jand fofter their beards 
contrary to the laity .The chief of them are Iudges incaufesafwellCinil asEccle- 
fiaftical.They ackowledgethe Patriarch of Alexandria for their Primar, I mean 
the Patriarch ofthe circumcifed. Pictures they haue in their Churches,b it no 
carued images j neither beftow they vpon them any vndue reuerenc -. Theyad- 
,init of no CrUcifixes.The Croffe they vfe as a badge of their proteflion, and ac¬ 
cording to the firft inftitution. Men and women are both Circumcifed: not as a 
matter of religion, but as the Coptics do out of an ancient cuflome • >f their nation.- 
their Priefts fay,that they now doe it in imitation of our Sauionr. They baptize 
not the male vntill forty,nor the female vntill threefcore day es old 5 and if it die in 
themeane time, they fay,that theEucharift reeeiued by the mother when it was 
in her wombe,is fufficienttofaue it.VpontheTwelfthday, they baptize yeerely. 
and haue certaine ponds and lakes referued for that purpofe.-which they doe not 
facrametally, but in memorial that Chrift was as that day baptized by lohn in Ior¬ 
dan : a cuftome introduced not paft an hundred yeeres fince,by a King of Ethiopia. 
They receiue the Euchariftinboth kinds,but with vnlcauened bread;nor fpit 
they all the day after. Incenfe they vfe,and holy water.Confeflethey doe but not 
greatly inpriuate.The Lentismoft ftritftly obferued by them: wherein they eate 
little but herbs and fruites; and that not vntill Sun-fet. During which time not a 
few oftheir Priefts do flic the conuerle of men: liuing incaues and defarts,and in- 
flitfting on themfelues excefliue penance. They abftaine from fuch meates as 
were prohibited the levoes 3 and celebrate the Saturday afwell as the Sunday .AH 
the Paflion week they forbeare tofay Mafle:putting ohmournfullgarments,and 
cduntenancesfuteable.They vfe no extreme vn&ion.- but carry the dead to the 
graue, with the Croffe,the Cenfer, and holy water: and fay Seruice ouer them. 
To conclude,they ioy ne with the Copties for the moft parte in fubftance of religio, 
and in ceremony, one Prieft here feruing both:an Ethiopian^VoQK ,and accom- 

Qa * panied 
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panied with few Of his natiodjwho fantaftically clad, doth dance in their proceilL 
ons with a skipping motion,anddiftortion of hisbody, not vnlike to our anticks.. 
To which their muficke is anfwerablejthe inftruments no other then fnappers 
gingles,and round-bottomd drums,born vpon the back of one,and beaten vpon 
by the followers. 

Th t Jacobites arcfo called of Ltcobus the Syrian, an obfcure fellow,and of no 
reputation; who for his pouerty was named Zanzalut. He infeded thefe coun¬ 
tries with diuers hercticall opinions:amongftthe reft,that the Godhead ofChriffc 
was paflible, and confufed with his Manhood.They tnarke their children before 
Baptifme with the figne of the crefle. They vfe not auricular confeffion-pray not 
for the dead; reied the opinion of Purgatory- beleeue that the foule doth reft in 
thegraue with the body,and fhall do till Chrifts feeond comming. The Pricfts 
do inarry^andthey in both kinds communicatethe Sacramenr. They reiedl the 
fourth Synod, and authority of the Fathers. This Sctft began in the dayesofthe 
Etnperour’c5W4«w/«f, difperfing thorow the Cities of Syria, Mefbfotami^ and 
Chaldea*, yet vnder other names their religion extendeth far further; r^e Coptics 
;and <^Abi(Jens being in a manner no other then Ucobites. They had two Patriarks- 
one refident in the mountaine T«r,the other in the Monaftery of Gifran deerc 
vntothe City ^r^»;feated(they fay) on fo higha mouncain.thatnobird flyeth 
ouer it. But nowtheyhaue butone Patriarke, and that heof Gifranfilwzy css. 
Monke of the Order ofSaint <^Antbony,md named Ignatiw-ftiliag himfelfe the 
Patriarke of ^Antioch', who for the more conueniency is remoued to Carmit.They 
haue a Bifhop (till refiding in lerufdem the Patriarke whereof is alfo a Iaco~ 
bite. 

The Georgians differ not much from the Grecians in their opinions.- not called 
<as fome writc)of Saint George their feledted patron but of their countrey,fo na¬ 
med long before the time wherein he is fuppofed to haueliued: lying betweene 
Colcbos,Caucaftts,ihc CaJJidnka,and Armenia', heretofore -Iberia and <_ Albania . A 
warlikepeople,infefted on both Tides with the TurkiJh Sc Perftan infolecies.They 
haue a Metropolitan oftheirowne; fome fay, the fame that is refident in mount 
Sina. They fay,thatthey marry within prohibited degrees-they are diuidedinto 
eighteene Biiliopricks^and are not hereto bediftinguifhedfrora the Sorians, nor 
they from them, being almoft of one religiomand called Melc bites heretofore of 
their aduerfaries, which fignifictha King in the Syrian tongue;' for that they 
would not imbrace the herefies oiEutycbesmd Diofcorus , but obeyed the Edid 
of the Emperor,and Councellof Chalcedon. Their Patriarke is the true Patriarke 
of Antioch-, who abides in Dantafio , for that ,cAntioch lies now wel-nigh defolate. 
Their Bifhop is herepoore,fo are his ornaments^in their proceflions, for ftate, or 
in regard ofhisage,fupported on both fides. Their muficklcfle inftruments are 
fannes ofbraffe, hung about with rings, which they ginglein flops according to 
their marchings. • ° 

The Maronites areChriftians inhabiting mount Libams: fo called of Mama 
a village adioyning, or of Maro their Abbot. They vfe the Chaldean tongue, and 
SyritM character in holy matters. A limme they were of the lacobites 5 & once fub- 
iedl to the Patriarke o£ Antiocbibut wonne to the Papacy by lob. Baptljlz Iefuite 
in the dayes of Gregory the thirteenth, who fent them a Catechifmeprinted at 
Some in the Arabian language: fo that no w they doioyne with the Latins. Atiig- 
norant people, eafily drawne to any religion,that could not giue areafon for their 

owner 
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owne: poore in fubftancc and few in number. 

But the Greekes do here furpafleallthe reft in multitude; and the Armenians in 
brauery: who in ftead of muficall inftruments, haue fawcc^s of braflq"which they 
ftrikeagainftone another) fet about with gingles. All differ in habite, and moft 
in rites; yet all conioyne (the Latins excepted) in celebration of that impoftury 
of fetching fire fro the Sepulcher vpon Eaftereue. The.T ttrkes deride,yet throng 
tobeholc^ it: the galleries ofthe round Temple beingpeftered with fpfc&ators. 
All the lamps within the Church are at that timeextinguifhed; when they often 
corapaffing the Sepulcher in a ioynt proceflion. are fore-run and followed by the 
people with fauage clamours(the women whittling) and franticke behauiors,be- 
fiting better the folcmnitiesof Bacchus ; extending their bare armes with vnligh- 
ted tapers. At length the chiefe Bifhops approch the doore ofthe Sepulcher: but 
the J&thiopianPiieft firft enters/without whome, they fay, the miracle will not 
fadge) who after a long ftayCmeane while the people hurrying about like mad¬ 
men) returnes with the facred flame, fuppofed at his prayers to burft out ofthe 
Sepulcher; whereat confufedly they fire tfieir lights:and fnatching them one from 
another, ftriue who (hould firft conuay it to their particular Chappels;thrufting 
the flame amongft their cloths, and into their bofomes,(but fwiftly withdrawing 
it)perfwadingftrangersthatit will not burne thcm:kindli«g therewithal! their 
lampes, vnlighted with other fire vntillthatdaytweluemonth. 

But I had almoft forgot the 'HeBorians-So called of‘Heft orim, by birth a Ger¬ 
man, who liuedinthedayesof Theedofm, & was by him made Bifhop of Conftan¬ 
ti wfle. Thefe hated of the reft,in an obfeure corner, without ceremonies or Pon¬ 
tifical! habite, full of feemeng zeale and humilitie, do reade the Scriptures,and in 
both kinds adroiniftcr the Sacrament: denying the reall prefence . the prieft( not 
diftinguifhedfrom the reft in habite)breakingthe bread,and laying it in thepalme 
of.the Communicants hand; they fipping ofthe Cup which is held between his. 
They kifle thecroffe^but pray not before it, nor reuerence.they images.They will 
not haue CMaryiobc called the mother of God.Their chiefeft herefieis,thatthey 
diuide theDiuinity of Chriftfrohis Humanitie. Their doCtrine difperfeth itfelfe 
thorowoutall the Eaft,by means of Cofro the Perfiatt King, who enforced all the 
Chriftians within his dominion (out of a mortall hatred that he bare to the Em¬ 
peror Herac lifts) either to for fake his Empire,or to become TCjftoriansps thorovv 
a great part of Cataia. It is now embraced, but by few;moft of that fed inhabiting 
about Babylon. Their Patriarkall feat is Muzal in Mefopotamiafe ated on the banks 
ptTygris: their Patriarke notdeded,butthe dignity defeending from the father 
to the fon.For marriage is generally allowed in their Clergy ;and when widowers j 
to marry againe at their pleafure. They haue the Scriptures,and execute the mi. 
niftery in the Chaldean tongue. They allow not of the Counceil of Epbefus, nor 
any that fucceeded it. 

All this while there were no leffe thena thoufand Chriftians,mcn,women,and 
children,whofedand lodged vpon the pauementof the Temple. OnEafterday 
about one of the clocke in the morning,the Nations and Se&s abone mentioned, 
with ioyfull clamors,according to their fcuerallcuftomes,circled the Church, 
and vifited the holy places in a folenme proccffion 3 and k> for that time conclu- 
dingtheir ceremonies, departed. 

YponEafter Munday wehiredeertaineafles to ride to Emaus, accompanied 
vvithaguard J andcertainepftheFriers.About the mid-way, at the foot of a hill, 

there 
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there are the ruines of aMonaftery-builcby Saint Helena: they fay, in that place 
where Iefus appeared to the two defciples . Here the Latins performed certaine 
dcuotions,and tooke of the ftones(as generally they did from all fuch like places) 
preferued as precious, Emaus Hands feuen miles off, and Weft of/erufalem. The 
way thither mountainous^and in many places as if pa ued with a continuall rocke- 
yet where there is earth, fufliciently fruitfulhlt wasfeatedefor now it is not)vpon 
the South fide of a hill, ouerlooking a little valley, fruitfull in fountaines.Honou. 
red with the prefence of our Sauiour, who there wasknowne by thebreaking of 
bread in the houfeof Cleophas his coufin-german, & afterward thefecond Bilhop 
of Jemfalem. In the felfe fame place a Temple was erefted by Pada( a Roman La¬ 
dy, of whom we {hall fpeake hereafter)whofe ruines are yet extant,neere the top 
of the mountain^ vnto which th e Arabians would notfuffervs toafeend, who 
inhabit bdow in a,few poore cottages, vntil we had payed the Caphar they de¬ 
manded. This City was burnt inthelewifh wars,by thecommandemencof/^t- 
rm\ and vpon the deftnnflion of lerufalem , re-edified by the Remans-, who in re¬ 
gardof their victory,called it Niccpolis.In the yeere iji.throwne downeby an 
earth-quake, it was fourefcoreand twelueyeeres after reftored by the Emperor 
CMarcus Aurelias : 8 c afterward dignified during the gouernment ofthe Chriftians 
with anEpifcopiall^pajbeing vnder the'Metxo^oYitznofCafarea.Nicephoras^znd 
the Tripartite hiftory report of a miraculous fountaine by the high-way fide, 
where Chrift would haue departed from the two difciples: who when hee was 
conuerfant vpon earth, and wearied with a long iourney, there wafhed bisfeer- 
the water from thenceforth retaining a curable vertue againft all difeafes. But re¬ 
lations of that kind,haue credit onely in places fardiftant.In our returne,we incli¬ 
ned a little to the left hand, and after a while afeended to tfie top of a momitaine 
(whole Wefterne valley was the field, they fay,of that battell, when the Sun and 
Moone flood ftill at the commandement of lefua.) Out of the ruines of an ancient 
building,a fmali Mofque is aduancedjwhere they would that the Prophet Samuel 
vvasburied,who had his Sepulcher in Rama on mount Ephraim-, though diuers 
other townes fo feated, are lo called.- which fignifieth high in their language. But 
our guides were well pradtifed in that precept; °

whoendeuour to bring all remarkable places within the copaffe of their procef- 
fions. The ^Mahometans cither deceiucd with this tradition,or maintaining the re¬ 
port for their profit, would notfuffer vs to enter but at anexceffiue rate- which 
we refufedto part wich.Thenextraountaine vnto this,doth weareon his crowne 
the ruines of a Caftle that belonged tothe Machabtes. Another more humble 
and neerer the City, prefenteth a pile of ftones, fquarc,flat, and folid.-thefepul- 
cher, they fay,of the feuen bretheren who were tortured to death by Antiochas 
Whom I rather iudge to haue been buried at Moden the ancient feat of that fami* 
Jy-which ftands on the vetermoft confinesofthe mountains of lade a* where were 
to be feene leuen fepulchers of white marble, each bearing aPyramison his 
fquarejfaid by lefephas tohaue feruedin his time for fea-marks. From hence wr 
approched the North-weft fide of the City, where in the vineyards arefundry 
places of buriall he wne out of the maine rocke: amongft the reft,one called the 

Sepul- 
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Sepulcher of the Prophets. The firft entrance large,and like the mantle tree ofi 
chimney ^cut curioufiy on thcout-fide:thorow which we crept into a little fquare 
roome,(eucry onecarryinga light in his hand)thefidescut full ofholes(inman- 
ner of a doue-houfe:)two yards deepe, 2nd three quarters fquare. Outofthat 
roome we defeended by two {freight paffages into two other roomes,likewife vn- 
der ground: yet more fpatious, andof better workmanfhip,but fo rounded with 
the Sepulchers as the formermeighbored with a vault,which ferues for a cifterne. 
and filled witha lining fountaine.A little beyond, vponthe Weft fide ofa large 
fquarecourt, hewne into the rocke fomethrec fathomes deepe,and entredvnder 
an arch of the fame, there is another manfion for the deadjhauing a porch like to 
that of the Prophets.- and garnifiit without (amongft other figures) with two 
great clufters of grapes; in memoriall of thofe,as they fay, which were brought 
bythefpiesintothe hoft ofth tBebrewes. On the left hand you creepe thorow 
a difficult defeent, which leadeth into faire roomes vnder the ground, and one 
within another ^benched about with coffins of ftctne bereft oftheir couers .-there 
being fome bones yet remaining infome ofthem.Thisis famed to bethehoufe- 
hold Monument of certaineofthc Kings of 7 »i,«.In which there is nothing more 
admirable,then istheartificialkontriuing ofthedooresithe hinges and all,of the 
felfe-fame ftone,vnfeparatedfrom the rocke without other fuppIement.Hitherto 
(ifno further)by all likelihood theoldCitie extended. From hence we returned 
to the Couent. 

The day following we rid towards Bethlehem^hich, ftands about fixe miles 
South from lerufdm. Going out at the gate of ioppA, and turning on the left

hand by y foot of mount Sion. Aloft on whofe vttermoft angle flood thetower 
of Daniel, (whofe ruines are yet extant) ofa wonderfull ftrength and admirable 
beauty,adorned with fhields,and the armesofthe mightie. Below on the right 
hand of the way in our paflage, they fliewedvsa fountaineattheSouth-fideof a 
fquare Seraglio- 3 deliuered to bethat wherein JSathfheba bathed. North of which, f 
valley is crolfed with a ruinous Aquaduft,which coueyed water vnto theTemple 
q{ Salomon. Afcendingthe opposite mountaine, we pafled thorow a countrey, 
hillyand ftony.-yet not vtterly forfaken oftheVine, thoughonely planted by 
Chriftians: in fpany places producing come berefhadovved with the fig-tree and 
there with the oliue.$udry final turrets are difperfed about,which feme for folace 
afwell as for fafb-guard.'Some two miles from the Cifie, on the left hand,and by 
thehigh-way fide,theregroweth a Turpentine treeyetflourfihingnvbichisfaid 
to haue afforded a flicker to the Virgin (JMary, as fliee pafled betweenc Beth¬ 
lehem & Ierufalem. This tradition howeuer abfurd, is generally bqlqeued by thofe 
Chriftians. aplace of high repute in their deuotions. Towards the Weft about 
two miles off, on a little hill ftands an ancient tower: which is faid, to haue bene 
the habitation of Simeon. A mile beyond the forefaid tree, in the midftofthe 


way there is acifterne s vaft within, and fquareatthe mouth- whichis calledthe 
Cifterne of the Star re. For thatC as they fay) the wife-men of the Eaft,there firft 
againe did fee that conducing ftarre,which went before them to the place of our 
Sauiours Natiuitie. A little on the right hand there arethefmallremainesof an 
ancient Monafterie: built, they affirme, in that place where the Angel tooke vp 
Abacuck by the haire of the head, and conuey ed him to Babylon. Halfe a mile fur¬ 
ther, on the left fide of the way,there is another Religious houfe,but in good re¬ 
paired forme ofa fortrefle, andinuironed with high walles, to withftand the 
infolencies of the Infidels: poflefled byth QGreekeCeloieros, and dedicated to Eli* 
as. Hard by there is aflat rocke; whereon they told vs that the Prophet accufto- 
medto fleepej & that it beares as yet the impreflionof his body. Indeed there are 
certainehollovvesin the fame, butnotby mine eyes apprehended to retaine any 
manly proportion. As farre beyond are thedecayesofa Church:which ftood(as 
they fay) in the place where the Patriarch Jacob inhabited. About a mile further 
Weft of the way, and alittle off, ftands the Sepulcher of Rachelfby the Scripture 
affirmed to haue bene buried hereabout) iftheentirenefle thereof do not confute 
the imputed antiquity.yet kept perhaps in repaire by her offpring,as a monument 
of venerable memory .The Tombeitfelfe refemblethagreat truncke: couered 
with a Cupolo mouted on a fquare, which hath on each fide an ample arch fuftai- 
ned onely by thecorners.Thisis irtuironed with a fourefquare wall, with in which 
ftand two other filpulchers, little,but of thefarne proportion: kept, and vfed for a 
place ofprayer by the Mahometans. Below it on the fide ofa mountaine ftands the 
ruines of that ft*»w,whereofthe Prophet:^ voice ms heard in Rama,Rachd rneptne 
for her children, &c. From this ridge of the hils, the Dead Sea doth appeareasft* 


necrc 
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nccrc at hand: but not fo found by rhe trauellcr ; for that thdfe high declyning 
mountains are not to be dire&ly defcended. Within half a m ile of Bttblehemfc- 
parated from the fame by a valley,and a little on the left hand ofthe way, arethe 
Cifterncs oiDmid'.whzteoi he fo muchdefired to drinke,and when they brought 
hira of the waters,he refufed it.-A large deepe vault,now outofvfe, hauing onely 
two fmalltunnells at thetop, by which they draw vp the water. 

And now we are come to Bethlehem fit ft called 1 'if hr at of Ephrata , the wife of 
Caleb. A City of D&uidy the long pofleflion of his anceftors; and not the lead a-’ 
inoogft the Princes of Iuda: feared on the vtmoft of the ridge of a hill, ftretching 
Eaft and Weft; in a happiefoilejand moft delicate profpedt.

For when Augufus Cafar had appointed that all the world fiiould be raxed, c-* 
iiery one repaired vnto the Citieof his Family; zn&lofeph with (Marie came vp to 
Bethlehem: wherein a Grot at the Eaft fide of the Citie, imployed for a ftablc 
(the Inne being peftred with ftrangcrsj flie fell in trauell, and produced vnto the 
world a Sauiour. in this caue from the time of Adrian vnto the reigne of Con- 
famine , they celebrated the impious lamentation of ^Adonis (much honoured by 
the Syrians ) who abouehad his ftatqe ihaejowed with a groue of Myrtles*Which 
the vertuous Helena fubuerted, and erected thereupon this goodly Temple (yet 
entire, & poffeftby the Francifians oflerufalem-of whom fome few are here con. 
tinually refident)and called it Saint (Maries of Bethlehem: In forme it reprefeteth a 
Crofte: theftalke whereof comprifeth the body: and is eritredat the lower end 
thorow a portico fuftained with fixteene pillars. Theroofe,in the midft,is lofty, 
flat,and(if I forget not)of Cedar.- thefidesofthe famefabrick (butmuch more 
humble)are vpheld with foure ranks of pillars (ten in a row) each ofone entire 
marble white, and in many places beautifully fpeckled;thelargeftjandfaireft that 
euer Ifaw.-whofe vpper ends do declare that they haue in part bin exquilitly guil- 
ded. The walsare flagged with large tables of white marble, wcl-nigh to die top: 
the reft adorned, with Mofaique painting,although now greatly defac’d.Itis both 
here reported and recorded by hiftory, that a Sultan of Mgypt allured with their 
beauty,fet certaine Mafons aworke,totakedowne thofe tables, with intent to 
haue tranfported them vnto his Caftleof Cairc^ when a dreadfull Serpent iftired 
out of the wall and brake in pieces fuch as were remouedfto that terrified there¬ 
with he defifted from his enterprifc.The three vpper ends of^ Crofte, do end in 
three femicircles,hauing in each an altar.In the midft Hands the Chancell,roofed 
with a ftately Cupolojcoucred without with lead,and garnilhed within with Mo* 
faique figures.

Sd noSeruicecelebrated,except at times extraordinary: YetarethereafeiV 
^ook Greeks and yjitmentins, who inhabite wtthinon the: right hand of the en¬ 
trance andinthe oppofite corners. Adioynmg on the left hand ftandsthe Mona- 
fterv ofthe FwcZns^ ntred thorow the Church,fufficiently fpacious, but of 

no commendable building; accommodated with dmers gardens, and enuironed 

withdefenciblc walls: at whofe North-weft corner a totteredTowerdothcj - 
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lenge regard for £he wafte receiued in that places profedion. They brought vs in¬ 
to their Chappell, nor. (lightly fet forth, and dedicated to Saint Katherine j hauing 
indulgences conferred uicreu^bafrom mount $ina t From which we defcended

with lights in our hands-and then were led by a narrow long entrie into a little 
iquarecaue/upported in themidft with a pillar oftherock.Onthelefthandftands 
an altarjand vnder that is a paflage into a vault5 wherein,they fay,that the infants 
flaine by the bloody edi&of tfm>«/,wei»bnried.Out of this caue or chappel,there 
arc two other entries.-in that on the right hand (lands the Sepulcher of Eufebius 
the confeflor, anddiiciple vnto Saint krome. This dire&eth into another Gror 
wherein are two tombes, in forme not vnlike vnto altarsrthe farther contained the 
body of Paula a Roman Lady, defcended of theancient families ofthe Gracchi and 
CorwlU , who ftands indebted to Saint lefom forthis'Epitaph;

Shebuilt foure Mo- 
nafteries neere adioyning tqthis TempleKwhofe ruines do yet giuc teftimony of 
her pietie,)one Hie planted with men$the three other with virgins, who neuerpaft 
the bounds of their Couents but on Sundayes onely) and then attending on their 
feuerall Gouernefles)to performe their oraifons in the Church, and Caueof the 
Natiuitie: her felfethe Abbelfeofone of them, and fo for the ipace of twentie 
yeeresdid continue. She like wife built an adioyning Hofpitallfor Pilgrims whofe 
ruines declare ittohauebenenomeanefabricke.The othertombe didcouerthe 
body of Saint lerome , who liued in her time, and in the Monaftery which fhe had 
founded: his bones,together with the bones of Eufcbius,were tranflated to Rome, 
and (brined: in the Church of Santa CM aria Maggiore ; ouer which Vo^e Sixtus 
Quintus hath ere&ed afumptuous Chappell. Out of this we paft into another 
Grot, which they call his Celljwhereinhe lay (as they fay )full fifty yeeres and fix 
months 3 and there twice translated the BibIe.Returning into the aforefaid Chap¬ 
pell of the Innocents, by the other entry wepaffed into a vault or Qhappell,

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twelucfoote wide, forty long, and fifceene in height, the fides and flooreall 
lined with faire white marbk:the compafled roofe adorned with mof-workeand 
lVlofaique guilding, though now much perilhed. At the vpper end in an arched 
concaue, (lands an Altar garnilhed with a tableof the Natiuity .Vnder this is a (e- 
micirckj the foie (et forth with (tones of feuerall colours, in the forme ofaftarre; 
& in the midft a Serpentine, there fet to preferue the memory of that place where 
our Sauiour was borne. Thecredit whereof I will neither impeach, norinforcc. 
In this City it was, and in a ftable$ nor is the report by the (ite rcfuted,rhough 
vnder ground,hewne out of the liuing rocke, as is the reft before fpoken of.For he 
that trauelsthrough thefc countries, will not wonder to fee fuch caues imployed 
to like vfes. Neither is it likely,that they that fucceeded thofe times fo neerely* 
fliould erreinthe place fo celebrated in their deuotions,and beautified with fuch 
coft?On either fide of this Altar in the corners,there are two equal afeents, which 
land on theoppofite out-fidesofthe Chancell, dozed with dooresof braflecut 
thorowtthorow which they pafle in their fokmneproceffion.Now on the South 
fide, and neere vnto the foot of the ftaires,y ou defeend by three fteps into a Idler 
Grot:feparated onely from the former, by three finecolumnesofdiuerscolou- 
red.marble, which feeme to fuppqrt the ouer-hangjng rocke. On the Weft fide 
there is a manger hewne out in a concaue, about two feet high from the floore* 
and alittle way hollowed within;whcrein,thcy fay, that our new.borneSauiour 
was laid by the Virgin: now flagged about with white marble,as the rocke that 
roofes itjatthelcftendfuftainedwitha (hort Serpentine pillar, In the bottom of 
this manger,and iuft in the middle, a round Serpentine is fet, to denotetheplace 
where helay,whiehretaineth,as they would make vsjbekeue,thc effigies, of Sainc 
jferome, miraculous framed by the naturall veines of theftOne,in reward of his of¬ 
ten & affedionatc kfffes.But furely tbey be the eyes oflaith that muft apprehend 
it: yet prefent theyit in picture, as. it is fet forth in theforimer table.On the oppo¬ 
site fide of this Grot,there is a bench in the rock ,not vrilike to an Altar,where the 
Magi of the Eaft,that were condudod’hither by ^ ftarre,difpofed, as they fay,of 
their prefents. W fiom they of colenviild haue to be kings, and three in number.* 
and moreouer that they returned no more into their countries, but came, and 
d welt in their City; wherein their principall Church thefc verfesarc extant:

•Thefe places be in the keepingofthe Franeifcatu: and notleffc rcuerenced then 
Calvary) or the Sepulcher :vdiced alfo by the Mahometan pilgrims. Where lamps 
ftill burning doexpell the naturall darknefte-and giue a greater ftate thereunto 
then the light of the day could afford h. Baldwin thefeconmdid honoxxnis place 
with an Epifcopall Sea( being before but a Priory Annexing thereunto, toge¬ 
ther with the Church of iMfcalon^many townesand villages.In the place where 
this Citie ftood, there are now but a few poore cottages (landing. Moft of the 
few inhabitants Greeks and Armenians -, who get a beggerly liuing by felling vnto 
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Grangers the models ofthe Sepulcher, and of the Grot of the Natiuitie.cut in 
woodorcaftin ftone,with erodes, and fuch like merchandize: and in being fer- 
uiceablevnto pilgrims. 

After dinner we defeended afoot into the valley which lyeth Eaft ofthe City, 
fruitfull in pafturage: where Jacob flocke (at this day called, bis field) neere 
the tower of Ader.Em more famous for the Apparation of the Angels, who there 
brought to the fhepheards the glad tidings of our faluation. Inthemidft ofthe 
field, on the fclfe-fame placets is fuppofed,andtwo miles diftantfrom Bethlehem 
Saint Helena t re&ed a Church, and dedicated it to the Angels.-now nothing but 
ruines. Returning from thence,and turning alittle on the left hand, we came to 
the village where thofe fhepheards dwelt, as yet focailed. In the midft whereof 
there ftandeth a well; the fame,as the rumor goeth,thattheblelfed Virgin defi- 
red to drinke of,when the churlilh villagers refufing to draw her vp water,it forth 
with miraculoufly flowed to the brim; greedy to paflethorow her bleffed lip's 
and fatisfie her longing„Of this the t^drabs would not fuffer vs to drinke before we 
hadgiuen them money. Neerer to Bethlehem, and at the foote ofthe hill, are the 
ruines of a Chappell whereas they fay, had his dwelling atfuch time as 
the Angell commanded him to flie into .Necrethe top,and not farre from 

the backe of the Monaftery, there is a caue containing two roomes, one within 
another, defeended into by a narrow entrance,and in fomeplaces fupported by 
pillars. Inthis it is faid,that Iofeph hid our Sauiour and his mother,whileft he pre¬ 
pared things neccffaryforhis iourney. The done thereof puluerated and often 
wafhed, of much a little will remaine,not vnlike to refined chalke: which taken 
in drink, is faidtohaueafoueraignevertue,in reftoring milke both to women 
and cattelh much vfed by the ii/<wmhcmfelues for that purpofe. Ouer this 
flood one of the Nunneries built by Paula, now onelyfhewing the foundation- 
and wherein fhe died. Thefe places feene,we re-entred the Monaftery ,and there 
repofed our felue$ the night following. 

Each of vs bellowing a piece of gold on the Vicar, betimes in the morning 
we departed;bending our courfe to the Mounraines of Judea, lyino Weft from 
Bethlehem.Neereto which on the fide ofthe oppofitehill,wepaftby alittlevil- 
lage called,as I take ir, Bf^inhabited onely by Chriftians:mortalI(as they fay ) 
to the Mahometans that attempted to dwell therein. About two miles further vve 
palTed by Bethfur , feated inabottome betweene two rocky mounraines- once a 
ftrong fort: firft built by Rhobeam, and after repaired by the Machabees- famous 
for fundryfieges; being in the vpperway betweene Icruftlem and Gaza. Where 
we faw the ruines of an ample Church: below that a fountaine,not vnbeholdine 
to Artjwhofe pleafant watersare forth-with drunke vp by theearth that produced 
them. Here they fay, that Philip baptized the Eunufee- whereupon itretaineth 
the name ofthe ^Ethiopian fountaine. And no queftionbut the adioynin^ Tem¬ 
ple wasereded out ofdeuotiontothc honour of the place,and memory of the 
fa<ft. Yetfeemethit ftrange vntome,that a chariot fhould be able to pafle thofe 
rocky and declining mountaines,wherealmoftahorfecan hardly keepe footing 
Hauing trauelkd about a mile and "a halfe further, wee came to the caue

where lohn the Baptift is faid to haue lined from the age of feuen,vntill fuch time 
as he went vnto the wildcrneffe by /ey^4».fequeftred from the abode of men,and 
feeding on fuch wilde noimfhment as thefcvninhabited places afforded. This 
Caue is featedon the Nrotherne fide of adefart mountaine(onely beholding to 
the Locuft tree) hewne out of the precipitating rocke 5 fo as difficultly to be afcen- 
ded or defcended to. entredat the Ea(tcorner,and receiuing light from a window 
in the fide. At the vpperendchereisa Bench of thefelfefamerocke,whereon(as 
they fay) he accuftomcd to fleepejof which vvhofo breakesa piece off, (lands 
forth with excommunicate. Ouer this on a little flat,(land theruines of aMona- 
fiery,on the South fide naturally walled with the fteepe ofa mountaine.- from 
whence there gufheth a lining Spring, which entreth the rocke,and againe bur- 
ftcth forth beneath the mouth of the Cauej A place that would ra ikefolitarinefle 
delightfull,& ftandincomparifon with the turbulent pompeofCities.Thisouer- 
looketh a profound valley,on the far fide hemd with afpiring mountainsjwhereof 
fomcare cut(or naturally (o)indegrees like allies,which would be els vnaccefla- 
bly frui:ele(fe 5 who(e leads yet beare y (lumps ofdecayed vines: (haddowed not 
rarely with oliues and locufts. And furely I think that all or mod of thofe moun- 
taines haue bin fo husbanded; elfe could this little countrey haue neuerfuftained 
fuch a multitudeof people. After we had fed offuch prouifion as was brought vs 
from rhe City by other of the Fraternitiethat there met vs, we turned towards 
7 mi/i/«»,leauing the way otBethlehem on the right hand, and that of Emaui on 
theleft. Thefirft place of notethatwemetwith,wastherewhereonce (loodthe 
dwelling of Zachary fcaied on the fide of a fruitfull hill, well fiored with oliues

and vineyard.Hither came the Hefted Virgin to vifite,her cotafine Elizabeth .Here 
died Eli^abeth^ and herein a Grot onthefideof a vault or chappell, lies buried.* 
ouer which a goodly Church was eredted, together with a Monaftery; whereof 
now little ftandeth but a part of the walls, which offer to the view fome fragmets 
of painting,whit hlhewthattherefthauebeneexquifite.Beyond,andIower is our 
Ladies fountaine, (fo called oFtheinhabitants)which maintaineth a little current 
through the neighbouring valley .Neeret;his,in the bottome,and vttermoft extent, 
thereofjjthere ftandeth a Temple 5 once fumptu6us,novv defolate: built by Helena 
and dedicated to Saint lebn Baptijljn the place where Zachary had another houfe 5 
where the Prophet was borne,in aroomehewne out of the rocke;of principall 
deuotionwiththofeChriftians.- polfeft,as the reft, by thebeaftly Arabians,who 
defile it with their cattell,andimployittothebafeft ofvfes. Tranfccndiogthe 
lefle fteepe hils,and paflingthorOw valleys oftheir rofes voluntarily plentifulf;af- 
ter a while we came to a Monaftery,feared in a ft reight between two rockie mofi- 
taincs,enuironed with high walls,and entred by a doore of iron; where a Bilhop 
of the Georgians hath his refidence, who courteoufly entertained vs. Within they 
hauea handfome chappell, at the vpper end an altar aqd vnder that a pit,in which 
they lay that the Palme did grow (but rather if any,the Oliue,whereof that place 
hath ftore)of which apart,oftheCroife was made.For it was framed (as they re- 
port)offoure feuerall woodsjthe foote of Cedar,the bole ofof Cyprefle, y tran- 
fomeof Palme,and the title of Oliue.This is called thereupon,The Monaftery of 
the holy Crofle. Where in ftead of beISjthey ftrike on a hollow bcame(as the Gre¬ 
cians do in the tern pie of Golgotha) to fummon their aftemblies.Betweenethisand 
lerafalem,YJc faw nothing worth noting, that hath not bin fpokeri of already. 

The 
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The day fallowing, we went to reuiew the remarkable places about the City. 1 
Pafling by the Caftle ofthe Pi/ans, on the left hand entring at a little fquare paf- 
fage,we were (hewed a fmall Chappell; the doore and windowes rammed yp-for 
that (as they fay) the ^Mahometans became mortally ficke,that,thoughbut 5 by 
chance, did come into it: Handing where ftood the Temple oiS. Thomas. From 
hence we were brought tothepalaceof y?»»4j,deftroyed by the Seditious in the 
time ofthe fiege;where now ftandetha Church dedicated to the blefled Angels, 
and belonging to the Armenians , who haue their dwellings about it. Within the 
court there is an old Oliue tree, enuironed with a low wall;vnto which,it isfaid, 
that they bound our Sauiour. Turning on the right hand,we weotoutatthe port 
of Sion. South and not far from thence.

on the midft of the Mount is the place, as they fay, where Chrift did eate his laft 
Supper-where alfo after his refurre&ion, the doores being (hut, he appeared to 
his Apoftles; where they receiued the holy Ghoft 5 where Pawconuerted three 
thoufandrand whcre,asthcy fay al{b,they held the firft Councell,in which the A- 
poftles Creed was decreed.Here Helena built am oft fumptuous Temple, incliu 
ding therein the Coenaculum; where that marble pillar was preferuedtha’t ftood 
before in the palace of Pilatejo which they tied our Sauiour when they whipped 
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him .This Church fubuerted by the Saracens^ in the felfe-fame place the Francif- 
cans had a Monaftery ere<ft edjwho in the yearc 1561 .were remoued by the Turks: 
.they building here a Mofque of their owne,into which no Chriftianis permitted 
toenter. Yet notin the relpeds aforefaid, fo reuerenced b.y the infidels, but in 
that it is deliiiered by tradition (and not vnlike) that Daniel had there his Sepul¬ 
cher. His monument was enriched with a MalFe of treafure.-out of which Htrca- 
rjus$$Q. yeeres after, tooke three thoufand talents to diuert thewar which Was 
threa'tncd by Ant Fichus. Herod with vnlike fuccefle attempted thelike.For hauing 
already taken out a great fummej andperfiftinginhisfacriledge, a flame of fire 
brake out of the tombe, and confumed diuers of his inftruments. In expiation 
whereof headorned the fame witha ftately monument; which flood entire for a 
longtime after. Betweene this and the walles of the City, the Frinks haue their 
buriall: where lye fixe Englijh men,fent(as may be fufpeded) vnto theft long, 
homes not many yeeres fince, though coloured by the Francifcans , in whole Mo¬ 
naftery they lay, with pretence of diuine vengeance for thefuppofed murder of 
their Drogamah.Stucn they were in all,allaliue & well in one day, fix dead in the 
other; the out-liuer becomm ing a conuert to their relig ion. Turning a little on the 
left hand, we came to a fmall Church,inclofed within a fquare wall, arched with¬ 
in, witha wall on the top in manner of a Caue^the habitation of the ^Armenians 
who haue of this Church the cuftody.Hereflouriflied the proud palace of Cat- 
phas> in which our Sauiour was buffeted,fpit vpon,andfofpitefully reuiled. Here 
Helena built a faire Church to S. Peter-) but that deftroycd,in theroome thereof 
this lefle was erefted, and dedicated to Saint Sauiour. On the right hand in the 
Court, they vndertake to Ihew where the fire was made, by which Peter flood 
when he denied his Mafter, and at the fide of the Church doore,the chapter oft 
pillar,whereon the Cocke crowing did moue him to contrition. At the vpper end 
of the Church,vpon a large altar lyeth a ftone,that(as they fay) which was rolled 
againft the mouth of the Sepulcher.From hence we descended into the valley of 
Gebinnon y which deuideth mount Sion from themountaine of offence Jo called 
for that Salomonbythe perfwafionofhis wiues there facrificed to Chamocb and 
Molecb-jbvitnovf by thefe Chriftias called the mountairte ofIllcounfelyvhete they 
lay the Pharifes tooke counfell againft Iefusjwhofe height yet fiiewes the reiiques 
ofnomeanebuiIdings,This valley is but ftreight,now (truing for little vfe- hereto¬ 
fore mod delightfull,planted Withgroues,& watered with fountains.-wherein the 
Hebrews facrificed their children to Molcchxn Idoll of braffe,hauing the head of 
a Calfe,the reft of a kingly figure,with armesexteded to receiue the miferable fa- 
crifice, feared to death with his burning embracements.For the Idol.was hollow 
within,& filled with fire. And Ieaft their lamentable fhreeks fliould fad the hearts 
oftheir parents, the Priefts of Molecb did deafe their eares with the continuall 
clangs oftrumpets & timbrels, whereupon it was called The valley ofTopbet.But 
the good Jofias brake the Idoll in pieces, hewed downe the groues,and ordained 
that that place (before a ParadHe)lhouldbcforeuera receptacle for dead car- 
kaffes and thefilth ofthe City .Gehennafoi the impiety committed therein is vfed 
for hell by our Sauiour. On the South fide pf this valley, neere where it meeteth 
with the valley of/ebofapbat,mounted a good height on the fide ofthe mountain 
is Aceldama or the field of bloud:purchafedwith the reftored reward ofTrcafon*

foraburiaU place for ftrangers. In the midft whereofalarge fquare roome was 
made by the mother of Conjiantinefhz South fide walled with the naturall rocke: 
flat at the top, and equall with the vpper leuelhout ofwhicharifecertaine little 
Cupoloesopen in the midft to letdowne the dead bodies. Thorowthefe wee 
might fee. the bottorae, all couered with bones; and certainecorfes but newly 
let dowtie:it being nowthe Sepulcher ofthe Armenians. A greedy graue 5 and 
great enough to deuoure the dead of a whole Nation. For they fay,(and I beleeue 
it) that the earth thereof within the fpace of eight and forty houres,will confume 
the flelh that is laid thereon. The like is faid of Saint Innocents Church yard in 
Paris*, and he* that fees the multitude of bones, that are there piled about it, the 
daily burials (it being a general! receptacle for ftrangers)and fmalnefle of the cir- 
cuite, may beeafily induced to credit. And why might nottheearthbetfan£ 
ported from hence, as welas that at Rome in C/ttnpo Sanfio, brought thitherin 370. 
Ihips by the commandemcnt ofthe aforefaid Emprefle' which, though changing 
foilcs, retainethher vertue:ic being alfo a place of buriallforforreiners. Inthe 
rocke about there are diuers Sepulchers, andfomein vfe at this day: hauing 
great ftones rolled againft their mouths according to the ancient cuftome. Be¬ 
yond on the point ofthe hill,a caue hewne out of the rocke,confiding of fcuerall 
roomes,isfaidto haue hidden fix ofthe Apoftles inthe time ofChriftsPaflion. 
Firft made without doubt fora Sepulcher; and after feruing for an Hermitage: 
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the roofe of the larger roome retaining fomelhew of guilding.Below,where the 
valley of Gek'tw wand Iehojaphat , liketwo conloyningftreames dotrentto the 
South,there is a dry pitjvvhere the Priefts are faid to haue hid the facred fire,when 
the lews were carried captiue into Babylon: andfeekingit after their returne,did 
find itconuertedinto water. But Nebemiah caufed it to 1 be fprinklcd on the Al¬ 
tar: when forthwith with the bearaes ofthe Sunne it miraculoufly flamed. This 
valley oCleho(aphat(£o called of chat good King)from hence extendeth full North, 
and then inclineth a little to the Weft; firft prefenting (though natural!) no o- 
ther then a large dry ditch to the Eaft of the City,contracted betweene it and the 
ouer-pearing hils ofthe oppofireol/an. It is faid to be about two miles long,and 
if Co, butfhort ones .-where broadeft,fruitfull 5 watred by the torrent Cedron, which 
runneth no longer then fed with Ihowres; lofing his intermitted ftreames in the 
lake of AJpaltbis.lt wasalfo called the valley of Ccdron, and ofthe King. Whercthe 
general! Iudgment fhall be,if the lewes O'rXa^wrmaybebefeeuedj who ground 
their opinions vpon the Prophefie of Ml: which I will not gainfay,fince fome of 
our Diuines haue of late fo laboured toapproueit. Ofthe fame opinion are the 
t-Mahomtsm.In the wall about it, there is a window not farre fro the golden gate? 
where they fay that Mahomet fhall fit whilft Chrift doth execute Iuftice. Paling 
to the City fide of the valley, atthefoote ofthe hill,and Eaft ofthe South-eaft 
corner, is the place where the Prophet Efay was fawne in funder by the coraman- 
dement of Manages his Grand-child by the mother } and there buried; where 
there is a little pauement vfed for a place of prayer by the Mahometans. Clofe be¬ 
low this flood the Oake Rogucl, where now a white Mulbery is cherifhed. North 
of it,in a gut of y hill(aboue which in the wall flood the tower) was the fiih-poole 
of Siloe, containing not abouehalfe an acre ofgroundj now dryinthe bortome; 
and beyond the fountaine that fed it, now no other then a little trench walled in 
on the fides,full of filthy water ; whofevpperpartis obfeuredbya building(asl 
rake ir,aMofque)whereonce flourifliedaChriftian Church there built by Saint 
Hekna .Though depriued of thofe her falubrious ftreames ; yct is fhe held in honor 
for their former venues. Palling along we came to our Ladies fountaine (vpon 
what occafion they fo call it,is not worth the relating) in a deepe caue of the 
rock defending into by a large paire of (hires,and repleniflied with pleafant wa. 
ters. Here the valley ftreigtheneth,and a little beyond is no broader then ferues 
for a channeil to the T orrent. On the other fide ftandsthe Sepulcher of Zachary 
who was (lain betweene the Temple and the Altar; all ofthe naturall rocke 
cighteenc foot high, foure fquare,and beautified with Dorickecolumnes ofthe

fame vnfeparated ftone fuftaining the cornifh; andtopt like a pointed diamond* 
Clofe to this there is another in the vpright rockej the front like the fide ofano- 
pen gallery ,fupported with marble pillars 7 now between rammed vp with ftones- 
Within is a Grot; whither lames retired (as they fay) after the PaffionofourSa - 
uiour,with purpofe neuertohaue receiued fuftenance tfntillhehad feene him.- 
■who in that place appeared vnto him after his refurre&ion.In tneraoriallwhereof 
the Chriftias erected a Church hard by ; whofe mines are now ruined. A little far¬ 
ther there is a ftone bridge of one arch;which pafleth the T orrentJn a rock at the 
foot thereof there are certaineimprdfions: madefas they fay)by our Sauiours 
feete when they led him thorow the water. At the Eaft end of this bridge, and a 
little on the North, fiands the Pillar of Abfolon-^ which he here eredieddn his life 
time,to retaine the memory of his name,in that his ifliie male failed- (but he was 
not buried therein:) being yet entire and of a good fabricke; rifing in a lofty 
fquare ; below adorned with halfe columnes,wrought out of the fides and corners 
of the Doricke forme; and then changing into a round, agood height higher 
doth grow to a point in falhion of a bell.-all framed of the growing ftone. Againft' 
thisthere lieth a great heape of ftoees which increafeth daily.For both lews and 
Mahometans palling by, do throw ftonesagainft it:yet execrating Jhfelon for his 
rebellion againft Dauid. Adioyning there is a large fquare, but lower by farre, 
which hath an entrance like the frontifpice of a porch, cut curioully without; 
the earth almoft reaching to the top of theentranceihauing a Grot within hewne 
out of the rocke; fomefay,a Kingly Sepulcher;perhaps appertaining to the for¬ 
mer. A little more North and vp the Torrent, at the foot of oliuct 3 once flood 
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AXbi golden gate ofthe temple.

the village Getbfemani -,the place yet fruitfull in oliuesiand hard by the delightful! 
garden wherein our Sauiour was betrayed.They point out the place where he left 
two of his difciples, and a little higher the third,when he went to pray: and with- 
all the place where he was taken.Inthis garden there is alfo a (tone, whereon they 
fay thatour Lady fate, and beheld the martyrdome of Saint Steuerr. who fuffered 
on the fide of the oppofite hill. Without thefaid Gardenj-in theioyningof two 
wayeSjtheyfhewed vs the place, as they will haue it,where Saint Thomat flood, 
when ihcredulous forfooth of our Ladies Afliim prion, flic let fall her girdle to in¬ 
forme his beliefe. 

And now arewecometothe Sepulcher oftheblefled Virgin,madethus,asitis, 
by the mother of Conftamine&tfoxc it a court-the building aboue groudafquare 
pile onely,flatat the top,and neatly wrought,like the largeft portico to a Temple. 
You enter at the South fide,and forthwith defeend by a goodly paire of ftairesof 
fifty ftcps.About themidft ofthedefcent,are2. fmalloppofitechappels.in that 
on the right hand are the Sepulchers of laachtm&c Annat, in that on the left of fo 
feph, the parents and fpoufe of the mother oflefus.Theftaires do leadeyou intoa 
ipacious Church, ftretching Eafl and Weft; walled on each fide,& arched aboue 
with t he naturall rocke. Vpon the right hand in the midft there is a little fquare 
chappell, framed of the eminent rock, but flagged both wirhinand without with 
white marble; and entred at two doores. At the far fide thereof ftands her tombe 
which taketh vp more then the third part of the roome$now in formeofan altar*

vnder which,they fay, that {he was decently buried by the ApoftIes-,& the third 
day after affumed intohpauen by the Angels. In this there burne eightcene lamps 
continually; partly maintained by the Chriftians,and partly by the Mahometans, 
who haue this Place in an efpeciall veneration.Neerethe Eaft femicircleofthe 
Church,there ftadeth a great altar(ouer which the little light thatthis darkc place 
hath,dothdefcendby acupolo:) neere the Weft another; but bochvpfurniflied: 
and by theformerawell ofcxcellent water.In a canton of the wall, right againft 
the North end of the Sepulcher,there is a clifcin therocke^vhere the Turks do af- 
firmc that our Lady did hide her felfe, when perfecuted by the Zen* Jjinfo which I 
hauc feene their women to creepe,andgiuethe cold rockeaffe&ionatekifles.The 
oppofite caton is alfo vfed for an oratory by the Mahometansiwhohaue the kee¬ 
ping of the whole,and will not fuffervsto enter offreecoft.Remounting the fame 
ftaires, not far off on the left hand,towards the Eaft, and not aboue a ftones caft 
from the garden of Gethfenuni, a {freight paffage defeendeth into a vaft round 
cauetall of the naturall rockc,theroofe confirmed with arches of the fame,recei- 
uing a dimme light from a little hole in the top;which was in times paft al ouer cu- 
rioufly painted.The place,they fay,where Chrift did pray,wbeninthatbloudy a- 
gony he was comforted by the Angels.Fro hence we bent our courfe to the City. 
High on the hill, where three wayes meet,& vpon the flat ofa rocke,is the place 
where S.Steue {who bore thefirft palme ofMartyrdomeJ was ftoned to death.The 
ftonesthere about haue ared ruftonthem-,which they fay, giue teftimony ofhis 
bloudflied. A little aboue,we entred the City at thegate ofSaint Steuen {\\here on 
each fide a Lion retrogade doth ftand)called in times paft the portofthevalIy,& 
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of the flockjfor that the cattell came in at this gate, which were to be facrificed in 
the Temple, and were fold in the marketplace adioyning.Onthe lefc hand there 
isaftone bridge, which paffeth ac the Eafl end of the North wall into the court 
ofthe Temple of Salomon', the headto the poole Bethefda, (vnderneath which it 
hath aconueyance)called alfo Probattcum, for thatthe facrificcs were therein wa- 
fhed ere delivered to the Priefts. It had flue ports built thereto by Salomon $ in 
whichcontinually lay a number ofdifeafed perfons.For an Angellat certainefea- 
fonstroubled the water; and he that could next defeendthereinto,was perfectly 
ctircd.Now it is a great fquare profunditie ; greene,and vneuen at the bottome:into 
which a barren fpring doth dril from betweene the ftones of the N orth ward wall, 
& ftealcth away almoft vndifcerned.The place is for a good depth hewneout of 
therockej confined aboue on the North fide with a fteepe wall,on the Weft with 
high buildingsf perhaps a part of the Caftle of Antonia, where are two doores to 
defeend by,now all that are halfe choked with rubbidge)and on the South with 
the wall ofthe court of the Temple. Whereof it is fit that fomething be fpoken- 
although not fuftered to enter without the forfeiture of our liues s or renouncing 
of our Religion. 

I will no: fpeake ofthe former ^orme,& magnificency thereof,by facrcd pens 
foexadtly deferibed. Firft built by Salomon, deftroyed by Nebuchadnezzar, ree¬ 
dified by Zerubbabel,! y et fo far fhort ofthe firft in glory, that thofe wept to be¬ 
hold it,who had beheld the formerr)new built or rather fumptuoufly repaired by 
Herod the Great; and daftly^ vtrerly fubuerted by Titus. The /ewes allayed tore- 
edifie it-in the feigne of Adrian: of whome he flew an infinite number, lcuelled it 
with the floore, and threw the rubbidge Into the valley o fUhofaf>hat,to make it 
Jefle fteepe,and the place lefle defenceable ; plantingin the roome thereof a g roue 
which heconfecrated vnto iupiter. Afterward Iulian the Apoftata,to difprouethe. 
prophefieofour Sauiour,did licence the levees to rebuild itjfurniftiing them with 
mony out ofhistreafury.-when lo,a terrible eatth-quakefliookedowne whatthey 
had begunjand a flame burfting forth,deuotired the workemen .reportedby <_✓/- 
tnianus Marcellims a Pagan, & lining in thofe times. But who built this that no w 
ftandeth is doubtfull. Some do attribute it to the Chriftiaas; others to a Prince 
ofthe Arabians, (which is confirmed by the Chriftians of thefe countries)and he 
the Saracen Omer , next fuceeflor vnto Mahomet. Seated it is vpon mount Morin 
in the South-eaft corner ofthe Citie, without doubt in the very place where Sa¬ 
lomons ftood:the more eminent building confifting of an eight fquare round of 
a blewifh ftotle,adorned with adioyning.pillars,and tarraft aboue.In the midft of 
the fheluing roofc, another vpright afpireth; though lefle by f^rre, yet the fame 
in forme and fubftance with theformer^being coueredouer with a cupblo of 
lead. To the Weft oftbrs a long building adioyneth,like the body of a Ch fitch - 
compaft abouc,atid no higher thenthevnder tarras ofthe other, but likeit in 
colour. Now the court (the fame with that ofthe old Temple) is iuft fbure 
fquare euery way, aboutaflights fhoQtouer. In theEaft Wall,which is atfoa wall 
to the Citie, ftahds the golden gate(fo called in that it was gilded) which belon¬ 
ged onely to the Temple, through which ourSauiour pafTedintrmmph. lt is 
laid that the Emperour Heraclius returning from his Pcrfianvvtkcny, attempted 
to haue entred thereat iti all his glory: but was miraculoufly prohibited, vntill 
he had put off ail his princely ornaments, in a fiinple habite bearing that part 
of the CrofTc of Chrift on his fhouldiers,which he had recouered from the Per- 
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fians. This Gate is how rammed vpby the Tarks,to preucntas fome fay,a prophc- 
fie:which iSjthat the City fiiould there be entred by xhe Ghriftians. A part of the 
South,fide is aifo inclozcd with the wall of the Citie. Thereft not inferior in 
ftrength,iseniiironed with a deepe t rench he wne into y rock: (though now much 
choaked) heretofore inhabited in the bottome like a ftreet. Inthemidflof this 
out-court,there is another jwhereintheaforefaidMofque doth ftand,raifed fomc 
two yards aboue the out.courr,& garnilhed on thefides with little turrets,thorow 
which it is afeendedj all paued with white marble (the fpoile of Chriftian Chur- 
ches)wherethe Mahometans, as well as within,do perform their particular orifons. 
Sudry low buildings there are adioyning to the vval of the out-court:as I fuppofe, 
the habitation oftheir Santons. In the South-Eaft corner and a little in the out wal$ 
there is a handfome Teplecouered witblead:by the Chriftans called the Church 
of the Purificatio ofthe Virgin:now alfo a Mofque.Godfreyof Bulkin, with the reft 
ofthe City tooke this place by aflault,& flew within j circuite thereof ten thou- 
fand Saracens. By him then was it made a Cathedrall Churcb:who eredled lodg¬ 
ings about it for the Patriarch and his Canons. Into this thereare now but two 
entrances:that on the Weft,and this gate ouer the head of the poole Bethefdaical. 
led of old the horfe-gate,for that here they left their horfes,it being not lawful to 
ride any further) refembling the gateof a Citie. One thing by the way may be 
noted: that whereas our Churches turne to the Eaft, the Temple of Solomon re¬ 
garded the Wefhperhaps in refpefl of mount Calusry. 

Repaffingtheafbrefaid .bridge,(feeingwemight proceed no farther (on the 
North fide ofthe ftreete that ftretcheth to the Weft, now in a remote corner, 
flood the houfe otlaachim, where a goodly Church was built to the honour of 
Saint Ama ^with a Monaftery adioyning:of which fome part yet remaineth,but 
polluted withtheitf4^M0fr<wfuperftition» Turning backe, we tooke vpthefaid 
ftreeteto the Weft.-not farre onward,at the left hand flood the palace of Pilate, 
without all queftion the Caftle of xldntonia, neereadioyning to the wall ofthe 
Temple, where now the San^iacke hath his refidence; depriued of thofe lofty to- 
wers,and fearcc appearing aboue thewals that confine it.On the right hand.at the 
farre end of a ftreet that pointeth to the North,flood the ftately manfion of He¬ 
rod: of which fome fignes there are lef^thatwitneffe aperifhed exccllecie.Now 
at the Weft cornerof'that of p//4t«,wherethewallforafpacedoth turnetothe 
South, thereare apaireof highftaifes whi<?h leade to the place of Iuftice, and 
throne of the Romane Prefidet,where the Sauiour of the world was by the world 
condemned. The ftaires that they lay then were,called Seals Santis, I haue feene 
at Rome neere Saint lohns in the Latersm, tranflated thither by Conftantm. Three 
paire there are in one front a deluded but by walls: the middlemoft thofe 5 being 
of white marble, and eighteene in number*,afeended and worne by the knees of 
the fuppliants, who defeend by the other. At the top there is a little Ghappell cal¬ 
led Santium Santierum, where they neucr fay Malle: and vpon thisoccafion.-A 
holy Father intheroome adioyning,hauing confumed moft part ofthe night in 
his deuotionsjs faid, an houre before the damning, to haue feene a proceflionof 
Angels palfeby him,fome finging,and others perhaps that had worfe voices,bea¬ 
ring torches: amongft whom was S. Peter with the Eucharift j who executed there 
his Pontifical) function: and that done returned* This rumoured the day follow¬ 
ing about the Citie,numbers of people fiockt thitherj who found the roome all 
to be dropt with torches in confirmation of this relation. Whereupon decreed it 
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was, that not any (as not worthy )lhouId fay Mafleon that Altar. Now the way 
bctweene the place of tnofe ftaires and mount Caluary, is called the Dolorous 
way: alongft which our Sauiour was led to his Paflionrin which they fay,(and 
Ihcw where)that he thrice fell vnder the weight of his Croffe. And a little

beyond there is an ancient arch that crofTeth the ftrcete,andfu PP ortetha ruined 
gallery.-in the Eaft fide a two-arched window, where ?*/<*/,» prefented Chriftto 
the people. An hundred paces farther, and on the left hand,there arc the relikes 
ofa Church where they fay that the blelTcd Virgin flood when her Sonne paf- 
led by and fell into a trance at the fight of that killing fpedade. Sixty fix paces 
beyond (where this ftreetedothmeete with that other which leadethto Port E- 
fhraw^ now called the gate of Damafius) they fay, that they met with Simon of 
Cyrene, and compelled him to aflifl our Sauiour in the bearing of his burthen 
Turning a little on the left hand, they (hewed vs where the women wept and he 
xz^y^Weeferntfcrme yout daughtersef ierufdem^c. Then turning^ine on 

the right, wepaffed vnderahttle arch,neere which a houfeafeendedbfeertaine 

fteps;theplace where Veronica dwelt, who gaue our Sauiour, as they fL a natv 
kin as he palTed by the doore, to cleanfe his face from the blood which trickled 
from his thorne-pierftbrowes. and fpittle. wherewith they had defpitefully de 
filed him: who returned it againe enriched with his liuely counterfeit- now to be 

leene

fcen at Rome- vpon feftiuall daks,in Saint Peters Church in the VaticandUo which 
this Hymne was made,,andpublifhedby Pop tiohn. the two and twentieth, with 
a grant of feuen yceresfgdulgencyto him that fhould deuoutly vtter it to that 
picture.

Fronting the farre end of chis flreete, an ancient gate which flood in the Weft 
wal ofthe old City,yet refifts the fubuerfios of time: called by NebcmiafTho. old 
gate-,by the lebufitesflhz Port oSlebus^nd the gate of Iudgement; for that the El¬ 
ders there fate in iuftice.-thorow which the condemned were led to execution 
vnto mount Caluary. -then two hundred twenty paces without, and a little on the 
left handjthough now almoft in the hart of the City. From hence we afeended 
theEaft fide of mount CdZ/wy (eight hundred paces from the palace of Pilate ) 
and fodefeended into the court ofthe Temple ofthe Sepulcher. Right againftit 
arc the ruins of lofty buildings,heretofore the alberges ofthe Knight Hofpitallers 
of S. lohns. Turning to the South we Were fhewed, where once flood the dwel¬ 
ling ofZebedeusjn which lamest lohn were borne.-heretofore a collcgiat Church, 
but now a Mpfque. A little higher we came to the Iron gate, a paflagein times 
paftbetweenethevpper City,and the ncather(which gaueway \mo Peter, con¬ 
duced by the Angell)built by Alexander the Great. Who hauing taken Tyrusfic 
the Sea-bordering Cities of Phoenicia, and PaleBineJozgitz Ierufalem with his ar~ 
mie; when on a fuddenthe gates were fetopen, laddus the high Prieft ifluing 
forth,clothed in his Pontifical habite, & followed with a long train in white ray- 
ments:whome^/wWerefpying,aduanced before the reft of the company; and 
when hedrew neere,fell proft rate before him Tor itcame vnto his remembrance 
how once in Dio a City of Maceda»,confukkig wkh himfelfe about his A fiats en- 
terprife, he had feene in a vifiononce fo apparelled,who bid him boldly proceed, 
and told him that the God whom he ferued, would protect Ids army, and make 
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Nos dedue ad propria 6 fcelix figu-

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him Lord ofthc Perfian monarchy .Then hand in hand they erttred the City, the 
High* Prieftcondu&ing him vnro the Temple,where heefacrificed vnto God ac- 
cordingto the manner ofthe Hebrews: Iaddus expounding vnto him thePro- 
phefies of Daniel, which foretold of his victories. From thence we proceeded vn. 
tothehoufe ofSaintM^rjof which an obfcure Church in thecuftody ofthe 
Soriana dothretaine the memory. And beyond, we came to the Church of Saint 
lames, {landing in the place where he was beheaded-ereded by the Spaniards, to¬ 
gether with an Hofpitall, and now pofieft by the drwentans.This fecne, vVe retur¬ 
ned to the Couent. 



Thedayfollowing,we wentout(asbefore)attheport of Sion. Turning on the 
left hand along the wal, we were Ihewed the place Where Peter wept, whe he had’ 
denied our Sauiour; dignified once with a Church,and whereof there now remai- 
ncthfomepartof the foundation.Right againftit,thereisapofterne in the wall* 
formerly called Port Efquiline-, at which they bore forth the filth ofthe City.The 
foundation of this part of the wall is much more ancient, and much more (hong 
then the reft* confiding of blacke (tones of a mighty fize.Not farre beyond we 
crofTed the valley of lehofaphat, and mounted the South end of mount oliuet, by 
the way of Betbania.Hmwg afeededagood height, on the right hand they (hew¬ 
ed vs where War hanged him(elfe(the ftumpe of the Sicamore,asthey fay, not 
long fince extant)being buried in a Grot that adioyneth. Neerer the top where 
Chrift curfed the fig tree, many there growing at this prefent. Defcending the 
Eaftfide ofthe mountain, a little on the left hand,we came to a defolate Chappel,

about which diucrs ruines^thc houfe heretofore ofSitncn the leper. From thence 
we defcended into the Caftle of Lazarus (whereofyet there is fomething extan t) 
the brother to dtary andcJWrfr/^.Clofevnder which lies Bethanh (two miles 
- from lerufalem) now a tottered village, inhabited by Arabians. In it the vault 
tvhere Chrift raifed Lazarus from death 5 fquare & deepe,defcended into by cer- 
taine fteps. Aboue arc two little Chappels',whiehhauein either of them an altar: 
where flood a ftately Church erected by Saint Helena', and after that an Abbeys 
Queene Mtlifend the foundrefTe. A little North of Bahama^ we came to the ru- 
incs of a Monafiery, now leuell with the floor?Seated in the place vnto which the 
penitent Mary retired from the corrupting vanities of the City .Southward of 
this, and not tar off,ftood the houle of ^r/^jhonoured like wife with a -Temple, 
and ruinated alike. Equally diftant from both, there is a ftone, whereon they fay 
that our Sauiour fate, when the rwo lifters intreated him to reftorelife totheir 
brother now fouredaiesburied .The Pilgrime that breaks offapiece theroffiands 
excommunicated, Alittle aboue, there is a fountaine of excellent water, deepe 
funk into the rocke,(by which we refrefhedour felues with prouifiofi brought 
with vs) called the Fountaine of the Apoftles. Now wc afeended mount ohuetz- 
gaine,by another way more inclining to the North.Vpon the right hand,and not 
far frcflrt the top* flood Bethpbage, whole very foundations are now confounded; 
from whence Chrift paftvnco lerufalemin triumph vpon an Alfe's colt: euery 
Palme funday by the Pater-guardian fuperftitioufly imitated. 

Herelooke we backe, and for a while furuey the high mountaine guar ant am a 
the low plaines of /w, hr dan * and the Dead fea: which we c6uld not go to,by 
reafonof our tardy arriuall,the Pilgrims returning on the felfe-fame day that we 
came vnto Ierufale. A iourney vnd. rtaken but once ayeere in regard of the charge, 
the paffengers being then guarded by a sbeck ofthe Arabians rtfift the wild Ai 
rabsynho almoflfamifhedonthofe barren mountains (which they dare not huf- 
band for fcare of furprizal)rob al that paffe, if inferior in ftregth. Yet paid we to¬ 
wards that condu<ft, 2.dollars apiece to the Sanziack.l haue fpoken before ofthe 
riuerandlakethatdeuourcth it,as much as here heard, and what I haue read, that 
diffeteth not:the reft being fuch like ftufte as the former, wherwith I haue already 
tired my felfe,& afflidled my Reader.I wil therfore forbeare to deliuer a particu¬ 
lar report of that three daks Pilgrimage: onely thus much ingenerall./br^ run¬ 
neth wel-nigh 30. miles from lerufalem ; the way thither by Bethania * made long 
and troublefomeby the fteepe defeents andlabyrinthian windings; being to the 
iudgementof the eye, not the fourth of that diftance. In this the Pilgrims walh 
themfelues, and bring from thence ofthe water, foucraigne(as they fay)for fun- 
dry difeafes. A great way on this fide the riuer,there Hands a ruined Temple vpori 
the winding of a crooked chaneli,forfakcn by the ftreame, cor then not filled buc 
by inundations) where Chrift (as they fay) was baptized by lohn. On the right 
hand flood lericho^ a City of fame) and in the time of the Chriftians anEpifco- 
pall fea) beaucifuli in her Palmes, but chiefly proud of her Balfamum. A plant 
then onely thought particular vnto Jury, which grew moft plentifully in this val- 
ley,andanthendes ofthe Wefterne mountaines which confine it.- being about 
two cubits high, growing vpright, andyecrely pruned of herfuperfluous brarv 
ches. In theSumtner they lanced the rine with a ftone,(not to beetouched with 
fleck) but not deeper thenthe inward filmejforotherwifeit forthwith perifhed: 
from whence thofe fragrant and precious teares did diftill} which now arc onely 
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brought vsfrotn India -,but they far worfe,and generally fophifticated.The bole 
ofthis fhrub is ofleaft efteeme, the rine of greater,y feed exceedingthat, but the 
liquor ofgreateft-.knowneto be right in the curdling of milk, &notftainingof 
garments.Here remained two orchards thereof in the daies of Fefpafian-,m defence 
of which,a battel was fought with the lewes, that endeuoured to deftroy them.Of 
fuch repute withthe Romans , that Pompey firft, and afterwards Titus didprefent it 
in their triumphs as an efpeciall glory.- now vtterly loft through thebarbarous 
waft and neglect of the Mahometans. Where Ierico flood there ftand a few poore 
cottages inhabited by the Arabians. -The valley about ten miles ouer,now produ¬ 
cing but a fpiny grafle,is bordered onthe Eaft with the high ^Arabian mountains, 
on the Weftwith thofe oilury. Amongft which, Quarantania isthemoft emi¬ 
nent ,bei ng,in that wildernefle where Chrift for forty dayes was temptedby the 
diuell. fo high, that few dare attempt to afeend to the top; from whence the 
Tempter fhewed him the kingdoms of the earth,now crowned with a Chappell, 
which is yet vnruined.There is befides in the fide an Hermitage; with acefterne 
to receiue rain water: and another Grot, wherein the Heremitcs were buried. 
Here laint Jerome (as they fay fulfilled his foure yeeres penance. 

But now returne wetothefummit of mount olinet , which ouer-toppeth the 
neighbouring mountaines; whofe weft fide doth giue you a full furuey oY'each

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particular part of the Citie.-bcdedl with Oliues, Almonds,Fig-trees, and hereto¬ 
fore with Palmes: pleafantly rich when husbanded,and now vpbraiding the bar¬ 
barous with his neglected pregnancy. So famous in facred hiftoriesjandfo often 
blell with the prefence of Chrift 5 andapparation of Angels. It is not much lefle 
then a mile in height: ftretching from North to South; and hauing three heads. 
On the midlcmoft (and that the higheft)there ftandeth alittle Chappell,ofan 
eight fquare round, at eucry corner a pillar, mounted on three degrees;beingall

ofwhitcmarble,andofan elegant ftrufture. Within it is not aboue twelue foot 
ouer:paued with the naturall rocke,which bearcth the impreffio of a foote-ftep.- 
they fay, of our Sauiours; the laft that he fet vpon earth,when fro thence he af- 
tended into heauen. A place in honour inferior vnto none.- frequented by Chri. 
ftians, pofleft by Mahometansyet free to both their deuotions. Built it was by 
the mother of Conftantine, and couered like the Sepulcher,with a fumptuous Tem- 
ple( whoferuinesyet Iooke aloft)togethcrwithaMonaftery. On the South-fidc 
of which,they Ihewed vs the Cel of Palagia: a famous, rich,and beautifull Curti- 
zan of Antioch-, who conuerted by the Bilhop of Dimtata, retired hither vn. 
knownc.and here longliuedinthe habite andpenurie of an Hermite: being not 
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til dead.difcoucred for a woman.Defcending, we were flicked by the way,where 
our SauiourtaughtthemtheP<i^r»i?i?fr, where he foretold of the deduction of 
lerufalem,xvhere the Apoftles made the Creede, where he wept oner rhe Citiq^ 
(a paued fquare, now a Mahometan Oratory) and fuchlike traditions, not much 
worthy the mentioning. So crofting the valley by the Sepulcher of thebleftcd 
Virgin, we entred the City at the gate of Saint Steuen^ returning the fame way (as 
the day before) to the Monafterie. 

Mitch of the day, and all the night following we fpentinthe Church of thfe 
Sepulcherrthey then concluding the ceremonies,and folcmnities of that Fieaftuah 
The next day we prepared for our departure. We agreed with certaine Muccen 
tnenfo call they their rauliters) of Aleppo (who had brought a Portugal} hither 
with his Ianizary, and interpreter then newly come from india)to carry vs vnto 
Tripoly , and defray all charges (our diet excepted) for fixe and twenty dollars a 
manj&for halfe fo much ifwe went but to Acreigteatly to the difpleafure of A- 
tala the Broganoan^ that would not vndertakeour conuey vndera great fumme.-. 
who found a time to dftedt his malice-yet his little paines we rewarded with foure 
dollars. Caphar and Afle-hire about the countrie hadcoftvsfixSultanies. We 
gaue money to theFrier-feruants$and thatnot niggardly, confidering our light 
purfes and long iourney: whereof the Pater-guardian particularly enquired- left 
their vow of pouerty they fliould couetoufly infringed or rather perhaps defraud 
his defire) by retaining what was giuen, to their priuatc vies. A crime with ex- 
communicatio punifhed: yet that lefle feared,I fuppofcjthen detection. They vfc 
to marke the armes of Pilgrims with the names of Iefus 9 Maria t lerufalem^Beth- 
lehem, the Ierufalem Croffe,andfundry other characters: done infuch manner 
as hath bene declared bcfore.Thc Pater-guardian would needes thruft vpon vs fe- 
uerall Certificates, which returned him as many Zechines. He defiredthatwe 
would make their pouertie knowne,with the dignity of thofe fanCtified placesias 
a motiue to reliefe,and more frequent Pilgrimages. 

Leauing behind thofe friendly Italiant that accompanied vs from Cairo ( being 
now alfo vpon their retu'rne)on thefirft of A prill we departed from Ierufalem:m 
the company of that Apothecary (now Knight ofthe Sepulcher)andthe Portugal 
before mentioned,together with an Alman and a French man: all bound for Tri¬ 
ply. We returned by the way which weftraiedfrominourcomming:lelTediifi- 
culcto palTejtheraountaines more plcafant and fruitfull. NeeretheCitietherearc 

many 
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many Sepulchers and places of ruines, here and there difperfed. On the right 
hand.and infight,isS//<>,ofalongtimeaftationforthe Arke of the Conuenant 
the higheft mountain of /«ry,which beareth on the top fome fragments of a City* 
North ofit, on another, )\vith the remaines of that RmaSopbim( with more likeli¬ 
hood of truth then the other) which was the habitation of Samuel: whofe bones 
are faidto hauebeenctranflated vnto Conjlatinoplc) by theEmperour Arcadius.hf- 
ter foure miles riding we defcended into the valley of Terebinth: famous, though 
Iittle,for the daughter of Golias. A bridge here Croifeth the Torrentmeere which 
are the ruines of an ancient Monaftery;more worthy the obferuing for the grcat- 
nefle of the ftones,then fineneife of the workmanihip.Hauing rid foure miles fur¬ 
ther,they (hewed vs Modem} the ancient feate of the Maccbabees^oward the N orth, 
and feated on the top ofanafpiring hill .which yet fupporteth the reliques of a Ci¬ 
ty iwhereof there hath fomething bin fpoke already. Bey od,by the high-way fide 
there is another Monaftery,not altogether fubuerted:of late inhabited by fome 
of the Francifcam^ho befet one night by the Arabs > and not able to mafter their 
terror, quitted it the day following. About a (tones caftoif, their (landed a 
Church now defolate'yet retaining the name of the Prophet Jeremy. But whe¬ 
ther here flood that Anatboth or no,that challenged his birth, I am ignorant. A- 
bout three miles further, we palled by a place called Sereth: where by certaine 
ruines there ftandeth a pile like a broken tower,engrauen with Turkijb chtraders, 
vpon that fide which regarded the way- erected as they fay, by an Ottoman Em¬ 
perour. Now hauingfor awhile defcended thofe mountaines that neighbour the 
champion,we came to the ruines of an ancient building, ouerlooking the leucll: 
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yet no lefle excellingin commodious fituation, then delicacy ofprofpe<ft. They 
call it,the houfe of the Good theefe. Perhaps Tome Abbey erected in that placej 
or Caftle here built to defend this paftage. Vpon the right hand there ftandeth a 
handfome Mofque,euery way open,andiupported with pillarsjthe roofe flat,and 
charged onthe Eaft end with a cupolo,heretofore a Chriftian chappell. This is 
ten miles from Rama, whither we came that nighq and wet as we were, tookevp 
our lodgings on the ground in the houfe of Sion : nothing that day befalling, faue 
the violence done vs by certain Spaheis, who tooke our wine from vs ; and paiments 
of head-money in fundry places, which was vnto vs neither chargeable.nor trou- 
blefome. 

Not vntillnoone next day departed wefrom Rama: trauelling through amoft 
fruitfull valley .The fir ft place we paffed by was L-jdda, made famous by Saint Pe. 
re/vcalled after Diojjpolis, that is the Citie of lupiter, and deftroyed by Ceftius. Here 
yet ftandeth a Chriftian Temple,built,as they fay,by a King of England to the ho* 
nour of Saint George .-a Cappadocian by birth,advanced in the warres to the dignity 
of a Tribuneywho after became a fouldier of Chrift;& here isfaid to hauefuffered 
Martyrdome vnder 23 Others fay,that there neuer was fuch a man,and 

that the ftory is no other then an allcgory.The Greekes haue thecuftody ofthis 
Church, who fhew a fcull, which they affirme to beSaint Georges. In the time of 
theChriftiansit was the feateofa Suffragan* now hardly a village. Eight miles 
from Rama ftands the Caftle of Augia, built like a caine, and kept by a fthall garri. 
fon. A little bey 6d, the Muccermen would haue ftayd(which we would not fuffer 
being then the beft time of the day for trauel)that they might by night haue auoy- 
ded the next village, with the paiments thf re due.<where we were hardly intreated 
by the procurement ofv 4 «a/«*,who holds correfpondency witfi the Mores of thofe 
quarters. They would not takeleffe theafoute dollarsamanC when perhaps as 
many Madcins were but due)and that with much iangling. They fought occafion 
how to trouble vs*, beating vs off our Mules, bccaufe forfooth we did not li<*bt to 
do homagetoa fort of halfc-clad rafcals ; pullingthe white Shafh from the headof 
the Portugall( wherby he well hoped to haue paft for a Turke )his Ianizary looking 
on.Here detained they vs vntil two of theclock rhe next morning,without meatc° 
vflthoutfleepe, couched on the wet earth, and waftied with raine,yct expecting 
worfe^ then fuffered vs to departe. Aftcra while we entred agoodly forreft, fufl 
oftalland dclightfull trees,intermixed with fruitfull and dowryJawnes. Perhaps 
the earth affoord'eth not the like jit cannot a more pleafant.Hauing pafted this part 
ofthewood(thereftinciiningtothe Weft,&then again extending to the North) 
we might difeouera number of ftragglingtentsjfome iuft in our way,andneerc to 
the skirts of the forreft.Thefe were Spaheis belonging to the hoaft of Mom Raff a 
then in the confines oi PerJia.They will take( cfpeciallyfrom a Chriftian) whatfo- 
euer they like 5 and kindly they vfe him if he pafie without blowcs: nor arc their 
Commanders at all times free from their infolencies^To auoid them, we ftrucke 
out of the way, and crofted the pregnant champion to rhe foote of the moun- 
tainesjwhere for that day we repofed our felues. When it grew dark,we arofebn- 
clining on the left hand,andmingling after a while with a fmall Caruan of Moores 
we were inioyned to filtnee, & to ride without our hats, leaft we fhould be difeo^ 
uered for Chriftians.The clouds fell downe in ftreames; and the pitchic night had 
bereft vs ofthe conduct of our eyes, had not the lightning afforded a terrible 
iight«And whe the raine intermittted,the aire appeared as if ful of fparkles of fire 
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borne to and fro with the wind-by reafon of the infinite fwarmes of flies that do 
£hinc like glow-wormes:toa ftrangeraftrangcfpedtecle, In the next wood we 
outftriptthatCaruan, where the theeuifli^rd^ had madefundry fircs;to which 
our footmen drew neer to liften,that we might paffe more fecurely. An houre 
after midnight the skie began to cleare: when on the other fide of the wood we 
fell among certaine tents of ^4^* by whom we paift with as little noyfeas we 
could, fecuredby their founder fleepings.Not farrebeyond, thorow a large 
glade, betweenetwo hils s we leifurely defcended forthe fpace of two houres (a 
torrent rufhing downc on the left hand of vs:) when not able longer to keepc the 
backs of our mbles,we laid vsdoivne in the bottome, vnder a plump of trees on 
the farre fide ofatorrcnt.Witli theSunne we arofe,and found our felues at the eaft 
end, and North fide of mount Carmel. 

Mount ftretcheth from Eaft to Weft, and hath his vttermoft bafis 
wafht with the feajfteepeft towards the North,and ofan indifferent altitudesrich 
in Oliues & vines when husbanded-and abounding with feuerall forts of fruites 
and herbs, both medicinable and fragrant;though now much ouergrowne with 
woods & fhrubs of fweet fauour. Celebrated it is for the habitatio of jg/ 4 #;whofe 
houfe was after his death conuerted into a Synagogue: where Oracles,itis fa id, 
were giuen by Godjcalled by Suetonius,' the God Carmelmv/hok words are thefe 
. intreating of Veffajian: In ludea eotifulting with the Oracle of the God Carmelus, the 
Oracle afured him, that whatfocuer he vnder tookeficuld he fuseesfull. Where then 
was nothing more to be fefcne then an altar.From hence proceededthe Order of 
the Frier Carmelites, as fucceflor to the children of the Prophets there left by E- 
lias. Who had their beginning in the defarts of Syria, in the yeere 118o:inftituted 
by Almtricus Bifhop of Antioch-^ and faidtohauc rcceiued their white habit from 
our Lady: whom Albertus the Patriarch of Ierufalem tranfported firft into Europe* 
There is yet to be feenethe remains of their Monaftery,witha Temple dedicated 
to the blefTed Virgin: vnder whichalittle Chappell or caue^the ancient dwelling 
of £//<«,This siinherited by Aihmet an Enter ofthe ^Arabians-, who after the anci¬ 
ent cuftome of that Nation doth Hue in tents, euen during the winter-, although 
poffeft of fundry conuenienc houfes:whofe Signory ftretchethtothe Soutkand 
along the fhore. Within his preempt Hands the Caftle ofthe Perigrtnes, vppn'a 
capcalmoft enuironed with the fea, now called Ttrtora: built by Raimond Earle 
of Toltfa for their berter fecurity 5 and after fortified by the Templers.Ten miles 
’South of this, flood that famous C<tfarea( more anciently called the Tower of 
Strato, of a King of Aradut the builder fo named; who Iiued inthe dayes of Alex- 
under) infuchfort reedified by Herod,th$.t it 1 ittle declined in magnificency from 
the principal! Cities of AJta- } now leueil with the floore, thehauenloft ? andiicua* 
tion abandoned. 

We palTed the Torrent Chifon,\vhlch floweth from the mountaines of Tabor 
and Hermon-j and gliding by the North skirts of Camel, difehargeth it felfe into 
tbefea. Carmel is the South bound to the ample valley of Acre-Bounded on the 
North by thofeof Saron, on the Weft it hath the fea, and isinclozedontheEaft 
with the mountaines of Galile. In length about fourteene miles,in breadth about 
halfeas much; the ncererthefea,the more barren.In it there arife two riuolets of 
liuingjbut peftilent waters,drilling from feuerall marilhes.The firft is the riuer 
oftSe/®*,called by Plinie, Pagida and Palus, and Badasby Simonides', whofe fand af- 
fordeth matter for glalfe, becoming fufable with the heate ofthe fotnzce.Strubo 
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reports f likeofdiuers places thereabout. And Iofephus fpeaking of this,declareth 
that adioyning thereunto, there is a pit an hundred cubites in circuite, couered 
with fand like glalfe^and when carried away (for therewith they accuftomed to 
ballance their ihipsjit forthwith filled againe- born thither by winds from places 
adiacent:and moreouer,that whatfoeuer minerall was contained therein, conuer- 
ted into glalfejandglaffe there laid, againe into fand. Neere to this pit flood the 
Sepulcher of the fonof Tythonm (who was brother vnto Priamut, and 

reigned in Sufa a City of Per fa by him founded;) his mother was called Cifsia, 
(though Tained to' hauebin begotten on Aurora, in regard that he reigned in the 
Eaftj and perhaps a cuftome then in vfe to reward the mod excellent with repute 
ofimmortall parentage: fo Sarpedon was laid to be the Ion of lupiter,Mneas of 
Femes, and Achilles of Thetis) who had extended his conquefls to the vttermoft 
parts of ^Ethiopia, before he came to the wars of Troy, where llaine by Achilles, 
Aurora isfainedto haue made this intercelfion for him vnto Iupiter.

Hauing rid feuen or eight miles alongthe skirts ofthe hils, we crofled the val¬ 
ley^ anon that other riuolet a little abouc where it falleth into the rode of A- 
crcjWhere to our comfort we efpi’d the Ihip that brought vs to Alexandria,vtith. 
another of London , called the Elizabeth Confbrt. Whenentringthc town, we were 
kindly entertained by ourcountrimen. Here flayed we-the reft of our company 
proceeded vnto Tripoly: this being the mid way betvveeneit and IerufalemSat 
our Muccerman would not reft fatisfied with halfe of his hire ^according to our 
compaft; whome we were glad to be rid of for twenty dollars a man.- our oathes 
being bootielfe againft a True beleeuer; for fo do they tearme themfelues. 

This City was called yfo at- thefirft; a refuge for the Perfi&ns in their Mgyp- 
rwffwarres; then Pto'lomais of P tolomy Kxno of Mgypt-, Colonia cUudii of Claudius 
Cafar, who here planted a Colony .-afterward Acon^nd now A ere.Seated on a 
leuell, in forme ofa triangular lhield;on two fides walht with the fcajthe third re¬ 
garding the champion. T he carkafle lhews that the body bath bin ftrong: double 
immured,fortified with bulwarks and towers* to each wall a ditch, Ijned with 
ftonc^ndvnder thole diuersfecret pofternes. You would thinke by the mines 
that the City rather confifted wholy of diuers conioy ning Caftles,then any way 
mixed with priuate dwellings:which witnelfe a notable defence,and an vnequall 

aflault; 
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aflkultjor that the rage of the conquerou'rs extended beyond conqueft: the huge 
wals and arches turned topficturuey,and lying like rocks vpon the foundation. 

On the South-fide lies the hauen, no better then a bay-,open to the Weft,North- 
weft,and South-weft winds.- the bottotneftony and III for their cables. When 
poffeftby the Chriftians,it was anEpilcopall Sea, and vnderthe Metropolitan of 
Tyrus. It was taken.from them by Omerthc Saracen: and recoueredby Baldwin 
the firft affifted by theGeneofes with thteefcore and ten gallies: who had for their 
labour the third part of the reuenuearifing out ofthehauen ; with dwellings, and 
other immunities affignedth an,Saladine made it ftoope againe to the Mahome¬ 
tan yoke.- againe deliuered in the third yeeres fiege, by our Richard the firft,and 
Philip the French King. There are the ruines of a palace,which yet doth acknow¬ 
ledge King Richard lor the founder: confirmed likewife by the paifant Lyon. An 
hundred yeeres after it remained with the Chriftians.-and was thelaftreceptacle 
In the holy Land, for the Knight Hofpitallers of Saint Johns of Ierufalem 3 calkd 
thereupon Saint John de jScre^iowhome a goodly Temple neere the South-fide of 
the City was cofecrated,which now ouer-toppeth the reft of the ruines.In a vault 
thereof* great mafle of treafure was hid by the Knights ofthe Order.-which being 
maaeknownef om time to time vnto their fucceflors,wasfetchtfrom heride a- 
bout forty yeeres fince by the gallies of CWaltayt he inhabitants abandoning the 
towne vpon their landhg.In the yeere iaju.befieged by anhudred.& fifty thou- 
fand Mahometans , Acre receiUed anvtter fubuerfion: which the Mamalucksahcz 
in fome fort repaired, and loft It atlaft with their nameand Empire vnto the Tur- 
kijhsjymus. It is now vnder the Sanfyack of Saphet- 3 and vfurped with the reft of 

• that Prouince,by the Enter of Si don. In the towne there are not aboue two or 
three hundred inhabitants, who dwell here and there inthepatcht-vp ruines, 

Onely a new Mofque they haue,& a ftrog fquare Canc(built where once was the 
Arfenall for gallies) in which the Francke merchants fecurely difpofeof them- 
felues and their commodities. Who for the moft partbring hither ready monies 
(Dutch dolars being as generally thorowout lory and Pbanicia, equiuolent with 
royals of 8.elfe-where Idle by ten afpets)fraughting their (hips with cottons that 
grow abundantly in the countrie adioyning. Here haue they a fadee- 3 the prin¬ 
cipal! officer. The Englifh are much refpe&ed by the pri^cipall Mooresdnfomuch 
as I haue feene the (hiker ftriken by his fellow .-a rare example atnongft the ^Ma¬ 
hometans.Which, I rather attribute to their policy then humanitie$ leaft by their 

* quitting of the place they fhould be depriued of their profit- they being the one¬ 
ly meeftat do maintaine their trading.Here wraftle they in breeches of oyled lea¬ 
ther, clofe to thcirthighs.-their bodies naked and anointed accor din g to the an¬ 
cient vfe,deriued,as it fliouM feeme by Virgilftoza the Troians- t

who rather fall by confenrthen by flight or violence. The inhabitants do nightly 
houfe their goates and ffieepe for feareofthe Iaccals (in my opinion no other 
then Foxes) wherof an infinite number do lurke in the obfeure vaults,and reedy 
mariffies adioyning to the brooke-the brooke it felfe abounding with Tortefles. 

■ Four dayes we flayed at \^icre - 3 in which time we vainely expe&ed the leafure 
of the merchants to haue accompanied vs toflfaeaw^jdiftant from hence about

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fifteene miles; who go by one way, and* returne by another, for feare of the 
ru&j.Now a fraall villagcof GallUe-fated in a little vale bctweene two hils:where 
are the remains ofa goodly Temple (oncethechaireof an Archbilhop) erc< 3 ed 
ouer the houfe of theblefled Virgin: whereof there is yet ,one roome to be feene, 
partly hewne out of the liuingrocke ? atnongftthofe Chriftians of great venera¬ 
tion. But the Romanip relate, that the roome wherein ihe was borne,was borne 
by the Angels(atfuch time as the Country was vniuerfaliy poflefledby the Infi¬ 
dels) ouer Seas and fhores to a City of Illyria . But when thofe people grew nig¬ 
gardly in their offerings,it was rapt from thence,and fet in the woods of Picenum* 
within the pofleflions ofa noble Lady named Lauretta ; frequented by infinite 
numbers of Pilgrims: When manymifcarryingby the amb ufhtnent of theeues, 
who lurked in the woodsadioyning, theblefled Virgin commanded the Angels 
to remoueit vnto a eertaine mountainebelonging vnto two brethren, where flie 
got much riches and fumptuous apparcll, by the beneuolence of her Votaries,and 
her charitable miracles. By which meanes the two bretherengrew alfo rich-and 
withalldiflentious about the diuifion of their purehafes. Whereupon it was once 
more tranfported by thofe winged porters, and fet in the place where as now it 
ftandeth: neere to the Adriaticke Sea, and not farre from Ancona# t 1 retaining the 
name of Zd«rm<t.Whocan but wonder at the fautors of thefe wonders:” amongft 
whom Muretus none of the leaft learned.

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And well hath fliebeen paid for her labounherterritories large,her iewels inefti - 
mablejher apparell much more then princely, both in coft and variety; her cof¬ 
fers full.- of whome though thcP^beayeercly borrower, yet arc they doubly 
repleniihed by the firft and latter fpring-tidcs of deuotion. Now at Nazareth no 
Chriftian is fuffered to dwell by the Moores that inhabite it. Moft of the old City 
feemethtohaue flood vpon the hill that adidyncth; which beares the decayesof 
diuers other Churches. Nazareth gaue the name otNa^aretans vnto Chriftiansj 
called here corruptly Noftranes at this prefent. 

Vpon the eighth of April we went abord the Trinity, and hoifled failes for Si- 
don., the windes fauourable, and the feas compofed.- but anon they began to 
wrangle, and we to fuffer. Spouts of water were feeneto fall againft the promon¬ 
tory of Carmel. The tempeft increafedwith the night; and din what it could to 
make a night of the day that infued. I then thought with application,of that de- 
feription of the Poets,

But thediftemperatureand horror is more thenthe danger, where mariners be 
Bnglifh: who are the abfoluteft vndex heauen in their profeflion; and are by forrei- 
ners compared vnto fillies. About foure oftheclocke,wecamebefore Sidon: the 
fhip not able to attaine to the harborage of the rocke, which is ehuironed by the 
fea, and the onely protection of that rodefor ihips of good burthen. But fome of 
vs were fo fick;that wee defired to be fet afhore in the skiffe,(a long mile diftant) 
which was performed, but not without perill. 

Phoenicia is a prouince ofsy/^interpofing the fea an dGalile, ftretching North 
and South from the riuer yalanus, to the Caftle of the Peregrines-, which is on 
the farre fide of the mount Carmel .

Belus the 
Jefle, called alfo Methres , wasfonne vnto Phoenix-, King of Phoenicia by defeenr, 
and of Cyprus by conqueft.He had \ffwe,Pigmalm and Vide-, who well reuenged 
of her brother for the death of her husband, fled vnto the confines of Lybia 3 and 
there eretfled the City of Carthage. The Carthaginians names, as ffannibal^fdru- 
bal^Anna, (ire. did fhew that they nad their orignallfrom hence.Butthecomming 
thither of Mneas, arid caufe of her death,is held by diuers no other then a fiction. • 

For APiand f his crcdite may ballance with Virgils) reports that Carthage was 
built full fifty yeeres before Trey was deftroyed.And Aufonius vpon her picture;

which letters Cadmus, banifhed by his father (the builder of Thebes in Boetia, by 
him per haps fo called of JEgyptian Tbebesjdid communicate to the Grecians. To 
thcmalfo fomeatribute the inucntion of Poetry i an Art not by art to be attained* 
which giueth admirable fame and memory to thedeferuer,andinflameth the . 
noble mind with a vertuous emulation. Thechiefe fea-bordering Cities of Phoe¬ 
nicia are Tripolis,Biblis, l Beritus,Sidon,Tyrus,and Ptolemais now called Acre. 

Tripolis i s fo called ,becaufc it was ioyntly built by Tyrus,Sidon and Aradus. It 
is feated vnder Libanus, and commanded by a well-furniftied Cittadell, manned 
with two hundred Ianizaries. Before it there is an ill-neighbouring banke offand, 
which groweth daily both in greatnelfe and neerenes.- by which they haue a pro* 
phefie,that itfhall in procefleof time be dcuoured.The towne and territories are 
gouernedbya BajJa. Two miles off, and Weft from it, is the hauen 5 made by a 
round piece of land adioyning to the maineby an.Ifthmosj’the mouth thereof re- 
gardingthe Korth.On each fide there is a bulwarikej kept by an hundred Ianiza¬ 
ries, and planted with Ordnance to defend the entrance. Hitler of latethe Grand 
Signior hath remoued theScale,which was before at Alexandretta;. A towne in the 
furtheft extents of theStreights,beyond the riuer Orontes-, moftcontagioifly 

feated 
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feared by rcafonofthe marilhcs and lofty bordering mountaines (towards the 
North being a part ofT^r«/)which depriue it of the rarifying Sunne for no fmall 
part ofthe day: infomuchthat not many forreiners efcape that there linger any 
fcafon 5 who get not alhore before the Sunne be high mounted,and returne againe 
ere to low declining. Notwithftanding the merchants do offer greatefummes of 
mony to haue it reftored vnto that placets more conueniet for their traffick with 
Aleppo^ the principall marte of that place o fAfia for filks & fundry other commo¬ 
dities) from thencebutthree dayes iourney, being eight from Triply: which the 
Turke will not as yet affent to, for that diuers (hips haue bin taken out of that rode 
by Piratsjthere being no forts for protection, nor no fit place toere&themon. 

A thing vfuall it isbetweene Tripoly and x^Aleppo^ betweene Aleppo and Babylonia 
make tame Doues the fpcedy tranfporters of their letters-,which they wrap about 
their fegs like ieffes- trained thereunto atfuch time as they haueyong ones,by 
bearingthem from them in open cages. A fowle of notable memory. Nor is it 
amoderne inuention: For wee read that Tbaurofthoms by a pigeon ftained with 
purple,gaue notice of his vi&ory at the olympian games the felfe-fame day to his 
father in Mgina. By which meanes alfo the Confull Hire as held intelligence with 
Decimus Brutus befieged in Mutina . The like perhaps is meant by the Poet,when 
heiaith,

When the Chriftians befieged c/ icre 3 Saladine fentout one of thefe winged fcouts 
to confirme the courages ofthe befieged j with promife of a fpeedy reliefe: when, 

I know not by what chance or policy,intercepted,and furnilhed with a contrary 
meffage, it occafioned a fudden furrencter. 

Biblis was the royallfeateof Cyncrasiwho was alfo King of Cyprus’) the father of 
Adontsd ainc by a Bore .-deified, and yberely deplored by the Syr tan in themo- 
neth ofIune,they then whipping themfelues with vniuer fall lamentations.Which 
done, vpon one day they facrihced vnto hisfoule, as ifdead: affirming on the 
next, that he liued,and was afeended into heauen.For failed it is,that Venus m ade 
an agreement with Proferpina , that for fix moneths of the yeere he Ihould be pre- 
fentwith either; alluding vnto coriie,which for fo long is buried vnder the earth, 

« and for the reft of the yeere embraced by the temperate aire, which is Venus. But 
inthegenerall allegory y ^Adonis is faidtobethe Sunne,the.Bore the Winter, 
whereby his heate is extinguifhedjwhen defolate Venus (the Earth)doth mourne 
for his abfence: recreated againe by his approch,andprocreatiue vertue. Aloft, 
andnotfar from the f«a,ftood his celebrated Temple.- This City was firftcalled 
Heuxa of Heueus fixth fon vnto Canaan. In the time ofthe Chriftians it was an E- 
pifcopall fea-.novv a place of no reputation.Three miles on this fide runnestheri- 
uer of Adonis , which is faid by Lucian to haue ftreamed bloud vpon that folemni- 
zed day of his obfequics.Atthis day it is called Canis-zs they there report,of a dog 
of ftone(that now lies with his heeles vpwardsin the bottome of thechannell) 
which by ftrangemagicall motions and founds,forefhewed the alternate fate of 
that country. This was the Northerne confinesof the kingdomeand Patriarchie 
of lerufdlem. 

Bertrn was fo called ofthe Idoll Beritfr ,but originally Certs of Girgafus fifth fon 

T 3 vnto 
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Vnto canmn.lt wasfubuertedby Tryphon ,and reedified by the Romanes that there 
planted a Colony,and called it Iulia Felix: who by the bounty of Augustus were 
endued with the priuiledges of citizens of Rome. Agrippa there placed two legi¬ 
ons; by whome, and his predeceflor Herod, it was greatly adorned .■ as after with 
Chriftian Churches, and the fea ofaBifhop;being vnder the Metropolitan of Ty- 
rus. With the reft,it hath loft his beauty, but not his beingjnow ftored with mer¬ 
chandize, and much frequented by forreiners. 

But now returneweto Sidon, the moft ancient Chicot Phoenicia: built,asfome 
write,by St da $ daughter ofBelus-, according to others,by Sidonthe&rft borne of 
Canaan. Some do attribute the building thereof to the Fhcenicians\ who called it 
Sidon, in regard ofthe plenty of fifli which frequented thofe coafts.fors/d/<wfig- 
nifiethfilhin their language. In fame it contendcth with Tyrusjbut exceedeth it 
in antiquitie, & is more celebrated by the Ancient.The feate thereof is healthfull; 
pleafant and profitable: on the one fide walled with the fea,on the other fide with 
the fruitfull mountaines that lie before LibanusA rom whence fall many fprings, 
wherewith they ouerflow their delicate orchards,(which abound withall variety 
ofexcellent fruits)and when they lift exclude them.Themaking of Chriftall glaf- 
fes was herefirftinuented; made of the forefaid fand, brought hither before it 
would become fulable. Amongft others right famous, Sidon is honored with the 
birth of Boetius and was an Epifcopallfea, depending on the Archbifhopricke of 
Tyrus. But this once ample Citieftill fuffering with the often changes of thofe 
countries, is at this day contraded into-narrow limits.- and onely fliewes the 
foundations of her greatneflc; lying Eaftward of this that ftandeth,andouerfha- 
dowed with oliues.There is nothing left of antiquitie, but the fuppofed Sepulcher 
of the Patriarke Zebulon, included within a little Chappell amongft thofe ruines- 
and held (efpccially by the uwes)in great veneration. The towne now being, is 
not worth our defeription-the wals neither faire nor offorce 5 the hauen decayed, 
whenatbeftbutferuing forgallies.Attheend ofthe Peirftands a paltry block- 
houfe,furniflied with futable artillery. The Mofque,theBannia, and Cane for 
Merchants, the onely buildings of note. 

The inhabitants are of fundry Nations and religionsjgouernedby a fucceffion 
of PrinceSjWhome they call Enters-, delfcended,as they fay,from the Drufes:t he re-' 
mainder of thofe French men which were brought into thefe parts by Godfrey of 
Butlein, who driuen into the monntaines aboue, and defending themfelues by the 
aduantage ofthe place,could neuer be vtterly deftroyed by the Saracens. At length • 
they afforded them peace, and liberty of religion; conditionally that they wore 
the white Turbanr,and paid fuch duties as the naturall fubied.But in trad of time 
they fell from the knowledge of Chrift: nor throughly embracing the other,are 
indeed of neither. As for this £wer,he was neuer Jknowne to pray, nor euerfeene 
in a Mofque.His name is Faccardine-, fmall of ftature, but great in courage and at- 
chieuements: about the age of forty; fabtill asafoxe, and not a little inclining to 
the Tyrant. He neuer commcncethbattcll,norexecuteth any notable defiene 
without the confpnt of hi smother. ° 9

To histowncheftath addedakingly Signiorie:whatby bisfword,and what by°*^"' 4 *‘^ , - EAS * 
his ftratagems.When eMorat Bajfa(now principal! Vizier) came firft to his go. 
uernmentof Damafco, he made him his, by his free entertainment and bounty- 
which hathconuerted to hisnofmall aduantagc:ofwhomehe madevfeinhiscd- 
tentionwith Frecke the Emer of Ealbecfry hisauthority ftrangled. After that he 
pickt a quarrell with lofeyh Emer of Try poly, and difpoffeft him of* Barut , with the 
territories belonging thereuntojtogether with Gaidar, abouttwelue miles beyond" 
it,a place by fituation inuincibie. This lofeph hated of his people for hisexceffiue 
tyrannie,gottobemade Seidar of Damafco( which is General! of the Souldiery) 
and by that power intended a reuenge. ±5 ut in the meane feafon Faccardine fackc 
Trypoly it felfe,and forced the Emer to fly in a Venetian fhip vnto Cyprus: where a- 
gainehe imbarked in a French-man, and landed at the Caftle oft he Peregrines-, 

& there by Achmet the Arahian{foxmex\y mentioned)entertained, he repaired to 
Damafco, entred on his charge,conuerting his whole ftrength vpon the Sidonian, 
now in the field, & ioyned with Ali Bafa his confederate.In a plaine fome 8 .miles 
fliort of Damajeo, the armies met; the Damafcens are foiled, and purfued to the 
gates of the Cityttheconquerours lodge inthefuburbs;whoareremoued by the 
force of an hundred & fifty thoufand Sultanies. This battel! was fought about the 
midft ofNouember,intheyeere of our Lord i dod.Three moneths after a peace 
is concluded amongft them. But the fummer following, Morat the Great Vizier 
hauing ouerthrowne Ah Bafa of Aleppo font valiant RebelKwhointhreemaine 
battels withftood his whole forces;hauing fetvpan order ofSedgmenia oppofi- 
tion ofthe Ianiz,aries)they fought by manifold complaints to incenfe him againft 
the Emer of Sidon, as confederate with the traitor; which thty vrged with gifts, 
receiuedand loft.-for the ol d Bafa mindfull of the friendly offices done him by the 
fwzfT,(corrupted alfo, as is thought,with great fummes ofmoney)not only not 
moleftethjbutdcclareth him a goodfubiedf. Hauing till of late held goodcorre- 
fpondency with the City and Garrifon of Damafco,they had made him San^Jack 
ofSaphet. Now when according to the gouernmentof Turkie , which once in two 
or three yeeresdoth vfetoremoucthegouernors of Cities and Prouinces; and 
that another was fent by the Damafcens to fuccced him, he refufed to refigne it; 
notwithftanding tendring to the Teftadarot Treafurer the reuenue of that Sanzi- 
ackry.This was the firft occafion of their quarrell. He got from the improuident 
Pefantsthe Caftle of Elkiffe, which he hath ftrongly fortified, and made the re¬ 
ceptacle of his Treafure: and the Caftle of'Banies from the sheck thatoughtir,by 
a wile; which ftandeth on a hill by it felfe, and is indeede by nature inuincibie. For 
the Emer in peaceable manner,pitching his tents not far from the wall,was kind¬ 
ly vifitedand entertained by the sheckwhen defirous to fee it, he conduced him 
vp, hauing not aboue twenty or thirty in his company, but thofe priuatly armed; 
leauing order that the reftfhouldafcend by twoes and by threes.-& fofurprized 
it withoutbloud-fhed;planting the inhabitants in other places within his domini¬ 
ons,&ftrcngthning this with a garrifon.Out of the rocke whereon it is mounted 
arifeth one of the two heads of Iordan. His Signiory ftretching from the riuer of 
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Sanguine, fi qua fide;,flillantia lyde*

In which the places of 
principall note, are Gazir, Barut, Si don, Tyus,^Acn, Saffet (which was Tjherias) 
Vtar, Camar,Elkiffe, Banias, the 2.heads of lorda, the hkeSemochomhis (nowcal’d 
Houle) and' lea of Tyberiat, with the hot bath adioyning; Nazareth, Cana, and 
mo\xntTabor,Sajfetis the principal City,in which there abide a number of levees, 
who affect the place, in that Iacob had his being thereabout before his going 
downeinto Mgypt.Thc Grand Signior doth often threaten his fubuerfion-which 
he puts off with a ieft,that he knowes that he wil not this yeeretrouble himtwhofe 
difpleafureis not to much prouoked by his incroching as by thereuealed intelli¬ 
gence which he holds with the Florentine 5 whom he fuffers to harbour within his 
hauenof Tyraf/yetexcufing itasaplace lying waft,and not to be defended) to 
come alhore for frefli-water,buyesofhim vnderhand his prizes, and furni/heth 
him with neceffaries. Butdefigncs of a higher nature haue bcene treated of be- 
tweenethcm,as iswellknownetocertainemerchantsimployedin that bufinetfe. 
And I am verily perfwaded,that if the occafion were laid hold of,and freely pur- 
fued by Chriftias, it would terribly (hake, if not vtterly confound the Ottoman 
Empire. It is faid for a certainty, that the Turke will turne his whole forces vpon 
him the next Summer: and therefore more willingly condefcends to a peace with 
thePerftan.V>wtthe Emeris not muchterrifled with the rumorfalthough hefeekes 
to diuert the tempeft by continuance of gifts, the fauour of bis friends, & profef- 
fed integrity.*)for he notalittleprefumethof his inuincible forts, wellftoredfor 
along warre^and aduantage of the moutvtaines:hauingbefides forty thoufand 
expert fouldiers incontinuall pay^part of them Moores, and part of them Chri- 
ftians; and ifthe worftihould fall out,hath thefea to friend, and the Florentine 
And in fuch an exigent intendcth,as is thought, to make for Chriftendome and 
there to purchafe fome Signiory: for the opinion is, that he hath a maffe oftrea- 
fure, gathered by wiles and extortions, as well from theSubiedt, as from the 
forreiner.He hath coined of late a number of counterfeit Dutch dollars,which he 
thrufteth away in payments,and offers in exchange to the merchant: lo that no 
new Duch dollars, though neuer fo good, will now go currant in si don. He hath 
the fifth part of the increafc of all things,The Chriftians & ierns do pay for their 
heads two dollars apiece yeerely: and head mony hee hath for all the cattell 
Within his dominions.Afeuerelufticer; re-edifies ruinous,and replants depopu¬ 
lated places;too ftrong for his neighbors,and able to maintaine a defenfiue warre 
with the Turke: but that it lstobefufpe&ed that his people wouldfall from him 
m regard ofhis tyranny. Now asfor the merchants, (who are for the moft part 
fcnghfh) they are entertained with all courtefie and freedome; they may trauell 
without danger with their purfes in their hands,paying forcuftome but ? in the 
hundred. Yet thefe are but traincs to allure them, and difguife his voracity* for if 
a Fador dye,as if theowner and hehisheire 5 he will feize on the goods bcloneins 
to his Principals, and feeme to doe them a fauour in admitting ofa redem ption 
vnder the value: fo that they doe but labour for his harueft, and reape for hifoar- 
ners/ For fuch,and fuch-like eatings they generally intend to forfake his Coun 
try.The merchandizes appropriate to thisplaceare cottons, and filks, which here 
are made in the Mulberry groues, in indifferent quantity.Other commodities 
(which are many and not courfc)they fetch from Damdfio- two dayes Journey' 
from hence; mterpofed with the fnow-topt mountaines of Amelibanl-l b excel 
dmg cold,that a Moore at our being here, return i 0 g from thence in the comply 

of 
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ofan Englilh merchant, perifhed by the wayj the heatethen exceffiue greate in 
the valleyesonboth Cidcs.Damafcus isfeatedinaplaine,enuironed with hils 5 and 
watered with the riucr ebryforas, which defeedeth with a great murmure from the 
mountaincsj but after a while hauing entred the plaine, becomtaeth more gentle* 
fer uing the City fo abundantly, that few houfes are without their fountaines .-and 
by little riuolets is let into their brchardsjthe which the habitable earth affordeth 
not more delicate for excellency of fruites,& their varieties. Yet is this City fub- 
ie&toboth the extremes of weather jrieh in trades, and celebrated for excellent 
Artizans.We were defirous to hauc feene itjbutwere aduifednottoaduenture, 
becaufeof the lawlefle Spabeis there then refiding in great numbers.The people a- 
boutSidon are greatly giuentothe nourilhing of cattell,(hauing notwithftanding 
notmany)infomuchasbeefe andvealeare leldom here to be had, but when by 
chance they do breake their legs or otherwifemifcariy. They father them in the 
Winter(for they cut no grade) withftrawjand the kaues of trees, whereofmany 
do flourilh continually. 

Our fliip returning to Alexandria, and carrying with her two of our fellow Pil- 
gritnsjonthe fiue and twentieth of April! we returned alfo towards Acre by land 
in the company of diuers Englilh merchants; the champion betweene the Sea 
and the mountaines fruitfull though narrowjand crolfed with many little riuolets. 
After flue miles riding,we came to a fmall folitary Mofque not far from the fea 5 
erected,as they fay,ouerthe widowes houfe that entertained £//*?. Clole by it are 
the foundationsof Sarepta commended for her wines:

Thefe are mentioned in thebooke of lefua,and called Mearsh( which is, the caues 
of thcSidoniam)and were afterward called the caues of Tyrtts. A place then inex¬ 
pugnable,and maintained bythe Chriftians: vntill in theyeere 1167.it was by the 
Corruptedfouldiers dcliuered to the Saracens. 

We crofled a little valley deuided by the riuer Elutherus (now called Gafmeiry

miles and a halfe below it.

And nomaruell, fince their principall ptofeffion was merchandise; hauing ele¬ 
cted the fite thereof for that purpofe. For it flood vpon a rockie Hand, remoued 
feuen hundred paces from the Continent; the fhapethereofcireular, the building 
lofty, by nature and are impregnably fortified; foueraigne ofthe Teas, andchiefe 
for commerce thorowoutthe whole Vniuerfe;whofe glory is deferibed byEze- 
chiel, anddeftru&ion foretoldjinfli&ed by T^uchadne^ar^ who is faid tohaue 
ioyned it firft to the Continentibut that paflage was foone after debolifhed by af- 
faultingfeas and induftry ofthe Tyrians, Yet feuenty yeeres the Citie lay waft-and 
then re-edified,was ouerthrownagainetwo hundred yeeres after by K^ilexander- 
whofe vndefatigable perfeuerance made all things poflible. For when the reft o£ 
Phaeniciabzd rengned their freedoms to his feruice,the Tytiamrxher accepted of 
amitie then fubiediotijwho Tent him a Crowneofgold, with plenty of pr eaifions 
which he thankfully recehied ; & made knowne withallthat he purpofedtofacfH 
fice vnto Hercttlesthc Patron oftheir Citie, and his anceftor. The Embafiadors 

tokf- 
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told him, that he might fo do in his Temple in PaUtyrus Whereat enraged:!*# 
contemneiqaoth he) my artnie offoott, for that you inhabit e an lland- 3 but I ere long 
rvillmakeit appeare that you are of the Continent. They are difmiffed, & he prouides 
for thealIault.P4/*tyraj affoords him ftones,and Libanus timber. The South-weft 
winds,to whichit lay open;theprofundidethereof,and little {hew of muchlabor, 
makes the fouldier defperate.But reuenge re-inflamed their courages by the refu- 
fall of peace (being proffered, leaf! fo long a fiege Ihould prouean impediment to 
their vidiories)and daughter of their Heralds, aggrauated with fcoffes: That they 
fo glorious in armes , jhouldnow heart burthens like *ffes$ and demanding ffAlexan¬ 
der weregreater then Neptune. But when contrary to their expectations they faw 
the pile mount aboue the fuperficies of the,fea and fortified-with towers of wood 
to defend allannoyances;they fired orie of their greateft {hips, being full of corri- 
buftiblematter-,whichdriuingagainftit,notdnely caught hould of the tdwers,but 
of as much of the pile asfurmounted the water ; the fury of the fea fubuertmgthe 
remainder .His fecond attempt,they agaitte made fruftrate^whereupon he thought 
to haue defifted: but leaft he Ihould impeach his fame, which fubdued more then, 
hisfwordjandthatthis City might witneffe to the world that he was to be with- 
ftood; once more he renewed his enterprize, whichbythe arriuallof his Nauy 
was effected. After 7.m0nths fiege the City was taken and defaced, two .thou- 
fand of the Citizens crucified all along the fliore,the teft being put to the fword; 
faue thofe that were vnder.hand faued by the Sidonians, thenferuing Alexander, 
and mindfull that both were once but one people. But Tyrus fhortiy after ouer- 
came thefe calamities, and recouered both her former riches and beautie. That 
part which ioyned to the forced IfthmOsf which is not much more then a ftones 
caft ouer)being fortified withfoure ftrong walls flue and twenty footthicke,cn- 
tred thorowabulwarke,on each fide whereof flood fix high towers, almoffi 
conioyning to each other. On the South fidevpon a rocke, and adherent, flood 
the Caftleasinuincibleasftately:thcreftenuironcd with a double wall, well a-> 
domed with turrets equally diftant.On the North fide lay the hauen,entred bc- 
tweene two towers,and affording a moft fafeftation. This City did iuftly boafl 
of her Purples, the belt.of all other, and taken herabout. A kind of Ihel-filh, ha¬ 
iling in the midft of his iawes a-certaine white veine, which contained that preci¬ 
ous liquouria die of foueraigne eftimation.The inuention thereof is aferibed vnto 
Hercules: who walking along the fliore with a damofel who he loued,by chance 
♦his dog had feizedononethrownevpby the fea, and fmerchcd his lips with the 
tinCf ure: which Ihee admiring, refufed to be his, vntill he had brought her a gar¬ 
ment of that colour; who not long after accomplifhed it. This bloud, together 
with the opened veines wereftilled in a veffel of teade, drawne throw a Limbeck 
with the vapour of a little boiling water.The tongue ofa Purple is about the 
length of a finger, folharpe and hard, that he can open therewith the {hell of an 
oifterjwhich was the caufe of their taking. For the filhermen did bait their weeles 
therewith, which they differed to finkc into the bottorae of the fea-.when the Pur- 
plesfrepairing thereunto,did tbruft their tongus between theofiers, and pricking 
the gaping oiftcrs(kept for that purpole long out of the water>where by the fuddS 
clozings of their fliels retained jwho could neither draw them vnto them,nor ap¬ 
proach fo neer as to open them. They gathered together in the firft of thefpring, 
and were no where to be found at the rifing of the Dog-fi arre * The fifher-men 
ftroue to take them aliuetforwith their hues they caft vpthat'tinGurc. The co-

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lour did differ according to the coaftswhJch they frequented: on the coaftsof 
dfrica refembling a violet,or the fea when enraged; neere Tyrus a rofc, or rather 
our fcarlet, which name doth fecme to bederiued from them,for Tyrus was cal¬ 
led Sarja that built vpona rocke, which gaue a name vnto Syriai as the one at 
this day Snr-, and the other Suria) by the Arabians (they pronouncing [cm for 
J 2 », and/ran for fir ) andthefifti waslikewife named Sar, or Scar rather in their

The excellence of the double die, being light vpon through defe& of the for- 
mer.But the Purple is now no more to be had: either extinC in kind, orbecaufe 
the places of their frequenting are now poffeft by the barbarous Mahometans, Af¬ 
ter the aforefaid reffauration, Tyrus prderued her dignity for thelpaee of nine 
hundred yeeres,remaining for fix hundred thereof in the Chriftians poffeflion: 
a confederate with the Romanes, and for her faith vnto them,endued! with the im¬ 
munities of their City .When the Chriftian religio grew powerfull in thefe parts, 

It was the feate of an Archbilhop^next in precedency vnto the Patriarch of Iem- 
falem . fourteene Bifhopricks being vnder her Primacy,viz* Porphira, Aeon , Sarep - 
ta,Sidon,Cafar ea Philippi, Beritus, Bibtis,Beir»$, Tripe ly ,QrtboJia,'^A rchis, radus. 
Tor to fay and Matadea. In the yeere of our Lord 6 3 6. it became a thrall to the Sara¬ 
cens.Baldwin the fecondjfoure hundred forty foure yeeres after,deliuered it from 
that yoake,affifkd by the Venetian nauieJt was then deuided into three portionsj 
two allotted to the King of lerufilem ,and the third to the Venetians ; And was re- 
ftored to her Archiepifcopall fea,but not vnto allher inferiourBifhopricksuhofe 
on the North oftheriuer of Cants beingthen fubieCto the Patriarke oidntioeh* 
After this with admirable valour they repulfed theaffaults of Saladine ,then Lord 
of/zw'j.But inthe yeere 13 89 .it was fubduedby the Mffptian Mahometans ,and 
from them byjthe ottoman Selymus. But this once famous Tyrus js now no other 
then anheape of ruiaes; yet haue they a reuerent refpeftjand do inftruC the pen-* 
fiue beholder with their exemplary frailty. It hath 2.harbors,that on the North 
fide the faireft 3 and belt thorowoutall the Leuant,( which the Curfours enter at 
their pleafure)the other choaked with the decay es of the City .The BmeroiSidm 
hath giuen it with the adiacent territories to his brother for a poffeffionj compre¬ 
hending fix miles oftheContinentin lengthjtwoin breadth,and in fome places 
three. A feudl naturally fertill, buenow negleCed:watered with pleafant fpringsj 
heretofore aboundingwith fugar canes,and all variety of fruitetrees. 

We faffed by certain? Cifterns r fome mile and better diff ant from the City.*

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which are called by the Chriftians of this country. I know not why, vn- 

lcfle thefe were they which he mentions in the canticles. Square they are & Iargc 5 
replenifhed with liuing water,which was in times paft conuey ed by the Aquadudt 
into the aforefaid orchards.But now vfeleffe & ruined,they (hed their waters into 
the valley below, making icplafhy in fundry placestwhere the airedoth fufFer with 
the continually croking of frogs- not vnaptly fained to haue their beginning from 
thofe hauling Peifants,

Within night we came vnto certaine tents that were pitched in thofe marines 
belonging to the Enters brothers feruants; who there paftured their horfes* 
where by a Moletto the Mafter of his horfe(whofe After he had married) we were 9 
curteoufly entertained. Th? next morning after two or three houers riding, we 
afeended the high and woody mountaincs of Saron, which ftrctchwith intermit¬ 
ted valleys, vnto the {&Lo{Galile- and. here hauetheir white cliffes walht with the 
furges; (called Capo Bianco by the marriner:)ffequentcd(thoughfprfaken by men) 
with Leopards, Bores, laccalis, and fuch like fauage inhabitants.This paffage is 
both dangerous and difficult, neighboured by the precipitating differ, and made 
by the labour of man.-yet recompencing the trouble with fragrant fauours-bayes, 
iofemary,mari0ram,hy fope,and the like there growing in abundance. They fay’ 
thatoflateathiefe,purfucd onallfides,anddefpemeofhis fafety,(for rarely arc 
offences here pardoned) leapt from the top into the Sea, and fwum vntdTyrus, 
which is feued milesdiftant: who for the ftrangeneffe of the fa<ft was forgiuen by 
the Enter. A little beyond we gaffed by a ruinous fort, called Sunday one of Alex¬ 
ander the builder ; here built to defend this paffage: much of the foundation o- 
uer-growne with offers and weedes,being •nouriftiedby a fpringthat falleth from 
thence into the Sea. A Moore not long fince was here affailed by a Leopard, that 
fculkt in tiie aforefaid thicket;and iumping vpon him,ouerthrew him from his 
affe;but thebeaft hauing wet his feet,and mift of his hold, retired as alhamed 
without further violence. Within a day or two after he drew copany together to 
haue hunted bimibut found him dead of a wound recieuedfro a Bore.The higher 
mouhtaiiies now comming Ihortof thefea,do leauea narrow leuell between. Vp¬ 
on the left hand on a high round hill,we faw two folitary pillarsjto which fome of 
vs rid,jn hope to haue ffenefomething ofantiquity .‘where we foud diuers others 
laid along,with the halfe buried foundation of an ample building. A mile beyond 
we came to a fort maintained by afmall garifon of Moores, to prohibite that 
paffage if need fhould require, and to fecurc thetraueller from thieues: a place 
heretofore vnpaffable by reafon of their out rages.The fouldiers acquainted with 
our merchants, freely entertained vs,and made vs goodcheare according to their 
manner of diet; which was requited with the prefent ofa little Tobacco,by them 
greedily affedted. They alfo remitted our Capharj vfifig to make foure dollars a-. 
peiecofthe ftrariger Chriftians. From hence afeending the more eminent part of 
ther Otkie and naked mountaities,which here againe thruft into the Sea,(called in 
times paft the 7)m#ladder)by a long and fteepe defeent we defeended into the 
Valley of JcreDiunk little hils being here and thefe difperfed,crowned with ru- 
ines(thecouerts for theeues) and many villages oil the skirts of the bordering 
mountaines .Bare yet night, we reentred Acre .. I ink lib.3.-

Deuided it was into foure Prouin- 
ces-, Salamina, Amathufia,Lapethia,and Paphiaflb named of their principall Cities. 
Salamina was built by Veucer in memorial of that from whence hee was banifhed 
by his father Telamon, for not reuenging the death of his brother.

This City was afterwards called Couftantia.hnt deftroyed by the lews in the daies 
of the Emperor Traian , and finally by the Saracens in the reigne of Heraclius-,v p- 
on the mines there of,the famous Famagoftdwas erediedby king CoHa, as they fay, 
the father of S. Katharine , Eternized in fame by the vnfortunate valour of the Fe- 
netians,md their Auxiliary forces, vnder the command of Signior 'Bragadino-,who 
with incredible fortitude withftood the furious aflaults, made by the populous 
army of Selymus the fecond, conducted by Muftapha : and after furrendred it vpon 
honourable conditions, infringed by the p'eriured and execrable Bafla. Who en¬ 
tertaining a this tent with counterfeit kindaefle the principall ofthem,fuddenly 
picking a quarrel,caufedthemalltobe murdered,the Gouernor excepted, whom 
he referued for moreexquifite torments. For hauing cutofhiscares,& exhibited 
him by carrying ofearth on his back to^ derifiS of the Infidels, he finally fley’d 
him aliue- & fluffing his skin withchaffe, commanded it to be hung at the maine 
yard of his Galley. Famagofta is feated in a plaine, between two promontories:in 
forme welnigh quadrangular, whereof two parts are waflit with the Sea, indiffe¬ 
rent ftrong, & containing two miles in circumference. It ftandeth almoft oppo- 
fitevnto Tnpoly, hauing ahauen which openeth South-caftj the mouth thereof 
being ftreightned with two roc.kes which defend it from the weather. There was 
Saint Barnaby borne,,there fullered martyrdome vnder Nero,ztid there buried: to 
whom the Cathedrali Church was dedicated. This greatly ruined City isyet the 
ffrongeft in the Hand, the feate of the Zan^iacke: who was late put intofuch an 
affright vpon the approach of the Florentine fhips,that he fully purpofed,asis 
credbly reported,to haue furrendred it vpon their landing. But they (perhaps

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poffeft with a mutuali terrour) forbare to attempt it.The aforefaid region of Sa¬ 
lami m( which lyeth onthe Eaft of the Hand) contained alfo the celebrated Cities 
of Aphrodi/ium, Taenaffus abounding with Vitriol, and Verdigreafe ; Arjince, Jda- 
lium ^tndthe neighbouring groues fo chanted of- the Olympian Promontory 
(where Venus had her Temple, into which it was lawfullfor no woman to enter) 
with the hill on the oppofite Pedafium, fquare on the top like a table,and facred vn- 
to her, as all the aforenamed. In the territory of Lapathia comprehending the 
North part,where o nee flood Tremitus , in the heart almoft of the Hand,& midft 
of a goodly plaine ftandsthc late regall City of 2fjceJla- 3 circular in forme,and flue 
miles in circumfcrence 5 not yeelding in beauty (before defaced by the Turk)vato 
the principallCities of Italy : taken by the aforefaid Mufiapba on the^.of Septem¬ 
ber,in theyeere i570.with anvncredible flaughter,'and death oSDandalus the 
vnwjirlike Gouernor.Thechiefe ofthe prifoners,and-richeft fpoiles,hecaufed to 
be imbarquedin two talHhips,and a g reate Gallion, for a prefent to fend vnto Se- 
lymusi when a noble and beautifull Lady, preferring an honourable death, be¬ 
fore a life which would proue fo repleat with, flauery, and hated proftirutionsjfet 
fire on certain barrels of powder, which not onely ^(t in pieces the veflcls that 
carried her s but burnt the other fo low,that the feajpoured their reliques. The 
Franks haue their favours refidentin Nicofia h pfMpf ly. inhabited by the ancient 
Greek-cypriots , and partly by Turks and Moore S.'S he buildings are low,flat-roofr, 
the entrances little, for the moft part afeended by ftaires for the more difficult en¬ 
try .North of this, and vpon the fea, flood cerduina 3 erc&ed by Cyprus^now of 
great ftrength, and called Certnesiyet furrendredto ibeTurke bef ore it was befie- 
ged) and at the Weft end of that Prouince,the City, of the Snnne, with the Tem¬ 
ples of Ferns and j/is, built by P haler us and Achamus the Athenians. The moun- 
taine of Olympus lies on the South o^Lapathia^ high, and taking vp fifty miles with 
his balls; now called,The mountaine ofthe holy Croife: clothed with trees ofall 
forts, and ftored with fountainesj wheron are a number of Monasteries pofleft by 
the Greekes Coloieros of the Order of Saint Bafil. S<?uth ofthe which euen to the 
fea, extended x^dmathufia.

This Cyneras ha¬ 
iling fworne to affift iMenelaus with fiftie fhips,lent him onely one, with f models 
of the other in clay,to colour his periury .No place there was through the whole 
earth where Venus was mote honoured.

There in her fane , which fragrant wreathes perfume . iw client ar»,r er dfq ; recenct* 

tiue miles from thence hands the City of Bajfo c ailed New Paphos heretofore & 
built by Agapenor frequented from all parts both by men and women- who went 
fro thence in a folemne pfoceflion vnto the Old,to pay their vowes and celebrate 
her folemnities. But her Temples both inthe orie s and in the other (as thorow- 
out the whole Iland)wefe razed to the ground by the procurement of Saint Bar - 
haby. Weft of this flood Cyihera ± a little village, at this day called Conucha-facred 
alfo vnto Venus, and which once did giue a name vnto Cyprus. Thar, and not the 
Hand that liesbefore Peloponnejus, being meant by this':

The vttermoft promontory that ftretcheth to the Weft, with the fupereminenc 
mountaine, now called Capo Saint Pifano\boxe formerly the name of the Athe¬ 
nian Acamas.Eaft of which flood the Citie of Arfinoe) at this day Lefcare) renow¬ 
ned for the groues of Jupiter. This Hand boafts of the births of Mfclaptades, Solon, 

Zeno the Stoicke,and author of that Se£t,Appoiomus,znd Zenophon. Atthcfirft it 
was fo ouergrowne with wood, that bendes the infinite waft made thereofinthe 
melting of metals, if was decreed that euery man fliouldinheriteasmuchashc 
coiild make champion. A countrey abounding with all things neceflary for life- 
and therefore called Macaria. Whofe wealth allured the Romans to make a con- 
C[ueft thereof; a prey that more plentifully furnifiicd their coffers,then the reft of 
their triumphs. Itafrordeth matter to build a fliip from thebottpme of the keele 
to the top of her top-gallant; and to furnifivher with tackling ind munition. It 
produceth oyle and graine of feuerall forts jwine that laffeth vnto the eight yeerej 
grapes whereof they make raifins of the Sunne 5 citrons, oranges, pomegranats, 

Almonds, figs,faffron, coriander, fuger-canes: fundry herbs as wellPhyficallas 
for food, turpentine, rubarbe,collo^uintida,fcammony,&c. Butcheftaple com- 
moditities, are,cotton woolles (thebeft of tjjte Orient) chamolets,fait,andfope- 
afhes. They haue plentifull mines Ofbrafte,fome fmaUftofeofgoldandfilucr; 
greene foder,vitrioll,allume,orpiment, white and red lead, iron,and diuers kinds 
of precious ftones of inferiour value,amongft which the emerald, and the turkic. 

But it is in the Summer exceeding hote,and vnhealthy 3 &annoyed ^ithferpents*

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Thebrookcsffor riders ithathnone)rathcr merit the name of torrents 5 being of¬ 
ten exhaufted by theSunne. infomuchasinthetime of confrantine the Great the 
Hand was for fix and thirticyceres together alraoftvtterly abandoned* rainene- 
uer falling during that ieafon.lt was fir ft poflefled by the lonnes of laphet; payed 
tribute firftto the Mgjptian Amafisi then conquered by Beltts,md gouerned by the 
pofterityof T««r,vntill Cyrus expulfed the nine kings that there ruled. But after 
the Grecians repoffeft the foueraignty, and kept it vntill the death of Nicocle's: and 
then itcontinuedvnder the gouernment of the Ptolotneis, till th eRomanes tookeit 
from the laft ofthat name: reftored it was againe to Cleopatra find her fifter Arfime, 
by ^Antonias. But he ouerthrowne 5 it was made a prouince of Rome-, and with the 
tranfmigrationofthe Empire, fubmitted to the i?/^j«»t/wEmperours: being ru¬ 
led by a fuccefli on of Dukes for the fpaceofcight hundred yeeres.When conque¬ 
red by our Richard the firft,and giuen in exchange for the titular kingdome of le^ 
rufalemvntoGuy of Luftgnanjx. continued in his familie, vntill intheyecre 1473. 
it was by Catharine Cornelia a. Venetian Lady 5 the widow to king lames thebaftard, 
who had taken the fame by ftr ong had from his fifter Carlotte, refigned to the Ve¬ 
netians j who ninetie feuen yeeres after did lofe it to the infidels: vnder whofe 
yoke it now groneth. But it is for the moft part inhabited by Grecians , who haue 
not long fince attempted an vnfortunate infurre&ion.Their Ecclefiafticall eftatc 
is gouerned by one Arc hbiftiop and three Biftiops:the Metropolitan of Nicofta, 
the Bifhops of Fantagofta, Paphus, and ejimathus, who liue vpon ftipends. 

Much bccalmed,and not feldome crofted by contrary windes,for diuers dayes 
We faw fea, and aire onely (yet once within ken of a Promontory of Lycia, called 
the feuen Capes)vntill we approached the South-Eaft of Candy , called formerly 
Creta.

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Seated almoft in the midft of the Hand, now called P/iloriti-, from whofe lofty and 
fpiny top both Teas may be difcerned. Where ftandeth a little Chappell, com- 
paa of great fquarc ftoncs without lime, in forme ofanarchtbeing there fo excee¬ 
ding cold in the heate of the Summer (at which time goatcs and fheepe can onely 
graze there)thatthe fhepheards are glad to defcend before night into the valley. 
From thence iffuc many fprings.Some part of it is of a plaine defeenr, fome preci- 
pitate,fome clothed with trees offeuerall kinds,but by the Cyprefleefpecially 
graced. It foftreth nothing that is wild, but hares,red deere,and fallowjand is the 
inheritage of the Calargy.z family that for this thoufand yeereshaue retained a 
prime repute in this Hand. Two other mountairies of fame there be; the one at 
the Weft end, called anciently Leucaore , now la Spachia: and the other atthe Eaft 
end now called Seihiajm<\ anciently Dicta, which receiued that namefrom Dia- 
^4,to whom this Hand wasgreatly dcuotedjitiignifying nets:fhebeing an hun- 
trefle and patronefle of hunters.-

The ftory goes, how one Britomart a Nymph of this Hand,egerly following the 
chafe,and ouerthrownee’re awareinatoyle,not able to free her felfe, the beaft 
nowrufhing vponhei;(he vowed aTemple to Diana, if fo beflie efcaped that 
dangerjwho forthwith fet her on her feet; and of thofe nets was called Dtclim&; 
Diana alfo affuming that namefor the loue which fhe bare her. The ancient Ge¬ 
ographers do ioyntly affirme with Virgil, that the Cretans

This City long held the Regalitie;featcdina plaine,not far from the Eaft extent 
of the Hand, and from the North fhore notabouefix furlongS;where it had a 
conuenient hauen: long fince hauing nothing left but a found of the name; a little 
village there Handing,called Ctnofus. The next in dignity was

feated not farre from the Southerne bafts of Ida; who fheweth what fhe wasby 
her mines; there yet remaining an Aquadudt entire, fupported by a number of ar- 
ches } certaine ftraggling houfes poflcfllng the place, now named Mataria. The 
third Cydonia , now nextrto the greateft, & called earns : feated towards the Weft, 
and on the North fhorc;cnioyinga large and fafe harbor. Thefe three were all 
ofthofe hundred that remained(or at leaft retained their repute)in the dayes of

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Strabo 3 \vho was of this counfcrey. Foure onely it hath at this days Candy and fo¬ 
vea, fortified by Art, Rbetymo and Sitia by nature. Candy, that now giueth a name 
to the Iiand, Handing vpon the North fhore (asdoallthe reft)is a ftrong and 
wellinhabited City, accommodate with an excellent harbor ; of which the elder

But the naturall people hereof were the Cydonians, and FUocretdns, or Cureies-, fo : 
ancient,that they are fained euen in this place to haue their creation. The laft na¬ 
med inhabited Ida Cretas their firft king, of whom the Hand was fonamcd. They 
liued in caues(for houfes then were not)and vfed n’6 other couerture then Nature 
afforded them.They foUndout many things vfefull for life 5 as the taming of cer- 
tainebeaftsjwhom they gathered firft into flocks and heardsjand brought ciuility 
amongft men, by inftituting lawes^nd obferuing of difeipline. They taught how 

to 
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to diredfc the voice vnto harmony, polfefling the mind with the awe of religion, 
initiating with orders, and ceremonies. They found out the vfe of bra(fc,and iron. 

With the fword, and head-piece: the firft inuenters of (hooting, hunting and dan¬ 
cing in armour .Being called Ida's Datfili, either in regard of their numbers or ob- 
fcrued meafures:but according to Diodorus ,of their ten Ephori. The progenie of 
the Paintm Gods were borne in this Hand,to whomdiuinc honors wereafcribed: 
to fome for their beneficial! inucntions, to others for introducing iufticeamongft 
men,repulfingofiniuries& violence,cherilhing the good, dcterringthe bad,fup- 
prcifing by force ofarmes the tyrants of the earth, and rclieuingthc opprefled.Buc 
that they were no other then morfallsthe Cm*wjthemfclues do reftifie, who af- 
firmethat Iupiter was notonely borneand bred in their countrey,butburiedjand 
did (hew his Sepulcher(though reprouedby Callimachus)

on the mountain? La/sia: and that he was foftered by the Curetes in Mginus,which 
lieth on the South of Ida-, concealed & deliuered vnto them by his mother,to pre- 
uenthis flaughter.For^tarwrefoluedto deftroy his male childremeither hauing 
fo compared with his brother TV tan, or to preuenttheprophefie, which was that 
hisfonne fhould depofe him. A cruelty vfuall amongft theGrectansit was (and 
therefore this notto be held fora fable (toexpofethe infants who they wold not 
fofter,vntothe mercie ofthe Defarts.Long afterthe death ofthcfe reputed Gods 
liuedifc/i/w,and Rhadamant: who fortiieir iuftice vpon earth were fained after to 
haue bene lodges in hell. Notorious is the adulterie or Pafiphae with the General 
7 which gaue vnto Poets the inuention of their OUwotaur (fo called they the

daies of Plmy i although at this day the inhabitant vndertaketo (hew it vnto ftran- 
gers. For betweene where once (food Gortyna , and Gnoffus, at the foote of Ida,wi¬ 
der the ground arc many Meanders hewne out ofthe rocke,now turning this way, 
and now that way: in fo much that it is not without a condu&our to be entred, 
which you are to hire at the adioyning village. I haue heard anEngliih merchant 
lay(whohathfeenit)that it wasfo intricate Sevaft.thata guide which vfed to (hew 
it vnto others for twenty yeeres together, loft hsmfelfe therein, and was neuer 
more heard of. Within are littl£turrets which ouer-looke the walls that make the 
deuifions, in many places not reaching tp the top. But by moft this is thought to 
haue bene but a quarrie where they had the (lone that built both Gnoffus, and Gor- 
ty/wjbeing forced to leauefuch wallesfor the fupport ofthe roofe.andby follow¬ 
ing of theveines to make it ^o intncsxc.Metellns firft made the Oe/4»*ftoope to 
the Romans. After they were vnder the Greeke Emperours,vntilI Baldwin the La¬ 
the Emperor of Conjlantincple bellowed the Ilandvpo Romface Marquis of Monte-

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farratt: who fold it to the Venetians in the yeerenp4. But inthe time ofDukc 
Vandalus they rebelled, and were againeinthe yeere 134 3.reduced to their obe¬ 
dience. So remaine they at this day: the Greekes being permitted the free exercife 
oftheir religion,by whom it is for the moft part inhabited. And although in many 
things they imitate the Venn tans,yet ftill retaine they their old viccs ; Lien, emit 
beuftfow bellies-, whereof formerlyvpbraided by Saint Paul, out oftheir Poet E- 
pimepidts. They ftill exercife fhooting; wherein throughout all ages they haue ex¬ 
celled:

vfing the Scythian bow, but much better then the Scythians .The country people 
do dance with their bowes ready bent on their armes, their quiuers hanging on 
their backes, and their fwordsby their fides, imitating therein their anceftors,(a 
cuftome alfo amongftthe Lactd&moniam) called by them Pyrricha: and as of old, 
fovfetheyto fing in their dancings j and reply to one another. The better fort of 
men are apparelled like the Venetians ; and foare the women; Who feldorne ftir a - 
broad, except it be to Church,but in the night timc.The common people are clo¬ 
thed likethe Qrtekes of Simo,ot whom we haue fpoken :the women onely wearing 
loofe veilcs on their heads; their brefts and fhoulders perpetually naked, and died 
bf the Sunne into alothfome tawnie. 

Now out of fight of Candiejthc windes bothflacke and contrary, we were 
forced to beare Northward of our courfe,vntill we came within view of Zant- 
where our Maftcr purpofed to put in tfince we could not fhoften our way,) to 
furnilh the fhip with frdb waterandother prouifionsJBut anon wedjfcouer fine 
failes making towards vs, and imagining them to be men of warre,made alt 
things readie for defence. When to our better comfort, they proued allEngliJh, 
and bound for England‘s with whom we conforted:they hauing fupplyed our ne- 
Celfities. Their names were, the (Admirall,)the Cr«fa#r«(Vice-admirall,) 
the Delight, the Blcfsmg, and alhip of Plimmoutb fcalledfif I forget not) thclona- 
than. Two daies after(the vvindsnow fomething more friendly )the Admiralgaue 
chafe to a little fliip which we fuppofed a Piraqwho left her courfe,& fled before 
the wind; fo that without toomuchcxpenceof time he could not approach her. 
We part by the South fide of Sicilia,and left c Malta on the left hand: when out of 
hope to be fet alhorc(for it was the purpofe of our Merchant before he met with 
th.fe conforts,to hate touched at Mefsirmi&dfadded with theapprehenfion of fo 
tedious a voyage,on the fudden the wind came abour, and blowing fiercely Weft 
and by North,did all the night following exercife his fury .Whereby our ihips ra¬ 
ther lofing then gaining of cheir way,and exceedingly toned,the weather not like¬ 
ly to alter, they refolded to put into Malta. So on the fecond of Iune feeing Sun¬ 
day,we entred the hauen that lies on the Eaft fide of the City of Valetta h which we 
faluted with eighteene pieces of Ordnance. But we were notfuffered to come into 
the Citie,(though euery fliip had a neat Patent to file w that thofe places from 
whence they came were free from the infedion)nor fuffered to depart when the 
wind blew faire-which was within a day or two after.For ^ gallics of the Religion 
were then fetting forth, to make fome attempt vpon Bxrbant-Jk the reafon of the 
reftraint was,left beingtakenby the Pirats, or touching vpon occafion at Tripe, 
ty, Tunis or Crfrgtrc, their defignes might be by compulfionor voluntarily reuea- 
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ledjnor would they fuffer any frigot of their own,for feare of furprizal, to go out 
of the haucn; vntill many dayes after that the gallies were departed. But becaufe 
the Englifty were fo ftrong<a great fhip of Holland putting alfoin tofeeke compa¬ 
ny) and that they intended to make no more ports* onihefixt of Iune they were 
licenfed to fetfaile: theMafters hauing the night before in their feuerall long- 
-boates attended the returne of the great MafterC who had beene abroad in his gab 
ley to view a Fort thatthen was building) and welcomed him home with one 
and twenty pieces of Ordinance. 

But no intreaty could get mee aboord*,choofing rather to vndergoe all hazzards 
and hardneffe whatfoeuer,thenfo long a voyage by fea,to my nature foirkefome. 
Andfo was I left alone on a naked promontory right agamft the City, remote 
fromtheconcourfeof people,without prouifion, and not knowing howtodif- 
pofeofmy felfe.At'length a little boate made towards me,rowed by an officer ap¬ 
pointed to attend on ftrangersthat had noPrattick,leaft others by comming into 
their company fhould receiue the infection: who carried me to the hollow han¬ 
ging of a rock, where I waS for that night to take vp my lodging* and the day fol¬ 
lowing to be conueied by him vnto the Luzuretut, there to remaine for thirty or 
forty dayes before I could be admitted into the City. But behold an accident^ 
which I rather thought at the firfttohaue beene a vifion,then(as I found it)realf. 
My guardian being departed to fetch me fome.vi&uals, laid along, and mufing 
on my prefeht conditio, a Phducct arriuethat the place.Out of which there ftepc 
two old womenjtheone made meddubt whether fhe werefo or no,fhedrcw her 
face intofo many formes, and with fuch antickgefturesftaredvpon me. Thefe 
two did fpread a Turky carpet on the rbck,and on that a table-cloth,which they 
futniffied-with varietie ofthe choipeft. viands. Anon another;arriued, which fet a 
Gallant afhore with his two Ammfaes? attired like Nymphs, with lutes in their 
hands, full of difport & forcery.For little would they fuffet him to eate,but what 
hereceiued with his mouth from their fingers. Somtimesthe one wouldpday on 
the lute, whileft the other fang, and laid his head in her lap- their falfe eies looking 
vpon him, as if their heafts were troubledwith paffions.The attending Hags had 
nofmallpart in the Comedy, adminiftring matter of mirth with their ridiculous 1 
moppings. Who indeed (as I after heard were their mothers, borne in Greece ,and 
by them brought hither to trade amongftthe vnmarried fraternity. At length the 
French C aptaine (for fuch. he was,and of much regard) came and intreated me 
to take a part of their banquet; whichmy ftomack perfwaded me to accept of.He 
willed them to make much ofthe Foreftter: but they were not to be taught: enter¬ 
tainment; and,grew fo famaliar,aswas not much to his liking. But both he and 
they, in pity .of my hard lodging, did offer to bring me irito-the City by night (an 
offence, tbatif :knowne, is punifhed .by death, )arid. backe againe in the morning. 
Whileft tfeywere vrgitig methefeunto,my guardian returned;^ withhitiia Md- 
l^ whofe father was an Englifh man*, he made acquainted therewith, did by all 
naeanes dehort them. Ac length(the Captaine hauing promifed to labour my ad¬ 
mittance intb the City) they departed. When agood way from ftiore, rhecurti- 
zaps ftript them felucs, and leapt into the fea;where they violated all the preferip- 
tfons of modefty.But the Captain?, the next morning was not vnmindfull of his 
ptqn[iife*/olkirtngy GreatMaftcr in my behalf, as he fate in Councel* whb with 
the aflent of the great; Ctoffes, granted: mePratticke.Soleame into the City, 
was fondly entertained in the houfc of the aforefaid Mdteft: where for three 
" weekes 
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weekes fpacejWith much contentment I remained. 

Malt a doth lie in the Lybian fea, right betweenc Tripoli* of Barbaric, ahdthe 
South-eaft angle of SrW//4;diftaht an hundred fourfeore and ten miles from the 
one, and threefeore from the other.lt containeth thrcefcoremiles in circuit:and 
was called Formerly Melita^ of the abundace of hOny.A country altogether cha- 
pionjbeing no other then a rockc couered ouer with earthj buttwofeete deepe 
where the deepeftjhauing few trees butfuch as bearc fruite, whereof of all forts 
plentifully furnilhcd. So that their wood theyhauc from Sicilia: yet there is a 
kind of great Thiftle^which together with cow-dung ferues the country people 
for fuclljWha neede not much in a Clime fo exceeding hotes hotter by much thS 
any other which is fcated in that fame parallcll: yet fometimes temperated by the 
comfortable windes,to which it lies open.RiucrS here are nonej but fundry foun- 
taines.The foyle produccth no grainebut barley. Bread made ofit,and o!mes,i$ 
the villagers ordinary diet: and with the ftraw they fuftaine their eattell.CoaMjfiia 
feed, Anis feed and hony they haue herein abundance, whereof they make mer¬ 
chandize .-and an indifferent quantity of cotton wolljbut that thebeft of aBo¬ 
ther. The inhabitants die more with age then difeafes^and heretofore were repu¬ 
ted fortunate for thtir excellency in arts 8c curious wcauings.They were atfirft a 
Colony of the Phxnitiansj/vho exereifmg merchandize as far as the great Ocean, 
betooke themfelucs to this Iland 5 and by the commodity of the hauen,attained cO 
much riches and honor: (who yet retaine fome prim of the Punicke language,yet 
fo,that they now differ not much from xht Mere fir.) and built in the midfe thereof 
the City of Melitt^novi called old /<fidM)giuing or taking a name from the I. 
land. Now whether it came into the hands of Spmne with the kingdome of. Sici¬

This orderof Knight-hood rcceiued theit denomination from lohn the charita¬ 
ble Patriarch of ilfe^difojjthou^^ vowed to Samtlobn Baptiffas their Patron. 
Their firft feate was the hofpitall of Saint Idnici iirr»/ 5 /o»(Whereupon they were 
called Knight-hofpitalfer s jbuilt by one Gtrrtrdjx fuch time as the Holy land be¬ 
came famous by the fuceeftcfuliexpeditionsofthe Chriftiansjwho drew diuerS 
Worthy perfons into that fodety .-apptouedby Pope QcLfm the feeond. They by 
the allowance of Honorius thefecona, wore garmgts ofblack,figned with a white 
crofle. Raymond the firft Mafter of the Order did amplifie their Canons* infilling 
KmM£e y Thepem fituant of chrifl, and Guardian if the Hofpitall in Jefnfatem. la 
corny country throughout ChriftendorUe they hadHofpitals, & reuenues alig¬ 
ned them*, with contributions procured by Pope Innocent the fecond.They were 
tyed by their vowes to entertain all Pilgrims withfingular humanity;tofafega«r

Oltalta’s thy fathers giftxwhkh Charles did glut 
Th’expulfed Knights of Rhodes,that did out-line 
Thai long redr re and.fad fatejby Tarkes impofile $ 
Tie’t nowgreat Philip tbirU-jufa reheninelofde 
By a dire Tyrant. Shield themfrom tbefoe: 
Kjdndinfiring dmes thy Vtuely vertue (bow. 
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their paffages from theeues and incurfions, and valiantly to facrifice their liues in 
defence of that country. But the Chriftians being driuenout of Syria,the Knights 
had the Rhodes afligncd them by the Greek Emperor, (others fay by Clement the 
fifth)which they wonne from the Turke , and loft again as aforefaid:retiring from 
thence vnto Malta. There are of them here feuen Aiberges or Seminaries: one 
of France in generall,one of Auerne, one of Prouince, one of Caftile,one of dra¬ 
gon, one of Italy , one of Almany .and an eight there was of England, vntill by Henry 
the eighth diifolued,with what iuftice I know not. Yet is there one that fupplyeth 
the place in thecledion of the Great Mafter.Of euery one there is a Grand Prior, 
who liues in great reputation in his country, & orders the affaires of their Order. 
Saint lehns without Smithfield was in times paft the manfion of the Grand Prior 
of England. An Irifh manliuing in Naples,md receiuing a large penfion from the 
King of Spain, now beareth that title.- thofe that come for the Order, are to bring 
ateftimony of their gentry for fixe defeents; which istobeexamined,andappro- 
uedbythe Knights of their Nation: and is firft to remaine here a yeere for apro- 
bation. Nor are women exempted from that dignity; admitted by aftatute 
made in the Mafterfhip of Hugo Reuelus. Perhaps for that one t^Agnis, a noble 
Lady was the Author, as they affirme,of their Order.-but that there bee any 
now ofit, is more then I could be informed. The ceremonies vfed in knighting 
arethefe: Firft, carrying in his hand a taper of white wax, he kneeleth before 
the Altar, clothed ina long loofe garmenr, and defireth the Order of the Ordi¬ 
nary, Then, in the name of the Father, the Sonne, and the Holy Ghoft, hee re- 
ceiueth a fword, therewith to defend the Catholike Church; to repulfe and van- 
quifh the enemy, to relieue the oppreffed, if need fhould bee to expofe him- 
felfe vnto death for the Faith, and all by the power of the Crofle, which by the 
crofle hilt is defigured. Then is he girt with a belt,and thrice ftrooke on the (hea¬ 
ders with his fword, to put him inmind,that for the honor of Chrift he is cheere- 
fully to Buffer whatfoeucr is grieuous: who taking it of him, thrife flourifbech it 
aloftasaprouokementtothe aduerfary,andfo flieathesitagaine;hauii g wiped 
it firft on hisarme,to teftifie that thenceforth he williue vndefiledly.Then he that 
giues him Knighthood, laying his hand on his fhouldier, doth exhort him to be 
vigilant in the faith,and to afpire vnto true honour by couragious and laudable 
a&ions, &c. Which done, two Knights do put on his fpurres:guiIt;tofigr.ifiethat 
he ftiouldfpurnegold as dirt, not to doe what were ignoble for reward. Andfo 
goes he toMaffewith the taper inhishand;theworkesofpictie,hofpitalitie,and 
redemption of Captiues, being commended vnto him; told alfo of what he was 
to performein regard of his Order.Then is asked if he be a freeman,if not ioyned 
irt matrimony, if vnuowed to another Order, or not of any profeffion; and ifhe 
be refolued toliue among them,to reuenge their iniuries, and quit the autho¬ 
rity offecular magiftracy. ? Hauinganfvveredtherunto,vpon the receipt of the Sa¬ 
crament he vowes in this order.- / vow to the Almighty God, to the Virgin CMarie, 
his immaculate mother, and to Saint lohn Baptift,perpetually,by thehelpe of God, to be 
truely obedient to all my fuperiours, appointed by God and this Order; toliue without 
any thing of mine owne,and withall to Hue chaHly. Whereupon he is made a partaker 
oftheir priuiledges,and indulgences, granted vntotheby theSeaof itowr.Befides 
other prayers, they are commanded to fay a hudred and fifty Pater- nofters daily 
for 1 uch as haue been flaine in their warres.They weare ribands about their necks 
with broiichesofthe Croffejand doakes of blacke with large white erodes fet 

X thereinto 
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thereinto on the fhoulder,of fine Iinncn:but in time of warre,they vvcarccrimfon 
mandilions,behind and before fo eroded, ouer their armour. They come hither 
exceeding young, thatthey maythefooner attaine to a commendum at home, 
(whereof many be of great value) not gotbyfauour but fignioritie; and are to 
line here for the fpace of fiue yeeres(butnot ncceftarily together ) and to goe on 
foure expeditions. If one of them be conui&cd of a capitall crime, he is firft pub- 
likely difgraded in the Church of S. lohn where he receiued his Knight-hood- 
then ftrangled,and throwne after into the fea in the night-time.Euery Nation do 
feed by themfelues in their fcuerall Alberges,andfitat the tablelike Friers: but 
fuch as vpon fuite do get leaueto eate apart,haue fixty crovvnes allowed them by 
the Religion yeCrdy 5 as all haue fiueand twenty apiece for apparel!. There are 
here refident about fiue hundred, being not to depart without leaue:and as many 
more difperfed thorow Chriftendome^who hither repaire vpon euery fummons 
or notice of inuafion. The Religion is their generall heire wherefoeuerthey dye: 
onely each Knight may difpofeofa fifth part ofhis fubftance.Thcre be fixteene of 
them counfellors of State,andofprincipallauthority, called Great CrofTes.-who 
wearetippets,and coats alfovnder their cIoaks,tbat befignedtherewith.Ofthefe 
are the Martiall, the Matter of theHofpitall,the Admiral!, the Chanccllour, &c. 
When one doth dye, another is dotted by the Great Matter and his Knights,who 
giue their voices(if I forget not)by bullets, as do the renetiansyvhcreby both en- 
uy, & fa<ttion isauoided.Nowifthe Great Matter fall lick they will fufrer no vefl 
fell to go out of thehauen, vntill he be either recouered or dead, andanotherelc- 
<tted.-left the Pope fhould intrude into the election, which they challenge to be 
theirs and is in this manner performed. The feuerall Nations ded two Knights 
apiece of their owne, and two are elected for the Englifh: from amongft them¬ 
felues thefe fixteene choofe eight,and thofe eight do nominate a Knight,a Prieft, 
and a Frier-feruant(who alfo weares armes)&they three choofe the Great Ma¬ 
tter, out of the fixteene Great Crottes.This man is a Pickard borne, about the 
age of fixtie, and hath gouerned eight yeeres. His name and title, The illufirtous 
&mofl reuerent Prime my Lord Frier Alofius of Wignian-cottrt, Great Mafter of the 
Ho]'pitallof Saint lohns of lentfalem: Prince of Malta, and Goza. For albeit a Frier, 
(as the reftoftheKnights(yetishe anabfolute Soueraigne,and is brauely atten¬ 
ded on by a number of gallant yong Gcntlemen.Thc Clcrgic do wcare the cog¬ 
nizance ofthe Order: who are fubiedt to like lawes,except in military matters. 

There are fixty villages inthe Iland,vnder the command often Captaines*and 
foure Cities.Old Malta is fcated(as hath been faid before) in the midft ofthe I- 
land vponahill,andformedlikea fcutchion; held ofno great importance, yet 
kept by agarrifon.In it there is aGror,wherethey fay Saint Patti lay whenhefuf- 
ferrd fhipwracke,ofgreatdcuotion amongft them.The refined ftone thereof they 
caft into little medals,with the effigies of Saint Paul on the one fide,and a Viper on 
the other, Agnus Dei , & the like:of w ch they ventftore to the forreiner. They fay, 
that being drunke in wine,it doth cure the venime of ferpents.-and wichall,though 
there be many ferpents in the Hand, that they haue not the power of hurcin® al¬ 
though handled,and angred, bereft of their venime cucr fince thebeing hereof 
theApottle.Theother three Cities (if they may alibefo termed)are about eight 
miles diftant; andnotmuch without a musket fhoteach ofotherjneeretheEaft-

$ nd,andon the Worth fide of the Iland:where there is a double batten deuided by 
a tongue of rocke, which extendeth no furrher(then the conveniently large en¬ 
trance. The Eaft hauen refcmbleth thehorneofa Stag, the'firft brancb(as the 
pa!me)affording an excellent harbor for the greateftlhips, and the fecond for 
Galliesj the reft are fhaliow.Clofetothevppermoft top there is a Fountaiqeof 
frefh water,which plentifully furnifheth all vdflfels that do cnter.On the tip ofthe 
forefaid tongue ftood the ftrong Caftell of Saint Hermes, the firft that the Turke 
befiegediwhich after many furious aflaults, twenty thoufad Gannon fliotfwhole 
horrible rorings were heard to Mefsina) and the Ioffe of ten thoufand iiues,they 
tookeintheyeere i565,inthc moneth ofIune*but to the greater glory of the van- 
quifhed, that lofTe rather inraging then dif-heartening the remainder.

of the hauen where thelhipsand gallies haue their ftations, onafteepe rocke 
Hands the Caftle of Saint Jngtlo-^hok ftregth appeared in fruftrating thofe vio¬ 
lent batteries(being nextbeheged byyT//^<) whereof it yetbeareth the fcarres. 
At the foote of the rocke are certaine Cannons planted,that front the mouth of 
the haue.This Caftle is onely diuided by a trench cut thorow the rocke,from the 
Burgoi a little Citie which poffeflcth the reft of that promontory jbeing all a rocke, 
hewne hollow within,for their better defence.& difioyned by a great deepe ditch 
from the land. South of this,and onthe Next Promontory ,ftandsanother towne, 
which is called La ifula: on the point therof there is a platform e 5 and at the other 
end the ftrong fort of Saint Michael^ tx inferior in ftregth to that of Saint Angelo. 
Here remember we the pietie of ac^&wwriwjdcicended no doubt of Chriftian 
parentage, and fauouring our religion.-who in thetime ofthe ftrideft fiege, and- 
fmalleft comfort to the befieged, leapt into thefea,and maugreall the (hoc that 
was made% him,fwamto this fort: where firft requiring and receiuing baptifme, 
he made knowne vnto them the fecrets ofthe enemie,aduifed how tofruftrate 
their purpofes,and brauely thrufthimfelfe forward ineuery extremitie.Butthe 
KnightS of the Order aflifting one another by their proper vaIour,fo nobly beha- 
ned themfelues,that the Turk began to defpaire of fuccefte: and vpon the rumo¬ 
red approach ofthe Chriftian fuccours (which in the beft conftru&ion by the o- 
uercircumlpecft Vice-roy of Sicilia had bin dangeroufly protracted) imbarqued 
themfeiues, and departed. But all, fauing and Saint Angelo, reduced into 

powder, and the returne ofthe T#r&diftrufted, it was propounded amongft the 
Knights,a to bandon the Hand,rather then vainly to repaire,and endcuour to de¬ 
fend thofe lamentable ruinesjthe aduerfaries vnequall power$and backward aide 
of the Chriftian Princes coniiidered.But ittoo much concerned the ftate of Chri- 
ftendome, (efpecially ofthe countries conftning)it being as it were both the key 
andbulwarke thereof,to haue it fo forfaken: In fo much that the Pope, the Floren¬ 
tine^ the reft ofthe Princes of Italy, encouraged them to ftay-aftifting them with 
money,and allneccflary prouifion.Butefpecially the King ofspain-jxho ouerand 
aboue did fend them three thoufand Pioners, leuied in the kingdomc of Naples 
arid Sicilia, to repaire their old fortrefles, and begin a new City vpon that tongue 
of land which diuideth the two hauensmowalmoftabfolutely finiftied. ° ’ 

This is called the Cityof f^aletta,in the honour of lohn de raletta,who then was 
GreatMafter. Not great,but faire,c*a<ftly contriued,and ftrorig ahoue all other.* 
mounted aloft,and no where aflaileable by land,but at the South end. The walls 
ofthe reft do ioyne to the vpright rocke,as ifofone peece,and are beaten vpon 
by the fea.That towards the Iarid, is but a narow Ifthmos, where the rocke doth 

natu- 
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naturally rile; the ditch without, hewnedowne exceeding broad and of ah incre¬ 
dible profunditie: ftrongly flankr,& not Wantingwhat fortification can do.This 
wayopeneth the onely gate ofthe City* (the other two, whereof one leadeth to 
Saint Hermes, and the other to the Eaft hauen, being but fmall pofternes:) and! 
hard within are two great bulwarkesjplated on the top with Ordnance. At the o- 
therend (but withoutthe wall) (lands the Caftle of Saint Hermes, nowftrongcr 
then euerjwhereof(as of that of Saint Angelo) no Frenchman can be Gouernour. 
Almoft euery where there are platforms on the wals,well ftored with O rd nance. 
The walls on theinfide are not aboue fix foot high, vnimbattald, and iheluing on 
theoutfide:the buildingsthorowoutagdoddiftanceoffjbothto leaueroome for 
the fouldier,and tofecurcthemfromptepy. Neere the South end,and on the 
Weft fide,there is a great pit hewndifltome rock; out of which there is a port cut 
vnderthe wall into the Weft haoen: intended (for yet vnfinifiied) to hauebeene 
made an Arfenall for their galliesjthat harbor being too fhallow for fhipsra work 
of great difficultie. The market place is fpaciousjout of which the ftreets do point 
on the Roud.The building^ for the moft part vniform^all offree (lone,two (lories 
high,& flat at the top: the vpper roomes ofmoft hauing out-tarralfes.The Gr at 
Mailers Palace is a princely ftrufture-hauing a tower which ouer-looketh the 
whole Hand. The chamber where they (it in councell, is curioufly painted with 
their fights by fea &by landjboth for rein & defenfiue.The feuen Alberges ofthe 
Knights, be ofno meanebuildingjamongft whom the Citieis quartered. Magni¬ 
ficent is the Church of Saint Paul, and that of Saint Johns: the onethe feat of a 
Bilhop, and the other ofa Prior. And Saint Johns Hofpitall doth merit regard, 
hot ©nly for the building, but for the entertainmentthere giue:fbr all that fall fick 
are admitted thereunto.The Knights thefelues there lodge,when hurt or difeafedj 
where they hauephyfickc for the body,and for the foule alfo(fuch as they giue.) 
The attendants many, the beds ouerfpredwith fairecanopies 5 euery fortnight 
hauing change of linnen.Serued they are by the iunior Knights in (iluer: & euery 
Friday by the Great Mafter,accompanied with the great crolfes.A feruice obli¬ 
ged vnto from thefirft inftitutionj and thereupon called Knight-hofpitallers.. 
The lefuites haue of late crept into the Citie, who now haue a Colledge a buil. 
ding. Here be alfo three Nunneries.- the one for Virgins, another for penitent 
whores,(ofimpenitent here are ftorejand thethirdfortheir baftards. 

The barrenneffe of this Ik is fupplyed with the fertilitie of Sicilia, from whence 
they haue their prouifion. The Citie is victualled for threeyeeresjkept vndcr the 
ground,& fupplied with flew as they fpend ofthe old. They haue feme frefti wa¬ 
ter fountaines- and the raine that falleth they referuc in cifterns. Befides the 
Knights and their dependants, the Citizens and Ilanders be within the mufter of 
their forces ; in which there are not of liuing foules aboue twenty thoufand .They 
keepea court of guard nightly :and almoft euery minute ofthe flight the watch of 
ofle fort giuestwo or three knOlles witha bell,w ch isanfwercd by y other in or- 
der.The Religion hath onely fiue Gallics-and ftinted they are,as I haue heard,to 
that number,(if more, they belong vnto priuate men)and but one (hip. The cu- 
ftomciSjOrhath bin hauing hung out a flagge, to lend monytoallcommers that 
would dice it: iftlufy win, to repay it with aduantage- if lofe,to ferue vntill their 
entertainment amounted to that fumme.Now the expeditios that they make, are 
little better then f6r bootkifqmetimes landing in the night time on themaine of 
Afrha,8c furpriziflg Fome villdge- or fco wring along the coafts, they take certainr 
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imallbarks, which disburdened of their lading and people,they fuffer to hull with 
the weather.For they make good profit of their ilaues; either imploying thetfi ill 
'their drudgeries (they hauingat this inftant aboue fifteene hundred of them) or 
by putting them to ranfomc.For cuerand anonyoufhall haue alittle boat wrth a 
nag of treatiejdome either from Tripcrly^Tttms^or Algeirs^o agree for the redemp¬ 
tion ofcaptiues: as do tire Maiiefesto thofeplaces who are ferued with the fame 
rncafure.During my abode herc,fherc arriued a bark,brought in by eight Engbfli 
men,who had for a long time ferued theTurkiflrpirat.es of Tutys.they bound fof 
AlgeirS) tooke weapons in hand,and drouethe diftruftleffe Turfas(bting twice as 
many) into the fterne,kept there by two, whilifl: tfie other drefled thefades for 
'Malta.. Amongft them there was one 3 who faying he would neuer beflaue to a 
‘Chriflia^ftript himfelfefecretiy,propping vp his gowne,and layinghis Tutbaift 
vpon it, as if ftill there, and drojpt into the fea.But the deceiuer was decdued'by 
the high land which feerned neerer then it was^and fo wearied with fwimming; 
funk in their fights. The inquifition would haue feized both on their perfons and 
purchafe, becapTe they had ferued the Infidels: but they were protected by the 
Great Mafter (being defirous to ferue h‘im)who will not fuffe;- their cruelaurho^ 
ritic to enter the new Ciriejfq. that they are fame to refide in Burgp. 

The tjlialtefes are little lefle taiVnic then the t JMwes y efpeciallythofe ofthe 
country; who go halfe clad, and are indeed amiferable people: but the Citizens 
are altogether Frenchifiedjthe Great Matter, and maior part ofthe Knightk be¬ 
ing French men.The women vvearelong blacke ftoles,wherwiththcy cOuer their 
faces(for it is a great reproch to be feene otherwife)whoconuerfe not with men 
and are guarded according to the manner of/n*/y. But theiealous are better fecu- 
i ed,by th^number ofallowed curtizans (for the moftpart Grecians) who fir play;, 
ingin their doores on inftrumentsj and with the art of their eyes mueiglc there 
continent by vow, but contrary in pradicejasif chaftitie were onely violated By 
manage. They here flit early and late, in regard of theimmoderateheat;atid lleep 
at noorie day. Their markets they keepe on Sundayes. 

Now were the gallics returned with Indifferent fucccife; and yet my flay was 
proroged by the approching feftiuall of their Patron: for vntill that was pafl, no 
boate would ftirout ofthe harbour. The Palace, Temples, Albfcrges and other 
principall houfes wereftuck round on the outfide wirhlampes the euening'be- 
fore.- and amongft other folemnities,they honored the day with the di/eharge of 
all their artillery. The Forts put forth their banners, and eucry Albergthe enfigne 
of his nation.- at night hauing bonfires before them- fiue great ones fveremacte 
in the court ofthe Palace; whereof the fir ft vfas kindled by the Great Mafter,the 
fecoridby the Bifliop, the third by the Prior, the fourth and fifth by the MarfljaH 
ahd Admirall.On the foure & twentieth of Iune I departed from ^dalta it) a Pha- 
iucco of 2y^/n;rowed by Hue, and not twicefo big as a wherry 5 yet will floe for z 
fpaCfi’keepe way.wjtha galley*They .irfe to fet forth In fuchboates as thcfe,two 
fioudfS before Sunfet: and if they difeouerafufpedfed fade bet weene that & ni^ht: 
(for the Ttakes continually lie there in waite ) do returne againe; if not,they pro- 
ceedjand by the next morriing(as now did we)reach,the coaft of Sicilia. *■ 

SfcWa fthc Qjeene of the AieJaerfanean'llaadSjfofhid to b^not oiiely for bet 
greafliefle (containing feuen hundred and fourfeore miles in circumference) (but 
for other celebrated excellencies.lt beareth the forme of a triangle,aa*2 was 

firfl called TimcjUoi her three Pfomontorles/^^w/i/, Pdorus^ nd lAlytens: af¬ 
ter 
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ter Sicilia^Qt (faith Scaliger) ohhc, Ligurian Siculi, who expulfingthc Steam, in¬ 
habited in their roomes, as is for the moft part beleeued-but fo called of Siciltx, 
which fignifieth cut and felcdedfas silek lignifieth a (tone thatis hewne,andcho- 
ien) in that violently deuided from Italy,

Their bones in fundry places digged vp,and at this day to befeene,dogiuea fuffi- 
cientteftimony oftheir Gyant-like proportions .They haue yet anannuallfeaftat 
Milena, where they carry about the ftatueoftwo Giants ofbothfexin proceffi- 
on.This race extinguifhed,the Siam fuccCeded s a people of Spain, fo named of the 
riuer Sicoris in ciUkn'ta^ now Agua rnuall,

who were expulfed by the Siculi#. people of Liguria^&both descended from one 
original. After which the Grecias fent hithertheir Coioniesjbuiiding fundry mari- 
times,cities,& incorporated thefelues withthe inhabitants.To omit their feuerall 
warres,and celebrated Tyrants 5 at length Sicilia hauing relinquiflied the Romant 
amity, to take part with #<?»*£<*/, was by Marcellas reduced into, the forme of a 
Prouincejand foheld euer after (though not without fundry defections) by the 
Romans said Greek ‘Emperours,vntilIit became dprey vnto the Goths in theyeere 
485,together with italy.vtho about feuenty yeres after were expulfed out of both 
by Bellifarius and'JSTarfttis Lieftcnants to the Emperor lufiman. Long after it fell 
into the hands of the Saracens, by the treafQ of Euphemias a Prince of the people. 
Who hauing ftolne away a cerraine beaqttfull Nun,and being purfued by luftice 
fled into Africa to the Saracen promifing todeliuerhim theTland,fo that 

fie ivotild make him King of the fame,and to pay a gfeat tribute yeerejyiwhich by 
his aififtance he effe&ed.But vengeance did fwiftly foIlow:for palfing thorow Si¬ 
cilia in ftatc, & approching neere vnto Syracttj'a, two brethren ofthat City vpona 
fudden motion confpiring his death, and going out with the reft to nieetehim 
as theinfinuating Tyrat bowed his body to euery priuate faluter, the one oftheiu 
caught him by the haire, whifefl the other ftroke his head from his ihoulders. 
So gotthe the foueraignty, and for two hundred yeeres kept it. At the 

endof-which time,they were expulfed by the Normans, conduced by Count Ro¬ 
ger. film Simon fucceeded,who not long out-liuing his lather,left his State to his 
brothera fecond Roger, whom Pope Innocent the fecond by force ofarmes would 
haue difpoffeft; alledging it to Be the patrimony of Saint ?«rr.Buthe.tookeboth 
him apfd his Cardinalsptiferiers. Mcane whileartew Poph was eledied at 
whofo wittne Count Roger to his fadion,gaue him the title of Kingfas he had the 
poflelfion)6fboth the Sicilias.William fucceeded^^he ftcon^whom Adrian 
the fourth excommunicated,for withholding the goods of the Church, and dif- 

charged 
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charged his fubie<fls of their featlyiwho reconciled,receiued the Crown as from 
him, and from that time forward Sicilia was called Saint Peters patrimony.Him 
fucceeded fVilliam the fecond.* who left behind him one onely daughter called 
Cenftantiai andfheea Nun. Whereupon Clement the third attempted by armes 
to naue ieized on the Hand. But Tancred the bafefonne of King Roger (elected 
King by the Nobles) repulfed him. What force could not,his fucceflbr Celejlint 
thought to compafle by a wile: who getting ConSlantU out of the Nunnery ,and 
difpenfing with her vow, did marry her vnto the Emperour Henry the fourthtvp- 
on condition thathefhouldpay ayeerely penfion for the fame, and hold it in 
chief of the papacy:who Ihortly after became Lord of the whole Jt were tedious 
to relate how oft( and in what fliort time)they gaue itfrom one to another: like 
the ball of Difcord, taken vp with much Chriftian bloud-ihed. At length Clement 
the fourth did giue it from Ctwadinefinto Charles of Aniou the French Kings bro- 
therjbetraying Conradine to the daughter, who was ouercome neere Naples in a 
mortallbattelljand his head ftricken off by Clements appointment So fell the Ger¬ 
mans'. and fo rife the French men to the kingdome oi Naples and both th eSicilm. 

But herefome feuenteencyeeres after they were bid to a bitter banquct:all flaine 
at the tole of a bell throughout the whole Iland;w €h is called to this day the Sici- 
liars Euen-fong.A iuft reward(if iuftice will countenance foblondie a defigne jfor 
their intolerable infolencies.The author of this maflacre was Iohn de Prochita 3 
fometime feruant to Manfroy^ their late flaine King. Don Pedro King of Aargon y 
had married Conjlantia the onely daughter of Manfroy. In whofc right (although 
c Manfroy was a baftard, a patricide,and vfurper)hecrntred Sicilia in this tumult, 
whereunto he waspriuily,and was crowned King by the general confent of the si* 
cilians : it continuiug in the houfc of \^Aragon 3 vm\X vnited to CaslileSo it remai- 
neth fubied vnto Spaine: and is gouerned by a Viceroy vnder the Spanijh Coun- 
cellfor Italy- which confifteth of thr ee Spaniards y and three Italians-^ the Con- 
ilableof Cafiile being Prefident. Who by the Kings allowance, doe inftitute Go- 
uernours, Iudges,Cpmmandersj and difpofe of titles and dignities.sicilia yeelds 
to the coffers of Spaine ycerely fixe hundred thoufand Ducats jfome fay, a mil¬ 
lion: but that and more drawnebacke, againe in rewards and payments. There 
is in it by computation about a million of foulcs. Wee may conic&urc of their 
force by the army of Don Garcia of TokdoyConCiding of three thoufand horfe, & 
ten thoufand foot(and that raifed but out of the South angle ofthe Hand) to de¬ 
fend the large and vnfortifled hauen ofAttgujla jfthe Turke fliould haue there at¬ 
tempted to land,when hepaffed by to the inuafionof iMalta.Bxit what was this, 
comparedto that which we read of Dionyjius the elder, being but Lord of Syr a- 
tufa only,and the adioyning territories?who kept continually ten thoufand foot, 
men of his gnard,as many horfemen,and-fourc hundredgallies.But now there are 
but eight maintained about the whole Hand. The fummit ofthe leffer hilles,arc 
crowned with townes, and the coafts befet with watch-towers throughout; the 
fcas being feldomc free from the Turkifh Pirats of Africa. 

The Sicilians are quicke-wittcd, and pleafant;j^/V^*ra#j ofthat Nationbeing 
the firft inuenter of Comedies, and T heocritus of Paftoral Eglogs; Iu c Vrmen Cpteaa “ odula,,,,annidini:

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Empedocles d oth fliewtheir excellency in Philofophy 5 as Eutlide & Archimedes in 
the Mathematickes. A people greedy of honour,yet giuen to cafe and defightjtal- 
katiue, meddlefome, diflentious, iealous,and reuengefull. They haue their com¬ 
modities fetcht from them by forreiners,and withall the profit: who trafick little 
abroad^and are(though feated in the midft of the fea)vnexpertnauigators.So fii- 
pinely idle, that they fell their fugar, as extra&ed from the cane,to the PenttianSy 
and buy what they fpertd ofthem again,when they haue refined it. The Duke of 
oftm is now Vice-roy,who keepeshis Court at Palermo, the ancientfcarc ofthe 
Sicilian Kings- filled the Happy, for the delightfull ficuation.- now adorned with 
goodly buildings, and frequented by ftudents. It is ftiated on the North fide of 
the Hand, hauing naturally no Port, yet one-lately made by a mighty Peers .- a 
workeof great expence,and no final admiration.This Vice-roy hath well purged 
the country of Bandities,by pardoning of one for f bringing in or death ofano*. 
ther: who did exceedingly, and yet do too much ihfeft it, £efides,the vp-land in¬ 
habitants are foinhofpitable to Grangers,that between them both,thereis no tra- 
uellingby land without a ftrong guard; who rob and murder whomfocuer they 
can conuenicntly lay hold on. Their Religio is Romilh(yet are they not fo few 
as ten thoufand who are ofthe tolerated Greeks Church .) Palermo, Mefsina,ah(l 
Ment-royaU , haue their Archbilhops. The Bifhops of ^igrigemhe,Mazara, and 
Malta, being vnder the firft: the fecond hath Pati, cefaledi, and Lipari: the third 
Syracujfk. The Bifiiop'ofc<jr-*»wis vnder none ofthem. There be in this Ilandy. 
Princes, foure Dukes,thirteene Marqueflcs, fourteene Earles, one Vicount,ahd 
eight and forty Barons. The chiefeoftheancient Sicilian Nobility attendin the 
Court oftyri»«acourfe of life,rather politickely commanded,then elected. 

Iune 25. hauing compafled Cape faffkro , defended by a ftrong fortrefie not 
long fince ercdied,we rowed clofe vnder the Cliffe called Muro del Porco,( in that 
thofe blacke rocks do refemblc thefnowts of fwine)where ftore of Tunny is ta¬ 
ken. A fiihthatis bred(as hath bin faid beforc)in the lake of Metflis, but groweth 
vnto his greatnes in the Ocean.- when about the midft of May they returne again 
intothefe Teas. They cut them in pieces, fait them, barrell them vp, and fo vent 
them vnto moft places of Europe: efteemed hereroforea vile food;

perfbrme it.-hearing of a lace fought battell in Barbary, repaired ro the place^nd 
fupplyed the quantity with mans flefh dreft in the fame manner: which proued fo 
ouer-higha f6edmg(moft eafily conuerting into the like) that their bodies brake 
forth intolothfome vlcers; and from that infection the difeale that takethfrom 
them the name (not khownebeforeinour parts of the world ) was introduceda- 
mongft vs. And Scaliger in hisi8r.Exercife vpon Cardan , and the 19. fediom 
doth alfo affirme,that it proceeded not originally from the impurity of women* 
but from contadion; and that the Spaniards did firft trarilport thelc fare wares 
From the Indians: as common araongft them as the meafcls amongft vs,andequal- 
ty contagious. Which feemeth to confirms, the former alfertion;they hauing bin 

Man- 
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Man-eaters forthemoft part. No Tunny is differed to be fold at Venice j;nl effe 
firft difcaskt,and fearchtto the bottome.Theftory gocs,how the Genoaes hauing 
feizedonapart of Venice, &driuen the into their houfes-,a woman run¬ 

ning to a window to behold the tumulqby chace threw downe a mortar of braffe, 
which lighting vpon the head of their Generali, ftrucke him dead to the earth. 
Whereupon difcomforted,theGmwj retired in fuch haft, that theylefta num¬ 
ber of their men behind them jwho faucd themfelues for a time by mingling with 
thePf»m'4>«;beingnottobe dcftinguifhedby habitc, language, fauour, nor be- 
hauiour. At length al generally were commanded to afcend an high tower.-where 
(notvnlikeas the Gileadites fcrued the Ephramites)* fheep beingfet before them, 
they were compclledto name it. So being diftinguifhed (the name differing in 
their diale<ft)they were throwne downe headlong. The Genoaesh auing after ta¬ 
ken certaine of their gallics, wherein were the prime of their G etry 5 in reuenge of 
that cruelty, caufed them to be cut in pieces, and dreft like Tunny 5 nailing their 
hands to the bottome with fcedules of tinnc containing their names,and fo fent ic 
thither to be fold: who boughr,and almoft had deuoured it aii, before it was dif- 
couered.Butl haue this onelyby relation.Still winding with the fhore,we cntred 
at length the hauen of Syracufa\ and together with the Sunne, made an end of that 
dayesiourney. 

Archias not daring toreturnevnto Omr^hauing vnnaturally abufed a youth' 
ofhoneft behauiour,imbarquedhimfclfevvith certaine Corinthians mdDonam, 
and came together with Myfcellm vnto Delphos to confult with the Oracle.De¬ 
manded by Apollo, whether it were riches or fanity that they affeded: Mjfcellus 
faid fanity, and Archtas riches. Whereupon hecommanded the one to eredt cro* 
tena, and the other Syracufa: which he did inthcfecond yeereofthefecond O- 
lympiad. Where they infhorttime grew fo wealthy by thefertilitie ofthefoule, 
and benefit of the hauen: that it became a prouerbiall fcoffe vnto the too fumptu- 
otiSjthat they were not worth the riches of Syracufa. Archias flaine by Telephut y 
whom he had formerly defiled-, the Citizens conuerted the gouernment,into an 
Ariftocracie.But the Nobles-by a law that they had made,as iealous that fomeof 
themfhould haue affedfedthetyranny, exiled one anothenfo that the commons 
affumed the gouernment. After, to accord a dangerous fedition,they chofe Gelon” 
for their Tyrant,inthe yeere ofthe world i^q^dikron fucceeded Gelon the good- 
his crueltie tempered by the inftrudiions of Pindar m and Simonides, Thr a fibulas 
his fuccefior was cxpulfed by the Syracufans for his oppreffion$ & the State again 
reduced into a Democracy :vntill threefcore yeeres after it was vfurped by Diony - 
ftwpx man admirably valiant. Dionyjius his fonne fucceeded as execrably vicious, 
(although both the hearers of Plato)\\ho ouerthrownby Dion and Tmolionpwzs 
lent vnto Corinth , where he lilted in great pouerty. So recouered the Syracufans 
their liberty jbut had not enioyed it aboue twenty yeeres,when Agathocles{ a man 
of a bafe originall)did make them ftoope to a cruell fubiedfion.He dead, and after 
m uch ciuill diffention,they make choice of Hieren the fecond of that name 5 moft 
beautifull in body,and as bcautifull in mind ; whofeprofperous gouernment lafted 
fifty yeeres-being eucr a friend to the Romanes.Hieronymus his fon,within fifteene 
moneths after the death of his father,was (lain by his guard.Now as for the Syra- 
cuftansy although fubieft themfelues to thefe Ty rantsjyet were they the mafters of 
others .-and when f ree,deliuered many from the feruitude of the Barbarous. Me¬ 
morable are the fights which they had with the Athenians and Carthaginians:

folks for his facke, but had them in great honour. 

Syracufa in times paft contained foure conioy ning Cities,enuironed with a wall 
of two and twenty miles in circuitej Ortygia,T(eapolts,^Achradina,Sc Tyche-beCides 
a ftrong Fort called Hexapyle, high mounted,and ouerlooking the whole.Seated 
it is on a rocky point of land which diuides the two hauens .Qrtygia (lands at the 
vttermoft extent. 4 an Hand ioyned by abridge to the reft. Wherein is the fo chan¬ 
ted fountaineof Arethufa-^ once a Nymph of Arcadia, (as they fable) beloued of 
the riuer Alpheus : and turned into a fpr ing by Diana for fafeguard of her chaftity;

heretofore there was nothing more goodly )not fatre remoued on both fides fro 
thefea: the point whereon it dothftand being but narrow towards the Weft,and 
fo maketh by land a difficult approch: Without which are the ruined ofithe old Ci- 
eie.The principall gate is on the Sduth-fide,and neere the Weft end,ouer which is 
written.

the Citie being ftylcd Syracufa th'e Faithfull. The garrifon confifts of two 
hundred Spaniards , and three hundred towneS-men: befides certaine horfq- 
men of the country adioyning; who lerue by turnes, and are nightly fent 
forth to Icowre and guard the. fe^-coaft.The .buildings of the Citie are an¬ 
cient, the inhabitants graue,ahd their women all hid vnder long black ftoles, 
not vnlike rhe Maltefts. The Winter isheerenioft temperate,no day fo tempe- 
ftuous as affoordeth not fome Sun-lhinejbut againe they are affli&ed with the in- 
firlubrioiisheate ofcheSdmmer.Yet in the hoteft fcafoncoole fpringsgulh out of 
the rocke (not tofpeakd againe of Arathufa)box.h. within the walks of rhe Citie, 
and without-andthatfo neere vnto the fea,that th? fade doth mingle with the frefli 
vpoheuefy motion. Notwithftanding there is a long ancient Aquaduft, which 
cohueyeth waters from the neerertnountaines (yet reaching ftiort of the Citie) 
wherewith the Citie is principallyfUrniftied.The two hauens that waffi the South 
and North tides of the Citie, ( which by the inclining of the two' oppofite pro- 
thontories toward Ortygia are defended from all weathers)do refemble in forme 
the figure of 8 .The greateft lies towards the South,the raoft goodly and moil fa¬ 
mous that euer Nature or Art had a hand in^into which the little,andgentle Ana?.

Hauing flayed a day at Syraeufa, we put againe to fea, and arriued before nightaC 
Catania the Renowned, A Citie more anciet then beautifuls feated on y North 
fide of a great,but (hallow bay^& therfbre not to be approched by fhipssthe caufe 
perhaps that it is not kept by agarrifon. 0 nee it was a Colony of the2^4*w»/.But 
Hieront he firft difplanted the oldinhabkaiits,andpeopled it with othcrichanging 
alfo y name thereofinto JEtna. He is faid to haue built itanewibut after the death 
of the Tyrant,the Catanians recouered their Citie,ouerthrew his m6ument,defa>- 
ced his titles, and againe did call it Catania. Littleis here note-worthy*,more then 
that it is an Vniuerfitie,and feated on a foyle that aboundeth with all things. They 
haue little trading; and therefore the more inhabited by Gentlemen. Of late not 
far fro the City,an Image of our Lady was vnder earthCas they fay accidentally 
found; whofe imputed miracles haue got her already much fame, but not yet a 
Templeicontetcd vntill enriched by the tribute of their zeale,with a canuas paui- 
lio.This City doth welnigh ioy neto the skirts of iE/»*,wherby it receiueth both 
Ioffe, and(if Strabo may be beleeued)aduantage.For the eie&ed flames haue here¬ 
tofore committed horrible waftes:which gaue Amphinomttsan&AnapusjLwo bre-. 
thren, an occafionto become famous For their piety; who refeued their paretsin-

And euen at this day once inthree or ioum yeetes jf falleth in great flakes on the 
country below,to the terrourof the inhabitants^ deftru&ion of their vintage. 
But on the contrary fide(accordirig to that author)the alhes therof doth fo enrich 
the foyle,that both vines and corhe there proiper aboueadmiration,Whoreports 
befides, that the grade fo manured, killes thp iheep that do feed thereon vnlefle 
within fortie or fifty Hayes they be let bloud' in the eare. Hovvbeit at this day. 
much ground about it lies wafte,by meanes of the eieifled pumis.Greatly defiroust 
I was to haue afe eded this mouhtaimbut it required much time;befides,the coun¬ 
trey hereabout is daily foraged by thieues, wholurkc in a wood of S.milescom- 
paffe,that neighbours the City* So the next morning we departed, andfailed for, 
the fpace of thirty miles about the Eaft skirts of that mountaine;whereofwe now 
will make a defeription. , 

JEtna 3 called by Pindar Us the celefliall columne, is the higheft mountaine of 
Sicilidf for a great fpace leifurcly rifing. infomuch as the top is ten miles diflanc 
from theVttermoft bafis.it appeareth this way with two flioulders, bairtng an e-, 
minent head iri the middle. The lower parts are luxurioufly fruitful! jthe middle 
wooddy,the Vpper rockie,fteepe,and almoft cohered with fnow.-yet fmokingia 
the midfl like manyconioyningchimnies,& vomiting intermitted flames,thougl* 
not but by night to be difeer ned,as if heat and cold had left their contentions,and; 
unbraced one another. This burning beacon doth (hew her fire by night,andhec 

fmokc 
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fmoke by day ,a wonderfull way offiyet heretofore difeerned far further; in that 
the matter perhaps is dirriinilhed by lo long an expence. My felfe haue feenboth 
plainly vnto CMaltai and the mountaine it felfe is to be difeouered an hundred and 
fifty miles off by thefailer.Thofe that haue bin at the top do report, that there is 
there alarge plaine of cinders and allies, enuironed with a brow of thefamejand 
in the midft a hill of like fubftance; out of which burfteth a continuall wind that 
keepeth an horible rumbling 5 euaporating flames and fmoke, which hangs about 
it like a great long cloud;and often hurling forth ftones, and cinders. Wherefore 
theftory of Empedocles the Sicilian Philosopher, then whom

Befide s,Mtna is full of Sulphur and Bitumen, apt to be kindled, and fo is all Sici- 
Ita - 3 the principall reafonthatitis fo fertile. This mountaine hath flamed in times 
paftfo abundantly, that by reafonof thefmoke andaire inuolued with burning 
fand,the inhabitants hereabout could not fee one another (if we may giue credit 
to cicero) for two dayes together.The extraordinary-eruptiontberof hauebeene 
reputed ominous .For fo it did after the death of Cafar: when not oncly the Cities 
thereabout weredamnified thereby,but diuers in Calabria. And i^tjjeyeere of 
the world 3982, hard before the feruile warres in Sicilia, wherein thrcefcore and 
ten thoufand flaues were flaine by the Praetors, .it raged fo violently, that Africa 
was thereof an aftonilhed witnefle. 

Hereabout inhabited the Cyclops: and here x^icis baftes to the fea.

Northward of Mina letter hils do arife in the necke one of another, all along the. 
fea coaftjfruitfull to their tops: whereupon ftand Caftles and Townes, of fuch an 
height and fteepneffe,as you would hardly thinke that they were tobcafcended. 
Vponthe nine and twentieth of Iune betimes in the morning,entring the ftreights 
betweene Sicilia and C*l*bria,wre turned on the left hand into the hauenof Mefst- 
na. 

Me{[ena(novj Mefsina the Noble) was at the firft called Zancle, of the crooked, 
nefle of the place,which fignifieth a cycle,built by the Pirats of Catania , for the 
better execution of their robberies .-when Anaxilas Tyrant of the oppofite Rhegi- 
»«2,drew to him the Mejfeni of Feloponnefm to ddf^Xmi the Zancli. So theRhegians 
hauing ouerthrowne them by fea, and the Mefenians by land, and entred their 
City,they were enforced to flie vnto their Temples and Altars, when Anaxilas 
would haue put them tothefword • but Maniichts and Gorgm Captainesof the 
Me(fenians{k\ t Swzde& h im from being fo cruell vnto a Greeke people, whoorigi- 
nally were of their bloud & alliance .*wherupon they raifed them from the altars; 
and plighting faith vnto one another,inhabited it together. So came it to be called 
, Meffena. This befell in the nine and twentieth Olympiad. Butinthetimeof Dio- 
vyfius the elder,it was raifed by the Carthaginian Bimilcns ; and that with fuch ha¬ 
tred, as he left not fo much as the r uines. About the beginning of the firft Punick 
warres,the Mamertini a people of Campania ,fent hither their Colonies; who pof- 
feft the place,and rebuilt the City; which was called for a long time after, rather 
Mamrnimm: as the excellent wines that grow hereabout are called by (Martial'.

T he Romanes made it their refuge in the Sicilian w arresagainft the Carthaginians , 
with whom it ftorid and fell,as did the whole Hand. It is feared on the Weft fide * 
and South end(which is thebottome)ofabay,hauing behind it high hils, where¬ 
of it afeendeth a part,ftrongly walled,and fortified about with bulwarks, greater 
or lefle,according to the places neccflity. Vpon the Weft fide,and high mounted 
aboueit,ftands a ftrong Citadel,which commandeth the whole City,manned by 
a garrifo of Spaniards. South-weft of it a fortrefle is mouted onthe top ofa higher 
hill. And on the top ofanother towards the South,is the Caftle of Gonfage: both 
without the walls. The City is garniflied with beautifull buildings, both publike 
md^v'ume.fienus^Neptune^aftor/nd Pollux had here their Temples • whole ru- 
inesarenow the foundation of Chriftians Churches, Diucrs ancient ftatues are 
here yet to be feene. Throughout the City thcre’arc fountaines of frefli water: 
and towards the North end , the ruines of an old Aquadiuft. In that end which 
turnes to theEaft,about the bottomc of the bay, where the City is flender, and 
free from concourfe of people, ftands the Vice-royes Palace, of nomeane buil¬ 
ding, enuironed with delightfullgardens and orchards,to which the Arfcnall ad- 
loyneth. This end of the City points vpon Calabria , and extendeth almoft to the 
fea „• where the land in a narrow flip running on to the North, & then returning 
Weft towards the reft of the Citydn forme ofacycle,doth makealargeand ad¬ 
mirable hauen.Now on the midft oftfus.cycle of land,there ftandeth an high lan- 
terne, which by light in the night dif edieth fuch fliips as are to enter thefe dangc_ ; 
rousftreights.-North of which cheraare certain Late built dry ftations for gallics: 
and not far beyond the Lanterne where it beginnethto turners a very ftrong, Ca- 
ftle(built by Philip the fecond) and guarded by Spaniards. The reft of that cycle 
is inclofed between two wals to the very point which is fortified With a bulwark: 
betweene which and the City,the hauen which opens to the North,hath a fpaci- 
ous entrance. Here liue they in all abundance and delicacy, hauing more rhene- 
nough of food, and fruites of all kinds j excellent wines,and fnow in the Summer 
to qualifle the heate thereof,at a contemptible rate. The better fort arc Spanifli in 
attire 3 and the mearieft artificers wife is clothed in Hike.* whereofan infinite quan- 
( tityisinade by the worme,and a part thereof wrought into ftuffes(but rudelyjby 
’ the workman. Eight thoufand bailes of raw filk are yeerely made in the Iland-and 
fiue tlioufand thereof fetcht from them(for,as hath been faid before,they vvil not 
trouble thcmfdnes to tranfport it)at thepfiblike Mart here kept, which lafteth all 
Auguft, by thegaliics of Naples/) ttia, Ligorne/. nd Genoa : during which time they 
are quitted from cuftomes. The Gentlemen put their moneys into the common 
table, (for which the City ftands bound; and receiue itagainevpon their bils, 
according to their vfes.For they dare not venture to keep it in their houfts.fo or¬ 
dinarily broken openby theeues (as arethe fliops andwarc-houfes) for all their 
croffe-bard windowes,iron doores,Iockes,bolts and bars ontheinfide.- wherein 
and in their priuate reuerige%no night doth paffe without murder . Eucry euening 
they folace rhcmfelucs along the Marine (a place left throughout betweene the 
City wall and the hanen)the men on horfe-back,and thewomenin large Carof- 
fes, beingdrawne with the floweft proceifion. There is to befeene the pride and 
bo antics of the city. There haue they their play-hoafes, where the parts of wo-

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men arc a<flcd by women,and too naturally paflionatedjwhich they forbeare not 
to frequent vpon Sundaies.The Duke of ofum their new Viceroy,was here daily 
expected; for whom a fumptuous landing place was made, and that but to conti¬ 
nue for a day. 

The Phare of Mefsirni for fo thefe (freights are now called, of the Lanterne that

For fuch was his pietic* he being Lord of them. He taught at firft the vfe of the 
failejand byobferuingof the fire andfmoke that afeended from thofeIlands,(for 
heretofore they all ofthem flamed)prognofticated of ftormcs to comejand there¬ 
fore was called the Soueraigne of the winds. Of thefe'there were feuen (but now 
areeleuen) almoft of an equall magnitude. Yet Lipamis thegreateft (being ten 
miles incircuite)asalfo the moft famous; to which the other werefubied: fruit- 
full,& abounding with bitumen,fulphur,and allume,hauing alio hot baths,much 
frequented by the difeafed.ln they ere 1544.it was depopulated by; the Turk: but 
Charles the fifth replanted it with Sfamardsjtod fortified the place. The fire here 
went out about an age ago,hauingCas istobefuppofed)confumed the matter that, 
fed it .Volcano and Strotnbolo( of which we willonely fpeak) do now onely burhe* 
Volcano rcceiueththat name from his nature,confecrated formerly to fulctn,m& 
called his manfion.lt is faid but firft to haue appeared aboue water,about the time 
that Seipio Afric&ms died. Abartenlland, ftony, and vninhabited, It hid three 
tunnels whereat it euaporated fire, but now hath but oneiout of which it fmoketh 
continually,andcafts out ftones with a horrible roaring.Inthe yecre of our Lord 
1444. oh fifth of February, it flamed fo abundantly, and flung forth fire and' 
ftones with fuch ini hideous n6yfe,that not only the reft of the IIads,but alfosj&k 
lia trembled thereat.Perhaps the laft blaze-for now flame it doth not, butretai- 
neth the reft of his terrors* Now Strcmbclo^caWcd formerly Strongyle, of the ro¬ 
tundity thereof (forallisno other then a high roundmountaine) dothburne al¬ 
moft continually at the top like a Beacon,and exceeding cleerelyjfo that by night 
it is tobedifeerned a wonderfull way. Thefeplaccs(and fuch like)are common¬ 
ly affirmed by the Romane Gatholickesto be the iawes of hell,: & that within, the 
damned foulcs are tormented.lt was told me at Naples by a countryman of ours, 
and an oid pentioner of the Popes, who was a youth in the dayes of King Henry, 
tharit was then generally bruited thorowouc England, that mafter Grejham/ ar 
.merchant fetting faile from Palermo t (wherethere thendwelt one Antbcwo called 
the Rich, who at one time had 2.kingdotnes morgaged vnto him by theKing of 
Spaint .-being crofted by contrary winds, was conftraincd to anchor vnder the lee 
ofthisIiand.Now about mid-day, whenfor certain houres itaccuftomedly for*.

beareth to flame,heafcended the mountaine with eight of the failers: andappro- 
ching as neere the vent as.they durft*amongft other noifes they heard a voice cry 
aloud,Difpatch,difpatch,the rich Antonioj s acoming.Terrified herewith they de- 
feended: and anon the mountaine againe euaporated fire. But from fodiftnall a 
place they made all the haft that they could: when the winds ftill thwarting their 
courfe,and defiringmuch to know more ofthis matter,they returned to Palermo. 
And forthwith enquiring of Antonio^ it was told them that he was dead 5 and com¬ 
puting the time,did finde it to agree with the very inftant that the voice was heard 
by them .Grefham reported this at hisreturne,tothe King: and the mariners being 
called before him, confirmed by oath the narration. In Grejham himfelfejas this 
Gentlemanfaid (for I no otherwife report it) it wrought fodeepe an impreffion, 
that he gaue oner alltraffique.-diftributing his goods, a part to his kinsfolke, and 
the reft to good vfes,retaining onely a competency for himlelfe.- and fo fpent the 
reft of his life ina folitary deuotion. 

All the day following we ftaid at Scytta ,the winds not fauouring vs .My Spanijh 
comrads were very harih to me,(for in thefe parts they deteftthe Englilh,& think 
vs not Chriftians)but when vpoh their demand I told the that I was no Lutheran , 
they exceeded on the other fide in their curtefie'.One of the had bin in the voiage 
of eighty eight* and would fay that it was not we, but the windes that ouerthrew 
them. On thethirdof Iul^ we departed, and landed that night at Aupage. Here¬ 
about (as throughout this part of Calabria) are great ftorc of Tarantulas-a ferpcnc 
peculiar to this countreyjand taking that name from the City of T arentum. Some 
hold them to be of the kind of fpiders,bthers of efFtsjbut they are greater theche 
one,and lefle then the other, and (if that were a Tarantula which I haue feen) not 
greatly refembling either .For the head ofthis was fmall,the legs (lender & knot- 
tie,the body light, the tailefpiny, and the colour dun, intermixed with fpots ofa 
fullied white. They lurke in finkes and priuies, and abroad in the {limy filth be- 
tweene furrowesj for which caufe the countrey people doe reape in bootes. The 
fting is deadly, and the contrary operations thereof moft miraculous. For fome 
foftung, arc ftill oppreffedwith a leaden fleepe: others are vexed with continued 
waking, fome fling vp and downe, and others are extreamely lazy. He fweats,a 
fecond vomits,a third runnes mad. Some weepe continually,& fome laugh con¬ 
tinually, and that is the moft vfuall. Inlorriuch that it is an ordinary faying to a 
*man that is extraordinarily merry,that Ke hath been ftung by a Tarantula. Here¬ 
upon nota few ha'uc thought,that there areas many kinds of Tarantula's, as fe- 
uerall affections in the infedted. But as ouer-liberall cups do not work with all in 
one manner j but accordingto each mans nature, and conftitution • fome weepe, 
fome laugh, fome are tongue-tide, fome all tongue, fome fleepe, fome leape ouer 
tables,fome.kiffe,and fome quarrell: euen fo it falls out with thofe that are bitten. 
The merry,the tnad,&otherwife adliuely difpofed,are cured by mufickejat leaft 
it is the caufe, in that it incites them to dance indefatigably: for by labour, and- 
fweate the poyfon is expelled. And muficke alfoby a certaine high excellence 
hath been foundby experience to ftirre in the fad anddrowfie foftrange an ala- 
critie,that they haue wearied thefpedtators with continued dancing.In the mean 
time the paine hath affwaged, the infection being driuen from the heart j and the 
mind releafed of her fufferance. If the muficke interrait,themaladie renewes,but 
againe continued,ahd it vanilheth. And obiedts of wonder haue wrought the fame 
effects in the franvicke. A Bilhop of this countrey palling in the high way, and 

clothed 
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clothed in red: onebitby a Tarantula, footing thereat, fall a dancing about him. 
The offended Bifhop commanded that he Ihould bekeptbacke,and madehafte 
away. But the people did inftantly intteate him to haue compaffion of the poore 
diftreffed wretch jw ho would forthwith die,vnieffe he Hood ft ill,and fuffered him 
to continue in that exercife. Sofhame or importunity enforced him to fiay^ntill 
by dancing certaine houres together,the afflifted perfon became perfectly cured. 
The fourth of Iuly we rowed againft.the wind,and could reach no further the' Ca~ 
jlilioH'. where the high-wrought feas detained vs the day following. Our churlilh 
Oaft, hecaufe we fent for fuch things to the jowrie whereof he had none,made vs 
dlfo fetch our water from thence, it being a mile off: though he had inhishoufea 
plcntifull fountaine. And I thinke there are not that profeffe Chrift, a more vneiuil 
people then the vulgar Calabriatss.Ouet land there is no trauelling wkhoutaffured 
pillage, and hardly to be auoided murder; although all that you haue about you 
(and that they know it)benotworth a Dollar. Wherefore the common paifageis 
by fea, in this manner as wepaffednow. Along the Ihore there are many of chefe 
Oftaries; but molt ofthetownes arcagood way remoued, and mounted onhik 
with not eafie acceffes. Diuers fmall forts adioyne jo the fea, and watch-towers 
thorowout. For the Tttrkes not leldome made incurfions by night: lurking in the 
day time about thofe vninhabited Ilads. Vjndcr thefe forts we nightly haled vp our 
boatc-and flept in our clothes on the fand. And our fare was little better then our 
lodging:Tunny,onions, cucumbers and melons being our ordinary viands. Not 
but that we might haue had better.but the fouIdierswerethrifcie,andI was loth 
to exceed them. For there being but onely one houfc at aplace, they foldeuery 
thing,not according to the worth,but to the neceffitie of the buyer. But Mulber¬ 
ries we might gather,& cate of free coft: dangero’uffy vnwholcfomeif not pulled 
from the trees before Sunne rife. Of them there are here euery where an infinite 
number: infoniuch that more hike is made in Calabria then befidesin all italie. 
And from the leaues of thofe that grow higheron the mountaines(for th zAppe- 
v'm ftretcheth along the midft of this counfreyjthey gather plenty of Manna, the 
beft of all other: which falls thereon like a dew in the night time. Here a certaine 
Calabrian hearing that 1 was an Englijh man, came to me, and would needs per- 
fwade me that I had inftght in magieke .for that Earle Botkel Was my countryman* 
who liues at Naples } and is in thole parts famous for fufpe&ed negroipancie. He 
told roc that he had treafurehidden in his houfe; the quantitie and qgalitre fhewne, 
him by a boy,vpon the coniurationofa Knight of Malta: and Offered to fhareic 
between vs, if Icouldhelpe him vntoit.. But lanfwered, that in England xvc were 
at defiance with the diuell^and that he would do nothing for vs. 

On the fixt of Iuly we landed by noone before Paula-, and afeended the towne 
high mounted on a mountaine.Here was Saint Francis bornc,from whom theOr- 
der of the t Minims is deriued. A mile aboue,there is a Monaftery confecrated vnto 
him? where one ofhis teeth, which curethtooth-ach (ifyou wifi belceue them) 
xstobefeene,wuharib ofhis,his beard, his habit,&fandals. They fayat Mefsina, 
that being denied paflage by a filherman, he fwam ouer the Phare On his gowne, 
(hauing firft petitioned heaue)& for that was caonized.The next day wetouched 
at Belvidere: then at Lifcarepsheteo^carolus Spnola is Prince,whofc elder brother 
was taken by the Turks .The confonancie of the names,or trechery of the people, 
haue authored the report that ifeariot was here borne. Inthecoole of the euening 
we rowed to Paleneda.luly the 8 .we croffed the bay oiSalerm^ that ancient Ci- 
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tic fo named; fcated in thebottome thereof: honored with a Prince,aid a famous 
Vniuerfitie; but how biefled in thetemper!

But the ayre is 
there mild, euen during the Winter* being defeded from the bitter Northby the 
Surrentine mountains: andby the Weft wind,to which it lies open, refrelhed in 
the Summer: poffeffing On all tides the pleafure of the fea, and the delicate pro.

The principall of thefe was Thrafydus-who Tiberius intending on atime to thruft 
downefrom the cliffeasthey walked together, in that he had failedin aformCt, 
prediction,and perceiuingby his lookes that he was troubled in his mind,deman. * 
dedthe caufe.Who replied,that by his art he fore-fa w fome hardly to be auoy- 
ded danger tObe neerehim-.whereat Tiberius amazed,altered his purpofe.A few 
yeeres before his death, the Phams there Handing,and fpoken of by pampimus,

pleafant, by reafon of the water dropping from on high. About the fhore there 
are diuers ruiries,fufficient witneffes of the Romanemagnificency.Hcre is a little 
City (whereof there is a Bilhopj ofthe name ofthellafid, hauing a ftrong for- 

trefle.* 
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fortrcfle: fo feated,that by one alone it may be defended. And Anacapra, a towne 
, eredted on a higher rocke, mounted by a narrow fteepe and difficult paifage: yet 
the inhabitants by vfe,and with burthens on their backesafcend it with eafe.Be- 
fidesxhefe,towards the North arefundry ftragglng habitations. The inhabitants 
are generally fifhermenand fhip- tv rights• being much employed about the nauy 
at Naples. In regard whereof they made a petition, that fuchas were banifhed 
and confined vnto this Hand,might not ftay in Anacapra by nightjleft they fhould 
force or corrupt their wiues in their abfece.They areexempted fro allpayments, 
permitted to wearearmes, yet liue in great pouerty, and are often at fea furprifed 
by Turkes , who lead them into feruitude. 

On the right hand we left Sutrentnmfo called ofthe Syrens-, which doth require 
a more large deferiptio then our breuity wil permit:deftroyed by Pial Bajfa inthe 
yeere 1558. when drawing neere vnto Naples , we threw all the bread that we had 
into the fea.* twenty duckats being forfeited for cueryloafe brought thither j for 
that they will haue the better vtterance for their owne. About noone,hauir.g run 
all that morning before the winde,we arriued at Naples. 

Of the time when the City was built,diuers authors do differ,not to be recon¬ 
ciled by reafon of the antiquity .Some fay,an hundred feuenty yeeres after the de- 
flru&ion of Toothers but twenty,and others fay otherwise. No leffe disagree

How when the City began exceedingly to flourifh, to the negle&and threatped 
defolatron of cwwn-the Curriam razed it to the earth: for which being punifhed 
with a plague,they were admonifhed by an oracle to rebuild it,and to offer facri- 
fice y eerely at the tombe of the Syren. Of that new edification it was called Nja- 
plis: but Strabo faith,of thenewinhabitantSjwho -were Athenians, and other of 
th tOreeke Natio.This City isnot offkly the Metropolisof Campania, but Qucene 
of the picentines, Hirpines, Lucanians, Brutians , Calabrians, Salentines, Peucetians, 
Samnites, Fefitnians, Fercntanians^nd Daunians.Her throne isanfwerable to her

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dignity: placed vnder a failing heauen,in a rich, and flourifhing foyle. Bounded 
on the South-eaft fide with a bay of the Tyrrhen fca vnacquainted with tempefts 5 
alongft which fheftrctcheth 5 andisbacktby mountamcs enobled for their gene¬ 
rous wines.- whereof afeending a part,fhe enioyeth the delicate profpe&s ot refu- 
urn, Snrrtntum, capr<e, Mtfenus, Prechita, and y£»4r/4. Her beauty is inferiour 
vnto neythcr. The priuate buildings being gracefull,& the publicke ftately.-ador¬ 
ned with ftatues, the worke of excellent workmen j andfundry preferued antiqui¬ 
ties.

As for her ftrength,the hand of art hath ioyned with Nature to make her irtuin- 
cible. For, befides the being almoft enuironed withthe fea, and tiiountaines not 
to be tranfeended without much difficulty anddifaduantagej fhe is ftrongly wal- 
led,and further ftrengthened with three ftrong Caftles.The one$and that impreg¬ 
nable,ftandeth aloft, and behinde it,on the top of mount Hermus, or of Erafmus , 
(fo called ofa little Chappell there dedicated vntohim)begunby Charles thefe- 
eondinthe yeere 12 89. and finifhed by Robert his fucceflor.- where the tower of 
Pel-fort flood, erefied 11 p.yeeres before by the Normans. This is a defence to the 
adioyning countreyj afafeguard and a curbe to the citie. For it ouer-looketh it 
alkand hath both of fea and land a large furuey, and no narrow command. Charles 
the fifth pulling downe the old, did ftrongly rebuild itaccordirtg to the moderne 
fortificatioj cutting way about it out of the rock for the conueyance of horfmen. 
The gate thereof doth prefent this infeription.

In the yeere 1587. and in the Winter feafon, it was fetonflre by lightningiwhich 
taking hold of the powder, blew vp allthat was aboue it and fhookethe whole 
Cific: whereof much no queftion had fuffered,had it not beene kept fo neere the 
top of the Caftle^Thehoufe of t>on Gar fra of Toledo^ the Gouernour thereof, 
was fhakento the ground.- whom I mention the rather, for that he was com- 
moly called the fortunate Knight.On a time in atempeft a waue threw him ouer- 
boordj and another caft him into another galley, and fo faued him. Then alfo the 
day before rhisaccidenthaphed,he was remoued with his family .But Philip the 
fecond both repaired, and enlarged it.The fouldiers haue goodly orchards a- 
bout it to the increafe of their entertainment. Apleafant place, and plcafantly 
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they liue there .-amuing at the extremity of old age through the excellency of the 
ayre. Within the City,neere to the fea, and alofr^ there ftandeth another cal¬ 
led,The new Caftle,builtby Charles Duke of Aniotv King of Naples by the Popes 
donation,and by conqueft,to defend the City and vt derlying hauen from mari¬ 
time inuafions.This CiftlejuAJ/honfiv thefirfthauingexpulfed the French men, 
greatl y enlarged * fo that at t^tis day it may ftand in comparifon with the principal 
fortreiles of Italy : furnifhed by Charles the fifth, and Philip the fecond, with all 
military prouifion,wherein there lyeth a ftronggarrifon.In the midft ofthis Ca- 
fteil {lands aroyall Palace,adorned brauely both without and within „• the feate 
ofthe Viceroy. The third Gafteliftandsat the South-eaft corner ofthe City,vp. 
on a rocke that thrufteth like an arme into the Sea ; and is ioyned by the labour of 
man to the Continent.lt was call’d Megaris, either of Megarajeho. wife of Hercules, 
or ofthe Megarians which tfiere inhabited } and Myagra of the hopeleffe fortunes 
ofthe imprifoned there,being from thence nohopeofefcape.Calledalfothe Ca- 
ftellof Lucullus, either for that he made it firft an Iland,or for the fifh ftoues by 
him hewne out of the rocke, and built .* which yet are manifeft by their ruines. 
Whereof a late traueller .•

To let palfe the Arfenall , belonging^ theNauy, not vnfurnilhed of neceflaries^ 
fpeake we now ofth ztMole ; that from the South windes defendeth the hauen: 
(yetis the whole bay an excellent rode:jaworkof great charge,and no fmall ad¬ 
miration. This ftretcheth into the fea fiue hundred paces j firft towards’ the 
South-eaft,and thento theNorth-eaft;lined on the fides and paued vnder foote 
with great fquareftone. In themidft whereof ftands a marble fountaine. Itwas 
Begun by Charlesthe fecod,enlarged by Alphonfus the firft,but ablolutely finished 
by the Emperor Charles the fifth,and Philip his fuceeflor. The coneourfe of fun- 
dry nations to this hauen, doth adde an ouer-abundanee to their natiue plenty. 
Apulia fends them almonds, oy le,honey,cattell, and cheefe: Cal*bria{btftdcs moft 
Ofthe afore-named)filke, manna, figs, fugar,excellent wines, minerals,and mat¬ 
ter for the building of ihips -^Sicilia releeucth them with corne,if at any time their 
own foy leproue vngrateful- enriching the furthermore with her forementioned 
productions. eAf/ic&fui nifheth them with skinnes. Spains with cloth and gold*

£ut now the oneiy regall City of/^herroyall Court is completely forniified 
with Princes and Commanders: her tribunals are peftered with clamorous aduo- 
cates,and litigious clients: her ftreets with citizens and forreiners, inpurfuite of 
their delights & profits: whofe eares aredadly enured to the found ofthe drumme 
and fife, as their eyes to the bounding of deeds, and glittering of armours. So 
rhatftie feemeth at thisday to affoord you all things but her former vacancy. Be¬ 
ing firft the receptacle of Philofophie,then ofMufes,and laftly ofthe fouldiery. “

This City was firft a Common-wealth of the Athenians: after a partaker of 
the Romane priuiledges: thenfucedfiuely fubie<ft to the Orientall Empire. Count 
Roger t he Norman did make it a regall City, by ioy ning thereunto Apulia and Si¬ 
cilia on this fide the Pbare (for fo was Calabria then called*) the firft King of Njr 
pies: crowned in the yeere 1125. by Anaetetus the Anti-pope .-as alfo o£sicilia,xhc 
Hand whereof we haue fpoken before. Thefetwo kiftgdomes fuffering asit were 
one fortune,vntiil the expulfion ofthe French men out ofthe laft named. But the 
kingdome of Naples continued in a direft line in the houfe oit^iniow, vnttti htne 
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the fir ft,the Neece vnto King Robert,\va.s depofed by Vrban tbs? (IxtIi,bccaufefl]o 
had defended the cauic of Clement the fetienth: which Vrban gaue it vnto Charles 
the Prince otDuraceAcfdededoi the brother of the forefaid Robert. PofTefled at- tf^ntwert* 
ter by histwo children, Ladiflaus, who wasalfo King of Hungaria, (as was his fa- pm; mm time: 
ther,)and another Joane: but notwithout warres and rebellions. For /oane the Hr ft b ^ thtUutr 
adopted Lodowickt Duke of cAritow (the fecond fonne to the King of France ) her utfgue Pipes, 
heirc,by the aifent of Clement the feuenth. And although he was flame in battell *«'4 ht,d f tr * 
by Charles of Dunce, yet Lodowicke his fonne was crowned by the faid Clement in Schi f" tsitk < He 
vainc contending for thepoffelTion with Ladijlam and Queene leant the fecond. Z?»igism. UH M 
But his foa Lodowicke was called in by Martin the fifth ,&inuefted with the roy- 
altie. Whodepriucd Queene Joane, for that fherefufed to aide himagainft Drac- 
chius a rcbell to the Papacy. Whereupon the Queene adopted Alphonfus King of 
Aragon her heire,prouided that he fhould affift her againft Lodorvicke her enemy. 

But whenhe came vnto Naples, finding all the affaires of Stateto be gouerned by 
her, he attempted to commit her to prifon. Which fhe auoided by flight .• and 
in reuenge thereof reuoked theformer adoption; adopting her former enemy Lo¬ 
dowicke in his dead.Lodowicke dead,the Queene adopted Renatas his brother, and 
died not longafter. When Ferdinand the bafe fonne of Alphonfm , pretending 
; that the kingdome was lapfedtothe Church,entred Maple shy force, and wasco- 
firmed in the gouernment thereof by Eagtnius. So loft it was by the French, and 
poffdfedby the Aragoniansi vntill after the flight of King Fredericke, the French 
and Spaniards deuided itbetweene them;vnder the conduit of Lewis the twelfth, 
and Ferdinand furnamed the Catholike. But the French were foone after driuen 
out by the Spaniards, who poffeffed the whole ;and therein doe continue to this 
day ; not without the grudge ofthe other, and fecret repining of the Papacie: af¬ 
firming that itbelongethto the Church,together mthsicilia. Butthey haue not 
the will to cotend with fo faft a friend .neither haue they the power. Befides,who 
knowes not,that the one of them could notfo well fubfift without theotheriThe 
Germans in acknowledgement of their tenure of the Papacy,gaue the Pope ycre- 
ly 8. and 40. thoufand duckats, together with a white horfe. The many though 
remitted by I ulna the fccod vnto Ferdinand the Catholicke,yet at this day is paid 
together with the white hackney. Th eSpaniards gouerne this kingdome by a 
Vice-roy: yet to be directed when occafion fhall ferue, by the Councell appoin¬ 
ted for Italy. The Vice-roy now being Duke of Lemos. 

The fo many innouations that haue happened to this vnhappy kingdomc,haue 
proceeded partly from the ouer-much power, and factions of the Nobilitie „• but 
chiefly in that the election of their Kings depended on the Popes, who depofed 
and crowned according to their fpleenes and affections: whereunto the fhortneffe 
of their liues,and often contention for the Papacie (the aflifted approouing, and 
the refilled depriuing) may be added. But the Spaniard hath fecured his eftate by 
the preuention of thcfedifturbances: taking all power and greatneffe, more then 
titular,from the Nobilitie;fuppreffingthepopular,and indeed the whole country 
by the forrcinefouldiery garrifoned araongftthemiwho may obey perhaps with 
as much loue, as gally-flauesobey thofethat hauedepriued the oftheir fortunes 
and liberty. TheKingdoth keepeinthis kingdomca regiment of fourethoufand 
Spaniards,bef\dcs fixteenhundred in the maritime townes and fortreffes. A thou¬ 
fand great horfe are inrolled,and foure hundredand fifty light horfmen.The bat¬ 
talion confifts of two hundred thoufand, flue hundred, threefcore and thirteene: 

Z 3 thefc 
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thefe are not in pay,but in time of fervice, and then raifeth in part, according to 
occafion. For euery hundred fires are charged with fiue footmen: and there are 
foure millions, eleuen thoufand foure hundred fifty and foure fires in this king- 
dome. Thefe are named by certaine in euery tovvne deputed for the fame; but fo, 
that if they be not well liked by their Captaines, they make choife of others in 
their Head. The Captaines and officers in time of peace haue their {landing penfi- 
ons.Their ftrength at feaconfifteth offeuen and thirty gallies. But what doth the 
King receiue from this kingdome,more then troubleand title? For although the 
reucnue 5 and donatiues(now made a reuenue) with impofitions, amount yeerely 
to two millions,and fifty thoufand duckats; yet defalke one million andthirty 
thoufand thereof giuen ordinarily away in penfions and other largefles ; the reft: 
fufficeth not by much to maintaine the garrifons,gallies, horfemen, & remainder 
ofthefouldiery. 

This country for the better gouernment is diuided into thirteene Proutncesj 
wherein area thoufand fiue hundred threefcore&three cities and townes,(twen- 
ty of them the feats of Archbifhops, and an hundred and feuenofBifhops) thofe 
along the coaftsofprincipallftrength. And although it be a Pene.infula; yet are 
there few hauens thorowout, and not many fafeflations. Thetownes and cities 
are fubie& vnto Nobles of fundry titles,(fuch as are not,haue their captains)who 
as they increafe inn umber, decreafe in authority:for that many ofthem hauebin 
bought by men of bafe condition; and many of the ancient haue exhaufted their 
patrimonies. Befides, no office is allotted them, nor command, whereby they 
mightattaine to eftimation: euery Officer is countenanced againft them; all their 
faults lookt into; iuftice executed vpon them with rigour; their vaffals fin whole 
loue and obedience their potency did formerly confift)now alienated from them 
and being backt in their contentions,are grown negle&full of thetn.To conclude, 
they haue loft their flings: and defperate of their liberty,nourifh in their brefls an 
hatred,which they dare not exprefTe,much lefle put into action; hauing no likeli¬ 
hood of forreine afliftance; all the Princes of Italy being either in perfeft amity 
with the ty*»/W,or awed by hisgreatnefte. As for the french) their memory is 
deferuedly hatefull vnto them. TheBody ofthe Nobility confifts of fourteene 
Princes,fiue and twenty Dukes, thirty Marquefles, foure and fifty Earles, and 
foure thoufand Barons. For fault of heires male, their principalities reuert to the 
King,who fels them raoft commonly to men of meane birth, and meaner fpirits, 
who are hated ofthe honourable: whereby a defired enuy and difeord is fo fired' 
amongflthem. Moll of thefe doe liue moft part ofthe yeere in the City; where 
they haue fiue feates for their fiue aflemblies of Capua, T^ide,Montana,Spente, and 
Lafptnte. 

The chiefe officers in the kingdome vnder the Vice-roy, are the High Confta- 
blc, Chiefe Iuftice, Admirall, Great Chamberlaine, Secretary j Marfhall, and 
Chancellor. The more feuere that thefe are to the naturals, the greater their re¬ 
pute with the Spaniard : who enrich themfeluesby extorting from the other, and 
giue a pregnant proofe ofthe many calamities which are incident vnto all king- 
domes that are gouern’d by deputies.Nor is the King a little abufed by their aua- 
rice,and that not only in the fouldieryrof whom there be fewer by an vnreafona- 
ble number then are inrolled & paid for.Thetaxes that arc impofed vpon filfes,as 
wel wrought as vn wrought,hath fo inhan ced the price, that the forrein merchant 
negle&ctn to trade;to the great impouerifhmcnt ofthe citizens; whofe efpeeial J 

commodity 
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commodity doth confift in the working,& quick failetherof. And what rates are 
impofedvpon victuals & wines, maybe gathered by this, that thecuftome of 
hearbes fpent yeerely in Naples , amounteth to foure thoufand pounds of our mo¬ 
ney. And of wines they hauefuch a quantity, that twelue thoufand Buts areeuery 
feafhn tranfported out ofthis kingdome. 

Naples is the pleafanteft of Cities, if not the moftbeautifulbthe building all of 
free (tone,$be ftreets are broad and paued with bricke,vaulted vnderneath for the 
conueyance of thefullcdge$8c ferued with water by fountaines and conduits. Her 
palaces are fairc^but her Temples ftately,and gorgeoufly furnifhed: whereof, ad¬ 
ding Chappels, and Monafteries within her walles and without, (for the fuburbs 
docequallthecitie in magnitude) fhe containeth three thoufand. Itisfuppofed 
that there are in herthree hundred thousand men ; befides women and children. 

Their habit is generally Spanifh : the Gentry delight much in great horfes, where¬ 
upon they prance continually thorow the ftreetes. The number of carofles is 
incrediblethatarekeptinthisCity, as ofthe fegges not vnlike to horfe-lictcrs, 
but carried by men. Thefe waite for fares in the corners of ftreets, as watermen 
doe at our wharfes-where thofe that will not foote it in the heat, are borne (if 
they pleafe vnleene) aboutthe City. None do weare weapons without fpeciall 
admittance,butthefouidiery. Their women are beholding to Nature for much 
beauty, or to cunning art fora nottobedifernedimpoftury ; howfoeuer, they 
excell in fauour which Art can haue no hand in. They are elegantly clothedjand 
filke is a work-day weare for the wife of the meaneft artificer. They are not alto* 
gether fo ftri&ly guarded as in other places of /ta/^perhaps leffe tempted, in re¬ 
gard ofthe number of allowed Curtizansjthcre being of them in the city about 
thirty thoufand. 

Before we go to Puttyl ,let vs trauela little without the North fide ofthecity, 

&turne with the land as far as Vefuttm. Nottpfpeake ofthe admirable orchards 
(thoughfiere euery where fo common as not to be admired) nor of the pleafanc 
and profitablefoile • we will firft obferue the ample fountaine of LabuUa, there ri- 
fing fir ft,but fuppofed to proceede by concealed palfages from the roote of Vefu- 
mus. It is called Labulla, in that the waters doboile as it were: and Labiolo , in that 
they throw themfeues into the mouth of an Aquadu<ft:wherein vnder earth con- 
ueighed for the fpace of two miles,they diuide afunder

So that the whole City doth ftand as it were vpon riuolets,wherby it is : nof only 
ferued, but purged. The former Poet thus fings of the louesof tiedcuided 
ftreames, 

Care-free Sebethus {hadnot falfe loneflung

The farre end of this valley is confined by Vefuuius foure miles remoued, and 
Eaft ofthe City, from whence the Sunne is firft feeneto arife, as if that were his 
bed-chamber. This mountainc hath a double top: that towardsthe North doth 
end in a plaine: the other towards the South afpireth more high, which when hid 
in clouds prognofticates raine to the Neapolitans. In the top there is a large deepe 
hollow,without dange^to be defeended into,in forme ofan Amphitheater,in the 
midft apit which leades into the entrailes of the earth,from whence themountain 
in times paft did breath forth terrible flamesjthe mouth wherof is almoft choked 
with broken rocks and trees that arefalne theron.Next tothis,the matter thrown 
vpis ruddy,light,andfoft:mare remoued, blacke,and ponderousthe vttermoft 
brow that declineth like the feates in a Theater, flourishing with trces,and excel¬ 
lent pafturage.The midft ofthe hill is ihaded with chefnut-trees,and others bea¬ 
ring fundry fruits.T he lower parts admirably clothed with vines, that afford the 
beft Grecke wines ofthe world:whichhath giuento the mountainethe name of ^ 
Sommofla regard of their excellency - affording to the owners the y erely reuenue 
ofthree hundred thoufand duckats. They clarifie it with the white of egs to fup- 
prefle the fuming, adding fulphur thereunto, orfalt,orallume.So now it hath 
loft the name of Vefuuius with the caufe why it was giuen, which fignifieth a fpark, 
.as Vefeus aconflagration.lt flamed with the greateft horror in the firft,oras fome 
fay,the third ycere of the Emperour T it us: where,befides beafts,fi(hes,and fowl, 
it deftroyed two adioyning Citks^Henulanum^ and Pompeios, with the people' fit¬ 
ting in the Theater. Pliny the naturall Hiftorian, then Admirallofthe Romano* 
nauy, was fuffocated with the fmoke thereof.

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T>ion affirmes in a manner as much. But “Bodwfhe ccnfurerof all Hiftorians, doth 
deride it. Notwichftanding Cafsiodorus writes as great matters of a later confla¬ 
gration, whereupon Thewkricus (firft King of the Gothes in Italy) did remit his 
tribute to the damnified Campanians. AfarccSinus writes, that the alhes thereof 
tranfported in the aire,obfcured all Europe: and that the ConBantmpohtans being 
wonderfully affrighted therewith, (infomuchastheEmperour Leo forfooke the 
City)in memariall of the famedidyeerelycelebratethetweIfthofNouember.lt 
alfo burnt in the fifteenth yeere of Conftanmc the fourth :and at fuch time as Belli- 
farias tooke Naples, and groned.but eiedted no cinders: and againe when the Sa- 
racem\n\iaAed\^frua.Pktina\vthesxha.tii flamedinthe ycere <585. prognofti- 
cating the death oiBenedidhht fecoad,with enfuing daughters,rapines, & deads 
ofPrinces.Duringthe Papacy oftwo other RenedtHs^ac eight hand the ninth, k 
isfaidtohaue done the like. The latter, the laftjwhichwasin tire ycere 1024. yet 
often fince it hath beene wonderfully feared. And although it hath made fundry 
dreadfulldeuaftations,yetthefruitfullaihesthrowne about, did ( feemeto repairc 
the fore-going Ioffes, withaquickeandmarueilous fertility. At thefooteof the 
hil thereare diners vents,out ofwhichexceeding cold winds docontinually iffue, 
fuch as by ventedu&s from the vaftcaues above Padua they let into their roomes 
attheir pleafure,toqualifietheheateof theSummer. Spartacus the Fencer, and 
ringleader of thefugitiue bond-flaues 5 no leffe a terror vnto Rome then Hannibal , 
did make this mountaine the feate of his warre,Where befieged by 0odt»s y he by 
a ftrange ftratagem,with bonds made of vines, defeended into thebottojne of the 
hollow hill, being long before it firft begun to flame) and finding out a priuate 
paffage, iffued fuddenly vpon the vnfufpecting Romanes $ feized on their tents jand 
purfuing his victory, ouer-ranne all Campgnta.

leafer from cares 5 for thatthe wine (wherewithall this mountaine is richly furni- 
flred)is aqapproued remedy forthofeconfuming infirmities. Heare Horace in the 
perfon of Ttarer exiled:

But (quoth he) rarely tobe vfed liberally j left thereby an euili habite be attained. 
This Mountaine doth ftretch from North-eaft to South-weft, in forme of a pro>. 
flrated Py ramis: and although flat on the top, on each fide fteepely declining: 
South-eaft-ward bordering with the fea,and North-weft-ward with the country. 

I will not now fpeakeofthe delicate wine which it yeeldeth, ncate and fragrant, 
of a more pleafingguft,andfarrelefleheauy then thole of refuuius, nor of thole 
orchards both great and many, replenilhed with all forts o f alraoft to be named 
fruitc trees j efpecially with oranges and ly mons, which at once doe delight three 
fenfe$,norhowgratefullthefoyle is(though ftony)tothe tiller. The GrotofP4«- 
. filype (a worke ofwonderj doth haften our defeription 5 which paffes vnder the 
mountaine for the fpace of fixe hundred paces (fomefay of a mile,) affbordinga 
delightfull paffageto fuch as paffe betweene Naples and Putzol, or that part of Ita¬ 
ly ; receiuingfo much light from the ends and tunnell in the middle (which let- 
teth in the day from thetop of the high mountaine) as is fufficient for direction.' 
Thorowout hewne out of the liuing rockc,paued vnder footjand being fo broad 
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that three carts with eafe may pafieeachby other. On the left hand,and in the 
midft there is a little Chappell, where a lampe doth continually burne before the 
adored image of our Lady, who is laid to fafeguard that place from all outrages; 
which is the eafiiier belceued,becaufe feidome any do there mifearry .This vault^ 
as the like,is faid to haue bin begun by the Cimmerii, a people that inhabited here¬ 
about in the time of the Troian warres: though placed by Homerbey ond the Scy¬ 
thian Bofphor ^ where the aireisthicke anddarkc,depriued ofthp Sunne(there 
faintly Aiming) by the lofty bordering mountaines. Hereupon came theprouerb 
of Cimmerian darknelTe-,where 0«/Wplaceth the palace of Somnus.

Thofe here were fo called ,in that they dwelt in eaues . liuing by thefr,and not ftir- 
ring abroad in the day time. They offered facrifice to the Manes, before they be¬ 
gun to cut thefe darkefome habitations-and from their moft retired parrs,gaue o- 
rades (or rather fold them)to fuch as enquired.The God of dreames is therefore 
aptly fained to refidc amorigft thefe dreamers; who are faid to haue been all put to 
the fwordjby a certaine Kipg that was deluded by their prophefies. The Grecians 
that inhabited this countrcy after them, conuerted thefe Cimmerian caues into 
ftoues, baths, paffages, and fuch like vfesjamplified by the Succeeding RemaneSj 
who exceeded all others in prodigious and expenfiue performances. Some do at¬ 
tribute the cutting thorow of this paffagevnto one Bajfus^ others (but falfty) to 
Lucullfisi and others toCocciusibut not that Coccius that was grandfather vnto 
Herua. Whereof, I know not what Poet:

Others there are that report that Virgil effe&ed it by art magtck,(&F//g/ 7 r Grot 
i&.is called by many:) butwhoeuer heard thdxVirgtl was a Magician? Seneca tor¬ 
mented in this then horrid paffage,doth call ita long darkedungeon: and further 
faith, that ifit had light,the fame would proue but vnprofitable, by reafon ofthe 
raifedduft which thickned theayre, audfell downe againe. And Petronius , that 
they vfed to paffe thorow itwith their bodies declining. Yet Strabo that I hied be¬ 
fore either,hath written that it receiued light from the top,and was of that height 
and largenes, that two carts might paffe each by other.But thcheight,belike,vvas 
afterward choaked with earth-quakes, & the paffage with rubbidge. And in pro- 
ceffe of time it affoorded no paffage; but enforced they wcrcto clamber ouer the 
mountaine.-vfitill Alphonfus the firft did cleanfe, enlarge,and by cutting the iawes 
more high, did enlighten it. But Peter of T oledo, Vice-roy of this kingdome, be¬ 
llowed thereon that perfe&ion which now it retaineth. 

Before youenterthis Grot,vpon the right hand,aloft in the vpright rock,in a 
concaue,there arc certaine fraall pillars,if I forget not, fuftaining an Vrne;whicli 

was 
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was told meto be the Sepulcher of Virgil-, butcrronioufly. Forthat ftandeth a- 
boue,right ouer the entrance,in forme of a little Oratory,which the Iuie and Mir. 
tie do clothe with their naturall tapeftry ; and which is to be wondred atj (ifit 
«row asthey fay,ofitfelfe)alawrcllthruftethout her branches at the top of the 
ruined Cupola, to honor him dead, that merited itliuing. In themidft of the 
monument ftood the Vrne that contained his allies, fupported by nine pillars, 
whereon was iiigraueii this Difticke;

Seene by Peter of stepbano(who was aliue within thefe forty yeeres) as himfelfe 
reporteth.But one doth aifirme (though contradicted by others) that the 2 Veapo- 
Hums did giue that Vrne to the Mantuans,s pon their importunate fuite. Others, 
that the Regular Prieftsdid conuey it to their adioyningCouent 5 &from thence 
tohauebeeneborn away by the Cardinall o f Mantua,' who dying at Genoa in his 
returne there left it.Butif either were true,no doubt butfome memorial! would 
haue remained offo coueteda pofleffion: efpecialiy by the Mantuans, who held 
thefeiues fo honored in his birth, that they ftampc their coine with his figure.But 
rather itlhouldieeme that through time & negligence thofe relicks are perifhed.

He was borne at a little hamlet by Mantua .-he liued two arid fifty yeeres,’ 

and dyed at Brundufium, the two and twentieth of September* in the i go. Oly tn- 
piad:hauing retired himfelfe into Calabria, to perfedf hisvEneads .He willed that 
his bones fliould be buried at Naples, where he had long liued: (which was per* 
formed by Auguflus and LMrcenas,made his heires by his teftament)euen in thefe 
groues,Where hehadcompofedhisEclogs and Georgicks.Purchafed they were 
after by Stilus Italicus-, who religioufly celebrated his birth-day, and frequented 
this monument with as great deuotion as it had been a Temple. Nor fcflewasit 
adored by Statius Pampimus.

After a while we turned 
on the right hand a little tothe lake of l Agnano, three miles wcl-nigh in circuitej 
round, & included within high mountains.The water thereof is fweet at the top' 
and fait vnderneath, byreafonoffotneminerall-.fodeepein thcmidil, that the 
inhabitants fay that it hath nobottome. In the Spring oftheyeere whole heapes 
of ferpents inuolued together do fall therinto from the crannies of the high rocks 
and arc ncuer more feene agafae.Whereupon it taketh that nam e,quafi Aqua *An- 
guiunt. Nothingliuethmitbttfrogs: the occafion thatit isfo frequented by 
fowle in the Summer. The habitations hereabout are abandoned, asvnwhole- 
fome .-yet is that inconueniency liberally recompenced by the infinite quantity 
oflihe thatis there watered, to the not to be beleeued benefit of the owners:the 
nature of the water being fuch, as in eight and forty houres it prepare th it.With¬ 
in the compare ofthefemountaines,andneeretotheLakc, is the naturallftoue 
of Saint German.

Thetaleis(and Saint Gregory jhhofe dialogues be his, theteller)how Saint Ger¬ 
man, whenBilhop of C4/>«4,aduifed by his Phyficions to repairevnto the ftoue of 
the Serpents(for fo was this place then called) for the cure of his infirmitie, here 
found thefoule of Pafcafus tormented with hcate; who had been an vp right man, 
and full of pietie. Whereat affrighted, and demanding the caufe: he anfwered, 
that it was for taking part with Laurentiw againft Symacm in their contention for 
the Papacy :defiring him for to pray vnto God for him,andifthatathisreturne he 
found him not there,he might be allured that his prayershad preuailed. Which 
within a few dayes after he found to be fo: and fo the place tooke the name of S. 
German* This ftands on the South fide of the lake.Butnow fpeake we of that mor-

tall CaueontheEaft, inthefooteof the bordering mountaine/'anci entrlng the 
fame not aboue three fathom.The mouth of it is large enough for tvo to enter at 
oncejbut the roofe declineth by little and little vnto the vttermoft point thereof. 
Whatfoeuer hath life,being thruft into the farre end, doth die in atinftant. Yet 
entieditmaybea good way with fafetymeither heat nor cold will epprefle you, 
noristhereany damp or vapour to be difeerned; being perfpicuous tothebot- 
tome,and the foie thereof dufty. We made trial! with adogywhich ve no fooner 
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had thruft in,but without crying,or other wife ftruggling then iffhot to the heart, 
his tongue hung out,and his eyes fetled in his head, to our no i’mall amazement. 
Forthwith drawne outjftarke, and to our Teeming without (hew of life,we threw 
him into the lake; when anon he recouered,and fwimthing to the fhore, ran cry¬ 
ing away as fait as he could, to the not farm diftartt Oiforn: where they get na 
fiilall part of their liuing by {hewing this place vnto forreiners. And it is a fport to 
lee how the dogs thereabout will fteale dway, and feud to the tops of the moun- 
taines, at the approchofa ft ranger. Th t French King Charles , theeighth ofthat 
name, whohcldthekingdomcof Naples for awhile jmade triallthereofvvithan 
Affe,which immediately died. The like befelltoafoole-hardy fouldier.Pf/rr of 
'Toledo caufed two offenders to be thruft thereinto,and both expired in a moment 
Nor found thofe three gallants any,better fiicce ffe, who tempted God with their 
defperateentrance: whereof Scipio Magz,dla doth report hunfelfe to be an eye- 
witneffe. This pi ace was not vnknowne vnto Pliny, whocallethitthe Caue of ( 

Charon. The caufeof fo deadly an effedf, is faidto proceede from the feruent va- 
pours afeending at inuifible pores, fo thin,To dry, and fubtile, as not to be difeer- 
ned: yet thickned by the cold that enters at the mouth of the Caue, conuert into 
moifture, which hangs farre within on theroofe like to drops of quick-filuerjand 
fudiefteemedto be by a number. Corom Pighyus,dttiiom to informe himfelfe in 
the myfteries hereof, ventured fo farre in as to touch one of thofe farre off fhining 
drops,and flrewedk to bis companions,who entred alfo,and ftayed therein about 
a minute ofanhourc: fenfiblyperceiuipg the heattoafife from their feet to their 
thighs,till they did fweate at the browes without the endamaging oftheir fenfps, 
who returnd.tothe wonder of the guide, that thoughtthey had preferued them- 
felues by enchantments. By this their experiment it appeares that the aireis moll; 
deadly neere to the pores where it firft^afeended ■ especially to fuch creatures as 
hold their heads downeward,exhaling'at their noftrils the dry and exceiliue hote 
vapours. Thruft a torch neere the bortome,andit will forthwith go out: yet ad- 
uanccd higher,reinflames, which approues the former aftertion. 

From hence we paffedto theC ourt of V death; aloft, and neere tat he ancient. 
futeoli, but diftant a mile ahdbetter from the new.Thefe mountaines were called 
jheucogei by the Greeks,in regard oftheir yfhiteh.es: and the Phlagrun fields, for 
that Hercules here overthrew the barbarous people 5 who were called Giants for 
their inhumanity and infolencies 5 alfifted. with lightning from heauen:

A naked leuetl it is,in forme of an ouall,twelue hundred forty and fixe f C et long, 
a thoufand broad,and enuironed with high diffie hils that fume on each fide,and 


hauetheir fulphurous fauour tranfportedby the winds to places farre diftant. You 
would thinke,and no doubtthink truly, that the hungry fire had made this valley 
withcontinuallfeedingjwhichbreakcs out in a number of places. Andftrange it 
feemeth to a ftranger,that men dare walke vp and downe with fo great a fecurity: 
the earth as hotas fufferable, being hollow vnderneath; where the fire & water, 
make a horrible rumblingjconioyning together, as ifonewercfuell tothe other: 
here and therebubbling vp,as if in a caldron ouer a fornace$& fprouting aloftin- 
totheaire, at fuch rime as the fea is enraged with tempefts. Infome place of the 
colour of water which is mingled with foot,in others as if with lime,according to 
the complexion of the feuerall minerals.The flames doe many times fhift places, 
abandoningtheold,& making new eruptions(the mouths ofthe vents enuironed 
with yellow cinders)arifing with foftrog a vapor,that ftoncs thrown in,areforth¬ 
with eie&ed.Yet for all thefe terrors,it is hourely trod vpon both by men & hor- 
fes .-and rcforted vnto by the difeafed in May,Iune,& Iuly,who receiue the fume 
attheir mouthes, earcs, noftrils, andfuch other parts oftheirbodies as are ill af¬ 
fected j which heateth,but hurtethnot: that being onely foueraigne thateuapo- 
reth from brimftone. It mollifieth the finewes,fharpneth the fight, affwageth the 
painesofthe head and ftomacke, makes the barren pregnant, cures violent fcuers, 
itches,vleers,&c.From Ianuary to October the husbandmen hereabout do ftirre 

their 
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their gleabe at fuch times as much fmoke doth arifc,& that they know that it pro¬ 
ceeded from fulphure.-vvhich doth adde to the foile a maruellous fcrtilitie.From 
hence they exaft yecrely three thoufand pounds weight f whereof the Bilhop of 
Putzol hath the tithe. Another kind of fulphure is gotten herc,not taken from the 
lire, but found in the earth: ofefpedallvfe for the dying of haire, and familiarly 
experimented by women. White fait Armoniack is here found alfo,wbich belon¬ 
ged to the aforefaidBilhop. Atthefooteof thismountaine that regarded the 
Eaft.are mineralls of Allumc,and the beftof the world .-whereof,one part was gi- 
uen to the Hofpitals of Saint Martha , and the Annunciation^and the other belon¬ 
ged to apriuat Lord.But left the Papacy Ihould be thereby damnified, (for they 
make of Allume a prindpall reuenue)the Pope, on painc of his heauy curfe, did 
prohibit the labourers. Afterward Pius the fourth brought out the owner of the 
onehalfe, for theyeercly rent of tweluc thoufand duckats ; and Gregory the thir¬ 
teenthly thepaiment of fiuc and twenty thoufand,extinguiffied that annuity: the 
Matters ofthe Hofpitals hauing in the meane time abiured their intereft in theo- 
ther.In the top of the mountain are certain little veines of a white matter like fait; 
tnuch vfed by skinncrs:wherofa water is made,that forthwith putteth out al cha¬ 
racters that are written in paper. The flower of brafle is here found euery where; 
excellcnt,and tranfparent ; with whiteand red Niter. This place is faid by the Ro- 
mane Catholikes to be difquieted withdiuels .* and that the fire vnderneath, is a 
part of Purgatory, where departed foules haue a temporall punilhment. The Fri¬ 
ers that dwell hard by in theMohaftcry of Saint January , report that they often 
do heare fearefull fhreekes and gronings. They tellalfo a late ftory of a certaine 
youth of yj^*»//4,aftudcnt in Naples ; whodefperate in his fortunes, aduifed with 
thediuell, and wasperfwadedby him to make him a deed of gift of himfelfe,and 
ro write it in his owne bloud; in doing whereof he Ihould in Ihort time recouer 
his lofles. Beleeuing the Deluder, according to appointment he came vnto this 
place with that execrable writing: when affrighted withthe multitudes of diuels 
that appeared vnto him, he fled to the aforefaid Monaftery, and acquainted the 
Prior with all that had happened.He communicated it to the Bilhop (now or late 
liuing) who informed the Pope thereofiby whofe command he was caft into pri- 
fon,and after condemned to thegaliies JPoflibleit is that this may be true;but D*. 
mianus the reporter of that which followeth(though a Cardinal) might haue had 
<he whetftone,ifhc had not alledged his author .-who telleth ofa number of hide¬ 
ous birds which accuftonaedto arife from hence on a fudden intheeuening ofthe 
Sabbath; and to be feene vntjll the dawning ofthe day,(hiking on the tops of the 
hils,ftrctching out their wings,& pruning their feathers; neuer obferued to feed, 
nor to be taken by the art of the fowler.-when vpon the croking ofthe Rauen that 
chaccdthem, they threw themfelues into thefe filthy waters. Said to be damned 
foulesjtormented al the week long,and fuffered to refrclh themfelues on the Sab¬ 
bath, in honour ofour Sauiours refurredlion. This he reports from themouth of 
the Archbilhop rmhertus. But if this be hell, what a defperate end madeth'at vn- 
happy German, who not long fince dipt into thefe fornaces? or what had his poore 
horfe committed,that fell in with him,that he Ihould bedamned ;atleaft retained 
in Purgatory i The matter that doth nourilh thefe fubterranean fires, is fulphure 
and Bitumen. Butthere it is fed by the later, wherethe flamedothmixe withthe 
water,w hich is not by water to be extinguifhed: approued by the coropofition of 
thofc ignes admirahiles,

TYom hence def cetidinga Httle,we came to the ruines ofa magnificent Amphi. 
theater.enuironing in an ouall a court an hundred threefcore and twelue feet long, 
and fourefcoreand eight oucr.-throwne downe by an earth-quake not many ages 
fince;which here happen notfcldome,by the violence of inflamed and fupprefled 
vaporsJDedicated it vvasto Vulcan-fix. not without caufe^, he feeming in thefe parts 
to h3ue fuch a foueraignty. An Amphitheaterconfifts of two ioynedTheaters,& 
is thereof fo called:containing no ftage,and confecrated commonly vnto Mars-, in 
that fpe&aclcs onely of blond ancfdeath were there exhibited to the people, as 
fword-play itigs, combatings with wilde beafts,compelling of the condemned to 
perfoliate Tragedies ; and ads but famed,to performe in earneft. Sword-players 
(who were firft introduced by lunitss Brutus in the funerals of his father) firft be. 
gun with ftatues,and then with fwords,to Ihew their arts and courages. But in la* 
f er tiroes they entred the lifts naked .-their skill in defence, not fo much regarded 
orprayfed,asthevndantedgiuingotreceiuing of wounds; and life vnfearfully 
parted with. The wearied or vanquifhed were fupplyed by others .-and he bare 
the palme away,to whom none fucceedcd. Whereof UWmial of Hermes:

And Domtttan > that othermonfter, produced women to 
vndergoethe like in the night, .

Thofe that were condemned to fight with wild beafts were produced in the mor* 
ningSjthe horror whereofwas fuch,as women were prohibited to behold them: 
where the killers in the end were killed, and no way lefttoauoidedeftru&ion. A 
memorable accident is,reported by Seneca, (atwhichhimfelfewasprefent) of a 
Lyon that tooke knowledge of one that had bin in times paft his keeper: and not 1 
onely forbeare him himfclfe ,but defended him from the fury of others. It fhould 
feemeto be thatbond-flaue Androcltisifor thetimes do agree) who is mentioned 
by Appian .Some for hire,and fome in brauery vndertook to encounter with fuch 
beafts,who either pcri(hed,ormadewayby victory vntofafety.Anhundrcd Ly¬ 
ons were often at once let foorth into the court of the Amphitheater ; and often 
'beafts were fet again ft beafts, a lefte fauage fpedtacle. But O the wicked delight of 
thefebarbaroustyrants,worthy to fuffer what they inflicted! who caufed mifera- 
ble wretches to make hiftories of fables, and put in adt imaginary miferieSi They 
being molt praifed of the dry-eyed beholders,that expofed thefelues vnto death 
without terror; either by taking it from the weapon of another, or by falling on 
their owne,as the fable required. Nor mattered it who had the part to furuiue:he 
being but refertred for another dayes daughter .And fqmetimes they erred in the 
ftory,tomake the cataftrophe more horridsas in that of Orpheus $ who although 
faidtohauebiftcutinpiecesby theOV<W4Wwiues> was reprefented to be tome 
in pieces with a Beare. The manner thusdeferibed by Martial

The floore of the Amphitheater was couered with fandjto drink vp the bloud that 
was flied thereon. AuguPus Csefar did redreffe thedifordersofthis in Putzol- } com¬ 
mitted intheconfufed placing of themfeiuesrafligning particular roomes to euery 
degree accordingto their dignities. But when the Romans here {hewed their grea. 
teitbrauery, when Nero entertained th e Armenian Theridates, who from the vp- 
permofl round did wound two buls at one throw, to the woder of the beholders. 
Theodoricke King of thcGoths, did vttcrlyaboliflithefe execrable paftimes. For 
what could be more inhumane,then to giue the condemned life, that they might 
takeitfrom each other by mutuall daughter < Afhameitwas to grone at the re- 
ceit ofa wound,to pull backe their throats from the violent fteele 5 or to behold 
their bloud with other eyes then ifit had bin the bloud of an enemy. Therelicks 
of this is now ouergrowne with briers and thornesj {landing vpon arched con. 
caues, yet almoft entire, hauing feuerall diuifionswherein, I fuppofe, they kept 
the wildbeafts,and thofe that were tobedeuoured by themjfrom thenceexhibi- 
red to the fpe&acle. Vnder the earth hereare a number ofvaults, with fuch per. 
plexed paflages, that hardly can he get out that enters without a line or, a con- 
du&er: whereupon it is called the Labyripth. In which are a world of bats, that 
hide themfeluesfrom the hated day-and will put out your lights with fluttering 
about, if notthebetter guarded. Some fay that this was made to retaine water 
for the vfe of the beholders: why not rather for the vfe aforefaid? Defending fro 
hence by the mines of the old colony , we came vnto Pa/soi (eight miles diftant 
from Naples) and called formerly tuteoli. 

That name it tooke vnder Hannibal, of the many pits there digged; or of the 
fmel of the waters ariling from mines of brim {lone & allume. Called it was more 
anciently picearchia, which fignifiethaiuftgouernment.-being a Greeks Colony , & 
built by the ■S'4w/4?Mj at fuch time as Taxyumius Super bus ruled in Rome. A port 
town,and mart it was oftheC»HM*uj amplified by the Romane Emperours in fuch 
fort,as called Little Rome, by Cicero. Whofe walks,hauen, Temples, Academy, 
Theatcrs,baths,(lames,&c. (Tome of them yet {hewing their foundations) fuffi— 
ciently declarethe Romane magnificcncy; pofleflinga part of the mountaine, as 
well as the (bore, and fuppofedtocontaine foure miles in circumference. Nep¬ 
tune was of this City the Patron-.the ruines of whofe temple are yet to be leene, 
hard behind the Duke of Toledos orchard • where we refreihed our feiues during 
the heat of the day. A place of furpafling delightjin which are many excellent fta- 
tues recouered from the decayesof antiquitie 5 and euery where fountains of frelh 
water ,adorried with Nymphs &Satyres .where the artificial rocks, {heIls,mofle, 
andtophas, feeme to excell eucn that which they imitate. This was made by 
the afore-mentioned Peter of Toledo , at fuch time as Putzol was abandoned by 
the inhabitants,by reafon offearfull earthquakes,and the horrible conflagrations 
cf theNewMountaincibuilding on the other fide of the way afairc palace,there- 
by to animate the people to rcturnc. Forouer the entrance {lands thisingrauen 
infeription:

the Neapolitans following his example. So that now the towne is well ftored with 
buildings; feated for the moft part on a little promontory that ftrctcheth into the 
bay. In the midft whereof is a fairc T emple of marble, of Corinthian ftru&ure 5 
hauing withftoodthewafteof time,the fury ofthefoe, (whichtothis City hath 
been often fatall)and iniury of earthquakcs.The ftones are fo artificially laid,that 
you would thinke itconfifted but of one. It wasbuilt by Lucius Calphurnius , and 
dedicated to 4»guSltts, as appeareth by thefe extant characters:

At the foot ofthe hill whereon the City is mounted, the ruined Peerc doth pre¬ 
sent a remarkeable obied: which extending towards the Weft, made heretofore 
/a fafe,and excellent hauen. Arched like a bridge, that the flowing in of the fea 
might preferue the profunditie thereof, from being choakedwith rubbidgeand 
earthborne downe with the fall of Torrents. The worke it was ofthe Grecians : 
much affifted in the buildingby the admirable nature of the fand hereabout, by 
fpafon of the vndcr-burning fire,and perhaps partaking of the bituminous matter; 
becomming as hard and durable as the folid roeke, when mixed with lime, and 
placed vnder the water.

As yetis,here euery where to be Teen, by the huge founddtios demolished aboue, 
and crit^rp ynderncath 5 encouraging men thereby to build fo farre into the Tea,as 
they anciently did round aboutthis Bay. The Emperor (endian tine is faid to haue 
tranfported certain fhip-ladings of thisfand vnto Conflantinople. Thebody of this 
maffe conhfteth of brick,but was couered heretofore with-marblejwhich affoor- 
dedadelid|itfuUwalkeonthetop.WhatfhouldI fpeakeof theEmperours that 
repaired ir,(whofe names are yet retained in ftone)or of the arch ere&ed thereon, 
finee the whole is now vtterly defaced r yet rather by earth-quakes then the vio¬ 
lence of the fearwhereofthirteene great piles now onely remaine, which appearc 
likefo many fquaretowers in the watery the arches thrownedownethat conioy- 
iied them. To this Caligula ioyned,his bridge(a prodigall, and not to be exempli¬ 
fied vanity )which ftretched ouer the Bay vnto Baia, three miles & a half diftant: 
fuffained by fhips) drawne hither from all parts of his Empire) placed in two 
*ganlces,made ftable^itlf innumerable ankers, and croffed with a broad high way 
*** earth. Which he dicl^as it is faid, in imitation o£ Xerxes, who built the like ouqr 
Jeffe broad Belief ont:othets fay,thatitwasto terrifiethe Germans & Rritaines 
^ye performance offuchwondcrsjwith whom he was to begin a war. Butin- 
JPjjvas incited thereunto, to fulfill the prediction of T harfy lists the great 


conf^fe iife^mpire vpon his owne Mephew,that Caligula was no more J$Sfly to* 
beEmperoUr,thcn toride onhorfebacke ouer the Bay of Bait. Vpon this bridge 
Caligulapaffbd to andtro, fortwodayes together : hauing before facrificed. to 
Neptune and Ernie. Thefirft day gallantly mounted, wearing an oken gar land on 
his head,andacIoakeofgoldonhisfhoulders:thenext, in the habit of achario- 
ter, drawne by t wo fteeds ofa famous breedicarrying before him Darius ,a noble 
youth,that was left in hoftage by the Parthians ; attended vpon by the Pr&torian 
iouldiers, andfoljowed by his principall fauourites and friends in waggons of the 
iBrittijl) faihidn. ^fhen calling many from the fhore,he caufedthem allto be tum¬ 
bled froth the bridge for his cruel! paftime: and thofe to be beat off with Oarcs 
afld ftaucsjthat endeuoured their owne fafetie. Such were the monftrolis follies, 
andbarbarapsdelightsofthismonfter. Much moreweemightwrite o£Putgol{ 
but wepurfue our firft intention,Which is onely to note what is principally note¬ 
worthy . We will therefore depart "with this falutation :

Taking herc¥Fclucco,we rowed along the bottome of the Bay ;firft palling by 
Ciceroes Villa, euen at thisday fo called, where yetdo remain the mines of his A- 
cademy,erefied in imitation of tliat’of Athens (the pleafures whereof he corn- 


men-' 
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wendech in his writings:) which he adorned with a fchoole,a groue,an ope walk, 
a gallery,and a library. After his profeription and death, this Villa became the 
polfeflion of Antiftas Fetus a follower of c*fars:w here Tiro,ficeros free-man, Ii- 
ued till he was an hundred yeers old,and in threebooks compofed the life of his 
Patron. Now long after his death, diuers fountaines of hot water fprung out of 
the earth,held foueraigne for the eye-fight:celcbrated by Tulltus Laura (fo called 
for his excellency in poefie) another of his free-menin this Epigram.

Here the Emperour Adrian was buried: Antoniust reding a Temple in the place 
of his fepulture. The ruinesdo fliew that the buildings were ample: amongft the 
leftjthefoundationofthat(asfuppofed) Academy is yet to befeene, in forme 
of a Cirque,three hundred and feuenty foot long,andfo called. Now allisouer- 
growne with briers .• and fh£epe and gOates are paftured where the Mufes had 
oncetheir habitation. It was feated clofeco the water,* infomuch as Cicero accu- 
Homed tofeed the fifties out of: his wmdowes, and to takethem for his pleafure 
with.an angle^But now the fca hath forfaken ir, forced by earth-quakes to re tire, 
& content it felfe with more narrow bounders: hauing in times paft poirdfed the 
prefentpoffefllonsof the Dukes of Toledo ; whereof a part inrerpofeth ir, and the 
Villa.The forefaid fountaines,called Ciceros baths, are to be feene in a Grot at the 
j@bot of a rockjof a maruellous nature and vertuc. For they ebbeand flow, accor¬ 
ding to the quality of the fea,filling with fuming waters, the place of their recep¬ 
tacle .Which when.ouer-fwclling,a part thereofproceedes to the fea,and another 
part retiresto theirfountaines. They aflwage the pains ofthe bowels,and aches 
<Jf the body,but are good efpecially for the eyes: declaring therby that they par¬ 
ticipate of Copperis. 

In 
which there are diuers obfeure cauernes, choked almoft with earth where many 
haue cofumed much fruitleffe induflry in the fearching fortreafure. Hither come 
fuch from fundry parts as boaflthemfelucs to beskilfull in magicke-but haue re¬ 
turned with no other profit,then to know the vanity ofthat knowledge.The co- 
nion people bewitched withthelike perfwafions,dodigge & delue with vndefa- 
tigable toile-and oft do meet,in Head of hoped forgold,with the reward oftheir 
3Harice,buriedinmines,ordrownedbyfprings,or flenched with vapors . for they 
pra&ife the like alfo about Forum Fulcani. Herethcy dreame ofeertaine Kings of 
goldjfhining richly with Carbundes,and that they haue becne feen,but are guar¬ 
ded by fpi rits and goblins. Many are animated by theflory of Collenucius , whQ 
writes,that Robert the Norman did dig vp much treafure here-about, by the labor' 
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of the capt mated Saracetts.But^vfhich is more to be laught at, the Teeming wife, 
religious and learned, doe traueli in that queft. 

Proceeding,we rowed ouer the yet remaining foundations of ample buildings .* 
a part of them the ruines of Port Julius:

For 
thatthofewho hired the hiking of that lakeadioyning, were endamnified much 
by the violent breaking in of the Teas j wherof a part he excluded by thefe croo¬ 
ked moles,and left a narrow fpace for the fifhesto enter. Thus Scrum. But Sueto¬ 
nius doth giue the honour thereof to Anguflus $ effected by the labor of twenty 
thoufand manumitts feruanted: who gaue it that name, of the name of the family 
whereof he was defeended by the mother. 

Here landed we. And here once was the famous Lake of Lucrinus: feparated 
thenfrom the Tea by abanke of eight furlongs long, and fo broad, asaffoorded 
conuenient way for a chariot. The labor, as fuppofed, of Hercules;

if notfor being frequented by women in their eucning folaees. But beleeue who 
that will,the ftor y of the Dolphin frequenting this Lake,reported by Pliny vpon 
theceftimony of Macenas., Flauianus y and Flauius Alftusy who inferted it in their 
chrOniclesjfaid to haue hapned not long before his time,in the reign of Augujius, 
This Dolphin,they fay,was enamoured on a boy, a poore mans fonneof BaU, 
who went to fchooledaylyto Puteoli. He about noone accuftomed to repaire 

to 
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vnto the water fide, and to caU vpon the Dolphine by the name of Simo, and fee¬ 
ding him with bread ,fo allured him vnto him, that inafliort time he could nofoo- 
ner call 5 <>w,but the Dolphine would approch & offer his backetobeafcended, 
clapping clofe bis fliarpe backe finnes,and fo conueyed him to Puteoli , and backe 
againe.yff^/>»doth witnes as much:and Solinus, thatitbecamefoordinary a fpe- 
#3de that no body did admire it. But what was more ftrage:the boy being dead, 
^pd the Dolphine keeping his accuftotned haunts,and ftill miffing of him, pined 
away with forrpw,and was found dead onthefhorej whom they laid in his Sepal, 
cher. Paufanm doth report himfelfe to haue beenean eye-witneffe almoft of che 
lilte. And Pliny fpeakes of another about Hippo,v/hai Flauiamtt was Proconlll of 
Africa,tlm would play with fitch as bathed in the lea, fuffring himfelf to be hand- 
led* and got vp vpon. But the hard mcafure that thetownefmen receiued from 
thofe that came to behold that fpe<fiaclc,caufcd them to kill him. laflks, one City 
dothaffoord twoexamples of their Ioues vnto boyes.The one calling himfelf on 
fhore after him whom he loued,& fodied,<c/*/exWifrthe Great making rhe boy 
Prieftvnto Neptune, fuppofing him to be affeCted of the Sea- god.) The other ha- 
uing often carried a boy called and on a timeouertaken with a tempeft, 

infotttuch as the boy perifhed; the Dolphine brought the dead body to land: and 
would neuer againe retire to fea, but thrufting afhore there died for company. If 
thefebetrue, why may we not credit the ftory of ^Arten the mufician (for Dol- 
phincs are faid to be Angularly delighted with mufick) relatedby Herodotus & o- 
thers < But becaufe I thinke it a fable/ I will rather choofe the report of a Pocr, 
Who when enthroned with fwords by the treacherous mariners,

TheophraBu* alfo doth mention their loues vnto men; and that they abhorre not 
our company,experience doth teach vs ; who feeme as it were to attend on flfips, 
andconuerfe with the failers.This famous lake extended formerly to Auernus,8c 
fo vnto the aforefaid Gaurur.but is now no other then a little fedgy plafli,choaked 
vp by the horrible,and aftonifhing eruption of the New Mountaine j whereof as 
oft as I thinke, 1 am eafie to credit whatfoeueris wonderful!. 

For who here knowes not, or who elfewhere will beleeue, that a mountaine 
ftouldarifc (partly out ofa lake, and partly out ofthefea)inoneday andanight 
vnto fuch an height, as to contend in altitude with the high mountaincs adioy-

ning' In the y eere of our Lord 15 3 8. and on the nine and twentieth 0/ September 
when for certain day es fore-going,the country hereabout wasfovexed with per- 
petuall earthquake,as no one houic was left fo entire, as not to exped an immedi¬ 
ate ruinejafter that the fea had retired two hundred paces from the fhore (leauing 
abundance of filh, andfpringsoffrefh water riling in the bottome; this Moun- 
taine vifibly afeended about the fecond houre of the night with an hidious roring, 
horribly vomiting Hones, and fuch ftore of cinders,as ouer-whelmed all the buil¬ 
dings hereabout, and the falubriows baths of Tripergala for fomany ages celebra¬ 
ted; confumedthe vines to alhes,killing birds and beafts: the fearefull inhabitants 
of P*t%ol) flying through thedarke with their wiues andchildren; naked,defiled, 
crying out, and deteftingtheir calamities. Manifold mifehiefes haue they fuffered 
by the barbarous 5 yet none likethis which Natureinfli&ed. But heare we it de- 
feribedb y Sergius.

Nor can what they then fuffered be euer forgotten, hauingfuch a teftimony ftillih 
view as is this ftrangeMountaine: aduandnghis top a mlleaboue hisbafis. T^, 
Hones hereof are fo light and pory ,that they will not finke when throwne into the 
water, the caufeofthis accident is afcribedvnto the neighbourhood of the fea, 
and hollownefle of the foyle: wh'erby eafily ingendred exhalations,being hurried 
about with a moH violent motion,do inflame that dry and bituminous matter:ca- 
fting it vpward,and making way for their fiery expirations.Tothofcalfo is the re¬ 
tiring of the fea to be attributed :whoflruggling to breake forth,do ratifieand fo 
raife the earth,which thereby alfo as it were made thirfly,fucks the water thorow 
crannies into her fpongy,and hotintrailes: increafing the vapours, nor decreafing 
the fire by reafon of the bitumen. Perhaps Deles, and Rhodes, vnfeeneinthe firft 
ages,were madeapparantby fuch meanes:howloeuer,diuers of the Moltdes were 
without peraduenturc ; all of them hauing flamed,and being now more in number 
then oblerued by the Ancient. This new Mountaine, when newly raifed, had a 
number of iffues, at feme ofthem fmoking, and fometimes flaming: at others ' 
difgorging riuoiets of hot waters 3 keeping within aterrible rumbling; and many 
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miferably perifhedthat ventured to defeendinto the hollowneffe aboue.Butthat 
hollow on the top is at this prefentan orchard - and theMountaine thorowout is 
b ereft of hi‘s terrors. 

Leauing this Mountaine on the right hand, and turning about the brow of a 
hill that lay on the left; we came to the lake yiuernus,

For they being cut downc 
by Aarippa, the place became frequently inhabited oneuery fide: as approoued 
both healthfully dclightfull. This wasfuppofqd the entrance into hell byigno 
rant Antiquitie: where they offered infernall facnficeto Pluto, and the c M*” es > 
herefaidtogiucanfwers. FoVwhichpurpofe Homer brought hither his Vlyflei ;

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The obfcuritieof the place perhaps did author that conie<fture,that the Cimtrkns 
here inhabited,of who we hauc formerly fpoken.The water of the Lake looketh 
blackc ; fo thought heretofore to haue done, by reafon of the vnmeafurable pr o- 
fundity. But latter times haue found out a bottome; and that it excccdeth 
not two hundred fifty and three fathoms. No leafe,nor whatfoeuer falleth there¬ 
on,is forthwith after euer to befecne.The water isnotto bedrunke of, in regard 
of the ill fmcUing,and vnwholfome minerals wherofit participates. Former ages 
did abftaine from the vfethereof; for that defiled with humane bloud,here wic¬ 
kedly fhed in their diuellifti facrifices •• and that Styx was fuppofed to flow from 
thence. Fifh it produceth,butthofefmaIl and blackej notferuing for fuftenance, 
and therefore not fiflit for .In the dayesof King Robert, an incredible number lay 
dead on the fhorc, fUnking in fuchfort as no rauenous creature would tafte of 
them: proceeding,as was thought, by the veins ofbrimftone, that then violently 
burft thereinto,8c infected the waters.The fea wasaccuftomed, when vrged with 
ftormes,to flow in thorow the lake of Lucrinat^dr'mm^ fillies in with it: but now 
not onely that paffagc, but a part of Auermsit fclfeischokedbythenew Moun- 
taine. When the woods about it were cut downeby Agripya, an image was found 
(fuppofed robe the image of Ctlipfus) thatfwet as if endued with life. And no 
mar ucll t hough the diuell were troubled with the diflblution of fuch impious cu- 
ftoras. Though the name werefuted to the nature, yet the Lake retaineth the one / 
hauing changed the otherfor fowlc do now ordinarily frequent ic. 

On the North-weft fide are the ruinesofa goodly building. Some imagine it 
to haue bin the Temple of P/»m,others of AptUo, but the more induftrious in an. 
tiquities,thatitwasonelya Bannia: perhaps conie&urcd by the fountaines of 


paffage into the mountaine: cut out of the firme rocke, ’and now cleanfed of the 
r ubbidge that peftered it, againft the late repaire hither of this Vice-roy. We en- 
tred it with torches.The farend doth fhew that there in times paft it ended not; 
but more then by coniedtnre to haue extended vnto Bom. And diuers fay, that it 
was here rammed vp,for that many greedy people in hope to find treafure,aducn- 
tured too far in,and were fuffocated with vapors: not noifome thereunto when 
curioufly kept by the Romms, After we had gone an hundred and fifty yards for¬ 
ward, turning on the right hand we paft thorow a narrow entry which led into a 
roome about fourteene foot long, eight broad, andthirteene high: giuing yet 
affurance that it had been richly gilded, and adorned with Azure, and Melaicke 
workmanfhip. At the vpper end there is a little bench cut out of the rock,in forme 
ofabed; wheronour guide would needs? makevsbeleeue thatSi^/lay,arid from 
hence gaue her oracles; of purppie to fauc a labor in conducing vs to Cum*. Yet 
is this generally mifcalled the GrotofSify/: for what habitation could aplacefo 
darke and fultry haue affoorded i Within this roome a low fquare doore giues 
paffage to another, wherein there is wate r ; a witnefle that it was a bath,and made 
for that purpofe: confirmed by another on the other fide, which for breuitie I 
p-flebuer. 1 * 

Betotc we depart from Autr»m > fititisthatwefpeakeof the audacious proie<ft 
ot Nero, who attempted to haue madea navigable fiofle betweene this and OJli*, 
an hundred andchrecfcore miles longhand of that breadth that two great galleys

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might paffe by each other, along the craggie fhore,and thdrow oppofite moun- 
taines(atra<ftdeftitute of waters, faue oncly in thcmarifhesof Pomptinajto fade 
by the fea,and not inthcfea.A worke of intolerable labour. But he thatdefired 
to efFc<5t incredible things, commanded that no malefadlor fhould fuffer, but that 
all the prisoners throughout the whole Empire, fhould be conueyed hither, and 
employed herein. Seuerus and Celeris were the ouerfeers ofrhe worke, and the 
contriuers, men ofwit and impudency to attempt by Art what Nature had pro- 
hibited.They begantodigthorowthe adioyning mountaines,which yet reraine 
the impreffion. A lafting monument of ouerweening hopes, and frantticke prodi* 
gality. The inhabitants atthis day do call it Licola. 

But now we willlcade you to the rUines of Cuma y that was the moft ancient Ci¬ 
ty of Italy: built by the Grecians of Calchis a City of Eubcea^ who feekingan habi¬ 
tation,firft planted themfelues in Mnaritym Hand hard by, and after remoued to 
this place,being then vninhabited.The Generals, Hippodes Cumeus i &. Megaftbe- 
nes ofC4/c/fc,agreciogi>etweene themfelues, that the one fhould harteit, and the 
other fhould name it.So the CalchUnt built,and poffcft it-but named it Cttma. Ci¬ 
thers fay,that it was fo named ofthewaues of the fea: or of repofe (for the name 
dothfignifie the fame) thenhauing ended their long nauigations: or rather of a 
-Woman being great with child,whom they there found fleeping,which they took 
as a luckic figne of fucceeding fecunditietapproued by the fequcl. For in proceffe 
of time they fent forth diuers Colonies, the erectors and Lords of Puteeli, Pale- 
epolisa and Naples ; and were foueraignes of the adioyning Campania , gouerning^ 
their flourilhing Common-wealth with the wife and honeft Pythagorean difc£* 
pline. Hither pwg^bringeth his Mneas;

Which fhewed it to haue been ere the warres of Trey, if his teftimony be of ere. 
dir. Before the Kings were expulfed Rome, it was gouerned by Tyrants, (not fo 
called for their crueltic and oppreflion, as they are at this day,but for their abfo- 
luteauthoritie) of whom Anjtodemus was not the leaft famous, and in the end the 
moft infamous. Afterward they were opprefiedby the Campanians: but the Ro¬ 
manes in the end both fubiugated them.,, and their oppreflbrs. And as the reft of 
Catnpaniagxcw populous, and greatly affected through the Romane luxurie. fb* 
C»wtfdecreafed both in people and repute: becommingaplace of retirement 
for men of meane and obfeurecondition. Whereof luuenal vpon the departure 
from Rome of his poore friend Vmbritius:

Itfurueycth th cTyrrhen fea, being mounted vpon a not eafily approached Pro¬ 
montory ,whofe skirts are beaten with the vnquiet furges.-ftrongly walled inlat- 
ter times,and fortified with bulwarks,® fuch fort,as TotiUand Tel a , two Kings 
of the Gothes y did make it the receptacle of theirtrqtfure. But now kft defolate,

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there is nothing to be feen but a confufion of ruines ipieces of wals, broken down 
Aquadu&s, defaced Temples, foundations of Theaters, to be admire dCaues, 
&c. But heareweth c Neapolitan Sannazarius:

On the Eaft fide of the winding hill, a Caud there is with arnarblefrontifpice, 
(whercunto Nature hath madean accefle, hewn out of the rock,extending vnder 
the ruined wals 3 & admirably fpacious.Here had that famous Sibyl her being, cal¬ 
led cimmeria,oiz towne hard by i where {he was borne,• and Cumea of this place 
where file prophefied .-yet othersaffitme that it was Frythrea, who remouing hi¬ 
ther, was called Cumea: and flourilhed. bothbefore, and after the Troian wanes, 
with whom Aw a* confuked. Themanncr of her prophecy ingthus Virgil de- 
feribeth: 


There (hadyou fee the franticke Prophetejfe

rit. Which when Virgtls Sibyl perceiucdto come Vpon her,

the fathers are fufpedted) the hi(fory befides being orderly related,though writ¬ 
ten by diuers, and in diuers ages. So that the whole being robe mifdoubted, in 
that falfified in part, or the true from the vntrue not dift i«guifhable,we are rather 
to belccuethofe that haue the teftitnony of time for their approbation’. As that 
prophefie of our Sauiour by this of Cume : borrowed from her by Virgil fas he, 
€Oflfeff&th)though perhaps not applycd byHim where it was meant, but fcftxfc 
randome to be conftruedby euerx,and mist with his fi&iens,

In the midftofthis roomy Grot,thereare threecifterneshewne out of the floore 5 
wherein it is faid that flie waflied her felfe,and after couered with aftole, retired 
into the innerm oft part of the Cauetwhere feated aloft on a Throne,fhe diuulgcd 
her Oracles.ThisisflrethatforetoldofthedeftrudiionofTwy, andwithallofthe" 
inuentionofHfwm who hath infertedfundry of her verfes into his poems: and 
laid to be Ihe that funs the Roman delinks. But I cannot belecue that this was that 
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(although fhe be called long-liued,) that brought thofe nine books to fell 
vnto Tarquinius Superbus :yetot'Cuma fhe was ; for diuers Sibyls there were of 
this place,all Priefts to Apollo (who here was lerued onely by Virgins) in his not 
far diftant Temple:but rather fhe whom they call’d Amaltbeayzlthovigh. it be to be 
imagined that her books contained alfo the prophefies qf the former,by many of 
the felfe-fame verfes found at Erythratt. An old vnknown woman demanded for 
thofe bookes,the value of three hundred angels. The King thinking that flie do¬ 
ted,both denied togiueherthat price, & derided her: when forthwith flie burnt 
three^and returning,askt as much for the other fixe. But Tarquinius feofe at her 
much more then beforenvhereupon fhe burnt other three, and yet required the 
fame fummefor the remainder. In fo much as the King being mooned with her 
conftancy (and aduifed thereunto by the Augures) gaue her the price of the nine 
for the three: fhe admonifliing him that he mould keepethem carefully-and fo 
departing was neuer feene after. Others fay, that thefe bookes were brought to 
Tarquintus Prifcus 3 snd that fhe liued in the fiftieth Olympiad. Thefe Were kept in 
Jupiters Temple adioyning to the Capitoll,in a cheft of ftone: whereoftfirfttvvo, 
then ten,and laftly fifteen Priefts (their interpreters)had the keeping: and a crime 
vnpardonableitwas for others to looke on them.. Neuer vndertooke they any 
great enterprize, nor great calamity befell them which they endcuoured to re- 
moue,butthofe fifteenerepairedto thefe books of Sibyls , as toanOraclej and 
prefent remedy for all difafters .Butthofe bought by 7arcjuwmjNCxt burnt with 
the Capitollin the hundred feuenty andthird Olympiad^. Norb&mis^ and P.Sci- 
pio then Confuls. When the Capitoll being reftored by Sulla the Dictator,and /«- 
pints Temple by ^.Ow/^-Embafladors were fentby the Senatto Erytbrsa and 
to other Cities of italy^Creece^nd Ajia 3 tomakc a collection of'the verfes of the 
Sibylsjbut efpecially of hers of Erythraa jwho returned with a thoufand,but thofe 
lame and vnperfe£l:which the fifteene had in charge to reformeandfupply, ac¬ 
cording to their wifedomes. And although they belonged vnto diuers siby ls, ye£ 
were they called Cameos. 7yberius Cafar made a fecond fearch thorowout the 
world ,andcaufcd them againe to be refined. Thofe continued at Rome vntill the 
dayes of Honorius and T beodofius the y onger j and then were burned by the traito r 
Stilico. Whereof Rutilius Claudius TJjmantianus:

But Ammianus diarcellims reports that they were burnt by Julian the Apoftata." 

Although Cuma be high mounted on a rock, yet ftands it but low in regard of 
the more lofty hils,which on the North fideenuiron it with a wall j being onely 
feparatedby alittle valley. Thorow thefe Nature hath left a paffage conioyned 
by Art with a goodly Arch,called Area Feliceby the country people. Whe reon 
once flood that famous Templeof ^^,reniembred by Virgil:

Yet by fotncfaid to haue flood below. The image of Apollo erc&ed in this Tem¬ 
ple, was faid to weepe for Forty dayes together, at fuch time as the Romanes made 
warre againft the Achatam jAhhing ^Ariflonicus , who had intruded into the pof- 
feflions of Attains , (bafe fonne vnto his brother) who dying, gaue his kingdome 
vnto the people ok Rome : Whereat theSoothfayers amazed, held it fit to throw 
theftatue into the fea. Butthe Cumeans perfwaded the contrary, alledging that it 
had done the like in their warres with Antiochus, and after with Perfius- 3 both which 
iiicceeded fortunately to Rome : whereupon oblations and gifts were lent thither 
by the Senate. So the Sooth-fay ers changed their opinions j and declared that the 
weeping of i-Apolio was aufpicious to the Romans, becaufe Ctma was a Greeke Co¬ 
lony ^and that thefe teares did pretendconfufion to thepeople whomiefauoured .* 
and withina while after they heard newes that AnJlomcus was taken. Notfarre 


off there is a large caue,caUedby the people la Grotta di Pietro di Pace , which they 
fay, led vnderground from thence to Auernus , A report, in my opinion,of credit.' 
For Strabo doth make mentionofthe fame, andthatitwas digged by Ceccsm- o- 
thers fay,by the Cimmerians, through which Sibyl pafled to Auernus to offer facri- 
ficeto the Infernals. Whereby that feeming contradiction may be reconciled- 
which is,that they fhew the place of her habitation both at Auernus and Cuma.B uc 
this paffage is now ftopt vp,for the fclffatne caufe that the other was,which leads 
from thence vnto Ba/^.by, vs formerly mentioned. The plaine that lies betweene 
thefe hils and the City,is repleate with ruines: where are to be feene the founda¬ 
tions ofTcmples,Theaters,&c. vnder which, no doubt but many admirable an¬ 
tiquities haue their fepulture. Approued by that triall made by Alfonftu Pimentel- 
lus the Vice-roy ,in the yeare 1 6 o6.who defirous to find out fome antique ftatues 
to fend into spaine j and hearingthat the husbandmen hereabout turned vp with 
their ploughs many fragments of armesand images .• got leaue of oftauio Gardi- 
nall of Aquauiua,and Archbifhop of Naples(to whofe Church this foiledoth be¬ 
long) to make further fearch. Whenhauing remouedbut thevpper earth, it was 
, their chance to light on an entire Temple, although crudied together: the walls 
and pauement of polifhed marble,circled with a great Corinthian wreath,with pil¬ 
lars, and Epiftals ofiike workmanfliip,togetherwitha number of defaced figures 
excellently wrought :the worke as well ofthe Grecians as Latines. There they alfo 
found the ftatueof A 7 <f/wwe,his beard of a blue colour .obSatume or Priapus{for 
he held in his hand the heft of a cycle : of Pella with the top of her haire wound 
round in a fi llet; of naked Cast or Waning a hat on his head,his chin a little couered 
with doune: of Apolk with long diflieuelcd haire, at whofe feet flood a Swanne .* 
of Hercules with a club crowned with a wreath: of Mfculapivs , or perhaps of Ro¬ 
mulus .the Cololfus of Auguftus Cafar exquifitcly formed: Venus naked,& furpaf. 
fin ° beautifu 11 ; two images in Confularhabites: /V 4 »,the workeofan admirable 
workman .• the armed ftatueofanEmperour, with a Sphiax engrauenonhis bo. 
fomerthe image ofa youth head-bound with a facred fillet,clothedonly in a (hire 
girt to him with a painted Zonc.Other women there were in feminine habits,&c. 
This fliould feeme to haue beenbuik by Agrippa , and dedicated to Auguftus, by 

thefe 
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ttiefe there found chara&ers :

Strums writes, that 4mruus doth fpring from Aeherufta, The Heathen would not 
tafte ofit,for that (in regard of the heate thereof) they-thoughtthatit arofefrom 
the infernall.P^%«^». The Poets fable, that Hercules here afeending from hell, 
sosk from his head the Poppic garland that he wore, and placed it on the banks, 
jo memorial! of his returnc; fince when,the Poppie hath bin black that hereabout 
groweth. 

hlot far from this, the Mannor houfe afSeruilins Vatia prefented our eyes with 
her mines: who wap Conful with Appius Claudius fix hundred feuenty and foure 
yeares after the building of the Cky. He ouerthrevv the Pirats in Cicilia^ and trl- 
umphed for the fampihauing taken Cericus i Olympus i PhafelidesAfaurus& retaining 
the name of the latter, Who in the end cafting of all publike employments, retired 
to this place. Of which,and of him,thus Serna to L«a//#i:Therefore I perfeuered 
thelonger,inuitedby the pleafant fhore,which windeth about between cumamd 
fhe raanfion of Struilius Vatia : enclofed on the one fide with the feaj and on the 
other with the lake s affoording as it were a ftreight pa(Tage,being thickned with \ 
late temped:. For that water, as thou knoweft,fo prouoked,doth often ouerflow, 
@nd vnites thofe fands,which a long calm difunites by reafon of their ficcity. As 
my manner i?,I began to lookeabout me.to fee if I could finde out any thing that 
might profited bent mine eyes vponthe hpufe,whichfometimesbelongedvnto 
In this that rich Praetor (for nothing famous butfor his retirement) grew 
old jandfor that onely was accounted happy. For as often as the friendship of A- 
ftmm m&ih or the hatred ofseiauus^ai in the end hisloije, had tieftroyed any, 
<fbr tohawe offended him, and to haue loued him, was equally dangerous) men 
Wotddfey>° Vateiffauowly knovrtfihw to liuelyet knew not he how to Hue, but 
how toconeealebimfelfe- Great is the difference between leading thy lifevacant- 
ly, and leading it flouth&lly. I neuer paft by this houfe of Vatu, but I faid. Hen 
rarn lay buried, Ofthe houfe it felfe, I can write nothing certaindy; I only know 
it by the out fide,& as it expofeth it felfe to the view of the paflenger. Two canes? 
there are of excellent wor w»snfhip,botb made by Art, .and both alike fpacious : 

the 
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Ac oneneuer receiueth the Sun, and the other retaineth if vntillSun-fet. A little 
brooke there runneth diuided by Artthorow a groue of Plancines, deuoured by 
the fea and Ackerufa • fufficientfor the nourilhing of fiih, although daily taken. 
When the feaiscompofed,theyfparc them: but take them when imaged with 
ftormes. Thechiefcft commodity of this placets in that it hath BaU beyond the 
walls:enioy ing the delights thereof,and fequeftred from the incombrances. This 
praifelcan giueit,thatitistobedweltinalithc yeere long. For it lycthopen to 
the Weft winds,andfo receiueth them,that itdetaineth them from 'S^Not vn- 
aduifedly therefore did Vatia make election ofthis place, where now grown old, 
he might beftow his idleneffe. But the place doth not greatly tend vnto tranquil¬ 
lity : it is the mind that commendeth all things. 

Now remaineth it that we fpeake of Tritolx, 'Em*, Battlis , and the Promontory 
of Mifems, with their confines. Wherein we will proceed £ in order as they lie: 
andnotasconfufedly feeneby vs . And to begin with the N#rth-Weft end of the 
South Weft fide of the Bay of PufZol : neere to the place where we left our boatai 
when wewent to Auerrns. The crooked land here maketha little bay 5 and after a 
while rifeth bolt vpright;vpon whofetop,and towards Auerrns, themanfions of 
Marius,Pompey, and Cafar, are faid to haue ftood; gathered perhaps out of that 
placeof Seneca, where he faith’.Thofeto whom at firft the fortune of the people of 
Borne transferred the publicke riches, Caius Marius,Cneus Pompeius, & Cafar-, built 
them houfes in the region of Baiahut feated them on the tops of the mountaines. 
This appeared more warlike,to behold from aboue the vnderlying country. Con- 
fider what fituations they chofe,in what places,what buildings they erected, and 
th’ou wilt find them to be rather fortreftTcsthen palaces. Thus Seneca. But Pompeii 
Villa only ftood here.Nothing hath this place; note-worthy (for time hath depri- 
uedthe ruines of their Hiftorie jbutcertaine wet, and dry baths: the former in a 
caueatthefootoftherocke, nownotpreferued j called heretofore thebaths of 
Diana. We mounted a pai re of high ftaires, on the out. fide of the rocke,and cut 
out oftherocke to the other: where certaine roomes are built for the benefit of 
the dileafed. This Sudatory is entred by a long narrow paftage hewen intothe 
rockdnto which we were fainetogo backward or (looping, by reafonof the va- 
pour-and foexcefliue hot, that it forthwith bathed vs in our ownefweat. But here 
we it deferibed by a late traueller

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Called this was formerly VricloUjfi the rubbing of their bodies jand now by cor¬ 
ruption T rituU: or,as others fay,for that itcureth the Tertia feuer.There be who 
fay, that it was called of old Trifolus , and doe afcribethe Trifoline wine to this 
mountaine.lt cureth the French pox,and fluxes ofthehead.Men and women haue 
feuerall times allotted them to enter. Whofweat here halfe an houre, become 
prone vntovcnery: infomuchthat Chriftian widowcs and virgins areadmoni- 
fliedby S.Ierome to auoid the place. Both aboue and below, theie baths vVere a- 
dorned with Imagesfwherof fome fragments do remaine in fomc of them jwhich 
together with adioyninginfcriptions, exprefled and declared their feuerall ver- 
tues. Defaced as they fay,one night by the Phyficions of Salerne, as an impeach¬ 
ment to their profit, they were punifhed for the fame by the Sea ; being drowned 
in their returne. —

It was called Bates otBxim the companion of 
Vlyffcs here interred: fo write they. A place fo endued by Nature,and fo adorned 
by Art,that the Lyric Poet doth celebrate itas ofpleafure incomparable:

I wonder why Iofephus doth call it a little City: when it is laid to haue extended 
hue miles in length^ in fome places two(though in fome Idle) in latitude • pre. 
lenting the fhapc of a fingenN or was it vhdeferuedly admired by King Arifiobu. 
u • i eC ^ at i° n t ^ ie magnificency and riches of the Romans: but too much of 
their luxury. Beautified with ample temples, multitudes of Bannias , Imperiall 
palaces jand the adioyning Manner houfes of the principall Romans: whither they 
made their rceourfeinthe time of peace, and celfation from employments. They 
forced the Sea to retire, and affoord a foundation for their fumptuous buildings.

EgyptianCanopus , mentioned before, was afchoole of vertuec,bmpared to the 
yoluptuousliberty of this City. The Inne(faithS*»taj) and receptacle for vices; 
where luxury taketh the reines,andis(as in a priuiledged place) there farremorc 
licentious,&c. What a fight it is to f?e drunkards reeling along the fhore; the 
bankettings of fuch as are rowed on the water,the lakes reccchoing their cotinua! 
canzonets,and the likerwhich Lafeiuioufnefie, as if there lawlefle,hot onely fins 
in,but publifheth? The mind is to be hardnted, and remoued far from the forcery 
of enticing pleafures .One winter onely here enfeebled Hanmbal ; & the delights 
of Campania did what the fnow,and the Alpes could notdoe •, victorious in armes, 
yet by vices vanquished,&c. Thinkeft thou that Cato would euer haue dwelt ac 
OHica, to haue numbred the by.failing harlots, and to behold fo many diuers fa- 
lhionedboates,bepainted withdiuerfity ofcolours, the Lake ftrevved ouer with 
rofes,and to haue heard the night-noifes of fingers 1 &c. Whofo is a man,had ra¬ 
ther be wakened withtrumpetsthen effeminate harmony. But long enough haue 
we contended with Baia, though with vices we can neuer futficiently. Thus he. 
Wherefore no maruell though rims had here her TempIc,whehthepeople were 
fo dcuoted vnro her,and the place it felfe fuch anenemy to chaftity:

Thereft Ifuppre(fe,inthatofFenfiuely immodeft. But I {hould dwell too longon 
this place,(hould I fpeake of the Ambubaia, certaine infamous women, fo called 
for conuerling about e^incredibly impud^t, or other their particular luxuries. 
But behold an egregious example, that pronounceth the works of mens hands as 
fraileas the workmen.#^,not much inferiour vnto Rome in magnificency,equall 
in beauty, and fupenour in healthfullficuation, hath now fcaroe one tyone left 
aboueanother,demoliihed by warre,anddcuouredby water.for it {hould feeme 
that the Lombards 8c Saracens in the deftrudton hereof had not onely a hand; but 
that the extruded feahath again regained his vfurped.limits: made apparetby.the 
patted ftreets,& traces of foundations to be feencynder water. Theihor£.iSull o- 
uergrown with bu(hes and ttiirtles,t he vaults and thrown downe walls inhabited 
by ferpents; & whatis more,the aire heretofore fo {alubrious,is now become in- 

fedious

fe 3 ious and vnhealthy. A number of caues there are all along the bafes of the 
cliffe;many of them were employed for filh-ponds, whereinto they let in and ex¬ 
cluded the fea at their pleafure, in which they greatly delighted; framed and 
maintained with excelfiuc expenccs. But efpecially they delighted in Lampreys, 
partly for their bellies,and partly for that they were eafily kept in their ftues, as 
not fo tender 5 and longer lyu'd then any other. For fome ofthem hauebin known 
to haue liuedthreefcoreyeeres,andfome vpward. Be fides, their familiarity with 
men was to be admired: hauing particular names,and coming to the hand, when 
fo called vpon. Whereof tJMartial fpeakingof Demitians filh-pooles which were 
here in Baia :

for wh ich they haue bin of diuers incredibly affe&ed: in fo much as Graffus be¬ 
wailed the death pf one,no Iclfe then the loflc of a fonnejand builtafepulcher for 
it.Cains Hirtius who had a Mannor houfealfo in 'Bata, was the firft that inudnted 
thele Hues for Lamprey es; who receiued for the houfes which were about his 
filb ponds,two thoufand Sefter;ians-all which he fpent in food for his fillies. He 
it was t hat lent Cafar the Di&ator fix hundred Lamprey s to furnilh his feafts in 

the time ofhis triumphs';tobepaidagaineinkind,innumber,andby waight.* for 
he would neither fell them nor exchange them tor Other commodities. TheTy- 
rants of thofe timcs(nor was Augulhssfrec from that fauagepaftime) tooke a de¬ 
light to throw the condemned into thefe ponds,to be deuoured by them; becaufe 
they would fee them torne in pieces in an inftanr. T he Oifters alfo of Bata were 
exceedingly commended .•

Sergius Oratus was the firft that made pits for them about his houfe here; more 
for profit;then to indulgiate his gluttony .For by fuch deuices he purchafed much 
riches .He alfo deuifed the banging Bannias,and pooles to bathe in, on the tops of 
houfes. 

At the foot of the hill that windeth towards TrituU , ftood the Palace of Pifi : 
whereunto Nero frequented often,and calling off ftate& attendance, accuftomed 
to bathe and banquet. Here thofe of P^ejconfpiracy would haue executed their 
pur pole: but he refufed to giue his confent, that his table Ihould be defiled with 
flaughter,and the gods of hospitality prouoked. Of this nothing remaincth but 
ccrtaine caues and entrances hewne out ofthe rock.More within the Bay on the 
bending (hore Hand the mines of a goodly building, calledat this day Traglium. 
Itfeemcrhto hauebinaBannia, by the vents in the walls forthefmoketoeuapo- 
ratc, and by the pipes which on each fide conueyed raine water into the ample

Now vpon the high hill oppofing TrituU , and cpnfining the other end of the 
Bay,there is a Hrong Caftle, eredled by Phtlip the fecond to protect the vnder- 
lying fea,and places adioyning, from the thefts & waftes of the Turkifii Rouers j 
manned by thrcefcorefouldiets i where theMannor houfe oflultusCafar Rood, 
las is to be colle&ed out of Tacitus, 

Betweene this and Mi ferns lies B<*»//,caIled firft Boaula, as much to fay , as an 
OxHalhof oxen,which brought hither in triumph out of Spam , 

where he had a Temple confecrated vnto him.

for the better folding of the word* HereUortenfius the Orator had his Villa,(the 
ruines wherof are now buried in earth,and couered with water) whogreatly de¬ 
lighted in his fifh-ftues,and was nick named Tritonby Tuffy *,for the fifhes herein 
would cometo his hand whefocalled:who wept for the death of a Lamprey.- & 
to a friend that begged two Barbels.of him (called Muffs in Latin) replied, that hq 
had rather giue him two mules for his litter. This was afterward polfelfed by An¬ 
tonia the mother of DrufisNero • who hung a iewell in thegills of a Lamprey 
whichflieloued.AplacefamousfortheTragedy of Agrippina, herefeafted by 
her dififembling fon,& inuitedby him vnto Bait, to celebrate the fiue dayes con- 
tinuall feafliuallof Mineruae. when by the way (being by night to come,the better • 
to cloake it) in a galley deuifed by Anicetus Captaine of thenauy at Mi ferns , by 
Art made loofe in the bottome, file fhould haue been as if accidentally drowned. 
But Ih.e apt to difirufi,as inured to likrpra&ifesjor hauing had fome notice therdf 
giuenjeaufed her felfetobe carried in a chaire vnto BaU - whereby News artifi¬ 
cially paffionat entertainment difeharged of her feares,flie returned by galley (the 
fea calme, and the night Harry,as detefting to cloak fuchavillany)with only two 
of her owne retinue: Creperius Galius that Hood not farre from the Herne, and A- 
ceronia her woman who lay at her feet. When with great ioy relating the repen¬ 
tance of her fonne,and her recouered fauour,the watch* worn was giuen, and the 
heauy couering of the place falling dovvne as was ordered, preft Gallut to death : 
but that ouer the women being ftronger then the refi, though fhrinking, faued 
them,the veflell therby kept aifo from parting afunderifo that fainethey were to 
finkethegalley atthe fide by little & little. Aceroniacxyihg, that Hie was the Prin¬ 
ces mother,was flain with poles & oaresicomming to her end by the craft which 
file vfed for her fafety. Agrippina with filcnce fwimming to the fliore, hauing only 

received 
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receiuedonc wound on the fhoulder^vas fuccoured by fraal batks,and conueicd 
to her houfe which bordered on Lucrinus. When cafting in her mind the vnlool^c 
for honourdone her, fucceeding fuch bitternefleofhatred, thefabrickof the gal¬ 
ley foto diilbhie,neither flnken with ftormes^riot crufiied by rocks• the death of 
Aceronia affuming her name-, and lafily the wound fire had receiucd: flic held it the 
beftcourfetotakcno notice of the treacherydending rotell her fonne of 

the danger which Are had efcapedby the goodneffe of the Gods, and by hlsgood 
fortunes.But he knowing her crafr,and fearing that Are fiiould prefently praCtifea 
reuenge, fent Anicetusa Captaineofthe nauy,andaCenturionoffea-fouldiers to 
difpatch her: who breaking into her houfe, and finding her abed,it is faid that file 
prefented her belly to the fword ofthe Cencuriojbidding him to ftrike it that had 
brought forth fuch a monftenand fo with many wounds perifiicd. Nero Aanding 
by when Aie was cut vp, (therm no lefie fauagethen in murdering)furueyin.geue- 
ry part of her, faid to the by-handers. That he thought he had not hadfobeautifulla 
mother. Thefamenight Aie was burned with bafe funerals, and vvhilcft Nero reig- 
nedjVnburied.Butfiiortly afterindofedhere at Eaulsby herhoufiiold feruantsin 
a fimplefepulcher,called the Sepulcher of Agrippina at this day-which we entred: 
being placed on the fide of the riling ground,partly hewne into the rock,and now 
hauinga difficult entry. Theroofe and fides are figured withSphinxes, and Grif¬ 
fons : but fullied greatly with the fmokc oftorchesandlights,borneinby fuch as 
do enter. 

Not farre beyond, the land pointed into the fea, and there hollowing a little 
by the induftry of Agrippa^ax c 4 ** s appointment* and called the Port of Agtypa. 
Another nauy. they kept at Rauenna s both feruing aptly for employment: in thac 
from either the one or the other they might make a fwift cut,if occafio required, 
without compafling of countries, to any part of their Empire within Hercules pil¬ 
lars. Tolufius Proculm WasAdmirall of this in the time oiNero: and Pliny ihena.- 
turall Hiftorian, in the reigne oi Titus. Diuers Hones hereabout doe beare the 
names of Aiips,and nauall Commanders, with fuch like antiquitie. At: the mouth 
hereofyet are to be feene certaine ruinous piles.The inncrmoHpart,f]ow a filthy 
lake,is vulgarly called the dead Sea. 

On the far fide of this, and flretching furtheftintotheSea,the mouritaine of 
t Mifenus rifeth aloft*

montory of CMinerua j (if meafured with the winding ftiore foureand fifty miles 
diftant) all which fhewedin thetimeof the Roman Monarchy like to one entire 
Citie. Whereof now (Tuples excepted) there is little to be feene that hath efcaped 
the fury offire,of water,or earthquakes.Here Cam Martas had a Villa,with a pa¬ 
lace more fumptuous and fine then befitted fuch afouldier: after*purchafed by 
Cornelia,and after that by Lttculhtsfm which Tiberius Cafar departed this life-(pre¬ 
sented by extremity officknefle)in his way vnto Capra. The vault of Traconaria 
(whichfignifietha paffagefor water)is neere vnto this.A part of the lame(as con¬ 
jectured by fome)which was digged by Nero, reaching vnto <^iuerms jto receiue 
all the hot waters ofthe baths of Bata: being couered ouer head, and on each fide 
cloiftered. But thisfhouldrather feemeto bemadefor the receit of the raine that 
defeended from the Promontory ,asappears by the conueiances.lt isabouttwen. 
ty foot high, the falne downe roofe obfeures both the length and breadth. The 
middle fpace is contained between two wals,eighteenefoot broad, and two hun¬ 
dred long. In either fide of it a palfage there is by fouredoores into fourc ample 
vaults,thc arched roofes being ioyned with walls in the middle.The mines ofthe 
City lie below this$ amongft which arc the remaines of a Theater,fin forme of an 
halfe Amphitheater.Thcfe Theaters were dedicated to Ferns ,as the Amphithea¬ 
ters to Mars-, thofe prefenting delights of a more gentle nature.

Buthowfumptuous they grew fro fo rude a beginning,that Theater built by Mar-i 
eu< scaurus&otix declare,exceeding all other fabricks whatfoeuer.lt had 3-ftages 
one aboue another,fupported with three hundred & fixty pillars of marble.The 
Joweft ftage was of marble$the front of the middle, ofglaffe^the vppermoft of 
boords guilt curioully ouer. Three thoufand ftatues of braflfe flood between the 
columnes: and the femicircle was ample enough to containe fourefcore thoufand 
perfons.Thefurnitureofhangings,pMfturesandapparel!, wasanfwerabietothe 
magnificency ofthe building: and all thisdone by a priuate man. The parts of a 
Theater were foure:the front of the ftage.the ftage whereon they a&ed; the place 
where the muficians played/in which Poets alfo, and Orators pronounccd.theit-

On feates of turfs the Auditors fit downe: 
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compofiti’ons) and that whcrethc Chorus danced and fung: about which fate 
the Senators. The fpeCfators fate one aboucanother round about the Round,di- 
ftinguifhed according to their qualitie. Thefaceof thefccne was made fo as to 
turne of a.fudden: and to prefent new pictures and places, according to the argu¬ 
ment then handled. But herein the inuention of Curio furpafled: whofe two great 
Theaters framed of wood,hung vpontwo hooks,whichupheld the whole frame; 
In theforenoone placed they were back vntobacke,and plaies exhibited therein* 
in the after, turned about in a trice they affronted each other: & towards the latter 
end of the day ioyning them together, made of both one goodly Amphitheater, 
(the people neuer remouing from their feates)where Fencers at fharpefucceeded 
the aCtors. Thus bore hee the Romanes between heauenand earth vponthetruft 
oftwo hookes .* a bold inuention, and as bold an aduenture. Nero in perfon oft 
aCted in publike Theaters, although players were fllencedbyhim in the begin¬ 
ning of his reigne,as before his time by Tyberius, and after by Traian. 

A little remoued there arecertaine fait pits,and beyond towards Cuma we came 
toJrciftcrne, not vndeferuedly called Pifcim mirabilii. This was entredat two 
doorcs in the oppofite corners,(whereof one now is rambd vp) and is defeended 
into by forty ftone fteps. The vault is flue hundred footinlengtb,andin breadth 
two hundred and twenty: the roofe ftiftained by foure rowes'of pillars,twelue in 
a row* wherein are diuers tunnels wherat they draw vp wateryiow ye elding a ftif- 
ficient light to the fame. Without, it appeareth but as a rifing banke; the walles 
within confiding ofbrick,and plaifteredouer withacompofition^s they fay,of 
flower,the white of egs,and ftone beaten into powder-hard as marble, and not to 
be foked thorow by water.The making ofthis fome impute to Lucullus 3 by rcafon 
of the neighbourhood of his manfion.-but more probably wc may do it to Agrip- 
pa for the benefit of the Nauy, into which water was conducted from the riucr 
Serinus.Thok that are call z&Centum earner ell* (into whichalfo we entred) of the 
multitude of vaults for the preferuing of water, I rather thinke to haue belonged 
to LucttHus: mentioned by Varro^Tacitus^rtd Pliny. 

Betweene CMifems and Bata there lyeth along plaine,called by fome the Eli- 
•gjan field, but more commonly Mercato di Sabato , enuironed with ruines 5 here¬ 
tofore a Cirque:fo called of the running aboutthe obelisks that flood alog in the 
middle,with horfesand chariots .TarquimusPrifcus built thefirft amongft the Ro- 
;»*»<?j-,between the two hils PaUtims and Auentine , named Maximus ; enlarged 
and magnificently adorned by Cafar AuguJlus 3 Traianjmd Heliogabalus. Itcohtai- 
ned in length three hundred feuenty & fiuepaccs,in breadth an hundred, and fiue 
and twentyifquare at oneend, and circular atthe other.- theround andfides com¬ 
parted with a riuolet of ten foot broad,and of equall depth ; without which were 
the wals, containing three galleries one aboue another,and built wit h feats like an 
Amphitheater ; where places were affigned to each feuerall calling; large enough 
to receiue two hundred & threefcorethoufand fpeCfators. Entred it was at twelue 
ports. Atthe fquareend the horfesvnder certaine arches had their ftand, kept 
back by a barrier drawn vp vpon the figne giuen.In the midft of the Cirque flood 
an hieroglyphical obelisk,brought by Augujlusoutof Mgyptfro the City of the 
Sunne,there creCled by Semnefertus ; an hundred fiue and twenty foote and nine 
incheshigh.On each fide ofthis ftoodthree Iefle-guilt afterwards ouer/or the o- 
ther fik planets;ail:in a row like the lirts’inatiltyard.They vfed to ifrew thefioore 
withthepowder of white ftone. Nero caufeditto bcfprinkled with agreene mi- 

nerall 
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nerall, found in the mines of gold and braffe . Caligula with the fame, but mixed 
with Vermilion: Beliogahalus with the filings of gold and filuerj and forry he was 
that hecouldnot with Amber: Although the Cirques were generally confecrated 
vnto Neptune, yet itfeetneth that the Sunne had a fpeciall intereft in this: not 
onely in regard of his obeliske,bnt of the twelue games there exhibited in his ho¬ 
nour, fignified by the twelue gates, and perhaps hauing reference to the twelue 
fignesj as the feuen times circling the lift with their chariots,hadto the feuen pla¬ 
nets,and dayes of them named. Thathieroglyphicall Obeliske now ftanding at 
Heme in the Later an, ft ood in the fame Cirque,ereded by Conliantius 5 and by him 
brought from Alexandria in a galley of three hundred oares; being there left by 
Canftantinc the Great,who had taken it from Mgyptian Thebes , (where RamneHes 
had fet it in a Temple to the honour df the Sunne) with purpofe to haue conucycd 
it vnto Constantinople. They adorned thefe places with the images oftheir gods, 
and fpoii9$ oftheir enemies. Before the beginning of the race, they carried their 
idols about in a folemne proceifion. Whereof amarous Ouid fitting in the Cirque 
byhisMiftris,

The catching & killing ofbeaftsby thehands of men,which were of a more fear- 
full nature,wasalfo prefented in the Cirque ; thus exprefted by Vopifcm in the life 
of the Emperor Probus: A liberall hunting he beftowed in the Cirque, to be car¬ 
ried all away by the people.Thc manner of the fpe&acle was: Great trees by the 
roots puld vp by the fouldiers, were faftned to pieces of timber, in many places 
conioyned: which whencouefed with earth; thewhole Cirque did nppeafeas a 
flourishing wood: into which werethruft 1000. Oftridges,athoufand Stags, a 
thoufand Bores,a thoufand Bucks,Goats,Sheep,wild beads, and other creatures 
that Hue vpon graffe,as many as could befound out and preferued.Thcn fuffering 
the people to enter,they caught and carried away wbatfocuer they could. 

From the Weft end of this Cirque,we defeended a little amongft certain ruines, 
where diuers Vrnes are yetto befeenin thcconcaues of old wals, containing the 
afties of the Romam.lxmiug the forfaken Promontory that iheweth nothingbut 
deiblation,we retired to our boat, and crofted the Bay vntothe fliore of PutTpf 
to a place where the fand isfohot (notwithftanding wafhed witheuery billow) 
that like it was to haue fealded our hands,though fuddcnly puld forth again.From 
hence we rowed to Kefis ,,a little Hand,and btft a little remoued from the point of 
Paufilypt'-, once fabled to haue been a Nymph,acdbeloued of the Mountaine,

It hath a round Tower in the midft ouer-looking thofe coafts, with a little port 
turning towards the South^making befides a fafe ftationfor Ihips between it and 
the mountaine. 

So paft we alongthe fide of Paufilype, clothed with natures mod rich and beau- 
tifull tapeftry: the frequented fliore affoordingdiuerfitie of folacesjbefides other 
edifices, bearing the impreflions of fundry.ancient ftru&ures. Amongft the reft, 
that now called Copinm j a Grot defeended into by degrees from the houfe that 
flood aboue it:once belonging vnto PollioVtbm. and left vnto* AuguflusCafar by 
his wil.This cruelly luxurious Po^accuftomedhis lampreys,kept inrhisftue,to 
feed vpon mans flelhjinto which he threw hiscondemned flaues.Vpon a time ha- 
. uing inuited AuguBus to fupper,a boy breaking a cry flail glade, and forthat mif- 
chancc being to be deuoured by fi(hes ; befought Auguftm that he would not fufter 
him to dye fo wretched a death. When the Emperor comanded that they (hould 
let him alone^and withall that all the chryftals which were in the houfe fliould be 
fetcht: which hecaufed to bcbroken,and throwne into the filh-poole. Thus was 
the friend of Co far to be chaftifcd,and well heexercifed his authority .We wilnot 
fpeake ofthe roots of hils here hollowed by Lucullus • for which called gowned 
Xerxes by Tubero the Stoicke: but proceed vnto the houfe of lAcobus SAnnaziarius 
that excellent Poet,giuen him by King Frederick find called MergiUinAx which by 
his laft Teftatnent heconuerted into a Monafteryjhauing there built a Temple to 
the Birth of the Virgin. And herein his fepulcheristo be feeneofafaire white 
marble, with his figure cut to the life; from whofe mouth the bees doe feem as it 
were to fucke hony.On the one fide is the ftatuc of Apollo find on the other of Mi¬ 
ner nA h though called by the names of Dauid and Iuditb. He is beholding to Cardi¬ 
nal! Betnbus for this there engrauen Epitaph.

This is not farre remoued from the way which pafleth thorow the mountaine 5 
where we met our Carofle,and fo returned into the City. " 

Now vpon departing from Naples, I was perfwaded not to venture ouer land 
by reafon of the infalubrious feafon (thedog-ftarre then raging) prouing often 
mortall to the ftranger,but efpecially after a raine: infomuch that lately of foure 
and twenty French men,but foure got aiiue vnto Florence. So that I agreed with a 
Cenoefe to carry me in his Feluca to Heptane. But flaying too long for my com¬ 
panion, (an Englilh man that dwelt at Ligorne) the boateput from fhore ; which 
we were faine to follow in another. Croffing the mouth ofthebay of/>«r^/,the 
feas grew fuddenly rough,and we out of hopeoffafety: when by a French h(. her- 
rtian we were fuccoured,and in his barke tranfported to Prochita where the other 
Feluca flayed for vs. 

This Ilandcontainethbutfeuen miles ittcircuite: foureteene miles from Tu¬ 
ples,eight from Pttt^ol, and two from Inar me from whence it isfaid to haueflid, 
and therefore fo called. Itliethina lowleuell: yet Virgil^

a renowned citizen of Salerne , was once Lord of this place,from whence he pro¬ 
duced his originally whodepriucd Charles ofthe dominion of Sicilia^ and wasau- 
thor ofthatbloudy Euen-fong,as formerly dcclared.Prouokedtherunto, in that 
Charles had difpofleffed him of Prochita-^ox rather for abufing his wife,as is repor¬ 
ted by others: whom the Aragonian that rofehy thcfall cd the Irench, made Go- 
iiernour of Talentia. 

The weather continuing ftormy,we flayed here the day following, and fo had 
theleifure to furuey the neare neighboring ALnaria , called alfo Art me & inarime- 
an Hand eighteenc milesabout, and no more though meafured with the fhore; 
which thrufteth out many beautifull promontories. In the midft of the Hand 
Hands the high mountain Epomeus i .v pon whofe top Saint Nicolas hatha Temple, 
befriended withafonntain offreih watertthe want wherofis here greatly miffed, 
there being but twclue in the whole Hand, whereas there be o/hot and medicina- 
.ble fprings(befidesfudatories)fiuc and twenty. For the earth is full offubterrene 
fires, which haue heretofore euaporated ftones, and raifed moft of theie moun- 
taines therefore was it fained to couer Tiphouf:

for what fignifieth that name Typhous >but fupprefled whirle-, winds,& impetuous 
inflammations^ Though this Ifle was not called Arime, and Pithecufa (for both 
fignifieth one thing) of the men here fained to haue beenc metamorphofed into 
Apes:y et why not of their crafty and beaftiall difpofitions? And little better are 
they at this dayteither retaining the fauagecuftomes oftheir progenitors, or ha¬ 
iring their bloud dried vp with ouermuch fire: being prone to iniuries, violence 
and ff aughters. But Pliny faith that ir tooke that name of Inarime ofthe making 
of earthen pots,as &nana of the flation of JEneas his nauy. Now called it is //- 
0&/4,which fignifieth flrong, in regard ofthe flrength ofthetovvnc(fome fay, of 
the forme exprefling a huckle-bone) regarding Prochita. Seated it is on a high 
craggy rock,enuironed in times pad with the fca, though now ioyned to the reft 
by along pauage of ftone,which maketh(accordingas the wind doth fit) on each 
fide a harbour. The rocke is almofl feuen furlongs about,alfoording but a ftcepe 
and difficult afeent, and that made by mans labour. Thetowne isftrengthened 
with Iron gates,and guarded by Italians. The Marques of TaHo is Gouernour of 
theCaflleandtowne. There are in the Hand eight villages. The inhabitants be 
for the moft part poore,y et is the earth in many places not niggardly in her pro- 
du&ions.Much more might be faid ofthis Hand.• but I now grow weary of this 
labotfr. 

Thenext day the wind blowing fauourabie,we failed clofe .vnder Cuma ; and 
crofTed,a little beyond the mouth of Vulturnus : a riuer that rifeth in the Country 
of the Sammies , and gliding by Capua (but three miles diftant from the ruines of 
the old)herc falleth into the fea: where flood a City (now not to be feene)of that 
name. Betweene this and Cuma , but little remoued from the fhore, ftand the 
ruines of Linternum^ innobled by the fepulchcr of Scipio Africanus ; who grieued 
at the vngrarefull accufations ofthe 2to/»4»j,abandoned the vnkind City: and reti¬ 
ring hither, here ended his dayes; asamanofapriuatecondition. By this there 
js a lake of that narae,and nearer the fhore a tower, at this day called Torre della- 

patria .

£ at J mP r °ceeding, sinuejj i(hewed vs her relickes, fo named of thecroo¬ 
ked ihore, but more anciently Swope ; and then a Creeke Colony. Hither t* j 
tniperour C/W««repaired 3 m hope to recouerhis health through the tempera¬ 
ture of the aire,and vertue of the waters: but contrarily here met with the mulh- 
rumps that poiloned him. At thefe baths Tigellinus 3 a beaftly boy, and a vicious 
old man, in chiefe credit with T^ero for his luxury and cruelty, receiued the Mef- 
lageof his death (then dallying with his concubines.-) which with a fearefull,and 
flow hand, in the end he accomplilhed. Thefe waters are faid to cure women of 
their barrenne£fe,and men of their madnefle: but men rather here lofe their wits 
with too much fenfualitie- as women that defeft by the forfeiture of their vertues; 
fickneffe being but a pretence for their gadding.- of old iefted at by the Epigram¬ 
matic.

Not farre beyond, the riuer Liris hath his waters difleafoned with the Seawho 
fetchethhis birth from the Apemjpe, and giueth a limit to the Weft o£ Campania: 
a beholder, and an vmpire of many bloudy conflids, and oft infidtous to the tra- 
uellcr. fJalicarnaffus reports that he left his courfe (as that of Vulturnus ) and ranne 
backe to his fountaine,at fuch time as Artftodemus was tyrant of Cuma. There 
-ftandetha tower at the mouth of the riuer bearing this infeription: 

Thisfoile oncefpoild by Satdcens 3 that paft 
Theyeelding riuer: to rejtjl like tvafte , 

Eandulphus that heroicke Prince did raife 
This tQwerysbicb jlill renovones the builderspraifet 

built in thedaies of Pope John the eight. The Iobftars of this riuerare commended 
by Athemus: whereof when Apicius had tafted(who liued in thedaies of Tiberius) 
a man of grea,t fubftance, and deuoted wholly to luxury and his belly • hefeated 
himfelfe at Minturnumia City which flood a liftle vp the ftreame) that he might 
at all times,and more liberally feed on them. And hauing heard that farre greater 
were taken vpon th£ coafts o£Ajrica 3 he failed thither of purpofe to make proofe. 

But finding it otherwife, ( for the »J^/w4»fiftiermen fore-knowing of his com- 
ming, whilftyeta fliip-boord, hadprefented himwiththegreateft)withoutfo 
much as going afhore,hee returned into Italy. This was that Apicius that wrote 
whole volumes of cookerytwhofe luxury and end are exprelfed in this Epigram:

Marica was the wife of Faunas ,adored in this wood,ftanding ncere the fea,by the 
Minturnians . For Minturmtnizs hathbeenfaid) ftoodbuta littleaboue. Itihew- 
eth, among other ruines of fumptuous buildings, the mines of an Aquadud, a 
Theater, an Amphitheater,&c. In the marifhes hard by, Caius Marius , ouer- 
throwneby Syllaxoncealed himfelfe^when the aufteritie ofhisafped did terrifie 
the fouldier that was fent to kill him* and fo cfcaped into Afried. 

Betweene this Riuer and Tjbur lieth Latium (ofwhomthe Lathes) bounded 
on the North with the country of the Sabines : taking that name, as moft authors 
affirme,of Saturnus here hiding of himfelfe from the purfuite oflupiter : whereof 
a Chriltian Poet fcoffingly:

But rather fo called, for that no Country of Italy lies fo broad and open to the 
view,as doth this betweene the fea 6 and the mountaines. We eroded the Bay of 
Fftfwwjinthebottome whereofndw ftandeth a Caftle,with a towne called Molat 
whereerft Forms* built by the Laconians ftoodjthe recreation and delight of the 
Romanes, as appeareth by many notable ruines. A little aboue, Cicero had a Villa: 
flaineby Herennius, as his feruants bore him from thence towards the fea in a lit¬ 
ter: whom he had formerly defended,when accufedfor themurtherof his father. 
Of I cannot choofe but infertthis(though long)commendation of Mar¬ 

tial [met it alfo toucheth the places fpoken,and to be fpoken of:

Others will haue it fo called of the burning here of JEneashis nauy by thcTrofan 
women, tired with their tedious nauigations. It hath one onely accede to it by 
land jt he reft enuironed by the Tyrrhen fca and the afore laid Bay - 3 whichincro-* 
ching vpon the North (ide,iies within the land like anample lake: the Weft/hore 
bordered almoft withcontinued buildings. But the City and Caftle lye vnder a 
high hill, which thrufteth into the fea, and is alfo included within the fame wall; 
yet hath little building therupontcrowned with the Maufoleum of Lucius Mma- 
tius Plancius • though vulgarly and ignorantly called,The Tower otorlando. The 
building is round of forme^and withoutconfifts offquare ftone,lined wif hin with 
white marble 5 and receiuing light onely from the doore. In the (ides there are 
foure concaues where ftatucs haue flood. The top of the monument is adorned 
with fpires and trophies: and the frontprefenteth this infeription; 
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The mountaine and Caftle are guarded by Spaniards, who will not eafily permit 
aftrangcrtofurucythem. No fooner (hall you enter the Caftlc.but a coffin co- 
ueredwithblacke,fet vpon high, prefentsit felfetoyourview, with this vnder 
written Epitaph:

Name we onely the Trophie of Sempronttu 
Atracinnefxhich flood without the City j pulled downe to build the Front of a 
Temple . and the Sepulcher of Vitruuius, framed to haue bin Ciceroes by the Cate- 
tanians : whereupon Alphonfles halting thither, caufed the monument to be freed 
from the ouer.growingbumesjbut when by the inscription he found it to belong 
to the other,he faid,that the Caietaniansh&d receiuedoile,but not wifedomefrom 
Minerua. Many ruines there are hereabout, that yet accufe the fore-going ages 
of vanity and riot; amongft the reft thofe of the Palace of FauFlina , (where for 
the night following we tooke vp our lodging)in which Ihcliued fo yoluptuoufly, 
G fwhom Iulius Capitolims j Many conictfture that commodus was borne in adul* 
tery-confidering Fauflints behauiouratC</dW: Who dilhonored her felfewiththe 
familiarity ofMarriners and Fencers. Whereof when Marcus Antonins was told, 
andperfwaded eitherto kill or diuofee her;hereplied,/// put aivay my wife, Imujl 
reflate her hir dowry. 

The next day we putagaine to fea, rowing along a pleafant {bore. We paft by 
the lake of Fundifhat hath a to wne ofthat name at the further end,ere<fted out of 
the decayes ofthe oldjfackt not long ago by the pirat Barbara fa. This is the mari¬ 
time limit of the Neapolitan kingdomc. Terracina , a City belonging to the Papa¬ 
cy appeared to vs next: fo callcdof Trachyna, in that feated on a cliffie hill: and 
Anxur, of the Temple here dedicated to lupiter , Anxurus , which is, bcardlefle. 
Of this, Horace in his Iournall;

It is faitied, that when her adioyning groue was acci¬ 
dentally fet on fire, the inhabitants going’ about to remoue her image, it fodainly 
reflourilhed. Multitudes of people frequented heryeerely folcmnities: where 
fuch as were infpired with her fury<,didwalkevponburning coales without dam- 
mage.

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once being an Hand .* the marches not then dried vp j that diuideditfrom the 
Continent. The habitation of Circes, whoexpulfedout of Sarmatta (where fhe 
had tyrannically reigned after the death of her impoifoned husband) here made 
her abode.Qf this place and her,thus Virgil:

The mountaine was called JE<ea of the horrors & calamities of the place. The fa¬ 
ble was fitted to the piace,in that producing a number of herbs & plants of diffe¬ 
rent vertues. Circe fignifieth no other then the Suns circumuolution,whofe heat 
and dire&er beames do quicken whatfoeueris vegetable. She isfaid tohaue been 
prone vnto loue,in that hcate and moifture are the parents of venerous defiressbe- 
ing alfo fained to haue bin begotten by Sol on Perfeis y the daughter of the Ocean , 
and therefore an allurer vnto intern perancy ■ w hereby fhe transformed Vlyffes his 
mates into bcafts (for no better are the fenfuall:) vvhom he by fprinkling them 
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Circccdn TPromontorie* Annum .

with Moly (which is temperace)anhearb hardly to befound by mortaIs,reftored 
again vnto their manly proportions .The mountaine mounteth op high, and aloft 
on the Eaft fide beares the mines of an old City called formerly Cine. Below it 
ftands theNew*named Saint Felice: andneererthe fhore a ruine., the fuppofed 
tombe of Elpenor: one, and the worft of Vlyfes his mates • who though reftored 
from the fliape ofa fwine,betooke him againe to his cups, and broke his necke in 
his drunkennefle ; here buried by him.Neere this Amafenus falls into the fea,and 
raifeth his head from the not farre diftant hils of Setinus : of noobfcurefame for 
their celebrated wines.Themarifties of Pomtina do bound the North-fide of this 
Promontory j on the Weft ithathacalmebay :and with his Southerne bafts, re-, 
pulfeth the importunate wauesjthenoife whereof gaueinuentiontothefabulous 
roaring ofLionsj&c.Certainedeepe canes there are on this fide.and by frigotstQ 
berowedinto: wherein the TurkijhVkats notfeldome do lurke in the daytime. 
The mountaine is fet about with watch-towers. Two Goddefles de'tefting each 
other were honoured in this place • called by an ancient infcription here found, 
the Promontory of Verna .-and in the old City Uinerua had her Altar. Tarquintta 
here planted a Romane Colony; and to this place Augustus confined Lepidus for e~ 


uer. 


From hence we came to Neptune ; where they fet me alhore, and proceeded 
on the voyage. The Country betweenc this and the riuer Ltm is no other then 
a low marifli. onely here andtherecertaine hils looke alofr,as is declared before: 
yet producing in diuers places the moft excellcntof Vines which growvp by 
trees,as thofe oiCacuhunfjFundi^ttd setinus. It was firft drained by Cornelius Ce- 
thegus, and after by Cafar: called formerly Pmtinajn that ferried ouer in fundry,, 
piaces:and now Aufente Palude . Ofthis Lucan,

The wet way that Pont inas fences deuidis , 


meaning the Appiaoway • extending from Rome by diuers circuits vnto Rrtmdtt* 
fium: which entring the marches at Forum Appii, hard by the hils of Setinus , croft 
ies to Terracina ; and fo leading to For mu , pafleth ouer Lins at Mint urns. This 
was fo called of Appius Claudius , whobuilt it on the fides oi fquare ftone; there 
higher then in the middle for the benefit oi footmen: paued within with flint 5 
and broad enough for two carriages to paife with eafe by each other. At euery 
miles end ftood a little pillar, and euery where places were made for the eafier 
mounting on horfebacke. Adorned it was on each fide with houfes and Maufo- 
leums; whichnow hereandthere do fliew their halfe drowned rcliques. 

Neptune doth poffeffethe foie of that ancient Annum : fo called,'for that it was 
the firft City that ftood on this fliore: oncethe chiefe feateofthe Volfciam : and 
then powerfull in (hipping, although deftitute ofahauen. Infomuch as when 
taken from them by the Romanes , they fixed the beaks of their (hips in the Forum 
at^c(calledthereuponi?fl/?r4) wherethey madetheir orations to the people. 
It ftands vpon a rockej and was much frequented by theprincipall Romanes for. 
their folace, & in their retirements from the combers of the Citytfo that it mighc 
contend with the beft for magnificent buildings. In it Fortune had her celebrated 
Temple,the Patronefle of the City; as fpeakes this inuocation .*

The fteepenesofthe rockegiues a naturall ftrength to the City: fortified befides 
with two Caftlesj furueying the fea,and commanding the fliore. The buildings 
are old; the inhabitants none of the ciuilleft: fubiedt it is to the Papacy; 

About one oftheclocke next morning I departed with a guide of the towne. 
We entred a great wood, in the time of Paganifme facred vnto Jupiter ^ Hauing 
rid thoro w itbefore the Sunnc was yet an houre high, wee mounted the more 
eminent foilejwhich gaue vs the full view of the large vnder-lying leuell.Wepaf- 
fed then thorow a champion Country ,rich in wines and graine: feafted with va- 
rietie of obie&s, vntill the parched earth refle&ing an immoderate and vnwhol- 
fome heate, enforced vs to houfe our felues in an Inne fome fifeeene miles diftanc 
from Rome: vnto which we rid in the coole of the euening. Hauing ftayed here 
fourcdayes(aslongasldurft)fecured by the faith and care of Mafter Nicolas 
Fite-Herhert ,who accompanied me in the furueying ofall the antiquities 
and glories of that City,I departed to Siena ; and hauing feene Flo- 
remefBolomS) and F«T4m,imbarqued on the Po, and fo 
returned vnto Venice .
